Ford’s Got Clemson 


Back in the Driver's Seat 


Clemson coach Danny Ford remembers January 1, 1982 
very well. That evening, in the Orange Bowl, he enjoyed a 
victory ride he will never forget. His Tigers defeated Nebraska, 
22-15, completing a perfect season while earning the national 
championship. 

Can history repeat itself? Absolutely. Clemson has had 
three perfect seasons in its illustrious history, and number four 
could result in another national championship. 

FOOTBALL ACTION sees the Tigers upsetting Oklahoma 
in an Orange Bowl showdown for the national title this fall, deja 
vu in a couple of ways. If it comes to pass, it would mark the 
second straight year the national championship bow! game 
pitted undefeated squads. Clemson downed a Big Eight team 
the last time it went for all the marbles. 

This Clemson edition has a few other common denomina- 
tors compared to the 1981 national champions, For one thing, 
the name Perry stands out. William, more commonly known as 
Fridge, was one of a number of future pros playing for the 
Tigers that New Year's night. For trivia buffs, Jeff Bryant of 
Seattle, Kevin Mack of Cleveland, Cliff Austin of Atlanta and 
Donald Igwebuike all graduated to the pros and are still in the 
NFL, The 1987 edition has a scaled down Perry—named 
Michael Dean—keying a solid defense. 

Clemson's offense can more than hold its own despite the 
loss of pro-bound running backs Terrence Flagler and Kenny 
Flowers. The fact that Ford's troops play eight home games in 
Death Valley helps quite a bit. 

Oklahoma is a legitimate contender for the thrown. If the 
Sooners didn't lose to Miami last season, they would have won 


the coveted crown. Barry Switzer’s team will hardly miss Brian 
Bosworth as the defense is superb. Darrell Reed will finally 
receive national recognition. The secondary, featuring names 
like Dixon and Vickers, will shine. A healthy Jamelle Holieway 
leads a productive Sooner attack. Holieway was bothered by a 
thumb injury during the spring. Only the annual showdown

against Nebraska looms as a serious threat to an unblemished 
regular season. 

The Buckeyes of Ohio State check in at number three in the 
FOOTBALL ACTION top twenty. The Big Ten favorite lost just 
a handful of starters. Tom Tupa is the latest Buckeye to 
assume the signal-calling duty. He has All-America receiver 
Cris Carter as a top target. Linebacker Chris Spielman is the 
mainstay of the fine Ohio State defense. 

Jimmy Johnson's Miami of Florida Hurricanes came within 
seconds of winning the national championship last fall. Even 
without Vinny Testaverde, Alonzo Highsmith and Jerome 
Brown, the ‘Canes cannot be counted out. Melvin Bratton will 
be a Heisman contender at running back. If Miami can fight 
through a rugged schedule, it could be another shot at the top 
for Johnson's troops. 

Nebraska has just 10 starters returning. Tom Osborne isn't 
worried, though the non-league agenda is rougher than usual. 
The Cornhuskers are still a candidate for national cham- 
pionship honors. Keith Jones will have a super season keying 
the “|” offense. There will be a few new stars blossoming on 
defense, with Broderick Thomas the most noteworthy. 

UCLA's Bruins face the Cornhuskers in an early-season 
test. Gaston Green enters the season as the top Heisman 
hopeful, though he will be tried and battered in Lincoln. If Terry 
Donahue’s team finds a way to beat Osborne's contingent, a 
top five finish is a great bet. Donahue has two fine signal- 
calling prospects in Brendan McCracken and former Oklaho- 
ma quarterback Troy Aikman. Playing in the Pac-10, odds are 
the Bruins will stumble somewhere in league action. 


Mike Archer hopes his LSU team is right on target. The 
Tigers are the defending SEC champions and still feel there is 
something to prove. The defense was hit hard by graduation 
losses, though the new coach, the nation's youngest Division 
I-A mentor, feels he can plug the gaps. His offense returns-a 
number of vital cogs. including youngsters Tom Hodson at 


quarterback and running back Harvey Williams. Wide receiver 
Wendell Davis earned All-America kudos last season. 

Florida State has one of the most talented teams in the land, 
but a rugged schedule will keep the Semindles out of title 
contention. Bobby Bowden believes in taking on all comers, 
and that's exactly what he’s doing. State cannot beat both 
Florida and Miami. 


Notre Dame returns to the top twenty after a short hiatus. 
Lou Holtz is a magician and he is capable of turning around the 
fledgling team’s fortunes. A 7-4 record against the nation’s 
toughest schedule would be good enough for a postseason 
berth and a spot in the final rankings. Tim Brown is one of the 
nation’s premier all-around specialists. 

Colorado can give Big Eight bigwigs Oklahoma and Nebras-

Pat Dye’s Auburn Tigers will roar back into the top 10. No 
more Fullwood or Agee out of the backfield, so James Joseph 
will be next in line to carry the pigskin. Auburn's defense will 
rank among the nation's best. Tracy Rocker and Kurt Crain will 
vie for All-America honors. The Tigers should cakewalk 
through the early portion of the schedule before being tested 
by more stringent SEC opponents. 

Arkansas is the team to beat in the weak SWC. Ken Hatfield 
has led the Razorbacks to a bowl in each of his seasons as 
head coach. That streak should remain intact. Greg Thomas is 
an effective all-around athlete running the ‘bone. Tony Cher- 
ico will garner national headlines leading the Arkansas defen- 
sive line. 

Michigan will slip a bit after back-to-back strong seasons. 
The defending Big Ten champion will fall behind Ohio State. 
Lack of stability at quarterback and in the secondary will lead 
to the Wolverines’ demise. Jamie Morris is a fine back and a 
Heisman hopeful, though the team may not have enough 
supporting assistance. 

Don James always fields a fine team in Washington. The 
Huskies have an underrated and explosive leader in Chris 
Chandler. James’ team will be tested by Stanford early on. 

USC has anew coach in Larry Smith. Considering what he’s 
done at Tulane and Arizona, Trojan fans can expect immedi- 
ate success, Smith has a fine nucleus returning and he’s 
familiar with the Pac-10 competition. A few holes must be 
filled, though USC will put together a respectable squad cap- 
able of pushing UCLA and Washington. 

Hayden Fry is another coach whose team always seems to 
find its way into the bowl lineup.

USING POWER ACTION POINTS 
For Pro and College Football 


There are five ratings for each team in the Power Action Points table: 
Power Rating (PR) 
Offensive Rating (OR) 
Defensive Rating (DR) 
Winnging Edge Factor (WEF) 
Home Team Rating (HT) 
The steps in using the Power Action Points system are as follows: 
1. An approximation of the probable pointspread of the game can be determined by finding the 
difference between the two power ratings. 
Subtract the Power Rating of the lower rated team from that of the higher rated team to find the 
estimated point spread on a neutral field. 
EXAMPLE: 
Alabama Power Rating 
Texas Power Rating 
Texas would be favored by 1 point. 


2. An estimated score for the game can be figured by subtracting the Defensive Rating of the given 
team from the Offensive Rating of its opponent. 


EXAMPLE: 

Alabama Offensive Rating 
Texas Defensive Rating 
Alabama to score 14 points. 
Texas Offensive Rating 
Alabama Defensive Rating 
Texas to score 9 points. 


3. Next, subtract the lower Winning Edge Factor from the higher and add the difference to the score of 
the team with the higher WEF. 


EXAMPLE: 

Alabama Winning Edge Factor 

Texas Winning Edge Factor 

Alabama awarded one point. 

The predicted final score would then be: Alabama 15, Texas 9. 


4. If the game is not played on a neutral field, then Home Team points should be added to the 
pointspread of the home team, as well as to the home team's score. 


EXAMPLE: 

If Texas is home, the projected point spread would make Texas a 5-point favorite. The projected final 
score would be: Alabama 15, Texas 14. If Alabama is home, the projected pointspread would make a 
5-point favorite. The projected final score would be: Alabama 20, Texas 9. 

5. It should be noted that these Power Action Points represent ratings that apply to teams at the 
beginning of the season. They are updated every week during the regular football season in Power 
Action Points’ weekly report. 

Please note that in some cases, where a weak offensive team is playing a strong defensive team, a 


minus score will result. In such a case,add the minus score to the opponent's score and leave the weak 
offensive team at zero. 


EXAMPLE: 

Air Force Offensive Rating 
Navy Defensive Rating 

Air Force to score 0 points. 
Navy Offensive Rating 

Air Force Defensive Rating 
Navy to score 30 points. 


Add five points to Navy's score for Winning Edge Factor. Final score, Navy 47, Air Force 0.

Hayes Dead 


Woody Hayes’ fiery temper was one 
of his most famous attributes, but those 
who best knew the former Ohio State 
University coach said he was a caring 
man with a deep loyalty to his players. 

Hayes, 74, who guided the Buckeyes 
to two national championships and 13 
Big Ten titles in his 28 years as coach, 
died of a heart attack in mid March. 

President Reagan described Hayes 
as “an institution at OSU" who had “a 
special knack for knowing just what to do 
to get an athlete to go the extra mile.” 

“Woody Hayes was a legend in col- 
lege football,” he said. 

“Colorful and sometimes even con- 
troversial, he cared deeply about his 
players, his team and his school.” 

Ohio State Sen. Dick Schafrath, an 
All-America tackle who played for Hayes 
from 1956-58, called him “a legend in 
every sense of the word, as a coach, as 
a man, as a friend. He was known and 
loved by everybody across the country.” 

“He was respected because of what 
he stood for. Loyalty meant everything in 
the world to Woody. Commitment meant 
everything in the world to him. I've 
sought his advice on things ever since | 
was a senior in high school. Everything | 
ever asked this man, he never turned 
me down,” Schafrath said. 

Halfback Archie Griffin, the only play- 
er to win the Heisman Trophy twice and 
who played for Hayes from 1972-75, 
was shocked by the death. 

“| loved the man. He meant every- 
thing to me,” Griffin said. “It hit me as if 
my father had passed away. He was a 
man who cared about people like no- 
body else ever did.” 

Paul Warfield, a Pro Football Hall of 
Famer who graduated from Ohio State 
in 1964, said he had constantly kept in 
touch with his former coach, something 
many players did. 

“Once you established a friendship 
with Woody Hayes, it qualified as being 
a lifelong friendship,” Warfield said from 
his office at Cleveland Stadium, where 
he works for the Browns. “The vast 
majority of his players continually com- 
municated with him over the years,” 

Warfield said Hayes was far ahead of 
time, in his concern for his players’ 
academic achievements. 

“Woody Hayes was not only a football 
coach, he saw himself as a teacher,” he 
said. “He was extremely concerned ab- 
out how we were doing in school. He 
didn't see his role as a coach to develop 
talent for the NFL. He saw his role as a 
teacher who was developing young 
men...to take their place in society.” 

“He proved, beyond a shadow of a 
doubt, that you can have athletes be 
students and graduate from college and 
yet be competitive enough to win Big 
Ten titles and national titles,” Warfield 
added.

Terry Donahue finally spent a New 
Year's Day away from the sidelines. His 
UCLA Bruins failed to reach a January 1 
or 2 bowl game for the first time in sever- 
al seasons. Now Donahue wants to re- 
turn to Pasadena for a run at the roses. 

UCLA is the favorite to return to the 
top of the Pac-10 mountain after relin- 
quishing the crown to Arizona State last 
fall. Led by All-America and Heisman 
hopeful Gaston Green at running back, 
the Bruin attack will come out fired up. It 
will have to, as a non-league matchup 
against Nebraska is on the early-season 
agenda. 

The torch has been passed at four 
different schools. USC, California, Ari- 
zona and Washington State have diffe- 
rent field generals compared to the pre- 
vious campaign. 

Crosstown rival USC should undergo 
a renaissance period under new head 
coach Larry Smith. Last season, Smith 
led Arizona to a bow! berth. The veteran 
mentor had to deal with a couple of prob- 
lems, including an off-the-field incident 
involving running back Aaron Emanuel, 
whose status for the season is question- 
able. Whether he plays or not, the Tro- 
jans will be more of a force. Rodney 
Peete is an exciting quarterback, while 
the defense is paced by All-America 
linebacker Marcus Cotton. 

Washington is always a serious con- 
tender for Pac-10 supremacy. Don 
James will field another strong club. 
Quarterback Chris Chandler will once 
again be the offensive catalyst. There 
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are a few voids to be patched up, though 
James is confident his team will make a 
run at the California crews. 

After a quick trip to the top, John 
Cooper's Sun Devils will slide down a 
few notches. The loss of signal-caller 
Jeff VanRaaphorst leaves Arizona State 
without a seasoned offensive leader. 
Scott Stephen and Skip McClendon are 
among the defensive stalwarts missing 
from last year’s Rose Bowl winning 
squad. 

Stanford made great strides under 
Jack Elway’s tutelage a year ago. Now 
the Cardinal will try to soar to new 
heights. Brad Muster can help the team 
attain new and lofty goals. Stanford is 
very tough at Palo Alto. 

The Wildcats have Dick Tomey pat- 
rolling the sidelines. Tomey abandoned 
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Hawaii after a decade. His first year 
could be a rocky one as Smith left the 
cupboard almost bare. 

Give Bruce Snyder some time and the 
Golden Bears will climb back up the 
Pac-10 ladder. The departure of running 
back Mare Hicks (who transferred to 
Ohio State) will hurt the offense a bit. 
There are a number of hungry players 
looking to improve on last year’s 2-9 
mark. 

Washington State now has Air Erick- 
son to look forward to. Erickson led 
Wyoming to respectability last season 
by stressing the passing game. Fans in 
Pullman can expect some wacky, high- 
scoring contests. It is doubtful that this 
squad can stop too many teams. The 
two Oregon schools will finish ninth and 
10th, respectively. 
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Bruin opponents will be green with envy this fall. At least they 
will be seeing a lot of green—Gaston Green, thatis. Perhaps the 
top candidate for the Heisman Trophy, the standout running 
back leads UCLA into contention for the Pac-10 title. 

Actually, Green and company have their sights set on another 
goalthe national championship. Terry Donahue’s teams have 
won five consecutive postseason bowl games, and the veteran 
coach would like to make it six straight, this time at the Rose 
Bowl. 

A senior tailback, Green is one of only four starters returning 
to the lineup this fall. A number of part-time starters and key 
reserves will be given the opportunity to shine. Only Oklahoma 
has greater depth in its backfield. The 5-102 Green was amaz- 
ing during the second half of the 1986 campaign. Over the final 
seven games, he averaged over 160 yards per game while 
scoring 12 touchdowns. Also among his accomplishments are 
back-to-back 200 yard games (a school record) and a 266-yard 
effort in the Freedom Bowl blasting of BYU. 

The explosive tailback is joined by junior Eric Ball, who has 
his own impressive credentials. Ball rushed for 227 yards and 
four scores in the 1986 Rose Bow/l, though injuries curtailed his 
productivity last fall. Senior James Primus, the team’s second- 
leading ground gainer with 459 yards, earned playing time at 
both tailback and fullback. 

Donahue will have to make a decision on a starting quarter- 
back, A pair of juniors—Brendan McCracken and transfer Troy 
Aikman—are the leading candidates to replace Matt Stevens. 
McCracken has some seasoning and was a capable backup 
running the option and wishbone. Aikman started four games in 
1985 for Oklahoma before suffering a broken leg. He left Nor- 
man after Jamelle Holieway took his starting position. His main 
attributes are size and a strong passing arm. 

Senior speedster Willie Anderson keys the UCLA receiving 
contingent. He paced the team with 36 receptions in 1986, good 
for an 18.8 yards-per-catch average. Another senior, Paco 
Craig, will fill the flanker position vacated by Karl Dorrell, the 
school's second-leading all-time receiver. Senior Joe Pickert 
will take over the tight end slot left open by departed three-year 
starter Derek Tennell. 

Four offensive linemen with solid experience should provide 
excellent blocking for the Bruins. Center Joe Goebel, tackle Eric 
Rogers and guards Jim Alexander and Onno Zwaneveld all 
started at least eight games last fall. Sophomores Frank Cor- 
nish and Rick Meyer are stars of the future up front. The addition 
of David Richards, a transfer from the ill-fated SMU program 
and a second-team All-SWC choice, give the Bruins another 
solid tackle. 
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With seven regulars returning, the defense figures to be 
superior. Senior noseguard Terry Tomey enters the starting 
lineup for the third consecutive campaign. Tomey recorded 13 
tackles-for-losses and seven sacks. He is joined along the 
frontline by senior Jeff Glasser and junior Jim Wahler. 

Senior Ken Norton packs quite a punch at linebacker. The 
son of the former heavyweight boxing champion is a solid 
All-America candidate after leading UCLA with 106 tackles in 
1986. Junior Chance Johnson and sophomore Brian Jones will 
vie for the other inside linebacking post. Johnson missed most 
of last season while Jones had off-season back surgery. Both 
should be ready in September. 

Senior Eric Smith is a standout at outside linebacker. Another 
transfer from SMU, Ben Hummel, could make his presence felt, 
especially if Lake’s experiment at fullback is successful. Senior 
Melvin Jackson will compete for playing time as well. 

Despite the graduation losses of cornerback Chuckie Miller 
and strong safety Craig Rutledge, the secondary picture seems 
bright. Senior free safety James Washington will be a four-year 
starter. Injuries and illness left Washington on the sidelines for 
four games last season. Junior Darryl Henley is slated to occupy 
Miller's spot. Dennis Price, Marcus Turner, Scott Stevenson 
and Randy Beverly will split time at the other corner. Likely to 
replace Rutledge is senior Alan Dial. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: If UCLA is to challenge fora 
national championship, it will have to handle seven teams 
which earned bowl bids last year. A visit to Nebraska in 
week two will give Donahue an indication of how good this 
team is. Even without several starters from last season’s 
squad, the Bruins are the team to beat in the Pac-10.

The Ted Toliner regime came to a crashing halt at the end of 
the 1986 campaign. Tollner was under heavy fire as athletic 
director Mike McGee seemed ready to make a coaching change 
despite a quick 4-0 start and a national ranking. The Trojans 
closed with losses to arch-rival UCLA, Notre Dame and Auburn 
(in the Florida Citrus Bowl) as Tollner’s final season produced a 
7-5 record. 

Enter Larry Smith into the picture. Smith led a senior- 
dominated Arizona team to the Aloha Bowl last year. He knew 
that the Wildcats were going to be decimated by graduation 
losses, and that helped in his decision to accept the USC 
position. For the past seven years, Smith built a fine program in 
Tucson. Now he has the challenge of rebuilding a Trojan prog- 
ram which has slipped a notch in terms of national respecta- 
bility. 

USC did suffer a few graduation losses. All-America perfor- 
mers Tim McDonald at safety and offensive lineman Jeff Bregel 
will be missed. Also out of the lineup are cornerback Louis 
Brock, safety Junior Thurman, fullback Todd Steele and tight 
end Erik McGee, 

USC has anumber of “big play” specialists, including three in 
the offensive backfield in quarterback Rodney Peete, along with 
tailbacks Ryan Knight and Aaron Emanuel. Peete, ajunior, isa 
versatile athlete whose scrambling and accurate passing abili- 
ties make him one of the nation’s most dangerous signal- 
callers. He completed 160 passes (the school’s second-best 
single-season performance) for 2,138 yards and a52.5 comple- 
tion percentage. 

Knight, the team’s top rusher the past two seasons, enters his 
senior season with high hopes. He showed flashes of brilliance 
in a performance against Cal last fall, gaining a career-high 204 
yards and four scores. Emanuel, a junior, was bothered by 
injuries during the latter stages of the season. He still totaled 
495 yards. Steven Webster could be a major surprise at tail- 
back. Webster enjoyed a tremendous spring and runs a 4.5 in 
the 40-yard dash. Newcomer Scott Lockwood is a future All- 
America hopetul; he will be brought along slowly. The fullback 
position will be handled by sophomore Leroy Holt, with junior 
Jeff Brown and sophomore Derrick Gachett available for re- 
serve duty. 

Smith will welcome a complete corps of experienced receiv- 
ers. Ken Henry, a senior split end, was Peete’s favorite target in 
1986. Henry grabbed 43 passes, good for 807 yards. Flanker 
Randy Tanner (29 receptions) was the team's second-leading 
pass-catching threat and also served as a passing weapon, 
completing two bombs on option plays. 

Despite the loss of Bregel, the Trojans will sport a strong

offensive line. Tackle Dave Cadigan is the latest in a long line of 
All-America blockers (22 in 13 years) at Southern Cal. The 6-5, 
270-pound senior runs a 4.7 in the 40-yard dash and has served 
as a starter for two seasons. 

The defensive unit will be built around All-America linebacker 
Marcus Cotton. In fact, the linebacking contingent will have to 
do a great job as the secondary was hit hard by graduation 
defections. Cotton is one of the nation's premier outside line- 
backers, boasting speed (4.6 in the 40), strength and an instinct 
for the football. He paced the Pac-10 with 17 tackles-for-losses 
and totaled 149 hits in '86. Seniors Rex Moore and Keith Davis 
team up to give the Trojans an exceptional inside linebacking 
tandem. The duo combined for 361 total hits. 

A year of experience will help sophomore linemen Tim Ryan 
and Dan Owens. The defensive line was tabbed as a weak link 
last fall, and the unit should be improved this year. Ryan (102 
tackles) was the school’s first true freshman (non-redshirt) to 
start since Riki Ellison, currently a member of the San Francisco 
49ers. 

The secondary is the major area of concern for Smith. Senior 
cornerback Greg Coauette (95 hits) is the lone returning regu- 
lar. Junior Tracy Butts and sophomore Dwayne Garner are the 
leading contenders for the other cornerback assignment. Soph- 
omore Cleveland Colter, who saw action as a nickel back last 
year, is the heir apparent at one safety slot. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Despite a challenging 
schedule (five of the first seven games are on the road), 
Smith has quality material to work with. If the secondary 
shapes up, and Emanuel can stay healthy, USC will com- 
pete for the Pac-10 title. 
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Washington 


Under the leadership of veteran coach Don James, the Hus- 
kies are familiar with winning. During his 12 years in Seattle, 
James has led Washington to nine bow! games, including eight 
consecutive postseason trips. All of his teams have finished in 
the upper echelon of the Pac-10. Nine of his clubs have finished 
first or second in the conference. 


Yes, Washington fans have had plenty to cheer about, and 
the 1987 season won't be an exception to the rule. This year’s 
edition will need a few touch ups, and aslight remodeling. Gone 
are a number of important players—All-America defensive tack- 
le Reggie Rogers, NCAA record-setting placekicker Jeff Jae- 
ger, All-Pac-10 receiver Lonzell “Thrill” Hill and standout safety 
Tim Peoples head the list. 

A total of 40 lettermen will attempt to keep Washington in the 
thick of the competitive Pac-10. Seven offensive and seven 
defensive regulars are back, so James has material to work 
with. 

The Huskies productive attack averaged just under 34 points 
a game last fall, and this year’s group will be hard-pressed to 
come close to that number. The multiple-| attack will be operat- 
ing with Chris Chandler at signal-caller. The senior is consi- 
dered to be one of the school’s best ever, according to James. A 
versatile threat, the 6-3 Chandler completed 58.2 percent of his 
aerials (160-of-275) for 1,994 yards and aschool single-season 
record 20 touchdowns. 

The tailback slot is ably manned by two-year starter Vince 
Weathersby. With the departure of fullback Rick Fenney, 
Weathersby should gain more acclaim this fall. The 5-11, 220- 
pound back has rushed for 1,347 yards while adding 72 recep- 
tions since taking over a starting berth. Three veterans—Tony 
Covington, Aaron Jenkins and Ricky Meyer—can make up for 
Fenney’s absence. 

Washington has enjoyed the services of several top-flight 
offensive linemen. All-Pac-10 guard Mike Zandofsky fills that 
bill, pacing a fine blocking corps. Also plowing holes for the 
backs are sophomore center Bern Brostek, guard Brett Wiese 
and tackle Rick McLeod. 

Senior Darryl Franklin has been overshadowed by Hill, Now it 
is Franklin's turn to compete for All-Pac-10 honors. The 5-10, 
181-pound veteran was a two-year starter at flanker. The Taco- 
ma native, who ranked third on the squad with 26 receptions for 
427 yards, will take over Hill's split end slot. Junior Brian Slater 
gets the call at the vacated flanker post. J. D. Hill, whose father 
played in the NFL for several seasons, is a future contributor. 


Severe losses along the defensive front has to concern 
James. Not only did Rogers finish his collegiate career, replace- 
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ments are needed for Steve Alvord and Steve Roberts. Senior 
Brian Habib and sophomore Dennis Brown look like sure-fire 
Starters, with a host of candidates vying for the other opening. 

James will call on a trio of top-notch senior linebackers to 
Spearhead the defensive charge, David Rill, Tom Erlandson 
and Bo Yates combined for 329 stops and there may not be a 
better overall linebacking threesome in the nation. The Huskies 
also sport veteran leadership in the secondary. Three starters 
return to assume their backfield positions. Cornerbacks Tony 
Zackery and Art Malone join strong safety Darryl Hall as James 
is confident that this contingent can stop their Pac-10 foes. 
Senior David Toy, a converted running back, will get the first 
crack at replacing Peoples. 

Washington's special teams simply won't be the same this 
fall. James has to determine replacements for Jaeger, the 
school’s all-time leading scorer with 358 points, and four-year 
punter Thane Cleland. Fifth-year senior Grant Johnston is the 
most experienced candidate for the placement role. John 
McCallum is also in the thick of the race. 

James will face an intriguing agenda in 1987. Right off the bat, 
the Huskies have three tests, battling Stanford and Purdue at 
home before a visit to College Station, Texas for a meeting with 
Texas A&M. In all, six of this year’s foes played in bowl games 
last season. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Washington program 
is a very steady one. James is a consistent winner, and 
despite a few holes to be filled, the Huskies will find a way 
to challenge for the Pac-10 title. Chandler is a feisty battler 
at quarterback and his spirit can lift the offense to great 
heights. 
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John Cooper, in just his second season in Tempe, accom- 
plished a feat that Arizona State fans have been dreaming 
about for eight seasons. Since entering the Pac-10, the Sun 
Devils have wanted to go to the Rose Bowl. On several occa- 
sions, the team came close but fell just short of becoming 
league champions. 

The dream became a reality last year. Cooper led the Sun 
Devils to an overall record of 10-1-1, including a victory over 
Michigan on New Year's Day in Pasadena, The only blemishes 
came when Washington State earned a tie and arch-rival Arizo- 
na upset State. 

After climbing to the top of the mountain, Cooper realizes a 
repeat performance will not come easily. The Sun Devils lost a 
bevy of stars, including quarterback and team leader Jeff Van- 
Raaphorst, All-America tackle Danny Villa, flanker Bruce Hill, 
tight end Jeff Gallimore, defensive end Skip McClendon and 
linebacker Scott Stephen. 

Cooper wasn't thrilled with the spring progress of quarter- 
backing candidate Daniel Ford. A transfer from the University of 
Minnesota, Ford is a fine athlete—he was employed as a kickoff 
returner early last fall. The junior was VanRaaphorst’s backup 
and the heir apparent, though the coach is giving serious con- 
sideration to three other contenders—junior John Walker and 
freshmen Paul Justin and Kent Kiefer. Walker is recovering 
from elbow surgery and his status is questionable. 

Don't be totally misled; the Sun Devils have a number of 
exceptional offensive talents. Split end Aaron Cox, guard Ran- 
dall McDaniel, tailback Darryl Harris and fullback Channing 
Williams all return for their senior season. 

Cox paced Arizona State's receiving corps with 29 grabs for 
591 yards while earning All-Pac-10 honors. Harris, the leading 
rusher with 933 yards and nine touchdowns, is also effective out 
in the flat; he caught 16 aerials for 115 yards. Williams, with 540 
yards and nine touchdowns on the ground, is an underrated 
workhorse. Junior Chris Garrett is the leading candidate to 
replace Hill at flanker. 

Along the interior wall, McDaniel is simply one of the nation’s 
premier blockers. He is flanked by just one senior, guard Todd 
Kalis. Rounding out the front five are sophomore tackle Fedel 
Underwood and a pair of juniors, center Steve Spurling and 
tackle Scott Kirby. 

The Sun Devil defense is sparked by a senior dynamic duo. 
Inside linebackers Greg Clark and Stacy Harvey ranked 1-2, 
respectively, in tackles last year, combining for 240 stops. Har- 
vey, a 6-4, 230-pounder, came up with a big effort in the Rose 
Bowl win over Michigan, recording a team-high 11 tackles. 

The glaring weaknesses on this side are at standup end, 
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devilback and free safety. Cooper must find suitable replace- 
ments for Skip McClendon, Scott Stephen and Darren Willis. 
Both McClendon and Stephen garnered first-tearn All-Pac-10 
honors in 1986 and went off the NFL draft board within the first 
four rounds. 

Rick Zumwalt and Pat Taylor will battle for the end slot. 
Neither can match the dominating qualities of McClendon. 
Veteran Rodney Dillard was sidelined with a pulled hamstring 
for most of the ’86 campaign. His return would give State a 
top-notch devilback. Freshmen Terence Johnson and Kerry 
McDaniel! (Randall's brother) are also getting a look at devil- 
back. There are other experienced hands performing on the 
defense. Cooper welcomes back senior end Trace Armstrong, 
senior tackle Shawn Patterson and junior rover Robby Boyd. 
Sophomore noseguard Richard Davis is expected to earn a 
Starting berth as well. 

Willis’ absence could be offset by the presence of veterans 
Anthony Parker, Eric Allen and Jeff Joseph in the secondary. 
Two of the three seniors will man the cornerback slots. 

Both incumbents return to reclaim kicking assignments. Kent 
Bostrom connected on 15-of-19 field goal tries last fall. Mike 
Schuh slipped a bit; his punting average fell from 41.7 in 1985 to 
39 last year. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The loss of VanRaaphorst 
will really hurt the offense. The Sun Devils also have to 
contend with a more rugged schedule as Illinois and Neb- 
raska are among the non-league foes. A repeat perform- 
ance is not likely, though this team should challenge for a 
bow! berth. 
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In past years, Stanford's success was attributed to a strong 
passing attack. A number of pro quarterbacks graduated from 
the Palo Alto-based school, and the Cardinal attack was simply 
overpowering. 

Last season, Jack Elway’s troops finished with an 8-3 regular- 
season record and a berth in the Gator Bowl. For most of the 
campaign, Stanford was ranked in the top twenty. 

The main reason for the team’s success in 1986: DEFENSE. 
The Cardinal defense yielded a respectable 319.5 yards per 
game total, while opposing rushers were limited to just over 100 
yards per game. Stanford also finished second in the Pac-10 in 
scoring defense, giving up just 14.9 points per appearance. No 
team scored more than 24 points against Elway’s team during 
the regular campaign. 

Can Stanford match those numbers this fall? Odds are 
against that happening as five key starters have completed their 
eligibility. Elway’s troops will have to produce greater numbers 
on the offensive side as well, and there’s a good chance this 
proud passing program will utilize the run more often. 

The key reason for a change in philosophy is mustered with- 
out much thought—Brad Muster, that is. The All-America back 
keys an attack (minus the services of quarterback John Paye) 
which returns six starters. Muster became the fifth player in 
NCAA history to rush for 1,000 yards and catch 50 passes ina 
single season. He eclipsed the 100-yard barrier on five occa- 
sions in '86 while totaling 16 touchdowns, including all three in 
the team’s Gator Bowl loss to Clemson. 

Senior Greg Ennis will attempt to garner recognition as a 
top-flight signal-caller. Replacing Paye is a tough task, though 
Ennis is confident he can do the trick. He has some experience 
as Paye was plagued by injury problems last year. In the Gator 
Bowl, Ennis completed 20-of-41 tosses for 168 yards and two 
scores. Senior wide receiver Jeff James (52 receptions for 779 
yards and eight touchdowns) will clearly be the top pass- 
catching threat. 

Along the offensive line, the clear standout is center Andy 
Sinclair. The senior All-America candidate has two years of 
eligibility remaining. He will have added responsibility as tackle 
Kurt Josephson and guard Tom Nye are gone. Also slated to 
start are senior tackle John Zentner and junior guard Andy 
Papathanassiou. 

Elway will have to fill several defensive voids as linebacker 
Dave Wyman and tackle Tony Leiker, both All-Pac-10 selec- 
tions, have finished their collegiate careers. The Cardinal will 
also have to make do without linebacker Chris Weber and 
secondary stars Walt Harris and Toi Cook. 

Stanford has a number of quality performers ready for duty. 
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Up front, the nosequard position is stacked as Ray Huckestein, 
Eric Volta and Buck Roggeman will be counted on to share the 
workload. Junior tackle Lester Archambeau will eventually earn 
recognition as an All-Pac-10 lineman after pacing the squad 
with eight sacks. 

Barry McKeever is destined for greatness at inside lineback- 
er. Another All-Pac-10 choice in’86, McKeever was the Cardin- 
al's second-leading stopper with 94 hits, impressive statistics 
considering he missed two full games due to injury. Senior 
Kevin Richardson, a three-game starter, will face junior Darron 
Bennett in the battle for the other starting nod. Senior outside 
linebacker Kurt Colehower is also an honors candidate after 
starting the team's past 19 games. 

Senior strong safety Brad Humphreys will have to lead the 
secondary following the losses of Cook and Harris. Humphreys 
has fine credentials as a two-year starter. Junior Alan Grant is 
the other incumbent, starring at cornerback. The two vacant 
positions are up for grabs. Seniors Rick Theder and Bruce 
idee have a leg up on the competition for the free safety 
slot. 

Stanford needs better production from placekicker David 
Sweeney. Returning for his senior season, Sweeney was a 
liability last year, connecting on only four-of-15 three-point 
attempts. Incoming freshman John Hopkins will be in the picture 
as well. Ironically, both are from the same high school, Highland 
Parkin Dallas. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Despite a few gaps, thisis a 
talented Stanford squad. Last year’s results weren’t a 
fluke. The Cardinal will remain competitive, with six or 
seven wins likely. A bowl bid is also conceivable.

In the seven years Larry Smith served as the University of 
Arizona's head coach, the team failed to finish with a winning 
record just once. That happened in his first year at the helm 
(1980), when the Wildcats settled for a 5-6 mark. The past two 
years, he led Arizona to 17 wins, including a victory over North 
Carolina in the 1986 Aloha Bowl. 

Wildcat fans will have an opportunity to see Smith on Novem- 
ber 14—coaching the USC Trojans against Arizona when the 
‘Cats visit Los Angeles. Dick Tomey, a successful coach in his 
own right, takes over the reins after a 10-year stint at Hawaii. 
Tomey finished his decade in Honolulu with an impressive 
63-46-3 mark. 

With just 12 regulars returning (six on offense and six on 
defense), the new coach will have his share of rebuilding. Thisis 
not to say the cupboard is completely bare. In fact, Arizona 
boasts several All-Pac-10 and even a couple of All-America 
hopefuls (safety Chuck Cecil and center Joe Tofflemire). 

The most talented area will probably be the receiving contin- 
gent, and that unit lost Jon Horton. Sharing the flanker position 
last fall, Derek Hill led the Wildcats with 32 receptions while Jeff 
Fairholm ranked second with 24 grabs. Hill may be shifted to 
split end, giving Arizona a dynamic 1-2 punch. Kip Lewis is the 
other possibility at split end. The Wildcats entered the spring 
with only a few inexperienced signal-callers available to throw 
them the football. Then Bobby Watters transferred from SMU, 
giving the offense an immediate boost. 

Watters is the top candidate, though others are available. 
Craig Bergman saw action in three games last season, attemp- 
ting just one pass. Redshirt freshman Rob Tomlinson and walk- 
on Rob Kanyur will also throw their hats in the ring, attempting to 
secure a quarterbacking job. 

Tomey has a good stable of running backs to offset the loss of 
top rusher David Adams (1,175 yards). Art Greathouse entered 
the college scene with impressive credentials and he didn't 
disappoint as a rookie—404 yards and four touchdowns as 
Adams’ understudy. When given the opportunity to start one 
game when Adams was injured, Greathouse netted 97 yards. 
Chuck Knox also shined as a reserve, averaging five yards per 
carry. Throw in explosive redshirts Darryl Lewis and injury- 
plagued David Eldridge and the prospects are bright. Eldridge, 
who missed the entire '86 campaign with a broken collarbone, 
was impressive during the spring. 

Tofflemire spearheads an interior wall which also features 
two key returnees—tackle Jeff Rinehart and Tom Lynch, who 
will try his hand at guard this fall. Rinehart has had weight 
problems before and must stay in shape to contribute. 

All-America candidate Cecil heads up a secondary which 
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must improve on its 59.3 completion percentage yielded. Senior 
Eugene Hardy ably mans the free safety position. Junior James 
DeBow is the incumbent at one cornerback post, with sopho- 
more Durrell Jones the top hopeful for the spot vacated by 
Martin Rudolph. 

A replacement for both inside linebackers—namely All- 
America Byron Evans and consistent Brent Wood—must be 
uncovered. The likely candidates for starting assignments are 
seniors Jerry Beasley and Blake Custer; the latter was plagued 
by knee problems in 1985 and hasn't been the same since. 
Senior Boomer Gibson (8% sacks) is a standout at outside 
linebacker. Veteran Tom Basye will see double—twins Chris 
and Kevin Singleton—battling for time at the other outside spot. 

Arizona ranked fourth nationally against the rush last fall, 
thanks in part to steady play from the defensive line corps. 
Senior tackle George Hinkle (67 tackles) and junior noseguard 
Dana Wells anchor the unit. 

The kicking game got a major boost from a surprising source 
last fall. When Max Zendejas left following the 1985 campaign, 
most experts believed the void would be difficult to fill. Gary 
Coston proved them wrong, connecting on 21-of-24 field goal 
attempts and all 34 extra point tries. Jeff Valder, the team’s long 
distance specialist and kickoff man (three-of-four from outside 
of 40 yards) has one more year of eligibility remaining, though 
he could graduate prior to the start of the 1987 campaign. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Tomey’s initial season will 
prove challenging. He’s not used to such a competitive 
conference after competing in the WAC. The lack of a 
strong quarterback will lead to the team’s battle for a .500 
record.

Bruce Snyder enjoyed his short stint as an assistant coach 
with the Los Arigeles Rams. Perhaps he was born to be a 
collegiate head coach. He did a fine job with Utah State before 
joining the Rams. Now he's back in the college ranks, taking 
over a California program in need of new leadership. Joe Kapp 
failed to bring a consistent winner to Berkeley and now it's 
Snyder's turn to strive for a greater accomplishment than the 
2-9 mark of 1986. The Golden Bears dropped eight straight 


games by an average margin of 24 points per effort before an ” 


upset of Stanford. 

Snyder's vast experience includes 25 years on the sidelines, 
mostly as. a college assistant. His resume includes stops at 
Oregon, New Mexico State and USC, as well as his tenure at 
Utah State. The latest assignment will display his coaching 
abilities. There was an immediate sign of change as Snyder 
ordered new white shoes as part of the team’s uniform. There 
was also a higher intensity level during the spring. 

California returns 57 letterwinners, including seven offensive 
and seven defensive incumbents. While there is a good blend of 
talent overall, a number of untested players figure to line up in 
skill positions. 

Snyder must put new life into an offense which sputtered 
badly a year ago. The Golden Bears scored just 145 points, the 
first time in 20 years that California failed to score 150 points ina 
season. The new coach added offensive coordinator Terry 
Shea from San Jose State in an effort to recharge the attack. 
The man running the show on the field will be sophomore Troy 
Taylor, who showed glimpses of greatness as a five-game 
starter last fall. Taylor completed 57.5 percent of his passes, 
good for 891 yards. Against USC, he hit on 19-of-27 tosses for 
239 yards before suffering a broken jaw in the fourth quarter. 

With seven of the team’s top eight rushers returning, Califor- 
nia should have an effective ground game. Only top gainer Marc 
Hicks is missing. Tailback Chris Richards, a transfer from Okla- 
homa, joins fullback Todd Powers in the starting lineup. Tyrone 
Moore, who redshirted last year with a knee injury, figures to 
share the spotlight at tailback. Also in the muddled tailback 
picture are William Jackson, Charles Carter, Don English and 
newcomer Tim Jenkins. Juniors Donald Nobles and Winfred 
Roberson will be available for reserve duty at fullback. 

Junior James Devers, the recipient of 66 passes during his 
first two seasons in Berkeley, spearheads the receiving corps. 
Sophomores Mike Ford and Mike Smith will see plenty of time 
as well. The status of flanker Vince Delgado, who went down 
with a knee injury during the spring, is doubtful. Snyder is toying 
with athree-receiver alignment, which would give Brian Bedford 
the opportunity to garner additional playing time. Bedford, a 
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converted quarterback, would be an ideal slotback. Junior Dar- 
ryl Ingram and freshman Ernie Rogers will battle for the tight end 
berth. Three starters—Dave Zawatson, Steve Andersen and 
Kam King—treclaim starting assignments along the offensive 
line. Snyder hopes that redshirt freshman Eduardo Vega, nick- 
named “La Casa” because of his 6-5, 300-pound frame, pans 
out, 

Injuries and inconsistency hampered Cal's defensive efforts 
a year ago. The Golden Bears will perform out of the 3-4 
alignment and an aggressive style of play is being preached. 
Anchoring the defensive front will be noseguard Majett 
Whiteside, a two-time, second-team All-Pac-10 lineman. 
Whiteside recorded 64 tackles, four pass deflections, a blocked 
punt and a fumble recovery despite seeing double-team 
attacks. Joe Nelms and Natu Tuatagaloa figure to flank 
Whiteside. Ron Sebahar, back after suffering a dislocated 
elbow around midseason, could push for extra action. 

The Golden Bears have a pair of impact players at outside 
linebacker. Ken Harvey will be one of the premier defensive 
players in the Pac-10 in 1987. The 6-3, 225-pounder is joined by 
Joel Dickson, a converted tackle. David Ortega is the top pros- 
pect for one inside slot. The secondary is very suspect; last 
year, California yielded 17 passing touchdowns and a comple- 
tion ratio over 60 percent. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Snyder’s ability is unques- 
tioned. It may take him time to build a winner, but this 
program will go in the right direction right from the outset. 
California will improve dramatically, winning four or five 
games while pushing several heavily-favored opponents. 
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After a nine-year stint in Pullman, Jim Walden decided it was 
time to go elsewhere. Walden will try his luck in Ames, lowa, 
handling the lowa State Cyclones. The Cougars scored just 221 
points in compiling a 3-7-1 record last season. Washington 
State fans will get their fill of Air Erickson in 1987. 

Dennis Erickson became the school's 39th football coach 
shortly after Walden's departure. Erickson took a fledgling 
Wyoming team to a 6-6 mark and national recognition as one of 
the most prolific aerial clubs. The Cowboys showed marked 
improvement from the 3-8 results of the previous campaign. 
The coach has a 38-21 career record, including a four-year trial 
at Idaho. 

The fact that Erickson believes in a potent passing gameisn't 
a big shock. Tracing his roots, it’s easy to figure how he deter- 
mined his philosophy. He served as an assistant under current 
Fresno State coach Jim Sweeney and current Stanford mentor 
Jack Elway, both aerial-minded bosses. The Air Erickson theory 
of pigskin movement will differ from past administrations. The 
Cougars threw just 289 passes last season; two of Erickson’s 
quarterbacks at Wyoming threw over 200 aerials. 

Unfortunately for the new coach, inexperience is the key word 
when analyzing the quarterbacks. Timm Rosenbach, a sopho- 
more with limited playing time under his belt, sits first on the 
team’s depth chart. It is interesting to note that the signal-caller 
was a prep standout in the javelin throw; that might have been 
good practice compared to what Erickson has in mind. Rosen- 
bach, who started once and saw action in seven outings as a 
rookie, completed 34-of-61 passes for 452 yards and four 
touchdowns versus two interceptions. In the team’s annual 
spring game, he threw 41 times, showing the sign of the times. 

Washington State may go to dumpoff passes often, so the 
running backs will play an integral part in the offensive scheme. 
Steve Broussard and Ed Tingstad will share time at running 
back, with Michael Pringle slated to open at fullback. Broussard 
was second behind departed Kerry Porter in rushing with 283 
yards (5.3 per carry average). Tingstad chipped in with 154 
yards (4.7 per rush) last fall. 

Top receivers Michel James and Kittrick Taylor have moved 
onto the pro ranks, leaving a hole to be filled. The duo combined 
for 60 catches and 1,004 yards last season. Rick Chase is also 
missing from the lineup. The lack of experience at split end and 
flanker will hurt as well. A pair of sophomores—split end Tim 
Stallworth and flanker Victor Wood—are expected to fill starting 
berths. Both are explosive and could give opposing Pac-10 
secondaries trouble. Wood pulled in 14 passes in ’86. Chris 
Leighton returns after playing just three games last fall. Leight- 
on had nine grabs before being sidelined with broken ribs, 
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A trio of incumbents reclaim starting assignments along the 
offensive line. Tackles Ken Kuiper and Chris Dyko join guard 
Mike Utley up front. Utley, at 6-7 and 271 pounds, has started in 
19 consecutive games and could garner All-West Coast honors. 
Replacements are needed for guard lan Lindner and center 
Alan Boatman. 


Washington State has six defensive starters returning. Lead- 
ing the charges is middle linebacker Brian Forde, an All-Pac-10 
contender. Forde racked up 157 tackles last fall, shattering the 
single-season record. He totaled 24 hits against Stanford. 
Maury Metcalf is another returning regular at linebacker. 
Rounding out the linebacking trio will be junior Tuneau Alipate. 

Up front, ends Marvin Adams and Chris Hiller will be flanked 
by tackle Tim Downing. Steve Cromer will challenge Downing 
for playing time. Sophomores Tony Savage and Mark Ledbetter 
will contend for the other tackle assignment, 

Erickson is confident that two standouts will spearhead the 
secondary. Free safety Artie Holmes and cornerback Shawn 
Landrum are both juniors with adequate experience and fine 
skills. The duo combined for 117 stops in ‘86. Juniors Ron Lee 
and James Hasty will have to fill the shoes of departed first- 
teamers Ricky Reynolds and Ron Collins. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Cougars will have a 
more exciting team in '87. The win total won’t be dramati- 
cally improved as youth and inexperience are too much for 
Erickson and his staff to overcome. The schedule (Michi- 
gan’and Colorado are among the non-league foes) will help 
complicate matters. The fans in Pullman must be patient 
after another three-win campaign. 
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Rich Brooks has longevity on his side. He begins his second 
decade of coaching at the University of Oregon with a realistic 
approach. The Ducks have finished at 5-6 the past two seasons, 
not bad considering the competition. All six defeats suffered last 
year came against bowl participants—Arizona, Nebraska, 
USC, Arizona State, Stanford and Washington—over a six- 
game span. Brooks has consistently led hi$ troops to better 
finishes than forecasted in preseason polls. 

In an effort to improve his program's fortunes, Brooks has 
made sweeping changes. There was harsh realities which 
forced Brooks’ hand. Standout quarterback Chris Miller, the 
team’s offensive leader, was a first-round draft choice of the 
Atlanta Falcons and is off to play pro ball. The defense was 
victimized too often last year, also leading to a dramatic re- 
sponse. So the Ducks will try a more balanced attack on offense 
while revamping the defense. The more conventional 5-2 align- 
ment will be tested, a departure from the 4-3 flex. 

Oregon's offense generated an average of 362.2 yards per 
game in 1986. More than 69 percent of that production came 
from the passing arm of Miller. Sophomore Pete Nelson has the 
unenviable task of attempting to fill Miller’s shoes at quarter- 
back. Nelson saw action in seven games as a rookie, complet- 
ing 51 percent of his attempts for 247 yards. Kevin Smith, 
was expected to challenge for playing time after transferring 
from BYU. Smith left schoo! during the spring. 

Brooks has great expectations for his running attack. Sopho- 
more Derek Loville was one of the team’s bright spots in 1986, 
pacing the Ducks in rushing with 544 yards. Loville played well 
in spite of leg injuries, netting 299 yards over the last three 
outings. In his first collegiate game, he hit paydirt for three 
touchdowns, Teaming up with Loville in the backfield is fullback 
Latin Berry. A converted tailback, Berry showed his athletic 
ability by performing with the school’s track team when away 
from the gridiron. Randy Willhite could also earn time at full- 
back, 

The receiving prospects are bright as Oregon returns five 
receivers who had 10 or more grabs last fall. Seniors J. J. Birden 
and Rod Green, both members of the track team, are the top 
returning threats. Green (29 receptions, 17.6 yards per catch) 
started the final seven games after Birden suffered a broken 
arm. Split ends Jan Cespedes, Sam Archer and Terry Obee are 
seasoned veterans. Converted tailback James Harper could 
have an impact as well. Oregon's offensive line will be anchored 
by a pair of 11-game starters, guard Chris Husko and tackle Jeff 
Stefanick. 

The new defensive scheme will give the Ducks more chances 
to apply pass-rushing pressure. Oregon will combine its defen- 
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sive tackles into a nose tackle position, with defensive ends 
remaining the same. The ideal setup also features two inside 
linebackers and two outside linebackers (in end slots) instead of 
the three-linebacker look of a year ago. Brooks was distressed 
by the fact his squad recorded just eight sacks in 11 contests. 


Tackle Rollin Putzier, an All-Pac-10 candidate, was the 
Ducks’ second-leading hitter with 91 tackles. He should excel 
as the nose tackle. Junior Devin FitzPatrick will be utilized at 
end, opposite incumbent Matt Brock. 


Oregon was very deep at middle linebacker in 1986. The new 
alignment will allow for more playing time for Tom Talbot, Mark 
Kearns and Leroy Ale on the inside. Juniors Scott Kozak and 
Mike Blakey have a past history of injuries. When healthy, the 
duo can compete for starting assignments. 


Brooks will make a concerted effort to upgrade the secondary 
following the departure of cornerback Cliff Hicks (drafted by the 
Los Angeles Rams in the third round) and safety Ed Hulbert, the 
team’s top interceptor. Strong safety Anthony Newman will be 
one of the returning defensive leaders, spearheading the back- 
field. Over the past two years, Newman has picked off seven 
aerials. Cornerback Ron Gould, a transfer from Wichita State, 
will add his support. JUCO transfers Thom Kaumeyer and Dary| 
Reed may be heard from as well. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: While Brooks’ teams have 
surprised most experts, this year’s team cannot be rated 
highly. The loss of Miller will kill the offense. Opening the 
season with seven consecutive games against bowl parti- 
cipants will give the veteran coach fits. 
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Most coaches who finish their first two seasons at a school 
with back-to-back 3-8 records get fired. In the case of Oregon 
State’s Dave Kragthorpe, perhaps he could be given a lifetime 
contract. We're talking about a program making tremendous 
strides in spite of a three-win season. 

The final victory total was misleading. It didn’t represent how 
far this program, which hasn't enjoyed a winning season since 
1970, has gone. In game number two, playing in Ann Arbor 
against nationally-ranked Michigan, the Beavers were down by 
only five points, 17-12. To stay that close was a major accom- 
plishment. 

Consider these efforts: three Pac-10 losses by 11 points or 
less, including a 10-point defeat against Stanford and an 11- 
pointloss at Arizona, both bowl participants. The Beavers rolled 
up the yardage but failed to convert crucial opportunities. The 
inability to score from inside the opposition’s 30-yard line 
proved costly all season long, a facet which Kragthorpe’s squad 
worked on during the spring. 

Then there’s the shocking upset of the year. A prohibitive 
underdog in Provo, the Beavers shut down the explosive BYU 
attack en route to a 10-7 stunner. Kragthorpe pulled magic out 
of a hat the previous year, shocking Washington, 21-20. 


Kragthorpe is confident that his program is going in the right 
direction. There is finally a bit of stability in the team’s offensive 
leadership, thanks to the presence of quarterback Erik Wilhelm. 
The 6-3 junior emerged as a passing force last season, shatter- 
ing a total of 23 school or conference records along the way. 
Only John Elway and Steve Dils had more productive single- 
season passing yardage statistics among Pac-10 signal-callers 
as Wilhelm passes accounted for 2,871 yards. On four occa- 
sions, he threw for 300 or more yards. 

The Oregon State offensive philosophy is simple and one- 
sided. The Beavers threw the pigskin up for grabs 527 times 
while rushing the ball 294 times. The strategy makes sense 
considering Oregon State averaged just 1.6 yards per rushing 
attempt and netted just 482 yards all season. On the other hand, 
the team’s completion percentage, an impressive 59,2 percent, 
was inflated by dumpoff passes and aerials to players coming 
out of the backfield. Three of the team’s top five receivers last 
fall were running backs. 


Wilhelm will miss the services of top target Dave Montagne. 
The flanker hauled in 78 passes for 862 yards. Sophomore 
fullbacks Dowell Williams and Pat Chaffey, the second and 
fourth-leading pass-catchers, respectively, will be at the other 
end of many Wilhelm tosses in ‘87. The duo combined for 78 
grabs last year. 
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Senior center Dave Orndorff headlines an offensive line 
which returns a trio of starters. Senior guards Paul Hopkins and 
Jeff Talamantes also are incumbent blockers. Geoff Johnson, 
Owen Hooven and Ken Kiff are expected to compete for the 
tackle berths. Oregon State certainly sports size as Hoovenis a 
6-9, 308-pound senior and Kiff checks in at 6-7 and 268. 

If Oregon State is to move up in the Pac-10 standings, a more 
consistent defensive effort is a must. The secondary will be 
called upon to lead the charges. The backfield foursome boasts 
experienced hands, led by 1985 All-Pac-10 cornerback La- 
vance Northington. The 6-1 senior was granted a redshirt sea- 
son after two major injuries, cracked ribs against Michigan and a 
knee ailment sustained versus California. The converted wide 
receiver will occupy one cornerback position, with junior Teddy 
Johnson handling the other berth. Johnson led the league with 
nine interceptions last season. Senior strong safety Bronco 
Mendenhall and junior free safety Don Odegard round out the 
quartet. 

The coaching staff is expecting big things from linebacker Jeff 
Schneider. The senior middle linebacker has started the team’s 
last 21 games and is solid defending against the run. A pair of 
seniors—two-year starting tackle Rich Haggerty and end Phil 
Alfierilead the defensive line charges. The lack of experience 
at the right end slot could give the Beavers a problem. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: With Wilhelm at the helm of 
the potent attack, the Beavers could push several oppo- 
nents. The return of a healthy Northington gives a real 
boost to the defense. Kragthorpe has more talent to work 
with, but the difficult schedule won't allow for a greater win 
production.

It's not exactly a surprise when Okla- 
homa and Nebraska are selected to fin- 
ish 1-2 in the Big Eight race.

This season, the big two will be 
pushed a bit by Bill McCartney's team.

‘fortunate to come within 30 points of 
either Barry Switzer’s or Tom Osborne's 
contingent. 

The Sooners rate the slight edge in 
the conference race. No, Brian Bos- 
worth won't be in an Oklahoma uniform, 
but there are a number of talented per- 
formers worth noting, starting with quar- 
terback Jamelle Holieway. The native of 
Carson, California was sidelined 
through part of spring due to a thumb 
injury. He will be ready for the opener. 
Oklahoma has an easier non-league 
schedule than Nebraska, and that may 
help'in the long run. 

Don't count Nebraska out. Osborne's 
troops had the Sooners on the runin last 
year’s matchup, only to fall short follow- 
ing a late Oklahoma rally. Steve Taylor 
is an exceptional all-around quarter- 
back. If the veteran coach can patch up 
a few defensive holes, this Cornhusker 
edition could move into the top spot. 

Colorado needs a bit more balance on

offense after ranking among the nation’s 
top rushing squads while finishing 104th 
in total passing. The Buffs have a solid 
defense, with defensive back Mickey 
Pruitt a sure-fire All-America contender.

Last year, his team staged a late 
rally to keep that winning campaign 
streak intact. Oklahoma State has an 
explosive offense with running back 
Thurman Thomas looking to bounce 
back following an injury-plagued '86 
season. Hart Lee Dykes is one of the 
nation’s fleetest receivers.

September 27, 1986. That was the date Oklahoma lost a lot 
more than a football game. The Sooners lost a shot at the 
national championship that faithful afternoon in the Orange 
Bowl. Barry Switzer’s team was attempting to defend the title it 
captured the previous year. One blemish proved costly, as the 
Hurricanes of Miami were the nation’s top-rated team through- 
out the regular season. Miami's demise and Penn State’s even- 
tual championship did little to boost Oklahoma's spirits. 

A quick check of the 1986 results and statistics shows that the 
Sooners deserved consideration as the nation’s best team de- 


spite Penn State’s undefeated mark and Fiesta Bow! triumph, 


erin going 11-1 overall, Switzer’s squad defeated five teams 
which qualified for bowl games (UCLA, Minnesota, Colorado, 
Nebraska and Arkansas). Only the confrontation with the arch- 
rival Cornhuskers was close. 

«Only once did the defense allow 17 points ina game, The 
unit recorded five shutouts and yielded just 81 points in 12 
outings. 

crOffensively, Oklahoma rushed for 4,452 net yards and 
scored 508 points. Nine players netted 270 or more yards 
rushing. 

After finishing as the nation’s second-ranked team, there is 
little doubt Switzer and company feel that there is something to 
prove in 1987. 

The Sooners return 45 letterwinners and 15 starters (eight on 
offense, seven on defense) in search of another national crown. 
Switzer, whose .837 percentage makes him the winningest 
Division |-A coach, has the weapons to make a serious chal- 
lenge for the coveted championship. 

Quarterback Jamelle Holieway will run the nation’s most 
prolific attack. The 5-9 junior from Carson, California stepped 
into the lineup when Troy Aikman was injured two years ago, 
and nobody has come close to taking away the starting assign- 
ment. The Big Eight's Offensive Player of the Year in 1986, he 
led the team in rushing with 811 yards. Holieway will be ready 
for the opener; he suffered a broken thumb prior to spring drills 
which kept him sidelined for a few weeks. 

Bruising fullback Lydell Carr joins Holieway in the starting 
backfield. Carr, a 6-2, 225-pounder, netted 548 yards last fall 
despite a series of injuries. Close to the goal line, he is tough to 
stop. Senior Patrick Collins and junior Anthony Stafford are 
slated to start at the halfback posts. Eric Mitchel, Holieway’s 
backup and an effective quarterback in his own right (418 yards 
rushing), has been shifted to halfback, where he'll challenge 
Stafford for playing time. 

Perhaps no offensive line in America can match the mam- 
moth Sooner starting contingent. Both guards, junior Anthony

Phillips (6-3, 280 pounds) and senior Mark Hutson (6-4, 280) 
are legitimate All-Americas. Seniors Greg Johnson (6-4, 295) 
and Jon Phillips (6-4, 275) are solid tackles. Junior center Bob 
Latham (6-5, 265) rounds out the starting five. 

Overshadowed by the great running game is the presence of 
All-America tight end Keith Jackson. The 6-3 senior has been 
the big-play performer throughout his collegiate career. He 
averaged over 28 yards per reception and 14 yards per carry 
last fall. 

All-America Bosworth's on-the-field skills will be missed, 
though his off-the-field antics wore thin on the coaching staff. 
Minus the services of “The Boz’, several defensive standouts 
may receive added recognition. Senior Dante Jones was voted 
most valuable lineman in last year’s Orange Bowl rout. The 
Dallas native will be one of the nation’s top linebackers in '87. 

Defensive end Darrell Reed may not have received the press 
clippings he deserved last season. Reed, an All-Big Eight selec- 
tion for the third straight year, boasts tremendous quickness for 
an interior performer. 

Free safety Ricky Dixon heads up a secondary which is vastly 
underrated. The other safety position belongs to another senior, 
David Vickers. Juniors Derrick White and Lonnie Finch are 
capable cornerbacks. 

The kicking game won't be nearly as effective as Tim Lashar, 
the team's leading scorer with 96 points last year (60 straight 
extra points, 12-of-15 field goal tries), has completed his eligibil- 
ity. Todd Thomsen will reclaim the punting job. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Sooners will be one of 
the nation’s best teams.

Cornhusker fans aren't used to seeing their team finish in 
third place in the Big Eight Conference. Yet that's exactly where 
Nebraska settled in last fall. Losses to Colorado and Oklahoma 
were the only blemishes. Tom Osborne's team finished with 10 
victories, including an impressive triumph over LSU in the Sugar 
Bowl. 

Nebraska has sported one of the premier programs in the 
sport of college football over the past 15 years. Since Osborne 
took over the head coaching position from Bob Devaney back in 
1973, the 'Huskers have never finished a season with less than 
nine victories. In each of his 14 seasons, Nebraska has con- 
cluded with a postseason invitation, including six straight New 
Year's Day appearances. Osborne’s 137-32-2 record places 
him third among active coaches in winning percentage. None of 
his teams has ever finished out of the final top 10 rankings and 
six editions have either won or shared the Big Eight crown. 

Only two years ago, doomsayers were predicting hard times 
for the Cornhuskers, Only four experienced starters were re- 
turning. Nebraska finished 9-3. 

Some prognosticators expect this program to slide down a 
notch or two this fall. A couple of Big Eight coaches publically 
picked Colorado second in preseason polls. Osborne's troops 
appear ready for the challenge of a more difficult schedule, one 
which includes UCLA, Arizona State and South Carolina in 
non-league action. 

Five offensive and five defensive starters are back in the 
Lincoln lineup. Most programs would be devastated by the loss 
of six starters on each side of the line, especially when gradua- 
tion and the pro draft took away standouts such as Danny 
Noonan, Mare Munford, Brian Davis and Kevin Parsons from 
the defense, as well as four primary blockers from the offensive 
line. 

Nebraska's offense will revolve around a pair of talented 
backs—signal-caller Steve Taylor and I-back Keith “End Zone” 
Jones. The versatile Taylor rushed for 537 yards and nine 
scores while adding 808 yards through the airwaves. Jones 
stepped into the spotlight when Doug DuBose was sidelined by 
a knee injury. The 5-10, 180-pound senior led the Big Eight in 
rushing (830 yards) and touchdowns (14) despite missing one 
full game. The fastest player in Nebraska’s illustrious football 
history, Jones has run the 40-yard dash in 4.33. Tyreese Knox 
and Terry Rodgers also figure prominently in Osborne’s plans. 
Clete Blakeman is a proven reserve quarterback. 

When Nebraska does opt to throw the football, which isn’t too 
often, there are several bonafide threats available. Rod Smith, 
Hendley Hawkins and Jason Gamle all have big-play capabili- 
ties. The wingback position is adequately filled by Von Shep- 
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pard and Dana Brinson, while Tom Banderas and Todd Millikan 
give the ‘Huskers experience and strength at tight end. John 
McCormick is the lone returnee along the blocking wall. 

The defensive picture is far from bleak. Defensive end Roder- 
ick Thomas is one of the nation’s top players. The 6-2, 235- 
pound junior has a nose for the football and his instincts make 
him an All-America hopeful. Thomas led the Big Eight in fumble 
recoveries with eight. Nebraska also sports a bevy of big and 
strong tackles. Lawrence Pete checks in at 6-2 and 280 pounds. 
Lee Jones, Keith's brother, joins Neil Smith on the honor role. 

LeRoy Etienne will take a more active role while leading the 
linebacking prospects. Etienne will be flanked by one of two 
candidates—Steve Forch, back from a redshirt year, or former 
Pittsburgh transfer Dante Wiley. Randy Jobman is a solid soph- 
omore with tremendous speed and a great future. 

In an effort to boost the secondary, Osborne has moved 
quarterbacks McCathorn Clayton and Wendell Wooten to de- 
fense. Strong safety Brian Washington highlights the returning 
backs. John Custard, slated to man a starting slot, suffered an 
injury during spring drills and will likely miss the entire '87 
campaign. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Those detractors should 
watch out. Nebraska still has plenty of offensive weapons 
while the defense is underrated. Visitors will find trips to 
Lincoin usually end in defeat. This team is Oklahoma’s only 
threat; what else is new. There is also a strong revenge 
factor after last year’s loss to Colorado. Expect another 
nine or 10-win season for Osborne. The top 10 finish is a 
given. '

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An off-season vacation turned into a nightmare for the Col- 
orado Buffaloes. Two of the team’s defensive standouts—tack- 
le Curt Koch and linebacker Don DeLuzio—were victims of 
hit-and-run accidents while spending spring break on San 
Padre Island. Both sustained serious injuries; Koch suffered a 
broken fibula and a torn knee ligament while DeLuzio broke his 
jaw in three places and also broke his fibula. The playing status 
on both is questionable. 

The accident put a damper on what Bill McCartney consi- 
dered his best team. Entering his sixth season at Colorado, 
McCartney saw his Buffaloes finish at 6-6 last fall, with three 
consecutive losses by a total of eight points (Ohio State and 
Arizona got away with tight wins). There was momentum built at 
the end of the regular campaign as Colorado closed with six 
wins in its final seven games. The Buffs even had a chance to 
win the Big Eight title, before losing to Oklahoma. With 
tremendous depth and a renewed spirit, there is still the belief 
that the Boulder bunch will come up a winner in 1987. 

If the 6-8, 270-pound Koch can make a comeback, Colorado 
will have a bonafide Outland Trophy candidate leading a group 
which ranked 11th nationally in total defense. Koch led the Big 
Eight in sacks (10) and tackles-for-losses (21), DeLuzio was 
snakebitten last year, suffering a pinched nerve in his neck 
which kept him sidelined for four games. 

Should the duo of Koch and DeLuzio fail to return, the Buffa- 
loes still have a vaunted defensive corps which should stack up 
well against Big Eight opposition. The senior-dominated contin- 
gent includes All-America sirong safety Mickey Pruitt and inside 
linebacker Eric McCarty. Pruitt, a fixture in the defensive back- 
field, set a school single-season record for tackles by a back 
with 106. 

McCarty, a converted fullback, was a part-time starter whose 
contribution of 88 tackles placed him fourth on the team. He 
recorded 18 stops in the loss to Arizona. Juniors Tim Stone and 
Tom Reinhardt are slated to start at the other linebacking flanks, 
with sophomore Michael Jones available to fill in DeLuzio’s 
inside slot. 

Pruitt has classy company in the secondary. A pair of 
seniors—free safety Rodney Rogers and cornerback John 
Nairn—helped lead the Buffaloes to a respectable 18th place 
nationally in pass defense. 

Colorado’s wishbone offense is very run-oriented. That is 
clearly illustrated by national rankings—the Buffs were 11th in 
rushing with an average of 251.4 yards per contest. The passing 
figures were quite different—70.5 yards per contest, good for 
104th among Division I-A schools. 

Last year’s starting backfield returns to the fray. Mark Hatcher 
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and Mare Walters shared the quarterback role towards the end 
of last season. A third challenger for the position, Saul Aunese, 
could have an impactin this hotly-contested debate. Aunese sat 
out the '86 campaign, a victim of Proposition 48. 

The two leading rushers are back. O, C. Oliver (668 yards) 
and Anthony Weatherspoon (581) should produce greater num- 
bers in 1987. Hatcher ranked third on the rushing list with 552 
nei yards. Senior halfback Mike Marquez (174) rounds out the 
starting alignment. Adequate depth is supplied by sophomore 
Erich Kissick (224 yards in limited duty) and senior Sam Smith 
(190). Newcomers Eric Bieniemy and George Hemingway 
come to Boulder with fine prep credentials. Tackles Pat Ryan 
and Joe McCreary join guard Bill Coleman as incumbents along 
the offensive line. 

Colorado's leading receiver, Lance Carl, had just nine recep- 
tions last fall. McCartney needs a more balanced attack to keep 
opposing defenses off guard. Walters is the more competent 
passer, and he will look to three seniors—Carl, split end Drew 
Ferrandi and tight end Troy Wolf—as top pass-catching threats. 

McCartney also has a not-so-secret weapon in punter Barry 
Helton. The senior has earned All-America honors and owns a 
career average of 45.3 yards per boot. In his last 22 games, he 
has outpunted the opposing kicker 21 times. Senior Dave De- 
Line handles the kicking chores. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Opening with three games 
at home should prove beneficial to the Buffs. The team's 
Success depends heavily on the injured defensive dyna- 
mos. The potential for eight or nine wins is there if the team 
is at full strength. If not, the Buffs should still finish in the 
Big Eight’s upper echelon. 


b986 WEEKLY COMPUTER POWER RATING 


The last time Oklahoma State suffered through a losing sea- 
son was 1982, when the Pokes finished at 4-5-2. The Cowboys 
were on the brink Of a losing campaign last fall. Following a loss 
to Colorado, the team stood at 3-5. A three-game win streak, 
including two close calls (a seven-point decision over lowa 
State and a four-point win against Missouri) allowed State 
another winning record. 

The final results marked the first time in Pat Jones’ three 
years as the school’s head coach that the Cowboys didn’t 
conclude with a postseason appearance. Jones went 10-2 and 
8-4 in his first two years at the helm. Right from the start of the 
'86 campaign, when Oklahoma State had to stage a late rally to 
defeat SW Louisiana, 21-20, Jones knew this edition wasn’t up 
to par compared to his previous two squads. 

Highly-regarded on the defensive side the past two seasons, 
it was the offense which keyed the Cowboys last season. The 
team finished in the middle of the Big Eight pack in total defense 
and scoring defense. State scored 21 or more points on six 
occasions. 

Quarterback Mike Gundy established himself as a respect- 
able passer. His rookie season was capped off with a Big Eight 
freshman record for yards passing with 1,525. Gundy com- 
pleted 117-of-225 aerials, often hooking up with All-Big Eight 
split end Hart Lee Dykes, the league's top receiver with 60 grabs 
for 814 yards and seven scores. Former starting signal-caller 
Ronnie Williams will be tried at other positions, with a shot at a 
receiving spot most likely. 

Dykes isn't State’s only effective receiver. Junior flanker 
Kevin Simien and tight end J. R. Dillard combined for 35 catch- 
es. Transfer Oliver Brown and freshman Curtis Mayfield should 
help provide depth. Brian Keith will see time as a reserve tight 
end. 

Thurman Thomas was touted as a Heisman candidate last 
fall. He failed to live up to his billing, suffering through an 
injury-plagued campaign. Thomas, an All-America in 1985, still 
earned a berth on the all-league team with 741 yards rushing. 
Also capable of running patterns out of the backfield, the 5-11 
junior pulled down 18 aerials. Junior Garrett Limbrick is the 
incumbent fullback. 

Several newcomers could have an immediate impact along 
the offensive line. Three starters—guards Doug Meacham and 
Chris Stanley, along with tackle Byron Woodard—return, so 
there are two voids to be filled. Among candidates for the other 
starting assignments are redshirt freshmen Scott Webb, 
Stephen Tiesman, Joel Fry, Mike Martin and Jaime “The In- 
credible Bulk” Cardriche. JUCO transfer John Boisvert could 
also figure in the picture.

The defensive alignment sports a youthful look as only two 
returning starters are seniors. Ends Ricky Shaw and Jerry 
Deckard (four interceptions) are back for a final crack at glory. 
Shaw has a history of shoulder problems; when healthy, he’s 
one of the better linemen in the Big Eight. A pair of juniors, David 
Bailey and Marcus Jones, are slated to occupy the tackle slots. 
Bailey logged 95 tackles and seven sacks a year ago. Leonard 
Jackson, the incumbent at noseguard, will be pushed for a 
Starting job by redshirt freshman Brad King. 

Sim Drain Ill and Chris Pegram were in the lineup for most of 
the 1986 season. Both figure to handle the linebacking duties 
throughout the upcoming agenda. Kenneth Cumby, Robert 
Nunn, Richard Whales, Mike Aboussie and Vernon Victor are 
also available for playing time. 

The secondary is the major area of concern. Mark Moore and 
Mike Hudson were two of the best players to ever don the 
Cowboy uniform. The only regular returning to the defensive 
backfield is Melvin Gilliam, an exceptional athlete who earned a 
roster spot on the school's basketball team. 

The kicking game was a bit inconsistent a season ago. The 
competition for the placekicking chores features Joey O'Don- 
nell, Brad Dennis and Tim Woodford. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Cowboys have Tho- 
mas, Gundy and Dykes and that should be enough firepow- 
er to win several contests. The overall youth in the secon- 
dary and lack of a strong kicking game could prove costly. 
There will be improvement over last year’s results as the 
Stillwater crew rates an 8-3 record and a return to postsea- 
son play. 
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Woody Widenhofer’s first two years at the Missouri helm have 
been extremely frustrating. The Tigers hired Widenhofer follow- 
ing a 3-8 record by the Warren Powers-led club in 1984. The 
once-proud Missouri program won just once in 1985 and three 
times last fall. 

Will things be different in 1987? Widenhofer, whose future 
may lie in the balance, has shifted to a triple-option flexbone 
offensive look to open up the attack. Several experiments will 
either pay off handsomely or backfire miserably. 

Widenhofer has suffered through the tough times, and the 
1987 spring practice saw additional hardships. Quarterback 
Ronnie Cameron sustained a broken rib during a scrimmage, 
the latest in a series of setbacks for the injury-plagued veteran. 
A total of five other players left the squad. Defensive end Mark 
Keough, a prep All-America who was redshirted last fall, left the 
team for personal reasons. That's the same excuse given by 
end Marland Beaudean and backup guard Brian Ponze. Offen- 
sive tackle Jay Frye decided to graduate early and skip his final 
year of eligibility. Perhaps the most important loss came when 
linebacker Terry Walker, the team's top tackler with 90 last 
season, transferred to the Air Force Academy to pursue a future 
as a pilot. 

When healthy, Cameron is a competent offensive leader. He 
displayed his big-play ability and his running prowess was one 
key reason for Widenhofer's decision to switch to the triple- 
option scheme. A 6-1, 191-pound junior, Cameron was the 
team's second-leading rusher with 365 yards and five touch- 
downs. 

Missouri's ground attack won't rank with Oklahoma, Nebras- 
ka or Colorado in the Big Eight standings, though it should be 
more effective than recent editions. Darrell Wallace led the Big 
Eight with 872 yards on the ground. The jitterbug needs just 303 
yards to shatter James Wilder's school career rushing total. 
Wallace was the nation’s 12th-leading all-purpose yardage 
leader. Robert Deipino, a senior converted to a halfback slot, 
was very impressive during the spring. His presence will stop 
opposing defenses from keying on the All-Big Eight selection, 
Wallace. The expected return of prep All-America Tony Van 
Zant, one of the most highly-sought after recruits, will bolster the 
offense considerably. Van Zant sat out the entire 1986 season 
following a knee injury. Sophomore Tommy Stowers is the top 
prospect at fullback. Victor Moore and Mike Logan will also geta 
look at running back. 

With the position changes of Delpino and Moore, junior Craig 
Lammers will have a better shot of leading the Tiger receiving 
contingent. Lammers will be joined by sophomore Ron Pointer, 
a speedster with junior varsity experience. Freshmen Tim Bru-

ton and Larry Linthacum will have the opportunity to earn the 
tight end berth. 

Widenhofer has to be concerned about the blocking corps. 
Four starters, including All-America and first-round draft choice 
John Clay, won't be around Columbia this fall. Jeff Rigmanis the 
lone reliable returnee. Michael Scott, sidelined by a knee injury 
ayear ago, should nail down astarting job. 

The strength of the defense appears to be a powerful secon- 
dary. Missouri boasts a pair of All-Big Eight candidates in soph- 
omore cornerback Adrian Jones and senior strong safety Erik 
McMillan. Jones was a pleasant surprise during his freshman 
season, starting all 11 outings while earning the league's Defen- 
sive Newcomer of the Year honors. He paced the Tigers with 
five interceptions. McMillan is the school’s second-leading 
career solo tackler. 

Steve Vandegrift has grown to 255 pounds, and the added 
muscle will help as the senior has been shifted from linebacker 
to end. He joins two-year starting noseguard Darryl Darling and 
incumbent end Jeff Cross along the interior wall. Sophomore 
Darren McDonald is the mainstay at linebacker following Wal- 
ker's departure, 

Senior Tom Whelihan needs just one field goal to break the 
school record for career three-pointers. He handles double duty 
as the team’s punter. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: There will be renewed ex- 
citement in Columbia. The Tigers will have a more exciting 
offense If the blocking holds up. Widenhofer’s job could be 
on the line if the team falls to eclipse the .500 mark. Mis- 
sour will come close to that plateau, though 5-6 is more 
likely. 
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The Cyclones survived a rocky 1986 season, finishing above 
.500. New coach Jim Walden would love to lead lowa State 
back into the winner's circle. His track record at Washington 


State is misleading—only three winning seasons in nine years. 


Walden inherits a team which returns 39 letterwinners and 10 
starters. More importantly, 26 monogram men have completed 
their collegiate careers, leaving several voids to be filled. Both 
defensive tackles and the entire secondary are gone. There will 
be several experiments before the finished product hits the field 
for a season-opening challenge versus Tulane. 

The new sideline boss likes the idea of a diversified attack. He 
believes the fans in Ames will have something to look forward 
too. After scoring 257 points last season (only Nebraska and 
Oklahoma tallied more among Big Eight teams), Walden will 
have his work cut out for him. 

The first order of business will involve the search for a starting 
signal-caller. Senior Brett Sadek, a former transfer from Minne- 
sota, served as Alex Espinoza’s backup last fall and threw for 
179 yards and three scores in limited duty. Sadek will have to 
fend off the challenge of junior Derek DeGennaro, who red- 
shirted in ‘86. 

Leading rusher Andrew Jackson is gone, so the tailback 
position will go to Curtis Warren. The third-leading rusher last 
year, Warren will be joined by fullback Joe Henderson in the 
backfield. Walden has to be concerned about the team’s ground 
game, which must be considered a team weakness. Sopho- 
more speedster Michael Brown could provide a needed boost. 

Keith Sims is the only lineman returning up front. The 6-3, 
291-pound Sims is a good one, but the lack of a supporting cast 
will affect the ground game and pass protection as well. Two- 
year letterwinner Dave Heyn and JUCO transfer Rich Moore will 
battle for the opening at center. The other three assignments 
are up for grabs with nobody sticking out above the competition. 

A pair of seniors—split end Donnie Ross and flanker Tom 
Schulting—drew starting duty last fall and gave the Cyclones 
gamebreaking potential. The duo totaled 39 receptions for 546 
yards. Senior Eddie Bridges chipped in with 15 grabs for 330 
yards and should become more of a factor this time around. 
lowa State has three fine tight ends sharing duty. Tom Stawniak 
is scheduled to be the starter, with sophomores Mike Busch and 
Marcus Lester also seeing plenty of playing time. Walden was 
toying with the idea of moving Stawniak to linebacker. The 
winner of the quarterback derby will have a fine corps of pass- 
catchers to utilize. 

Senior linebacker Chris Moore is clearly the cream of the crop 
on the defensive side. Moore, the middle linebacker and an 
All-Big Eight candidate, led all league defenders with 145 tack- 
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les. He saved his best performance for a big game, recording 27 
stops against Oklahoma. Sophomore Darrin Trieb came on 
strong as a rookie, concluding with 80 tackles. The other outside 
berth will go to junior Anthony Hoskins, who saw action in all 11 
games last year. 

Senior ends Scott Benson and Robert Dabney will feel added 
pressure along the line because both starting tackles are 
finished. Senior Ken Sandbloom and sophomore Randy Bern 
head the list of potential replacements for Greg Liter and Bill 
Berthusen. Dabney led the team’s ends with 59 tackles in ‘86. 

The key word in describing the secondary is OUCH. lowa 
State lost almost everyone from last season's two-deep chart, 
and a rebuilding job is an immediate need. Free safety Jeff Dole 
is the only veteran with any appreciable experience having 
appeared in 11 games. Dole totaled 20 tackles. JUCO All- 
America Ray Careathers will step into the lineup and help out 
right from the start. Sophomore Tim Baker and another JUCO, 
Lopez Williams, will fight for the strong safety berth. 

As if Walden doesn't have enough to worry about, lowa 
State's kicking game suffered a major blow when Rick Frank 
graduated. Frank handled the dual role of punter-placekicker 
and was adequate in bothjobs. Freshman Jeff Shudak appears 
to be the leading contender for double duty. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Walden’s first season at 
the lowa State helm will be very trying. There are several 
headaches in looking at the team’s roster. The offensive 
line, ground game and secondary are very weak, and 
opposing teams will take advantage of these spots. The 
lack of stability will hamper the Cyclones. lowa State slips 
to the Big Eight’s lower echelon. 
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What started out as a dream turned into a nightmare for the 
Jayhawks last season. Bob Valesente’s inaugural campaign as 
the school’s head coach ended in disappointment. After Kansas 
won three of its first four games, the roof caved in. As if it wasn’t 
bad enough to lose the last seven contests in a row, the team 
was outscored 118-0 in the last two outings (70-0 versus Neb- 
raska and 48-0 against a mediocre Missouri squad). Those 
defeats came after a 64-3 shellacking at the hands of Oklahoma 
just two weeks earlier. 

Valesente will attempt to pick up the pieces as the once-proud 
program attempts to earn its second winning season since 
1977. The offense only scored more than 20 points once last 
year. The coach will try to rebuild an attack led by Willie Vaughn, 
an All-Big Eight selection as a sophomore. Vaughn had person- 
al problems during spring practice, but returned to the team 
after a short absence. He pulled in 41 aerials for 341 yards last 
fall. 

Ronnie Caldwell, Tony Harvey and Peda Samuel ranked 
2-3-4 in pass receptions, with Caldwell pulling down 39 bails. 
The tight end position will be shared by experienced hands in 
Mark Parks and Brad Wedel. 

Over the last five weeks of the ’86 season, the Jayhawks 
scored just 19 points. Valesente should have put Danny Man- 
ning in a football uniform! The running attack, which averaged a 
measly 73.3 yards per game, will be revamped. Kansas cannot 
win in the Big Eight producing those kind of numbers against the 
likes of Oklahoma and Nebraska. Kansas cannot win in the Big 
Eight producing those kind of numbers against the likes of 
Oklahoma and Nebraska. 

Look for the Jayhawks to utilize the “|” formation often this 
fall. The top two rushers—junior Arnold Snell and senior Mike 
Rogers—return to the lineup. Snell rushed for 672 yards and 
also ranked third on the squad in receptions with 34. Senior Tim 
Ledford is expected to start at fullback, with Warren Shields 
available in a reserve role. Injuries hampered the offensive line 
last fall, and the successful comeback of Bob Pieper and Jim 
Davis will make a difference in the blocking scheme. Chip 
Budde, a redshirt freshman and son of former NFL All-Pro Ed 
Budde, is the top candidate for the center slot. 

The quarterback position is up for grabs, and the competition 
is quite keen. Senior Mike Orth started the first eight contests in 
‘86 and connected on 144-of-290 passes for 1,548 yards. Kelly 
Donohue started the final three outings and had a better com- 
pletion percentage. It will probably come down to the wire in this 
heated battle for the starting assignment. 

Kansas’ defense was shelled in three of the final four outings, 
and Valesente is looking for more consistency. The Jayhawks 
yielded just under 400 yards per outing. An experienced line- 
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backing contingent will key the unit's success. Rick Bredesen, 
Stacey Henson and Rick Clayton performed with the first team 
last season. Bredesen paced the team with 106 hits, while 
Henson (75) and Clayton (61) weren't far behind. 

The Jayhawk interior features four lettermen with starting 
experience. Three-year letterwinner Eldridge Avery (77 hits) 
and senior David White will reclaim berths at tackle. Junior end 
Scott Carlson started every game in '86 and was second in 
sacks and tackles among linemen. He will be joined up front by 
senior Teddy Newman. 

Kansas will rely heavily on its cornerbacks to key the secon- 
dary. Milt Garner, a three-year letterwinner, teams up with Mike 
Fisher to form a dynamic corner duo. Garner is also a highly- 
regarded return specialist, Marvin Mattoz, a two-time letterwin- 
ner, is slated to open at strong safety. Competition for the free 
Safety position includes redshirt Brad Hinkle, backup Vince 
Bryant and Clint Normore, a transfer from Wichita State. 


Both regulars return to handle the kicking chores. Senior Rich 
Rieth averaged 39.1 yards per punt last season. Sophomore 
Mac Smith is the incumbent placekicker. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: If Vaughn has additional 
problems and is out of the lineup, Kansas will be without its 
top offensive weapon. The team lacked confidence at the 
end of last season and it showed. It is difficult to bounce 
back from consecutive blowouts. The Jayhawks will be a 
bit better this year if the offensive line stays healthy and the 
running attack is more productive. The best bet is a 4-7 
finish, though the lower echelon teams in the Big Eight are 
pretty even and an extra win is possible. 
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Stan Parrish has enjoyed tremendous success as a football 
coach on several different levels. In the early 70s, he was one of 
the top high school mentors in the state of Ohio. On the collegi- 
ate sidelines, his five Wabash College teams never lost more 
than one game, and his presence turned around the Marshall 
program. 

Unfortunately for Parrish, the Big Eight Conference is a big 
step up in class. When he accepted the head coaching position 
at Kansas State, he may have bit off more than he could chew. 
Parrish claimed that he came to the Manhattan-based school 
not to rebuild, but to win. 

Maybe it is time to rebuild. 

Parrish’s first season with the Wildcats was equivalent to a 
ride on the Poseidon. The 2-9 record was bad enough, but some 
of the losses were downright humiliating. A setback against 
Northern lowa (a 17-0 shutout) was disappointing. Overall, six 
of the defeats came by 20 or more points. The only two victories 
came against Western Illinois and arch-rival Kansas. After the 
triumph over the Jayhawks, the team dropped five straight 
games and never really came close to the thrill of victory. During 
that stretch, Kansas State was outscored 175-31. 

Then again, it is hard to rebuild something which never grew 
to tremendous proportions. The Kansas State football program 
has enjoyed just two winning seasons since 1970. During that 
stretch, there have been 10 years of terrible results, finishing 
with three wins or less. 

Eleven starters return as the Wildcats try to climb into a 
different stratosphere. Kansas State has a good chance of 
winning its first outing (against Austin Peay), but the schedule 
gets more difficult after that—Army, lowa, Tulsa in non-league 
play. Imagine how happy Parrish was when he saw the sche- 
dule for late October—Oklahoma and Nebraska back-to-back. 

Kansas State’s attack averaged just over 250 yards per 
game, and that isn't nearly enough to compete with the powers 
of the Big Eight. Improvement is a must and Parrish has one 
weapon capable of providing big gains. The offense will be 
structured around talented tailback Tony Jordan. The 6-3, 220- 
pound senior easily led the Wildcats in rushing with 738 yards. 
Just how important is Jordan? His number of carries repre- 
sented 40 percent of the rushing attack, while his productivity 
was greater than half of the yards netted. The all-around back 
also grabbed 15 aerials, third best on the squad. Fullback Ray 
Wilson, whose 254 yards ranked third on the team, also returns. 
JUCO transfer Leatrice Pickett may figure in Parrish’s plans. 

Tim Hanson, who earned the starting assignment in the Wild- 
cats’ 198 finale is expected to have the job full-time this fall. 
Redshirt freshmen Carl Straw and Chris Cobb join JUCO addi- 
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tion Gary Swim have potential to challenge for the role. Hanson, 
a 6-1 senior, appeared in seven games and completed just 
under 42 percent of his attempts. His TD-INT ratio was a miser- 
able 1-5. 

The one position which appears to be sound is wide receiver. 
Dan Hughes paced the club with 28 receptions in '86. Todd 
Cowlings, John Williams, Lawrence Tolbert and Eric Blades 
saw limited time last year and should contribute more. 

The loss of starting defensive tackles Kevin Humphrey and 
Jeff Hurd leaves two openings. Tim MacDonald, a two-time 
monogram man, is favored in the race for one vacancy. John 
Crawford and Mark Young will vie for the other position. Letter- 
winners Jim Oehm and Rick Lewis are in contention for the job 
at noseguard, 

With standouts Grady Newton and Dewayne Baziel back in 
the lineup, the linebacking contingent should be the team’s 
defensive strength. The duo combined for 119 total hits. Matt 
Wallerstadt, Kansas State’s leading tackler with 86, reclaims an 
inside linebacking berth. 


There’s a youthful look in the Wildcat secondary. Anumber of 
players were forced into prominent roles last season when 
injuries hit the unit hard. Sophomores Erick Harper and Tyreese 
Herds moved into the starting rotation and both should excel 
following a year's worth of seasoning. Marcus Miller saw exten- 
sive time before suffering a late-season injury. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: It will be another long year 
in Manhattan. The Wildcats are simply overmatched and 
the lack of depth will be a factor when facing powers like 
Oklahoma and Nebraska. 
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The fact that the Big Ten placed five 
teams in bowls last year was hardly 
shocking. What was surprising was the 
presence of Indiana and Minnesota 
playing postseason games. A change in 
the balance of power wasn't expected in 
1986, so the development of both prog- 
rams was greeted with mixed reviews. 

The top of the pack remains the same. 
Michigan and Ohio State will fight it out 
for the league title, with Michigan State 
and lowa viable contenders. From 5-10, 
the competition is extremely balanced 
and somewhat mediocre compared to 
the upper group. 

This time out, the Buckeyes get the 
call. Earle Bruce lost very little in com- 
parison to the rest of the league. Ohio 
State has a number of All-America 
candidates, including wide receiver Cris 
Carter and linebacker Chris Spielman. 
Carter will be in the lineup after a shaky 
spring, one which included a suspen- 
sion from the team for a rules violation. 

Bo Schembechler will have to retool 
the offense now that quarterback Jim 
Harbaugh is Bear-bound. Schembech- 
ler has to piece together a secondary 
which can stop Carter and company 
when the teams tangle at the end of the 
season. 

lf Lorenzo White can stay healthy, 
Michigan State could be a legitimate 
sleeper. George Perles has to rely on 
Bobby McAlister at quarterback, filling 
the void created by Dave Yarema’s de- 
parture. The Spartans need to find a 
defensive leader as Shane Bullough is

gone. A rough non-league agenda 
should help prepare the East Lansing 
crew for the harsh realities of Big Ten 
scheduling. 

Never knock lowa out of the Big Ten 
picture. Hayden Fry's team has a few 
gaps to fill. The Hawkeyes were in the 
thick of things through most of the 1986 
season; this team could pull off a sur- 
prise or two. 

Illinois will have several new faces 
pacing the sidelines this season. Head 
coach Mike White revamped his staff, 
and the new blood should give the Illini a 
boost. The Champaign-based corps will 
rely on a solid defense. Keith Jones, the 
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team’s standout running back, is one of 
the Big Ten’s more exciting and under- 
rated performers. 

After stepping into the forefront last 
fall, Indiana and Minnesota will drop 
back a bit. Both teams have talented 
Thompsons—Anthony for the Hoosiers 
and Darrell of Golden Gopher fame— 
carrying the bulk of the rushing load. 
Wisconsin and Purdue have new 
coaches but the same prognosis. After 
winning four games last year, North- 
western’s football fortunes may be on 
the upswing. Then again, what would 
the Big Ten be without the Wildcats pre- 
dicted for a last place finish? 


Columbus, Ohio is a hotbed of college football. This year, the 
Ohio State Buckeyes have added incentive to perform well. One 
of the school's and the sport's most recognizable and controver- 
sial figures, Woody Hayes, died during the off-season. Buckeye 
coach Earle Bruce, who replaced Hayes as the sideline boss, 
will have his team emotionally charged up as the season is 
dedicated to the legendary mentor. 

Bruce has had his share of success at Ohio State. During his 
eight years in Columbus, he has an impressive record of 75-22, 
the best of any Big Ten school or coach during that time. None of 
his teams have won less than nine games, 

Only seven starters are missing from the 10-3 team Bruce 
coached last year. For the record, it was the seventh time an 
Ohio State football team finished with 10 victories. Among the 
departees are quarterback Jim Karsatos (2,122 yards passing 
in’86), All-Big Ten center Bob Maggs and tight end Ed Taggart. 
Tackle Larry Kotterman has eligibility remaining, but a knee 
injury and subsequent off-season damage (he slipped on ice 
over the winter) will likely sideline the mammoth lineman. Rover 
Sonny Gordon, linebacker Michael Kee and tackle Darryl Lee 
will be replaced. Gordon, a three-year starter, was second in 
tackles with 94. 

Karsatos' replacement will be Tom Tupa. A 6-5 junior, Tupa 
has been waiting in the wings for this opportunity. One of the 
nation’s premier punters, he saw limited duty last fall, connect- 
ing on 30-of-49 passes for 398 yards. There is little doubt 
surrounding Tupa’s top target; Cris Carter is a solid All-America 
choice. He should be in the lineup after sitting out part of the 
spring due to a rules violation. The swift Carter pulled down 69 
aerials for 1,127 yards and 11 touchdowns last fall. He’s already 
the school’s career leader in receptions and touchdown catch- 
es; he needs just 68 yards to eclipse the receiving yardage 
standard. Big Ten secondaries will double and triple-team the 
standout receiver; it probably won't matter. Alex Higdon is the 
heir apparent at tight end, replacing Taggart. 

Vince Workman became the third back in Ohio State history 
to rush for 1,000 yards as a sophomore, totaling 1,030. (For 
trivia buffs, the other two were Keith Byars and Archie Griffin). 
The elusive 5-11, 184-pound native of Dublin, Ohio averaged 
4.9 yards per rush and scored eight touchdowns. The Buckeyes 
are loaded in the backfieldas backup tailback Jim Bryant(656 
yards, second best on the list), a pleasant surprise as a fresh- 
man, and fullbacks George Cooper (467 yards, six touchdowns) 
and Bill Matlock all return. 

In an effort to offset the loss of Maggs, All-Big Ten guard Jeff 
Uhlenhake has been shifted to the pivot. Uhlenhake missed part 
of spring practice recovering from arthroscopic knee surgery. A 
pair of bookends—6-7, 286-pound junior Jay Shaffer and 6-7,

281-pound freshman Tim Moxley—will vie for Kotterman’s 
assignment. The move of Uhlenhake will allow sophomore Jeff 
Davidson to take over the left guard slot. 

Chris Spielman is the nation’s top returning linebacker. One 
of the most dominant players in the sport, the All-America fell 
just short of the school’s single-season record for tackles last 
fall, finishing with 205. He did set a record with 105 solo stops. 
Spielman’s dominance was displayed against a number of top 
twenty teams—a Buckeye single-game standard with 29 tack- 
les against Michigan, plus MVP awards in the Kickoff Classic 
loss to Alabama and the Cotton Bowl triumph. 

Perhaps slightly overshadowed on Ohio State’s defense are 
outside linebackers Eric Kumerow and Derek Isaman. Oppo- 
nents know how good this dynamic duo really is. Up front, there 
will be several new faces. Tackle Henry Brown will try his luck on 
the offensive side, while noseguard Fred Ridder will experiment 
at inside linebacker. Even without the services of Gordon, Ohio 
State's secondary remains strong. Cornerbacks William White 
and Greg Rogan are proven leaders. 

After the kicking game's ineffectiveness proved costly during 
the first half of the campaign, and especially in the Kickoff Clasic 
loss to Alabama, Bruce tapped an unexpected source. Walk-on 
placekicker Matt Franz didn’t see any action until the sixth 
game. When he cracked the lineup, he made up for lost time, 
connecting on 15-of-20 field goal tries and all 26 extra point 
conversions. In all, he scored 61 points in eight games. Tupais 
one of the nation’s better punters. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Buckeyes remain one 
of the nation’s powers. Tupa will prove himself as a fine 
signal-caller. A top ten finish is a good bet. 
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Bo Schembechler has earned his place in college football 
history. His detractors point to his postseason record and a 
suspect mark in bowl games. The bottom line is simple: look at 
his numbers and wonder aloud if other college coaches would 
be upset with some of the win-loss totals. 

@Schembechler has never suffered through a losing season 
in 24 years as a head coach, including 18 at Michigan. 

@Schembechler has led the Wolverines to 14 bowl games, 
including eight Rose Bow! appearances. 

@Schembechler has won or tied the Big Ten crown 11 times. 

@A total of 15 of his squads have finished in one of the wire 
services top 10 polls. 

@hHis 178 victories is a Michigan school record. 

Not bad at all. 

Each year, the Wolverines find a way to keep the veteran 
coach relatively content. Last season, coming off anear miss in 
an attempt to win a national championship, Michigan went 11-2 
and earned a Rose Bowl berth. Schembechler has 14 returning 
starters to work with this time around. 

The offense will have a different look as several standouts 
have finished their collegiate careers. Quarterback Jim Har- 
baugh was an intelligent leader and a gutsy performer. Full- 
backs Gerald White and Bob Perryman, guard Mark Hammer- 
stein and receivers Ken Higgins and Paul Jokisch made 
appreciable contributions to the success of a Michigan attack 
which scored 379 points in 13 games. 

Michigan's offense will likely revolve around two members of 
the backfield, Tailback Jamie Morris will attempt to become the 
school’s first rusher to gain 1,000 yards or more in three con- 
secutive seasons. Morris, the brother of NFL all-pro Joe Morris, 
has paced the Wolverines ground game the past three years 
while also serving as a capable receiving threat (33 grabs last 
season). Fifth-year senior Chris Zurbrugg steps into the spot- 
light as Harbaugh’s replacement. Shed no tears for Schem- 
bechler as Zurbrugg is a seasoned performer; he started the 
final six games in 84 when the injury jinx hit hard. Juniors 
Michael Taylor and Demetrius Brown will push for reserve 
signal-calling duty. 

Michigan sports experience along the offensive line as four 
regulars return. All-America tackle John Elliott, a 6-7, 306- 
pound senior, spearheads the blocking wall. Three other 
seniors—tackle Mike Husar, guard Michael Dames and center 
John Vitale—are ready for a final shot at the Rose Bowl. 

Schembechler is happy to welcome back a couple of legiti- 
mate deep threats. Junior flanker John Kolesar was sidelined 
for most of the '86 campaign with a broken collarbone. His 
return could give the Wolverines a spark. Kolesar, in his first two 
seasons at Ann Arbor, pulled in 27 passes for 738 yards, an 
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amazing average of 27.8 yards per grab. There is an outside 

possibility that Kolesar will be shifted to the defensive backfield. 

Sophomore Greg McMurtry averaged 23.1 yards per reception 

last fall. Jeff Brown (18 catches) is the incumbent at tight end. 

The Wolverine defense hasn't taken a back seat to anybody 
the past two seasons. No opponent scored more than 24 points 
against Michigan last season. A physical front wall—keyed by 
All-Big Ten tackle Mark Messner and middle guard Billy Har- 
ris—should help Bo's Boys compete for the conference crown. 

itis the linebacking corps and secondary which worry Schem- 
bechler a bit. Linebackers Andy Moeller and Dieter Heren, as 
well as secondary standouts Garland Rivers, Tony Gant and 
Ivan Hicks have left Ann Arbor. Fifth-year senior Andree Mcin- 
tyre collected 91 tackles last season and reclaims his inside 
linebacking berth. J. J. Grant played in every contest in 1986 
and he should contend for an assignment this fall. On the 
outside, senior John Willingham, the team's second-leading 
sacker, will handle one position. 

Two seniors will have added leadership responsibilities in the 
defensive backfield. Strong safety Doug Mallory and free safety 
Erik Campbell will have their hands full against the likes of a Cris 
Carter. Campbell was a regular cornerback last year and 
apppears to have made the transition well. 

Michigan's kicking game is solid as placekicker Mike Gillette 
(11-of-16 field goals) and punter Monte Robbins (43.6 yard 
average) are back. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Bo and company have 
enough talent to return to the Rose Bowl. The schedule 
isn't overly demanding, and if Zurbrugg can adequately 
replace Harbaugh, Michigan can finish in the top five 
nationally. 
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The Spartans were coming off an impressive 7-4 regular 
season as they entered the 1986 campaign. Several experts felt 
Michigan State would move up the ladder and compete with big 
guns Michigan, Ohio State and lowa in the competitive Big Ten 
race. East Lansing was buzzing with anticipation. There was the 
leading Heisman Trophy candidate, running back Lorenzo 
White, gearing for a big season. There was promise and an 
optimistic outlook as White was supposed to lead a potent 
attack into contention. 

Well, things didn't quite materialize as planned. The Spartans 
were victimized by a rash of injuries and hard luck. After con- 
secutive bowl appearances, Michigan State spent the holidays 
at home, settling for a 6-5 record. Among the disappointing 
results were losses to Indiana and Northwestern, a pair of 
three-point defeats. In all, four of State’s losses came by a field 
goal. 

Coach George Perles feels his troops have plenty to prove. 
White, who was plagued by injuries last fall, also has a good 
reason to be fired up. The senior tailback will be one of the top 
candidates for the Heisman despite an off-year. He went from a 
1,908-yard season to 633 yards. His per carry average dipped 
to below four yards per rush. Is there any doubt this back has 
something to prove as well? The Spartans, as a team, will be 
hungry, trying to return to a bowl game while attempting to move 
higher in the Big Ten standings. 

Michigan State loses just five starters from last year’s edition, 
but the group represented great leadership and ability. Quarter- 
back Dave Yarema set five school single-season records in 
1986. Flanker Mark Ingram and fullback Bobby Morse made 
major contributions despite being overshadowed by White. On 
defense, linebacker and leader Shane Bullough and strong 
safety Dean Altobelli will be missed. 

Perles is hopeful that Bobby McAlister, a seasoned reserve 
who started five games in 1985 when Yarema was out, can take 
over the quarterbacking assignment. McAlister showed flashes 
of brilliance in a nationally-televised game against lowa that 
season, throwing for 275 yards. Should he falter, junior Thomas 
Holba is next in line. Antonio Merritt, a JUCO transfer from 
Nassau (N.Y.) Community College, could move into the picture 
as well. Virginia Tech wanted Merritt badly before he landed in 
East Lansing. 

Andre Rison will be alone in the spotlight among Spartan 
receivers following Ingram’s departure. Rison paced the squad 
with 54 grabs for 966 yards. The speedy split end also handles 
punt return detail. Juniors Willie Bouyer and Bernard Wilson will 
contend for the flanker opening. Senior Mike Sargent is a com- 
petent tight end. 
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If experience is the ultimate key to success, Michigan State's 
offensive line should be on its way to an exceptional 1987 
campaign. All five regulars—senior tackle Dave Houle, junior 
tackle Tony Mandarich, senior center Pat Shurmur and junior 
guards Vince Tata and Mark Hill—return to provide above- 
average protection and blocking. 

Senior tackle Mark Nichols is a take-charge performer who 
will lead a solid defensive corps. The fourth-leading tackler 
earned second-team All-Big Ten honors last fall and could 
move up to first-team this fall. All four frontliners return to the 
stunt 4-3 alignment. Nichols will be flanked by junior end John 
Budde and a pair of seniors, end Joe Bergin and tackle Travis 
Davis. 

Seniors Tim Moore (101 tackles, second on the team) and 
Rob Stradley lead a deep linebacking contingent. Sophomore 
Percy Snow and freshman Brian Jones will compete for the 
vacancy created by Bullough’s departure. 

Perles has juggled the members of the secondary. Senior 
Todd Krumm has been moved to the free safety slot, backed up 
by Maurice Chamberlain. Krumm was a starting cornerback last 
year. John Miller, the other starting corner, will try his luck at 
strong safety, replacing Altobelli. 

Greg Montgomery is one of the nation’s premier punters. He 
averaged just under 48 yards per boot in '86 and should merit 
All-America consideration this year. Montgomery may wear two 
hats as placekicker Chris Caudell has completed his eligibility. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Michigan State will have to 
work hard to overcome a difficult early-season schedule 
which includes USC, Notre Dame, Florida State, lowa and 
Michigan. Perles has the talent, but that overbearing agen- 
da will take its toll. 
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Ever since Hayden Fry arrived on the lowa scene, the Haw- 
keyes have been consistent winners. The Fry-boys have 
finished in the upper echelon of the Big Ten each year since 
1979, which corresponds with his debut at the school. Over the 
last six seasons, lowa has been a fixture in postseason play. 
Last year, the Hawkeyes capped off a 9-3 campaign with a 
come-from-behind win over San Diego State in the Holiday 
Bowl. The victory was number 150 in Fry’s long and storied 
career. 

lowa always seems to find a way to win, which is a credit to 
Fry. Despite severe personnel losses last fall, the Hawkeyes 
were respectable. This time around, Fry must find replacements 
for 10 departed starters, including six from the defensive side. 
There is a need for a revitalized blocking wall as All-America 
offensive tackle Dave Croston, guard Chris Gambol and center 
Mark Sindlinger have completed their eligibility. Bob Kratch and 
Herb Wester lead a patchwork offensive line corps. Among the 
other players missing from lowa City this fall are All-Big Ten 
defensive tackle Jeff Drost, linebacker George Davis and de- 
fensive end Bruce Gear. Davis led the team in tackles with 121 
stops in 1986. 

There are experienced hands ready to run the Hawkeye 
offense this fall. Mark Vlasic, who started the majority of the 
team's games, was injury-plagued. His absence won't leave a 
major problem as 6-8 sophomore Dan McGwire and Tom 
Poholsky saw plenty of time a year ago. McGwire, who Fry 
claims has the strongest passing arm of any signal-caller during 
his regime, won the starting nod during spring competition. 
Poholsky led the Hawkeyes to four wins when Vlasic was out, so 
Fry won't be afraid to use him if needed. Chuck Hartlieb is an 
adequate third-string quarterback. 

Aside from the quarterback position, lowa is loaded with 
veterans manning the skill positions. Boasting one of the 
deepest backfields in the nation, the Hawkeyes will utilize tail- 
back Rick Bayless and fullback David Hudson often. Bayless, a 
former walk-on and last year’s team MVP, became only the third 
single-season 1,000-yard rusher in the school's history, gaining 
1,150. Hudson was on his way to a big year, averaging seven 
yards per carry into the third outing before injuries hampered his 
play. A pulled hamstring also curtailed Kevin Harmon. Kevin 
Ringer will serve as a reserve tailback. Richard Bass (355 
yards) did a fine job when Hudson was out of the lineup. 

Every player who caught a pass in 1986 retums, with one 
noted exception, the school’s all-time leader in touchdown re- 
ceptions, Robert Smith. Bayless and wideout Jim Mauro shared 
the honors with 30 receptions each last fall. The tight end 
position is ably handled by Mike Flagg, with Marv Cook and 
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Craig Clark serving as competent backups. 

lowa has led the Big Ten in total defense four of the past five 
seasons. Can they keep up the high standards? That challenge 
may be upheld as nosequard Dave Haight and linebacker Brad 
Quast spearhead the tenacious unit. 

Haight developed into a top-notch defender last season, 
finishing with 96 hits, second on the squad. During an impress- 
ive four-game stretch, the 6-3, 260-pound senior recorded 61 
tackles; not bad considering two of those opponents were 
Michigan and Ohio State. End Joe Mott is the only other incum- 
bent among the front five. Tackles Steve Thomas and Joe 
Schuster, along with end Mike Burke, are slated to join the 
starting lineup. 

Quast (95 tackles) enjoyed a tremendous rookie campaign, 
shattering former All-America Larry Station's mark of tackles by 
a freshman. Veteran J. J. Puk will man the other linebacking 
position. Letterwinners Dan Wirth, Jim Reilly and Tim Batterson 
provide suitable depth. 

The secondary picture is somewhat foggy. Fry lost starters 
Kyle Crowe and Ken Sims, while Kerry Burt’s bad back could 
keep him away from the gridiron. That leaves Keaton Smiley as 
the only sure thing in the defensive backfield. 

lowa faces a challenging agenda, starting with the Kickoff 
Classic showdown against Tennessee. Arizona and lowa State 
headline the remaining list of non-league foes. The team must 
travel to face Big Ten powers Michigan and Ohio State. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Hawkeyes are always 
competitive, and this year won't be an exception. With- 
standing Injuries, Fry will see his team win eight or nine 
games. A top twenty finish and a bowl berth are good bets.

Prior to Mike White's arrival to Champaign-Urbana, Illini fans 
grew accustomed to losing. From 1975-80, Illinois finished no 
better than 5-6. White's first year at the helm produced a 3-7-1 
mark. From that point up to last season, the Illini enjoyed win- 
ning results. 

Last year’s team was expected to slip a bit, and the departure 
from success didn't surprise most preseason prognosticators. 
There was turmoil from the start as White suspended a number 
of players, only to reinstate the majority of them. The coach 
complained of a lack of discipline. The bottom line was a 4-7 
record and a disgruntled sideline boss. There were a few good 
moments, like close wins over bowl participants lowa and Indi- 
ana. Then there were shattering setbacks, when the defense 
yielded 59 and 69 points to Nebraska and Michigan, respective- 
ly. There was little doubt Illinois was overmatched against those 
powers, but a season-ending loss to Northwestern set off 
White’s fuse. 

When analyzing this year’s Illini prospects, the key word is 
change. White has restructured the coaching staff. Instead of 
having yes men on the sidelines, he has six new coaches, 
including several strong personalities. Fans may enjoy watch- 
ing the Illinois sidelines instead of the games; there may be 
more action by the bench. 

Among the fresh minds brought in by White, all have either 
impressive major college or NFL coaching credentials. The six 
new faces include offensive coordinator Dwain Painter, defen- 
sive coordinator Howard Tippett, offensive line coach Pete 
Hoener, defensive backfield boss Bob Wallace, receiver coach 
Tim Harkness and offensive backfield coach Ron Hudson. 

The most impressive names on the list are those of Painter 
and Tippett. Painter most recently served at Georgia Tech and 
Texas, while Tippett last handled an assignment with the NFL’s 
Tampa Bay Bucs. Both men will aid White and help coordinate a 
more cohesive unit. Change is an important word when con- 
sidering the influx of new blood on the field. A fine recruiting 
class includes 10 JUCO transfers. White has relied on JUCO 
players since arriving on the scene. 

Team MVP Keith Jones returns to key the Illini attack. Jones 
not only led Illinois in rushing with 534 yards, he also estab- 
lished himself as a top-notch return man. The kick return spe- 
Cialist will be joined in the backfield by quarterback Brian Menk- 
hausen, who won the job after spring competition, and fullback 
Jeff Markland. Menkhausen has plenty of experience and post- 
ed an outstanding 57.1 completion percentage (96-of-168 for 
991 yards) last fall. Markland chipped in with 160 yards and 10 
receptions. Illinois will have to revamp the receiving corps fol- 
lowing the departure of the top two receivers, Stephen Pierce 
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and Jerry Reese. Senior tight end Anthony Williams (36 grabs) 
will be the most reliable pass-catching threat. 

The Illini will rely on a fired up defensive unit. Illinois finished 
first in the Big Ten in pass defense and allowed the fewest yards 
of total offense in a single game last fall (100 versus Louisville). 
The new coordinator Tippett is an emotional leader on the 
sidelines, and he will have his troops prepared for battle. The 
linebacking corps and frontline return intact, so the team cer- 
tainly sports enough experience. 

Nine regulars return to the defensive lineup. A lotis expected 
from down linemen Mike Piel and Scott Davis. Piel paced the 
team with nine tackles-for-losses while Davis recorded an Illini- 
high four sacks. Three sophomores finished the season in 
Starting roles at linebacker, and the trio should enjoy the added 
year of experience. Leading the linebacking contingent is Steve 
Glasson, who garnered All-Big Ten honors with 84 tackles in 
only eight starts. Gabriel De La Garza, a transfer from SMU, will 
vie for playing time. 

Illinois boasts a fine kicking group. Chris Siambekos will 
handle the placekicking duties while Chad Little is the incum- 
bent punter. Darryl Usher is a player to watch as he performs 
miracles as a punt returner. The elusive veteran teams up with 
Jones to give the Illini an exceptional return tandem. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: After a mediocre 1986 cam- 
paign, look for Illinois to return to respectability. Big Ten 
powers cannot afford to look past this team. Therearea few 
holes to fill, and the coaching staff can only do so much. 
The leadership from the sidelines will be vastly improved, 
contributing to a 6-5 season. 
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Indiana’s first half of the 1986 season looked like a repeat of 
the '85 campaign. The team opened with four straight victories, 
built momentum, and slipped badly two years ago. Last fall, four 
wins, close losses to Ohio State and Minnesota and a blowout 
against Michigan had coach Bill Mallory wondering if this was a 
broken record. 

The Hoosiers rebounded, beating Wisconsin and Michigan 
State. Those victories locked up a winning regular season 
record for the first time since 1980. It also insured Indiana a bowl 
berth for the first time since 1979. Mallory’s troops suffered two 
disappointing setbacks to end the campaign (21-16 versus 
Illinois and 17-15 at Purdue) before failing against Florida State 
in the All-American Bowl. 

Mallory believes the foundation for another successful sea- 
son is in place. The veteran coach welcomes back 15 starters 
(eight offensive, seven defensive) among 51 letterwinners. The 
skilled positions feature several All-Big Ten candidates. 

Sophomore tailback Anthony Thompson blossomed into a 
top-flight runner during his rookie campaign. He left opponents 
shaking their heads after rushing for 809 yards and five touch- 
downs in just nine games. Little was expected from Thompson 
since Damon Sweazy (545 yards, 4.7 per carry average) was in 
the lineup. When Sweazy was out, the newcomer took charge. 
Now Thompson will have to carry the bulk of the rushing work- 
load as Sweazy has graduated. 

Senior fullback Tom Polce is expected to be Thompson's 
running mate. Polce has started the team’s last 23 games and is 
a fine blocker. Andre Powell, who looked impressive when 
given the opportunity to play in the All-American Bowl, should 
challenge Polce for playing time. 

There will be stiff competition for the starting assignment at 
quarterback. Senior Dave Kramme and junior Dave Schnell will 
battle for the job. Brian Dewitz, a six-game starter last fall, will be 
tried at free safety. Schnell is making a comeback following 
shoulder surgery which sidelined him for the final three outings. 
Kramme had the better completion percentage of the com- 
batants, connecting on 98-of-180 aerials (54.4 percent) for 
1,334 yards and six scores. 

Indiana’s passing attack should be more of a factor this 
season. The Hoosiers rushed the pigskin 611 times versus 295 
passes. Three of last year’s top four receivers return, led by 
Tony Buford (team-high 26 receptions) and deep threat Ernie 
Jones (25 grabs, 483 yards). Kenny Allen also figures to be an 
integral member of the receiving contingent. 

Along the offensive line, replacements are needed for a trio of 
departed starters—tackle Bob Riley, center Dave Kinniry and 
tight end Dave Lilja. Eric Moore continues to hold down the 
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other tackle berth. Jeff Fryar, Berry Handley and Chris Simons 
will vie for Riley's vacancy. Brian Finney is the leading hopeful in 
the middle. Carlos Marte and Tim Jorden saw duty when the 
Hoosiers tried a two tight end alignment. The move of lineback- 
er Terence Sanders to tight end should boost depth at the 
position. 

Indiana’s defense will be built around vastly-underrated line- 
backer Van Walters. The All-Big Ten outside linebacker set 
school single-season records for sacks (14) and tackles-for- 
losses (24) while pacing the squad with 107 total hits. Willie 
Bates and Brad Mitchell, the second and third-leading tacklers, 
respectively, return to the inside linebacking positions. 

The defensive front is seasoned as Walt Harris, Doug 
Schlereth and Dan Bauer return. Indiana had another pleasant 
surprise in walk-on noseguard Dave Watercutter, who has 
earned a scholarship for his sophomore season. Mallory’s ma- 
jor defensive concern is the secondary, which explains the 
transfer of Dewitz from the offensive side. The departure of 
All-Big Ten choices Alex Green and Leonard Bell leaves Indi- 
ana looking for help. Marc Ferry, sidelined all of 1986 with a 
separated shoulder, could move into the lineup at strong safety. 

The Hoosiers boast a solid kicking game. Pete Stoyanovich is 
a relatively reliable placekicker; his 52-yard three-pointer last 
fall tied a school record. Punter Dan Stryzinski averaged 41.1- 
yards per boot in 1986 and his career mark of 41.5 is the best in 
Indiana’s history. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Mallory strives for im- 
provement each year. The Hoosiers have come a long way. 
if the secondary can hold up, Indiana could give a few Big 
Ten teams trouble. 
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John Gutekunst basically picked up where Lou Holtz left off. 
The Golden Gophers did not fall apart last season. In fact, 
Minnesota went 5-3 in the competitive Big Ten race, good for a 
third place tie. Gutekunst’s second full season at the helm 
should be a greater test as 14 starters have completed their 
eligibility. 

Minnesota option-oriented offense will be centered around 
two backfield standouts. Quarterback Rickey Foggie was the 
Offensive Player of the Game for the Gophers in a Liberty Bowl 
loss to Tennessee. Tailback Darrell Thompson was one of the 
nation’s top ground threats as a freshman. With the dynamic 
duo keying the attack, there is little doubt Minnesota will be quite 
dangerous. 

Thompson made his presence felt from day one. In his first 
college game, he rushed for 205 yards and four touchdownsin a 
victory over Bowling Green. That performance set an NCAA 
mark for most yards in a Division I-A debut. Foggie has had an 
impact on the Minnesota program as well. A talented athlete, he 
has shown an ability to sidestep defenders and do whatever 
was necessary to earn a win. Foggie, entering his final year, 
was second to Thompson in rushing with 349 net yards. 

Is there more ammunition at Minnesota? Not too much, so 
Foggie and Thompson will have to carry the load. The leader 
among returning receivers, besides Thompson, is flanker Gary 
Couch. He pulled down a less than inspiring 11 passes last fall. 
Couch will battle Jason Bruce for the starting assignment, while 
junior Dennis Carter moves into the lineup at split end. 

The backfield is a two-man show. The fullback position is 
another good example. Three players—juniors Roselle 
Richardson and Ed Penn, along with redshirt sophomore Pat 
Cummings—will share time at the position. None of the three- 
some has proven dominant, though Richardson did gain 273 
yards in limited duty last season. 

Gutekunst must be concerned with the less than overwhelm- 
ing offensive line. Graduation took away standout center Ray 
Hitchcock and tackles Jim Hobbins and Norries Wilson. A pair of 
senior guards—Paul Anderson and Troy Wolkow—will anchor 
the interior wall. Junior Brian Williams is the heir apparent in the 
pivot. 

Lack of depth and periodic lapses hampered the Golden 
Gopher defense last season. Opponents were able to complete 
passes at a 57.7 percent clip. Gutekunst is looking for added 
quickness and an improved pass rush. 

Sophomore Jon Melander was in the starting lineup until 
sidelined by an injury. His return will bolster an outside lineback- 
ing corps which has limited experience. Mac Stephens per- 
formed well as a backup in 1986. Tim Juneau and Ron Goetz 
have been moved from offense to add depth. Junior Terry 
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Hrycak will battle a trio of sophomores—Dale Conant, Jon 
Leverenz and Bryan Suess—for playing time at the inside 
posts. 

Up front, Gutekunst has three lettermen vying for the tackle 
assignments. Senior Gary Hadd and juniors Trint Trip and Ross 
Ukkelberg are available for duty. Trip, 6-5 and 278 pounds, can 
run over opposing linemen. Senior noseguard Doug Mueller 
was a starter until he suffered a fractured ankle. His return could 
Spark the pass rush. 

Only one regular returns to the secondary. Junior strong 
safety Steve Franklin may feel lonely in a defensive backfield 
which lost stalwarts Donovan Small at safety and cornerbacks 
Duane Dutrieuille and Matt Martinez. JUCO transfer Doug 
Evans comes to Minneapolis highly regarded and could move 
into one of the vacant cornerback slots. Senior Marcus Mclin- 
tosh is the main hope at free safety. 

Minnesota's overall special teams play was inconsistent last 
fall. Return and kick coverage teams didn't perform up to par, 
offsetting the efforts of Chip Lohmiller. The placement specialist 
connected on 13-of-18 field goal tries, including a school-record 
62-yarder versus lowa. Lohmiller earned All-Big Ten honors 
and is a major asset for the Gophers. Minnesota also welcomes 
back the incumbent at punter. Brent Herbel averaged 40.5 
yards per boot in '86. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Minnesota must get off toa 
fast start against the mediocre opposition. Foggie and 
Thompson are capable of carrying this team back into 
postseason play. As for the Big Ten race, question marks 
on defense and along the offensive line make the Golden 
Gophers a middle of the road team. 
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Jim Hilles never had a chance. Hilles was named Wisconsin's 
interim coach last year following the tragic death of Dave 
McClain. He inherited a distraught team, one which lost its 
concentration following the tragedy. The bottom line: a 3-9 
record, including a 2-6 mark in the Big Ten. Close but not quite 
was the team’s motto. Six of the setbacks came by 11 points or 
less. Only Michigan was able to win handily, downing Wisconsin 
by 17 points. Perhaps it was three surprising non-league losses 
(to Hawaii by three, to UNLV by 10 and by nine to Wyoming) 
which led to Hilles’ demise. 

Don Morton takes over the coaching chores. His creden- 
tials—a 57-15 mark at North Dakota State and two winning 
seasons at the University of Tulsa—are impressive. Moving into 
the Big Ten is a major step forward for the sideline boss. 
Inheriting a team which must reconstruct its defense is an 
undesirable task. 

Morton will utilize the veer offensive alignment, and that 
should present a few problems for the Badgers. The adjustment 
period could be lengthy despite the return of seven starters. The 
installation of the new offense could lead to a change at quarter- 
back. Bud Keyes shared the position with Mike Howard last 
season. With Howard gone, Keyes now faces a different test as 
Paul Chryst and Tim Kowalski may be better suited to the new 
alignment. A 6-3 junior eligible, Keyes only completed 53.4 
percent of his passing attempts for 1,002 yards but tossed 13 
interceptions versus just five touchdowns. 

It is interesting to note the change in offensive philosophy 
despite the return of a fine nucleus at receiver. Leading pass 
catchers Reggie Thompkins and fullback Joe Armentrout are 
gone, though the cupboard isn't bare. Letterwinners Scott Bes- 
tor, Bill Williams, James Ross and Fred Bobo proved them- 
selves in 1986 and could be more productive in a different 
situation. Bestor caught 19 passes for 247 yards. Incumbent 
Brian Anderson will reclaim the tight end assignment. 

The absence of top rusher Larry Emery (855 yards, 4.4 per 
carry, four touchdowns) leaves a major vacancy at tailback. 
Steve Vinci (142 yards) was the understudy last fall; he should 
be ready for a starring role. The leading returning rusher, 6-1, 
235-pound junior fullback Marvin Artley (324 yards), will carry 
the ballcarrying load in '87. 

With four regulars returning, the offensive line could hold 
down the fort. The unit won't be criticized for lack of bulk. Guard 
Paul Gruber (6-4, 291 pounds) earned second-team All-Big Ten 
honors last fall. He is flanked by tackle Todd Nelson (6-5, 270), 
guard Glenn Derby (6-6, 290) and center Rod Lossow (6-3, 
272). 

A number of new faces must contribute if the Wisconsin 
defense is to hold down the opposition. Only one starter returns 
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and 11 of the top 12 tacklers have departed. The Badgers were 
rather inconsistent last fall, holding lowa to 17 points while 
yielding 21 to Wyoming. Michigan (34) and Ohio State (30) were 
the only two teams to score 30 or more last season. 

Safety Pete Nowka, a two-year starter and defensive signal- 
caller, is clearly the leader of the backline. Junior cornerback 
Brad Mayo should step in and adequately replace All-Big Ten 
choice Nate Odomes. Wide receiver Steve Wallace will be 
given a trial run in the secondary. Robert Williams and Jeff 
Wagner have limited experience and should be thrown into the 
competitive fire early. 

A number of letterwinners will move up to the first team 
defense. The lack of experience could be a fatal flaw in the Big 
Ten. Noseguard Chad VandeZande is expected to be the main- 
stay along the frontline. Tackle Leon Johnson will have the first 
crack at a starting assignment. 

The Badgers have potential talent at linebacker. Victor Forti- 
no and David Wings each have two letters to show for their 
efforts, and both are favorites to nail down inside linebacking 
jobs. Four letterwinners, led by Tim Knoeck and Dan Kissling, 
are leading hopefuls at invert linebacker. 

One area which Morton won't be concerned wit is the kicking 
game. Placekicker Todd Gregoire is one of the Big Ten’s most 
reliable booters. Punter Scott Cepicky (43 yards per kick) de- 
serves national recognition. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Life in Badgeriand will be 
intriguing. Morton is a proven winner, though this level of 
competition is much more difficult. It may take time before 
the new offensive set sinks in. The lack of cohesiveness 
will kill the defense. Wisconsin battles to finish at .500. 
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Fred Akers suffered through a tumultuous period at the Uni- 
versity of Texas. The past two pressure-packed seasons have 
been virtual torture. A coach with an 86-31-2 mark in 10 sea- 
sons shouldn't have been in the frying pan. His 73.1 winning 
percentage is second best in SWC history, and the 86 victories 
places him seventh in conference history. It wasn’t enough. 

Purdue should be ecstatic to have Akers at the controls of a 
program which slipped badly the past two years. Leon Burtnett’s 
days were numbered, and the 3-8 results of a season ago didn’t 
help. The new Boilermakers coach has a new life, and he plans 
to take advantage of the opportunity. 

Akers was greeted with some bad news right from the start. 
Quarterback Jeff George, one of the most heavily-recruited 
players in the nation going into his freshman season, opted to 
leave West Lafayette. He transferred to Miami-Florida, basing 
his decision partially on Akers’ past history of utilizing a run- 
oriented attack. Another blow came when starting guard Todd 
Tyrie was forced to quit football for medical reasons. Tyrie, the 
team’s starting center for eight games before being shifted to 
guard, was recuperating from postseason surgery to repair a 
damaged shoulder when he suffered further injury. Then there's 
the realization that Rod Woodson has completed his collegiate 
career... 

A successor for George will be determined early as seniors 
Doug Downing and Jeff Huber compete for the assignment. 
Both received starting experience when George was injured 
last fall. Downing, a regular in four outings, completed 68-of-137 
passing attempts for 771 yards and six touchdowns. 

With Tyrie out of the lineup, 6-4, 272-pound tackle Mike 
Connors anchors the trenches. Kieth Brown, a mammoth 6-2, 
278-pound tackle joins guard Bruce Crites (6-2, 255) up front. 
Beefy Jim Richmond (6-5, 289) and Anthony Rose (6-1, 285) 
also figure prominently in Akers’ line plans. 

Three of Purdue's top five receivers are back from last sea- 
son. Tailback Jerry Chaney grabbed 46 passes for 257 yards, 
while backfield partner Tony Grant added 24 receptions. Flank- 
ers Calvin Williams (eight catches, 20.1 per grab) and Lance 
Scheib are the top deep threats. Brad Schumacher (eight re- 
ceptions) is the likely starter at tight end. 

Chaney split the tailback assignment with James Medlock 
last season. Newcomer Darren Myles and Lorenzo McCline will 
challenge for the position. Grant, a starter in eight games in 86, 
will be pushed by Scott Nelson. 

The defensive unit must be shored up if the Boilermakers are 
to dramatically improve in the Big Ten standings. Purdue was 
last in the league in total defense, yielding 431.7 yards per 
outing. Akers has made a major change, going to the 4-3 
alignment. 
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In an effort to fortify the defense, Tony Visco will try his hand 
at a down lineman position, occupying one end flank. Visco, 
formerly an outside linebacker, accumulated 270 tackles during 
his first three campaigns in West Lafayette. Bill Hitchcock, Chris 
Keevers and Bill Gildea shared tackle responsibilities last fall, 
combining to total 102 hits. 

Fred Sirickland, familiar with life as an inside linebacker, will 
have to adjust as a middle linebacker. Strickland, a second- 
team All-Big Ten choice in 1986, has accounted for 272 tackles 
the past two seasons. New starters will be forced to man the 
outside positions. 

The secondary, minus the services of All-America Woodson, 
features three members with vast experience. Safeties Marc 
Foster, Ronnie Beeks and Scott Kalinoski all exceeded the 
50-tackle mark last fall. The return of two-year starter Cris 
Dishman, who sat out last season, will help. Purdue may also 
retain the services of Damon Taylor, who underwent knee 
surgery twice. Taylor sat out spring practice but may be back for 
the season opener. 

Jonathan Briggs gives the Boilermakers a competent 
placekicker. A former walk-on, Briggs has a good chance to 
break the school record for career field goals. Shawn McCarthy, 
the tallest specialist in the Big Ten at 6-7, will handle the punting 
chores. 

Purdue will face five bow! participants from a year ago, includ- 
ing a trip to Washington for the opener. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Akers is happy to be back 
on the sidelines so quickly. His glee will turn to dismay as 
this Boilermaker edition will struggle. The West Lafayette 
fans should expect no more than four victories as Purdue’s 
rebuilding process will take some time. 
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Francis Peay was a man under the gun last spring. He inher- 
ited the head coaching job following Dennis Green's departure. 
Peay was hired just three days before last year's spring practice 
started. That's not much time to prepare a Big Ten team, even if 
it is a lower echelon squad. 

Despite all odds, the interim coach survived a stormy season, 
leading the Wildcats to their best record in 13 years, animpress- 
ive 4-7 mark. Normally a team doesn't celebrate a four-victory 
campaign, but Northwestern is a different story. We're not talk- 
ing about a football factory, but rather an institution of higher 
learning where the gridiron performance is secondary. The 
noteworthy aspect of the performance: the Wildcats closed with 
victories over Big Ten foes Michigan State and Illinois. 

Something else to consider: Northwestern lost three Big Ten 
games by eight points or less, A setback at lowa was supposed 
to be lopsided, instead of a seven-point defeat and a moral 
victory. Perhaps this program has turned the corner. 

Peay appeared ready to leave the Evanston-based school 
until his interim status was finally redefined. He deserved the job 
as full-time mentor, and that’s exactly what he received. Peay 
has 46 returning lettermen to work with, including 13 starters. 
The enthusiasm is there, and the momentum could give the 
program a real boost. 

The Wildcat backfield looks good as quarterback Mike 
Greenfield joins three of the team’s top four rushers of a year 
ago. Greenfield has started 27 straight games and has the 
leadership ability needed in a winning situation. A dangerous 
all-around performer, he threw for 1,653 yards and added 418 
yards on the ground. Senior Greg Bradshaw is a time-tested 
backup signal-caller. 

Senior Stanley Davenport performed well despite adversity in 
’86. He's already fourth on the school's all-time ground-gaining 
list, within 920 yards of the leader, Greg Boykin. The halfback 
was the team’s top rusher with 703 yards, quite an accomplish- 
ment considering he started just five games due to an assort- 
ment of injuries plus an illness. Davenport will be flanked by 
fifth-year senior Ron Burton at fullback. Juniors Greg Schultz 
and Curtis Spears provide added depth. The ‘Cats will run 
behind an offensive line which returns four of five starters. 
Fifth-year seniors Steve Hoffmann and Tom Nicklas are the 
premier blockers. 

When Greenfield elects to throw the football, he will likely find 
a pair of fifth-year seniors—George Jones and Bill Flesher—at 
the receiving end. Split end Jones (17 receptions, 259 yards) 
and flanker Flesher will have to pick up the slack as Northwest- 
ern lost its two top pass-catching threats. 

Peay knows that the defensive line may lack stability early in 
the campaign. Three starters have graduated, leaving as many 
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as eight contenders for starting assignments. The lone return- 
ing regular up front is junior end Dave Helding, who totaled 28 
tackles. Perhaps the most intense competition will come at 
defensive tackle. Junior George Harouvis, a converted offen- 
sive lineman, will battle with redshirt Tim Heffelfinger and JUCO 
transfer Andre Walker. 

In stark contrast to the defensive line situation, Peay has to be 
content with his linebacking corps. Northwestern boasts two 
returning starters and excellent depth. Seniors Alan Brown and 
Tom Kaukialo reclaim jobs on the inside; Kaukialo led the team 
with 110 stops last season. Junior Kevin Patterson has been 
shifted to outside linebacker after performing well inside . 

The Northwestern secondary made tremendous strides last 
fall, cutting back opponents’ aerial yardage by almost 40 per- 
cent. Foes may have trouble throwing against a seasoned 
contingent which returns a trio of first-team performers. Rover 
Rich Myers is a three-year letterwinner and a former outside 
linebacker. Juniors Kyle Palmer and Jeff Robinson are capable 
cornerbacks. Senior Brett Whitley, a starting cornerback in '86, 
has been moved back to free safety. Whitley registered 52 
tackles and three thefts a year ago. 

Sophomore Ira Adler has the unenviable task of replacing 
departed placekicker John Duvic. All Duvic did was set the 
school's career scoring record. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Things are actually looking 
up for this perennial loser. Opponents cannot afford to take 
this team lightly. With Greenfield and Davenport in the 
backfield, the offense can move the ball. The defense still 
has a few gaps to be filled. Peay won't enjoy a winning year, 
but the program is going in the right direction.

Talk about your wide-open races! 
Last year's SEC winner wasn’t deter- 
mined until the latter stages of the cam- 
paign, with as many as six teams in con- 
tention down the home stretch. At the 
end, it was the LSU Tigers atop the 
league’s standings. The Bayou Boys 
went to the Sugar Bowl and lost to Neb- 
raska. In all, six Southeastern squads 
attended postseason games in 1986. 

This time around, the competition will 
be hot and heavy. There is tremendous 
balance as seven legitimate contenders 
go for the top prize, a New Year's Day 
trip to New Orleans. 

If LSU wins again, as projected here 
by FOOTBALL ACTION, the Tigers 
won't have to travel very far. New head 
coach Mike Archer hopes his team can 
fare better than last year’s bowl appear- 
ance. The team from Baton Rouge has 
the league's top passing combination in 
quarterback Tom Hodson to wide re- 
ceiver Wendell Davis. Despite a few key 
defensive losses, LSU is the team to 
watch in the SEC. 

Auburn hung tough last fall, capping 
off a strong season with a New Year's 
Day victory over USC. Pat Dye’s team 
should remain in the thick of things. Jeff 
Burger is an underrated quarterback 
and the Tiger defense is one of the na- 
tion’s most tenacious groups. Tracy 
Rocker is All-America material while 
Kurt Crain and Aundray Bruce should 
gain much-deserved recognition. 

Looking for a sleeper in the race? Mis- 
sissippi was expected to compete for 
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last place in 1986 by most prognostica- 
tors. Billy Brewer's Rebels were in the 
hunt to the very end. With a strong nuc- 
leus back, Ole Miss. cannot be counted 
out. 

The Crimson Tide will be piloted by a 
new skipper, former Georgia Tech 
coach Bill Curry. His first year in Tusca- 
loosa could be a rough one. Lack of 
leadership at quarterback could hamper 
the offense, though tailback Bobby 
Humphrey should enjoy another pro- 
ductive year pacing the ground game. 

Tennessee fell apart early last year. 
Johnny Majors’ squad was supposed to 
contend for the crown; instead, the Vols 
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were fortunate enough to regroup and 
earn a Liberty Bowl bid. Jeff Francis 
needs a healthy supporting cast to keep 
this team competitive. 

Galen Hall's Gators face one of the 
nation’s most rugged schedules. Florida 
has All-America signal-caller Kerwin 
Bell and standout linebacker Clifford 
Charlton leading the way, Georgia 
should slip a bit this fall. The Bulldogs 
will have to rely too heavily on running 
back Lars Tate and a defense which was 
hit hard by graduation defections. 
Rounding out the SEC: Kentucky, a re- 
spectable team in a difficult position, 
Vanderbilt and Mississippi State. 


Will the rookie Archer be on target this season? Can the 
Bayou Boys earn back-to-back SEC titles for the first time since 
1935-36? With a challenging schedule and a couple of ques- 
tionable areas, rookie coach Mike Archer will feel the pressure 
as Bill Arnsparger’s replacement. It’s a classic case of ring out 
the old (Arnsparger, now the AD at Florida, was the oldest major 
college head coach at 60) and ring in the new (Archer, atage 33, 
is the youngest mentor in Division I-A). 

On the positive side, there are seven home games and 15 
regulars returning to the fray. Facing the likes of Texas A&M, 
Ohio State, Florida and Georgia within the first six weeks of the 
season will give fans a good indication of just how good this 
Tiger team really is. 

Archer's offensive alignment will rely heavily on a pair of 
sophomores in the backfield and a senior tandem atthe receiver 
posts. Tom Hodson, a 6-3, 181-pounder was able to sit out one 
year before facing the baptism of fire. He responded to the test 
well and was the nation’s top-rated freshman passer in 1986. 
His impressive statistics included a 60.8 completion percen- 
tage, good for 2,261 yards and 19 touchdowns versus just eight 
interceptions. Mickey Guidry proved himself as a competent 
backup and is available should Hodson’s productivity slip. 

Highly-touted Harvey Williams came to Baton Rouge with 
outstanding credentials as one of the premier prep performers. 
During his rookie year at LSU, he showed some of his skills, 
rushing for ateam-high 700 yards and six touchdowns. 

All-America Wendell Davis enjoyed the most outstanding 
single-season of any receiver in Tiger history, shattering four 
marks. He grabbed 80 passes for 1,244 yards and 11 touch- 
downs, all school records. Overshadowed but also dangerous 
is 6-3 flanker Rogie Magee, whose productivity was cut in halfa 
year ago (35 catches, 473 yards in 1985/17 grabs, 238 last 
season). Sophomores Derrick Saulsberry and Tony Moss also 
figure in the team’s aerial plans. Senior Brian Kinchen (27 
receptions, four touchdowns) will open at tight end. 

Two seniors will be called upon to lead the offensive line 
corps. Guard Eric Andolsek and center Nacho Albergamo are 
being touted as All-SEC and All-America prospects. There will 
be added pressure on the talented duo as LSU lost tackle John 
Hazard and guard Keith Melancon to graduation. 

Archer, a defensive-minded coach, will have his hands full 
with a unit which lost its entire line corps. The contingent, which 
was intact for four years, featured noseguard Henry Thomas 
and ends Roland Barbay and Karl Wilson. The Tigers also must 
find a suitable replacement for leading tackler Toby Caston, a 
standout at inside linebacker. 

The secondary is the bright spot as all four regulars return to 
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the lineup. Senior weak safety Chris Carrier led the SEC in 
interceptions with six. Junior Greg Jackson will occupy the 
strong safety slot, with seniors Kevin Guidry and James Pierson 
reclaiming the cornerback berths. 

Senior Tommy Clapp is expected to fill one of the holes at left 
end, while the competition is keen for the other two line assign- 
ments. Sophomores Clint James and Karl Dunbar will battle for 
the right end job. Junior Darrell Phillips (29 stops) is the top 
prospect at noseguard, with senior George Henriquez also in 
the running. 

A pair of seniors, Nicky Hazard (71 total tackles, third-best on 
the squad) and Darren Malbrough (60 hits) figure to start at the 
inside linebacking spots. Juniors Ron Sancho and Eric Hill have 
seen extensive duty and should fit in at the outside positions. 
Junior Oliver Lawrence also has prior starting experience and 
should see plenty of action. 

The kicking game, a weakness in 1985, was vastly improved 
last season with the performance of David Browndyke. After 
setting several school standards last fall, Browndyke should 
survive the sophomore jinx. The native of Dallas connected on 
all 19 extra point attempts while hitting 14-of-18 field goal tries. 
Steady senior Matt DeFrank (42 yards per boot) handles the 
punting chores. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: This team has a lotto prove 
despite winning the SEC championship last season. The 
Bayou Boys were somewhat overshadowed by Alabama 
during the year (don’t forget the Tide might have been 
extended the Sugar Bow! bid if they had handled Auburn) 
and the bow! blowout by Nebraska didn’t exactly sit well 
with the team either. 
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When Pat Dye became the head coach at Auburn in 1981, he 
promised to build asuccessful program. He has not reneged on 
that guarantee. The Tigers have been a consistent winner, 
constantly inthe top twenty. The list of accomplishments is 
impressive: six All-Americas, 32 All-SEC performers, a Heis- 
man Trophy winner in Bo Jackson, and 24 players sent to the 
pro ranks. The last five Tiger teams have gained bowl invitations 
and Auburn celebrated its first SEC championship in 26 years 
during Dye’s reign. 

The Auburn program has earned the national media attention 
it deserves. No other SEC team has won as many games over 
the past five years, 37 league victories. The Tigers have faced 
the challenge head on and walked away ontop. This year, Dye’s 
troops will be tested by a more difficult schedule which includes 
games againsi Texas, North Carolina, Georgia Tech, Florida, 
Florida State, Georgia and Alabama. The latter three games will 
come in November, which will push the Tigers’ depth to the limit. 

The nucleus of last season's 10-2 squad is back. A total of 15 
starters return to the forefront, including nine on the defensive 
side. There will be a few adjustments made, a few holes to be 
filled. All in all, this Tiger team has plenty of talent. 

Dye utilized a greater blend of rushing and passing last 
season and it kept opposing defenses off balance. Quarterback 
Jeff Burger was a key reason for the change in strategy. Return- 
ing for his senior season, Burger is confident following a fine 86 
season (126-o0f-222 passes for 1,671 yards and nine scores). 
His passing yardage was the highest total for an Auburn slinger 
since 1971, when a kid named Pat Sullivan (now the team's 
quarterback coach) took charge. Lawyer Tillman leads Au- 
burn’s returning receivers with 35 catches for 730 yards (20.9 
per grab) and six touchdowns. The return of Freddy Weygand, 
who sat out last season, gives the Tigers another pass-catching 
threat. Junior Walter Reeves is an All-America hopeful at tight 
end. 

Over the years, the Tigers have had a number of great backs. 
Besides Heisman winner Jackson, pro standouts Joe Cribbs, 
James Brooks, William Andrews and Lionel James all claim 
Auburn as an alma mater. Last year, Brent Fullwood, Tim Jessie 
and Tommie Agee were the team’s top guns. Fullwood, a first- 
round draft choice, netted 1,391 yards and scored 10 touch- 
downs while averaging an incredible 8.3-yards per carry. 

Four players will compete for the tailback slot, led by James 
Joseph (265 yards, 5.1 per carry). Curtis Stewart, Stacy Danley 
and Luvell Bivins are ready for prime-time consideration. 
Joseph, Stewart and Danley are big enough to get a look-see at 
fullback, where Reggie Ware and Vincent Harris are slated to 
share the assignment. 
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Voids must be filled along the offensive line as center Ben 
Tamburello and guard Yann Cowart have completed their tour 
of duty. Eight of the 11 letterwinners along the line are back, 
giving Dye depth and anumber of options. Tackle Stacy Searels 
stands out as an All-SEC candidate and the premier blocker 
among the returnees, Tackle Jim Thompson and guard Vincent 
Jones are incumbents up front. John Hudson is the leading 
candidate to replace Tamburello, though Thompson could ex- 
periment at center if needed. 

Outside of a couple of question marks in the secondary, Dye 
may have his best defensive cast to date. The line stands out as 
a strong point as virtually everybody is back. Tackle Tracy 
Rocker has come into his own and should contend for All- 
America honors. The 6-3 junior garnered All-SEC merit last 
season. Rocker will roll with noseguard Benji Roland and tack- 
les Ron Stallworth, Nate Hill and Robert Goff as potential line- 
mates. Brian Smith and Aundray Bruce reclaim starting jobs at 
outside linebacker. Inside linebackers Kurt Crain and Edward 
Phillips also deserve recognition. The duo combined for 256 
tackles, with Crain recording a team-leading 156 hits. 

Nothing is perfect and the suspect secondary must be shored 
up. Cornerback Chip Powell and free safety Arthur Johnson 
were mainstays in the defensive backfield. Tommy Powell also 
saw starting duty at strong safety. All three will be missed. 
Cornerback Kevin Porter leads the charges, while Shan Morris 
is on the road to recovery following knee surgery. If healthy, 
Morris will be penned in at strong safety. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: While the talent is there, 
the schedule is difficult. There are a few stumbling blocks, 
and the record may not be as good as last year’s squad. 
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Billy Brewer and the Rebels had it easy last season, There 
was little pressure on the team as most so-called experts pro- 
jected Ole Miss. for a lower echelon finish in the competitive 
SEC. After a sluggish 1-1-1 start, which included a 21-0 loss to 
Arkansas and a stunning 10-10 tie against Division |-AA Arkan- 
sas State, the Rebels came on strong. A tie for second place in 
conference play, an upset over LSU and a victory in the Inde- 
pendence Bow! capped off a rewarding campaign. 

In fact, the overall mark of 8-3-1 represented the most victor- 
ies by an Ole Miss squad since 1971, when the Rebels went 
10-2. This season, Brewer and company may feel some press- 
ure as the fans in Oxford are starting to build up their expecta- 
tions. There is a good reason for an optimistic approach; for the 
first time since assuming the head coaching position in 1982, 
Brewer doesn’t have to rebuild his starting lineup. A total of nine 
offensive and nine defensive regulars return to action, and 51 
letterwinners in all will put on the red and blue uniforms this fall. 

Mark Young took over the signal-calling assignment in game 
five last season and was the team’s starting quarterback in the 
Independence Bowl. He shattered most of Archie Manning's 
Ole Miss postseason records. Despite his late-season success, 
Young will fight for playing time. Chris Osgood (seven games 
played, 55 percent completion ratio) and John Darnell will chal- 
lenge Young for his starting berth. 

There is little doubt about the top pass-catching threat. J. R. 
Ambrose returns for his senior season after pacing the Rebels 
with 32 receptions for 578 yards despite constant double and 
triple teaming. Also highly regarded as a return specialist, the 
six-foot senior will have added pressure on him as tight end 
Mario Perry and wide receiver Ricky Myers were the only two 
offensive regulars lost to graduation. Returning letterwinners 
Greg Lee and James Smith are the top candidates to assume 
Perry's post. 

Brewer is confident that his ground game will produce im- 
pressive numbers in '87. The Rebels return their top three 
rushers, led by senior tailback Willie Goodloe (526 yards, 4.4 
per carry). Fullback Joe Mickles was the squad's second- 
leading back with 359 yards. Throw in reserve tailback Shawn 
Sykes (a two-time letterwinner with lots of potential) and the 
Mississippi attack looks impressive. Also noteworthy is the 
return of the offensive line; the five starters—center Rob Goff, 
guards Derek King and Rich Adamcik and tackles Todd Irvin 
and Jay Schimmel—are back. 

The Mississippi defense deserves plenty of credit for last 
season's success. Only three opponents—Arkansas, SW 
Louisiana and Tennessee—scored 20 or more points in a 
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game. The unit led the SEC in total defense, the first time that 
feat has been accomplished since 1963. Opponents scored just 
six passing touchdowns in 1986. 

Though most coaches don’t tamper with success, Brewer 
opted for some minor changes. Tony Bennett was shifted from 
end to noseguard (he'll compete for playing time against Darry! 
Smith) and Wayne Muckle was moved from the nose to tackle. 
The only two regulars missing from the Ole Miss lineup are 
defensive tackle Mike Fitzsimmons and free safety Jeff Noblin, 
both important cogs. Rodney Lowe and Lester Brinkley should 
see plenty of action at tackle, with Wesley Walls at one end 
position. 

Jeff Herrod, an All-America candidate and last year’s top 
tackler with 168 stops, leads a solid group of linebackers. 
Three-year letterwinner Robert Smith will start at the other 
linebacking flank. Injuries hampered the secondary last fall, 
though it gave cornerback Don Price and strong safety Howard 
Moss an opportunity to gain valuable experience. 

Perhaps the biggest area of concern for Brewer is within the 
kicking game. All-America punter Bill Smith completed his eligi- 
bility. Smith shattered four NCAA records during his stay in 
Oxford. Senior Kevin Hurt has the difficult assignment of replac- 
ing the record wrecker. Should Hurt falter, Charles Childers, 
Greg Hogue and Todd Woods would be given a shot at the job. 
Junior Bryan Owen (28-28 PATs, team-high 52 points) will 
handle the placekicking chores. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Brewer will have to keep 


his troops up for the challenge. The Rebels could be a 
major surprise, contending for league honors again.

On January 4, 1987, the University of Alabama hired Bill 
Curry as the school's 20th football coach. He took over for Ray 
Perkins, who left the college ranks to pursue the coaching and 
administrative duties offered by the NFL’s Tampa Bay Bucs. 
The Crimson Tide rolled to a 10-3 mark last season, but some 
experts believed that Perkins was under fire despite that fine 
record. For starters, he accepted a berth to the Sun Bowl, which 
received lukewarm support by Tide fans. 

Perkins felt the pressure as soon as he returned to take over 
the coaching reins at his alma mater. Replacing a legend like 
Bear Bryant is simply impossible, Near perfection wasn't good 
enough. The team struggled against fierce rival Auburn, and 
last year’s 21-17 defeat was a bitter pill to swallow, So Curry is 
next on the hot seat. 

Following the school’s announcement of Curry as its head 
coach, some of Alabama's less dignified maniacs thought so 
little of the new sideline boss that several death threats to the 
school's president and Curry himself were reported. That's the 
sad mystique of Alabama football—some fans want a winning 
program so badly that they'd kill to get it. 

As a pro player, Curry spent six years playing for Don Shula. 
Now he must find a suitable replacement for Shula’s son, Mike, 
who served as Alabama's starting quarterback the last 27 
games. That's just one of the more pressing problems facing the 
new boss. The Tide also lost speedy receivers Albert Bell and 
Greg Richardson, All-America center Wes Neighbors and re- 
cord-setting placekicker Van Tiffin from an offense which aver- 
aged just under 27 points per contest. 

Alabama's attack will rely heavily on terrific tailback Bobby 
Humphrey. Curry is so happy with Humphrey that he has moved 
Gene Jelks to cornerback. Jelks (570 yards, 6.1 per carry) might 
have been overshadowed by his All-America teammate. Now 
he will contribute where help is needed. Humphrey slashed his 
way through the school’s record book, eclipsing several single- 
season standards, including most yards rushing (1,471), carries 
(236), points (104), touchdowns (17) and yards per game 
(122.6). Along the way, the 6-1, 187-pound native of Birming- 
ham recorded three 200-yard performances, including a 284- 
yard outburst versus Mississippi State, Fullback Doug Allen and 

ilback Kerry Goode are proven commodities as the Tide back- 

eld is loaded. 

The quarterback picture is muddled as six contenders battle 
for the coveted assignment. Three juniors may have the upper 
hand due to experience. David Smith was Shula’s backup last 
fall, while Vince Sutton served his apprenticeship two seasons 
ago before redshirting in 1986. Smith stands out as the leading 
contender. 
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Seniors Clay Whitehurst and Darryl Thomas, junior Greg 
Payne and sophomore Marco Battle will split playing time at the 
wideout positions. The quartet will have a difficult time making 
up the productivity of Bell and Richardson. All-SEC guard Bill 
Condon returns to anchor the offensive line. The senior will be 
flanked by junior tackle Joe King. Larry Rose has been shifted to 
the defensive line. 

Speaking of the defensive line, Curry must name a replace- 
ment for All-SEC noseguard Curt Jarvis. In general, the unit 
must be revitalized. Junior letterwinners Anthony Smith, Tom- 
my Cole and Darryl Whetstone will have added responsibility. 

All-America Cornelius Bennett and underrated Wayne Davis 
have completed their collegiate careers, leaving two gaping 
holes at linebacker. Curry can count on strong efforts from junior 
inside linebacker Greg Gilbert, who paced the team with 103 
tackles, and senior Randy Rockwell. Junior Derrick Thomas 
started three games and will see extensive duty this fall. 

Junior safety Kermit Kendrick is a legitimate All-America 
candidate. Kendrick will be in the spotlight as Freddie Robinson, 
Ricky Thomas and Britton Cooper have graduated. The return 
of rover Rory Turner, who missed last season due to knee 
surgery, will bolster the contingent. 

Redshirt freshman Alan Ward will assume the kicking duties, 
taking Tiffin’s place, while Chris Mohr is the incumbent punter. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Curry is fortunate to have 
an easier schedule in the first half of the '87 campaign. It 
may take the players time to adjust to the new coach, and 
Curry will have to fill several voids. The Tide should still roll 
to eight victories and another postseason invitation. 
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Following an SEC championship in 1985, there were high 
hopes in Knoxville prior to the ‘86 campaign. The first seven 
games of the season left the Tennessee faithful in shock. Coach 
Johnny Majors revived his team, which many so-called experts 
left for dead following a 2-5 start. 

It was hard to figure out why a talented squad lost to Missis- 
sippi State, Army and Georgia Tech by a total of nine points. The 
Vols also struggled to defeat WAC lesser lights New Mexico and 
UTEP. The seven-game slide also included blowout losses to 
SEC rivals Auburn (34-8) and Alabama (56-28), both on televi- 
sion, 

Majors regrouped his team in time to salvage the season. 
Tennessee closed with four victories (the Vols outscored the 
opposition 118-42 during that stretch) and “earned” a berth to 
the Liberty Bowl. A victory over Minnesota capped the second- 
half run as Majors secured another winning season. 

Entering his 11th season at the helm of his alma mater, 
Majors wants to avoid a slow start this fall. Tennessee opens 
with a major test, facing lowa in the Kickoff Classic in late 
August, Besides the normal collection of difficult SEC oppo- 
nents (Auburn, Alabama and Kentucky), the Vols face several 
newcomers to the schedule. Colorado State, California and 
Louisville will visit Knoxville, while a trip to Boston College is 
also on the agenda. 

Quarterback Jeff Francis entered the 1986 season unsure if 
he would start or ride the bench. He finished the campaign as 
the Liberty Bowl MVP and as the nation’s seventh-ranked pas- 
ser. Francis fired three touchdown strikes in the win over the 
Golden Gophers. 

Francis has a number of top-flight targets at his disposal. 
Anthony Miller caught 36 aerials and averaged over 18 yards 
per reception last season. Those numbers could swell this time 
around. Terence Cleveland and Thomas Woods will burn 
opposing secondaries which attempt to double-team Miller. 
Alvin Harper hasn't displayed his wares yet; he redshirted in 
1986. Fans in Knoxville will enjoy watching Harper during the 
next four years. Nate Middlebrooks, a converted wide receiver, 
should open at tight end. 

The potential for a successful ground game will hinge on 
William Howard and Keith Davis. Injuries took their toll on the 
running attack last fall. Howard still garnered 787 yards on 144 
carries. Davis was limited by knee problems and finished with 
293 yards. Charles Wilson took advantage of an opportunity to 
play and ranked second in rushing with 301 yards. Guard Harry 
Galbreath leads an interior line which lost starting tackles Bruce 
Wilkerson and Darryle Smith. 

Tennessee's defense was the key reason for the team’s 1985 
SEC championship. The unit fell off a notch or two last season. 
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Injuries hampered several players. Now the Vols have to fill the 
void created by Dale Jones’ departure. The outside linebacker 
ranked second in tackles but more importantly, he provided the 
leadership needed in tough times. 

Kelly Ziegler was plagued by turf toe and an early-season 
suspension didn't help matters, either. He came on strong 
during the latter stages of the campaign and paced the Vols with 
99 tackles. Darrin Miller will start opposite Ziegler, while Jones’ 
vacancy will go to either Bryan Kimbro or Tracy Hayworth, Keith 
DeLong also has the potential to contribute. 

Mark Hovanic was bothered by shoulder woes while Richard 
Cooper sat out the '86 season with an ankle injury. Both should 
reclaim tackle assignments, bolstering the defense consider- 
ably. Marion Hobby did a fine job and earned a starting nod with 
Cooper out of the lineup. 

Andre Creamer and Victor Peppers have been vital cogs in 
the secondary since joining the Vols. They will have added 
responsibilities following the graduation of starters Charles 
Davis and Terry Brown. Speedster Terry McDaniel, a member 
of the school’s track team, figures to get a crack at a job. 

Bobby Garmon had his share of problems as a sophomore 
but bounced back nicely last year. The punter averaged 42.1 
yards per effort in 1986 and should be more effective in his final 
season. An era of placekicking from the Reveiz family has come 
to a halt; Carlos Reveiz is gone. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Volunteers have a lot 
to prove this season. The schedule is more competitive 
and the team has a greater desire to excel. Success will 
hinge on the team’s health as much as anything. There is 
the potential for a big year in Knoxville. 
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Gator fans were spoiled by Galen Hall's early success. The 
Florida faithful shouldn't have expected much from last year’s 
squad, considering the difficult schedule and fewer scho- 
larships due to prior NCAA probation. The lack of depth ham- 
pered Hall's squad, which settled for a 6-5 mark, 

Florida's schedule was rated the nation’s toughest by the 
NCAA last season, and this year’s agenda may be even 
tougher. The Gators face six schools that appeared in postsea- 
son bowl action in 1986—Miami-Florida, Alabama, LSU, Au- 
burn, Georgia and Florida State. To make matters worse, only 
one of those opponents—Florida State—will visit Florida Field. 

Hall will have a young squad to work with. The infusion of new 
talent (25 freshmen and nine redshirt freshmen) will help im- 
prove the area of depth. The primary goals for the Gators are 
simple: improve the offensive productivity and replace five de- 
fensive starters. Florida averaged just 312 yards total offense in 
1986, down almost 100 yards from the previous campaign. 

The central figure in the Florida offense will be quarterback 
Kerwin Bell. The 6-3, 205-pound former walk-on is one of the 
nation’s premier signal-callers. Bell is on the verge of re-writing 
the school’s and SEC’s record books; he has thrown for over 
5,000 yards. 

Lack of experience hurt the ground game last fall. Octavius 
Gould, the team’s top rusher with 562 yards, will vie for the 
starting tailback assignment. Gould, a sophomore, is in a tight 
race with junior Wayne Williams and senior James Massey also 
in contention. Newcomer Emmitt Smith, the Parade and USA 
Today National High Schoo! Player of the Year, needs time to 
mature. Some critics feel he may be a step slow. Senior 
Anthony Williams is the top prospect at fullback. 

Junior offensive tackle David Williams anchors the blocking 
wall. Williams will assume added responsibility and pressure as 
the Gators lost two standouts—All-America Jeff Zimmerman 
and center Frank McCarthy—who completed their eligibility. A 
pair of 6-5 seniors, Bob Sims and Charlie Wright, earned start- 
ing berths at guard. Senior Jimmy Davis, a former guard, is the 
heir apparent for Zimmerman’s tackle vacancy. Junior Tracy 
Daniels, sophomore Richard Starowesky and redshirt fresh- 
men Chris Bromley are the candidates to replace McCarthy in 
the pivot. 

Graduation depleted the teari\'s receiving corps. The top 
three pass catchers, led by Ricky Nattiel, must be replaced. 
Sophomores Stacey Simmons, Tony Lomack, Darrell Woulard 
and Ben Glover lack seasoning, yet the quartet will have to 
contribute for the attack to be successful. Junior Willie Snead, 
who previously transferred from the University of Virginia, could 
be asurprise factor. Junior Mark McGriff gained the starting nod 
at tight end for the final third of the 86 campaign. He will attempt 
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to fend off several challengers for the position, 

Two of the nation’s premier players will spearhead the Gator 
defense. Senior Clifford Charlton is the latest in a series of 
Florida standouts at outside linebacker, following in the foot- 
steps of Wilber Marshall and Alonzo Johnson. The 6-3, 232- 
pounder registered 23 tackles-for-losses last season. Jarvis 
Williams, an All-SEC performer and a three-year starter at 
cornerback, is the mainstay in a secondary which must replace 
strong safety Adrian White. 

Chariton and Williams will have to carry the defense as gra- 
duation losses have taken their toll. Also, the loss of inside 
linebacker Arthur White as an academic casualty will hamper 
the unit. Sophomore Jason Lamberth, who underwent knee 
surgery following the ‘86 campaign, is the top candidate to 
occupy the other outside linebacking position. Sophomore Pat 
Moorer (74 tackles) was a pleasant surprise last fall, making the 
squad as a walk-on. Moorer is expected to start at one inside 
linebacking flank. 

Williams does have some experienced company in the defen- 
sive backfield. Junior Louis Oliver is the incumbent at free 
safety. Senior Ricky Mulberry and sophomore Kerry Watkins 
will share time at the other corner. White's replacement will 
come from one of three returning letterwinners—senior Steve 
Loden and juniors Bill Lang and Owen Bartruff. 

The defensive iine prospects are also somewhat bleak. Lack 
of depth could prove costly here again in 1987. Senior tackles 
serps and Henry Brown join junior middle guard Jeff Roth 
up front 

FOURTH GOWN FORECAST: It will be another year or so 
before the Gators get back on track. Against this murder- 
ous schedule, 7-4 would be a major accomplishment. 
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Vince Dooley has always found a way to produce a winner. 
He has maintained a fine football program at Georgia for 23 
years, the longest tenure at one school by a Division |-A active 
coach. Just how successful has Dooley been? His six SEC titles 
ranks him in a second-place tie behind the legendary Bear 
Bryant. Among the winningest active Division I-A mentors, he 
tanks a respectable sixth. Names like Switzer, Paterno, 
Osborne and Schembechler stand ahead; not exactly bad com- 
pany. 

In the current decade, the Bulldogs have overcome a number 
of obstacles to remain a consistent winner. Georgia has won 80 
percent of its games in the 1980s, with only Nebraska, BYU and 
Penn State holding a better winning percentage. Dooley's 183 
wins ranks him third among active coaches, trailing only 
Schembechler and Paterno. 

One of Dooley's greatest accomplishments came last sea- 
son. When many experts predicted an off-season in Athens, the 
Bulldogs barked back. Georgia claimed eight victories, includ- 
ing close calls over bowl participants Mississippi and Auburn. 
The team’s three regular-season setbacks came against quality 
foes—Clemson, LSU and Florida. 

Georgia has a number of questionable areas going into the 
1987 campaign. Several key performers will be missing when 
the team opens at home against Virginia on September 5. The 
line won't be the same as offensive tackles Victor Perry and 
Wilbur Strozier had more than 60 starts between them. The 
backfield was hit hard as graduation took away fullback David 
McCloskey. Academic deficiences will keep tailback Tim Wor- 
ley and fullback Keith Henderson off the field. Receiver and 
return specialist Fred Lane also completed his eligibility. Defen- 
sively, the ‘Dawgs will miss All-SEC defensive lineman Henry 
Harris, linebacker Steve Boswell, All-America safety John Little 
and cornerback Gary Moss. The status of punter Cris Carpen- 
ter, a highly-regarded baseball prospect who was expected to 
be drafted, was undetermined at the time of this writing. 

Don't shed many tears for Dooley. He still has several reliable 
performers available. Starting signal-caller James Jackson re- 
turns for his senior season after totaling 1,885 yards of offense 
last fall. Jackson provides leadership for the Georgia attack. 

Worley and Henderson were bothered by knee injuries last 
season so their absence will allow Lars Tate to shine. The lack 
of depth will hurt Georgia's cause. Tate, a 6-2, 209-pound 
senior, led the Bulldogs in both rushing (954 yards) and receiv- 
ing (22 grabs) in 1986. McCloskey’s vacated spot might be filled 
by converted defensive lineman Hiawatha Berry, a 6-2, 245- 
pound sophomore. Junior Kevin Jackson will compete with 
Berry for the post. 
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Cassius Osborn, John Thomas, Nate Lewis and David Dukes 
have contributed to the receiving corps in the past. They have to 
increase their productivity this fall. All-SEC hopeful Troy 
Sadowski, a two-year starter, is a fixture at tight end. Senior 
guards Kim Stephens and Mack Burroughs, both three-year 
starters, anchor the offensive line. Junior center Todd Wheeler 
will handle the responsibilities in the pivot. 

John Brantley, an All-America candidate who led the Bull- 
dogs in tackles last year, is the team's defensive mainstay. The 
stellar performer will be joined at inside linebacker by junior 
Terrie Webster, who saw reserve duty in '86. Both starting 
outside linebackers return as Vince Guthrie and Will Jones will 
be important members of the defensive unit. 

Injuries hurt the defensive line last fall. Andy Dotson was a 
starting guard before falling with a knee injury. Dotson will 
challenge returning starter Larry Brown and sophomore Bill 
Goldberg for playing time. A trio of seniors—Tyrone McClen- 
don, Paul Giles and Wycliffe Lovelace—give Dooley an experi- 
enced look at tackle. 

Georgia received a boost when two SMU transfers picked the 
Athens-based school. Linebacker Mark Vincent and tackle 
Shelly Anderson could crack the lineup immediately. 

Dooley has to be worried about the secondary. Cornerback 
Greg Williams is the only returning regular back there. Senior 
Miles Smith is the heir apparent at one safety flank, with sopho- 
more Steve Harmon the top candidate for a reserve role. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: This is the year the Dawgs 
slip a notch. There are simply too many voids and the lack 
of depth will hurt with the likes of Clemson, South Carolina, 
Mississippi, LSU, Kentucky, Florida and Auburn on the 
agenda. Dooley’s troops settle for 6-5.

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The Wildcats almost earned a berth in last year’s Liberty 
Bowl. The bid hinged on the regular-season finale against Ten- 
nessee. A victory would give Jerry Claiborne’s team a 6-4-1 
mark and the invitation. 

It wasn't meant to be. 

TENNESSEE 29, KENTUCKY 9. 

The loss was a disappointment, but there were many positive 
moments enjoyed by the Wildcats last fall. A 32-0 shutout over 
Southern Mississippi and a shocking 10-3 victory over Florida 
were treasured victories. There were a couple of close calls 
which, with a few breaks, could have led to a postseason bid. 
Kentucky scared LSU, falling 25-16, while a visit to Peach Bowl 
participant Virginia Tech ended in a 17-15 defeat. 

The task at hand is simple: fill a few holes on offense and 
defense and then sit back and enjoy. The 'Cats are capable of 
pulling off an upset or two. The top challenge confronting 
Claiborne is the need for a new signal-caller to run his offense. 

Bill Ransdell was a steady quarterback who shattered a 
number of school standards in 86. Kevin Dooley (seven-of-24 
passing for 77 yards) played sparingly as a junior when he 
served as Ransdell’s backup. Bill Allen and Chuck Broughton 
will push Dooley for the starting job. Broughton was bothered by 
shoulder problems last fall and was redshirted. JUCO transfer 
Glenn Fohr will make a serious bid for the assignment. Without 
aknown commodity at quarterback, the Wildcats will again rely 
on a productive rusning corps. 

Junior Ivy Joe Hunter and senior Mark Higgs will be Kentuck- 
y's offensive catalysts. Hunter paced the team with 621 yards 
(six yards per carry) while scoring six times. Higgs, a 5-7, 
185-pound native of Owensboro was the team’s third-leading 
rusher (527 yards) and receiver (20 catches), The dynamic duo 
will get extra work as Mark Logan (546 yards) has completed his 
eligibility. Al Baker flashed his potential before a broken ankle 
led to a redshirt year. The injury-riddied Baker suffered knee 
damage during the spring, further dampening his collegiate 
career. 

The top two receivers of a year ago have finished their collegi- 
ate careers. Finding replacements for Cornell Burbage and Eric 
Pitts will be a high priority early. Safety Raynard Glover has 
been shifted to wide receiver to provide some added depth, 
Senior Tim Jones caught 10 aerials and should contribute more 
often at split end. 

A trio of incumbents return to the offensive line. The three- 
some, consisting of all seniors, includes guards Dermonti Daw- 
son and Brad Myers and tackle Greg Kunkel. Sophomore Mike 
Pfeifer is ready for prime time play. 
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The Wildcats lost four regulars on the defensive side—cor- 
nerback Tony Mayes, end Guy Neal, linebacker Larry Smith 
and guard and co-captain Tom Wilkins. The overall outlook is 
bright. 

Junior linebacker Chris Chenault is a legitimate All-SEC 
candidate. Chenault recorded 93 tackles last season and has a 
reputation for coming up with the big play. He returned an 
interception 45 yards for a score against Cincinnati. 

The brother act of Carwell and Donnie Gardner could make it 
big along the Wildcat defensive front. Carwell, ajunior end, is a 
returning starter. Seniors Jerry Reese (55 hits) and John Shan- 
non (42 stops) are incumbent tackles. Sophomore Vic Adams 
made an immediate impact in ’86, recording 43 tackles while 
earning consideration on several All-SEC Freshman team. 

A pair of returning underclassmen—sophomore Ron Robin- 
son and junior David Johnson—will resume at safety and cor- 
nerback, respectively. 

Kentucky boasts one of the nation’s most underrated clutch 
field goal kickers. Senior Joe Worley already holds a number of 
Wildcat records, including most three-pointers in a single sea- 
son and ina career. There’s competition for the punting chores. 
Jay Tesar suffered a pulled hamstring in the 86 opener, leaving 
the door open for Miami of Ohio transfer Jeff Nelson. Both are 
capable performers and Claiborne can rely on either one. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Ransdell’s absence will be 
felt. Kentucky’s running game can make up for the lost 
productivity in the passing area. The ‘Cats face just four 
bowl participants of a year ago, so the schedule must be 
deemed favorable. After settling for .500 in 1986, 
Claiborne's team will earn six victories. 
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It's easy to tell where Vanderbilt needs its greatest improve- 
ment in 1987. After suffering through a 1-10 campaign last fall, 
the Commodores must turn it around on the defensive side of 
scrimmage. Watson Brown’s first year as the school’s head 
coach was a virtual disaster. 

Vandy yielded 28 or more points on nine different occasions. 
Opponents averaged five yards per carry on the ground and 
completed just under 62 percent of their passes. “| want our 
players to be meaner, tougher, more physical and smarter on 
defense,” admitted Brown. 

In an effort to improve the performance, Brown has opted for 
a different look. The Commodore defense will line up in an 
odd-man front alignment, shifting from the even-front defensive 
scheme utilized in 1986. Mississippi used the odd-man look and 
went to the Independence Bowl and Brown is hoping for similar 
success, The new lineup will give the opposition a different look 
on each play. 

A new emphasis is being placed on the linebacking contin- 
gent. The fortunes of the Vanderbilt defense will rely heavily on 
the Gaines brothers—Chris and Brad. No, they don't have 
anything to do with dog food, though they do have lots to do with 
this underdog unit. Chris Gaines, a six-foot, 233-pound senior 
All-SEC hopeful, led the team with 119 total stops last season. 
Brad Gaines, a sophomore, has been converted to outside 
linebacker after playing running back a year ago, Another soph- 
omore, DeMond Winston (61 tackles), has been shifted from 
defensive end to inside linebacker. 

The secondary returns intact, and the added year of experi- 
ence has to help the unit considerably. Sophomore Torrey 
Price, the team’s second-leading tackler with 74 hits, reclaims 
his free safety slot. Junior Joe Gentry is back at strong safety, 
while the cornerback assignments belong to seniors Andy Bak- 
er and Allan Roman. 

Seniors David Wurm and Chuck DeGroot will engage in 
heated competition for a starting job at tackle. DeGroot had 
played defense two years ago, moved to offensive tackle last 
year and has returned to his former role this season. Returning 
starter Eric Snyder is a capable performer at end. 

Brown, regarded as an offensive-oriented coach (he handles 
the quarterbacks and kickers as part of his duties), will have a 
few interesting decisions to make. For starters, he must deter- 
mine his number one quarterback. Junior Eric Jones, a versatile 
athlete who finished the 1986 season as the team’s starting 
signal-caller, has a slight edge over his competition. Sopho- 
more John Gromos sat out last year but started eight games in 
85. Gromos is the best pure passer among the Vandy candi- 
dates. Tim Richardson, a part-time starter last fall, is recovering 
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from shoulder surgery though he should make some noise. 


The winner of the quarterback derby will have a fine corps of 
receivers at his disposal. All-SEC flanker Carl Parker (31 recep- 
tions, 422 yards and three scores) is the best of the bunch. 
Junior Boo Mitchell (31 grabs, 463 yards) reclaims his split end 
position. The incumbent at tight end, 6-3 sophomore Steve 
Kosanovich will be challenged for his assignment by Mark 
Kubow and Dante Ferguson. 


Everett Crawford has been overshadowed by a number of 
backs the past two years. Crawford, the team's top pass catcher 
in 1985 and '86 (40 for 517 yards last fall), will finally get some 
recognition. The 5-10 senior from Huntsville, Alabama also 
ranked second on the squad in rushing with 311 yards (4.9 per 
carry). He should pace the team’s ground attack this time 
around as four-year starter Carl “Goo Baby” Woods has de- 
parted. Woods was the school's second-leading career rusher 
and that void will be filled by sophomores Andy McCarroll and 
Mark Johnson. 


Crawford, McCarroll and Johnson will have a nice line of 
protection to run behind. Center Daryl Holt, a 6-3, 255-pound 
senior is a legitimate All-SEC candidate. Junior Mike Johnson 
and sophomore John DiNardi, both at 270 pounds, figure to 
open at the guard slots. The tackle posts will be manned by 
sophomore Burr Seaver (265) and Mills Fleming (257). 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The change of defensive 
alignments will help a little bit. The Commodores have a 
shot to win a few games early, but fans shouldn't expect 
more than three wins. 
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Here's a trivia quiz: Name the last Mississippi State coach to 
leave the scho» with a winning record? The answer is Darrell 
Royal, who later went on to receive national attention as the 
heralded coach at Texas. His 1954 and 1955 teams went 6-4. 

Maybe Rockey Felker should quit while he’s ahead. 

Felker, returning to the school he quarterbacked to the Sun 
Bowlin 1974, stunned most experts by leading the Bulldogs toa 
winning campaign. When he took over the sideline duties in 
Starkville last season, he was the youngest Division I-A coach in 
America. He may age a bit this year. 

Mississippi State hasn't had a great winning tradition. Since 
1960, the Bulldogs have recorded just seven seasons above 
the .500 mark, including 6-5 a year ago. Felker’s team will be 
hard-pressed to finish 6-5 this fall. 

The 1986 campaign was like a two-act play. Act one couldn't 
have been written any better by a Hollywood scriptwriter. Consi- 
dered a sure selection for the SEC basement, Mississippi State 
stunned Syracuse, Tennessee and Florida en route to a 6-1 
start. Only an upset loss against Southern Mississippi following 
the Tennessee shocker kept State from an unblemished record. 

Suddenly Mississippi State was getting national attention. 
The Bulldogs cracked the top twenty and got television expo- 
sure. A bowl bid seemed like a cinch. 

Then came act two. 

The offense, which scored 24 or more points in six of its first 
seven outings, scored a grand total of 12 points during the final 
four games. The defense, which yielded 17 points or less in four 
of seven appearances, was blitzed. The bottom line: against 
tougher competition, State couldn't handle the pressure. Oppo- 
nents outscored the Bulldogs during that four-game stretch, 
144-12. The four teams which crushed Felker’s squad were 
Auburn, Alabama, LSU and Mississippi. The quartet enjoyed 
postseason play; Mississippi State didn’t. 

Felker must now pick up the pieces from the shattered 
dreams. With 42 lettermen returning, including 15 starters, most 
people would be optimistic. Considering one major loss, the 
Bulldogs must take a more realistic approach. 

Quarterback Don Smith was clearly the catalyst for State. He 
led the team in rushing with 740 net yards and six scores, 
averaging 4.7 yards per carry. His memorable scoring scamper 
against Tennessee provided the margin of victory in the 
tremendous upset. Smith threw for 1,609 yards and 10 touch- 
downs while securing recognition as one of the league’s top 
quarterbacks, 

Smith’s absence leaves a real burden on the shoulders of 
Mike Davis. The 6-2, 180-pound sophomore threw a grand total 
of 14 passes last season while serving as Smith's understudy. 
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He connected on eight for 79 yards. There is some good news in 
this story of State’s passing game. Junior Fred Hadley, the 
team’s top receiver with 28 receptions for 529 yards, returns as 
a serious deep threat. Junior John Moore will likely fill the void 
created by Louis Clark’s departure, 

Tailback Rodney Peters led all Bulldog running backs with 
367 yards last fall. Peters should pace the team’s ground attack 
now that Smith is gone. Junior Michael Taylor (202 yards) will 
get his share of calls. A replacement is needed for starting 
fullback Calvin Robinson. Blocking will be provided by four 
returning regulars—guards Durward Minor and Stan Sims, cen- 
ter Tom Goode and tackle Harold Rials. The offensive line is the 
Bulldogs’ strong sult. 

Felker will also have a difficult time replacing the scoring 
punch provided by placekicker Artie Cosby. Mississippi State’s 
all-time leading scorer, he paced the team with 57 points in '86. 

Veterans return to fill all of the defensive line and linebacking 
positions. Senior linebacker Cedric Corse recorded a team-high 
144 tackles, including 86 solo stops. Corse is flanked by Darren 
Martin, while outside spots are manned by Jerry Leggett and 
Jesse Anderson. Anthony Butts and Michael Simmons maintain 
the tackle assignments. 

Free safety Brian Hutson is the lone returning starter in the 
secondary. Sophomore Asa Bennett, a converted quarterback, 
was very impressive while ranking high on State’s tackle list. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: A few teams will be looking 
to pay back State. The team’s late-season collapse will 
carry into the 1987 season. The loss of Smith is devastat- 
ing. The defense cannot do it without offensive support. It’s 
back to reality in Starkville.

And then there were eight. The scan- 
dal-ridden SMU program was put out of 
commission during the off-season, leav- 
ing eight teams battling in the rugged 
Southwest Conference. By the time the 
campaign begins, a few more teams 
may-be knocked out of the league race, 
thanks to the NCAA. Several programs 
are currently under investigation, leav- 
ing a dark cloud over this once-proud 
conference. 

The negative publicity overshadowed 
several developments. There’s a new 
face at Houston, and two familiar gentle- 
men roaming the sidelines at Texas and 
Texas Tech. Jack Pardee will try to re- 
vive the Cougars; he takes over the 
reins from longtime mentor Bill Yeoman. 
In Austin, former assistant coach David 
McWilliams returns to take on a new 
challenge, serving as the new Longhorn 
boss following Fred Akers’ departure. 
Spike Dykes, who got a taste of head 
coaching life during the Independence 
Bowl, will enter his first full season at 
Tech. 

Now that that's out of the way, the 
SWC should be a three-team race. 
Texas A&M won the conference crown 
the last two years, so it’s time for a 
change. The Arkansas Razorbacks are 
loaded on both sides of the football. Ken 
Hatfield's flexbone should move the 
pigskin with ease. Led by quarterback 
Greg Thomas, the Hogs have the con- 
ference’s strongest attack. Tony Cher- 
ico spearheads a superior defense. 

The Aggies won't die without a fight. 
When Kevin Murray renounced his final

year of eligibility for a shot at the pros 
(ironically, he wasn’t drafted), A&M's 
offensive firepower dropped a notch. 
Jackie Sherrill will have a tough time 
rebuilding a team which was decimated 
by graduation losses. 

On the other side of the spectrum, 
TCU will bounce back from consecutive 
chaotic campaigns. Jim Wacker’s team 
will be rejuvenated as several standout 
redshirts return to Fort Worth. Kent 
Tramel will be, welcomed back to the

defensive alignment. Tony Jeffery 
should be the SWC’s top back. 

It will take McWilliams a while before 
the Longhorns return to national promin- 
ence. Tech, coming off an outstanding 
86 performance, will come back to 
earth. Baylor was hardest hit by gradua- 
tion, and Grant Teaff knows things won't 
be easy this time around. Pardee and 
Jerry Berndt of Rice will attempt to keep 
their respective teams out of the base- 
ment. 


Ken Hatfield is a man living high on the hog, His first three 
seasons as head coach of his alma mater have been extremely 
productive. In fact, his 26 wins over that span are the most of 
any SWC school. Hatfield's troops fell just short of capturing 
conference crowns, instead settling for postseason appear- 
ances in the Orange, Liberty and Holiday Bowls. 

In the flexbone offense, the fullback is a very valuable player. 
Derrick Thomas and Marshall Foreman, the team’s second and 
third-leading rushers, respectively, shared the assignment last 
season. Both are gone, leaving a major void to be filled, Red- 
shirts Greg Jackson and Richard Grooms will be given the first 
opportunity to take over. Letterwinner Anthony Chambers joins 
freshmen Steven Marshall and Carlos Gatson as potential con- 
tributors. Marshall and Gatson were victims of Proposition 48 
last fall. 

The key cog in the offensive machine is quarterback Greg 
Thomas. The top rusher in '86 with 461 yards and eight touch- 
downs, he is also a consistent passer. In the past two regular 
seasons, Thomas tossed just three interceptions. 

Arkansas will be loaded at halfback, and the return of injury- 
plagued James Rouse adds quality depth. Rouse, the top 
ground gainer two years ago, suffered a broken leg early in 
1986 and sat out the remainder of the campaign. Joe Johnson, 
a workhorse who has a nose for the end zone (11 touchdowns 
last fall) and Sammy Van Dyke will probably open as starters. 

The school’s all-time leading receiver, James Shibest, has 
completed his eligibility. The Razorbacks will still boast a fine 
pass-catching contingent despite Shibest’s absence. The com- 
bination of speedster Donnie Centers and Tim Horton should 
assume the responsibilities at split end. Centers had academic 
problems curtail his spring; his status is questionable. The tight 
end position, which belonged to Theo Young, will be shared by 
Billy Winston and Jim Kessinger. 

Three of the five starters along the offensive line return. 
Guard Freddie Childress, an All-SWC choice, is one of the 
nation’s true big men at 6-4 and 320-340 pounds, depending on 
the scale. Center Bryan White and tackle Chris Bequette are 
proven commodities. Guard John Stitten and tackle Jim Mabry 
saw action as second-team performers last season; both will 
move into the limelight this time around. 

An aggressive, spirited defensive unit features nine returning 
starters. Hatfield must find replacements for outside linebacker 
David Dudley and cornerback Charles Washington. Both of 
Dudley's backups, Steve Jones and Bubba Barrow, are back to 
compete for the assignment. Kerry Owens, capable of playing 
either end or linebacker, also will challenge for the nod, 
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An improved pass rush is one of Hatfield’ $ goals this season. 
The defensive interior is solid. Noseguard Tony Cherico is a 
bonafide All-America selection; he’s healthy following 
offseason shoulder surgery. Arkansas sports impressive depth 
as most of the reserves are available should the injury bug hit. 
Kerry Crawford and Leshon Browne will also see time at nose- 
guard, albeit limited with Cherico’s presence. Tackles Wayne 
Martin and David Schell will open as starters, though sopho- 
more Michael Shepherd could press for a greater role in '87. 

Hatfield welcomes back the leading tackler in linebacker 
Rickey Williams. He is flanked by veteran Erik Whitted. Albert 
Harris showed signs of greatness and the coaching staff may 
have trouble holding him out of the lineup. 

All-SWC safety Steve Atwater spearheads the secondary. 
His emergence, along with the presence of junior cornerback 
Richard Brothers, gives Arkansas a fine defensive backfield 
tandem. Atwater suffered a broken collarbone and missed most 
of spring practice, but is expected to go when the regular 
season opens. Odis Lloyd is the incumbent at rover. Bland will 
compete with Chris Hunter and Anthony Cooney for Washing- 
ton’s vacated corner. 

Arkansas has a rugged schedule. Five bowl participants of a 
year ago are on the agenda, including Miami-Florida and Mis- 
sissippi. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Hatfield will make it four 
straight bow! invitations. This Arkansas team could make 
waves nationally if it can get past its September tests. The 
defense will give Thomas the football in good field position 
often. The flexbone will give opposing SWC defenses fits. 
Call it nine wins again in ’87. 
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It took Texas A&M 18 years to earn a berth in the Cotton Bowl. 
The Aggies earned the SWC title and that trip to Dallas in 1985. 
The team enjoyed it so much that they strived to return to the 
Cotton Bowl in '86. Indeed, Jackie Sherrill's troops capped off 
last season with another SWC crown. The postseason was not 
as nice as Ohio State handled A&M. What can A&M do for an 
encore? A third consecutive appearance in the Cotton Bow! 
would be nice, though thatisn’t likely considering the talent lost 
to graduation. 

Perhaps the biggest loss came when quarterback Kevin Mur- 
ray opted to forego his final season of eligibility for a shot at the 
pros. Murray left College Station with his share of school pas- 
sing standards, as well as All-SWC kudos. He led an attack 
which scored 360 points in 11 regular-season outings. 

Without a scorecard, Aggie fans will have trouble recognizing 
some of the players. Tight end Rod Bernstine, mammoth tackle 
Marshall Land (6-6, 328 pounds worth of Land), split end Shea 
Walker, fullback Roger Vick and backup Ira Valentine are 
among the offensive regulars missing. The defense lost its 
share of talent as linebackers Johnny Holland and Larry Kelm 
(1-2 in tackles last year), as well as Steve Bullitt and Todd 
Howard, ends Rod Saddler and Jay Muller, and cornerback 
James Flowers, must be replaced. 

Sherrill has done an admirable job building a winner at Col- 
lege Station. His five-year stint has had some turmoil, though 
his on-the-field record is an impressive 35-20-1. This could be 
his toughest challenge to date, 

Craig Stump has extensive experience and Murray's depar- 
ture could be the break he’s needed. Stump, also the team’s 
punter, only threw 28 passes in limited action last fall. He’s 
capable of doing a good job, though he doesn't have the arm 
that Murray displayed in throwing for over 2,400 yards and 17 
touchdowns versus eight interceptions last year. 

Keith Woodside has been overshadowed during his collegi- 
ate career. First Anthony Toney and then Vick have enjoyed the 
glory and recognition. Now it’s Woodside's turn in the spotlight 
and there's little doubt that he’s one of the more versatile backs 
in the nation. He rushed for 569 yards and two touchdowns, 
averaging 5.9 yards per carry last year. Woodside added 52 
receptions for 603 yards and five more scores as a pass- 
catching threat. 

Another player who will gain more respect is flanker Rod 
Harris. The junior is a dangerous deep threat—he averaged 
15.5 yards on his 21 catches while also displaying his wares as 
a return specialist. Junior Tony Thompson is the leading candi- 
date to fill the split end void left by Walker. Sylvester Morgan will 
take over Bernstine’s vacated tight end slot. 
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Underdog vs. heal 

The offensive line appears to be sound as four regulars will 
battle in the trenches. Tackle Louis Cheek is gunning for All- 
SWC honors. Cheek will be joined by guards Jerry Fontenot and 
Trace McGuire, along with center Matt Wilson. 

The Aggie defense was among the nation’s stingiest in 1986. 
Opponents averaged less than 260 yards per game. The A&M 
rush defense was extremely tenacious, yielding just 2.8 yards 
per carry. Without Holland, Kelm, Bullitt and Howard at line- 
backer, the odds are against a similar showing this time around. 
Sherrill's pass defense should be the strong suit. 

Free safety Kip Corrington is the premier performer on the 
defensive side. Corrington was all over the field last year, total- 
ing 93 tackles (third-best on the squad) while breaking up eight 
passes, Heis a sure-fire All-Conference candidate. Cornerback 
Terrance Brooks and strong safety Alex Morris are incumbents 
with great potential. Brooks figured in 80 tackles last season. 

A number of youngsters will get the opportunity to start. 
Juniors John Roper, Dana Batiste and Basil Jackson were listed 
as reserves when A&M faced Ohio State. Roper and Batiste 
combined for 42 tackles in limited action. 

The 12th man has become a tradition down in College Sta- 
tion. Itis an inspirational unit which clearly lifts the team’s spirits. 
Junior placekicker Scott Slater has become a valuable member 
of the squad. He led the team in scoring with 100 points, hitting 
on 21-of-27 field goal attempts and 37-of-38 extra point tries. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Look for A&M to slip a 
notch. Sherrill has a number of hungry players seeking 
recognition. They will lead the team to respectability, 
though their bid for another SWC crown will fall just short. 
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Jim Wacker's career at Texas Christian can easily be de- 
scribed in one word: DRAMATIC. One of the top mentors in 
Division Il, he took over the reigns at TCU in 1983 and has 
shown a flair for the dramatic ever since. After his firstteam went 
1-8-2, Wacker turned the program around overnight, leading 
the Horned Frogs to an 8-3 mark and a Bluebonnet Bow! invita- 
tion. 

The program then took a dramatic turn for the worse when the 
coach turned in his own team for NCAA violations. His decision 
proved that there were more important things in life besides 
winning. The TCU football team paid for the choice, winning just 
three games in 1986. 

Wacker’s rollercoaster ride through college football should go 
back on the upswing this fall. Several players redshirted last 
season, opting to play in 1987, when NCAA sanctions were 
finished. Injuries also took their toll. If the flamboyant coach can 
keep his team relatively healthy, the Horned Frogs can make 
people forget about the checkered past. 

Everyone associated with TCU would love to forget about last 
season. Surprisingly, the Frogs leaped over two opponents 
early—Tulane (48-31) and Kansas State (35-22)—before the 
roof caved in. Close but not quite could have been the team’s 
motto, with four defeats by 11 points or less. The final three 
games proved humiliating—losses to Texas Tech, Texas and 
Texas A&M by a combined total of 155-40. 


Only four regulars were lost to graduation, and the influx of 
redshirted defensive talent should leave Wacker smiling. There 
is an experienced hand at every position. Also, there were 
several changes on the coaching staff in an effort to improve the 
program. The most prominent change came when TCU grab- 
bed another SWC assistant. Rick Johnson will coordinate the 
defensive contingent after being hired away from Baylor. 


Johnson and Wacker will be happy to see the return of 
noseguard Kent Tramel, end David Spradlin and linebacker 
Floyd Terrell, all prominent redshirts returning for their senior 
season. The talented trio should fit in nicely in the team’s new 
4-3 scheme. Throw in four of last year's top five tacklers and you 
have a fine nucleus starring for the Horned Frog defense. 

The top tackler, linebacker Kevin Dean, has completed his 
eligibility. Junior linebacker Scott Harris was second in stops 
with 103, and his return, coupled with the addition of Terrell, 
should effectively offset Dean's departure. Tramel has solid 
company along the line as end Tracy Simien (87 tackles) and 
tackles Frank Hawkins (72) and Mitchell Benson (72) are veter- 
ans. Simien served as a nose tackle last fall. 

TCU's secondary is junior dominated. Free safety Falanda 
Newton is a hard hitter. Cornerbacks John Booty and Tony 
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Brooks combined for 103 hits and should be stronger with the 
added year of experience. 


Injuries really hampered the Frog attack last season. Top 
rusher Tony Jeffery missed three games, ruining a tremendous 
campaign. Jeffery, who still finished with 861 yards (7.1 yards 
per carry) and eight touchdowns rushing, set an SWC mark by 
gaining 343 yards versus Tulane. There is little doubt the senior 
back will be one of the nation’s best this fall. Bobby Davis did a 
nice job when Jeffery went down, completing the campaign with 
386 ground yards. Junior Scott Bednarski, the son of pro wrest- 
ler lvan Putski and himself a grappler during the offseason, is 
slated to open at fullback. 

Wacker will have to determine his starting quarterback. David 
Rascoe was the starter last season, completing 89-of-180 pas- 
ses for 985 yards and six touchdowns versus 11 interceptions. 
To keep his job, Rascoe will have to fend off the challenge 
posed by former starter Scott Ankrom, who redshirted Jast fall. 

TCU's passing attack was terrible last season, averaging 
under 110 yards per contest. There may be a re-emphasis on 
the air game, attempting to find more balance. The top two 
wideouts return to the lineup. Juniors Jarrod Delaney (26 grabs, 
382 yards) and Reggie Davis (21 catches) are the team’s top 
targets. Ricky Stone, a standout tight end in 1985, redshirted 
last fall. He should reclaim his starting berth. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Wacker has enough experi- 
enced performers in the lineup. The fortunes of a year ago 
should be reversed. If the injury bug hits this time, there are 
quality reserves ready to take command. Jeffery is an excit- 
ing, talented back capable of carrying the offense himself. 
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(J FOOTBALL ACTION '87 (1) 


A complete overhaul was expected down in Austin. Fred 
Akers was one of the SWC’s all-time winningest coaches. His 
record didn’t really matter. 

The Longhorns were mired in some troubled times both on 
and off the football field. Allegations of wrongdoing and an 
NCAA investigation hit the school hard. Then the Longhorns 
suffered through a losing season. Texas fans expect a certain 
high standard and last year’s edition didn't live up to par. So 
Akers is now at Purdue, far away from the angry mob which 
wanted his head in 1986. 

There were signs of the team’s demise early on. A loss to 
Stanford at home was followed by a pair of close calls against 
lesser opponents Missouri and Rice. Then came a blowout loss 
to rival Oklahoma and the handwriting was on the wall. Akers 
could have won every game the rest of the way by 30 points and 
it wouldn't have made much difference. His fate was sealed. 

A familiar face returns to the Austin sidelines this fall. David 
McWilliams, a long-time Longhorn assistant, tried his hand as a 
head coach last season and came away smelling like roses. He 
Spent one season at Texas Tech, leading the Red Raiders to a 
bowl berth. McWilliams led his troops past Texas last season, 
23-21 in Lubbock. 

He returns to his alma mater with a simple goal: regain the 
faith of the administration, supporters and team. The Longhorn 
faithful is looking for a quick revival deep in the heart of Texas. 
Odds are against the return to glory enjoyed in the Darrell Royal 
days. 

Texas fans saw their team go through six close games last 
fall. The Longhorns were 3-3 in games decided by a touchdown 
or less. McWilliams, with 13 starters back in the lineup, is hoping 
his team is more convincing this time around. 

Bret Stafford, limited during the spring due to a thumb injury, 
will open as the team’s signal-caller. Stafford did an adequate 
job in 1986, completing 176-of-329 aerials for 2,233 yards and 
12 touchdowns versus 15 interceptions. Also an effective run- 
ner, the six-foot senior netted 239 yards to rank third on the 
Longhorn list. 

Texas also has the luxury of returning its top two ground 
gainers. Fullback Darron Norris and tailback Eric Metcalf, both 
juniors, combined for 806 net yards and eight rushing touch- 
downs. Metcalf also proved himself as a competent punt retur- 
ner. Reserve Charles Hunter (163 yards) is also available for 
duty. Senior guard Paul Jetton spearheads the blocking corps. 
The 6-5, 281-pound veteran missed spring drills due to a com- 
mittment with the track team; he’s an exceptional shot put 
specialist. 

Stafford’s top target figures to be split end Gabriel Johnson. 
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The senior snared 30 tosses for 526 yards (17.5 yards per grab) 
last year. Tight end Tim McCray was forced to give up football 
following a diagnosed neck injury. Sophomore Steven Clark (16 
catches) should pick up the slack. Kevin Nelson is slated to 
occupy the flanker post vacated by Dallas Cowboys draft pick 
Everett Gay. 

The Longhorns must find replacements for the top two tack- 
lers, both members of the frontline. Senior end Thomas 
Aldridge, the team’s fourth-leading hitter with 101 stops, will key 
the remaining corps. Junior tackle Steve Llewellyn will have a 
greater impact after totaling 64 hits. Roger Fritchner and Ken 
Hackemack are top contenders for the posts vacated by Blake 
Brawner and Brian Espinosa. 

Texas boasts a solid linebacking bunch. Duarie Duncum 
made a major contribution as a rookie in 1986, tying for second 
on the tackle list with 105. He will probably be shifted from 
middie linebacker to fill the opening created by Mike January’s 
departure. Brett Hager will try his hand in the middle, while 
Bobby Rhodes rounds out the threesome. 

John Hagy and Gerald Senegal lead a secondary which losta 
number of veterans, including cornerback Tony Griffin and free 
safety Stephen Braggs. 

McWilliams has a major void to fill at placekicker, Jeff Ward 
left Austin with a variety of school and SWC records to his credit. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: McWilliams turned In a 
miraculous performance at Tech last year. Don’t expect 
great things against a difficult schedule. After falling below 
500, the Longhorns should bounce back a bit, though 
nothing above 7-4. 
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After five games last season, few Texas Tech fans would 
have bet on their team’s chances to reach a bowl game. After 
all, the Red Raiders stood at 2-3, and the three setbacks came 
by a combined score of 151-33. The final six games of the 
regular season were equivalent to a magic carpet ride. First 
came a stunning upset of Arkansas. 

Tech finished at 7-4 (5-3 in SWC play) and earned an Inde- 
pendence Bowl berth. While the fans in Lubbock were celebrat- 

"ing, the architect of the revived program was walking out the 
back door. David McWilliams, following his first regular season 
at the Red Raider helm, decided to return to Austin, grabbing 
the University of Texas head coaching post after Fred Akers 
departed. 

Mark down October 31 on the calendar. That's when McWil- 
liams and Texas hosts Tech. It should be an interesting con- 
frontation. 

Spike Dykes assumed the coaching responsibilities prior to 
the Independence Bowl, which Tech lost to Mississippi, 20-17. 
In his first full season as sideline boss, Dykes will have the 
privilege of welcoming back a veteran club. In fact, no Texas 
Tech coach in the school’s history has had as many letterwin- 
ners (51) returning. In all 17 starters are back as Tech tries to 
earn another winning mark. 

The Red Raiders weren't expected to rank among the total 
offense leaders in the SWC last fall. Surprisingly, Tech finished 
third in that category, amassing over 4,000 yards. With nine 
regulars returning, the potential for another 4,000-yard output is 
conceivable, 

Billy Joe Tolliver is one key member of the Red Raider attack. 
The junior signal-caller passed for over 1,600 yards last fall, the 
second best single-season mark in the school's history. He 
must improve on his consistency after completing 43.5 percent 
of his aerials, tossing just five touchdown passes versus 13 
interceptions. Aaron Keesee, a starter two years ago, will likely 
be relegated to a reserve role. 

Tech's ground game netted 1,940 yards last fall, and the 
talented trio basically responsible for that total returns intact. 
James Gray, Isaac Garnett and Erwin Farris all exceeded the 
500-yard mark; Gray and Garnett averaged 5.7 and 5.4 yards 
per carry, respectively. Bouvier Dale, the team's fourth-leading 
rusher, could contribute more regularly in ‘87. Three incum- 
bents will key the interior wall—tackle David Stickels and 
guards Jeff Keith and Mike McBride. The addition of guard Jeff 
Pickett, a transfer from the University of Oklahoma, will bolster 
the blocking contingent. 

With the four top pass-catchers of a season ago in the lineup, 
Tolliver will have an excellent quartet at his disposal. Wayne 
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Walker (38 catches, 717 yards, six touchdowns) is the best of 
the foursome. Eddy Anderson (37 grabs), Travis Price (21) and 
Tyrone Thurman (18) will pitch in as well. The diminuitive Thur- 
man (5-3 and 130 pounds when soaking wet) is one of the 
nation’s most exciting players; he averaged 13.5 yards per punt 
return and ranked sixth in the NCAA in '86. 

The Red Raiders led the SWC in takeaways with 41 last fall 
and Dykes needs a ballhawking defense to rernain successful, 
Tech boasts three of last season's top five tacklers, led by 
linebacker Michael Johnson (149 tackles). Johnson will have 
added responsibility and pressure following the departure of 
Brad Hastings, a three-time All-SWC selection. 

Four players with considerable starting experience will stand 
up across the defensive line. Ends James Mosley (74 hits) and 
Ricky Boysaw join tackles Artis Jackson and Desmond Royal to 
give Tech a reliable unit. Calvin Riggs, a primary starter at end, 
will be missed. 

Dykes is concerned about his secondary, which lost corner- 
backs Roland Mitchell and Leonard Jones. Senior safety Merv 
Scurlark, regarded as a hard hitter, dislocated his knee and is 
questionable. Scurlark was Tech's third-leading tackler with 
100 stops. Starter Eric Everett also returns for his senior cam- 
paign. There is a possibility that one or two members of the 
receiving corps could be shifted to the defensive backfield. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Red Raider attack will 
be potent, so its the defense which must be shored up. 
After last year’s taste of success, the faithful in Lubbock 
will have to settle for a .500 season and a lower-echelon 
finish in the SWC. 
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The 1986 edition of the Baylor Bears may be gone, but they 
are not forgotten. Grant Teaff's team finished with nine victories 
in 12 games, including a 6-2 mark in SWC play, good for a 
second place tie. The season ended on a positive note as the 
Bears downed Colorado in the Bluebonnet Bowl. A defense 
which yielded 20 or more points just three times last year has 
been besieged by graduation losses. The offense was also 
decimated. Baylor was loaded for Bear last fall; now, the pros- 
pects are not quite as bright. 

Teaff will be hard-pressed to come up with a winner in ’87. 
Baylor will be forced to regroup in the season ahead, as only five 
regulars (three offensive, two defensive) return to the lineup. 
One thing is for sure—T eaff will be working hard on the sidelines 
in Waco. He could have accepted a number of head coaching 
jobs offered during the offseason. He didn’t. 

The Bears boasted five four-year letterwinners on defense a 
year ago. Included in that group were All-America defensive 
backs Thomas Everett and Ron Francis. Perhaps overlooked 
was linebacker Ray Berry, the team’s leading tackler. The terri- 
fic trio will certainly be missed. Itis difficult to replace that kind of 
talent, but that is Teaff's task. 

The only two defensive starters returning are tackle Russell 
Sheffield and cornerback Ray Crockett, who inherited a berth 
with the first team around midseason. Sheffield, a 6-4, 274- 
pound senior, was slowed by a broken ankle sustained during 
an offseason workout. He is expected to be around full speed 
when the team opens against Louisiana Tech on September 5. 

Crockett will have a suspect supporting cast in the secondary. 
A number of last year’s reserves are ready to move up to 
starting status. Sophomore Mike Welch was an understudy 
behind Everett in 1986; he picked off two passes and should 
open at free safety. Robert Blackmon is the leading hopeful at 
strong safety. The other cornerback slot will be up for grabs, 
with Charles Bell and Norris Blount the top contestants. 

Senior Henry Green and junior Vincent Carpenter loom as the 
prime candidates for the tackle berth opposite Sheffield. Red- 
shirt freshman Greg Oefinger joins senior Mike Davis and junior 
Roderick Duffie in the hunt for playing time as backups. At the 
end posts, junior Eugene Hall and senior Keith Rose figure to 
nail down starting jobs. 

Besides Berry, Baylor lost its other two starting linebackers, 
Aaron Grant and Robert Watters. James Francis, brother of 
All-America Ron, is a versatile athlete capable of taking charge 
at a weakside position. (He also displayed his wares on the 
basketball court for the Bears). Gary Hays should claim the 
vacancy at middle linebacker. 

The lack of leadership will hamper the team's offense. Cody 
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Carlson, a three-year letterwinner, keyed the attack at quarter- 
back. His departure leaves the door open for sophomore Ed 
Lovell to take over. Lovell saw limited time as Carlson's backup 
in 1986, completing 19-of-41 passes for just 41 yards. Redshirt 
freshmen Brad Goebel and Lance Sardelich join Jay Mapps in 
contention for reserve duty. 

Despite the loss of backfield tandem Derrick McAdoo and 
Randy Rutledge, the Bears will sport an above average ground 
attack, Teaff will depend heavily on Jeffrey Murray and Charles 
Perry to carry the bulk of the ballcarrying load. Murray actually 
paced the team with 459 yards (4.3 per carry) while adding 19 
receptions. Perry contributed 294 yards rushing and grabbed 
19 aerials. Senior Jackie Ball is an outstanding baseball pros- 
pect and may concentrate more on that sport. 

Teaff welcomes back a couple of reliable hands in wide 
receiver Matt Clark and tight end Kobe Fornes. Clark led the 
Bears with 23 receptions for 418 yards. He teams up with 
speedsters Darnell Chase and John Simpson to give Baylor a 
respectable contingent. 

All-SWC tackle Joel Porter anchors the offensive line. The 
6-4, 274-pound senior may have to introduce himself to his 
linemates as four new starters must be determined. Replacing 
four-year center John Adickes is the most difficult challenge 
confronting Teaff in this area. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: After back-to-back nine 
win seasons, the Bears will slip a notch or two this fall. Few 
teams can match the number of gaps Teaff must contend 
with. Lack of leadership, experience and depth In several 
areas will lead to a long year. With the light non-conference 
schedule, a 6-5 mark Is still possible. 
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Jack Pardee is a familiar face in the state of Texas. As a 
collegian, he starred at Texas A&M, playing for legendary coach 
Bear Bryant. For years, fans of the Dallas Cowboys booed 
Pardee when he was an all-pro for the Los Angeles Rams and 
the Washington Redskins. After head coaching stints with both 
the Chicago Bears and Redskins, he resurfaced in the Lonestar 
State, serving on the sidelines of the USFL’s Houston Gamb- 
lers, He enjoyed tremendous popularity with the Gamblers’ 
exciting run-and-shoot attack. 

Well, Pardee is back in Texas again. This time around, he is 
taking on anew challenge, taking over the reins at the University 
of Houston. Once again, Houston fans can look forward to the 
run-and-shoot. Pardee has brought in a number of former 
Gambler assistant coaches to serve on his new staff. His initial 
encounter as a collegiate head coach should be intriguing. 

Pardee replaces Bill Yeoman as Houston's head coach. Yeo- 
man spent 25 years at the school’s helm, and last season was a 
tumultuous one. The Cougars were under investigation for 
alleged NCAA violations. The team slumped badly, finishing at 
1-10. It was time for a change. 

There will be a heated battle for the starting slot at quarter- 
back. Senior Mark Davis started five games for the Cougars last 
fall. JUCO transfer David Dacus will compete for the starting 
nod. Among junior college signal-callers, Dacus ranked second 
in both passing and total offense. 

With the run-and-shoot offense in place, Houston's receivers 
can expect a busy season. Two seniors lead the receiving 
corps. Appropriately named, split end Jet Brown is the top deep 
threat. Brown pulled down 33 passes for 556 yards and five 
scores. Flanker Dwayne LeBlanc ranked second with 15 recep- 
tions for 176 yards, Sophomore Paul Smith will try to make a 
name for himself. 

Aweak ground game must be revitalized. Senior Sloan Hood 
will attempt to regain the form displayed during his freshman 
and sophomore seasons. Hood led the Cougars in rushing (391 
yards) but averaged only 48.9 yards per game. Junior Vernell 
Ramsey, who led the squad with a 5.7 yards per carry average, 
was impressive in the final two outings of '86 (243 yards on 42 
carries). Junior John Stankus (329 yards) also figures promin- 
ently in Houston's s-back plans. 

Houston showed a youthful look along its offensive front last 
fall. The Cougars started the campaign with one freshman, 
three sophomores and ajunior. With an extra year of seasoning, 
the unit should be more cohesive this time around. Center Tim 
Britton will be the only senior in the lineup. Adequate pass 
protection is a must in the new offensive alignment. 

Eight regulars return to give Pardee’s team a bright defensive 
picture. In spite of the 1-10 record, the defense posted respect- 
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able numbers last season. The Cougars ranked in the middle of 
the SWC pack in total defense, surrendering an average of 
362.2 yards per outing. The pass defense rated third in league 
play. 

The six top tacklers are back as tackles Gary McManus and 
Robby Brezina, along with cornerback Orsby Crenshaw are the 
only three starters missing. 

A\l-SWC linebacker Gary McGuire spearheads the defensive 
charges. McGuire posted a team-high 163 tackles, the third- 
best single-season total in Houston's history. Robert Harper 
(second in stops with 141) occupies the other linebacking flank, 
The senior-dominated defensive contingent also features free 
safety Robert Jones (105 hits, third-best on the list), strong 
safety Randy Thornton and end Derrick Hoskins (fourth with 
100 tackles). 

Atrio of juniors will reclaim starting berths. Noseguard Glenn 
Montgomery, end David Bearden and cornerback Johnny Jack- 
son provide added experience. Fans could get confused easily 
if a newcomer cracks the lineup. Incoming linebacker Johnny 
Johnson is a top-flight prospect who may get an immediate shot 
at playing time. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Last season was a disaster 
for Cougar fans. The hiring of Pardee gives Houston an 
immediate boost psychologically. He has an interesting 
blend of talent to work with. It will take the offense time to 
learn the intricacies of the run-and-shoot attack. The 
Cougars will probably play better during the second half of 
the campaign. The new sideline boss must stress patience 
and practice what he preaches as Houston settles for four 
wins, improving on the results of a year ago. 
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Jerry Berndt is a man motivated by challenges. At DePauw 
and at the University of Pennsylvania, he turned around losing 
programs and built spirited, successful teams. While serving 
with the Quakers, he suffered through a 1-9 campaign before 
four miraculous seasons. Penn won outright or shared the Ivy 
League crown all four years. 

Coaching in the lvy League isn’t quite as difficult as the 
Southwest Conference. Berndt accepted the Rice coaching 
position knowing full well that the league’s competitive nature 
was considerably different than his former league. 

In just one season, the Owls have made strides in the right 
direction. Considered an excellent motivator and teacher, 
Berndt led Rice to its best record in five years, a 4-7 mark which 
could have been 7-4 with a few good bounces. Three of the 
team’s setbacks came by six points or less—a three-point loss 
against Texas, a four-point setback versus Air Force and a 
six-point defeat against bowl participant Baylor. Berndt will 
expect greater productivity from his veteran unit. Rice fell be- 
hind often in 1986 as opponents outscored the Owls by a 
cumulative 72-19 in the first quarter of the 11 games. 

The Owls return most of the starting offensive unit from a year 
ago. Only tackle Raul Loya, tight end Kenny Major and tailback 
Mare Scott (team-high 325 yards rushing) are missing from a 
unit which was up-and-down last fall. 

Mark Comalander and Quentis Roper will battle for the signal- 
calling nod after sharing the duties last season. Comalander 
had a better completion percentage (53 percent to 44.1 for 
Roper) but had problems with interceptions (15). Roper gives 
Rice's attack another dimension as a capable runner. His 230 
net yards ranked him fourth on the team's rushing list in '86, 
Donald Hollas, considered one of the team’s best athletes, will 
try his hand at either safety or linebacker this year. Berndt will 
not rule out a return to quarterback in '88 for Hollas. 

Major was the team’s leading receiver last fall with 38 recep- 
tions. The Owls welcome back the next three pass-catchers 
from last year's list. Wide receiver Keith Lewis is a three-year 
letterwinner who pulled down 24 aerials for 436 yards. Split end 
Chris Nixon is the primary deep threat after averaging 21.5 
yards per grab, Fullback Lorenzo Cyphers (231 yards rushing) 
also displayed ability out of the backfield, hauling in 20 tosses, 

In an effort to make up for Scott's absence, John Davis has 
been switched from fullback to halfback. Davis had the Owls’ 
best per carry average (4.4) while ranking second in ground 
yardage with 297. Wayland Mason saw limited duty and could 
become a greater factor this year. Berndt can expect a solid 
effort from an offensive line which will benefit from playing 
together in 1986. Loya was an important member whose abs- 
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ence will be felt. Guards David Maberry and Karl Schraer join 
tackle Russell Moses and center Courtney Hall in the lineup. 

The offensive picture is bright. The same cannot be said for 
the defense, which must be revamped in a hurry. The team’s top 
five tacklers are among the seven regulars lost to graduation. 
Included in that group of departed starters were five four-year 
monogram winners. 

The secondary was virtually spared; only safety Steve Kidd is 
missing. Cornerback William McClay led the Owls with four 
interceptions while ranking second among members of the 
secondary with 62 tackles. Roverback Roy Thompson and 
Everett Coleman are expected to retain starting berths. 

Two-year letterman Jeff Thomas is the only familiar face 
along the defensive front. Thomas recorded 52 tackles while 
starting all 11 games last fall. Eric Johnson started three games 
and could earn a greater role. The 6-7, 270-pounder would 
provide the necessary bulk. Several position changes could 
help the unit. Center Jeff Hood and defensive back Steve 
Thompson will be tried at linebacker, David Grice will play at 
noseguard after a stint at linebacker. Berndt may try anumber of 
newcomers. A total of 30 recruits could give the infusion of talent 
needed to offset the devastating graduation losses. 

The Owls also have a testing non-league schedule as an 
obstacle. After opening against Lamar, Rice faces road trips to 
Indiana and LSU, both bowl participants in 1986, 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: What will we have for 
Berndt offerings in ’87? The offense will be stronger, the 
defense weaker. The results will be similar to last season. 
Expect no more than four wins, and odds are against a step 
in the wrong direction. 
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Look for a greater balance in the 
Atlantic Coast Conference this fall. 
Going into the 1986 campaign, Mary- 
land stood as the dominant team, win- 
ning three consecutive titles. The Terps 
were knocked off often last season, 
finishing in the middle of the pack. Last 
year’s big surprise was North Carolina 
State, a top twenty team through most of 
the way. 


Three teams stand out as potential 
top twenty editions. Clemson is the 
FOOTBALL ACTION favorite to win the 
conference championship despite stern 
competition from Maryland and North 
Carolina. The Terrapins, looking to re- 
bound, have a new coach running the 
show. Joe Krivak is one of four different 
coaches in charge in the ACC, 


Danny Ford believes he has enough 
weapons to challenge for a national title. 
The keys to the Tiger success in '87 are 
defense and a favorable home schedule 
which sees eight opponents visiting 
Death Valley. Michael Dean Perry, the 
brother of the famed Refrigerator, will 
make a name for himself as an All- 
America. If Ford can get adequate pro- 
duction from his offense backfield, the 
Tigers will be tough to tame. 


Krivak welcomes back Dan Henning, 
Jr. to run the Terp offense. The under- 
rated signal-caller has a number of key 
receivers returning. Again, here’s a 
situation where lack of running depth 
could hurt. Maryland’s defense also 
must replace three key starters—Bruce

Mesner, Chuck Faucette and Keeta 
Covington. 

North Carolina will get a shot at upset- 
ting Clemson and Oklahoma as the 
schedule is very rugged. Dick Crum's 
team may or may not have running back 
Derrick Fenner in the lineup. The 
talented tailback, who set an ACC re- 
cord for single-game rushing last fall 
(versus Virginia), skipped school this 
spring. His summer school performance 
will determine his playing status. The 
Tar Heels cannot be neglected whether 
or not he shows up. With four offensive 
line starters returning, the pass protec- 
tion provided quarterback Mark Maye 


should be excellent. 


The surprise upstart this fall will be 
Duke. Steve Spurrier believes in an ex- 
citing breed of football and fans in 
Durham will learn to appreciate AIR- 
BALL. Georgia Tech and Wake Forest, 
with new leadership in Bobby Ross and 
Bill Dooley, respectively, will be com- 
petitive. Dick Sheridan will find his 
second season more difficult as no 
opponents will overlook the Wolfpack 
this time around. The loss of quarter- 
back Erik Kramer will prove devastating. 


In a slight surprise, Virginia finishes in 
the cellar. 
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Danny Ford has enjoyed the taste of victory throughout his 
career as Clemson's head coach. In 1981, he led the Tigers to 
an unblemished record and a national championship. Since 
taking over as full-time sideline boss in 1979, only one of his 
squads finished at .500 or below (6-6 following a lossin the 1985 
Independence Bowl). 

There is nothing Ford would love more than another shot at 
the national title. He could drive the Tigers back to the top of the 
heap. A victory over Stanford in last year’s Gator Bowl gave the 
Tigers added confidence going into the 87 season. Another 
factor is a favorable schedule which includes eight games at 
Death Valley. The return of a talented nucleus (16 starters, 
including nine on the defensive side) also gives the veteran 
coach a shot at a high finish in the national rankings. 

Clemson is the clear cut favorite inthe ACC despite the loss of 
its top two rushers, tailbacks Terrence Flagler and Kenny Flow- 
ers, and top receivers Ray Williams and Terrance Roulhac. If 
Ford can find a suitable prospect at tailback, watch out. Juniors 
Chris Lancaster and Tracy Johnson shared the assignment at 
fullback and netted 737 yards. Both could see the ball more 
often in 1987. Redshirt freshman Terry Allen is the top prospect 
at tailback. 

As for the receiving corps, shed no tears for the Tigers. Two 
juniors will spark the pass-catching contingent. Wideout Keith 
Jennings pulled down 10 passes for 142 yards; flanker Ricardo 
Hooper added nine receptions for 148 yards (16.2 yards per 
grab). Both will be prime time players this fall. Sophomore Gary 
Cooper averaged 22 yards on his two catches and his availabil- 
ity insures adequate depth. Replacing All-ACC tight end Jim 
Riggs is another major challenge. 

Incumbent Rodney Williams will probably handle the quarter- 
backing chores. Williams may be throwing the ball more often 
despite the fact he completed just 47 percent of his attempts (for 
1,245 yards) and four touchdowns versus eight interceptions. 

The offensive line sported a youthful look last fall. With all five 
starters back, the corps will benefit from the year's experience. 
All-America guard John Phillips, a legitimate contender for the 
Outland and Lombardi Trophies, is the lone senior among the 
front five. The other four regulars—center Jeff Bak, guard Pat 
Williams and tackles Ty Granger and Jeff Nunamacher—are 
juniors. 

Only two regulars are missing from the defensive lineup, and 
both earned All-ACC honors. Defensive end Terence Mack and 
cornerback Delton Hall will be missed, though the Tigers will 
claw through opposing ballcarriers with intensity and ferocity 
again this fall. 

After performing in the shadow of his more famous brother, 
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William “The Refrigerator”, tackle Michael Dean Perry, has 
established his own credentials as an All-America hopeful. Not 
exactly a freezer-sized performer at 6-2, 270 pounds, the youn- 
ger brother of the Chicago Bears standout recorded 56 hits, 15 
tackles-for-losses and nine sacks. 

Joining Perry up front are senior middle guard Tony Stephens 
(52 tackles) and junior tackle Raymond Chavous. Junior line- 
backer Norman Haynes led the Tigers with 74 tackles; that 
figure is especially impressive when considering he had never 
played the position prior to the '86 campaign. His best effort 
-came against Georgia, as he recorded 14 stops. 

Clemson’s youthful secondary features two juniors (strong 
safety Gene Beasley and cornerback Donnell Woolford) and a 
sophomore (James Lott) as incumbents reclaiming starting 
assignments. Beasley and Woolford each intercepted three 
passes, one behind Hall's team-high of four. Juniors Richard 
Smith, Rusty Charpia, Matt Riggs and Tyler Grimes could see 
more playing time in 1987. 

Ford welcomes back a pair of seniors to handle the kicking 
duties. David Treadwell established himself as a clutch field 
goal specialist, connecting on several game-winning three- 
point efforts during 1985 and ‘86. He is also reliable on extra 
point attempts, converting on all 59 tries during his career. Bill 
Spiers, a starting shortstop on the baseball team, earned the 
punting job as a walk-on last season and averaged 39.2 yards 
per boot. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: This team could be one of 
the nation’s biggest surprises. The schedule should lead to 
nine or 10 wins. With an adequate tailback in the picture, 
Ford could contend for a national championship. 
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Joe Krivak patiently waited his turn for a head coaching 
position. Krivak spent the last five years in the press box calling 
plays; this fall he'll be on the sidelines, running a Maryland team 
looking to bounce back following a disappointing '86 season. He 
was hired as Bobby Ross’ replacement on December 10, 1986 
and already his influence has been felt. 

For starters, Krivak decided to dump the defensive alignment 
employed at the school since 1972. The wide tackle six is a thing 
of the past, with a multiple front alignment and a deep four 
secondary in its place. That move was made in an effort to limit 
opposing passing attacks, which were throwing the ball 35 
times a game. The new head coach decided to keep the offense 
intact, which makes sense considering the fact he was re- 
sponsible for most of it. During his five years of play calling, the 
Terps averaged 33 points per contest. 

Maryland slipped from its perch atop the ACC last season. 
For the first time since 1982, the Terps lost a league confronta- 
tion. In fact, the team finished at 2-3-1 in conference action and 
5-5-1 overall, marking the first time since 1971 that the school 
lost three ACC games or finished below third in the standings. 

The prospects for a comeback are bright as 43 lettermen 
return, including a bevy of players with considerable starting 
experience. This team will be hungry in 1987. 

Senior signal-caller Dan Henning was one of the few bright 
spots last fall, completing 196-of-353 aerials for 2,275 yards 
and 15 touchdowns. Henning had no collegiate quarterbacking 
experience prior to the '86 campaign, so he could be even better 
with added seasoning. His top targets will be tight end Ferrell 
Edmunds and wide receivers James Milling and Azizuddin 
Abdur-Ra’oof. Edmunds is being touted as an All-America after 
catching 28 passes for 490 yards. Milling (team-high 33 grabs 
for 650 yards and six scores) is the big play specialist while 
Abdur-Ra’oof is back playing as a graduate student after his 
senior year was ruined by an achilles tendon injury. 

Maryland’s ground game must be revamped following the 
departure of a pair of four-year monogram men—Alvin Blount 
and Tommy Neal. The duo combined for over half of the Terra- 
pins net rushing yardage. Bren Lowery, the fourth-leading 
rusher with 317 yards (5.4 per carry) will be called upon more 
often. Lowery showed his ability in the season finale, breaking 
the 100-yard barrier. When Krivak opts to run the football, 
there's a good chance they'll go to the right side behind guard 
Dave Amend and tackle John Sorna. The talented duo should 
blast a few holes. 

The defense lost three All-ACC selections in lineman Bruce 
Mesner, linebacker Chuck Faucette and defensive back Keeta 
Covington. The trio accounted for 286 total tackles last season. 
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Maryland does sport an All-America candidate at linebacker. 
Kevin Walker was second in tackles with 120 while earning 
critical acclaim as a hard hitter. The tenacious inside linebacker 
will have veteran assistance provided by three-year letterwin- 
ners in outside performers Sean Scott and O’Brien Alston. 
Richie Petitbon (74 tackles) will occupy the other inside post. 

Atrio of three-year monogram men are back along the defen- 
sive front, giving Krivak an_sxperienced group to utilize. Bob 
Arnold, the fifth-leading stopper with 70 hits, joins Robert Klein 
and Duane Durham in the lineup. Warren Powers will push 
Durham for playing time. The secondary is paced by two veter- 
an safeties. JB Brown is a fixture at strong safety while Chad 
Sydnor handles the free safety assignment. Sydnor tied for the 
Maryland lead with three interceptions last season. Filling 
Covington's shoes is not an easy feat. Injuries to redshirt fresh- 
men Johnny Bessells and Mike Hollis put a damper on the 
secondary, 

Dan Plocki and Darryl Wright are proven commodities as the 
kicking game appears solid. Plocki paced the Terps with 62 
points, converting on 11-of-14 field goal tries and all 29 extra 
point attempts. Wright averaged 40.2 yards per boot and his net 
average was a fine 37.5. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Maryland's offense will 
score its share of points. It’s the defense which must con- 
cern Krivak in his inaugural campaign. The loss of Faucet- 
te, Mesner and Covington will hamper a unit which was 
erratic last fall, giving up 27 or more points on four occa- 
sions (all losses). The incentive for a comeback is there, 
and with Henning at the controls, the attack will key several 
wild victories. Maryland battles for a bowl berth after a 
seven-victory season. 
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The Tar Heels went through a rollercoaster ride last fall. On 
the up side, North Carolina tied heavily-favored Florida State, 
edgéd Maryland on a last-second controversial field goal, and 
earned a berth to the Aloha Bowl. On the down side, Dick 
Crum’s team was soundly defeated by LSU and Clemson, lost 
to arch-rival NC State by one point, and fell to Arizona in the 
aforementioned Aloha affair. 

Crum has a talented nucleus returning to face a rugged 
schedule. On tap are games with Illinois, Oklahoma, and Au- 
burn, as well as ACC powers Clemson and Maryland. With 17 
starters tentatively slated to return to Chapel Hill, Crum knows 
his team will be prepared for battle. 

Just how well this team fares may hinge on the schoolwork of 
Derrick Fenner. The junior tailback has had a rocky collegiate 
career, including suspension and departure from school. The 
6-4, 222-pounder is flaky but capable. He was not attending 
college during the spring and must go through summer school 
to regain his eligibility. An All-ACC selection last fall, nobody can 
doubt his ability; it’s his behavior which needs to be examined. 
Should he fail to return, at least he holds the league record for 
yards in a single game with 328. 

With or without Fenner, North Carolina's offense has to be 
reckoned with. Sophomore Torin Dorn displayed an uncanny 
ability to break clear in the Aloha Bowl, rushing for 101 yards on 
just seven carries, including a 58-yard scoring burst. Fenner’s 
potential absence would allow Dorn the opportunity to excel. 
James Thompson and Brad Lopp will compete for the fullback 
assignment. Lopp missed spring practice with a shoulder injury. 

Quarterback Mark Maye made a remarkable comeback from 
major shoulder surgery to pace the ACC in passing efficiency 
last season. The 6-4, 200-pound senior moved into the starting 
lineup around midseason and iminediately set a school record 
inhis first start, throwing for 311 yards against the Wolfpack. He 
surpassed that mark twice thereafter. His performance was so 
impressive that teammates voted him co-MVP 

Four regulars return to the trenches, while Barton is off to 
compete for playing time as a member of the San Francisco 
49ers. There is tremendous size and strength shown by the Tar 
Heel blockers. Sophomore guard Pat Crowley (6-3, 275 
pounds) has the potential to earn All-America kudos in the 
future. Junior center Jeff Garnica (6-4, 260), tackle Creighton 
Incorminias (6-4, 300) and guard Steve Steinbacher (6-4, 270) 
round out the returning quartet. Barton’s vacated tackle slot is 
up for grabs, with Missouri transfer Chuck Tabor (6-5, 290) and 
Darrell Hamilton (6-6, 280) in the hunt. 

Although split end Eric Streeter and tight end Dave Truitt are 
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gone, there is still good experience at wide receiver. Eric Lewis 
and Randy Marriott return at flanker, while Quinton Smith 
should assume responsibility at split end. Lewis, who doubles 
as a dangerous punt return threat, averaged just under 19 yards 
per reception in '86. 

North Carolina will employ a 50 defensive alignment instead 
of the eight-man front utilized in the past. As is the case with the 
offensive line, the defensive interior has potentia! superstars. A 
pair of 6-4, 270-pound senior tackles, both All-ACC performers 
at one time during their collegiate careers, stand out. Tim Goad 
earned acclaim last fall. Reuben Davis was accorded All-ACC 
honors back in 1985. Both are big, powerful and agile; opposing 
blockers will have their hands full dealing with this dynamic duo. 
Playing between Davis and Goad will be 6-3, 245-pound senior 
noseguard Carlton Bailey. Sophomore David Newkirk, shifted 
from linebacker, could develop into a quality reserve. 

The biggest question mark on the defensive side is at outside 
linebacker. Antonio Goss, a converted strong safety, teams up 
with sophomore John Reed as likely starters. The inside posi- 
tions are filled by two incumbents, senior Brett Rudolph and 
junior Mitch Wike. Rudolph, an all-league candidate, missed 
spring practice but should be 100 percent for the opener, 

Cormerback Derrick Donald keys the Tar Heel secondary. 
Donald tied for the ACC lead with six interceptions last year. 
Senior Norris Davis is a standout at strong safety. Kenny Miller 
wil take on both the placekicking and punting duties. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: This team has the potential 
to pull off a few surprises if Fenner returns. If he doesn’t, 
the talent is still above average. It's the schedule and out- 
side linebackers which must concern Crum. 
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Banditball has come to the collegiate ranks. When Steve 
Spurrier coached the USFL’s Tampa Bay Bandits, the Florida 
community went crazy over the exciting offense employed. Now 
Spurrier is in charge of the Duke football program and the Blue 
Devils appear ready to enter a revolutionary period. 

Call it AIRBALL. 

That's what the marketing people at Duke have used to 
describe the kind of frenzy that Spurrier's presence will bring to 
Durham. There is new enthusiasm as the former Heisman 
Trophy winner begins his initial campaign as a collegiate head 
coach. 

Spurrier isn't new to the Duke program. He spent three sea- 
sons as the school’s offensive coordinator and his imaginative 
and innovative offense caught on immediately. His 1982 Blue 
Devil offense finished fourth in the nation, averaging over 450 
yards per contest. The return of Spurrier is what the doctor 
ordered as the ailing Duke attack averaged 321 yards per outing 
in ’86. 

The Blue Devils have enjoyed just two winning seasons since 
1975. The man Spurrier replaced, Steve Sloan, failed to crack 
the four-win barrier before leaving to take the athletic director's 
job at Alabama. Instilling confidence is one of the first tasks at 
hand. The new coach has opted for changes in the offensive 
alignment as well. 

Duke has seven offensive and 10 defensive regulars return- 
ing. If the adjustment period is short, the potential for a surpris- 
ing turnaround is there. Quarterback Steve Slayden will benefit 
from Spurrier's experience as a former signal-caller. Slayden 
will run the exciting offensive show. The school's third-leading 
career passer, he eclipsed the 5,000-yard mark last season. 

Slayden’s top targets are easily defined. The senior tandem 
of wide receiver Doug Green and tight end Jason Cooper will 
shine. Green was the ACC's second-leading pass catcher with 
46, good for 608 yards. Cooper was tops among league tight 
ends with 39 receptions. 

The running prospects won't be as bright as Duke must 
replace its two premier backs, tailback Julius Grantham and 
fullback Tracy Smith. Stanley Monk and Wayne Charles excel- 
led in limited duty and both figure to compete for starting berths. 
Monk averaged 6.3 yards per carry while Charles, limited to just 
seven games, netted 4.8 yards per rush. Roger Boone and Eric 
Sanders will also challenge for backfield duty. 

The absence of three-year starting center Paul Constantino 
will hamper the blocking wall. Guard Paul Burke also completed 
his eligibility, leaving two gaping holes to be filled. A young 
stable of linemen is ready to offset the losses. Only a sopho- 
more, 6-7 Chris Port is one of the best blockers in the ACC. 
There's little doubt Port will dock on an All-America team within 
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Duke's defense is veteran-oriented. The only starter missing 
from the lineup was the most important member of the unit last 
season, All-America linebacker Mike Junkin. Junkin left 
Durham with the school record for career tackles. The Blue 
Devils ranked in the middle of the ACC pack in total defense last 
season, and improvement is conceivable with 10 regulars re- 
turning. 

After a 3-1 start last fall, one of the key reasons for the team’s 
collapse was lack of consistency on the defensive side. Over 
the last seven games, no opponent scored less than 24 points 
and four eclipsed the 34-point mark. 

The aggressive line will have to make things happen in 87. 
The wall will be anchored by All-ACC hopeful Dave Demore (81 
hits) and part-time starter Jeff Patten at the ends. The tackle 
posts belong to sophomore Mare Crayton and junior Brian 
Bernard. 

Despite the loss of Junkin, Spurrier can sleep at night know- 
ing senior Andy Andreasik will be patrolling at linebacker. Jim 
Godfrey (100 tackles, including four 10-stop performances) and 
George Edwards also figure prominently in the linebacking 
scheme. 

The secondary returns intact with Mike Dimminick at free 
safety, Dewayne Terry and Fonda Williams capably handling 
the corners. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Spurrier has the luxury of 
opening with three consecutive home games before 
finishing with six of eight away from Durham. The offense 
will be productive, and the defense should be improved 
over the second half of the 86 campaign. Duke fans have 
plenty to cheer about as a winning season is within range. 
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Bobby Ross wasn’t away from college football for very long. 
After leaving the University of Maryland, Ross appeared to be 
on his way to the NFL. He accepted a post on the staff of the 
Buffalo Bills. Then Bill Curry left Georgia Tech for the University 
of Alabama. 

Just one month after accepting the job with Buffalo, Ross was 
lured back to the college game and the Bills let him out of his 
deal. lronically, due to a quirk in scheduling, Maryland did not 
play Tech during the Ross half-decade. After leading the Terra- 
pins to three ACC crowns and four bowl appearances in five 
seasons, he faces anew task. Unfamiliar with the Georgia Tech 
program, he has the opportunity to start over, rebuilding a 
program which blew a chance to secure a bowl bid by losing its 
final two games last fall. 

The Ramblin’ Wreck settled for a 5-5-1 mark in 1986, and with 
a few breaks, the record could have easily been 8-3. Ross has 
48 letterwinners from last year’s squad to work with. The fact 
that 16 starters are back means little as the new coach has 
declared all positions open in an effort to boost the program's 
competitive nature. 

Tech will likely open up the offense more in ’87. The Yellow 
Jackets rushed the football 531 times, compared to just 137 
aerial attempts, almost a 4-1 ratio. In looking for an effective 
passing quarterback, Ross has three candidates to choose a 
starter from. Seniors Rick Strom and Darrell Gast shared the 
assignment last season. Strom started 10 games, completing 
52 percent of his attempts for 1,011 yards. Gast had a better 
completion percentage (54) and an impressive TD-INT ratio of 
8-2. Junior Todd Rampley, the hero in Tech’s 1985 All- 
American Bowl win, was redshirted last fall and figures to push 
for the nod. Junior Mike Rhodes is a longshot with good size 
(6-6) and a strong arm. The receiving corps won't be the same 
following the departure of big-play specialist Gary Lee. Flanker 
Bug Isom and converted split end Toby Pearson will be the top 
pass-catching threats, 

Even with the effort to emphasize the passing game, Tech 
sports an above-average group of rushers. Leading the way is 
junior tailback Jerry Mays, one of the premier backs in the ACC. 
Mays led the Yellow Jackets with 842 rushing yards (5.7 per 
carry average) and 10 touchdowns (seven rushing); he's also 
the top returning receiver with 23 grabs. 

Holes must be plugged along the offensive line. Two new 
starters will take over the tackle vacancies. Ross has made a 
variety of changes to bolster the group. A pair of defensive 
performers—tackle Darryl Jenkins and Scott Beavers—have 
been shifted to offensive tackle and guard, respectively. Junior 
Eric Bearden is now projected at center after serving at guard 
last fall. Wayne Mote, originally tabbed as the starting center, 
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will try his luck at guard. Senior Dean Weaver provides experi- 
ence and stability at the guard slot. 

Only two defensive starters have graduated, so Tech should 
field a competitive contingent. Academic difficulties kept nose- 
guard Ivery Lee off the field last year. Lee, a physical 6-1, 
271-pound performer, anchors a fine defensive line. Both star- 
ters are back at tackle. Sean Smith and Willie Burks benefitted 
from extensive playing time in ’86. The return of six letterwin- 
ners give Ross flexibility in picking his inside linebackers. Rod 
Stephens, bothered by injuries, showed potential by making 62 
tackles while starting just four games. Sophomore John Porter 
and injury-plagued redshirt senior Doug Sendobry appear to be 
next on the depth chart. Depth and experience is featured at 
outside linebacker, where senior Paul Jurgensen and junior 
Willis Crockett return. 

Senior safety Riccardo Ingram spearheads the Tech secon- 
dary. Ingram not only tied for the team lead in tackles with 91, he 
also ranked second nationally in punt returns with a 14.6-yard 
average. The addition of Mike Mcintyre, a transfer from Vander- 
bilt, will bolster the defensive backfield corps. Senior corner- 
back Sammy Lilly redshirted last fall after suffering a hamstring 
injury. He is expected back at full speed when the season 
begins. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Ross wouldn’t have 
accepted this position if he didn't feel he'd have an immedi- 
ate winner. Tech slipped badly during the latter stages of 
’86, and the new coach must lift the team’s spirits. With 
seven home games, the schedule is a favorable one. The 
Yellow Jackets improve slightly, finishing with either six or 
seven wins.

ES Wake Forest 


Bill Dooley has accepted major challenges before. He built 
winning programs at North Carolina and Virginia Tech, and now 
he will try and make the Wake Forest program successful. The 
11th winningest coach in America hasn't always received the 
credit he deserves, During his 20-year career, 12 of his teams 
have won seven or more games in a season. 

Dooley inherits a program which has enjoyed just one win- 
ning campaign in the 1980 s, that coming in 1984. Last fall, the 
Demon Deacons came close to making it two winning editions, 
finishing at 5-6. Several close calls (three losses by a total of 
eight points) led to former coach Al Groh’s demise. The com- 
petitive club lost to three bowl teams—NC State, North Carolina 
and Clemson—all by 10 points or less. 

Wake Forest enjoyed its most productive scoring year, aver- 
aging 29.5 points per outing. Dooley will utilize the “!” formation, 
placing much of his stock in a reliable backfield trio. Junior 
signal-caller Mike Elkins is joined by senior running backs Dar- 
ryl McGill and Chip Rives. Elkins, the ACC's total offense lead- 
er, completed 205-of-380 aerials for 2,541 yards and 17 touch- 
downs last fall. 

The dynamic duo of McGill (859 yards rushing) and Rives 
(679) should excel in the “I” alignment. The tandem totaled 19 
touchdowns in 1986. Sophomore Mark Young averaged five 
yards per carry and tallied five times in limited duty. The running 
contingent may be tested as the offensive line returns just one 
regular, senior right guard Paul Mann. Finding replacements for 
All-America guard Paul Kiser and All-ACC tackle Tim Morrison 
is high on Dooley’s priority list. 

JUCO All-America Randy Burrows and Roger Foltz, a trans- 
fer from Wichita State, should bolster the blocking corps. Senior 
tackle Mike Rice, a starter as a sophomore, is expected to return 
to form. Tony Mayberry is the leading hopeful at the pivot post, 
while junior Jay Deaver and sophomores Rodney Ferguson and 
mammoth Louis Altobelli (6-6, 303 pounds) could contribute up 
front. 

With the departure of All-ACC wide receiver James Brim, the 
Demon Deacons will need another talented pass-catching 
threat. Brim finished his career as the league’s second-leading 
all-time receiver with 153 catches. Sophomore Ricky Proehl 
gained experience by grabbing 18 passes as a reserve. Proehl 
will share time at wide out with two other sophs—Steve Brown 
and Marco Pickett. Senior Greg Scales will receive more public- 
ity now that Brim is gone. Scales was Wake’s second-leading 
receiver in '86, pulling in 34 aerials while scoring six times. 

The Demon Deacons will promote a youthful look on defense. 
Only six starters return to the lineup, and only two of those 
regulars are seniors. Improvement is a must as the unit yielded 
just under 27 points per game in 1986. 
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Heading up the linebacking corps will be 6-2 senior Jimmie 
Simmons, a three-year letterwinner who was the team’s third- 
leading tackler with 112 hits. Scott Roberts, the leading tackler 
in 1986, has completed his eligibility, leaving a major void at the 
other inside position. 

Wake Forest is looking for help along its defensive front. 
Graduation losses stripped away several key performers, 
though other less experienced players are available to step in. 
Juniors Mike Hooten and Kelly Vaughn were regulars at the end 
positions last fall, and both should be vastly improved with a full 
year’s development. Senior Carl Nesbit and sophomore Terry 
Smith were part-time players ready to move into the big time. 
JUCO transfers Rob Watson (6-1, 272) and Mark Agientas (6-2, 
274) boast size and could contribute immediately. 

The secondary should be the team’s defensive strength as 
three regulars and four key reserves form an excellent nucleus. 
Junior free safety Ernie Purnsley was Wake’s second-leading 
tackler with 154 last fall. He is flanked by senior strong safety 
Joe Walker and junior cornerback A. J. Greene. Junior Tony 
Mosley is slated to start at the corner opposite Greene, while 
senior Kyle White and junior Dave Braxton add depth. 

Sophomore placekicker Wilson Hoyle and junior punter Mar- 
tin Bailey are incumbents battling to keep their jobs. Hoyle, who 
set a school record for single-season kick scoring with 59 
points, will be challenged by junior Jeff Miller and freshman 
Dave Behrmann, An inconsistent Bailey will have to fend off 
freshman Dale Backus, 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Dooley has worked won- 
ders before. If the offensive and defensive lines come 
through, Wake could pull off a few surprises. The backfield 
will have too much of a burden. 
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Dick Sheridan was a proven winner in Division I-AA at Fur- 
man. He decided to take on a new challenge last season, 
assuming the coaching position at North Carolina State. He was 
familiar with the Wolfpack situation; he had beaten State on two 
occasions while at Furman. 

When he took over, he knew that the Raleigh-based school 
had fared no better than 6-5 in the 1980s. The ‘Pack was 3-8 
under Tom Reed's leadership the previous year. 

None of that mattered. 

Sheridan started from scratch. He didn’t even bother looking 
at the films from the previous year. It was a fresh start and a 
fresh approach. 

And it worked. 

The Wolfpack finished the regular season at 8-2-1, earning a 
berth in the Peach Bowl. The one-point setback in the postsea- 
son bow! seemed secondary to the accomplishments over 11 
games. State found ways to win close games—the team was 
4-1-1 in games decided by five points or less. A tie against 
heavily-favored Pittsburgh gave Sheridan's troops some 
momentum. A 21-point rally in the final quarter provided an 
upset victory over Maryland. Throw in a blowout victory over 
Clemson and State had a memorable campaign. 

What can Sheridan do for an encore? He will be hard-pressed 
to duplicate last season’s feat. Only 10 starters return to 
Raleigh, and one, Naz Worthen, had some off-season legal 
problems which could effect his gridiron future. The long list of 
departed stars includes All-ACC quarterback Erik Kramer, 
placekicker and leading scorer Mike Cofer, split end Haywood 
Jeffires, tailback Frank Harris, interception leader Derrick 
Taylor, top tackler Pat Teague and All-ACC punter Kelly Hollo- 
dick. 

Kramer was voted ACC Player of the Year in 1986, and his 
leadership proved invaluable. When he was out of the lineup 
against Virginia, the team simply wasn’t the same, losing to the 
Cavs. 

The strength of the offensive line will help compensate for 
Kramer's absence. Three returning interior linemen could con- 
tend for All-ACC honors. Tackle Joey Page, center Chuck Mas- 
saro and guard Lenny Schultz form a nucleus which will have to 
open holes if State is to come close to last season’s success. 

Bobby Crumpler was vastly underrated last fall. The tailback 
led the 'Pack in rushing (581 yards) and touchdowns scored 
(nine). Despite fine numbers, there are several incoming fresh- 
men challenging Crumpler for his position. Letterwinner Todd 
Varn will be given a look as well. Mal Crite returns to reclaim his 
fullback job. The return of a healthy Steve Salley, who sat out 
spring practice, would give the backfield an added boost. 
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lf Worthen is available to play, he should be NC State's 
premier offensive weapon. The 5-9 senior finished the '86 cam- 
paign with 41 receptions for 686 yards and four touchdowns. 
Not bad numbers considering he was hampered by a pulled 
hamstring during the second half of the year. Danny Peebles 
and Mack Jones bring experience and depth to the receiving 
corps. 


The defensive picture is foggy as Sheridan needs help at 
inside linebacker and cornerback. The front five has a trio of 
regulars back in the lineup—tackle Ray Agnew teams up with 
outside linebackers Scott Auer and Mark Smith. Agnew, who 
became a starter around midseason, earned laurels as ACC 
Rookie of the Year. 


State’s defense won'tbe the same without Teague and Kelvin 
Crooms; the duo totaled 232 tackles a year ago. Junior Fred 
Stone appears ready to step into one starting berth after ranking 
second in tackles with 109. The other slot is up for grabs with no 
one player in the lead. 


Strong safety Chris Johnson and free safety Michael Brooks 
will lead the defensive backfield charges. Johnson was hobbled 
by torn knee cartilage, but bounced back and came through with 
a number of strong outings down the stretch. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: State enjoyed its one year 
in the spotlight. Sheridan will suffer the sophomore jinx. 
Kramer's absence will have a great influence on the 
offense. The Wolfpack cannot compensate for the defen- 
sive losses. The faitfhul in Raleigh should be happy with a 
-500 season. 
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The Cavaliers had their bubble burst last fall. From 1983-85, 
Virginia enjoyed three consecutive winning seasons. The 
potential for a fourth was there. It wasn't meantto be as the team 
slipped badly. The Cavs settled for a sixth place tie in the ACC 
and the overall 3-8 mark didn't please the Charlottesville 
faithful. 

The 1986 campaign was far from memorable to the school’s 
sideline boss, George Welsh. Year number five at Virginia was 
a major letdown considering the season-opening victory over 
South Carolina, That was the main highlight. Eight losses in the 
final 10 games left Welsh disappointed. 

A poor record wasn't the only bad break for Welsh. The 
veteran coach suffered a broken left fibula during a practice 
session in early November. He was forced to coach his team 
from a wheelchair on the sidelines during the final three weeks 
of the campaign. Strangely enough, his first game in the wheel- 
chair was a successful endeavor, a 20-16 shocker over 
nationally-ranked North Carolina State. 

Considering the broken fibula, maybe it was a good thing the 
season didn't go any longer. 

Welsh has recovered from the injury nicely. It is hard to say 
whether the Virginia program will enjoy the same rapid recoy- 
ery. The Cavaliers do have 16 starters and 41 letterwinners 
returning. The comeback trail could be a long one. 

Virginia was outscored 315-198 last season. The offensive 
productivity should be increased as the Cavs welcome back 
their top three rushers and two leading receivers. Sophomore 
Durwin Griggs led a balanced corps with 404 yards, followed by 
junior Chris Warren (380) and Kevin Morgan (377). The trio 
combined for only five touchdowns. Warren is a talented all- 
around back whose return skills were often displayed last fall. 
Junior Pat Toland and redshirt sophomore Dan Porter are also 
available for consideration. 

Senior Scott Secules started three games at quarterback for 
Welsh’s charges in '86. He is the heir apparent at signal-caller 
following the departure of Don Majkowski. Secules, a co- 
captain and the team’s most improved player a year ago, com- 
pleted 75-of-146 passes (51.4 percent) for 956 yards and four 
touchdowns versus seven interceptions. 

With four regulars returning up front, Welsh doesn't have to 
worry about competent protection for Secules. Tim Morris 
started every game in the middle last season and figures to be 
the blocking mainstay. Roy Brown opened at guard before 
trying his hand at defensive tackle. He'll return to the offensive 
side this time around. 

Virginia's receiving corps is paced by Keith Mattioli and John 
Ford. Mattioli, granted an extra year of eligibility due to a pre- 
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vious injury, pulled down 44 passes for 717 yards. His efforts 
marked the first time in 10 years a Cav player caught as many 
aerials in a season. Ford chipped in with 32 receptions for 555 
yards. Junior Quanah Bullock has been bothered by injuries 
and sat out last year. He could provide assistance in a relief role. 
Joel Dempsey is the incumbent tight end. 

The Cavaliers allowed an average of 28.6 points and 415.8 
yards per game last fall, and Welsh’s troops should cut down on 
mistakes. Senior defensive end Sean Scott heads up a defense 
which returns nine starters. Scott, a co-captain and three-year 
starter, led Virginia's tacklers with 88 in earning the team’s 
Defensive MVP award. Sophomore Ray Savage will handle the 
responsibilities at the other end slot after ranking fourth in stops 
with 69, Justin Rupp finished the season as the team’s starting 
noseguard and figures to challenge for full-time duty in '87. 

Juniors Jeff Lageman and David Griggs join sophomore Phil 
Thomas to form a grand triumvirate at linebacker. Lageman 
stood out in five games before suffering a broken leg in practice 
(Welsh can sympathize with that). Griggs and Thomas com- 
bined for 134 hits. 

Welsh believes the secondary will be a good one as seven 
letterwinners give Virginia depth and experience. Returning 
starters Eric Clay, Kevin Cook and Mike Pettine will be pushed 
for playing time. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: A tough road schedule 
could keep Virginia around the .500 mark. Visits to Georgia, 
Maryland, Clemson and South Carolina could easily result 
in losses. The Cavaliers have good experience. The losing 
streak last season led to negative feelings, and Welsh will 
have a difficult time regrouping this team. 
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Last year, the San Diego State Aztecs 
stunned the prognosticators by winning 
the Western Athletic Conference title. It 
was quite an accomplishment for Denny 
Stolz, who won the crown in his first 
season at the school. There are three 
new coaches taking their place on the 
sidelines, all hoping to emulate Stolz. 

Can lightning strike twice in the WAC? 
Paul Roach surely hopes so. Roach, 
who assumed the coaching position 
when Dennis Erickson bolted to 
Washington State, will command a 
Wyoming team which returns 15 star- 
ters. The Cowboys are loaded on 
offense, with three capable quarter- 
backs sharing the leadership role. With 
premier linebacker Galand Thaxton 
leading the charges, the defense should 
hold its own. 

BYU used the be the dominant team 
in the conference. Last year’s loss to 
San Diego State signalled the end of an 
era. LaVell Edwards’ squad lost a lot of 
talent to graduation. Replacing the likes 
of Shawn Knight and Jason Buck on 
defense, and Lakei Heimuli and Mark 
Bellini on offense is a difficult task. The 
Cougars fall just short. 

The Aztecs won't repeat despite the 
return of star signal-caller Todd Santos. 
The Heisman candidate will recognize 
only two other returning starters on 
offense, while the defense must be re- 
vamped. San Diego State will remain 
competitive, though no opponent will 
take this team lightly. Most will be out for 
blood.

First 
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Air Force was BYU's stiffest challen- 
ger for several seasons. The Falcons 
will fade a bit as the defense returns just 
two regulars. The lack of leadership at 
quarterback will affect the wishbone 
offense. 

Hawaii has a new sideline boss as 
well. Bob Wagner was an assistant 
under Dick Tomey for 10 years. Now he 
gets the opportunity to run the show. 
The Rainbows will be tough and could 
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conceivably move up a notch or two with 
a few breaks. 

Without the services of two offensive 
standouts—running back Steve Bartalo 
and quarterback Kelly Stouffer—Col- 
orado State’s offense will be rendered 
helpless. New Mexico has a potent 
attack, and new coach Mike Sheppard 
could lead his troops up the ladder if the 
defense pulls through. Utah and UTEP 
will round out the field. 
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After one bittersweet season as Wyoming's head coach, 
Dennis Erickson rode off into the sunset, leaving behind an 
exciting passing attack. His team lostits final two games, ending 
in disappointing fashion. While Erickson serves the folks of 
Pullman, Washington this fall, Paul Roach takes over a Cowboy 
program which exceeded most expectations in '86. 


The Pokes finished with a 6-6 mark, Air Erickson was one of 


‘the key reasons for a turnaround from the disappointing 1985 


campaign. Wyoming boasted the nation’s second-leading pas- 
sing attack. 

Roach, who is also the school’s athletic director, inherits a 
squad which returns a fine nucleus. A total of 15 starters are 
back, and this Cowboy contingent could be a sleeper in the 
WAC. 

Few schools sport experience and depth in the backfield. 
Wyoming is one of the chosen—the top two tailbacks (Eric 
Coleman and Peter Gunn) and fullbacks (Gerald Abraham and 
Steve Bena) return. The Cowboys also have four competent 
signal-callers in Craig Burnett, Scott Runyan, Randy Welniak 
and Brad Quiring. 


Abraham led the team in rushing last season with 653 yards 
(4.7 per carry average). He was slowed by a hamstring pull 
during the spring. Coleman chipped in with 276 yards. 

Runyan, Burnett and Welniak all saw extensive duty last fall. 
Wyoming may be the only team in the nation to have two 
signal-callers throw over 200 passes in a season. Runyan 
completed 138-of-271 attempts for 1,651 yards and 12 touch- 
downs while Burnett was 120-of-200 for 1,242 yards and 13 
touchdowns versus just six interceptions. Welniak, who was 
sidelined following shoulder surgery this spring, also made a 
major contribution (46-of-91, 588 yards). Of the threesome, 
Welniak is also the most prolific runner (140 yards, third best on 
the squad in '86). 

Wyoming had five receivers catch 30 or more tosses last 
season, and the quintet returns intact. Flanker James Loving 
paced the squad with 54 grabs for 673 yards and six touch- 
downs. Tight end Bill Hoffman, who arrived on the scene follow- 
ing a fine JUCO career, added 51 receptions. Anthony Sargent, 
the WAC's Newcomer of the Year in 1986, also returns. Sargent 
may be the top deep threat after hauling in 47 passes for 655 
yards and eight scores. Abraham and Coleman were next on 
the receiving list, combining for 61 grabs. Split end Eric Loftus 
(21 catches) also sports tremendous credentials. 

The offensive line was decimated by graduation. The only two 
battle-tested veterans—tackle Steve Slay and center Shawn 
Wehrer—are still a bit green. Both started as freshmen last fall. 
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Wyoming must develop a more cohesive unit to secure adequ- 
ate pass protection. 

When discussing the Cowboy defense, linebacker Galand 
Thaxton is the first name to pop up. Thaxton, a 6-1, 227-pound 
senior from Denver, is one of the WAC’s premier performers. He 
led the squad in unassisted stops and total tackles last season. 
His quickness is a major asset to the linebacking corps. Senior 
Scott Hanser and junior Mike Schenbeck also start at line- 
backer. 

The defensive line picture is slightly muddled. A pair of star- 
ters—end Keith Jackson and tackle Jeff Knapton—return. Last 
year’s understudies are expected to handle the other two 
assignments, though there is competition ready to challenge. 
Tackle Mike Garvey and end Craig Earl have completed their 
eligibility. Tackle Pat Rabold and end Dave Edeen will be 
pushed by Bret Bommer, Mitch Donahue and Craig Schlichting. 

Injuries hampered the Wyoming secondary last year. Rich 
Miller, slated to start at strong safety before suffering a knee 
injury, should be at full strength. Mike Hill and Daryl Harris 
logged valuable minutes in 1986 and should help the cause. 

Wyoming faces a more challenging schedule. Early on, the 
Cowboys figure to be tested. Within the first month, Roach's 
troops take on Air Force, lowa State, Oklahoma State and San 
Diego State at home, with road trips to Washington State (a 
return engagement with Mr. Erickson) and BYU, 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Considering the strength 
of the backfield and receiving corps, there is little doubt of 
this team’s explosive nature. If the offensive and defensive 
lines come together and excel, the Cowboys could be this 
year’s San Diego State. Roach has the talent to win the 
WAC. 
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You can call the 1987 season a pivotal one for highly- 
successful coach LaVell Edwards and his Cougars. BYU's 
stranglehold on the Western Athletic Conference was broken 
last fall in a major surprise. The climb back to the top of the 
mountain could be difficult. 

Rebuilding is not a word normally associated with the 
Cougars. Yet for the first time since 1976, BYU won't be defend- 
ing the WAC title when the season opens. Edwards has a 
number of gaps to fill. Among the 10 starters who graduated 
following last season were two first-round draft choices—defen- 
sive linemen Shawn Knight and Jason Buck. Wide receiver 
Mark Bellini and running backs Lakei Heimuli and Robert Parker 
made major contributions to the offense during their tenure. The 
trio will be missed. 

As if the departure of 10 starters wasn’t enough to keep 
Edwards worried, the Provo-based school was rocked by a 
couple of off-season developments, most notably a drug prob- 
lem. Trevor Molini, one of the nation’s top players at tight end, 
may not be back with the team. Linebacker J. C. VanColln, a 
second-team All-WAC choice, was reinstated to the team fol- 
lowing treatment. 

There is a lack of stability at quarterback as Edwards must 
determine a full-time starter. After a long and rich tradition at the 
position, it appears that Edwards’ well has come up a bit dry. 
Junior Bob Jensen has an edge over senior Mike Young, the 
brother of NFL signal-caller Steve Young, in the battle for the 
starting nod. Jensen started the final two games of 1986 and 
played well. He also sports a 4.7 time in the 40-yard dash. Sean 
Covey, redshirted last season after returning from missionary 
work, merits consideration. 

The competition for the running back positions is keen. 
Among the leading contenders are sophomores Eric Snyder, 
Roger Price, Stacey Corley, Mike Salido and Fred Whittingham. 
Price is the only returnee with over 50 yards rushing last year (a 
whopping 54 on 10 carries). To say that this unit is inexperi- 
enced is a gross understatement. The return of two injured 
players—Tom Tuipulotu and Alema Harrington—could give Ed- 
wards a few additional options. David Miles stands out-as the 
primary pass-catching threat. The blocking corps received a 
blow when center Brian Rodoni, one of the top linemen in the 
WAC, was forced to give up football due to medical reasons. 

Edwards will look to the linebacking contingent to key the 
defense. Returning starters Thor Salanoa and Richard Hobbs 
will man the outside slots, making this the team's strongest 
area. Salanoa, a second-team All-WAC selection, recorded 45 
tackles and greater production will come this fall. Three players 
with starting experience will be tried inside. VanCollin is joined in 
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the competition by Regan Hansen and Andy Katoa. 

Without the services of Knight and Buck, there is little doubt 
the defensive line won't enjoy the same effectiveness as a year 
ago. Noseguard Dave Futrell, another second-team All-WAC 
choice, buoys the trench corps. Steve Kaufusi has been shifted 
from outside linebacker to tackle to help offset the graduation 
losses. Jay Huckaby and Craig Patterson will also vie for a 
starting berth. 

All-WAC cornerback Rodney Thomas is the mainstay among 
members of the secondary. The other cornerback position is up 
for grabs, with redshirt junior Rodney Rice and JUCO transfer 
Kirk Davis leading the chase. Darrin Lambert and Kent Van 
Leeuwen are expected to serve as backups. Junior strong 
safety Troy Long has some starting experience. He will likely 
team with free safety Scott Peterson. 

Placekicker Leonard Chitty was one of the bright spots for 
BYU last fall. Chitty connected on 16-of-21 field goal tries, 
including seven straight from the 40-49 yard range. Junior Pat 
Thompson will handle the punting after averaging 41.5 yards 
per boot in 1986. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The fans in Provo won't 
appreciate this, but the BYU program has slipped a notch 
or two the last few campaigns. Edwards has been able to 
get the most out of his talent, and that used to be enough to 
take command in the WAC. That wasn’t the case last fall 
and It won't be the case this time around. The quarterback 
position must be described as uncertain, while question 
marks in the backfield and along the defensive front will 
leave LaVell wondering. 
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The element of surprise was on the side of the Aztecs last fall. 
Most prognosticators figured San Diego State would figure in 
the middle of the pack in the WAC. Most of the teams in the 
league must have felt the same way. 

They were wrong. 

Denny Stolz waved a magic wand and came up with a big 
winner. In just his first season at San Diego, he led his team to a 
conference title and a trip to the Holiday Bowl. The year of 
highlights included the school's first win over BYU since 1970, 
and the best record since 1979. The icing on the cake would 
have been a win over lowa in the postseason clash, but the 
Hawkeyes rallied to earn a wild win. 

What can Stolz and company do for an encore? First of all, 
nobody will take this team lightly this fall. The Aztecs lost a 
number of important cast members from last year’s improbable 
version of “That Championship Season”. San Diego State’s 
schedule includes six road games, including trips to UCLA, Air 
Force, Oregon and BYU. 

The vital cog on the offensive side returns. Senior signal- 
caller Todd Santos is within striking distance of becoming the 
NCAA’s all-time leader in career passing yardage. The Offen- 
sive MVP in last year's Holiday Bowl, Santos already has a 
bundle of school records, including most completions, yardage 
and attempts. That's impressive when considering San Diego 
State has produced a number of pro quarterbacks, including the 
likes of Brian Sipe, Dennis Shaw and Craig Penrose. 

Santos will be the focal point of the attack. Last season, he 
completed 218-of-350 aerials for 2,553 yards and 14 touch- 
downs. The Aztecs had a better balance in terms of talent last 
fall; that may not be the case this season as the top two running 
backs have completed their eligibility. The tandem of Hardy and 
Gilmore accounted for 98 percent of the team’s ground produc- 
tion. 

Halfback Ron Slack and fullback Troy Reed are the lone 
experienced returnees carrying the football. The duo combined 
for 15 carries in’86, and literally, there’s a question of whether or 
not they can pick up the slack. A number of JUCO transfers can 
give an immediate boost to the troubled backfield. LaMont 
Parks and Dan Holmes are expected to push for time at half- 
back. 

Injuries forced Stolz to use different combinations along the 
offensive line last year. Those maneuvers may pay dividends 
this fall. Four of the original starters from the interior wall are 
gone, but four others with considerable experience return. 
Tackles Dave DeRochers and Mike Knutson and guard Reggie 
Blaylock were pressed into service during troubled times. Cen- 
ter Kevin Wells manned the pivot position throughout the ’86 
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campaign and is ready for the challenge in the middle. 

The Aztecs must fill the void created by All-America tight end 
Robert Awalt’s departure. Kerry Reed-Martin and Mitch Burton 
are the contenders for the position. Santos will use Alfred Jack- 
son and Monty Galbreath as deep targets. 

San Diego's defensive strength will come from its backline. 
The secondary is one of the best in the west as three-year 
starters Mario Mitchell and Clarence Munn form a dynamic duo 
at cornerback. Mitchell and Munn combined for 107 stops. 
Safety Harold Hicks also returns for his senior season. 

A makeshift linebacking corps may be tested as only one 
part-time starter, Chuck Nixon, is back in the lineup. The addi- 
tion of Kenny Bernard, a transfer from the University of Califor- 
nia, will give the contingent a much-needed lift. A 6-2, 220- 
pound junior, Bernard should earn a starting job. A bevy of 
talented newcomers could provide assistance here as well. 

The foundation of the defensive line will be built around senior 
ends Mike Hooper and Brett Faryniarz. Finding replacements 
for departed tackles Levi Esene and Duane Pettitt will be high 
on the list of priorities. Hooper may be shifted to tackle to 
alleviate the problem. 

Kevin Rahill had a big year as the Aztec placekicker, connect- 
ing on 12-of-17 field goal tries and 26-of-27 extra point attempts. 
He returns, as does punter Wayne Ross, giving San Diego 
State a reliable kicking game. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Santos can lead this team 
back into contention in the WAC, though the odds are 
against a repeat trip to the Holiday Bowl. There are a couple 
of questionable areas, especially at linebacker and running 
back. The Aztecs will finish above .500, but that won't be 
enough for a league title. 
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For the first half of the 1986 season, Air Force fans figured 
nothing was wrong. After all, the Falcons finished at 12-1 the 
previous year and a 5-1 start had the faithful believing another 
bowl berth was within striking distance. 

Then the roof caved in. 

Fisher DeBerry’s team dropped four of its final five outings to 
finish at 6-5. At least the streak of winning seasons was ex- 
tended. The slide included losses to Notre Dame (31-3), Army 
(21-11), Rice ina shocker (21-17) and BYU (23-3). The setback 
versus the Cougars cost the Falcons another shot at a bowl 
berth. Ironically, the lone victory in the second half of the cam- 
paign came against San Diego State, the team which went on to 
dethrone BYU and win the WAC title. 

It's time for DeBerry’s troops to pick up the pieces. The 
veteran coach, whose 26-10 record as taskmaster is still quite 
impressive, will have a tough time retooling the Air Force as 24 
letterwinners have completed their eligibility. Among the play- 
ers DeBerry and crew will surely miss are a pair of All-America 
performers. Linebacker Terry Maki, the school’s career tackle 
leader, and punter Mark Simon won't be adequately replaced. 
In all, only two regulars return to the defensive side, leaving Air 
Force in a heap of trouble. The offense was also hit hard by 
graduation. 

The Falcons were rocked by a surprising offseason develop- 
ment. Following spring drills, DeBerry cut four players, including 
Jim Tomallo, last year’s primary starter at quarterback, and 
defensive tackle Mike Walker, who was originally listed as a 
starter. Reserve fullback Grant Morris and backup signal-caller 
Troy Calhoun were dumped as well. 

Air Force’s wishbone attack will be operating with inexperi- 
enced leadership. Three sophomores—Dee Dowis, Lance 
McDowell and Steve Letnich—are virtually untested at quarter- 
back, DeBerry is very high on Dowis' physical abilities and he 
should emerge as the leading hopeful. 

Albert Booker and Greg Johnson are expected to share the 
halfback role. Booker was slowed by injury woes during the 
spring, though he should be at 100 percent when the season 
begins. Part-time starter Robert Krause will fight for more play- 
ing time. Converted halfback Kurt Steck will battle Quinton 
Roberts for the starting nod at fullback. 

Blake Gettys, an All-WAC candidate at center, keys the 
blocking wall. The remainder of the line corps is somewhat 
suspect. The same can be said for the receiving crew, as Air 
Force lost primary pass-catching threat Tyrone Jeffcoat. De- 
Berry will have to utilize unproven performers to run pass pat- 
terns, Out of the wishbone, the aerial game takes a back seat, 
though Tyler Barth, Anthony Roberson, Steve Senn, Tim Abel 
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and Greg Cochran would love a greater role in the offensive 
scheme. 

While most teams would frown if only two starters returned on 
defense, DeBerry gladly welcomes back tackle Chad Hennings 
and noseguard John Steed. A 6-5, 255-pound bull, Hennings is 
a two-year starter with all the heart and intensity of a winner. He 
already ranks second on the school's list of career tackles-for- 
losses. Steed sports quickness and should make his share of 
important plays. 

It's the rest of the defensive unit which has DeBerry worried. 
Rip Burgwald and Derick Larson will emerge as top-flight inside 
linebackers, though neither can match the ability of Maki. The 
secondary also needs patchwork. Nate Cunningham and Mike 
Gantt are viable candidates at strong safety. Eric Faison, a 
former running back, will try his hand at cornerback, There 
should also be room for Pat Ahigrimm, who's recovering from 
knee surgery. 

Air Force features a pair of fine placekickers in Chris Blasy 
and Mike Johnson. Johnson suffered an early-season injury 
and missed the remainder of the campaign, leaving Blasy in the 
spotlight. Blasy may be tried as Simon’s replacement at punter. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Falcons’ streak of win- 
ning seasons may be on the line. The defense, which 
yielded a WAC-low 215 points last year, will be torn apart, 
especially in the secondary. Major reconstruction on the 
defensive side won't pay off. The wishbone may not be as 
effective due to the lack of veteran leadership. DeBerry’s 
troops struggle to finish at .500. 
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After serving 10 years in the shadow of coach Dick Tomey, 
Bob Wagner deserved a shot at running his own program. 
When Tomey left Hawaii for the head coaching post at Arizona, 
it only seemed fitting when Wagner was tabbed as the Rain- 
bows’ new sideline mentor. The former defensive coordinator 
was responsible for a unit which ranked among the nation’s top 
20 defenses in two of the past three years. Hawaii ranked sixth 
nationally in total defense in 1986. 

Wagner knows he has his work cut out for him. Already, his 
impact on the program has been strong. The Rainbows will 
utilize the run-and-shoot offense out of the spread formation. 
The new coach has assembled a talented staff, including former 
CFL assistant Rich Ellerson, the new defensive coordinator, 
and offensive specialist Paul Johnson, who most recently 
served with Division l-AA champion Georgia Southern. Ellerson 
will enjoy working with All-America possibility Al Noga. 

There are a number of inexperienced players expected to 
play pivotal roles on offense. If the unit doesn’t learn the new 
system well, it could be along season, The quarterback position 
is a perfect example of unproven talent trying to take over. 
Junior Warren Jones threw just 50 passes while serving as a 
fill-in in 1985. Jones may fit the bill because of his running ability. 
Sophomore Ken Niumatalolo tossed 11 aerials last fall. The loss 
of Greg Tipton will be severe due to the change in offensive 
strategy. Tipton was a proven passer and a fine athlete. 

Big things are expected from senior slotback Marco Johnson, 
The 5-9, 170-pounder caught 38 passes for 520 yards while 
also showing explosiveness as a return specialist (28 punts, 
290 yards). The All-WAC candidate is flanked by senior Kol- 
dene Walsh and junior Coyle Permetter. JUCO transfer Louis 
LaDay could find his way into the lineup. Three of the top four 
wideouts have finished their collegiate activity. Redshirt Jamey 
Collins possesses tremendous speed and he could utilize it to 
his advantage. 

There is returning experience at running back. Heikoti Faka- 
va, a six-foot junior, netted 336 yards in 1986. Junior Lopati 
chipped in with 123 yards and should increase that total this 
time around. The sleeper in the race for playing time may be 
redshirt freshman Dane McArthur. 

A number of player shifts may be needed to improve an 
offensive line which lost four starters. Tackle Mark Nua, a 6-7, 
325-pound warrior and honorable mention All-WAC selection 
last season, may try his hand at guard. Junior Amosa Amosa 
may move to center. This area must concern Wagner. 

The defense will be structured around Noga. The 6-2, 260- 
pound senior doesn't have the same quality supporting cast as 
a year ago as six of the front seven performers have graduated. 
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Among those missing is Colin Scotts, a surprisingly-high draft 
choice of the St. Louis Cardinals. With Noga present, the defen- 
sive line should be above average. Also figuring prominently in 
Ellerson’s line plans are seniors Sam Carroll and David Tafuna. 

At outside linebacker, Wagner and his staff have serious 
voids to fill following the departures of M. L. Johnson and Pete 
Noga. Junior Brian Belcher and senior Joe Piccola will see their 
share of time. JUCO transfer Lane Santiago could surprise 
here. Senior Jim Joy will move to inside linebacker and assume 
a starting position. 

Hawaii boasts anumber of qualified performers with part-time 
starting experience in the secondary. Junior cornerback Rick 
Saunders started five games and should nail down full-time 
work, Brian Norwood and Robert Lan will push for playing time. 
Senior safety Pat McCray may be the mainstay of the backline. 
The senior was in the starting lineup nine times last fall. The fight 
for the free safety slot should be interesting. Sean Kinilau, David 
Brantley and Sean Kafentzis are all in the hunt. The latter is the 
latest in a long line of brothers who have played for the Honolu- 
lu-based school. 

The kicking game features an intense rivalry. Rod Valverde, 
who led the team in scoring with 71 points, will have to fend off 
the challenge proposed by redshirt Tracy Rutkowski, the lead- 
ing JUCO scorer in California back in 1985. Kyle Ah Loo will 
handle the punting chores. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: If Noga had a supporting 
cast, the defense would be awesome. The adjustment 
period for the new offense may be long. Hawali is capable 
of cracking the .500 barrier, though seven wins would be 
the high mark. 
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Patience finally paid off for Colorado State in 1986. The Rams 
earned their first winning season since 1980, finishing at 6-5, 
The accomplishment was particularly great when considering 
two of the victories came against Colorado and BYU (The latter 
was the first win over the Cougars in 10 years). Coach Leon 
Fuller promised to build a winner when he inherited an 0-12 
team following the 1981 campaign. 

Fuller, a former assistant at the University of Texas, will have 
his hands full this year. The challenge to finish above the .500 
mark in 1987 will be a true test of determination. Colorado State 
lost its nucleus of talent to graduation. Few teams can rebound 
after losing 18 regulars, including standouts at quarterback and 
running back. Kelly Stouffer and Steve Bartalo were two of the 
best football players ever to reach Fort Collins, and there is little 
doubt their absence will be felt. 

The battle for Stouffer's vacated quarterback slot features 
several worthy candidates. Juniors Jim Pedersen, Scooter 
Molander and Brad Kofed figure to contend with sophomore 
Scott Benglen and redshirt freshman Mike Giminez for the nod, 
Pedersen saw limited time in a reserve role last fall; he threw 
two passes and both were intercepted. 

Finding a replacement for Bartalo at fullback may be a greater 
challenge. Junior Todd Richardson and redshirt freshman Todd 
Yert are the top prospects for the position. Fuller is contemplat- 
ing achange in the offensive picture, going to a two-back look. If 
the Rams use that alignment, look for Scott Whitehouse to gain 
more playing time. 

Perhaps the only area of offensive optimism is at wide receiv- 
er. Two solid veterans will vie for playing time at flanker. Sanjay 
Beach, a versatile athlete who also returns kicks, joins J. D. 
Brookhart to give the Rams an excellent 1-2 punch. Seniors 
Todd Tyrrell (28 receptions, 496 yards) and Dewey Dorough will 
occupy the split end post. Fred Davis is slated to move into the 
lineup at tight end. 

Doug Fiala, a converted tight end, lines up at strong tackle. 
Fiala is the best and most experienced blocker returning to the 
Fort Collins-based squad. Returning letterman Allen Howlett is 
expected to fill the void created by All-WAC guard Edgar Mitch- 
ell's departure. Todd Eakes returns to reclaim his weak guard 
job. Finding a replacement for two-time All-WAC center Guy 
Goar is a difficult task. 

The Colorado State defense will have to pull its weight as the 
offense will be a source of concern. Up front, returning regular 
Doug Wills is a mainstay at strong end. Fuller has shifted senior 
Clint Hjelm from nose tackle to weak end. Hjelm claimed a 
starting berth during the 1986 season. 

The Rams will be forced to make strides within the lineback- 
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ing corps. Senior Pete Paviakis is the one veteran standout. The 
outside backer recorded 50 hits in 10 games—eight as a starter. 
Junior Don Sowell, a two-year letterwinner, is projected in the 
lineup at the other outside slot. Sophomore Dave Mundt, side- 
lined with a knee injury last fall, and junior Gary Thompson will 
occupy the inside posts. 

Junior weak safety Ron Cortell is the sole returnee in the 
suspect secondary. A two-year starter who opened his collegi- 
ate career at cornerback, Cortell earned second-team All-WAC 
honors in ’86. Senior Rod Trumper and junior Tony Nomina are 
the two hopefuls to replace departed starter Gary Wehlage at 
strong safety. Senior Ron Tesone, bothered by a shoulder injury 
last season, is confidently pursuing one cornerback vacancy. 
Junior Kirk Dando and transfer Sjohn Jackson will battle for 
playing time at the other corner. 

The kicking game suffered a blow when Steve DeLine com- 
pleted his eligibility. Redshirt freshman Mark Tyler lacks the 
experience DeLine boasted. Still, Tyler has a strong leg and is 
expected to fit in. 

The Rams face a bizarre scheduling quirk—two road games, 
followed by six home games before a four-game road stint to 
close the campaign. Visits to Tennessee and Texas Tech early 
should prove challenging for this inexperienced contingent. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: There is no doubt that this 
team will struggle in 1987. There are too many gaps to be 
filled, especially on the offensive side. Losing the likes of 
Stouffer and Bartalo is simply devastating. Fuller will have 
to rebuild in a hurry to even become respectable. Look for a 
five-win campaign at best. 
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Close but not quite was the theme of the New Mexico Lobos 
last fall. The Lobos finished the '86 campaign with a 4-8 mark, 
including a 2-5 record in WAC play. The four-victory season 
marked the end of Joe Lee Dunn's head coaching career in 
Albuquerque. It is interesting to note that six of the losses came 
by 10 points or less, and one (35-21 against Tennessee) was 
closer than the score indicated. New Mexico lost to BYU, Texas 
Tech and San Diego State—all bow! participants—by a grand 
total of 12 points. Also on the plus side, a number of school 
single-game and seasonal marks went by the boards. The 
offense finished fourth nationally, averaging 469.5 yards per 
contest. 

Mike Sheppard entered the New Mexico picture last Decem- 
ber 24. Sheppard, who served as head coach at Long Beach 
State, takes over a program which has fallen on hard times 
since Joe Morrison left for the South Carolina vacancy after the 
1982 campaign. 

In evaluating the prospects of the Lobos in '87, one thing is for 
sure: the pass will be a prevalent weapon. Sheppard's offensive 
philosophy, when serving at Long Beach State, was air- 
oriented. The new coach also wants to establish a capable 
ground attack to keep opposing defenses honest. The emph- 
asis will remain on the pass. 

The primary reason for the air route is receiver Terance 
Mathis. The junior garnered All-WAC first-team honors by grab- 
bing 53 passes for 955 yards and a school-record 10 touch- 
downs. The versatile performer also aided the Lobo cause as a 
return specialist. His all-purpose yardage statistics (122.2 yards 
per contest) placed him among the nation’s top 25. 

Anew signal-caller will be at the helm following the departure 
of Ned James, who took over the assignment when Billy Rucker 
was forced to the sidelines. The lack of experience will take its 
toll. Letterwinner Barry Garrison and converted backup defen- 
sive back Phil Maloof are among the candidates for the nod. 
Thomas Crum, a part-time starter in the secondary, will experi- 
ment at quarterback. Perhaps the reason for the change was 
Crum’s nose for the footbali—he led the Lobos with four in- 
terceptions a year ago. Another trial effort will allow Kenneth 
Whitehead to move from defensive back to wide receiver. 
Whitehead can utilize his speed to team up with Mathis, forming 
an unstoppable duo. Pat Capatolla (16 receptions, 216 yards) 
also saw starting duty last season. 

Fullback Kevin Burgess’ departure leaves a gaping hole to be 
filled. Burgess carried the bulk of the rushing workload, netting 
1,023 yards while scoring 10 rushing touchdowns. The second 
and third-leading rushers, James and Glenn Rogers, are gone 
as well. Shane Hall, a part-time starter (95 yards) leads the 
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returning crop of backs. Strangely enough, Mathis is the top 
returnee in terms of yardage (105 on 27 carries). 

New Mexico's offensive interior should be above average. 
Two regulars—Barry Luther and Scott Maney—are incum- 
bents. Brian McCabe has been shifted to the defensive line to 
bolster that group. 

The Lobos will sport various looks on the defensive side. The 
basic alignment will be the 3-4, though there could be deceptive 
tactics employed. Sheppard welcomes a number of defensive 
players with starting experience. Up front, Orlando Leavell and 
Fred Mady are mainstays. Tackle Jon Avila was among the 
members of the graduating class. McCabe, a 6-2, 253-pound 
senior, should help bolster the line. 

Donny Gassoway, a three-year monogram winner, joins Phil- 
lip Vaughan as experienced linebackers. In the secondary, 
Marcel Weise, Don Carpenter, Mike Kirkindoll and Danny Lara 
all have gained valuable experience. 

New Mexico needs assistance on special teams as both the 
placekicker and punter have completed their respective tours of 
duty. Five kickers were listed on the preseason roster—David 
O'Neal, Douglas Reed, Randy Smith, Martin White and Mitch 
White (no relation). 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Sheppard has always been 
a firm believer in exciting football. New Mexico fans can 
expect to see some wild action. Whether they see a winner 
depends on the selection at quarterback and the success 
of the position shifts. Opening with three straight road 
games, Sheppard’s team will have to develop character 
early. 
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Just when the Utes expected to compete for the WAC crow- 
n... Utah's football fortunes plummeted last season. It was a 
major letdown coming off an 8-4 record in 1985. Jim Fassel 
went from hero to goat in a hurry. Now he has the opportunity to 
redeem himself. 

Life in Salt Lake City won't be easy for the Utes this year. 
Fassel lost eight offensive starters to graduation, including 
starting quarterback Larry Egger, four of five offensive linemen 
and the two top receivers (Loren Richey and Craig McEwen 
combined for 131 catches). Richey left with the school’s career 
and single-season reception marks. Just how important was the 
trio of Egger, Richey and McEwen? Utah ranked fourth national- 
ly in passing and eighth in total offense. 

Senior Chris Mendonca was showcased when Egger was 
injured last fall. Mendonca, the top candidate for the starting job, 
completed 31-of-67 passes for 396 yards and four touchdowns. 
Redshirt freshman Scott Mitchell has size and strength and 
could pose a serious threat in a heated race for the signal- 
Calling slot. 

The Utes boast a strong ground attack, which may seem 
ironic considering Utah threw the ball over 450 times last sea- 
son. Eddie Johnson will be the workhorse back and in an ideal 
situation, he will have the ball 30 times a game. An All-WAC 
choice, Johnson rushed for 1,046 yards, caught 27 passes and 
scored six touchdowns. Starting fullback Bryan Bero, a versatile 
athlete who served as a quarterback in short yardage situations, 
also returns to the backfield. Redshirts Al Rodgers and Cliff 
Smith will be given the opportunity to earn backup roles. 

Carl Harry (21 receptions, 312 yards) and Jeff Jenkins will try 
to pick up the slack as the receiving corps features more speed 
and less experience. Richey and James Hardy (17 grabs, 275 
yards) were mainstays, and it may take time for the tandem of 
Harry and Jenkins to jell. Adding depth are Darren Hughes, 
Patrick Johnson and redshirts Cedric Riles and Aaron Grimm. 
Curt Jones (17 receptions) reclaims the starting slot at tight end. 

Guard John New may need to introduce himself to his fellow 
offensive linemen. The competition for starting jobs is wide 
open. Letterwinners Craig Kaminski and Mike Watson are favo- 
rites to earn tackle assignments, though Oregon State transfer 
Rocky Emery, redshirt Hugh Alexander and Butch Schiellack 
will be in the hunt. 

Fassel, after seeing his defense yield almost 500 yards of 
total offense per game a year ago, has decided to switch to a 4-3 
defensive alignment. The battle for the linebacking positions will 
be intense. Garland Harris and Sean Robertson are capable of 
starting on the weak side. Darren Patterson, plagued by a 
serious knee injury last year, will be in the hunt as well. 
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Bob Jenkins, a starter in '86 and the second-leading tackler 
with 67, heads up the defensive line. Returning regular end Tika 
Manu provides both leadership and his importance cannot be 
underscored. 

The most experienced defensive area is clearly the secon- 
dary. Three of the four top prospects for playing time have 
starting experience. Cornerback Leo Austin took a starting job 
around midseason and finished with 40 stops and a pair of 
interceptions. Austin will probably be joined by Clarence Fields, 
who has been a regular at corner and strong safety. Mike Jones 
received an extra year of eligibility via medical hardship; he 
should open at strong safety. Eric Jacobsen heads a list of 
contenders for the free safety role. 

Scott Lieber got a taste of college football pressure last fall 
when the school’s all-time leading placekicker, Andre Guardi, 
broke his leg in the fourth game of the season. Lieber was a 
mark of consistency on extra points (23 straight conversions), 
though he only connected on four-of-nine field goal tries. Lieber 
will probably share the punting duties with Don Cruse. Hughes 
led the Utes in kickoff returns and should improve his statistics 
this fall. 

Fassel's non-league schedule isn’t overly difficult. Wisconsin, 
Idaho State and Boise State are all on the agenda. The Utes are 
at a disadvantage with seven road tilts. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Fassel and friends will suf- 
fer through another long year. Johnson has a limited sup- 
porting cast, so opponents will key on the talented back. 
After a two-win campaign last fall, morale is down. It won’t 
get better. 
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Few fans celebrate when their team wins four games in a 
season. For the supporters of Texas-El Paso, a four-victory 
campaign should be greeted with a tickertape parade. That's 
what Bob Stull truly deserved after the magic act of a season 
ago. That feat, prior to the 86 campaign, was last accomplished 
in 1974. 

Consider this: Over the past four seasons prior to Stull’s 
arrival as head coach, UTEP wonjust seven games. The Miners 
still haven't enjoyed a winning season since 1970, but things are 
suddenly a bit brighter. An offense which sputtered badly in 
1985 (17.8 points per game) was improved by over a touch- 
down per outing. A newly-installed, pass-oriented attack paid 
dividends. Once the laughing stock of the WAC, the team 
became competitive overnight. The 4-8 overall record is very 
misleading—five of the losses were by 10 points or less, includ- 
ing a two-point setback against Air Force and a five-point defeat 
at the hands of conference champion San Diego State. 

What can Stull do for an encore? Realistically, another four- 
win season would mean a bit of consistency, and that's astepin 
the right direction. Attaining a higher goal won't be easy as 10 
starters have completed their playing days. One of the more 
pivotal players missing will be quarterback Sammy Garza, who 
completed 258-of-410 passes for 3,140 yards and 21 touch- 
downs. He represented the majority of the team’s offense. 

There are five viable contenders battling for the vacant signal- 
calling slot. Four of the five were considered number two on the 
team’s depth chart at one time last fall. Jeff Remo, Rich Willis, 
David Flores and John Brazil are all familiar with Stull’s system. 
The fifth contender, JUCO transfer Pat Hegarty, may be the 
best of the bunch. Hegarty threw for just under 2,500 yards and 
10 touchdowns while starring at Saddleback JC in California. 

The Miners attack will rely heavily on the all-around skills of 
six-foot junior tailback John Harvey. The team's leading rusher 
with 878 yards (5.3 per carry average), he also ranked second 
onthe squad in receptions with 44. Harvey found paydirt often in 
1986, scoring 15 times (11 rushing). Junior Eddie Dixon should 
step in and assume the fullback position vacated by Tommy 
Bonds. 

Speedsters Barry Parker and Harold Collins ranked 3-4, re- 
spectively, in receptions last fall. Both were major contributors 
in the successful passing scheme, combining for 79 grabs worth 
1,269 yards and seven scores. Arnie Adkison is the incumbent 
at tight end. 

Replacements are needed for two key offensive linemen— 
Joe MacEsker and Floyd Fain. Steve Casper, a 6-2, 270- 
pounder, will be given the opportunity to move into MacEsker's

slot, while Santos Alarcon is the heir-apparent in the pivot. 
James Spady is a fixture at guard. Sean Kugler will handle the 
other guard assignment. 

With five starters missing, the defense is also of great con- 
cern to Stull. Linebacker Doug Morgan was a pleasant surprise 
last fall and he should continue to shine. Morgan, a 6-1, 200- 
pound sophomore out of Pittsburgh, finished second on the 
squad in tackles (140 hits) despite starting just seven of the 
team’s 12 games. Senior Joe Terry has been bounced around, 
playing end and linebacker at various stages of his collegiate 
career. If a suitable substitute can be secured, Terry will ex- 
ecute his trade full-time at inside linebacker. 

Richie Wright, who performed admirably as a redshirt fresh- 
man in ‘86, is the only returning starter in the secondary. Wright 
picked off three passes, including one returned for a touch- 
down. Terry Walker, a backup at safety, will move up to the first 
team. Walker picked off five aerials. 

The Miners are fortunate enough to have two competent 
placekickers on the roster. Hugo Castellanos and Chris Jacke 
shared the role last fall and both figure to get their kicks in 1987. 
There’s an outside shot that Jacke will redshirt. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The true test of UTEP’s 
progress will come this season. Opposing teams won't 
take the Miners lightly. The loss of Garza takes away a 
potent slinger, and the replacement may struggle. A few 
gaps must be filled, especially on the defensive side. Now 
there are greater expectations and the pressure may affect 
the team. Under the gun, give Stull’s troops three victories 
and a step backwards. 
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It’s time for a change in the Ivy 
League. The Penn Quakers have won or 
shared the championship the past five 
seasons, capturing the crown outright 
the past three times. In a colorful confer- 
ence which features the Big Red and the 
Big Green, Brown will be made in the 
shade this fall. 

John Rosenberg has done a fine job 
since taking over the coaching assign- 
ment from John Anderson. The Bruins 
have a fine quarterback in Mark Dono- 
van and good depth in the backfield. 
Brown's defense also stands out among 
the Ivy contenders. 

Penn will stay in the hunt, The Quak- 
ers have just six starters (three offen- 
sive, three defensive) returning as 
coach Ed Zubrow (10-0) will suffer his 
first defeat. Chris Flynn, an All-lvy back, 
keys the offense. The lack of defensive 
support will lead to the team’s downfall. 

The Big Green of Dartmouth has a 
new coach. Buddy Teevens was the 
team's quarterback in the late 70s and 
now he will attempt to revitalize the 
struggling program. He has the league's 
top receiver in Craig Morton, though sig- 
nal-caller Dave Gabianelli has finished 
his collegiate career. If Dartmouth se- 
cures an adequate quarterback, the 
offense would be dangerous. 

Maxie Baughan’s Cornell club came 
within one game of winning the Ivy title 
last fall. The Big Red was hit hard by 
graduation losses as only eight starters 
are back. A fine receiving corps will have 
limited support on the offensive side.

The loss of key performers at linebacker 
will have an effect as well. 

Harvard returns just six regulars (two 
offensive, four defensive) as Joe Restic 
will have a hard time restoring this once- 
proud program to glorious heights. 
Carm Cozza’s Yale troops finished sixth 
a year ago and should assume a similar 
position. Princeton has the latest ver- 
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sion of “My Three Sons” as former Col- 
umbia coach Jim Garrett's kid will play a 
key role in Tigerland. 

Last but not least, as usual, is Col- 
umbia. The Lions haven't won a game in 
34 tries, including 31 consecutive set- 
backs. Maybe this is the year they break 
through and win one or two outings? 
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The Bruins completed the 1986 campaign with a 5-4-1 re- 
cord. That may not seem like a great accomplishment, but 
consider this: Brown has now enjoyed back-to-back winning 
seasons for the first time since 1979-80. Coach John Rosen- 
berg has provided stability to the program, and his efforts may 
pay off its greatest dividends this year. 

Since coming to the Providence-based school back in De- 
cember of 1983, Rosenberg’s troops have been 12-8-1 in Ivy 
play. Last year’s third-place finish was relatively impressive 
considering the number of player changes from the previous 
encounter. 

Brown's offensive strengths are at quarterback and running 
back, which is exactly what the coach desired. In senior Mark 
Donovan, the Bruins have the top returning signal-caller in the 
Ivy. Donovan, a second-team choice in 1986, is also a team 
co-captain. The 6-4, 200-pounder completed over 50 percent of 
his attempts for 1,777 yards and 15 touchdowns, the latter 
marking a school single-season record. Adequate backup sup- 
portis provided by senior John Shapiro and future starter Danny 
Clark, a promising sophomore. 

Rosenberg’s high hopes for the ground game are based on 
the return of junior tailback Lane Wood and senior fullback Jim 
Kurp. Wood paced the club with 419 yards while displaying 
breakaway speed. Kurp, a part-time starter, chipped in with 138 
yards and should exceed that amount in'87. Greg Solomon and 
Scott Gunn are next on the team’s depth chart. Waiting in the 
wings for the oppportunity to carry the ball are Kirk Little, Brian 
Butler and Kevin Sullivan. 

Finding a replacement for All-lvy pass-catching talent Dave 
Fielding (37 catches, 721 yards, 10 touchdowns) is a difficult 
chore. Keiron Bigby also will be missed. Senior Tommy Smith 
and junior Mark Thompson, both members of the Brown track 
team during the offseason, will try to fill Fielding’s shoes. Senior 
Jamie Simone (291 yards rushing, 12 receptions), formerly a 
tailback, will try his luck as a receiver. Junior John Martin is the 
favorite to earn the tight end job, though sophomores Ralph 
Green and Ron Berger are in hot pursuit of playing time. 

Joe Madden, the son of former pro coach and current televi- 
sion commentator John Madden, will stand out at one offensive 
tackle position. Like his dad, he is capable of running through 
walls. George Pyne, a transfer from Holy Cross, will occupy the 
other tackle flank. John Cuozzo is ready to move into the center 
post, while returning guard Jim Anderson has valuable experi- 
ence under his belt. 

With seven regulars retuming, the Bruin defense could key 
the team’s success. Several first-team All-Ivy players are back 
in the fold, giving Rosenberg an ace in the hole. Bill Perry, one of 
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the honored performers, anchors the defensive front. He is 
joined by Pat Russell, Raymond Steele and Pat Murphy. The 
quartet accounted for 127 tackles, 10 sacks and 17 tackles-for- 
losses in 1986. At end, All-ivy veteran Jeff Watts stands out. 
The race for the other end vacancy is up for grabs. Another 
transfer from Holy Cross, Stefan Padfield, is among the conten- 
ders. 

Converted defensive back Tyler Wolfram roams in the middle 
of the Bruin linebacking corps. Wolfram made a number of big 
plays last fall, recording 69 hits while recovering five fumbles. 
Vying for the other inside slot are Leon Lewis and Kaz Billinski— 
both have seasoning and would fit in the lineup nicely. 

Another All-ivy star, senior Walt Cataldo, keys the Brown 
secondary. Cataldo, a free safety and the squad’s defensive 
captain, totaled 70 tackles while contributing three thefts, Junior 
Greg Kylish eamed the strong safety job last year and per- 
formed admirably. Scott McCaleb has logged minutes as a 
starting cornerback. Rosenberg has little to worry about in this 
area. 

Senior Alex Kos handled both the placekicking and punting 
chores through most of the ’86 season. He hit all 21 extra point 
attempts and was good on nine-of-13 three-point efforts. Kos 
averaged only 33 yards per punt and may give up the duties to 
junior John Vidmar. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Bruins are ready to 
make noise In the Ivy. Rosenberg’s defense Is above re- 
spectable, while Donovan can lead the offense to a produc- 
tive year. Brown ends Penn’s reign atop the league stand- 
Ings. 
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Jerry Berndt's departure from Quakerland didn't lead to signi- 
ficant damage. In fact, his successor, Ed Zubrow, simply picked 
up where Berndt left off. Zubrow made all the right moves as 
Penn picked up its fifth consecutive Ivy crown. The cham- 
pionship marked the first time in the storied history of the Ivies 
that a team captured three straight titles outright. Zubrow also 
became the first Penn coach in over 90 years to win 10 games in 
a single season. 

A true test of his coaching ability will come this fall. Only six 
starters from last year’s championship unit are back (three 
offensive, three defensive), leaving Penn in a precarious posi- 
tion. Almost half of the team’s lettermen have completed their 
eligibility or won't return for other reasons. All of the Quakers’ 
opponents will be looking for revenge in ’87. There will be a 
number of new faces in pivotal positions when the season 
begins. 

Chris Flynn hasn't been a member of the starting lineup, 
though he did earn All-lvy first-team honors last fall. He will 
stand tall despite his 5-9 size, keying the attack from his tailback 
slot. Flynn won't share the spotlight as standout Rich Comizio is 
just one of a Jong list of performers missing from the Phi- 
ladelphia-based campus. The versatile back, who also handled 
kickoff and punt returns, ranked eighth in Division I-AA in all- 
purpose yardage while shattering a number of school stan- 
dards. Senior Joe Laurano, bothered for most of the 86 season 
with a knee injury, will open at fullback. 


The absence of Jim Crocicchia leaves Zubrow with a difficult 
decision. Six candidates are available in the wide-open race for 
the starting job. Senior Dan McNally served his apprenticeship 
as areserve the past two seasons. McNally did not throw a pass 
in 1986 and attempted just five tosses the previous year. Inex- 
perience is a major problem in this area. Also competing for the 
assignment are JUCO transfer John Keller, senior Matt Varava, 
junior Marty Williams and sophomores George Kolbe and Mal- 
colm Glover. Varava and Williams both played exclusively for 
the JV a season ago, 


Unlike the quarterback position, the wide receiver has a bevy 
of talented returnees. Two seniors stand out above the rest of 
the field. Ken Saunders, a 6-2, 190-pounder, ranked second on 
Penn's receiving list with 13 receptions. Tom Joyce wasn't far 
behind with 12 grabs. Juniors Ed Solari and Scott Sandler figure 
prominently in Zubrow’s plans. Senior tight end Brent 
Novoselsky led the Quakers with 18 grabs. He should earn 
All-ivy honors this fall. Graduation claimed all but one starter 
along the offensive line, including a pair of first-team All-lvy 
choices in center Steve Buonato and tackle Marty Peterson. 
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Left guard Chris Wilkins will need help protecting the winner of 
the quarterback derby. 

Penn finished second among Division !-AA schools in total 
defense, third in rushing and scoring defense and fifth in pas- 
sing defense. The Quakers won't repeat those statistics as eight 
voids must be filled. Three seniors starters are back—tackle 
Mike Lista, outside linebacker Brad Hippenstiel and cornerback 
Donald Wilson. A converted wide receiver, Wilson was excep- 
tional against both the run and the pass. Wilson, Lista and 
Hippenstiel all earned second-team All-lvy honors and the trio 
must carry an inexperienced corps. 

Mike Graves, bothered by a knee injury, will battle for the 
starting slot at noseguard. Letterwinner Ross Parsons received 
the call often last year and should contend for a starting nod up 
front. The outside linebacking slot opposite Hippenstiel will go to 
one of three players—senior Parker Rohde, junior Mike Morris- 
sey or sophomore Derrick Crowther. Nobody stands out of the 
crowded field at inside linebacker. The secondary, with the 
exception of Wilson, must be deemed suspect. 

Penn's kicking game will have to live up to its billing. Special 
teams play could make or break this team. Two experienced 
seniors will be called upon. Punter Dave Fassnacht and 
placekicker Jim Grass appear ready for the challenge, Fass- 
nacht hit an impressive 28-of-47 punts inside the opponents’ 
20-yard line. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Surprise! The Quakers 
won't win the Ivy this year. Everybody will be shooting for 
this team. With the holes at quarterback and on the defen- 
sive side, Penn doesn’t have that championship look. Zub- 
row’s team will be a contender, but the odds of a return 
back to the top aren’t overwhelming. 
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A familiar face returns to the helm at Dartmouth. Buddy 
Teevens graduated from the school in 1979 after leading the Big 
Green to an Ivy League championship the previous season. 
Following his collegiate career, he went on to serve as an 
assistant coach at DePauw and Boston University before his 
first taste of head coaching. Teevens did a fine job rejuvenating 
the Maine program prior to his return to Hanover. 


His latest rebuilding assignment should be intriguing. 
Teevens takes over from lame-duck Joe Yukica, who led the Big 
Green to a .500 record in league competition, good enough for a 
fourth-place finish. Teevens inherits a club with 15 returning 
letterwinners on each side of the football. There are several 
holes to fill, most notably at quarterback. Still, he welcomes the 
challenge of leading his alma mater. 


Finding a starting signal-caller is important because Dart- 
mouth boasts its two top receivers, namely split end Craig 
Morton and tight end Matt Drury. Morton is one of the finest 
pass-catchers to ever grace the school. In his first season of 
varsity eligibility, he shattered a number of records, grabbing 44 
passes for 1,063 yards (24.2 yards per reception) and 10 touch- 
downs. The unanimous All-lvy selection also sports 
tremendous speed, clocking in at 4.4 in the 40-yard dash. Drury 
added 29 catches for 409 yards while also serving as an out- 
standing blocker. 


All-lvy first-team signal-caller Dave Gabianelli was partially 
responsible for the success of Morton and Drury. His absence 
leaves Teevens in a bind. Junior Tom Shakeshaft was Dart- 
mouth’s top reserve in 1986, but he only threw 13 passes, 
completing just four. In the race for the quarterbacking nod, 
Shakeshaft will compete against seniors Tom Walko and John 
Sipple, as well as juniors Chris Rorke and Pat Picariello. The 
offensive line is also somewhat suspect as only two starters— 
tackles Lee Overstreet and Rick HilHretum. 


Emie Torain, the leading rusher of a year ago, graduated, 
though Teevens feels he will have a stronger stable of backs at 
his disposal. The Big Green needs increased productivity after 
averaging just 2.6 yards per carry. Junior halfback Chris Pollard 
ranked second on the yardage list with 174. Senior fullback 
Terry Phillis averaged 4.5 yards per rush in limited duty. Senior 
tailback Trent Pansze also sports experience. Throw in David 
Clark, a standout on the freshman team last fall, and it’s easy to 
see why Teevens is content with this group. 


The once-vaunted Big Green defense was victimized often 
last season. Opponents averaged an unheard of 5.2 yards per 
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carry while completing over 52 percent of their aerial attempts. 
The encouraging fact is the defensive backfield retums intact 
looking to improve on last year’s efforts. Top tackler and co- 


captain Brett Matthews (107 tackles) heads up the secondary 
from his strong safety slot. Senior Rob Combi and junior Scott 
Sims adequately handle the corners. Free safety Andy Russell, 
hampered by a foot injury in ’86, will be at full : 

There is experience and strength up front. Seniors Brent Frei 
and Ish McLaughlin are incumbents at tackle. The noseguard 
position is vacant as the top two performers have departed. 
Derek McDowell will see action as a backup tackle. 


The big question mark is at linebacker, where all four starters 
have graduated. Three of the four top reserves are back, ready 
to move into the lineup. Juniors Paul Sorensen and Paul 
Michael should assume starting jobs without much trouble. Both 
are aggressive hitters. Senior Chris Balish has been a spot 
starter and should increase his contributions. 

Jim Morris is the leading hopeful in the race for the placekick- 
ing duties. The sophomore will be challenged by Kevin Cooper. 
Kevin Griffin returns for his third season as a punter. Junior 
Corey Pinkston is also available for that assignment. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Teevens did an outstand- 
Ing Job at Maine. With time, he could turn the same trick at 
Dartmouth. The Big Green has outstanding personne! at 
receiver, led by Morton, but the lack of a seasoned quarter- 
back could hurt. If the linebacking contingent comes on 
strong, the defense will be vastly improved. This team 
could pressure the leading contenders In the Ivy. 
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Cornell 


The Big Red came within one game of winning the Ivy League 
title last fall. Cornell hosted Pennsylvania in the season-finale 
with everything on the line. Maxie Baughan’s team fought hard, 
but it wasn't enough. The Quakers captured the crown, 31-21, 
putting a damper on an otherwise brilliant campaign. 

The Ithaca, New York-based school will celebrate its centen- 
nial year of gridiron activity in 1987, and Baughan would love 
nothing more than another serious run at the lvy championship. 
The key to last season's success was defense as the Big Red 
yielded 10 or more points on just three occasions. Besides 
pitching three shutouts, Baughan’s highly-motivated defense 
yielded just three points against Bucknell. 

It should come as no surprise the veteran coach has built 
tenacious defenses during his tenure at Cornell. Baughan 
served as defensive coordinator for the Baltimore Colts and the 
Detroit Lions. This season, he has six returning starters to work 
with. The secondary appears to be solid, while work’must be 
done at linebacker, where a pair of All-Ilvy choices have finished 
their collegiate careers. 

For the second straight season, at least three incumbents will 
reclaim starting roles in the defensive backfield. Leading the 
charges will be All-lvy first-team cornerback Mike Raich. The 
5-11, 192-pound Raich has a nose for the football. During the 
past two years, he has recorded nine thefts, deflected 26 aerials 
and returned a blocked punt and an interception for touch- 
downs. The safety slots are ably manned by Jeff DeLamielleure 
and Brent Felitto. 

The top two tacklers, Walter Johnson and Tom Bernardo, 
were fixtures at linebacker. Baughan does have a number of 
talented candidates vying for the vacancies. Six letterwinners 
are back to fight for time at outside positions. Junior Mike 
McGrann was a starter until he suffered an injury in the team’s 
second game last fall. Junior Len Tokish also has considerable 
starting experience. Senior Mike Farley has waited for the 
opportunity and now he’s ready for the middle linebacking 
duties. 

Senior Gary Rinkus, also tabbed as an All-lvy first-team 
choice, is the only returnee to start every game in ’86. The 
senior-dominated frontline features ends Mike Texido and 
Stuart Tross, along with tackle Rick Calhoun. 

It's the offense which has to leave Baughan concerned. Only 
three starters return, and the backfield has been left in sham- 
bles. The line, with four key performers missing, also needs 
revamping. 

For the first time in five years, Cornell lacks a proven com- 
modity in the backfield. The top two rushers and quarterbacks 
are gone, leaving gaping holes to be filled. Inexperience is the 
key word when describing the situation. Junior Scott Malaga is 
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the leading rusher among returnees after netting 181 yards. 
Malaga will likely open at fullback, leaving the tailback position 
up for grabs. From there, the picture is bleak. Next on the list is 
Tim McDevitt, who rushed for 47 yards. Senior Marvin Dunklin 
and junior Brian Dooley could challenge, while sophomores 
Rob Buccini and Jim Monken ranked 1-2 on the JV rushing listin 
1986. 

The competition to replace signal-caller Marty Stallone is 
keen. Juniors Dave Dase and Larry Delaney lead the race, 
though others could materialize and take over the open posi- 
tion. Dase played in one varsity game while none of the others 
vying for the job have that experience. Senior Lee Reherman, a 
second-team All-lvy choice, is the only returning member from 
last season’s interior line. 

The lone bright spot on offense is at receiver, as Cornell may 
have the best duo in the conference. It’s a shame there isn't an 
experienced passer to get them the ball. Seniors Shaun Haw- 
kins and Chris Hahn excelled last season. Hawkins established 
anew school standard for single-season yardage per reception 
(22.5 yards on 20 grabs). Hahn pulled down 25 aerials for 399 
yards and seven scores. 

Another area of concern is the kicking game. A pair of All-Ivy 
first-team specialists, placekicker Tom Aug and punter Erik 
Bernstein, certainly had an impact on last year’s success. 
Junior punter Aaron Sumida and senior booter Dave Quarles 
will likely move into the vacated slots. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Baughan will have his 
share of problems, especially on the offensive side. 
There’s no way this team can match last year’s accom- 
plishments, settling Instead for a .500 campaign. 
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Veteran coach Joe Restic has his work cut out for him. 
Entering his 17th season as sideline boss of the Crimson, 
Restic has just six starters returning from a team which plum- 
meted to a 3-7 mark in 1986. Harvard's multiflex attack never 
quite clicked last fall, and only two offensive incumbents return 
to a unit which was shutout three times and scored seven points 
or less in half of its outings. 

The picture is not as bleak as it may seem. The quarterback 
slot will be occupied by Tom Yohe, one of the Ivy League's top 
rookies last fall. The signal-caller’s versatility was displayed in 
his first start, when he ran for over 100 yards in a win over 
Dartmouth. Yohe will be even stronger and more confident with 
an added year of experience under his belt. 

Also returning to the backfield will be Rufus Jones, who sat 
out the entire 1986 campaign with a knee injury. Jones showed 
signs of brilliance in four appearances in 1985, rushing for 148 
yards on just 34 carries while adding seven receptions for 124 
yards. During spring practice, he showed little or no effects from 
last season's injury, which is a good sign. If Jones remains 
healthy, he will open at tailback. Harvard lost its top two 
rushers—Brian O'Neil (366 yards) and George Sorbara (260). 
Junior Tony Hinz (150 yards rushing) and senior Dave Bunning 
will compete for the starting nod at fullback. Senior Bob Glatz is 
expected to contribute from the wingback position. 

Restic has to be worried about the receiving corps, though the 
wide-open competition for jobs may provide surprising relief. 
The coach may turn to several sophomore candidates for sup- 
port. The Crimson would receive a boost if Lamont Greer, a 
standout as a sophomore in 1985 who sat out last season due to 
injury, was to return. Greer was unable to participate during 
spring drills and his status is doubtful. Other veterans in the hunt 
for playing time include seniors Brian Barringer and Tony Hor- 
ner, and junior Neil Phillips. 

Perhaps the greatest strength for Harvard will be the offen- 
sive and defensive lines. Five juniors with extensive experience 
are slated to start along the offensive interior. The group— 
tackles John Bartholomew and Steve Eilers, guards Shawn 
Sensky and Maurice Frilot, along with center Tony Consigli— 
ranges in weight from 240-260 pounds, so the Crimson will have 
plenty of blocking bulk. 

Senior tackle Greg Williams anchors the defensive front. 
Williams started all 10 games for the Crimson in '86. Juniors Jim 
Bell and Tom McConnell will man the middle guard and left 
tackle positions, respectively. Bell contributed 30 tackles during 
his first varsity season. The end slot promotes greater depth, led 
by junior Don Peterson. 
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Harvard will have a hard time filling the void created by 
captain Scott Collins’ departure. Bob Joyce also completed his 
eligibility. Three letterwinners are available for duty and will try 
to take over the greater responsibilities. Senior Kris Thabit gota 
taste of life as a starter when he subbed for an injured Collins 
against Yale. Thabit recorded 43 tackles last fall. Senior Rich 
Mau and junior Greg Ubert will also garner playing time. 

The biggest problem area on defense last year was the 
secondary. Despite the fact the Crimson returns a pair of star- 
ters, the defensive backfield must be declared suspect. 

Senior cornerback Don Heberle totaled 47 stops and a team- 
high four interceptions. Free safety Bryan Gescuk had his share 
of bright moments while adding 40 tackles. The other two jobs 
are up for grabs with senior monogram men Richard Butcher 
and Frank Caprio among the top prospects. 

Restic probably picked up a few gray hairs while watching his 
kicking game crumble last season. The unreliable special 
teams averaged only 34.1 yards per punt and hit on six-of-15 
field goal attempts. Both the placekicking and punting jobs are 
available. Nobody with varsity experience is in the running, and 
the coach has to be worried. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: It will be another long year 
for the Crimson. Jones’ health has to be considered ques- 
tionable, and he’s the real offensive key. Without Collins, 
the linebacking corps doesn’t measure up to the competi- 
tion. The final four games—trips to Brown, Holy Cross and 
Yale, plus a home date with Penn—figure to be murderous. 
Restic’s team repeats last season's 3-7 record. 
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Carm Cozza, the dean of Ivy League coaches, has gone 
through a dry spell. Under his tutelage, Yale has won outright or 
shared nine conference crowns. Over the past five seasons, 
Cozza's troops have fared no better than a second place tie in 
1984. The other four years, the Elis have finished fourth, fifth, 
sixth (last season) and eighth. 

The veteran coach, who first served as the school's sideline 
boss back in 1965, believes he has the talent to move up the 
ladder and compete for that elusive 10th title. There are a lot of 
young players in need of experience. 

It’s hard to build a winner when half of your previous edition’s 
letterwinners have graduated (26-of-52). In all, only eight star- 
ters (five offensive, three defensive) return from the 3-7 squad. 
Injuries and the lack of balance hurt the Yale attack last fall, and 
that’s something Cozza is attempting to correct. 

Senior Kelly Ryan shattered the Elis' single-season passing 
yardage record with 1,739 yards last fall. That’s impressive 
considering he was hobbled by a serious knee injury. Ryan's 
first varsity start proved his ability—29-of-48 passes for 426 
yards versus Army. Opponents realized Ryan lacks running 
skills, which contributed to his 16 interception total. The quarter- 
back will be backed up by senior John Andrews and junior Mark 
Brubaker. 

Cozza has tremendous confidence in his retuming rushers. 
The “I” formation will prove effective in 1987. Junior Kevin Brice 
broke into the lineup around midseason and posted impressive 
numbers (529 yards, 5.1 yards per carry, five touchdowns). The 
5-10, 200-pounder also grabbed 13 passes while also showing 
adept ability as a kickoff returner. Senior Michael Stewart has 
gained experience at several different positions, including tail- 
back, quarterback, split end and wingback. He should be com- 
fortable sharing the workload with Brice. Senior fullback Troy 
Jenkins is a fine blocker who should open up the holes for the 
tailback tandem. Sophomore Reggie Sellars could make a sig- 
nificant contribution during his first season on the varsity. He 
returned five kickoffs for touchdowns as a member of the Yale 
frosh squad a year ago. Tackle Art Kalman, a bull at 6-7 and 285 
pounds, joins guard Jeff Rudolph as mainstays along the offen- 
sive line. 

Senior tight end Dean Athanasia is on the verge of estab- 
lishing a new school standard.for career receptions. The team’s 
top pass-catcher the past two campaigns, Athanasia needs just 
17 catches to shatter the mark currently shared by Philadelphia 
Eagle John Spagnola and Curt Grieve. Seniors Bob Shoop and 
Rich Schulte combined for 31 grabs out of the split end slot last 
fall. Senior Chuck Troxell and junior Tom Szuba have played at 
wingback and wideout in the past. 
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The only incumbents on the defensive side are middle guard 
Bret Schulte and defensive backs Peter Helland and Dave 
Sullivan. Cozza will need help as last year’s unit allowed over 
300 yards per Ivy contest. The greatest challenge will be at 
linebacker and tackle. 

Graduation claimed MVP and top tackler John Quinn from an 
inside slot. Junior Don Lund, a part-time starter, ranked fourth 
on the squad with 72 tackles. Lund should move into a full-time 
berth. Juniors Chuck Bray and Ned Dooley are being counted 
on to fill voids at outside linebacker. 

Senior Malcolm Frank missed most of the '86 campaign due 
to injury. His return bolsters a line which lost tackles Yves 
Labissiere, Hank Osleger and John Risley. Jim D'Onofrio, Glov- 
er Lawrence, Scott Wollam, Mike Brown, Bruce Bottorf and 
Grandville Farley will compete for playing time at tackle. 

Sullivan, the third-leading stopper (92 hits) keys the secon- 
dary from his safety position. Junior Buddy Zachery saw playing 
time and should help out more often in '87. 

Cozza also has a problem with his kicking crew. Placement 
specialist Jonn Duryea and punter Don Mahike have finished 
their collegiate activity, and the help wanted sign has been 
posted. Senior Dave Derby is the only placekicker with any 
varsity experience, and that’s extremely limited. The punting job 
is up for grabs. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: If there Is any consolation 
for Cozza, It’s knowing that his team will travel to Honolulu 
for a matchup against Hawail. The backfield can only do so 
much. Yale will be In a number of high-scoring affairs, 
though It will end up on the short end of the stick. A .500 
season would be a major accomplishment. 
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Ron Rogerson’s first two years at Princeton have produced 
mixed results. In his first season at the helm, the Tigers surpri- 
singly challenged for the Ivy League championship. His squad 
finished at 5-2 in the Ivy and 5-5 overall, the school's first .500 or 
better performance since 1981. Last year, the tide was turned. 
Rogerson knew his team would struggle as only eight starters 
retumed. 

While Princeton came up on the short end eight times, Roger- 
son felt proud of his team's effort. The Tigers gave eventual 
champion Penn a scare, while a last-second loss to Yale was 
one of the most disappointing setbacks in the last decade. 

It’s time to regroup as 11 regulars return to pick up the pieces 
of shattered dreams. Princeton will have to travel on the road for 
its first three outings and five of its first seven games. The 
Wing-T offense employed by Rogerson will be tested early. 

Junior Jason Garrett has played the part of yo-yo the past 
three years. He starred on the Princeton freshman team in 
1984, spent a year at Columbia (where his dad served as head 
coach for one ill-fated season), then transferred back to the New 
Jersey school. After sitting out in ’86, he appears ready to 
assume the responsibilities at quarterback. Junior Brian Barren 
could push Garrett for playing time. 

The offensive backfield should be solid as senior fullback 
Jerry Santillo and junior tailback Greg DiFelice team up once 
again. Santillo netted 437 yards while scoring a total of four 
touchdowns (three rushing). He also chipped in with 12 recep- 
tions. DiFelice ran for 104 yards on just 31 carries and should 
produce greater numbers this time around. Senior Steve Fos- 
ter, who sat out last season following an automobile accident, 
will make a triumphant retum. Foster gained 174 yards and 
added 19 receptions in 1985. Judd Garrett, one of three Garrett 
children on the Tiger team, was a standout on Columbia's frosh 
squad in 1985. After sitting out last fall, he is geared up for this 
latest challenge. 

Senior Jeff Baker was Princeton’s top receiver last fall with 24 
catches for 315 yards. The second-team All-Ivy choice will be 
flanked by another Garrett, John, and senior Nick Jachim. 
Senior Doug Struckman and junior Mark Rockefeller will split 
duty at tight end. The lack of consistency hampered the blocking 
corps last fall, and Rogerson is looking for leadership from 
seniors Mark Seilhamer, Josh Chambers and Andy Johanni. 

Two of the stalwarts from the 1986 defensive line, namely 
Ned Elton and Jim Soss, have completed their tour of duty. 
Senior end David Rose and junior tackle Rob Vanden Noven 
are incumbents at their positions. Sean Miller gained valuable 
experience as a reserve last fall. He should fit in nicely at the 
other tackle. 
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Senior captain Matt Whalen will provide both leadership and 
aggressive play from his linebacking post. Whalen recorded 64 
stops last fall, including a 10-tackle effort against Penn. Pete 
Milano is a confident performer at middle linebacker. The com- 
petition for the other outside assignment pits senior Mike De- 
milio against junior Ray Ryan. 


Princeton's secondary is led by free safety Dean Cain, likely 
to be an All-lvy choice in 1987. Cain has picked off 10 aerials 
over the past two seasons and is just two shy of tying the school 
record for career thefts. Seniors Sean Brennan and Mark 
Feuerer are the leading hopefuls vying for the comerback slots. 
Dave Wilson and Derek Schrier will also make a run at those 
assignments. The return of Wit Hall, who sat out last season 
with a bad back, bolsters the unit. 


Rogerson also welcomes back top scorer Rob Goodwin. The 
veteran placekicker garnered second-team All-ivy kudos after 
connecting on eight-of-14 field goal tries and all 13 extra point 
conversions. The punting job is open, though Scott Sellers is the 
top qualifier. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: This Isn't a make or break 
year for Rogerson. Princeton doesn't have the callber of 
performer to seriously challenge for Ivy honors. If Jason 
Garrett falls to stand out at quarterback, It could be a long 
year for the Tigers. Opening with three consecutive road 
tests won't help, either. The lack of confidence early will 
hurt this team. 
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The streak lives on! No other major college football team can 
claim as many shortcomings as Columbia. The Lions have lost 
31 straight games and have gone 34 contests without a victory. 
Along the way, the Baker Field misfits have come close to 
stemming the tide, only to fall short. Last fall, three of the losses 
were by eight points or less. 

Besides the futility in the win-loss column, too many games 
have been mismatches. Taking away those three near misses, 
Columbia came no closer than 28 points in a contest. The Lions 
were shut out on four occasions in 1986 and scored eight points 
or less seven different times. 

What's a coach to do with such misery? Well, Larry McEl- 
reavy enters his second season at the helm with a realistic 
approach. “In some ways, I'm glad we didn’t win a game last 
year because we didn’t work hard enough to deserve it,” McEI- 
reavy claimed. “It would have been positive reinforcement for 
the wrong reasons. 

“Last season, we had guys chasing guys in practice and the 
guy couldn't run away from the guy chasing him and vice versa.” 

Columbia will continue its pursuit of a victory in 1987, though 
there's a legitimate possibility that this team is a year away from 
a breakthrough—a single triumph. “We're moving in the right 
direction,” added McElreavy. “We're going to bring this losing 
streak to a halt and put some wins up on the board.” 

There are many questions and few answers surrounding the 
Columbia backfield. The quarterbacking duties are available 
and several candidates want to answer the call. Senior Dave 
Putelo and junior Chris Della Pietra shared the assignment last 
season. Others expected to mount a challenge include senior 
Mike Morse, who completed 18-of-35 passes for 196 yards in 
his only varsity start, junior Chris Lorentz and sophomores Matt 
Less and Jamie Butcher. Junior Terry Brown (23 catches) and 
senior Homer Hill (17 grabs) are the team’s top receiving 
threats. 

The running attack will be hard-pressed as top rusher John 
Chirico (319 yards) has left. Durc Savini was plagued by a 
pulled stomach muscle last year. Savini could help out if heal- 
thy. Matt Assiff (50 yards) and Joe Chin also have limited 
experience. Chris Konovalchik and Ashley Hernandez both 
contributed to the 3-3 freshman team a year ago and could step 
up and assist the backfield contingent. 

McElreavy believes his offensive line could spearhead the 
offense. Senior John Miller, who sat out last fall due to injury, is 
slated to make a comeback. A trio of juniors—center Jim Taylor, 
guard Paul Childers and tackle Bennie Seybold—form a fine 
nucleus. 
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Columbia’s defense was very green last season, and it 
showed. Every opponent scored 20 or more points while six 
eclipsed the 40-point barrier. And to make matters worse, the 
top two tacklers (Joe Policastro and Chris Riga) have com- 
pleted their playing days. 

Linebacker is usually a strong point for the Lion defense and 
this season is no exception. Junior John Alex was the squad's 
third-leading tackler with 72 hits. He is joined inside by senior 
George Gianfrancisco. The addition of Mike Pyle, a transfer 
from Air Force, can only help. Brian O'Connell, Bart Barnett and 
Larry Rancillo are also available for duty. 

The Lion interior line will be paced by senior middle guard 
Matt Sodl. Juniors Mark Zielinski and Kirk Ruddy have logged 
plenty of minutes at end. Sophomores John DeRose, Paul 
Tomasi, Scott Buitekant and Greg Palega could have an impact 
up front. 

Columbia's pass defense was relatively stringent last fall, 
yielding less than 2,000 yards. McElreavy feels the unit will 
tighten up even more this season. Senior weak safety Paul San 
Filippo is one of the Ivy's premier defenders. Mike Holt, a 
one-time captain of the frosh squad, will battle seniors Paul 
Fusco and Mike Bissinger for playing time at strong safety. The 
cornerback slots will be filled by Walter Haynie, Mike Seide- 
wand, Terry Elliott and Mike Casey. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Sooner or later, Columbia 
has got to win a game. Yes, we'll go for sooner, as in this 
season. Don’t look for any more than one victory, though at 
this stage, McElreavy will look at a win as the starting point 
for a future turnaround. 
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Sunshine State 
Squads Stand Tall 


When the national championship was 
on the line January 2, it was two major 
independents battling for the coveted 
crown. Penn State defeated Miami to 
earn the number one ranking and the 
honor of being the supreme power in the 
college game. 

Major independents have played a 
major role in the national championship 
picture in four of the past five seasons. 
This year, there is a fine crop of indepen- 
dents battling for spots in the top twenty. 
Penn State will relinquish its lofty posi- 
tion atop the field. 

FOOTBALL ACTION believes as 
many as five independents will claim 
spots in the top twenty by season's end. 
A few of the selections may seem sur- 
prising. 

The Miami Hurricanes had a golden 
opportunity to win the national cham- 
pionship last fall. Jimmy Johnson's 
troops fell just short. The ’Canes will 
make yet another run at college sup- 
remacy this time around. Yes, Vinny 
Testaverde, Alonzo Highsmith and 
Jerome Brown are long gone from the 
Coral Gables campus. Still, opponents 
should heed the storm warning. Miami 
cannot be neglected as a talented nuce- 
lus, featuring the nation’s finest receiv- 
ing trio (Michael Irvin, Brett Perriman 
and Brian Blades) returns. Melvin Brat- 
ton will take his rightful place in the spot- 
light as the main running threat. 

Another Sunshine State rival, Florida 
State, is a perennial challenger to the 
throne. Bobby Bowden always takes on 
difficult challenges and this year’s sche- 
dule is very rugged. The Seminoles 
have as much talent as anybody, led by 
standout running back Sammie Smith, 
who put on quite a show in the All- 
American Bowl. A top 10 finish is a good 
bet for Bowden's squad. 

The biggest surprise among the top 
independents could be Pittsburgh. Mike 
Gottfried must find a leader at quarter- 
back, though that may be his lone 
headache. Craig Heyward and Charles 
Gladman team up to form a dynamic 
backfield duo. The Panther defense is 
solid and the last line of defense, the 
secondary, may be one of the strongest 
in the land. 

Returning to the top twenty picture 
after alengthy absence, Notre Dame will

be heard from this season. The Fighting 
Irish have turned the corner under the 
tutelage of Lou Holtz. There are a few 
gaps to be filled, but Holtz and company 
should break through, knocking off a 
number of highly-regarded opponents. 
Tim Brown will key the attack, showing 
his versatility while vying for the Heis- 
man Trophy. 

Despite severe graduation losses, 
Penn State cannot be neglected. The

schedule is very light, and a number of 
talented veterans will move into starting 
slots. Blair Thomas will make fans forget 
about D. J. Dozier quickly. 

A number of other independents 
should field fine squads. South Carolina, 
led by quarterback Todd Ellis, will 
threaten several challengers. Syracuse 
and Boston College should be respect- 
able. West Virginia will be hungry after a 
losing season. 


After leading the Cadets to back-to-back bowl appearances 
in 1984 and 1985, Jim Young expected a bit of a letdown last 
fall. His troops pulled through and finished at 6-5, giving Young 
three winning seasons in four tries at West Point. 

Army went on a rollercoaster ride in ’'86. There were great 
moments, with victories over Syracuse (33-28), Tennessee 
(25-21), Air Force (21-11), and arch-rival Navy (27-7). The latter 
two victories secured the Commander-In-Chief Trophy. On the 
dark side, the Cadets fell to Northwestern (18-25), Wake Forest 
(14-49) and Holy Cross (14-17). 

Young's wishbone offense should holds its own despite 
several graduation losses. Army must replace halfbacks Clar- 
ence Jones and Benny Wright, wide receiver Benny White, 
center Joe Manausa and tackle Rob Dickerson. 

The attack will hinge on the passing and running ability of 
quarterback Tory Crawford. One of the top athletes at the 
academy, Crawford netted 1,078 yards a year ago to lead all 
Division I-A signal-callers, That total was the third-best single- 
season mark in school history. Crawford also led the squad in 
scoring with 92 points (15 touchdowns and a two-point conver- 
sion), Junior Mark Mooney, coming off a strong spring, could 
step in at quarterback if needed. 

Senior fullback Andy Peterson, the team’s third-leading 
rusher in ’86, will get his share of carries. Peterson gained 623 
yards and scored six touchdowns while displaying good block- 
ing skills. The halfback slot is open and Young will have trouble 
filling the void. Jones and Wright totaled 1,285 yards and 11 
touchdowns last fall. Ron Herring (55 yards) and Bill Kim are 
inexperienced, though one of the two will likely inherit a starting 
job. This area will demand attention right from the start of the 
season. Senior guards Ken Goodlow and John Oleinik are 
mainstays along the interior line. 

The loss of White will limit Army's already shorthanded re- 
ceiving corps. The Cadets attempted just 102 passes last sea- 
son, so this isn’t a primary concern. There isn't a single candi- 
date for the split end slot with a varsity reception. Senior Eric 
Keltner, junior Chris Desito and sophomores Sean Jordan and 
Cameron Worsham will compete for the job. 

Only three returning regulars will reclaim berths on defense. 
Tackle Mike Lover, linebacker Ray Griffiths and free safety 
Chance Conner are on the short list of veteran incumbents. 
Lover was held out of spring drills due to rehabilitation of an 
injured knee. 

Greg Gadson and Charles Schretzman are the top candi- 
dates for the openings at end. Gadson has some starting ex- 
perience after opening in five contests in '86. Tackle Jim Brock, 
the team’s second-leading hitter with 88 stops a year ago, will 
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be missed. Senior Tom Mathers and sophomore Josh Haines 
will battle for Brock’s spot. Haines was a reserve tight end as a 
plebe. Letterwinner John Garcia and juniors Bill Lynch and Jon 
Brunner are also in the picture up front. The noseguard position 
is also unsettled. Jim Ford was in the lineup when Army opened 
against Syracuse last season, but an injury cut short his playing 
time. Ford will fight sophomore Willie Huff for the assignment. 

Griffiths is the heart and soul of the defensive unit. He paced 
the club with 104 hits in 1986 and he should lead the outfit again. 
Junior monogram man Chip England worked with the first unit 
during the spring and should fit in nicely. Converted running 
back Mike O'Toole will see time in a reserve role. 

Conner, who picked off a team-high four interceptions and 
contributed 71 tackles, is a versatile athlete. He is also a fine 
return specialist, ranking in the top 15 nationally in punt run- 
backs. Unfortunately, Conner is the lone veteran defender and 
will need formal introductions when he starts in the secondary. 
Seniors Dave Berdan and Chuck Williams appear to have 
earned cornerbacking jobs following the spring. The strong 
safety spot will be determined after senior Edrico Oliver and 
sophomore Yale Peebles battle it out. 

Army's kicking game is set as Bit Rambusch (38,8 yards per 
punt) and Keith Walker return. Walker assumed the placekick- 
ing duties for the final two games of 1986 and proved impressive 
(13 extra point conversions, two-of-two field goal tries against 
Navy). 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: With a number of positions 
unsettled, Army could have a tough time. Crawford Is cap- 
able of making up for some of the shortcomings, so the 
Cadets should finish around .500. 
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Just when most experts were ready to write off the Boston 
College Eagles last fall, Jack Bicknell’s troops were resur- 
rected. After a disappointing loss to Rutgers, a closer-than- 
expected victory over California and setbacks suffered against 
Penn State and SMU, the Eagles were sitting at 1-3 and pre- 
sumed deceased. 

After an off-year in 1985, a revival was expected. Through 
four games, however, Boston College looked terrible. Then 
came the turning point—an upset win at Maryland. Bicknell's 
squad used that victory as a stepping stone. Following the 
victory over the Terrapins, the Eagles ran off a streak of six wins 
to finish the regular season at 8-3. The surprising turnaround 
was capped off when Boston College rallied to edge Georgia in 
the Hall of Fame Bowl, 27-24. 

What's in store for the Eagles in ’87? The men from Chestnut 
Hill face a strenuous schedule with only half of the team’s 22 
starters returning. A number of key offensive players, including 
quarterback Shawn Halloran, running back Troy Stradford, 
guard Steve Trapilo and wide receiver-return specialist Kelvin 
Martin have finished their fine collegiate careers. 

Bicknell will have to determine a starting quarterback. The 
wide-open duel for the position features two youngsters with 
some experience. Juniors Mike Power and Mark Kamphaus 
both suffered injuries last fall; they should be ready to compete 
for the role. Power completed nine-of-17-passing attempts ver- 
sus California before suffering a broken bone in his left foot. 
Kamphaus tore a ligament in his thumb. 

Senior Jim Bell will step into the spotlight as the Eagles’ top 
tailback, filling Stradford’s shoes. Bell, a strong and instinctive 
rusher, netted 307 yards on just 69 carries. Tracy Giles, side- 
lined last season following knee surgery, should be at 100 
percent. Veterans Jim Turner and Jon Bronner will share the 
workload at fullback. Leading the blocking contingent will be 
6-5, 269-pound senior guard Joe Wolf and senior tackles Dave 
Widell and Jeff Oliver. 

There are a number of players ready to pick up the slack at 
wide receiver, Martin was Boston College's all-time leading 
pass-catcher with 134 receptions. Senior split end Darren Flu- 
tie, the brother of former Heisman winner and current Chicago 
Bear Doug Flutie, was an effective threat last fall. The younger 
Flutie hauled in 35 passes for 531 yards and five scores. He 
looms large in the Eagle offensive scheme. Junior Tom Waddle 
will get first crack at Martin’s job. Backup support will be sup- 
plied by Chuck Gregory, Marcus Cherry, Ray Hilvert and 
Chandler White. JUCO transfer Jim Deines will also contribute. 

Bicknell will rely on a trio of seniors—the defensive end 
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tandem of Eric Lindstrom and Bill Thompson, along with line- 
backer Bill Romanowski—to key a defense which allowed 19 
points per game last fall. Opposing attacks totaled 322 yards 
per game offensively, so this group can be stingy. Lindstrom 
contributed 78 tackles and 91% sacks in 1986. Romanowski, a 
legitimate All-America prospect, rolled up 123 tackles and four 
interceptions during the regular campaign. He followed with a 
Sterling effort against Georgia, recording 19 total stops. 

Fifth-year senior Dave Nugent (61 tackles, four sacks) re- 
turns to anchor the Eagles’ interior line. Nugent will try his hand 
at tackle after performing admirably at noseguard last season. 
The move was necessary following the departure of John Bosa, 
a first-round draft pick of the Miami Dolphins. Contestants for 
the noseguard slot include junior Peter Gray and fifth-year 
senior Karl Maler. Senior Mark Murphy and sophomore Dave 
Moore will vie for the other tackle opening, Injuries hampered 
the secondary during the spring. When healthy, Vincent Munn, 
Steve Williams and Gerrick MacPhearson are the mainstays of 
the unit. 

The kicking game, once considered a weakness, was bol- 
stered by the performance of Brian Lowe. The team's leading 
scorer with 81 points, Lowe hit on 17-of-25 field goal tries. David 
Rooney will handle the punting. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Boston College plays a 
rugged schedule, including TCU, Temple, USC, Penn State, 
Pittsburgh, Tennessee and Notre Dame. Bicknell needs a 
good year from the starting signal-caller to be successful. 
Against the stong schedule, the Eagles will be respectable 
at 7-4. 
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So close, yet so far. The Bearcats have just missed the .500 
mark the past two seasons, finishing each time at 5-6. The 
Cincinnati program has produced a number of talented players, 
yet it was often overshadowed by other independents. Outside 
of an upset win over Penn State back in 1983, Cincy has had to 
fight for recognition. Over the past nine years, only two edi- 
tions—1981 and 1982, under the tutelage of Mike Gottfried— 
have produced winning results. 

Dave Currey enters his third year at the school’s helm with 
high hopes. The schedule, with Miami of Florida, Penn State, 
West Virginia and Rutgers on it remains challenging, though 
some of the other opponents are beatable. Six of this season's 
foes finished the 1986 campaign with losing records. 

Currey has dealt with a number of talented quarterbacks 
during his coaching days. On the list of signal-callers coached 
by the veteran mentor are Heisman winner Jim Plunkett, Stan- 
ford standouts Guy Benjamin, Steve Dils and Turk Schonert, 
Long Beach State leader Todd Dillon and former Cincy hurler 
Troy Bodine. 

There is little doubt the team's success will depend on the 
passing arm of Danny McCoin. The 6-3, 195-pound senior 
blossomed last fall. He finished high in the national rankings in 
several categories, including completion percentage (third at 
64.2), passing yards (third at 2,831) and total completions 
(second with 237). Among the nation’s top returning signal- 
callers, McCoin boasts the highest career completion percen- 
tage (61.2) while ranking fifth in yardage (4,788). The Heisman 
Trophy longshot has shattered several school standards with a 
year of eligibility remaining. 

McCoin's importance is emphasized by the fact Cincinnati 
lost offensive dynamo Reggie Taylor to graduation. Taylor 
accounted for 36 percent of the offense over the past two 
seasons. He also eclipsed the 1,000-yard barrier three times 
during his collegiate career. Junior Al McKinney has served his 
apprenticeship and appears ready to give it his best shot in the 
backfield. Redshirt freshman Terry Strong may also get the call. 
The fullback position is stacked with seasoned hands. Senior 
Robert Williams was sidelined with a broken leg last fall after 
maintaining the starting job the previous year. Williams will face 
the challenge of last season’s regular fullback, junior Scott 
Tackett. 

Junior Joe Hice, a steady 6-1, 180-pound split end, led the 
Bearcats in receptions the past two seasons. He will be 
McCoin’s top target once again. Junior Steve Sanders stood out 
in relief appearances and could have a mre active role in the 
passing attack. The absence of flanker Jason Stargel, a big- 
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play veteran, leaves an opening for Roosevelt Mukes. Daryl 
Huber will open at tight end. 

The lack of depth really handcuffed the offensive line last 
year. Now Currey must seek replacements for three departed 
Starters up front. Guard Erwin Owens and center Pat Lavelle 
need assistance if the blocking wall is to improve. 

Graduation took its toll on the defensive side, with the line- 
backing corps left reeling. All-America Alex Gordon was one of 
three prevalent regulars to complete his eligibility, Sophomore 
Ron Traut is expected to fill an outside linebacking post, with 
Darryl Nash the leading hopeful to claim one of the inside 
berths. 

Currey may have to rely on his secondary to spearhead the 
defense. Safeties John Lewis and Richard Rhodes loom as 
mainstays in the new 40 alignment. Lewis made a number of 
important plays in key situations last fall. Cornerback Terry 
Noble also returns to the starting lineup. 

There is a cloud of mystery surrounding the line. Junior Chris 
Asbeck is the only returning veteran assured of a starting 
assignment. Just where he will open is also somewhat ques- 
tionable. Asbeck served as a tackle early in his career but later 
made the successful transition to end. A number of candidates 
could contend for the other openings. Senior Bob Leshnak and 
junior Tom Szabados lack size but made up for their shortcom- 
ings with tremendous quickness. The duo leads the list of 
candidates vying for playing time. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Sorry Dave, patience won't 
pay off this year. The loss of Taylor will allow opponents to 
key on McCoin. The absence of Gordon is a major blow to 
the defense. Another 5-6 will leave the Cincy fans a bit 
disappointed. 
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Last year marked the first losing campaign for the Red Raid- 
ers in eight seasons, At first glance the 1986 Raiders hardly 
seemed competitive, placing last with a 1-3 Colonial League 
mark. Upon closer inspection, however, those three defeats 
were by a combined total of seven points, with two of the three 
losses coming on the road. 

Head coach Fred Dunlap has a clearer understanding of what 
this squad needs in order to ascend from the conference cellar. 
“For us to be successful, this has to be the year of the defense 
for Colgate. At least until the offense hits its stride,” said Dunlap. 

Defensively, Dunlap will have one main concern—pass de- 
fense. Even though the Raiders return eight of last year’s star- 
ters, the secondary—which ranked last against the pass relin- 
quishing an average of 235.7 yards per game and a 59 comple- 
tion percentage—has only one returning starter, senior Sheldon 
Spice. Moving over from his outside linebacker slot to join Spice 
at the corner is Juan Dela Rosa. The safety positions are up for 
grabs with at least six players competing for the final two spots. 

What the Raiders lack in experience in the secondary they 
more than make up for with depth at linebacker and line. Inside 
linebacker Greg Manusky, a first-team All-Colonial League 
selection, heads a veteran unit. The six-foot-three, 233-pound 
Dallas native led the team with five interceptions. He will be 
joined by three familiar faces. More on Manusky; Versus Holy 
Cross he recorded a team single-game high of 23 tackles and 
finished the season with a conference-best 162. Either Matt 
Jaworski, Dan Nole or John Mody, all with playing experience 
on the inside, will remain on the inside with the others moving to 
the outside. 

The Raiders were a stringent team against the run allowing 
slightly more than 100 rushing yards per game. Opposing backs 
can expect more of the same with the return of three starters, 
including left tackle Tony Khalife. Returning on the right side are 
Kyle Warwick and junior Brian Douglas. The available left end 
position could belong to Nick Panos or Don Bedell. 

In Hamilton, N.Y., they spell offense G-A-M-B-L-E, as in 
All-America tailback Kenny Gamble. Some of his highlights 
from last season: an average of 165.1 yards per game, tops in 
the nation; 2,425 all-purpose yards, an NCAA I-AA record; and 
Colonial League Offensive Player of the Year honors. 

It comes as no great surprise to learn that the Raiders were 
the best rushing team in the conference averaging over 250 
yards on the ground per game. In tandem with Gamble is 
fullback Todd Buchner. 

For the first time in several years, Colgate will begin the 
season with an experienced signal-caller. Damon Phelan, who 
played surperbly in all 11 games, threw for 1,474 yards and 10 
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touchdown strikes. 

When Dunlap refers to his team's offense hitting “its stride” 
he is referring to the maturation of the offensive line. If this 
offense is to match its scoring capabilities of last season, Dun- 
lap must re-piece an offensive line dismembered by graduation. 
The only returning starter is right guard Brian Smith. A tentative 
starting line should feature Brian Fennell and Mike Cote at the 
tackle positions with guard Dave Popen alongside center Chris 
Robinson. 

If given a fair amount of time to look and throw, Phelan has a 
first rate receiving corps. Kyle Sanborn and Mike Orie combine 
to form the best tight end tandem in the conference. However, 
the main threat for secondary’s to fear is flanker Buddy Brown. 
Brown led the team in almost every receiving category by 
catching 38 passes for an average of 13.5 yards per grab. The 
other half of Colgate’s deep-threat duo is Glenn Chaffee. 

The kicking teams are an area of concern for ‘Gate with the 
graduation of placekicker Mike Powers and the poor showing by 
junior punter Don Charney. Competing for Powers’ vacancy are 
Brit McAdams, Rich Rosenblum and Mike Glogower. All have 
jayvee experience. Even though Charney improved his average 
by nearly four yards, he has not been very impressive with his 
34.2 average and three blocks. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: If Dunlap can assemble a 
solid offensive line, the Red Raiders will move up consider- 
ably in the standings. Gamble, a certain All-America, will 
carry the offense through the early part of the season until 
the line can mature. Dunlap’s club reverses last year’s 
record and finishes 7-4, good enough for a second place 
finish in the Colonial League. 
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Art Baker has one of the toughest jobs in America. Coaching 
at East Carolina is not an easy task. Fans want to see a winner, 
but a competitive schedule has produced negative win-loss 
results. Baker's first two seasons as ECU's head coach have 
ended at 2-9. Last year, his team was outscored 364-197. 

Sometimes a record can be misleading. The Pirates have 
faced one of the nation’s most demanding schedules. East 
Carolina has squared off against Penn State, Miami, Auburn, 
LSU, NC State, West Virginia and South Carolina; one can 
easily understand why the team is overmatched. The past two 
Heisman winners have displayed their wares against the Pirate 
defense. 

The 1987 campaign doesn't figure to be easier. The agenda 
includes visits to NC State, Illinois, West Virginia, Virginia Tech, 
South Carolina and Southern Mississippi. Florida State, Geor- 
gia Southern, Cincinnati, Miami-Florida and Temple all come 
calling to Ficklen Stadium. 

No sure victories on that list. 

Baker is realistically approaching the season. “We are going 
into the 1987 season with a much better football team,” he 
admitted. “We've not had the players to line up against the 
caliber of opponents that we have faced the past couple of 
seasons. But the combination of competition and experience 
will give us our best senior leadership that we've had since I've 
been here.” 

East Carolina tried the run-and-shoot offense last season and 
had moderate success considering two freshmen—Charlie Lib- 
retto and Travis Hunter—were at the quarterbacking command. 
Libretto started eight games and completed 48 percent of his 
attempts, good for 833 yards. He must improve his accuracy 
after tossing six interceptions (versus just one touchdown). 

The remainder of the backfield appears solid. Senior fullback 
Anthony Simpson led the Pirates with 753 yards and five touch- 
downs last fall. Junior Reggie McKinney, the team's second- 
leading rusher with 261 yards (5.2 per carry), will compete for 
the slotback position. 

A greater contribution is needed from the receiving corps. 
Baker welcomes back a number of potential standouts, led by 
sophomore flanker Walter Wilson. A true deep threat, Wilson 
averaged 20 yards per grab in ’86. Split end Andre Fields, 
Jackie Armstrong and Tony Smith are looking forward to their 
senior year. 

The offensive line is an area of concern as the Pirates lost five 
veterans from tackle to tackle. Only three experienced block- 
ers—senior Grant Lowe and juniors Joe Molineaux and Billy 
Michel—will don the purple uniforms in ’87. 

East Carolina's defense was victimized often last season. 
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Only once did the team yield less than 21 points in a contest. On 
six occasions, the opposition scored 35 or more points. 

Baker believes the ‘unit will stiffen up a bit. Only two regu- 
lars—tackle David Plum and defensive back Gary London— 
have completed their playing days in Greenville. The Pirate 
defense will revolve around a fine linebacking group. Seniors 
Bubba Waters and Vinson Smith are the best of the batch. The 
duo combined for 209 tackles in '86, 

When one discusses the ECU defensive line, a newcomer 
comes to play immediately. Mike Applewhite, a 6-5, 280-pound 
transfer from the University of North Carolina, is a big-time 
performer. Three returning regulars will flank the mammoth 
Applewhite—senior noseguard Medrick Rainbow and juniors 
Walter Bryant and Willie Powell. 

There is little need to fortify the secondary. Three regulars are 
back to defend against the pass. Ellis Dillahunt, Roswell Stree- 
ter and Flint McCallum have gained valuable experience and 
could prove more competitive. Dillahunt, a free safety, was the 
Pirates’ third-leading tackler with 72 hits. 

The kicking game is stable as Chuck Berleth, the team’s top 
scorer last fall, is back handling placement duties. He con- 
nected on 10-of-13 field goal tries and may get the call more 
often in 1987. Punter Craig Losito needs to improve on his 
37.5-yard average. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Baker feels that his team 
will be more competitive this fall. Against that schedule, an 
adequate team won't fare well. There Is still a lack of con- 
sistency at quarterback, and the defense will be worn down 
by the rugged agenda. The Pirates will be fortunate to win 
three games. 
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Bobby Bowden has a simple dream—win a national cham- 
pionship. That task has been a arduous one as Florida State 
has always believed in scheduling difficult opponents. 

The 1987 agenda isn’t exactly a piece of cake—visits to 
Michigan State, Southern Mississippi, Auburn and rival Florida, 
as well as home tilts versus Texas Tech and Miami among 
others—Bowden’s talent should be ready for the challenge. 

Why is this man smiling? Bowden, with a 90-36-3 mark and 
eight bowl appearances going into this, his 12th season at 
Tallahassee, has reason for enthusiasm. When the Seminoles 
defeated Indiana in the All-American Bowl last December, only 
three starters were seniors. In fact, Florida State returns 43 ofits 
top 50 performers from a season ago. 

Most coaches would be happy to have the problem the veter- 
an sideline boss has at quarterback. Three capable signal- 
callers will battle for playing time, though it is likely the entire trio 
will contribute in 1987. Senior Danny McManus is the primary 
candidate to earn the starting berth when Texas Tech visits 
Tallahassee in the season opener. McManus is a true leader 
and a smart quarterback. His numbers (a completion percen- 
tage of 58, 872 yards passing and seven touchdowns versus 
four interceptions) were more impressive than teammates Chip 
Ferguson and Peter Tom Willis. In fact, some experts believe if 
McManus wasn't hurt in the first half against Miami, the Semi- 
noles might have stunned the top-rated Hurricanes. 

Ferguson, a junior who started three games before yielding 
the assignment to McManus, completed 63-of-128 tosses (49.2 
percent) for 807 yards ard four touchdowns. Unfortunately, he 
was picked off seven times and sacked on 15 occasions. The 
MVP of the 1985 Gator Bow! will be pushed for backup duty by 
Willis, who was the most accurate of the threesome, completing 
61 percent of his aerials. 

While there are questions surrounding the starting signal- 
caller, there is little doubt tailback Sammie Smith will be the 
workhorse in the backfield. He showed signs of brillance in the 
All-American Bowl, garnering MVP honors by rambling for 205 
yards on 25 carries. The 6-2, 220-pound bull earned a medical 
redshirt year after suffering a stress fracture in 1985 and his 
progress was slow early last year. His late-season heroics lead 
Bowden to believe his tailback is a viable All-America hopeful. 

Juniors Victor Floyd (amazingly he led the team in rushing in 
'86 with 654 yards) and Keith Ross could start at tailback on 
most Division |-A teams. They will contribute often, as will a pair 
of fullbacks—junior Dwayne Williams and senior David Palmer. 

With four regulars returning to the trenches, the offensive line 
appears to be solid. Junior tackle Pat Tomberlin, a 6-4, 300- 
pound behemoth , hasstarted since his first year; he anchors a 
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line which also features tackle Joe lonata and guards Jason 
Kuipers and Mark Salva. Sophomore pivotman Michael Tanks 
is likely to fill the lone void. Senior speedster Herb Gainer, the 
team’s leading receiver with 27 receptions in '86, remains the 
top target. Darrin Holloman opted to forego his final year of 
eligibility to pursue a career in the Air Force. Tight end Pat 
Carter, a pro prospect, will see the ball more often this year. 

Only two of the Seminoles’ top 22 defensive players (tackle 
Gerald Nichols and linebacker Fred Jones) were lost to gradua- 
tion. Linebacker Paul McGowan led Florida State tacklers in 
each of the past two seasons and he should finally earn national 
recognition. Senior Terry Warren and junior Felton Hayes head 
the list of outside linebacking candidates, with sophomore Odell 
Haggins and junior John Eaford fighting for Jones’ vacated post. 

Experience is the key word when looking at the Seminole 
secondary. The quartet has played together as a unit the past 
two years. Junior Deion Sanders, an All-America hopeful who 
picked off four passes and also handled the punt return chores, 
teams up with senior Eric Williams at the corners. Senior Greg 
Newell and junior Stan Shiver handle the safety assignments. 
Up front, sophomore Eric Hayes and junior Steve Gabbard 
figure to open at the tackle slots, with Thomas Harp and Chris 
Miller top contenders for duty at noseguard if they can put their 
off-the-field problems behind them. 

Senior Derek Schmidt should re-write the majority of the 
school's placekicking records in '87. He needs just one point to 
become the school’s all-time leading scorer. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Seminoles have all the 
weapons, and this could be Bowden's big year. Experience 
and speed are the two main assets as Florida State grabs a 
spot in the top 10. 
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After taking over under difficult circumstances shortly before 
the 1986 season, head coach Mark Duffner completely turned 
around a troubled Crusader program and registered the first 
10-win season in school history. (They have been playing foot- 
ball at Holy Cross since 1891.) 

The Crusaders, 10-1 overall and a perfect 4-0 within the 
Colonial League, will field an extremely strong team on both 
sides of the ball with 17 starters back in Worcester (10 offense, 
seven defense). 

The first player that immediately comes to mind when refer- 
ting to Holy Cross is Heisman Trophy candidate Gordie Lock- 
baum. The 5-11, 195-pound senior is a throw-back to the long- 
lost days of college football. In an era of specialized players, 
Lockbaum has mastered several positions on both sides of the 
line. The versatile tailback/ cornerback, as he is listed, also 
contributed at free safety, strong safety and kickoff returner. In 
their 38-14 triumph over Lafayette he even punted three times 
for an average of 30.3 yards. 

Sharing a good deal of the offensive burden is quarterback 
Jeff Wiley. The junior signal-caller threw for a conference-best 
16 touchdowns and completed 57 percent of his 310 attempts. 
Wiley is an elusive passer who throws equally well rolling out. 

The Multiple “!” offense that the Crusaders run is geared 
more towards the pass. Besides Lockbaum swinging out of the 
backfield for some healthy gains, Wally Dembowski and Randy 
Pedro present many problems for opposing secondaries. De- 
mbowski is a sure-handed receiver who averaged nearly four 
receptions per game. Pedro averaged nearly 15 yards per 
reception after playing in all 11 games. 

The cornerstone of this high-scoring offense is the solid offen- 
sive line. Four of this year's blocking quintet have starting 
experience. The competition for the right guard spot will be 
between Dennis Golden and Jim Andreoli. 

With the return of 10 defensive starters—five of which were 
named All-Conference—from a unit that finished first in overall 
defense, the 1987 HC defense should prove even more formid- 
able. 

Keying the defensive front is tackle Andy Martin. The 6-3, 
240-pound senior led the Crusaders with 16 sacks that totalled 
100 yards in losses. 

Playing the inside of the 5-2 defense along with Martin will be 
Mike Jednak and Gerry Trietley. The ends will feature Jim Kelly 
and Tommy Smith. With these four veterans back, Holy Cross 
can expect to surrender the least amount of rushing yards per 
game in the conference. 

Graduation has hurt Cross at linebacker. Duffner will rely on 
the services of Dave Mitchell and Rob McGovern. McGovern, 
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starting only three games last season, finished the season as 
the third leading defensive star with 89 total tackles. Mitchell, 
who only played in two games last season, will be on the left 
side. 

Teams coming into ancient Fitton Field for a Saturday after- 
noon will be wise not to throw the ball. The ball-hawking Cross 
secondary has three starters back—all of whom made all- 
conference. Atthe corners are Byron Dixon and Lockbaum, with 
Tom Estep at free safety. Between them they intercepted 12 
passes. Still clouded is the strong safety position. Possible 
candidates include transfer Ernie Garlington or David Jones. 
This unit which held quarterbacks under 48 percent comple- 
tions is considered to be stronger this season. 

The Crusaders were victimized too often by their own mis- 
takes, losing an average of 74 yards per game due to penalties. 

The arrival of placekicker Scott Kania will fill the void left by 
Billy Young and his accurate extra-point foot. At punter is Jack 
Phelps, with everyone's favorite backup Lockbaum on the side- 
lines, Phelps has the potential to boom the ball but needs to 
develop better consistency and raise his average above the 
37-yard mark. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Crusaders are clearly 
the most talented and physically superior team in the con- 
ference. Can they duplicate their double-digit success? 
Certainly. The only change from last season’s schedule is 
the subtraction of Boston College and the addition of Villa- 
nova. From their opening game on September 12th at West 
Point, Lockbaum will be once again running/ intercepting 
his way onto the Heisman ballot.

When Howard Schnellenberger accepted the head coaching 
position at the University of Louisville in 1985, he knew it would 
take time to build a winner. He preached patience, claiming that 
his success at the University of Miami did not come overnight. 

In Schnellenberger’s first season at Miami (1979), he led the 
‘Canes to a 5-6 record. Four years later, he celebrated a nation- 
al championship. The progression at Louisville hasn’t been the 
same. Over his first two seasons at the helm, the Cardinals have 
won just five games. 

There is little doubt that Schnellenberger’s presence has had 
a positive effect on the program. The school has recruited a 
number of blue-chip athletes while signing several impressive 
JUCO transfers. 

Year number three of the building process will give a true 
indication of how far this program has gone forward, Or it could 
prove Schnellenberger’s desire for a patient approach needs 
more time before paying dividends. The schedule isn't a cake- 
walk by any stretch, but there are several beatable opponents. 
Forget about trips to Florida State and Tennessee. Marshall, 
Murray State and Akron are on the agenda and all three must 
visit Louisville. 

The quarterback position will be the focal point of Schnel- 
lenberger’s concerns. Ed Rubbert, the school’s all-time leading 
passer, graduated. Jay Gruden, who took away the starting job 
from Rubbert early in 1986, had major knee surgery late in the 
campaign and may not be ready for the '87 opener against 
Tulane. A collection of youngsters will compete for the job 
should Gruden fail to answer the bell. 

JUCO transfer Eric Lawton, a standout from California, has 
as much experience as the other candidates. Senior David 
Miller and junior Todd Johnson are familiar with Schnellenber- 
ger’s system despite limited playing time (Miller threw six pas- 
ses a year ago). Also throwing their hats into the competitive 
ring are freshmen Brian Browning, Joey Crenshaw and Erik 
Watts. All three newcomers are outstanding athletes. 

Even if the quarterbacking prospects fail, Louisville can de- 
pend on a potentially strong ground attack. Top back Deon 
Booker returns after rushing for 516 yards (4.6 per carry) and 
five scores. The sure-handed native of Largo, Florida also 
pulled in 18 passes for 237 yards, Larry Stricklin (214 yards, 5.1 
per carry average) and Keith Stephens will be showcased with 
Booker. Two-time monogram man Craig Swabek, transfer 
Tyrone Thomas and redshirt freshmen Pete Bynm, Bobby Hall 
and David Moyler will be in the hunt for playing time. 

With top two pass-catchers Eric Vaughn and tight end Danny 
Thomas departing, Louisville will pin its receiving hopes on 
two-year letterwinner Calvin Dixson and Joey Hamilton (13 
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grabs, 184 yards). Chad Fortune and George Williams will fill 
the void at tight end. Newcomer Anthony Cummings was one of 
the nation’s top prep receivers; he caught 53 touchdowns for his 
Detroit-based school. 

The offensive line was hit hard by graduation losses as three 
starters are gone. Bruce Armstrong will be difficult to replace. 
Mike Mauzy, Harry George and Jeff Smith all saw duty as 
part-time starters and Schnellenberger will rely on the trio to 
provide adequate blocking. 

Youth will show in the defensive secondary, while the line and 
linebacking corps appear to be strong. Louisville will again 
deploy the 5-2 alignment. Chris Thieneman, a seasoned stand- 
out at tackle, heads up the interior wall. He is flanked by end 
Kevin Harvey and middle guard Andrew Higgs. 

When one discusses the Cardinal linebacking corps, the first 
name normally mentioned is Matt Battaglia. The two-time lead- 
ing tackler has graduated, leaving sophomore starter Chris 
Sellars to hold down the fort. Depth is provided by senior Ron 
Madrick, sophomore Neil Singleton and redshirt freshman Ed 
Reynolds. 

The secondary returns intact, but it is a sophomore- 
dominated unit. Calvert Cole, Antonio Davis and Anthony Wig- 
gins all started last fall, and the extra year’s worth of experience 
should help the threesome tighten up the passing lanes. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: This will be the year Louis- 
ville is under the gun. Schnellenberger has been given time 
to assemble a team he feels can win. The Cards will be more 
competitive in 1987, but there are still a few questionable 
areas and voids to be filled. Louisville will fall short of .500, 
though the program is going in the right direction. 
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When the average sports fan thinks about Memphis State 
University, basketball is the first thing which comes to his mind. 
The football program, even if it is clean, is second fiddle. Since 
1978, the school has enjoyed just one winning season, a 6-4-1 
mark under the late Rex Dockery in 1983. 

Charlie Bailey was hired in December of 1985 with one clear 
purpose—build a winner to please the Mid-South faithful. His 
first season at the helm was far from glorious as the Tigers went 
1-10. The lone triumph was a 22-21 victory over Vanderbilt. It 
would have been nice if the team played a few close games, but 
only two of the 10 setbacks were decided by a touchdown or 
less. 

Injuries and inexperience crippled the Tigers last fall. To his 
credit, Bailey never stopped working, and his team’s defense 
improved during the latter stages of the campaign. Now, with 17 
Starters returning, there is a chance this squad will perform as a 
cohesive unit. Whether or not that means a lot, only time will tell. 

Sophomore Tim Jones assumed the starting assignment at 
quarterback at midseason, when the Tigers tried the wishbone 
attack. Jones proved himself as an effective leader despite 
mediocre statistics (40 percent completion ratio, nine intercep- 
tions versus just three touchdowns passing) and should run the 
show again in 1987. Letterwinner Andy Whitwell and freshman 
redshirts Rusty Trail and Ron Bemis are also available. 

Fullback Wayne Pryor, the team’s top rusher last season with 
501 yards, returns for his sophomore season. James White and 
Gerald White (no relation) shared the tailback duties in '86 and 
more good things are expected in the future. Bill Moody, the 
fourth-leading ground gainer, also returns. 

The offensive line is one of Memphis State’s bright spots. All 
five regulars were forced to see added playing time due to 
injuries last year, and the experience should pay off. The contin- 
gent certainly sports great size. Tackle Tim Borcky, at 6-9 and 
295 pounds, is one of the nation’s biggest blockers. He is joined 
up front by center Ted Gatewood (6-3, 250), tackle Keith Shirley 
(6-3, 260), and guards Reid Bennett (6-3, 250) and Scott Dill 
(6-5, 272). Several letterwinners could contribute should the 
injury bug strike again. 

Jerry Harris, the top Tiger receiver and return specialist, has 
finished his eligibility. Newcomers Van Drayton and William 
Arnold could provide immediate relief. They will compete for 
playing time, along with letterwinners Sammy Seals (12 catch- 
es, tied for second best on the team), Ray Craft, Charles Wilson, 
Chris Martin and Elgin Perkins. 

Bailey, known for his defensive prowess while serving as an 
assistant coach at several colleges (most recently Florida be- 
fore his arrival in Memphis), will have his hands full recoristruct- 
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ing the unit. The top two tacklers, linebackers David Brandon 
and Octavian Sharp will be missed. 

Inexperience will hurt the defensive line corps as only four 
lettermen are available. James Cribbs, who sat out last season 
with a knee injury, is fighting his way back into the lineup. 
Noseguard Tory Epps played with the first team most of the 
1986 campaign. Greg Ross and Rodney Lewis have limited 
seasoning. Newcomers could aid this area as well. Tony Man- 
ning, a transfer from the ill-fated Wichita State program, and 
JUCO standout Brian Brawner may move up the depth chart 
early. 

Junior Damon Young is the only starter returning at lineback- 
er. The team’s fourth-leading tackler with 79, the 6-1, 215- 
pound Young could be flanked by a couple of newcomers. 
JUCO Jon Tabler is expected to contend for a starting job. Bevin 
Carpenter will attempt a comeback following a bad knee injury. 

The secondary returns intact, and the unit could feel the 
pressure if the linemen and linebackers fail to come through. 
Strong safety Ron Palmer leads the quartet. Mike Nettles and 
Jerry Craine are the incumbents at the corners, while the free 
safety post is ably manned by Reggie Dubose. 

Special teams could be a minor problem for the Tigers. Be- 
sides the loss of return specialist Harris, punter Arthur Franklin 
gave up his eligibility to attend medical school. Placekicker John 
Butler, who connected on seven-of-nine field goal tries, is back. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: It will be a long time before 
the Memphis State football program makes noise on the 
national level. Bailey is a hard-working coach, but he has 
too many gaps on the defensive side. A four-win season 
would be impressive under the circumstances, 
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After going through the regular season with an unblemished 
record, the Miami Hurricanes’ shot at a national championship 
came down to the final precious few seconds in the Fiesta Bowl. 
The opponent, Penn State, led 14-10. A last-ditch effort put 
Jimmy Johnson's team inside the Nittany Lion 10. A perfect year 
was on the line in the waning moments. But Heisman Trophy 
winner Vinny Testaverde suffered his fifth interception of the 
game and Miami fell just short of its title aspirations. 

So close, yet so far. The 'Canes shouldn't forget the success 
of the 1986 campaign. The memory of that final disappointment 
shouldn't overshadow the tremendous performance over 11 
games. Johnson is looking forward to this season, desiring 
another crack at the elusive national crown. 

Can the ’'Canes come back to contend for top ten honors? 
Miami lost its share of top talent, led, of course, by Testaverde. 
All-Americas from both lines, namely center Gregg Rakoczy 
and defensive stalwart Jerome Brown will be missed as well. 
Farewell to running back Alonzo Highsmith and offensive line- 
men Dave Alekna and Paul O’Connor. Despite the graduation 
losses, the answer is yes. 

Johnson has won 21 of 24 games the past two years at Miami. 
While it won't be easy to duplicate that kind of success, oppo- 
nents of the Coral Gables-based squad aren't shedding any 
tears. A total of 45 letterwinners return, including several re- 
serves who are ready for a shot at the limelight. 

One player who waited for his turn is sophomore signal-caller 
Steve Walsh. The native of Saint Paul, Minnesota has the 
unenviable challenge of replacing a Heisman Trophy winner 
named Testaverde. The only returning quarterback with varsity 
experience, Walsh should fit in nicely inthe team’s pro passing 
scheme. Should he fail to live up to expectations, sophomore 
Bill Trukowski and freshman Greg Jones will be available for 
duty. Surviving under the pressure of playing at a quarterback 
factory (Kelly, Kosar and Vinny; not bad) won't be that difficult 
because the offensive supporting cast is exceptional. 

No major college can boast a receiving corps as talented as 
the trio of Mike Irvin (53 catches, 868 yards), Brett Perriman (34 
grabs, 647 yards) and Brian Blades (18 receptions, team-high 
21.8 yards per catch). The three juniors are capable deep 
threats. Irvin is well on his way to re-writing the school’s record 
books. He already holds the Miami mark for career touchdown 
receptions with 20, including 11 last season. 

Life without Highsmith, last year’s leading rusher, won't be 
painful as Warren Williams and Melvin Bratton figure to carry 
the bulk of the ground attack. Williams (399 yards) averaged 
five yards per carry in 1986 while Bratton scored eight touch- 
downs. 
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Even without Rakoczy, Alekna or O'Connor, the Miami offen- 
sive line should provide adequate protection while opening 
holes for Williams and Bratton. Scott Provin, John O'Neill, Matt 
Patchan and Maurice Maddox all have extensive experience. 
O'Neill was sidelined with torn knee ligaments for half the ’86 
campaign but is expected to return at full strength. 


Brown's absence up front will be offset by the return of a solid 
nucleus. Derwin Jones, Dan Stubbs, Dan Sileo and Bill Hawkins 
were integral members of the alignment a year ago. Stubbs, a 
6-4, 241-pound fifth-year senior, led the ‘Canes with 17 sacks 
last fall and also holds the school record in that category. 

Speaking of the Miami record book, George Mira, Jr. set a 
standard for career assisted tackles and the standout lineback- 
er should assault Scott Nicholas’ record for career total stops. 


The secondary was often overlooked last season, though few 
opponents were able to move the ball through the air. Miami’s 
foes completed just under 45 percent of their aerial attempts, 
good for only 1,506 yards. The defensive backfield was sche- 
duled to return intact, though Selwyn Brown had legal problems 
during the offseason and his status was somewhat clouded. 

Senior free safety Bennie Blades earned All-America honors 
after leading the nation in thefts with 10 last season. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Don’t count these ‘Canes 
out. Testaverde will be missed, though there is enough 
talent to go through an adequate schedule (Florida, South 
Carolina, Arkansas, Florida State and Notre Dame are on 
the agenda) with at least eight victories. 
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There was little peace and tranquil-ity when the Midshipmen 
struggled last season. Coach Gary Tranquill’s status at the 
Naval Academy was in question when the 1986 campaign 
began. After a 3-1 start, his detractors limited their criticism. By 
the end of the year, Tranquill was out of ajob. The Midshipmen, 
after scoring wins over Virginia, Lehigh and Dartmouth (the 
team fell to Indiana), simply fell apart. The final seven outings 
ended in defeat, including a pair of stunning losses—to Penn 
and Delaware. During that horrible stretch, Navy yielded 244 
points while scoring 103. 

Former Western Michigan head coach Elliot Uzelac, also an 
ex-Navy assistant, has a difficult task ahead. Rebuilding the 
program isn't an easy assignment when considering all 11 
defensive starters have completed their eligibility. For the past 
five seasons, Uzelac enjoyed success as an offensive line 
coach under Bo Schembechler at Michigan. 

Already the new coach has made dramatic changes in an 
effort to improve on the 3-8 mark of 1986. The Midshipmen will 
run the wishbone this fall, while the defensive unit will also be 
restructured. The primary concerns are at quarterback, line- 
backer and within the secondary. 

Uzelac will build his offense around an exceptional running 
back, 5-10 senior Chuck Smith. Despite injury woes, Smith 
netted 933 yards (4.9 per carry) and scored 12 times (10 
rushing) in '86. The nation’s 10th-leading all-purpose ground 
gainer, Smith also caught 26 aerials for 280 yards. Senior Don 
Holl, who gained 88 yards against arch-rival Army, junior Paul 
Parker and sophomore Rodney Brown will serve as backups. 
Senior Curtis Brown is the top prospect at fullback. 

Finding an adequate signal-caller to run the wishbone may be 
atop the priority list. Inexperienced hands may struggle early as 
the top three quarterbacks of a year ago, including record- 
holder Bill Byrne (15 school marks to his credit), are gone. 
Among the competitors for the job are seniors Vernon Wallace 
and John Nobers, juniors Chris Cashman and Bill Wilson, and 
sophomores Aaron Johnson and Paul Bowman. Wallace and 
Johnson have played wide receiver in college but both handled 
quarterbacking chores in high school. 

The decision to go to the wishbone may limit the effectiveness 
of a respectable receiving corps. Split end Troy Saunders (29 
receptions, 446 yards, four scores) will be Navy's top target. 
Senior Don Hughes and sophomore Clay Stackhouse also 
have experience and should contribute. Guards Joe Brennan 
and Brian McGoldrick will anchor the offensive line. 

To say that the defense must be rebuilt would be a drastic 
understatement. Last year’s unit yielded just under 375 yards 
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per game. The team's top 12 tacklers from a year ago are gone. 
Several backups will be thrown into the fire immediately. Only 
two letterwinners—rover Curtis Irby and safety Mike Marchil- 
don—have any starting experience (albeit limited). Irby is the 
co-leader in tackles among returning Midshipmen (tied with 
linebacker Mark Pimpo) with 31 hits. Pimpo is expected to man 
one linebacking position, with junior Dave Moyer and sopho- 
mores Scott Prinz, Rob Garretson and Dan Bishop in the run- 
ning for the other berth, 

Senior Len Armstrong and junior Paul Day are the top hope- 
fuls for the secondary positions opposite Irby and Marchildon. 
Up front, the return of 6-3 senior tackle Mike Musser will help 
immeasurably, Musser was burdened by numerous injuries last 
season. Junior Troy Holland (six tackles-for-losses, four sacks 
in limited action) appears ready for full-time duty. 

Punter Andy Mueck returns for his senior season after aver- 
aging 36.4 yards per kick last fall. Senior Bob Sunderland and 
junior Ted Fundoukos shared the placekicking load in 1986 and 
both specialists will be called upon again this time around. The 
graduation loss of Marc Firlie leaves a void on the return teams. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: It will take time for Navy to 
adjust to the wishbone, so the scheduling of William and 
Mary and Lehigh early will be beneficial. With a healthy 
Smith and some speed at quarterback, the offense will put 
its share of points on the board. The only problem is sim- 
ple: the opposition will have a field day against an inexperi- 
enced and unproven defense. Uzelac will suffer through a 
rough first year. A four-victory campaign would be im- 
pressive. 
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Four setbacks over the first five weeks of play made for an 
inauspicious start at Notre Dame for Lou Holtz. A closer look 
showed that three of those losses came by a total of seven 
points, Facing the nation’s most challenging schedule, the 
coach suffered through trying times during his first year at South 
Bend. 

The final record of 5-6 was a bit misleading. The Fighting Irish 
actually outscored the opposition by 299-219, Five of the team's 
six defeats came by five points or less (a total of 14 points for 
those keeping score). The season finale showed just how far 
the program had recovered, as Notre Dame rallied for a last- 
second, 38-37 win over rival USC. 

Holtz and company appear ready for yet another grueling 
schedule. Four of the first five games are away from home— 
visits to Michigan, Purdue, Pittsburgh and Air Force should give 
Notre Dame a nice edge in the frequent flyer program. The 
agenda for the second half of the campaign isn't easy—USC, 
Boston College and Alabama visit South Bend, with the final two 
contests at defending national champion Penn State and run- 
ner-up Miami-Florida. 

Finding a suitable replacement for starting quarterback Steve 
Beuerlein is an interesting task. Senior Terry Andrysiak has 
starting experience and is the favorite to inherit the position. 
Andrysiak is a multi-talented performer, capable of breaking a 
long run. Junior Steve Belles, who saw limited action in seven 
games in 1986, is the top contender for the role. 

Notre Dame’s offense will be built around one of the nation’s 
premier threats in flanker Tim Brown. The senior Heisman 
Trophy candidate posted impressive numbers last fall—he 
finished third nationally in all-purpose yardage (176 per game) 
while pacing the team in receptions (45), receiving yards (910), 
and kickoff returns (27.9-yard average, two touchdowns). 

Brown will be flanked by veterans Reggie Ward, Tony Eason 
and Ray Dumas. The trio should adequately fill the void created 
by starting split end Milt Jackson's graduation. Alvin Miller, one 
of the most highly-recruited players of the last decade, never 
lived up to his potential. Miller is expected to return to the lineup 
around midseason following reconstructive knee surgery. 

Notre Dame's ground game should be solid as the team’s top 
six rushers return. Junior Mark Green (406 yards) and sopho- 
more Anthony Johnson (349, five touchdowns) figure to split the 
duties at tailback. The fullback slot will be shared by fifth-year 
senior Pernell Taylor and sophomore Braxston Banks. 

Holtz will welcome back an experienced set of blockers. A 
quartet of fifth-year seniors—center Chuck Lanza, guard Tom 
Freeman and tackles Byron Spruell and Tom Rehder—are back 
for a final go-around. 
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The lack of seasoning on the defensive side must concern 
Holtz. Senior outside linebacker Cedric Figaro (59 stops, seven 
fumble recoveries) is assured a starting position. All of the other 
tackle and linebacking berths will have contenders battling for 
playing time. Major graduation losses swept the unit of seven 
regulars 


Senior Jeff Kunz is expected to fill one of the openings along 
the line after starting three games last fall. Senior Matt Dingens, 
juniors Tom Gorman and Rich Morrison, and sophomore Jeff 
Alm will vie for playing time. Nose tackle Mike Griffin's status is 
questionable following back surgery performed in January. If 
healthy, Griffin would be a major contributor. 


The Irish will rely on senior Wes Pritchett (46 hits), junior Ned 
Bolcar and sophomore Mike Stonebreaker (a perfect name for a 
defender) to move into the lineup at linebacker. Notre Dame is 
also thin in the secondary. Fifth-year senior cornerback Marv 
Spence and senior safety Brandy Wells figure to lead the contin- 
gent. Wells should excel after being slowed by knee injuries last 
fall. 


Holtz also has to revitalize the kicking game. Placement 
specialist John Carney (school record 51 career field goals, 
21-of-28 last season) and punter Dan Sorensen have gradu- 
ated. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Irish continue in the 
right direction on the road to recovery. The schedule is 
rugged, the depth and defense are suspect, and the kicking 
game is hurting. Holtz waves the magic wand and finishes 
7-4, good enough to earn a postseason bowl bid. 
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Give Joe Paterno a month to prepare for an opponent and the 
Nittany Lion mentor will find a way to limit that foe. Such was the 
case in last year’s Fiesta Bowl showdown again t Miami. With 
the national championship on the line, Paterno gave his troops 
the winning game plan. PENN STATE 14, MIAMI 10. The score 
says it all. 

That victory marked an incredible campaign. The 1986 sea- 
son marked the end of a century of football at University Park. 
The crew from Happy Valley survived several scares, emerging 
victorious against Cincinnati (23-17), Maryland (17-15) and 
Notre Dame (24-19). 

Getting to the top of the mountain is one thing. Staying on top 
is a different story. The last time the national champion went on 
to defend the crown was almost a decade ago, when Alabama 
retained the top spot in the AP poll. Paterno, whose first win this 
fall will mark number 200 on the Penn State sidelines, can be 
proud of many accomplishments. He has led the Lions to 18 
bowl appearances, two national titles, six undefeated regular 
seasons and has turned out numerous All-Americas. Perhaps 
the greatest feat to date is his 12 bowl victories. 

If Paterno is to lead his team back into the thick of a national 
championship race, he may need to use mirrors. From the 
squad which won the title in Tempe, 15 starters plus both kicking 
specialists have completed their eligibility. A number of those 
departed stars were fifth-year seniors, and there is a question of 
who will supply the leadership this fall. Replacing All-America 
linebacker Shane Conlan, running back D. J. Dozier (the team's 
top rusher the past four seasons), as well as the entire defen- 
sive line is a difficult assignment, even for a genius like Paterno. 

In all, four defensive and three offensive starters will be in the 
lineup when Penn State opens against Bowling Green. Inside 
linebackers Trey Bauer and Pete Giftopoulos are joined by 
secondary standouts Eddie Johnson at cornerback and hero 
back Marques Henderson. A defense which never yielded more 
than 19 points in a single game last fall must be remodeled. 
Giftopoulos, one of the heroes in the Fiesta Bowl triumph, was 
the Lions’ second-leading tackler with 71 hits. His interception in 
the latter stages of the championship game locked up the 
victory. 

Tackle Pete Curkendall almost played as much as the star- 
ters. Paterno will have to rebuild his line around the tenacious 
lineman. Matt Johnson earned a letter as backup nose tackle 
and should move into the starting unit without much difficulty. 

The picture in the secondary isn't that bleak as two backups 
appear ready to grab the positions vacated by Duffy Cobbs and 
Ray Isom. Seniors Dwayne Downing and John Greene will be 
tested early. 
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The only three returning starters on the offensive side are 
wide receiver Ray Roundtree, tackle Stan Clayton and guard 
Steve Wisniewski. The cupboard isn’t completely bare as Pater- 
no will give a number of quality backups the opportunity to move 
into the starting lineup. 

Fifth-year senior Matt Knizner has been effective in a relief 
role when John Shaffer struggled. Now Knizner will be thrown 
into the Lions' den of pressure. He completed 14-of-36 aerials 
for 217 yards in limited duty. More importantly, he will have to 
assume the leadership role Shaffer handled so well. 

The loss of Dozier will allow Blair Thomas to step into the 
spotlight. Thomas shattered a school record by averaging 8.4 
yards per carry last fall. His 92-yard run against Syracuse 
eclipsed another school standard. Also the team’s top kickoff 
returner (he broke a 91-yard touchdown scamper against Pitt- 
sburgh), Thomas finished the ‘86 campaign with 504 yards. 
Paterno will have to rely on his talents as Dozier, Steve Smith, 
Tim Manoa and David Clark have left. That foursome accounted 
for over 1,900 of Penn State’s ground yards. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Paterno’s coaching ability 
will be tested as this team doesn’t even resemble last 
year’s championship edition. Knizner can fill in at quarter- 
back, and Thomas is a talented rusher in his own right, but 
the lack of quality depth will hurt the contingent. There is 
no way the defense, especially against the run (opponents 
gained just 767 yards, or two yards per carry) can match 
last year’s effectiveness. The schedule is not easy, so the 
Nittany Lions could lose three or four games. Paterno will 
get a shot at bowl win 13. 
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Panther football is on the rise again, thanks mainly to the 
efforts of Mike Gottfried. Entering his second year at the Pitt- 
sburgh helm, Gottfried feels that his team will improve on last 
year’s record of 5-5-1. The 1986 campaign was an emotional 
rollercoaster for the coach. 

Pitt opened slowly, losing to Maryland and tying North Caroli- 
na State. After impressive back-to-back victories (over Purdue 
and West Virginia), the momentum was shut down as Temple 
pulled off a 19-13 surprise. Just as the team was expecting 
another slide, a shocking 10-9 decision at Notre Dame. Aloss at 
Syracuse later on proved disappointing, while wins over Navy 
and Rutgers and setbacks against Miami-Florida and Penn 
State were expected. 

Gottfried realized that the rebuilding of the program, which 
decayed during the Foge Fazio era, would take some time. The 
progress will be tested when the Panthers open the '87 season 
in Provo, Utah against a BYU team which is also attempting to 
regroup. In an effort to improve the prospects, Gotffried made 
wholesale coaching changes. Joining the Pittsburgh staff are 
Jack Harbaugh, the former boss at Western Michigan, offensive 
line coach Bill Meyers and new special teams coach Scott 
O'Brien. Meyers is a familiar face in Pittsburgh after serving with 
the Steelers in 1984, 

One of the first objectives of this Pittsburgh edition will be the 
determination of a starting signal-caller. John Congemi is gone 
but hardly forgotten. Sal Genilla and Joe Felitsky have been 
thrown into the fire before and both are hungry for the opportun- 
ity to start. Felitsky comes from the same high school which 
produced another famous Panther quarterback, Dan Marino. 
Gotffried, assuring himself of a quality crop, went out and re- 
cruited a number of future prospects. Genilla and Felitsky 
should battle for the job this time around, though a newcomer 
could come out and impress the coaching staff. 

The rushing corps will be one of the team’s strengths this 
year. Craig Heyward got his act together both on and off the 
gridiron. Heyward, a bulldozing junior at six-feet and 260 
pounds, came into his own last fall, netting 756 ground yards 
while contributing 29 receptions for 361 yards. Charles Glad- 
man returns for his senior season knowing he can fare better 
than his 409 yards and one touchdown rushing of a year ago. 
There is plenty of depth as former walk-on Bill Fegley, Nate 
Heyward (Craig's brother) and converted linebacker Zeke Gad- 
son are available for backup roles. 

Pittsburgh also boasts a solid receiving group. Billy Osborn 
paced the squad with 33 receptions for 414 yards in 1986. He 
will be joined by sophomore Hosea Heard (16 grabs as a 
freshman), senior Michael Stewart (28 catches, 393 yards), 
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Darrin Gillaspie and Reggie Williams. Prior to suffering a broken 
leg, Williams was the talk of the team, recording 17 catches for 
239 yards in just three contests. 

All-America lineman Randy Dixon must be replaced, though 
the trenches should be ably manned. Guard Mark Stepnoski is 
the latest in a series of All-America blockers. 

Gottfried went to the 4-3 defensive alignment last season and 
the positive results followed. Pittsburgh ranked nationally in the 
top 10 in total defense (276.9 yards per game) and rush de- 
fense. 

The Panthers will count on a solid secondary to carry the 
defense. All four starters—Teryl Austin, Billy Owens, Gary 
Richard and Quintin Jones—have the ability to make the big 
play. Austin finished fifth nationally with seven thefts. 

The line was weakened by the loss of three standouts, led by 
All-America Tony Woods. Tony Siragusa and Burt Grossman 
were starters a year ago and both should make great contribu- 
tions. 

Middle linebacker Jerry Olsavsky will receive plenty of atten- 
tion as opposing blockers will have their hands full. The junior 
earned a starting spot and paid dividends by leading Panther 
tacklers with 127 hits. Outside linebacker Steve Apke has com- 
pleted his eligibility, leaving a major void. 

Jeff VanHorne and John Rasp locked up positions on the 
special teams. VanHorne totaled 62 points after beating out 
Mark Brasco for a job. Rasp, a walk-on on the school’s basket- 
ball squad, averaged 38.9 yards a punt in ’86. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Pittsburgh’s prospects will 
be improved this season. The team Is going in the right 
direction. Led by the strong ground game, the Panthers will 
be one of the better teams in the east. 
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Rutgers 


The Scarlet Knights have been competing for respect among 
eastern college football powers. Last fall, Rutgers had the 
opportunity to gain recognition. After wins over Boston College 
and Syracuse early in the campaign, coach Dick Anderson 
brought his team into University Park, Pennsylvania for a 
matchup against Penn State, and his teacher, Joe Paterno. 

The teacher's team dominated against the pupil's, 31-6. 

Following a close loss versus Florida and impressive wins 
against Army and Louisville, Rutgers had another crack at 
eastern respectability. The Knights closed with West Virginia, 
Pittsburgh and Temple. Anderson's squad came close, but that 
wasn't good enough, All three games ended in defeat, with two 
of the three decided by a touchdown. 

The 1986 season ended at 5-5-1. Rutgers could have, witha 
few breaks, won eight games. Anderson's first three years at the 
New Brunswick, New Jersey-based school was equivalent to a 
rollercoaster ride. After an initial 7-3 mark, the team slipped to 
2-8-1 the following year. Last season was like a happy medium. 

The Knights again face an ambitious schedule. Besides the 
normal eastern teams on the agenda, Rutgers will play Cincin- 
nati, Kentucky, Duke and Vanderbilt. 

Scott Erney was promoted to starting signal-caller for the last 
six games of '86 following an injury to Joe Gagliardi. Erney 
returns for his junior season knowing the job is his right from the 
start. He completed 96-of-190 passes for 1,160 yards and six 
touchdowns. Sophomore John Murphy will serve as Erney’s 
backup. 

Anderson is confident that his running backs can put forth 
impressive numbers. The team’s top eight backs return, led by 
junior Matt Prescott. The tailback rushed for 606 yards and 
enjoyed a pair of 100-yard efforts. Senior Curtis Stephens was 
the Knights’ starting fullback for all 11 games last season. 
Stephens netted 419 yards on the ground and proved to be a 
valuable pass-catching threat (27 receptions) as well. Juniors 
Dan Lipsett (186 yards) and Mike Botti (154) should make 
greater contributions this fall. Henry Henderson (129 yards in 
three games before suffering a chest injury) also will be counted 
on. 

Rutgers also boasts an experienced and deep receiving 
corps. Seniors Bruce Campbell (team-high 30 receptions) and 
Greg Alvord provide support at tight end. Senior flanker Brian 
Cobb and junior split end Eric Young ranked 1-2 in receiving 
yardage, combining for 699. Both Cobb and Young are also 
proven kickoff returners. Senior Roy Hoover added 17 recep- 
tions as a part-time starter. 

The prospects on the defensive side are not as bright. Five 
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important regulars have finished their collegiate careers. Line- 
backer Tyronne Stowe, the school’s all-time leading tackler and 
an All-America selection, will be difficult to replace. Also missing 
from the lineup are defensive linemen Mike Fleming and Harry 
Swayne, a four-year letterwinner, linebacker Matt Bachman 
and strong safety Luis Moro. 

Junior George Bankos and sophomore Scott Miller shared 
time in the starting lineup up front. Miller totaled seven tackles- 
for-losses and four sacks. The addition of 6-7 Nick Thompkins, 
a transfer from Rice, will help bolster the defensive interior. 

Only one letterwinner returns at linebacker—sophomore Pat 
Udovich finished the '86 season with 30 tackles. Sophomores 
Bob Speidel and Chris Pickel, brother of Los Angeles Raider 
lineman Bill Pickel, will have added responsibilities. 

Junior free safety Derek Baker led the team’s secondary with 
47 stops last fall. His counterpart, part-time strong safety Darrin 
Czellecz, will have a more active role in the defensive scheme. 
Seniors Jean Austin and Sean Washington join junior Glenn 
Miller in the hunt for the cornerback assignments. 

Two juniors will be called upon to handle kicking duties. Doug 
Geisler led the Knights in scoring with 56 points, Matt O’Connell 
has been the incumbent punter the past two. seasons; he aver- 
aged 41.4 yards per boot in ’86. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Anderson’s team con- 
tinues to pursue respect in eastern circles. The Knights will 
miss Stowe’s leadership and talent, and the weakness at 
linebacker will be exploited. More consistency is needed 
on offense as well. Another .500 season Is likely, though 
odds are against greater improvement. 
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South Carolina 


Nebraska's Tom Osborne and Vince Dooley of Georgia had 
something in common last year. Both knew they were lucky to 
escape Columbia, South Carolina with victories over the Game- 
cocks. The Cornhuskers were especially fortunate, rallying in 
the final minutes to earn a 27-24 triumph. Those setbacks were 
fitting as it was a frustrating year; Joe Morrison's troops fell short 
in close confrontations too often in 1986. 

South Carolina’s 3-6-2 record included three losses by a total 
of nine points. In the two ties (27-27 versus Virginia Tech and 
21-21 against Clemson), the Gamecocks had the opportunity to 
win with late field goals. Things didn't work out on either occa- 
sion. The record is also misleading because the team played a 
tremendous schedule; seven of their 11 opponents went on to 
play in postseason bowls, 

As usual, the agenda remains quite challenging. During a 
three-week stretch, the Gamecocks go on the road to face, in 
order, Miami-Florida, Georgia and Nebraska. Nice piece of 
scheduling! With seven home games, plus a fine nucleus re- 
turning (eight offensive and eight defensive regulars), Morri- 
son's squad should improve on the mediocre mark of a year 
ago. 

Morrison made a decision prior to the 1986 season; he 
changed offensive formations and went with a run-and-shoot 
attack. The new offensive look was very exciting after an early- 
season adjustment period. South Carolina will score its share of 
points in 1987, thanks mainly to quarterback Todd Ellis. 

A6-3 sophomore from Greensboro, North Carolina, Ellis did a 
fine job during his rookie season despite difficult circumstances. 
Few newcomers can stand out in the complex formation, yet 
Ellis did just that, completing 205-of-340 aerials (60.3 percent) 
for 3,020 yards and 20 touchdowns. Along the way, several 
NCAA freshman records were shattered. 

Senior wingback Sterling Sharpe is Ellis’ favorite target. The 
nation’s fifth-leading receiver with 74 grabs (for 1,106 yards), 
Sharpe also paced the Gamecocks with 12 touchdowns (10 
receiving, two rushing). His 72 points was the highest South 
Carolina total since George Rogers scored 84 points in 1980. 
Also an outstanding kickoff returner, it is hard to underscore his 
value. 

Junior Ryan Bethea teams up with Sharpe to give the Cocks 
one of the nation’s premier receiving tandems. Bethea pulled 
down 28 passes for 605 yards in 1986. Kevin White, another 
junior wingback, showed potential by catching 14 passes for 
221 yards; he should have more balls thrown in his direction this 
year. 

For the South Carolina offense to click this year, Morrison 
must get more productivity from the running game. The Game- 
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cocks averaged just 3.1 yards per carry last fall. Top rusher 
Anthony Brown has graduated, so sophomore Harold Green is 
expected to carry the bulk of the workload. Green strutted his 
stuff against Nebraska, scoring three touchdowns, including a 
56-yard scamper. Four incumbents are back along the offen- 
sive line. Sophomore tackle Mark Fryer, a 6-3, 265-pounder, 
has the potential to be an All-America in the near future. 

Following the revitalization of the offense last year, it only 
figures that Morrison will concentrate on defensive changes this 
fall. After yielding 313 points, the decision to change to a 50 
alignment, as opposed to the 4-3 even front, makes sense. 

Up front, a pair of senior linemen will reclaim starting assign- 
ments. Noseguard Roy Hart was the team’s Defensive Player of 
the Year, an amazing feat considering he sat out the 85 cam- 
paign as an academic casualty. Hart totaled 73 tackles, while 
Derrick Frazier added 44 hits. 

Derrick Little spearheads the linebacking contingent. The 
6-4, 230-pound junior made a successful transition from end 
early last fall and recorded 88 stops, second best on the squad. 

Seniors Greg Philpot and Brad Edwards rank among the 
nation’s top safety tandems. Philpot, a 5-11 senior free safety, 
had a banner year in 1985. His numbers slacked off a bit last 
year. The kicking game is a serious area of concern as place- 
ment specialist Scott Hagler has graduated. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: This team has talent, 
though the final record in 1987 may not be indicative. The 
adjustment period on the defensive side may be a factor 
during that grueling three-week stretch. With five home 
tilts out of the final six games, the Gamecocks should come 
on strong to finish above .500. 
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The Golden Eagles finished the 1986 campaign with a 6-5 
record, not bad when considering the caliber of opponent on the 
schedule, Southern Mississippi played Alabama, Texas A&M, 
Kentucky, Mississippi State and Florida State. Jim Carmody’s 
team faces another rugged agenda this time around. That's the 
way the veteran coach likes it, 


Carmody can list 14 starters among the 40 lettermen return- 
ing to Hattiesburg. After averaging just 18 points per game last 
season, an improved offensive performance is a must. The 
Golden Eagles were held to 17 points or less on six occasions. 

Southern Mississippi lacked a potent passing attack and the 
quarterback position is up for grabs following the departure of 
Andrew Anderson. The Golden Eagles don’t have the luxury of 
an experienced signal-caller. Ailrick Young is the leading candi- 
date for the job after serving as Anderson's understudy in '86. 
Young threw just 13 passes a year ago. David Forbes and 
Simmie Carter are in the running for the assignment. 


Anderson is just one of several standouts missing from the 
Golden Eagle lineup. The top two rushers, tailback Vincent 
Alexander and fullback Randolph Brown, and starting receivers 
Lyneal Alston (flanker) and split end Andrew Mott have com- 
pleted their eligibility. The backfield is clearly the biggest ques- 
tion mark, Besides the problems at quarterback, there is limited 
experience at the fullback slots. Carl Jones and Clint Watson 
head the list of candidates to replace Brown. 


Alexander's absence isn't a great blow since the junior tan- 
dem of Shelton Gandy and Craig Shackleford return. Gandy 
rushed for 419 yards (third-best on the squad) and a team-high 
10 touchdowns. Shackleford contributed 321 yards. Senior 
Chris McGee figures to be the top deep threat after pulling down 
10 passes for 119 yards. More production is needed from 
incumbent tight end Carlos Powell, who hauled in eight passes 
last season. 


The offensive strength lies in the blocking. The line returns 
intact, led by tackle Pat Ferrell, a 6-4, 267-pound senior. Ferrell 
is joined by his brother, center Jim Ferrell, guards Jay Sherron 
and Tim Hallman, and tackle Rick Slater. 

Southern Mississippi's defense will be pressured by the likes 
of Alabama, Texas A&M and Florida State. With eight regulars 
returning, the unit should meet the challenge head on. Tackle 
Doug Bolt and secondary starters Collins Hess and Tim Smith 
will be missed. 


Linebackers Sidney Coleman and Onesimus Henry ranked 
1-2 in tackles last year, combining for 247 stops. The dynamic 
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duo lacks great size — is 5-114) but makes up for the 
deficiency with above-average speed. 
Up front in the “50” alignment are four incumbents—ends Pat 


Jackson and Steve Brown, noseguard Larry Davis and tackle 
Ulysses Slaughter. Brown led the team’s ends with 60 tackles, 
while Slaughter paced interior regulars with 87 hits. 

Hess and Smith combined for 172 hits and Carmody has to be 
concerned about their replacements. Vincent Rollins and 
Jonathan Robertson will have to pick up the slack, Senior John 
Baylor will also have a starting assignment. Opponents were 
able to move the football through the air against Southern 
Mississippi in 1986, averaging just under 200 yards per game. 


Senior punter Billy Knighten is one of the Golden Eagles’ 
bright spots. Knighten, an honors candidate, averaged 41.7 
yards per boot on 64 kicks. Placekicker Rex Banks has finished 
his collegiate career, leaving another void to be filled. Juniors 
Chris Seroka and Craig High join newcomer Jay Taylor as 
prospective replacements for Banks. 


Southern Mississippi should benefit from seven “home” 
games. Five will be played in Hattiesburg, while two will be 
contested at Jackson’s Memorial Stadium. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Golden Eagles usually 
give one or two nationally-ranked opponents a scare. Car- 
mody will have a hard time filling several vacancies, mak- 
ing his job more difficult than In recent years. The lack of 
leadership and experience at quarterback will hurt. Gandy 
and Shackleford are fine players without a tremendous 
supporting cast at skilled positions. Southern Mississippi 
will battle and scrap to finish around .500. 
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The talk in upstate New York prior to the 1986 campaign 
didn’t concern a winning season. Syracuse Orangemen fans 
were looking for more than a fourth consecutive above-.500 
finish. There was a belief that Dick MacPherson’s team would 
compete for supremacy among the eastern powers. 

The Orangemen took the early season for granted, especially 
the first four weeks of the campaign. Syracuse opened with four 
consecutive losses, including three in the Carrier Dome. There 
were calls for MacPherson’s ouster. Setbacks suffered at home 
against Mississippi State, at Army, versus Virginia Tech and 
Rutgers left the veteran coach shaking his head in disbelief. 
None of the four defeats came by more than nine points. 

Syracuse regrouped and won five of its last seven confronta- 
tions. The two losses—42-3 at Penn State and 27-9 at Boston 
College—weren't very pretty. Two close calls, a three-point 
victory at Temple and a four-point triumph against Pittsburgh, 
helped silence the critics. 

Injuries really hampered the Orangemen last fall. Two star- 
ters suffered broken legs during the loss at Army. Wide receiver 
Tommy Kane and noseguard Ted Gregory were important 
cogs, and it took some time before the team offset their losses. 

The return of quarterback Don McPherson gives the Orange- 
men an exciting performer in a leadership role. McPherson 
owns a number of school career records as he enters his senior 
season, including touchdown tosses and yards passing. He 
also maintains his share of single-season standards, looking to 
better most of them in 1987. Last year, the West Hempstead, 
New York native completed 142-of-269 passes for 1,827 yards 
and 12 touchdowns versus seven interceptions. A credible 
runner, he added 523 yards and six scores rushing. 

Junior Robert Drummond’s spring efforts should lead to a 
starting assignment in the backfield. The tailback was utilized at 
wide receiver often last fall, which explains his 264 rushing 
yards, a dropoff from the 407 yards accumulated in 1985. Junior 
fullback Daryl Johnston was a pleasant surprise, finishing as 
Syracuse's second-leading rusher (469 yards, 4.6 per carry) 
last season. The expected addition of Michael Owens, who sat 
out the '86 campaign due to Proposition 48, gives the Orange- 
men a potentially explosive ground game. 

Kane will be called upon to make up for the loss of Scott 
Schwedes at a wideout slot. Kane totaled 19 receptions in spite 
of his injury, which sidelined him the last four games. William 
Pennyfather and Rob Moore are chief competitors on the other 
side. The tight end position is ably manned by incumbent Pat 
Kelly, the team’s second-leading pass-catcher, and reserve Pat 
Davis. 

MacPherson will have to develop the offensive line following 
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the graduation of three regulars. John Garrett, a standout at left 
guard, has been shifted to center to help alleviate the losses, 
The move should open up a spot for Blake Bednarz. Craig 
Stoeppel is a fixture at left tackle. John Flannery and Turnell 
Sims are tentatively slated to claim the other two starting jobs, 

Gregory's return will have an immediate impact on the de- 
fense. Now Syracuse has nine experienced hands in the lineup 
as opponents will find the going a bit more difficult. John Domi- 
nic has been moved from the noseguard position to defensive 
tackle, allowing Gregory to retain his starting berth. 

Both the linebacking corps and secondary sport solid experi- 
ence. Derek Ward, the team’s second-leading tackler with 117 
in 1986, Keith Friberg and Terry Wooden are proven commod- 
ities at linebacker. 

An added year of experience should help cornerback Chris 
Ingram and safeties Markus Paul and Jeff Mangram. Jeff Bus- 
kirk saw plenty of action as a nickel back and he will be counted 
on again. The Orangemen will miss Pete Ewald, though there 
are a number of replacements ready to fill in. 

There is a concern surrounding the punting game. Jim Fox, 
the school's all-time average leader, has completed his eligibil- 
ity. Cooper Gardiner, a former defensive back who was forced 
to yield the position following a series of concussions, is in 
contention for the role. Tim Vesling is a steady and reliable 
placekicker. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Orangemen will re- 
spond to the challenge. The schedule isn’t very difficult, 
with Colgate and Miami-Ohio new to the agenda. Syracuse 
battles for respect while finishing 7-4. 
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After a preseason forecast of big things, the Temple Owls 
didn’t truly live up to expectations last fall. Running back Paul 
Palmer played well, finishing second in the Heisman voting 
while earning All-America honors. Quarterback Lee Saltz and 
speedy wide receiver Willie Marshall were relatively effective. 
Football is a team game and three men couldn’tcarry Temple to 
higher ground. The Owls concluded with a 6-5 record, the 
school’s second winning campaign over the last three years. 
The six victories came despite one of the nation’s most arduous 
agendas. 

Now the terrific trio is gone and coach Bruce Arians’ bid for 
respectability in the east could be too great a challenge for the 
returning class. Arians will build his team around strong lines— 
five offensive and three defensive linemen are incumbents. 
Seniors are prevalent as tackles Kevin Jones and Carl Holmes 
are integral members of the blocking group. Defensive linemen 
Rodney Walker, Mike Swanson and Kirk Drukenbrod also re- 
turn for the final time. 

There will be keen competition as several jobs are up for 
grabs. Senior James Thompson is the leading candidate to 
replace Saltz at quarterback. Thompson, who saw limited duty 
in five games last year, will be pressed by redshirt freshman 
Matt Baker and inexperienced Victor Lay and Tony Lerro. Lay 
suffered a torn achilles tendon early in the spring and may not 
be ready for the opener. 

Junior Todd McNair has waited for the opportunity to start. 
Palmer's understudy was Temple’s second-leading ground 
gainer with 253 yards. Sophomore Ventres Stevenson will also 
see duty at tailback. Seniors Craig Sawyer and Sheldon Morris 
will vie for the fullback slot vacated by Shelley Poole. 

Senior Keith Gloster will assume the leadership role among 
the team’s receivers. Gloster, overshadowed by Marshall's pre- 
sence, was impressive in his own right (23 receptions, 568 
yards and seven touchdowns). His career average of 26.1- 
yards-per-catch is simply incredible. Andy Garczynski and Mike 
Palys combined for 10 grabs as backups; they will compete for 
Marshall's spot this fall. Senior Mike Hinnant, a dominant block- 
er who contributed 17 receptions, is being touted for All- 
America honors. 

The line will be the Owls’ defensive strength. Joining Walker, 
Swanson and Drukenbod up front is junior Andy Pappalardo, 
who will occupy an end spot after starring at tackle in '86. Senior 
Mike Johnson and JUCO transfer Carnell Washington provide 
depth at the ends. 

Arians is experimenting with Chris Eaddy, trying the former 
end at inside linebacker. Eaddy will compete with a pair of 
seniors—Joe Possenti and Arturo Weldon—for playing time. 
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Possenti and Weldon are tentatively penned in as starters. 
Senior Toren Schonyers was impressive as a JUCO transfer 
last season and should open at one outside linebacking flank. 

The secondary was decimated by losses. Cornerbacks Terry 
Wright and Larry Brewton, along with rover Pervis Herder, will 
be missed. Free safety Eddie Parker will feel the pressure as the 
lone returning regular. Junior Joe Greenwood appears ready to 
step in at one cornerback post. Youth will be displayed at the 
other corner as top prospects include sophomore Willard Coop- 
er and freshmen Gary Mobley, David Bell and Clifton Phillips. 

Temple boasts a pair of experienced kickers. Punter Ed 
Liberati did a fine job a year ago, averaging 40.8 yards per boot 
while placing 21 of his 57 kicks inside the opponents’ 20-yard 
line. Junior Bill Wright posted good numbers (16-of-22 field 
goals, 30-of-31 extra point attempts) while handling the place- 
ment chores. 

Arians has another major obstacle in front of him. The sche- 
dule calls for seven road games, with trips to Boston College, 
Pittsburgh and Penn State among the first five outings of 1987. 
Visits to Florida and Army are also on tap, while Tulsa, Houston 
and Rutgers headline the list of foes coming to Veterans Sta- 
dium. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Temple will slip a notch or 
two as the schedule is extremely rough while the talent 
isn’t prepared for the challenge. The lack of experience at 
critical positions will hurt. Give Arians credit for trying hard 
to build a consistent winner, but credit isn’t enough to 
compete against this group of foes. The Owls slip to 4-7. 
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Mack Brown considers his rebuilding efforts at Tulane similar 
to the rearing of a child. Brown hopes that the next step forward 
in the maturation process is a positive one. After 1-10 and 4-7 
finishes, the Green Wave must go forward or the fans will be 
screaming for a change in the hierarchy. 

Tulane employed an option-oriented multiple attack last fall 
and Brown will use the same scheme again in ’87. It should be 
interesting to watch the team’s offensive progress with Terr- 
ence Jones running the attack. 

Jones became the school’s first player to amass over 3,000 
yards of total offense over his first two seasons. The 6-1, 207- 
pound junior was an adept all-around performer, rushing for 547 
yards while completing 159-of-284 aerials for 2,124 yards and 
10 touchdowns. There's a good chance he'll grab the school’s 
career passing mark; he needs just 1,916 yards to shatter the 
current standard. 

The Green Wave passing attack will rely heavily on the efforts 
of senior standout Marc Zeno. The owner of every Tulane 
game, season and career receiving record, Zeno grabbed 141 
passes for 2,170 yards and 10 scores over the past two years. 
The best may come during his collegiate finale. Junior Maurice 
Nelson and senior Mario Ballestrasse will work at the flanker 
position. A replacement is needed at tight end, where Larry 
Route excelled the past three seasons. Chuck Gorman, a spe- 
cial teams stalwart, is one of the primary contenders for the job. 

For the first time since Brown's arrival in New Orleans, the 
Green Wave will boast an experienced rushing unit, Junior 
fullback Rodney Hunter led the team with 657 yards while senior 
tailback Marvin Allen ranked third with 373. Both are proven 
commodities out of the backfield, combining to snare 45 tosses 
a year ago. Several reserves are available for duty should the 
Hunter-Allen tandem falter. Melvin Adams, Darryl Bell, and 
Darrell Sherer are the backup fullbacks. Michael Pierce is the 
second-team tailback. Danny Michael and Eric Dickerson (no 
relation to the Ram-tough runner) will add support to both 
positions. With three regulars returning, the offensive line 
should hold its own. Tackle Andre Lockley is the best of the 
bunch. 

Tulane cannot afford lapses on the defensive side. Oppo- 
nents scored 34 or more points on six occasions last fall. lf those 
numbers are repeated, it could be a long year for Brown and 
company. 

The 5-2 defensive scheme will be reinforced by four strong 
inside linebacking candidates. Likely to hold the two starting 
assignments are Richard Harvey and Troy Wetzel, with Chris 
Marshall and Vincent Mulmore ready in reserve roles. Harvey, a 
6-2, 223-pound junior, was the team’s second-leading tackler 
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with 102 stops last fall. Senior Fred Davis is the Green Wave's 
top prospect at end. Jonathan Hulbert, sidelined by a fractured 
ankle last year, could contribute if healthy. Richard Sauter is an 
honors candidate at noseguard. Rounding out the front five are 
tackles Tony Davis and Karl Chambers, along with end Lonnie 
Marts. 

The lack of extensive game experience will take its toll on the 
secondary. Junior Thurston Harrison, the team’s top tackler in 
’86, is the lone returnee with experience at his anticipated 
position. Preston Washington has been used in several areas; 
he should nail down a starting berth. Strong safety Tookie 
Spann, a former outside linebacker, spent the spring playing 
baseball and his future is up in the air. 

There is a greater stability in the kicking area. Brown would 
like to see improved numbers this fall, but at least he enters the 
campaign knowing who will handle the positions. Junior Chris 
Scott (36.5 yards per boot) will be in charge of the punting 
chores. Todd Wiggins and Jim Schupak will share the 
placekicking load, replacing effective specialist Dan Guirl. 

The schedule isn’t overbearing. Florida State, LSU, Missis- 
sippi and Virginia Tech stand out as the most difficult opponents 
on the agenda. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: This Tulane team isn’t 
going to scare many opponents. Jones and Zeno are very 
talented, but the remaining offensive characters are far 
from impressive. Lack of experience will hurt the defense, 
with the exception of inside linebacker. Brown should be 
happy if his team can repeat last year’s four-victory per- 
formance. 
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Virginia Tech's fans will remember the 1986 season for a 
good, long time. First of all, the Hokies enjoyed their greatest 
season ever, finishing with an overall record of 9-2-1. Included 
in that nine-victory total was a Peach Bowl triumph over heavily- 
favored North Carolina State. 

The 1986 season will also be remembered as Bill Dooley’s 
last campaign in Blacksburg. Dooley made headlines for an 
off-the-field controversy with the school’s administration; they 
wanted the head coach and athletic director to give up one of his 
jobs. Virginia Tech's loss is Wake Forest's gain. 

Tech opted for one of its own, and for the first time in 42 years, 
a member of the alumni association will handle the coaching 
chores. Frank Beamer made a name for himself during a six- 
year stint at Murray State. He put the Racers on the Division 
I-AA map, leading his troops to a 42-23-2 mark. His teams were 
always among the leaders in the competitive Ohio Valley Con- 
ference. 

Beamer realizes the trail won't be smooth. Only 10 starters 
(five offensive, five defensive) return, and there are plenty of 
holes to be filled. The Hokies will face a more rugged agenda, 
with every opponent a member of Division I-A, a departure from 
previous scheduling philosophy. Among the more productive 
players missing from the Blacksburg campus this fall are tail- 
backs Maurice Williams and Eddie Hunter (1,901 yards rushing 
between them in 1986), and split end Donald Wayne Snell (34 
receptions, 661 yards). Tech also needs four new starters along 
the offensive line. 

Erik Chapman came out of the woodwork to lead the Hokies’ 
attack last season. The signal-caller from Landover, Maryland 
threw for 1,627 yards and 10 touchdowns while adding two 
scores rushing. Without Snell, Chapman will look to a trio of 
veterans more often. Tight end Steve Johnson (33 grabs, 391 
yards) and flankers David Everett (15 catches, 205 yards) and 
Myron Richardson will be counted on for greater contributions. 

Beamer has to be concerned about his prospects at tailback. 
Williams and Hunter keyed the Tech running attack for several 
seasons, and their absence could render the offense helpless. 
Malcolm Blacken, who rushed for 68 yards last fall, is the most 
experienced letterwinner. Redshirt freshmen Lamar Smith and 
Ralph Brown will be tried out. While the tailback area is a 
problem, the same cannot be said for the fullback position. 
Three veterans—Earnie Jones, Sean Donnelly and Rich Fox— 
will share the workload. Kevin Keeffe, considered to be the most 
consistent blocker last year as assessed by the coaching staff, 
is an incumbent at guard. The remainder of the blocking corps 
will be overhauled due to graduation losses. 

The Hokies’ defensive front was also victimized with the loss 
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of six starters who accounted for more than one-third of the 
team's tackles. All-star performers Morgan Roane, Curtis 
Taliaferro and Paul Nelson will be missed. In an effort to offset 
the setbacks, Beamer has decided to try the wide-tackle-six 

Tech's defense could be centered around outstanding |ine- 
backer Jamel Agemy and safety Carter Wiley. Agemy, the 
team's second-leading tackler with 80 hits in'86, stood outin the 
Peach Bowl triumph. Wiley chipped in with 74 stops, three 
interceptions and three fumble recoveries: Agemy will team up 
with Lawrence White to give the Hokies a fine linebacking 
tandem. White missed the Peach Bowl and also sat out spring 
practice following knee surgery. Victor Jones is the only incum- 
bent end returning. 

A number of position changes could bolster the defensive 
unit. Scott Hill has been shifted from tackle to end; noseguard 
Horacio Moronta will be used exclusively at tackle; offensive 
lineman Tom Hall will try his luck on the other side of the football. 
Two defensive backs, Sean Lucas and Eddie Neel, will line up at 
linebacker. Billy Myers, Scott Rice and Mitch Dove will vie for 
the cornerbacking assignments. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Tech will have to be a better 
football team with fewer mistakes to come close to last 
season’s success. Six of the team’s victories came by eight 
points or less, and the breaks won’t go their way this time. 
The schedule Is more difficult and the lack of depth and 
experience at tailback will influence this squad. Beamer’s 
first year will be a struggle, with a 6-5 record an attainable 
goal. 
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Both Don Nehlen and the West Virginia faithful were not used 
to losing. The 1986 season marked the first time since Nehlen 
took over the coaching reigns back in 1980 that the Moun- 
taineers finished below the .500 mark. For Nehlen, it marked the 
first losing campaign as a head coach since 1970, when he led 
Bowling Green to a 2-6-1 mark. 

The lack of consistency was the key reason for the team's 
slide. An offense which scored 23 or more points five times was 
also limited to 10 or less on four occasions. A once-tenacious 
defense was blitzed by Pittsburgh (48) and Miami (58), two of 
the worst performances in the Nehlen era. 

So it is time to regroup. West Virginia has the potential to 
bounce back and return to its position as one of the more 
respected programs in the east. A rigorous offseason training 
program may assist in the area of team speed. Nehlen believed 
his Mountaineers were a step slower than the opposition last 
fall. 

Among the more interesting decisions confronting Nehlen 
involves the quarterback position. Mike Timko started eight 
games last season but was often pulled due to ineffectiveness. 
His numbers (90-of-189, 47.6 percent, 1,191 yards and eight 
touchdowns versus nine interceptions) were hardly staggering. 
Ben Reed started three times and performed adequately in a 
relief role. Throw in highly-regarded redshirt freshmen Major 
Harris and Browning Nagle and there are four legitimate hope- 
fuls vying for the starting nod. 

One of last year’s main rushing threats, John Holifield (645 
yards), has graduated. West Virginia will rely heavily on the 
services of Undra Johnson (652 yards, five touchdowns). A pair 
of transfers from the University of Pittsburgh, A. B. Brown and 
Eugene Napoleon, have big-time potential. The former Panth- 
ers should contribute immediately, gearing up for a September 
26 date against their old pals. Veteran Pat Randolph remains in 
the picture, looking to return to previous form. He will be tried at 
fullback, where starter Chris Peccon and reserve Ed Hill have 
departed. 

Greater depth and a year’s worth of experience has Nehlen 
looking optimistically at his offensive line. Returning center 
Kevin Koken is flanked by tackles Milton Redwine and Brian 
Smider. At 6-4, 300 pounds, Redwine is one of the biggest 
blockers in the east. The addition of redshirt freshman Dale 
Wolfley will improve the guard prospects. Wolfley comes from a 
strong bloodline—brothers Ron and Craig are in the NFL. 

The Mountaineers are loaded at wide receiver. Now if the 
quarterback can get them the ball. . . The contingent is keyed 
by Harvey Smith, a three-year letterwinner who snagged 28 
aerials for 456 yards and five scores last fall. Converted quarter- 
back John Talley (27 catches, 353 yards), Calvin Phillips and 
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Grantis Bell should also contribute. The tight end position is up 
for grabs and a serious area of concern. 

Agood linebacking corps is a recognizable trait of most West 
Virginia teams. Despite the loss of Matt Smith, there are three 
regulars donning the old gold and blue uniforms. Darnell War- 
ren and Robert Pickett ranked 2-3 in tackles, totaling 184 be- 
tween them. Eric Lester also earned a starting nod and should 
reclaim it this year. Chris Haering has a bright future and could 
crack the lineup as a sophomore in '87. 

The potential for a strong defensive line is there, though 
middle guard David Grant must be considered an erratic perfor- 
mer. When he’s on, the 6-4, 271-pound junior is difficult to block. 
He totaled 68 tackles last fall, considered a bit low by the West 
Virginia coaching staff. Tackle Brad Hunt is the steadiest veter- 
an and he will be counted on to post big numbers. 

Nehlen will gladly welcome Terry White into the secondary. 
The former All-Big Ten choice transferred from Ohio State last 
year and there is little doubt his presence will vastly improve the 
defensive backfield. Versatile Stacy Smith is expected to help 
out at both free safety and cornerback. 

West Virginia's kicking game appears to be solid. Charlie 
Baumann is back for his junior year after an injury-riddied ‘86. 
He should return to the form displayed as a freshman, when he 
hit on 14-of-20 field goal tries and all 21 extra point efforts. 
Lance Carion (41.1 yards per boot) will handle the punting 
chores. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Nehien’s team will better 
the 4-7 mark of a year ago. If the quarterbacking situation is 
cleared up, West Virginia could finish above .500. The infu- 
sion of talent via the transfer route will help.

KENT STATE UNIV. (5-6) 
Kent, Ohio 


The 1986 Kent State football season had 
more ups and downs than Disneyland’'s 
Space Mountain. The Golden Flashes rode 
an 11-week crest chock full of last-second, 
game-winning heroics mixed in with a couple 
of decisive drubbings al the hands of two 
SEC schools, Kentucky and Florida. 

So the Flashes finished at 5-6 overall, but 
their 5-3 conference record (good for second 
place in the Mid-American) is one to build on. 
The offense returns 10 starters off that team, 
including last year's MAC Freshman of the 
Year, quarterback Patrick Young. The Miami 
native teams with junior tailback Eric Wilker- 
son to give the Kent backfield as dynamic a 
running attack as any team in the conference. 
Young led the club in rushing in '86 with 779 
yards while Wilkerson finished right behind 
with 690 (5.9 average per rush). 

Second-year coach Glen Mason again has 
the beef up front to make his triple-option 
attack successful. Center Chip Curtis is flank- 
ed by two huge junior tackles, Mike Paschal 
and Brien Naylon, and senior guard Jim 
Klohn to comprise a formidable line. 

No question the Golden Flashes will be 
thinking run first, but it's nice to have a receiv- 
ing tandem like Eric Dye and Fermin Olivera 
to throw to in passing situations. Dye led the 
club with 28 receptions a year ago and his 
15.2 yard average per catch indicates his 
ability to get open downfield. 

One defensive statistic that Mason will be 
aiming to improve on is the 26 ppg allowed by 
the defense last season. Three-quarters of 
the secondary returns, headed by safety 
Tony Wells, who was around the football 
enough to account for 122 tackles. Also back 
are linebackers Tim Viscuso (147 tackles), 
Rick Taute (8.5 sacks) and Tony Stephens, L, 
D. Hartman, a transfer from Youngstown 
State, has also joined the first unit after red- 
shirt sophomore Bert Widener injured a 
shoulder. 

Save for the 52-9 thumping from the Gators 
and the 37-12 loss at Lexington and the 
Flashes had themselves a fairly good '86 
campaign. They even knocked off MAC 
champ Miami-Ohio and second-place Tole- 
do. Kent will certainly have its eye on the 
November 14 meeting with Miami, not to 
mention their non-conference game against 
Pitt to close out the season. 

Last spring Mason was thrust into the head 
coaching role at a moments notice following 
the death of head coach Dick Scesniak. With 
more time for preparation and more experi- 
ence at several key positions, the Flashes 
figure to be tough to beat. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Mason 


doesn’t hide his fondness for the run, but 
without much of a passing game the team 
lacks balance on offense. Which is why 
Kent State has its fingers tightly crossed 
for a healthy backfield. But if the defense 
Improves, and it should with the return of 
nearly all of its starters, Kent could poss- 
ibly be In for at least a seven-win season, 
And that might be enough to win the MAC. 


EASTERN MICHIGAN UNIV. (6-5) 
Ypsilanti, Michigan 


Even though EMU ended their season with 
a two-game losing streak, the Hurons' overall 
6-5 record (4-4 in the MAC) represented their 
first winning campaign since 1977. And witha 
full complement of starters returning—seven 
on offense and seven on defense—coach 
Jim Harkema feels he has reason to be opti- 
mistic. 

The offense will try to grind out the yardage 
by running consistently to the strong side be- 
hind 282-pound Evans Hicks at tackle and 
senior guard Brian Clouse. This large tackle / 
guard tandem are both three-year lettermen 
ad will be accompanied by junior center Jim 
Colosimo. Colosimo has the difficult task of 
replacing All-MAC performer Brett Peters- 
mark. 

With the entire backfield remaining intact, 
the Hurons should pack a solid scoring 
punch. Guiding this veteran unit is senior 
quarterback Ron Adams. As a junior, Adams 
completed nearly 60 percent of his 251 
attempts for 1,995 yards and 13 touchdowns. 

Carrying the rushing burden will predomi- 
nantly be tailback Gary Patton, Patton topped 
off his 1,058-yard season by being named 
first-team All-MAC. He is also a fine receiver 
out of the backfield as his 37 receptions for 
371 yards attests. 

Outside the conference Patton may not 
grab the headlines, but his performance 
speak volumes: he closed out the '86 season 
ranked among the nation's top 20 running 
backs in both rushing and all-purpose yar- 
dage, The Ohio native could be a sleeper in 
next year's NFL draft. 

Fullback Steve Palmateer returns to his 
Starting role after gaining 228 yards rushing 
and catching 26 passes. 

Due to the graduation of flanker Marcus 
Mathews, more attention will be placed on 
wide receiver Don Vesting. Vesling had a 
super '86, grabbing 35 passes for 653 yards. 

This highly effective offense finished the 
1986 season as the second-ranked unitin the 
conference with an average of 370 yards per 
game. 

Defensively, this club was not nearly as 
highly ranked, finishing sixth overall in the 
nine-team conference. However, three- 
fourths of the Hurons’ front four starters will 
be suiting up again. Fine defensive end Eric 
Miller, coupled with tackles Mike Burns and 
Phil Solatka, all a year older and wiser, gives 
Eastern Michigan a very good pass rush. 

There should be plenty of competition in 
the secondary with the departure of Mike 
Skinner and Anthony Fields. Leading candi- 
dates for those spots are sophomore John 
Stoitsiadis and junior Brian Carter. However, 
neither is as good as their predecessor and 
that may hurt the Hurons in the early going. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The 
Hurons are loaded with talented people on 
offense. Now Harkema can only hope that 
the secondary comes around. Patton’s 
last year should be his best. With a solid 


nucleus of returning players on both 
sides of the ball, EMU could be a conten- 
der for the conference title, 


MIAMI-OHIO (8-4) 
Oxford, Ohio 


If Miami's 1986 MAC Championship regu- 
lar season can be termed Cinderella, then 
their postseason California Bowl loss repre- 
sented midnight, Not that the clock ran out on 
the Redskins; time was never a factor in San 
Jose State's 37-7 rout, But Miami knows it will 
have a hard task getting back to postseason 
action now that the eligibility of the two best 
players the school has ever had at the quar- 
terback and tailback positions—Terry Morris 
and George Swarn—is up. 

Swarn rushed for 1,112 yards and caught 
50 passes a year ago, while Morris !od the 
conference in touchdown passes (19) and 
passing yardage (2,300) on his way to league 
MVP honors. 

Senior Mike Bates appeared to be the heir 
apparent to Morris, but he’s received stiff 
competition thus far from redshirt freshman 
Mark Kuzma. Sources say the pair were run- 
ning neck and neck for the starting berth 
throughout spring practice. 

Bates completed only 2-of-10 passes last 
season in limited duty, 

Whoever winds up the victor in the quarter- 
backing duel will have the luxury of perform- 
ing behind a veteran offensive line anchored 
by senior center Shawn Reilley and 299- 
pound tackle Matt Kemper. 

Without Swarn (drafted by Cards in fifth 
round), the running attack will suffer dramati- 
cally, Senior Chris Thomas (175 yards on 64 
carries) and redshirt frosh Benie Caldwell 
looked good in spring drills and will be called 
upon to pick up the slack. Sophomore John 
Sewell will replace Tom Graham at fullback. 

The passing game lost a good chunk from 
their arsenal with Swarn's departure, but re- 
turning is senior wingback Andy Schillinger, 
who led the nation with 12 touchdown catch- 
es to go with his 46 receptions for 955 yards. 

Though the offense was hit hard by gra- 
duation, the defense remains relatively intact. 
Several! key players are due back, including 
inside linebackers Pete Mu.ner, who lec the 
team with 101 tackles in his junior season, 
and senior Jeff Anderson, who chipped in 
with 89 stops. Their presence should help 
overcome the loss of all-conference backer 
Dave Brown. 

The.defensive backfield returns a couple of 
key people in seniors Todd Snyder and Shel- 
don White, Snyder led the secondary with 88 
tackles, while Sheldon White tied the gradu- 
ated Troy White for the team lead in intercep- 
tions with six. 

Up front, defensive tackle Andrew Marlatt 
(13 tackles-for-losses) and senior middle 
guard Mike O'Dea are back. 

Miami's all-time scoring leader (230 
points), placekicker Gary Gussman, returns 
for his senior season. Gussman holds the 
conference record with 80 consecutive PATs 


and has been successful on 48-of-69 field O 


goal tries. 

The ‘Skins pulled off a shocking upset in 
1986 when they defeated LSU, 21-12, at The 
Pit. Goach Tim Rose called that win the big- 
gest in school history. But they can easily top 
that achievementif they can do likewise to the 
Miami Hurricanes, whom they'll meet in 
November. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The MAC 
race will be extremely tight and everyone 
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will be gunning to dethrone Miami. No- 
body has won back-to-back conference 
titles since Central Michigan finished on 
top in 1979 and 1980. The loss of several 
offensive stars will prevent the Redskins 
from equaling that accomplishment. 


BOWLING GREEN UNIV. (5-6) 
Bowling Green, Ohio 


Coach Moe Ankney’s club will be put to the 
ultimate test September 5 when the Falcons 
travel to Penn State—last year's Fiesta Bowl 
winner and top-ranked team—to meet the 
Nittany Lions on their home field. 

The Falcons also venture outside the MAC 
for non-league tilts with Arizona of the Pac-10 
and Youngstown State. In '86, the Falcons 
were winless in all three of the their non- 
conference games. 

But foremost in the Falcons’ minds is win- 
ning the conference crown. And with 15 star- 
ters coming back from last year’s team which 
wound up tied for second in the league a 
game behind Miami-Ohio, those prospects 
are good. 

A year ago Eric Smith won the quarter- 
backing assignment in the spring but a thumb 
injury knocked him to the sidelines at mid- 
season. Smith's misfortune paved the way for 
Rich Dackin to emerge the new leader, and 
the freshman did a heroicjob over the last half 
of the season. Now Dackin has grabbed hold 
of the starting position and should be even 
better as a sophomore. 

Both starting running backs also return, 
including senior tailback Jeff Davis and full- 
back Mike Otten. Davis led the team in 
rushing with 782 yards. Junior Mike McGee 
and sophomore Ron Viscounte are solid re- 


serves who will challenge for more playing 
time should one of the starters fail. 

The line returns three upperclassmen star- 
tersin center Ken Schriner, tackle Greg Stud- 
rawa and guard Neil Mahoney. But the big- 
gest concern will be in replacing All-MAC 
guard Mike Estep, Sophomore Tom Addie 
has the inside track at taking over for Estep. 

Ronald Heard and speedster Ken Rankin 
are the top pass-catchers. Heard, only a 
sophomore, was third on the team in recep- 
tions last season with 25. Derrick Gant and 
NC State transfer Kyle Hockman will battle it 
out for the right to replace tight end Gerald 
Bayless. 

The Falcons were the third best team in the 
nation against the pass a year ago but were 
weak against the run. To rectify that, Bowling 
Green will emphasize stopping the run this 
season by beefing up the front line with 
strong, quick players. They certainly got a 
couple of behemoths who fit that bill in 6-5, 
242-pound tackle Derrick Carr and senior 
Jack Coppess, who returns after missing a 
good portion of 1986 with a knee injury. 

Greg “Dirty” Johnson returns at nose tack- 
le, where he earned all-conference honors 
last fall. 

The secondary returns three of four star- 
ters with only Dean Bryson among the mis- 
sing. Safety Kyle Kramer, who led the team 
with five interceptions and was second in 
tackles with 107, and soph Mike Holmes 
highlight the group. 

The linebacking corps graduated their best 
player in Paul Schweitzer, but the unitstill has 
some excellent players to step in. Senior Erik 
Johnson should regain the starting berth he 
lost due to injury, and junior John Rolwing has 
also sewed up a spot on the first team. 
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FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Fal- 
cons have the talent to contend for the 
title. Dackin needs to mature a bit more, 
but the rest of the offense is well ba- 
lanced. The tough early-season tests 
should help prepare them for the confer- 
ence race. 


BALL STATE UNIV. (6-5) 
Muncie, Indiana 


A five-game win streak in the middle of the 
1986 campaign propelled Ball State into con- 
tention for the MAC title, but the Cardinals 
dropped their last three games of the season 
after an injury to starting quarterback Wade 
Kosakowski and finished in the middle of the 
pack, 

Head coach Paul Schudel welcomes back 
five players who earned all-league recogni- 
tion aseason ago—tight end Ron Duncan (38 
receptions), Kosakowski, offensive guard 
Craig Kantner, senior defensive tackle Troy 
Schultz (93 tackles) and linebacker Greg 
Garnica. 

Despite missing the last two games of the 
season, Kosakowski still ranked third in the 
conference in passing efficiency and fourth in 
total offense. He completed 137-of-212 pas- 
ses—a .646 percentage—for 1,459 yards 
and six touchdowns. The 6-2 senior has the 
potential to be the best passer in the league. 
Sophomore David Riley did a good job filling 
in during Kosakowski's absence in the latter 
part of last season and will again be at the 
ready in case of injury. 

Three other starters will join Kantner on the 
offensive line, including junior center Ted 
Ashburn, and seniors Brian Outlaw at guard 
and John Cunningham at tackle. The unit 
also returns senior split end Deon Chester, 
who ranked seventh in the MAC in receiving 
last year with 38 catches for 601 yards. The 
Cards also hope to get immediate help from 
Wichita State transfer Ron Rominger and JC 
transfer Sean Jones at the flanker position. 

The backfield lost leading ground gainer 
Carlton Campbell and top fullback Jay Neal, 
but returns tailback Gene Richards (409 
yards, five touchdowns) and fullback Gary 
Frisby. 

Shultz and Garnica helped make Ball State 
the top team in the conference in both total 
defense (285 yards a game) and rushing de- 
fense (122 yards a game). Garnica, a soph, 
led the MAC in tackles with a school-record 
185—an outstanding average of 16.8 a con- 
test. 

Junior noseguard Mose Carter (six sacks), 
end Avis Hines, junior linebacker Tim Walton, 
cornerback Todd Finnell and safeties Stan- 
ford Young (70 tackles) and Darryl Wesley 
also return to Stale’s top-ranked defensive 
unit. 

Walton had 122 tackles, including 16 for 
losses, while Carter and Garnica each contri- 
buted 14 tackles-for-losses. 

Perhaps the Cards’ biggest loss js 
placekicker John Diettrich, who kicked 63 
field goals in his career. Another Shocker 
transfer, Brad Fleeman, will be the new 
kicker. 

The '87 campaign has Ball State again 
meeting up with a Big Ten team. Last season 
it gave Purdue a battle before losing, 20-3. 
This year they'll play at Wisconsin. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Big things 
are expected from Kosakowski. The de- 
fense will again be outstanding with 
several star perfomers back off last year’s 
league-leading unit. But the running game 
is weak and that is enough to keep Ball 


State out of serious contention in the 
MAC. 


UNIV. OF TOLEDO (7-4) 
Toledo, Ohio 

While some teams couldn't wait for the 
1986 campaign to finally end, the Rockets 
were probably wishing their season could go 
on and on and... 

Toledo was the league's hottest team at 
the close of the year, winning its final five 
games to boost them into a tie for second 
place in the MAC. But coach Dan Simrell has 
been around long enough to know that ’86 is 
history, and the Rockets’ five-game skein will 
be severely tested right off the bat when they 
open the season against Temple. 

Though Simrell has nine offensive starters 
returning, he faces a major dilemma in the 
backfield where Kelvin Farmer, who led the 
nine-team conference in rushing (1,532 
yards) last year, is gone. His departure 
leaves the Toledo attack sans its best rusher 
in school history. 

On the plus side, the offensive line remains 
a formidable one with senior center George 
Linberger and twins Todd and Tim Olsen at 
guard. All three will need super efforts to 
offset the Rockets’ weak ground game that 
carries very little punch as it is. 

David Rohrs, Farmer's backup, will be- 
come this year's offensive workhorse, The 
junior gained 158 yards on the ground in ‘86 
and is being counted on to become the main 
man in the ball-carrying department. John 
Perry is the fullback. 

Perhaps the team's biggest question mark 
is at quarterback, where the Rockets will be 
forced to go with Bill Bergan, a 6-1 senior who 
was an understudy to A. J. Sager last year. 
Bergan has limited experience and it's not 
certain how he'll handle the starting assign- 
ment on a full-time basis. 

The return of a couple of veteran receivers 
gives Toledo a solid passing game. Eric 
Hutchinson, last year's leader in catches (33) 
and yards (504) teams with senior Bob Wasc- 
zenski (13 for 145) to form a dangerous pair 
of ends. Tyler Burdick, a junior, will again start 
at tight end, 

Leading the defensive returning starters is 
senior linebacker Steve Huffman, last sea- 
son's leading tackler with 155 who was an 
integral part of a defense that performed su- 
perbly in the last month of the season. 

Defensive tackle Paul Sandor will anchor 
the front five, which also includes end Keith 
Dunbar, who got to opposing quarterbacks a 
team-high six times. 

The defensive backfield graduated all of 
last year’s starting members, and this year's 
unit will be filled with all newcomers to the 
Starting role. Safeties Jon Bowsher and Pat 
Delany, and cornerbacks Dewayne Fletcher 
and Keith Saunders all saw action as re- 
serves but will now become first-teamers. 
Keep an eye on Saunders, who is making the 
switch from linebacker. 

About the only area operating on solid 
ground is the kicking game, where Bruce 
Nichols has booted 35 PATs without a miss. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Toledo 
hopes to carry last season’s winning for- 
mula Into the coming year. But when you 
lose your top quarterback and leading 
running back you’re bound to suffer. Re- 
verse last year’s 7-4 mark. 


CENTRAL MICHIGAN UNIV. (5-5) 
Mt. Pleasant, Michigan 
“Last season did not leave a good taste in 


our mouths,” says head coach Herb Derome- 
dj about the '86 edition which failed to post a 
winning record for the first time since 1972. 
And it’s a. good shot they won't this season 
either. 

Aside from tailback Rodney Stevenson, 
the offense returns no other blue-chippers to 
speak of. The 5-9 senior earned all-MAC hon- 
ors a year ago while rushing for 1,104 yards 
and 14 touchdowns and will be backed up by 
senior Clint Wilkerson (291 yards) and soph- 
omore John Hood (174). 

Much of the interest during the spring cen- 
tered on the battle at quarterback between 
incumbent senior Marcelle Carruthers and 
junior Randal Levels. But a hamstring injury 
slowed Carruthers’ progress, paving the way 
for Levels to win the starting berth. Levels 
appeared in all 10 games last season but 
threw only 20 passes, completing eight. 

The Chippewas are deep at fullback, with 
senior Phil Hendrix (286 yards) and Todd 
Nowak (321) rated 1-2. Both are strong, 
powerful runners, averaging 4.5 and 4.7 
yards per carry, respectively. 

Melvin Houston, last year’s leading receiv- 
er, is gone, but CMU does return their No. 2 
pass-catcher, senior tight end Bob Stebbins. 
Swing back Eric Reed (nine receptions for 
164 yards in '86) and wideout Jack Car- 
ruthers will also see the ball more often this 
fall. 

Senior Duncan Hogg at tackle, senior Mike 
Dillon at guard and junior Ralph Newland at 
center are all returning starters up front. 

One of the biggest chores this spring was 
finding replacements at defensive tackle for 
last year's starters, Nick Johnson and Ben 
Castle. For now, senior Jon Miller and junior 
Dave Delekta are the likely candidates, but 


will be pushed by Craig Allen and Wichita 
State transfer Myles McHaney. Senior Scott 
Alferink will again handle the noseguard 
duties. 

Seniors Phil Zielinski (team-high seven 
sacks) and Mike Ryan are back at outside 
linebacker. On the inside, senior Chris Wise 
(led the team with 106 tackles) reclaims one 
starting berth and George Ricumstrict will 
take over for the departed Mike Bruns at the 
other spot. 

Central needs to bolster its pass defense, 
which ranked fifth in the nine-team league in 
‘86. The unit returns two starters in the secon- 
dary in seniors Howard Young at cornerback 
and Joe Kellog at safety. The pair combined 
to pick off eight passes a season ago and 
both could be headed for numerous postsea- 
son accolades. 

After racing out to a 3-0 start in '86, the 
Chippewas proceeded to lose five of their 
next seven games and wound up tied for fifth 
in the MAC at 4-4. Non-conference tilts with 
Minnesota and Tulsa provide the biggest 
challenges this time around, 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Chip- 
pewas boast a lot of good players, but not 
enough great athletes to unseat the teams 
ahead of them in the league. The defense 
lost a starter at nearly every position, and 
was particularly hurt on the defensive 
line. CMU should again finish somewhere 
in the middle of the pack. 


WESTERN MICHIGAN UNIV. (3-8) 
Kalamazoo, Michigan 


The Broncos have a new coach this year in 
Al Molde, who compiled a 32-15 record in four 
years at Eastern Illinois. Molde will hope to 
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get his club off to a better fate than last sea- 
son, which found them on the losing end of 
their first six games. 

The Broncos rebounded to defeat confer- 
ence champ Miami-Ohio, and topped off the 
year with consecutive victories over Ohio and 
Kent State to sign off at 3-8 overall. But even 
the furious finish couldn't save Jack Har- 
baugh as head coach for another season, 

Molde's immediate task is filling several 
offensive vacancies left by the graduation of 
six starters. The Broncos’ offense was true to 
its word: offensive, averaging 11 points a 
game in their eight losses a year ago. 

Western's key personnel losses were tack- 
le Mark Garalczyk, the MAC's Defensive 
Player of the Year and a sixth-round pick by 
St. Louis, tight end Kelly Spielmaker, the 
school's career receiving leader, and guard 
Sam Culbert. 

On the other hand, returning defensive 
tackle Jim Kramer was a second-team All- 
MAC perfomer, finishing with 61 tackles. The 
big senior will be the key figure in the Bron- 
cos’ defensive scheme. Another veteran, 
senior free safety Dennis Robinson (95 tack- 
les) also returns. 

Kramer and Robinson join linebackers Eric 
Hoffman and sophomore Joel Smeenge (six 
sacks), and defensive backs Bert Henderson 
and soph Chris Wagner to form the nucleus of 
the returning regulars. 

Wagner led the conference in interceptions 
as a freshman with seven while Henderson 
picked off five. Hoffman had 99 tackles to 
rank third on the team in that category. 

Offensively, Molde feels he has a quality 
lineman at each position, Returning regulars 
here are tackles Gary VanderWeele and 
Kevin Haverdink, guards Jim Kreutzer and 
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Tad Evans, and center Scott Sypniewski. 

Joe Glenn and Chad Hopkins are back 
after leading the club in rushing. Glenn 
finished with 602 yards and six touchdowns 
while Hopkins contributed 518 yards. Lewis 
Howard, who battled injuries most of last sea- 
son will play a key reserve role. 

The top two returning receivers are slot 
back Vernon Coakley (16 catches) and split 
end Jamie Hence (10 receptions), Henceisa 
track champion in the high hurdles and his 
speed is obviously a dangerous threat. 

Expected to take over at quarterback is 
Dave Kruse, a 6-5 transfer from Wichita State 
who came to WMU after that school dropped 
its football program. Kruse will replace de- 
parted Chris Conklin and has looked good in 
spring drills, further establishing himself as 
the starter. To Kruse's delight, Molde has 
stated that the Broncos will probably throw 
the ball an average of 40 times a game. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Molde will 
try to build off the two late-season wins 
from '86. The Broncs return plenty of ex- 
perienced players on both sides of the ball 
but simply don’t have the talent to beat 
rest MAC teams. Four or five wins is the 

mit. 


OHIO UNIVERSITY (1-10) 
Athens, Ohio 


If, indeed, the third time is the charm, then 
third-year coach Cleve Bryant is hoping his 
luck finally changes. It's not known whether 
Bryant spent his offseason carrying around a 
rabbit's foot in his pocket, but it may not have 
been a bad idea. 

The Ohio Bobcats come off a dismal 1-10 
campaign in ‘86, and have won ail of three 
games in the two years since Bryant took 
command. 

And to make matters worse, Northern Illi- 
nois, the only team Ohio beat last year (34-26 
in the season finale), isn't even on the sche- 
dule this season! 

Bryant knows that if his club is going to be 
more successful this time, he'll need greater 
contributions all around. “The only difference 
we had last year was the passing game, and 
when Bruce (quarterback Porter) was hot we 
had a chance,” said Bryant, “but when we 
could not establish a running game and had 
to rely almost solely on the pass, it reduced us 
to one dimension.” 

Porter completed 216-of-388 passes for 
2,281 yards and 13 touchdowns, setting 
school standards for completions and TDs. 
Nevertheless, the 6-0, 196-pound signal- 
caller is being challenged by sophomore 
Mike Scott and may lose out to the youngster. 

The Bobcats won't win many ballgames 
unless the defense comes up with a better 
overall effort than the 329 points it surren- 
dered a year ago. 

Ohio is strongest at linebacker; thin just 
about everywhere else. Leading tackler Doug 
Mangen (96 in just nine games), senior Tom 
Gerhert and junior John Parker spearhead 
the linebacking corps. The defensive line can 
boast over a couple of solid performers. End 
Tom Kurtz and tackle Brad O'Neil are the best 
at their respective positions. But the problem 
lies in depth, and the Bobcats have very little 
of it should some of the starters be sidelined 
with injuries or ineffective play. 

Another big loss was suffered in the kicking 
department. Chris Judge, who missed only 
one PAT in 51 attempts is gone, and Mike 
Fultz will now handle the placekicking duties 
full-time. 


Ohio's biggest asset is its receiving contin- 
gent. Junior Bobby Cameron (50 catches, 
four touchdowns), sophomore Cyle Feldman 
(24 receptions) and senior Jim Geiser (28 
catches) are all coming off good years. No 
doubt this triumvirate makes the air attack the 
team’s strong suit, 

The running backs are not bad either, with 
a speedy Jesse Owens (with a name like that 
he'd better be fast), kick return specialist 
Keith Crawford and Chris Mobley forming an 
adequate group of ball-carriers. 

In an effort to provide more bulk along the 
frontline, 280-pound sophomore Ron Rogers 
has been shifted from defense to offense. 
Center Wes Murphy, linemen J, D. Bradbury 
and Brian Faut, and junior tight end Pat 
Welsh are the top returning people. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The 'Cats 
are dealt quite a challenging schedule. 
Aside from their rugged MAC slate, they'll 
take on West Virginia and Kentucky in 
non-league contests. Uniess the defense 
shows some improvement, It may be 
another long and painful year in Athens. 
Doubling last season’s win total is about 
as good as it gets. 
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SAN JOSE ST. UNIV. (10-2) 
San Jose, California 


Horatio Alger is alive and living in Cali- 
fornia. 

In the space of less than one football year, 
San Jose quarterback Mike Perez has gone 
from total obscurity to a Heisman Trophy 
favorite. Talk about rags to riches. 

All Perez did in his first year as a big-time 
college player was lead the country in total 
offense, throw for over 3,200 yards (including 
508 in one game), complete nearly 60 per- 
cent of his passes, and guide the Spartans to 
a Cal Bowl triumph in which he earned MVP 
honors. 

Now the 6-2 signal-caller will be asked to 
do it all over again as SUS looks to defend its 
PCAA title. 

Coach Claude Gilbert can rest easier 
knowing he has his top gun returning, but in 
no way is this team a one-man show. Slot 
receiver Guy Liggins, who set a school- 
record in '86 with 80 receptions for 1,116 
yards, and senior tailback Kenny Jackson, 
who became the fourth player in NCAA his- 
tory to rush for over 1,000 yards and catch at 
least 50 passes, are proof of that. 

Gilbert calls Jackson “the best back I've 
ever coached.” The 5-11, 192-pound slasher 
rattled off 1,117 yards and 12 touchdowns on 
the ground last season. Complementing 
Jackson in the backfield is fullback James 
Saxon. 

Spartan All-America candidates are not re- 
lagated only to the offense. The leading tack- 
ler on the 1986 team, rover Greg Cox, should 


draw busloads of pro scouts to the northern 
California area. The redshirt senior had 98 
tackles and three interceptions in 86, 

Also attracting attention will be senior line- 
backer Yepi Pauu, who fires up the Spartans’ 
version of the "46" defense with his quarter- 
back sacks (nine). Joining Pauu will be inside 
backer Barry Kidney, the defensive signal- 
caller, and outside linebacker Lloyd Forrest 
(seven sacks), who is recuperating from an 
offseason automobile accident. 

Strength down the middle continues in the 
secondary with Cox joined by talented sopho- 
more safety Ryan Rasnick. 

Gilbert’s biggest challenge lies within the 
defensive line, where he must replace four 
seniors. Last year's edition was second in the 
country against the run, but nosequard Larry 
Sandson and tackle Mike Hutcherson are the 
only regulars returning from that group. 

Topping off a solid bunch of returnees are 
kicking specialists Sergio Olivarez and pun- 
ter Tom Diehl, two All-PCAA choices last 
year. 

The biggest losses occured in the offensive 
line, Only mainstay tackle Mike Barnard, who 
played every down a year ago, returns up 
front. 

The Spartans again venture outside the 
PCAA for three games with Pac-10 teams. 
Last season, their only two losses came at 
the hands of the Pac Ten's Oregon and Stan- 
ford. But following the loss to the Cardinals 
they closed with nine straight wins. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: This team 
can, and will play with anyone. Another 
testing schedule awaits. No doubt the 
offense, which averaged 33 points a game 
last season, will have little trouble scoring 
with Perez, Jackson, Liggins, ect. If the 
defense can play close to last season’s 
form, San Jose could be looking at an 
undefeated campaign. 


UNIV. OF NEVADA-LAS VEGAS (6-5) 
Las Vegas, Nevada 


The outlook for the UNLV football team 
may not shine as brightly as the wattage that 
overwhelms this City of Lights, but the Rebels 
will certainly not crap out in ‘87. 

Wayne Nunnely enters his second year as 
head coach of Vegas and he is implementing 
a new look for the offense in hopes of cover- 
ing up for the loss of several starters off last 
season's 6-5 squad. 

One important key for the Rebels will be to 
get the ball into the hands of All-America 
candidate George Thomas. The senior was 
UNLV's leading receiver a year ago with 34 
receptions for 808 yards for a whopping 23.8 
yards /catch and eight touchdowns. Thomas 
is so fast that his teammates nicknamed him 
“Heat” because of the way he leaves defen- 
sive backs standing in a cloud of smoke. 

The Rebels are also counting on a fine year 
out of junior George Williams, who caught 
234 yards worth of passes a year ago. 

Both tight ends—sophomore Cedric Davis 
and senior Chris Bridges—are returning, 
which gives the offense experience as it un- 
veils its new attack centered on the short 
pass, The pair combined for 24 receptions for 
294 yards in ‘86, butwill likely see the ball alot 
more often this fall. 

In the backfield, Nunnely needs to find re- 
placements for the departed Rod Emery and 
Kirk Jones, who accounted for 1,039 of 
UNLV’s 1,424 net rushing yards last year. 
Junior John Nunley and JUCO transfer Mike 
Reddick are the leading candidates to share 
time with returnee Darrin Brightmon. 


An impressive spring showing has given 


JUCO transfer (Fullerton, Calif.) Richard Wil- 


liams the starting assignment over senior 
Eugene Brown. Williams, handpicked to 
come to Vegas because of his experience in 
running an offense similar to that which 
Nunnely is incorporating, will replace four- 
year letterwinner Steve Stallworth. 

While the offense will see major changes 
for 1987, the defense should remain pretty 
much the same. The Rebels will be strong at 
linebacker with players such as seniors 
Adrian Harris (five sacks) and George Varon 
manning the inside posts and Darnell Pick- 
ens (87 tackles) and Todd Cooks handling 
inside duties. 

The secondary, experienced and deep in 
'86, is somewhat of a question mark this go- 
round. The only returning starter is All- 
America candidate Charles Dimry. The 6-0 
senior had 21 tackles from his defensive 
backfield position last year and his leadership 
will be needed to stabilize an otherwise 
young and inexperienced secondary. 

The coaching staff is also high on newcom- 
er Gerald Robinson at safety. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The 
offense that rung up 51 points against 
Portland State and 58 verus Mexico State 
last season will be far from the offense 
that takes the field in '87. But this year's 
unit still has plenty of guns—particularly 
at wide recelver—and will have enough 
scoring punch to pile up their share of 
points. Another six-win campaign Is not 
too much to ask for. 


FRESNO STATE UNIV. (9-2) 
Fresno, California 
Fresno State coach Jim Sweeney's first 


order of business this winter was replacing 
his son. Now don't get the wrong idea, it’s not 
that Kevin had suddenly been shunted off as 
some unwanted family misfit, it's just that 
Sweeney will no longer have his son, who 
also happens to be college football's all-time 
passing leader and a seventh-round pick of 
the Cowboys, playing quarterback for the 
Bulldogs come fall. 

So, for the first time in four seasons the 
FSU signal-calling job is up for grabs and you 
can be sure coach Sweeney has been scour- 
ing the Golden State for another golden arm 
recruit. And for awhile, it looked like he landed 
a prized one. But unfortunately, JUCO trans- 
fer Dan English (Ricks College) broke his 
wrist and for now Eric Buechele is the starter 
by default. 

The 6-2 sophomore has thrown all of 11 
passes in his career and the pressure will be 
on the underclassman to step in to Fresno's 
complicated passing scheme in a hurry. 

Also gone from last year’s 9-2 squad are 
the team’s top two rushers and receivers. 

Again, Sweeney has taken the junior col- 
lege route in hopes of plugging up some of 
those offensive holes. Wide receivers Andre 
Alexander from CC of San Francisco (first 
team All-State) and Anthony Williams from 
Cherritos JC will proabaly compete with re- 
turning seniors Brock Smith and Ron Jenkins 
for playing time. Junior tailback Kelly Skipper 
(518 yards) and fullbacks Dean Collins and 
Kelly Brooks will vie for action in the Fresno 
backfield. 

The offensive line remains viable with cen- 
ter Brian Folland and all-conference tackle 
Mike Withycombe highlighting the group of 
returning players. 

Through the years coach Sweeney has 
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quietly comprised a defense that could play 
with almost anyone in the country. Fresno 
State had 70 quarterback sacks last season 
while holding the opposition to 14 points or 
less eight times. 

Whether they can duplicate those type of 
numbers will probably spell the kind of sea- 
son they'll have in '87. The secondary and 
linebacking corps were hit hard by gradua- 
tion, All but four of last year's starters were 
lost, with free safety Ron Webster the only 
starting returnee in the defensive backfield, 
and John O'Leary and Anthony Nunn (led 
team in '86 with 93 tackles) the most promis- 
ing players at the linebacking position. 

One area where Fresno needn't worry ab- 
out is at defensive end, where senior sack 
specialist Jethro Franklin (19.5) will certainly 
turn some heads, particularly quarterbacks’. 

Sweeney's teams have won 21 of their last 
25 non-conference games. But that string will 
be put to the test when his team opens the 
season against Washington State, Western 
Illinois and UCLA, all of whom have never 
met the Bulldogs. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: In crack- 
ing the Top 20 in 1986 for the first time in 
44 years, the Bulldogs earned plenty of 
respect. Translation; Don’t expect FSU to 
sneak up on anybody this time around. 
The obvious question mark is at quarter- 
back, where Buechele still has much to 
grasp. We'll write this season off as a 
learning year and look for the Bulldogs to 
again challenge for the PCAA crown in 
"88. 


CAL STATE-LONG BEACH (6-5) 
Long Beach, California 


Larry Reisbig will begin his fourth year at 


Cal State-Long Beach, his first as head man. 
As a member of the coaching staff the past 
two seasons, Reisbig knows the system and 
that should help ease the transition. 

The 49ers return eight starters, and that, 
too, should make the ride a lot smoother. 

The quarterback is Jeff Graham, that is 
unless his arm falls off. As a sophomore, the 
6-4 signal-caller thhrew for 2,921 yards, com- 
pleting 245-of-426 passes. This means either 
Graham is a spectacular passer or the Forty- 
Niners are hurtin’ for running backs. 

The 49ers may not have gotten much 
rushing production out of their backfield a 
year ago, but they sure had a fullback who 
could catch. Mark Templeton, who left as the 
NCAA's all-time pass reception leader, 
caught an eye-popping 99 balls last season 
to give him a career total of 262. The toss of 
Templeton leaves a gaping hole in the short 
passing game, 

Juniors Ricco Wilson (126 yards rushing 
last season) and John Mattson will vie for the 
vacated fullback slot. Both were used primari- 
ly as blockers last year but will be called on to 
carry the football more in '87. 

Michael Roberts (second on the team in 
rushing with 340 yards in '86) and Brian 
Browning, both juniors, are back to handle 
the tailback position. Roberts rates the edge 
going into the season with reserve support 
coming from redshirt freshman Karlos Kirby 
and track star Anthony Ford. 

Mike Hollingshaus will get the nod again at 
center, and soph Brian Wiss, who caught six 
passes last year, is given the edge in taking 
over for all-conference performer Greg Locy 
at tight end. 

Wide receiver is another position that 
needs some fixing, Three-year starter 
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Charles Lockett is off to the NFL's Steelers 
and it looks like sophomore Derek Washing- 
ton will have to fill the bill. But the Niners 
definitely lose a great deal in the swap, and 
that could severely alter the passing game. 
The flanker spot goes to senior Tyrone 
McCullouch, son of former NFL star Earl. 

Of the five returning defensive starters, 
senior ends Al Aikins (4.5 sacks) and Mike 
McCauley are the most revered. Guy Mohr, 
possibly CSLB's best pass rusher, missed 
spring practice with a shoulder injury and a 
full recovery is mandatory if the Niners are to 
rush the passer with any consistency. 

In the secondary, it’s a matter of replacing 
veteran cornerbacks Roger Beavers, the 
team’s leading tackler a year ago with 107, 
and Val James, Last year’s starter Stacey 
Alexander has one spot locked up and senior 
Ron Frost the other. 

Last season the Forty-Niners lost to San 
Diego State and UCLA—two bowl teams—in 
rather competitive games. This season's 
agenda has CSLB traveling to Michigan in 
possibly their toughest game ever. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Without a 
running game to complement the talents 
of Graham this is a one-dimensional team. 
The loss of Templeton will be awfully hard 
tor Reisbig to overcome and his first year 
as head coach will prove difficult. A 5-6 
finish would far surpass expectations. 


UNIV, OF THE PACIFIC (4-7) 
Stockton, California 


Despite a dismal 4-7 season and a sixth 
place finish in the PCAA, Pacific coach Bob 
Cope feels he has the right formula to change 
the football fortunes of his Tiger team in '87: 
youth. 

“I'm really excited about this team,” says 
Cope, who guided Pacific to an upset win at 
Minnesota last fall, the school’s first-ever win 
over a Big Ten team, “It's the most talented 
team we've had since I've been here (5 
years). It is also the youngest.” 

That may be a gross understatement. Paci- 
fic graduated a whopping 31 seniors, 22 of 
which started at one point or another. As a 
result, this year's roster contained 41 fresh- 
men or sophomores heading into spring prac- 
tice. With such an inexperienced group, and 
seven of 11 games on the road, Cope could, 
in fact, be cutting his own throat, 

Pacific had one of the nation’s best 
offenses last year (17th in total offense), but 
defensively the Tigers struggled, particularly 
down the stretch (lost final five games) when 
injuries took a heavy toll. 

Hue Jackson, the talented wishbone quar- 
terback is gone, and sophomore Rodney 
Powell, who threw only five passes in limited 
duty in '86 is firstin line to fill the role. Another 
Underclassman, freshman redshirt Ron Be- 
verly, will also challenge for the job. Either 
way, the Tigers enter the season short on 
maturity at the position. 

The running back position has been a ma- 
jor strength the past two seasons, butin'87, it 
presents a sincere concern for Cope. The 
three leading rushers from a year ago are all 
gone, leaving senior Anthony Simien (186 
yards in ’86) as the main man. 

With a shortage of quality backs, the offen- 
sive line must rise to the occasion. But again, 
other than senior guard Dennis McGowan, 
the line is made up mainly of young, inexperi- 
enced players. 

Ironically, despite Pacific's run tendency, 
the Tigers boast an exceptional group of re- 


ceivers, Heading the list are seniors Kennedy 
Bryant (22 receptions) and Booker Guyton 
(27.6 average per catch). 

Considering Cope's defensive-minded 
background, he no doubt is mildly concerned 
about his team's small defensive front. Cope 
wants significantly more pressure applied to 
Opposing passers. Senior Marvin Williams 
(39 tackles) is joined by Richard Harris and 
Ken Calander up front. 

At linebacker, the Tigers can match up with 
anyone in the league. Mark Roberts is a 
standout performer, as is David Thistle, 
who's trying to make the switch from safety, 

Without Thistle in the defensive backfield, 
senior cornerback Mike Fischer (45 tackles) 
will be called upon to take control of the 
secondary, Greg Koperek also returns but is 
coming off a knee injury. Cedell Bush will 
move into Thistle's spot. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Ti- 
gers face three Pac-10 teams on the road 
(California, Arizona State and Washing- 
ton) within the first month of the season. 
Quite a numbing thought for such a young 
team. Heavy losses in the backfield will 
not be easily filled. The Tigers can only 
hope to equal last year’s achievement of 
four wins, 


CAL STATE FULLERTON (3-9) 
Fullerton, Callfornia 


Coach Gene Murphy spent this past winter 
just as he’s spent nearly all his offseasons 
since arriving at Fullerton seven years ago: 
squelching rumors about his departure. 

In 1982, reporters were questioning his job 
security after three dismal seasons, In '84, 
those same scribes were wondering how Ful- 
lerton could keep him after back-to-back 
PCAA championships. And last year, after a 
dissappointing 3-9 season, the Fourth Estate 
had him exiled to Washington State, Wyom- 
ing and Hawaii among others. 

Again, Murphy is staying exactly where he 
is, but his team hopes to be moving in a 
forwardly direction. 

Last year the Titans finished In the lower 
depths of the conference, and will have to do 
alot of digging before they are able to see any 
light. In fact, their toughest schedule ever 
awaits, one which includes games at LSU 
and Florida. 

To meet this formidable challenge, Murphy 
and his staff's recruiting strategy was aimed 
at bringing in older, experienced junior col- 
lege transfers instead of freshmen. 

Offensively, the Titans return eight starters 
from last year. The glaring hole is at halfback, 
where the team lost all-time leading rusher 
Rick Calhoun. Who will step in is still to be 
determined. “We will put some pressure on 
the running backs to find out who can make 
plays when we need them,” said offensive 
coordinator Jerry Brown. Tracey Pierce and 
Tim Byres will likely be the opening day 
starters in the backfield. 

With senior quarterback Ronnie Barber 
(given the edge over sophomore Tony Dill), 
two solid receivers in Todd White (41 recep- 
tions) and John Gibbs (28), and a potentially 
great tight end in senior Jim Thornton, the 
passing game remains a strength, Barber 
threw for 14 touchdowns a year ago and is 
expected to put the ball up with more regular- 
ity in '87 due to a weak rushing game. 

Along the interior line, tackles Ed Gillies 
and Matt Fitts will attempt to make the move 
to guard to take advantage of their blocking 
skills. 


With only five returning defensive starters, 
Fullerton will count on several newcomers for 
help. JUCO transfers Troy Grimes and 
Damon Culbertson are both expected to get 
plenty of playing time at linebacker, particu- 
larly if Bryan Riggs can’t rebound from major 
knee surgery; he did not participate In spring 
drills. Junior Bill Bryan led the club with 119 
tackles last year and is the team’s best at that 


position. 

Hard-hitting Mike Schaffel and Tom Phil- 
lips will man the safety spots, with Tyrone 
Pope and James Howard providing experi- 
ence at comerback. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The loss 
of last year’s top two rushers leaves the 
running game in shambles. Hopefully, 
Murphy has a few biue-chippers among 
his JUCO recrults. With such a difficult 
slate, Fullerton will be hard-pressed to 


duplicate last season's three-win effort. 


UTAH STATE UNIV. (3-8) 
Logan, Utah 


The Aggies of '86 averaged just 192 total 
yards a game, and that is a number coach 
Chuck Shelton knows his team will have to 
improve on if they are going to be any more 
successful in 1987. 

The quarterback derby—a race Shelton 
says is wide open—includes three California 
JUCO transfers. Russ Widerburg, Brent 
Snyder and Eric Chaudron are all battling for 
the right to replace the departed Tom Ponich 
as the starter, though none of the trio has 
taken hold of the position. 

USU's running game, which averaged less 
than 70 yards a game, will again be led by 
Demetrius Brown. If the offense is going any- 
where, they'll be counting on more production 
from the sophomore. Last season he finished 
with a team-high 289 rushing yards. Return- 
ing veteran Timo Tagaloa (172 yards) will 
also carry the ball more often. Transfers 
Kevin Yates and Brett Payne are expected to 
see considerable action. 

The offensive line boasts a slew of experi- 
enced hands. Senior Brett Schnitzius and 
junior Todd Storme reclaim their tackle 
berths, while Jerry Brown is back at guard for 
his junior year. 

The receiving corps remains in capable 
hands with flanker Pat Newman, split end 
Kendal Smith and tight end Pete Maiden all 
retuming starters. Smith led the club with 25 
receptions last season, while hauling in 
seven touchdowns passes. 

Back on defense, senior lineman Gary 
Hulsey (6-6, 310 pounds) is an immovable 
force. Also returning is noseguard Brian Hun- 
saker. But the Aggies are most solid in the 
secondary, where all four starters are back. 
Darrin Long, Pondre Davis, Tony Brown and 
Chad Troxclair were all among the team's top 
ten tacklers in '86. Long is the best of the 
bunch, grabbing six interceptions from his 
safety position last year, most in 13 years at 
USU, Brown chipped in with five thefts. 

Shelton’s most vexing problem is at line- 
backer. The top three tacklers from last sea- 
son—Al Smith (166), Wade Harman (91) and 
James Jackson (72)—are all gone, turing 
what was once a team strength into a leaking 
dam. Junior Jim Otto and redshirt Scott 
Sbranti will compete with a couple of new- 
comers to fill those voids. 

Senior Herick Mandel was an all-PCAA 
punter with a 42.9 average. 

The schedule is not kind to the Aggies. 
Aside from their PCAA slate, they'll meet 


Nebraska, Kentucky and Brigham Young all 
on the road. Whew! Furthermore, seven ofits 
11 games are away from home, certainly no 
way to cure an ailing program, 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The ex- 
tensive losses at linebacker leaves doubt 
as to whether the Aggies will be able to 
stop anyone. Utah State possesses a fine 
group of receivers, but with little sembli- 
ance of a rushing attack and an inexperi- 
enced quarterback, this team Is headed 
for disaster. 


NEW MEXICO STATE (1-10) 
Las Cruces, New Mexico 


Over the past two seasons Mike Knoll has 
seen the best an” worst of the college footvail 
world. In 1985, as an assistant at Miami, the 
Hurricanes played in the Sugar Bowl with a 
shot at the national championship at stake. In 
1986, as head coach at New Mexico State, 
Knoll’s Aggies played for respectability. But 
they couldn't even achieve that, finishing with 
a 1-10 record and in last place in the PCAA. 

Inthe last 18 seasons, the Aggies have had 
exactly one winning campaign. So, Knoll en- 
ters his second year in Las. Cruces un- 
abashed to making changes. 

For openers, Jim Miller has been switched 
to free safety after starting at quarterback for 
the past two seasons, Miller's departure to 
defense opens the door for Phil Vinson. The 
6-3 sophomore was the No. 2 signal-caller for 
much of last season, but after Miller went out 
with a shoulder injury Vinson started the final 
two games. In all, he appeared in six con- 
tests, completing 50-of-123 attempts for 507 
yards with seven interceptions, 

Other changes involve senior Jon Roberts 
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moving from offensive to defensive tackle in 
an effort to bulk up the line. Also, former 
defensive back Ernest Hollowell will now line 
up at wide receiver; ex-defensive end James 


Noel shifts to tight end. 


To bolster the offensive line, Knoll signed 
JUCO transfer Joseph Bowser (6-5, 290) to 
play tackle. The addition of Bowser and the 
return of junior guards Roger Turner and 260- 
pound Andy Miller should make this an im- 


proved unit. 


In the backfield, last year's leading ball- 
carrier, Pat Brown (351 yards) injured a knee 
and is out for the year, leaving senior Keith 
Lott (289 rushing yards, 21 receptions) to 
battle junior Rod Carter and transfer Tommy 
Thomas for starting tailback duties, Carter 
missed all of last season with a knee injury, 
but his rehabilitation is complete. Sophomore 


Anthony Singleton should start at fullback. 


Wide receiver is again an area short on 
depth. Lost to graduation is Sadao Langfeldt, 
who averaged 16.6 yards per catch a year 
ago. However, last season's leading pass- 
catcher Benny Thomas (37 receptions for 
416 yards) is back but heis the only legitimate 
blue-chipper among the returnees. Transfer 
Bryan Love possesses 4.5 speed and will 


likely start at the other receiver spot. 


The defensive end slot is the strongest 
position on the squad this season. Returning 
are seniors Mike Williams and Joe Campbell, 
Last year, the duo combined for 86 tackles, 
including 11 tackles-for-losses. Campbell 


also led the club in sacks with seven, 


State lost its leading tackler, linebacker 
Bobby Kinder (131) to graduation, but have a 
potpourri in which to choose a replacement 
from. Among them is sophomore Sam Dickey 


and senior John McGough.

LEHIGH UNIVERSITY (5-6) 
Bethlehem, Pennsylvania 


If Lehigh can avoid the costly injuries they 
suffered last season and receive some solid 
play from their new starters, the 1987 En- 
gineers will be strong contenders for second 
nlace. Lehigh lost their two Colonial League 
games by a total of eight points, 

Offensively this club has talent and good 
depth at the skill positions. 

When the Engineers have the ball, their 
only area of concern will be the line, Last 
season's depth problems have carried over 
to this year. No longer doing any of the 
ground work is All-America tackle Joe Uliana 
and center Mike Szymanski, Guards Lou 
Chiarito and Aaron Frantz, and tackle Kent 
Weaver must effectively remain injury-free 
for this passing offense to get off the ground. 

Not only was he the highest rated quarter- 
back, but junior Mark McGowan has to be 
recognized as the toughest signal-caller in 
the league. The six-foot-two, 185-pound 
quarterback passed for 397 yards and three 
touchdowns with a broken wrist—not his 
throwing hand—in a five-point season- 
ending loss to Lafayette. He was named con- 
ference Rookie of the Year for his 1,589 yards 
worth of completions and six scoring strikes. 

Even after all his sophomore accomplish- 
ments his starting role is not secure. Junior 
Jim Harris guided the offense before coming 
down with a case of mononuclueosis, While 
starting the first five games—in which the 
Engineers were 1-4—Harris threw for 978 
yards and eight touchdowns. 

If given any assistance at the point of 
attack, tailback Lee Blum should continue to 
Produce as Lehigh's best rusher in over a 
decade. Blum, who rushed for over 100 yards 
on three separate occasions, finished with 
849 yards and nine touchdowns. The junior is 
also the team's leading receiver. 

The Engineers are solid at the receiving 

sitions with the return of veterans John 

orman and Steve Ellis. Both are convincing 
deep threats with their 18.5 and 14.7 per 
catch average, respectively. Another de- 
pendable receiver to watch for is tight end 
Tom Marron. 

This fall coach Small needs to concentrate 
on rebuilding his defense. Lehigh did a poor 
job of stopping the ball carrier last season, 


yielding an average of 377.9 total yards per 
game. 

Stopping the run will get top priority, but the 
graduation of All-America tackle Mike Kosko 
has left a gaping hole. Having to step in and 
contribute significantly will be Peter Paw- 
lenko and Den Ferrell. Pawlenko, with good 
movement off the ball, recorded nearly one- 
third of his stops behind the line of scrim- 
mage. At 250-pouinds, he can expect double- 
coverage this season. 

The Engineers will be starting a lineback- 
ing unit that came together under difficult cir- 
cumstances. On the outside will be Chris Hite 
and Mike Petersen. Hite earned the coaching 
staff's confidence by leading the team with 14 
tackles behind the line after starting five 
games for the injured Steve Apa. 

Inside will be another late-season starter, 
Kevin Rife. Rife started after an injury to Lou 
Sofianakos during the Delaware loss, 
finished as team tackle leader. The remaining 
inside spot will go to either Keith Curtis, Ernie 
Davis or Mike Burke. 

The secondary appears set with the return 
of several key players, most importantly, 
team interception leader Steve Banco. Banco 
picked seven aerials from thin airlastseason. 
Playing the other corner will be senior Terry 
Williams, whose 64 tackles ranked him fourth 
overall on the defense. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Unseating 
Holy Cross is an admirable goal, but high- 
ly improbable. Look for the Engineers to 
battle for second place; a much more 
realistic objective. 


LAFAYETTE COLLEGE (6-5) 
Easton, Pennsylvania 


In his last six seasons head coach Bill Rus- 
so's club has finished with a winning record, a 
feat that none of the 24 previous Leopard 
head coaches could match. With graduation 
taking its toll on the offense and a poor defen- 
sive performance last season that streak 
could be in jeopardy, 

In an attempt to establish a more balanced 
attack, Russo will ask more from his quarter- 
back Frank Baur. Last season the Leopards 
were the least effective passing attack aver- 
aging only 146.5 yards per game. “On 
offense, Frank Baur, is the key. | don’t think 
we are going to pound anyone into the ground 
with our running game, and | don't think we 
are going to be able to just throw the ball all 
over the field. We'll have to mix itup and keep 
people off balance,” said Russo. 

The offense is adapting due to necessity 
with the graduation of Bruce Mcintyre. Meln- 
tyre finished as the second-leading rusher in 
the conference last season with 1,287 yards 
and 11 touchdowns. Trying to fill Mcintyre's 
cleats is Kurt Bowman. Bowman, a 5-8, 178- 
pound junior halfback gained 345 yards for a 
healthy 4.6 yards per carry average. 

When Baur chooses fo throw the ball he will 
have a talented twosome of receivers running 
pass patterns. Phillip Ng and Jim Johnson 
are playing their final season in Easton. 
Together they caught 65 passes for over 
1,000 yards and 10 touchdowns. Johnson, 
who averaged a league-leading 19.5 yards 
per reception, possesses some elusive open 
field moves. 

The kicking game has suffered greatly with 
the absence of both punter Joe Genduso and 
placekicker Mike Renzi from the '87 roster. 
Henk Hariong and Kevin Marks will share the 
kicking chores, 

Defensively, this team can only get better 


considering they finished last in total defense. 
Stopping the run is Russo's main area of 
concern. Opponents averaged nearly 190 
rushing yards per game last season, 

Improvement on this side of the ball is defi- 
nite with the return of last year's top three 
performers. Senior linebacker Mike Shumak- 
er led the club with 98 total tackles. Three- 
year letterwinner Horace Davis and Joel 
Cummiskey join Shumaker on the second 
line of defense, 

However, if Russo's defensive goals are to 
be met the Leopards will have to improve at 
the point of attack. Matt Sala, Steve Orlando 
and Clint Downey are a few of the players 
needed to come up big in the trenches. 

Besides Joseph, the secondary is stronger 
this season with the return of team intercep- 
tion leader Dave McPhee. His five thefts 
tanked him third in the conference. Matt 
Johnston and Kevin Williams round out the 
secondary. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: With the 
outcome of a season resting on an un- 
tested, young quarterback the Leopards 
can not reasonably expect a better than 
-500 record. 


BUCKNELL UNIV. (3-7) 
Lewisburgh, Pennsylvania 


Even with the return of 26 lettermen (13 
Offense, 13 defense) the overriding problem 
with the Bison program remains—scoring. 
And with the graduation of several in- 
strumental players the problems still remain. 

The Bison offense was the only team in the 
Colonial League to score less than 200 points 
(171) in a season. To complicate matters 
worse, the Bisons’ pass-oriented 'I'formation 
offense will be without its two leading receiv- 
ers, Mike Morrow and Earl Beecham, The two 
combined for 80 receptions worth over 1,000 
yards. 

Returning to fill the void are Scott Lillis and 
wide receiver George Long. Both are seniors 
and two-year letierwinners. As last season's 
starting tight end, Lillis averaged slightly bet- 
ter than 12 yards per carry, while Long caught 
three touchdowns. 

Last year’s Bison ground attack was lethar- 
gic to say the least, averaging a conference- 
low of 50.7 yards per game. With the absence 
of Beecham, who averaged 46.2 rushing 
yards per game, the prospects for any for- 
ward progress is dim. Junior Jay Kisslak will 
have to burden the bulk of the ground game. 

The only bright spot on the entire offense is 
quarterback Jim Given. As a junior he threw 
for 2,167 yards and 15 touchdowns with an 
impressive completion percentage of .595. 
Given will need to become more creative this 
season if he wishes to duplicate those num- 
bers without the versatile help of Beecham. 

Defensively, the Bison’s lack any real 
depth. This club lost four starters from a unit 
that finished next-to-last in the league in over- 
all defense. Their strongest point will be the 
defensive front that returns four starters. 
Tackles Harry Buell and Bill Levine serve as 
bookends for noseguard Bob Canestrari. 

The linebacking unit will be dependent on 
the leadership of outside backer Greg 
Schiano. The 6-0, 218-pound senior aver- 
aged 10 tackles per game to place fourth in 
the conference. Joining Schiano on the out- 
side will be returning starter Chris Hackley, 
while Steve Brown and Scott Gilleland are 
expected to move inside. 

Two secondary positions are up for com- 
petition with only John Carey and Robert 
Hawkins assured starting time. Vying for the 


other two spots will be Matt Mayock, Alvin 
McCoy and Jim McCloy. 

One dependable scorer coach Landis can 
rely on is placekicker Steve Barimo. Barimo 
converted all 11 extra-points and four-of-five 
field goals. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Luckily, 
the Bisons are only scheduled for 10 
games, easing their misery by one week. 
There are several large holes to fill and not 
enough talent to do so. If Bucknell can 
duplicate last year’s record, than this sea- 
son can be viewed a success. 


DAVIDSON COLLEGE (0-9) 
Davidson, North Carolina 


As the newest member of the Colonial 
League, the Davidson Wildcats can expect 
nothing but rude treatment from their counter- 
parts. Head coach Vic Gatto, in his third sea- 
son at Davidson, has the unenviable task of 
building a program in a highly competitive 
Division |-AA conference. 

“We will be competitive in the Colonial 
League and we're excited about playing Prin- 
ceton in Charlotte,” stated Gatto. The 
coach's expectations are a bit far fetched for 
aclub that lost by a combined total of 78-21 to 
Bucknell and Lafayette last season. 

Gatto’s is building a respectable founda- 
tion with 36 lettermen (21 offense, 15 de- 
fense) returning, If the Wildcats want to be 
competitive, than several key players can not 
be expected to play both ways. (There is only 
one Gordie Lockbaum in this conference). 

Sharing the rushing duties will be a senior 
duo of Aaron Edwards and Ian Filiss. Both are 
also listed at cornerback and strong safety, 
respectively. Sophomore Peter Hughes is the 


only quarterback familiar with the offense and 
is likely to open the season there. Kearns 
Davis, an incoming freshman is available if 
the defensive pounding takes its toll on 
Hughes. 

An exceptionally light offensive line has a 
solid nucleus back. At center is Gat Caperton 
with Scott Constantini and Chris Hardin atthe 
guard slots. They have an average weight of 
223-pounds. Once again, the Davidson 
coaching staff will have to decide if these 
athletes are of better service offensively or at 
their defensive positions. 

If the line affords Hughes the time to throw, 
then this offense will be able to exploit three 
veteran receivers, Catching passes once 
again at Richardson Field are split end 
Michael Gross and flankers Jon Skinner and 
Charlie Winborne. 

As bleak as the offensive outlook is, defen- 
sively the forecast is dismal. This defense 
allowed the opposition to score over 46 points 
a game. Their defensive strength is at line- 
backer where six returnees are competing for 
playing time. This group includes Danny 
Bowman, Ray Boyet, Howard Humphries, 
Ken Nazemetz, Buddy Wilkerson and Bert 
Williams. 

Notable returners in the secondary include 
Steve Neff at cornerback, Jim Ruark at free 
safety, and strong safety Harry Schiavi. 

The defensive frontis a considerably larger 
group that has been obviously eating in a 
different cafeteria. Tim Weaver (228-pounds) 
and Jeff Blanton (240-pounds) give the 'Cats 
some bulk up front. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Don't ex- 
pect this club to win one conference 
game, or even one game overall. Thereisa 
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serious lack of quality depth on either side 
of the ball. This team moved into the Colo- 
nial League several years too early.

Reno, Nevada 


The Wolf Pack marched through the '86 
season, winning 13 games before bowing out 
to Georgia Southern in the semifinal round of 
the !-AA playoffs. Under coach Chris Ault, 
UNR was unbeaten in conference play— 
posting a perfect 7-0 record—to become the 
first Big Sky team since Northern Arizona in 
1978 to achieve that feat. 

With several starters graduated, The Pack 
will find it a bit more difficult hanging on to 
their coveted crown. 

Lucius Floyd returns for his senior season 
after leading the team in rushing last year with 
1,066 yards and an impressive 6.7 per carry 
average. Joining him in the Reno backfield is 


junior fullback Charvez Foger. Foger'’s no 
slouch either, grounding out 827 yards at an 
average of 4.7 a pop. With a little luck, both 
could surpass the 1,000-yard mark. 

The tandem will have to run behind an 
offensive line minus the services of two of last 
season's starters. Coming back, however, is 
sophomore guard John Armstrong, junior 
center Tom Klisiewicz and senior tackle Don- 
al Rose. 

The biggest hole to be filled is at quarter- 
back, where Eric Beavers is gone after throw- 
ing for 2,810 yards and 25 scores versus just 
11 interceptions in 1986. All one has to do is 
look at the record the Wolf Pack compiled 
under Beavers to know that he'll be sorely 
missed. In his absence, redshirt Donnie Wal- 
ker and JUCO transfers Craig Kennedy and 
Jim Zaccheo will fight for the starting assign- 
ment. 

Junior Tony Logan returns to claim his wide 
receiver job, but the loss of leading receiver 
Bryan Calder (61 receptions, seven touch- 
downs) will be severe. 

The defensive backfield also suffered a 
major loss in the person of All-Big Sky corner- 
back Joe Peterson, who led the league with 
seven interceptions. However, the rest of the 
secondary returns intact, with Robert Ford at 
the corner and junior Mike Brown and senior 
Brian Kaskie manning the safety spots. 

Like the offensive line, the defensive line 
has been picked apart by graduation lossses 
as well. The only returning regular is all- 
conference junior noseguard Bill Bonsall. 
Ault will look at several newcomers to fill in 
here, 

The linebacking unit may have lost a great 
one in Henry Rolling, butit definitely returns a 
good one in 6-5, 235-pound senior Jeff Davis. 
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If Davis plays up to potential he should earn 
many All-America votes. Playing inside of 
Davis is senior Scott Lommori and junior Mike 
Lazovich.. 

The kicking game has one of the nation's 
best in senior placekicker Marty Zendejas, 
Good fortune, or good genes, certainly run 
amok in the Zendejas household, as Marty is 
the latest from that family—brothers Tony 
and Max play in the NFL—on his way to kick- 
ing fame. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The path 
may not be as easy this time around, but 
Nevada-Reno should again walk to 
another Big Sky title. Except for quarter- 
back, there aren't enough weaknesses, or 
enough better teams, to see this club de- 
scending from its throne. 


EASTERN WASHINGTON UNIV. (6-5) 
Cheney, Washington 


Now that Eastern Washington is a full- 
fledged member of the Big Sky Conference, 
all those wins they've been chalking up 
against Big Sky teams will finally count for 
something. Over the last two seasons, East- 
ern has posted a solid 11-5 record against 
conference foes, but was not eligible for the 
league title or postseason play. This season 
they play for keeps. 

When head coach Dick Zornes, entering 
his ninth year in Cheney, surveys his squad 
he sees depth and skill at the tailback, line- 
backer and receiver positions. He also sees a 
whole lot of uncertainty at quarterback. 

Jon Snider is out to reclaim the starting 
signal-calling job he lost to Rob James last 
season. But with James since departed, the 
6-3 senior should again own the position if he 
can hold off a challenge from JUCO transfer 
Todd Larson. Snider saw some action in '86, 
throwing for 347 yards mainly in a backup 
role. 

Zornes will have to devise a way in which to 
get the ball to running backs Jamie Town- 
send and Vernon Williams. Unfortunately, 
both play tailback and may have to share 
time. In ‘86, Williams led the club in rushing 
with 838 yards and seven touchdowns while 
Townsend added 560 yards and five rushing 
scores despite missing most of the year with 
injuries. Townsend hopes to revert to his 
1,000-yard form of 1985 and has looked good 
this spring. Tim Floyd returns to the fullback 
role for his senior season. 

Even though they've lost Craig Richardson 
and Jon Vea (who combined for 90 recep- 
tions for 1,300 yards last season) the Eagles 
still boast some fine pass-catchers. Senior 
Kevin Larew (22 receptions) and sophomore 
Jamie Buenzli (19 catches) should help sof- 
ten the loss of the two former ends. 

Junior tackle Jeff Mickel is the only return- 
ing starter on the offensive line, but transfer 
Mino Pele and letter-winner Todd Rehn are 
expected to come to the fore. 

The linebacking unitis the strong suit of the 
defense. Senior Allen Gilmour (93 tackles) in 
the middle, flanked by Brad Faker and Paul 
Farrell make this an extremely tough defense 
to crack. 

Defensive end Doug McGill is back in the 
lineup after sitting out last season. His return 
moves senior Jim Ferster inside to tackle. 
The other end spot belongs to junior Mike 
Kruzich. 

There is not much experience in the defen- 
sive backfield. Senior Kevin O'Connor finally 
gets a position to call his own at free safety 
after spot starting for the past three years, 


Andre Corr looks like a regular at one corner, 
with younger brother Dominic and soph Quin- 
tin Blythe in the hunt for the other corner slot. 
Sophomore Pat Ogden is slated to start at 
strong safety. 

Eric Stein handles all kicking chores, and 
the senior is on the verge of setting many 
school placekicking records this year. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The 
Eagles have proven they can play with 
BSC teams. If they get a good year out of 
Snider, and a few of the secondary people 
come around, Eastern Washington will be 
in the race for the title till the end, 


UNIV. OF IDAHO (8-4) 
Moscow, Idaho 


Despite tying for second place in the Big 
Sky last season, the Vandals still earned an 
“at large” postseason berth. In the playoffs 
they lost to a familiar foe, Nevada-Reno, 27- 
7, in the first round. 

Based on what they have coming back, 
Idaho could again be right up there at sea- 
son's end, providing they are able to shore up 
a couple of holes on both sides of the ball. 

The team’s top two rushers, Steve Jackson 
(476 yards on 106 carries) and Fred Lloyd 
(380), have both departed, leaving junior 
Todd Hoiness as the main ball-toter, Jackson 
and Lloyd each finished in the top ten in the 
conference in rushing a year ago. 

Coach Keith Gilbertson enters his second 
year in Moscow with a new quarterback run- 
ning the offense. The graduation of Scott 
Linehan (2,954 passing yards and 22 touch- 
downs in '86) leaves the starting berth in the 
hands of John Friesz. Friesz saw limited ac- 
tion last season, throwing only 26 passes all 
year. Mike Grajek transferred over from 
Western Montana Junior College and will 
likely handle the backup role. 

The passing game also lost one of their top 
performers in 56-catch man Brant Bengen. In 
addition to returning kicks, Bengen proved to 
be a superb receiver, winding up just short of 
reaching the 1,000-yard plateau (995) in re- 
ceiving yardage. Picking up the slack will be 
Neosia Morris, the team's leading receiver 
last year with 59 catches, and Eric Jorgen- 
sen, who grabbed 31 balls for 406 yards. The 
tight end position belongs to big Craig Robin- 
son (6-4, 227), As you can see, there is still 
plenty of talent leftover. 

Four starters return to the offensive line. A 
pair of sophomores, Troy Wright and 274- 
pound Todd Neu, make bookend guards, 
while junior Mark Schlereth stands in at cen- 
ter. Greg Hale has one of the tackle slots 
locked up. 

On defense, senior cornerback Virgil 
Paulsen leads by example. His team-high six 
interceptions was enough to place him 
among the conference leaders in that categ- 
ory. Junior Richard Carey has the inside track 
at the other corner position. Slated to start at 
safety is Dan McCanna. 

Sophomore Kord Smith (6-2, 256) and 
senior Peter Wilkins (6-4, 225) should both 
nail down the starting assignment—as well 
as opposing quarterbacks—at defensive end 
for the Vandals. 

Jerry Medved owns one linebacker spot, 
with the other vacancies to come from sever- 
al candidates. Returning lettermen Troy Dor- 
ris and Kevin Johnson, and redshirts Roger 
Cecil and Mark Matthews will all vie for play- 
ing time. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST; Lack of 
overall offensive firepower will prevent 


the Vandals from winning some of those 
high-scoring affairs that are common- 
place in the Big Sky. U's main asset Is its 
pass receivers, but that won't be enough 
to carry them any higher than last year. 
Idaho has third place written all over it. 


NORTHERN ARIZONA UNIV. (7-4) 
Flagstaff, Arizona 


Steadily, the Lumberjacks of Northern Arizo- 
na have developed a solid football programina 
difficult conference. Just two seasons ago the 
‘Jacks finished 1-7 in Big Sky play (3-8 overall). 
They improved last season to 5-2. 

The Lumberjacks offensive unit returns nine 
players, most importantly, quarterback Greg 
Wyatt and tight end Shawn Collins, This aerial 
combination racked up some hefty statistics 
last season: Wyatt threw for 2,862 yards, com- 
pleted 63.2 percent of his 396 attempts and 
tossed 17 touchdown strikes. Meanwhile, the 
six-foot-four, 221-pound junior caught 70 pas- 
ses for 1,016 yards and four touchdowns, 

Filling the gaps left by offensive guards Dan 
Moran (first-team All-Big Sky) and Keith 
Eachus (second-team All-Big Sky) will be 
easier than expected with the return of junior 
Frank Pollack and senior Keith Politte. This 
changing of the guard can be executed con- 
fidently with the remainder of last season's line 
still intact, All-America center Rodney “The Sa- 
moan Sink” Leota, tackles Vince Beemiller and 
Pat Meech are an exceptionally large trio aver- 
aging 275 pounds. 

NAU will have to improve on last season's 
sixth place conference finish in rushing 
offense. Coach Larry Kentera is expecting a 
great deal more from his backs, seniors James 
Chambers and Donri Roberson. “Our backs 
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and line have a better concept of what we ex- 
pect and we feel our rushing production will 
show a steady improvementthis year," he said. 

NAU's minor offensive weaknesses will be 
highlighted by their glaring defensive liabilities, 
Missing from last season's unit that finished 
second in total defense in the Big Sky and 14th 
nationally, are three first-team All-Big Sky, one 
second-team and three honorable mentions. 

Leading the defensive front is Scott John- 
son, a 238-pound senior. Johnson played im- 
pressively last season, trapping the quarter- 
back nine times, registering 58 tackles and two 
recovered fumbles, 

Field leadership will be required from the 
Lumberjacks’ lightly experienced linebackers 
Brian Liebrock, Peter Jonovich and Derek 
Zazueta. 

Hardest hit by graduation has been the 
secondary. Three of last year’s four starters 
which comprised the conference's stiffest 
secondary against the pass. (On the average 
this unit allowed only 188.5 yards per game). 

Earning starting jobs are Brian Stewart, John 
Dierking, Joe Ayers and Clark Osborne. These 
upperclassmen all saw action last season. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST; Offensive- 
ly, Wyatt and Collins should at least match 
last season’s production. They'll have to In 
order to overcome a few defensive liabili- 
ties. Adding optimism to this team is the 
weak non-conference schedule, plus the 
fact that three out of their first four games 
will be played on home turf. This team might 


slip a little, but should still be a contender. 


WEBER STATE UNIV. (3-8) 
Ogden, Utah 


Since Mike Price took over at Weber State, 
the Wildcats have been one of the top offen- 
sive teams in the nation. Unfortunately, the 
‘Cats gave up 32 points a game, which trans- 
lated into a 3-8 season, 

Last year, Weber State went with a unique 
two-quarterback system with seniors Phil 
Cooper and Brian Larsen combining for 
3,284 passing yards and 20 touchdowns. 
Now that they've both graduated Price must 
search for a successor out of inexperienced 
juniors Jeff Carlson and Dave Critchlow. 

The running game remains a strength with 
Sean Sanders returning for his senior sea- 
son. Sanders rushed for 945 yards and 12 
touchdowns last year. The loss of all-purpose 
back Eric Brown will be hard to overcome. 
Willie McDonald ts expected to pick up some 
of the slack though he's spent the past 20 
months rehabilitating his injured knee. 

The two top receivers return and both are 
just juniors. Wade Orton led the team with 47 
catches for 846 yards while tight end Gerald 
Wilcox caught 30 aerials despite missing 
several games due to a broken arm. Sopho- 
more Rick Justice (22 receptions) is another 
player to watch, 

Fifth-year seniors Kelly Widmeyer at offen- 
sive tackle, Angus Macinnes at guard and 
center Paul Valenzuela all reclaim starting 
berths. Widmeyer, who goes a hulking 6-9, 
300 pounds, earned second-team all- 
conference honors last season, as did senior 
guard George Fuller. 

The graduation of many defensive perfor- 
mers has forced Price to shuffle around 
several people. Many of the same players 
return along the line, but as to where they will 
play and what position remains cloudy. But 
one thing is for certain, Michael Neal will sure- 
ly be at one tackle spot after leading all line- 
men with 52 tackles. Likely candidates for 
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end positions are Robb Akey and Taani Tai. 

Linebacker Joe Long's 132 tackles led the 
team. Joining him at the other inside spot will 
most probably be Vernell Quinn, who finished 
second to Long with 111. 

Calvin Hampton returns at strong safety 
where he topped the secondary with three 
interceptions, Senior redshirt Darren Benbow 
will also put up a fight for a spot in the defen- 
sive backfield. The cornerback spots are 
wide open. Rich Willis may have the inside 
track at one opening if he can hold off a 
challenge from JUCO transfer Ken Beazer. 
The free safety position belongs to Joe Har- 
grove. 

Another area of concern is the punting. 
All-conference punter Russell Griffith has 
graduated, leaving behind his 42.2-yard 
average to sophomores Greg Patterson or 
Sean Henry. 

Perhaps the best news is that the Wildcats 
play just a single game on artificial turf. 
Doesn't sound like much until you consider 
their 8-37 lifetime record on the plastic sur- 
face. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: ff Price 
can find a quarterback to go with his fine 
set of backs and receivers, the Weber 
State offense will be one to beware. Atthis 
time the defense was unsettled, and that 
confusion could carry into the season. A 
6-5 record would be a giant step in the 
right direction. 


UNIV. OF MONTANA (6-4) 
Missoula, Montana 


When analyzing Montana's football for- 
tunes for '87, all fans need to know is that 
former quarterback Brent Pease and ex-star 
receiver Mike Rice are both spending their 
summers vying for roster spots on NFL 
teams. 

That's a heavy load to take away from Don 
Read, whose Grizzlies overachieved at 6-4 in 
his first year, but will be hard-pressed to equal 
that record minus its talented passing duo. 

In 10 games Pease rung up some awfully 
impressive numbers: 3,056 yards passing to 
go along with 30 touchdowns, No surprise 
that the Grizzlies averaged 36.2 points a 
game. 

Rice didn't do too badly for himself either: 
64 receptions for 1,046 yards and 13 scores. 
However it was his punting abilities (all- 
conference; 40.5-yard average) that made 
him an eighth-round pick by the Jets. 

Knowing the offense won't generate as 
much scoring as it has in the past, Read will 
harp on improving the defense, which surren- 
dered almost 31 points a contest in ‘86. He's 
gota solid foundation with nine returning star- 
ters, all juniors and seniors. 

The entire defensive line is back. Pat Fos- 
ter and Ward Crawford ai the end positions 
and Jason Ray and Rick Sullivan at tackle 
comprise a solid cast of veterans, Foster 
(team-high five sacks) may possibly be the 
best end in the Big Sky. His 6-5, 265-pound 
frame is certainly no disadvantage in clog- 
ging up holes, 

The loss of Brent Mikesell and Pat Hardi- 
man leaves the linebacking position to a cou- 
ple of new faces. Senior Demidric Cooks and 
junior Kevin Bartsch are experienced perfor- 
mers who will help the young ones along. 
Mike Rankin will also see considerable time 
after missing last year with an injury. 

Most of the secondary returns with Dave 
Reeves and Greg Nygren manning the safety 
spots. Also back is senior Tony Breland, who 


led the club with five interceptions. 

The quarterback slot is up for grabs. Scott 
Werbelow and Tim Winter are the likely in- 
heritors to Pease though neither has much 
experience. Redshirt freshmen Scott Waak 
and Steve Redmond will also offer competi- 
tion. 

The loss of Rice leaves a huge divot in the 
receiving corps. Returning starters Tony 
Lambert at flanker and senior tight end Paul 
Lamb do however give the Grizzlies some 
sort of stability. Lambert was second on the 
team with 39 catches and five touchdowns. 
Lamb caught 11 balls, Senior Dave Garzawill 
also try and move into a starting position and 
has deep threat potential. 

Abackfield of senior Mike Ehlers and soph- 
omore Jody Farmer is not a bad one to have. 
Both are tough, durable runners who do not 
mind sharing the limelight. Ehlers led the 
team in rushing with 226 yards, but his 5.1- 
yard average Is rather impressive. Farmer 
added 135 yards, but it was his 5.6-yard aver- 
age that turned some heads. Newcomer 
Todd McGrew may also be a vital cog in the 
rushing attack. 

Kirk Scratford and Bill Venard return at 
offensive guard. The center is Scott Hartman. 
Transfer Tim Bradford will also battle for aline 
position. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Experi- 
ence is the watchword in Missoula this 
year. A more consistent effort on both 
sides of the ball could spell a winning 
season. 


MONTANA STATE UNIV. (3-8) 
Bozeman, Montana 
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success at Division I] North Dakota State to 
take over the MSU program last winter. With 
the graduation of quarterback Kelly Bradley 
(2,431 passing yards and 14 touchdowns), 
he'll likely find times at bit more trying in his 
first season at the Bozeman campus. 

But Solomonson insists on dwelling on the 
positives, so we will. Heading the list of retur- 
nees on defense are senior inside linebacker 
Ken Lang and junior free safety Bob Kimball. 
The 6-2, 225-pound Lang has been the Bob- 
cats’ top tackler the past two seasons with a 
team-high 137 stops last year. Kimball was a 
second-team all-conference performer as a 
sophomore by virtue of his 91 tackle, five- 
interception campaign. 

A host of others with starting experience 
return to the unit, including linebackers Ron 
Hanson and Matt Micklewright, defensive 
tackle Tom Jacobs and Rob Pouliot at safety. 
The two backers combined for 138 stops and 
14 sacks. Toss in Lang and the 'Cats have 
perhaps the best LB group in the Big Sky. 

Junior noseguard Kevin Wolf returns to the 
middle of the defensive line. He'll be flanked 
by junior tackle Kip Halvorsen and senior 
tackle Tom Jacobs in the team's 3-4 defense. 

As mentioned, the departure of Bradley 
leaves the offense in a pickle and forces the 
39-year-old head coach to implement an en- 
tirely new look to the attack. With Bradley 
under center, MSU was best at moving the 
football through the air. As Solomonson 
stated, the Bobcats will now become more of 
a ground-oriented team. 

Top retumees on offense include senior 
quarterback Kelly Sherwin, last season's 
leading rusher Kirk Copeland, and tight end 
Marc Paffhausen. Sherwin will battle junior 
Shaun Shahan for the starting assignment, 
though neither was impressive in limited ac- 
tion last season. Sherwin completed only 17- 
of-52 passes with three interceptions. 

Montana State's running backs will con- 
tinue to be used as pass-catching threats as 
well. And though Copeland topped the team 
in rushing with a mere 430 yards, his receiv- 
ing contributions didn't go unnoticed. The 
202-pound senior caught 24 passes out of 
the backfield. 

The Bobcats will also try and fill the shoes 
of fullback Toby Petty, who finished second 
on the team in both rushing (223 yards) and 
receiving (43 receptions). Sophomore Tyler 
Huber may get the call. 

The receiving corps also suffered a major 
loss. Kelly Davis led the squad with 47 recep- 
tions and 10 touchdowns, but his eligibility 
has expired. Junior Pat Bergman (15 recep- 
tions for 287 yards) and underclassmen Scott 
Neuman and Terry Duncan are the most ex- 
perienced of the returnees and they'll com- 
pete with a couple of newcomers for action. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Solomon- 
son has proven his coaching abilities and 
should be able to keep this team from 
slipping any further. Not enough out- 
standing players to predict any type of 
challenge In the Big Sky, but there Is 
enough returning talent to keep them ab- 
out where they are or a game or two better. 


IDAHO STATE UNIV. (2-9) 
Pocatello, idaho 


There's no other way of putting it except to 
say that the Bengals were a bad football team 
last season. A look at the stat sheet reveals 
that the defense gave up an average of 37.5 
points per contest and ranked last in the Big 
Sky. The offense had little success moving 


the ball on the ground and was forced to 
throw, especially when playing catchup. As a 
result, they had a league-high 25 passes 
picked off. 

But that was last year. In 1987, head coach 
Jim Koetter has enough experienced talent 
for these cats to at least be able to claw their 
way out of the conference cellar. 

Leading the returnees on offense is senior 
quarterback Gino Mariani, who completed 50 
pecent of his 415 attempts for 2,599 yards 
and 19 touchdowns in ‘86. It has been said 
that when the ball is putin the air, three things 
can happen. Two of them are bad. Obviously, 
Koetter would rather not see the ball in the air 
with such frequency. 

Better said than done, considering Merril 
Hoge, the team's leading rusher and receiv- 
er, has graduated. Hoge gained 631 yards on 
the ground and caught 49 passes for 399 
more. In all, he scored 10 touchdowns. Butch 
Caston is the likely successor. The fullback 
spot belongs to senior Corky Federico. 

Shawn Beals returns at split end for his 
senior year, Other candidates for starting 
jobs are Todd Jones and Kevin Pettit. 

Up front, senior center Joe Henderson and 
guard Greg Teeter reclaim starting positions. 

The defense may have been the team's 
undoing last year, but it will certainly be its 
strong suit in 1987, Experience and depth 
abounds, as eight starters are back for 
another go. 

The linebacking corps is the most solid. 
Senior Mike Calley and sophomores Michael 
Hunt and Tony Manu reclaim first-team 
Status. 

The seconday brings back Don Davis, 
Mike Marks, Bob Burkhalter and Jason Gault, 
all of whom saw extensive action during the 
past season. 

Matt Maloney handles the punting assign- 
ment after averaging 41 yards on 42 kicks, 
but the Bengals are seeking a replacement 
for placekicker Rene Weitmann. 

In addition to their Big Sky slate, ISU 
travels to Cal State-Fullerton. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Idaho 
State will be an improved bunch, especial- 
ly if Mariani gets a little more to work with. 
As mentioned, the play of the defense 
should be enough to lift the Bengals out of 
the cellar, but no further. 


BOISE STATE UNIV. (5-6) 
Boise, Idaho 


Offense, or lack thereof, spelled the differ- 
ence in the Broncos’ 1986 season, The de- 
fense was the bestin the Big Sky, yielding just 
269 yards a game, but when the Broncos had 
the ball, that’s where the trouble began. They 
were last in the league in passing offense and 
second-to-last in total offense. 

And that's what head coach Skip Hall will 
be concentrating on as he begins his first 
season in Boise; 

Seven starters return to the offense, includ- 
ing the entire backfield. Quarterback Keith 
Jarrett was just learning the ropes last sea- 
son as a freshman and should improve with a 
year of experience behind him. The 6-0 sig- 
nal-caller threw for 1,699 yards and 11 touch- 
downs in '86. 

With running backs Chris Jackson and Cliff 
Sexton providing the 1-2 punch, the Broncos 
have asolid ground game. Jackson, a senior, 
led the club with 532 yards on 100 carries last 
year. 

Considering the team's weak passing 
attack, Eric Andrade’s achievements were all 


the more remarkable. As a frosh, Andrade 
caught 41 balls for 624 yards and six scores. 
Folks in Boise will get to see Jarrett and 
Andrade connect for three more seasons. 
Senior Steve Hale is another returning player 
who should see action at wide receiver. 

The line returns three starters, including 
senior guards Tom DeWitz and Dan Murphy, 
and 6-5 junior tackle Kim Hilliard. 

Five members off of last season's defen- 
sive unit made first-team all-conference. Un- 
fortunately, only one returns, Senior tackle 
Peter Kwiatkowski will anchor the front line, 
This 6-3, 245-pounder could be the best in 
the league. Also battling for a position on the 
line are letterwinners Pat McDade and Pat 
Moore. 

Graduation has taken a heavy toll on the 
secondary. Maury Moore and Phil Bartle 
were both all-Big Sky performers who will 
have to be replaced. Senior cornerback 
Ralph Goodling is the only returning first- 
teamer to the defensive backfield. 

Hall will look to several newcomers to help 
fill the linebacking vacancies, Transfers Fred 
Douglas and Larry Hines, and returnee 
Shawn Ellis are all expected to vie for starting 
jobs, 

Tom Schimmer reclaims the punting 
chores after averaging nearly 40-yards per 
kick last year. P. K. Wiggins has the inside 
track at placekicking duties following the de- 
parture of Roberto Moran, 

The Broncos have the luxury of playing 
eight of their 11 games on their home turf. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Hall must 
resurrect a dilapidated defense, as well as 
pump some life into the offense, It's 
doubtful he'll be able to acheive both in 
just a year's time. Boise will spend this 
season fighting to avoid the cellar.

UNIV. OF CONNECTICUT (8-3) 
Storrs, Connecticut 


With 22 of 24 starters returning for the Con- 
necticut Huskies, it's no wonder coach Tom 
Jackson was grinning from cheek to cheek 
this past offseason. UConn won five of its last 
six games of '86 to grab a share of the Yank- 
ee Conference crown, and now the fifth-year 
coach has nearly his entire squad, including 
all 11 defensive starters, coming back. 

Not only is the defense loaded with experi- 
enced players, but there's plenty of talent 
there as well, Seniors Mike Jansen, who led 
the team with 139 tackles last year from his 
inside linebacker position, and strong safety 
Scott Daniels (four interceptions) are real 
blue-chippers. And to balance it all out, senior 
middie guard Nate Cotton (74 tackles) 
anchors the front line. 


Offensively the Huskies aren't so bad off, 
either. A trio of talented receivers comprise 
Connecticut's biggest weapons. David Dunn 
(sat out spring practice with a wrist injury) 
pulled down 57 catches for 854 yards and five 
touchdowns, split end Glenn Antrum chipped 
in with 43 receptions good for 540 yards, and 
Scott Sweitzer grabbed 37 balls as a tight 
end. With ‘that type of pass-catching corps, it 
seems all the quarterback needs to do is 
throw the ball in the air and watch one of his 
teammates catch it. 

Ah, which brings us to the Huskies’ main 
problem. Quarterback. Two-year starter Pe- 
ter Lane has graduated after passing for over 
4,000 yards during the past couple of sea- 
sons and the position remains as wide open 
as an Oklahoma prairie. A bunch of sopho- 
more redshitts—Matt DeGennaro, Scott Vib- 
berts and Howard Goodrow—are battling for 
starting dibs and none has any previous col- 
legiate experience. 

Senior Terry Antrum (Glenn's brother) re- 
turns to the fullback slot after starting all 11 
games a year ago. He rushed for 351 yards 
and led the team with a 5.7 percarry average. 
Punter Jim Carriere will double as a part-time 
fullback, but sophomore Mark Landolfi is ex- 
pected to be the backup. 

Last year’s leading rusher, junior Jeff Gal- 
laher, will be called on to carry the offensive 
load. Gallaher rushed for 592 yards as a 
sophomore and could very well push the 
1,000-yard plateau this season. 

Big junior—and | mean big—Stu Milberg 
(6-5, 303) returns to his right tackle position 
while sophomore redshirt Mike Coleman 
takes care of the left side, All-Yankee senior 
Pat Anglim will make the switch from tackle to 
guard and junior David Franks is penciled in 
as the other guard providing the injured knee 
that kept him out of action for all of '86 is 
healthy. Junior Tom Krol returns at center. 

Junior placekicker Mark Carter (15 field 
goals in '86) is more than adequate. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST; On paper 
the Huskies look as solid as ever. They'll 
definitely need a healthy Dunn, though. 
Only unknown Is at quarterback, but we 
don’t think that will prevent them from 
again fighting for the Yankee title. 


UNIV. OF MASSACHUSETTS (8-3) 
Amherst, Massachusetts 


It's not often a coach looks at his depth 
chart and sees two quality quarterbacks from 
which to choose. But that is the happy dilem- 
ma confronting Jim Reid. 

Dave Palazzi quarterbacked the Minute- 
men to a fine 1985 season, however, he 
separated his shoulder in last year's opener 
and was virtually through for the season. En- 
ter Tim Bryant. The former walkon led UMass 
to an 8-3 record and a piece of the Yankee 
championship in his sophomore year, But 
now, with Palazzi (a senior) healthy and 
ready to reclaim his starting position, a he- 
ated battle has emerged between the pair. 

Reid is not as fortunate at the running back 
position. All-conference fullback A! Neri (801 
yards in '86) has graduated. In his absence, 
tailback Kevin Smellie, a 180-pound junior, 
will probably tote the ball more than anyone. 
Which isn’t so bad. Last season he ran for 
623 yards and 11 rushing scores. Backing 
him up is Chip Mitchell. 

Also gone is flanker John Crowley, the top 
receiver of a year ago. Picking up the slack is 
Dan Rubinetti, the starting split end for the 
early part of 1986 before going down with a 
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knee injury, Jay Dowdy proved his mettle by 
pulling in 17 catches in five games last year 
and will undoubtedly see plenty of action this 
season. Mike Kelley is the tight end provided 
he makes it back from last season's injury 
woes. 

The line losses three starters, two of which 
were all-Yankee performers. Senior Pete 
Montini returns at center. Mike Barrette (6-5, 
265) and Nick Salmon (6-2, 250) should both 
earn starting berths at tackle. Bill Butler could 
claim one guard spot with the other likely to 
come from a group of competing sopho- 
mores. 

For the last two seasons, Senior linebacker 
John McKeown has been the force of the 
defense. His efforts (113 tackles) in 1986 
earned him numerous postseason plaudits, 
and he will again no doubt take home several 
more trophies at the end of this season. Join- 
ing McKeown is 235-pound senior Vito Per- 
rone (108 stops) and Todd Rundle. All three 
are exceptional players, again making the 
linebacking corps a major team strength. 

Injuries crippled the front three last year, 
but it also gave several players valuable ex- 
oerience that they'll carry with them into the 
87 campaign. Juniors Bernard Diggs and 
Dan Charron, and sophomores Steve 
Brothers and Tony Hunt all return up front, 

The secondary lost all-conference safety 
Bob Shelmire, and he'll be sorely missed. 
However, the rest of the defensive backfield 
returns. Cornerbacks Kirk Williams and 
Andrew Thomas team with safely Scott 
Brown to comprise an experienced unit. 
Several underclassmen will vie for Shelmire's 
vacated spot. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: There is 
enough returning talent to keep the 
Minutemen in the fight for the conference 
title. Most of the vacancies will be filled by 
experienced players, something most 
teams don't have. Reid’s first season in 
Amherst was a very successful one. But 
he should be able to match it. 


UNIV, OF DELAWARE (9-4) 
Newark, Delaware 


At 9-4, the Blue Hens compiled a better 
overall record than any of the other Yankee 
Conference teams. But their 5-2 mark inside 
league play only permitted them a share of 
the conference crown. 

With quarterback Rich Gannon (drafted by 
the Patriots in the fourth round then traded to 
the Vikings) among the 10 offensive starters 
lost, the Hens will have to rely on defense to 
carry them through the '87 campaign. 

With the graduation of Gannon, Delaware 
has lost its greatest signal-caller in school 
history. Under the record-setting QB, the 
Blue Hens rung up 401 points last season, 88 
points better than the next highest output in 
the conference. Battling to replace him are 
juniors David Sierer, Craig McCoy and Clark 
German. Sierer is the only returning passer 
with experience; he completed all three of his 
throws a year aao and should emerge with 
the starting assignment. 

Halfbacks Bob Norris and Fred Singleton 
are gone after starting in the UD backfield for 
three seasons. Head coach Harold “Tubby” 
Raymond will choose among several retur- 
nees as replacements. The most notable 
being seniors Randy Lanham and Shawn 
Kelley. Lanham totaled 85 yards on 15 car- 
ries last season. 

At fullback, Delaware has a couple of re- 
turning players who split time in ‘86 and may 
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do \ikewise in '87. Junior Tim Healy finished 
as the team's fourth-leading rusher with 460 
yards last year, but could platoon with senior 
Gregg Panasuk, who returned from a leg in- 
jury to rush for 190 yards and catch 13 
passes, 

Ken Lucas achieved All-America status as 
a cornerback, and the senior is so talented 
that Raymond may have him playing some 
split end as well. John Gilman, another trans- 
fer from the Delaware secondary, may also 
move to the receiving corps to battle senior 
Brendan McCall for a starting berth. 

The offensive line features all-conference 
center Chris Coyne. The 276-pound senior 
will be flanked by guards Mike Turek and 
Frank Beradelli, and tackles Mike Hudy and 
Doug Andre. 

The Hens’ 'D’ surrendered 3711 points in 
86, second-most in the conference behind 
Rhode Island. But the defense is looked upon 
as the team’s strength this season. The front 
four is an area under construction (superb 
offensive guard Nick Bitsko is expected to 
shift to the defense), but the linebacking con- 
tingent represents possibly the best the 
school has ever had. All-America candidate 
Darrell Booker will continue to add to his UD 
tecord for career tackles (415) in this his 
senior season. Joining Booker is senior Jeff 
Borkoski (61 stops) and juniors Mike Greig 
and Bob Dietzel. 

Delaware can count on another stellar per- 
formance from Lucas, who led the club with 
nine interceptions in '86, and fellow corner- 
back Chris McDonald. If Lucas does switch to 
wide receiver, junior Bryan Bossard looks to 
cash in as his successor. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The loss 
of a blue-chipper like Gannon along with 
the top tworunning backs leaves the Hens 
a much weaker squad than last season’s 
title holders. Their schedule is tough; 
non-conference games against Navy and 
William & Mary. A drop in the Yankee 
standings two notches wouldn't be sur- 
prising. 


BOSTON UNIV. (4-7) 
Boston, Massachusetts 


After scoring just 199 points in 1986, it's not 
hard to predict where Terrier coach Steve 
Stetson will be focusing his coaching atten- 
tion. Five times BU was held to nine points or 
less. But although the offense suffered a cou- 
ple of key losses it still has enough talent 
elsewhere to ignite a much-needed spark. 

Center Chris Doyle, guard Peter Bengtson 
and tackle John Timm are three solid return- 
ing regulars along the offensive line, but the 
Terriers still have to replace tackles Mark 
Moylan and Steve Benko. Tom Stuczynski, 
back after missing most of last year with a 
knee injury, is expected to fill one of those 
open spots. 

Boston U. is set at tight end with Andy Wise 
(24 catches) and John Holland providing 
backup support, 

No doubt one of the team's strengths is at 
quarterback, where Pat Mancini and Jim 
Schumar compete for the starting job. Schu- 
man began last season as the starter, howev- 
er he was ineffective in the opener and was 
replaced by Mancini, who went on to set 14 
school records. 

Two-year starter Randy Pettus is back at 
tailback after leading the club in rushing with 
874 yards, including a 226-yard effort versus 
Delaware. Vince Jackson showed some of 
his ability by running for 299 yards, though 


he'll continue to play a backup role to Pettus. 

Fullback Blaine Applegate has decided to 
come back for his redshirt year after coming 
on strong in the latter part of last season, But 
Tim Bonnell still holds the starting assign- 
ment and won't give it up just yet. 

The Terriers are hurting at the receiving 
end, Their top two pass-catchers, Dennis 
Gadbois (70 receptions) and Mark Ferrara 
(36 catches) are both gone. The top candi- 
dates to step in are Steve Macri, Darvell Huff- 
man and Mike Flynn. 

On defense, the big question is who will 
replace All-America tackle Kevin Murphy. It 
won't be easy. Murph was Yankee Defensive 
Player of the Year in '86 and his absence will 
be severly felt. Nose tackle Arnie Galvez, 
ends Jim Mercer and junior Bill Caraher, and 
linebackers Dennis Carson (sophomore) and 
Jack Reybold (team-high 123 tackles) are 
also returning to reclaim thelr starting posi- 
tions. 

The secondary is headed by junior Mark 
Seals (led the team with six interceptions), 
who has found a home at the corner position 
opposite Skip Jackson. If he stays healthy, 
Ken Clifford will be at strong safety while Mike 
White works at free safety. 

At 6-6, 260 pounds, Dan Green may not be 
the nation's best placekicker, but he certainly 
might be the biggest. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Despite 
glaring weaknesses at receiver and defen- 
sive line, Boston will contend for the 
Yankee crown. The offense should be 
much improved with a couple of healthy 
bodies back in the lineup after missing the 
'86 campaign. If Stetson can get this 
group to overachieve a little bit, they 
could end up stealing this thing. 


UNIV. OF NEW HAMPSHIRE (7-4) 
Durham, New Hampshire 


With 18 starters returning from last year's 
squad, the Wildcats have the foundation to 
make coach Bill Bowes' 16th year in Durham 
a very successful one. 

The combo that helped make the ‘Cats the 
second-best passing team in the Yankee 
Conference is back In force, with quarterback 
Bob Jean and wide receiver Curtis Olds. Jean 
threw for 2,535 yards and 19 touchdowns in 
'B6. Olds was on the receiving end on 944 of 
those yards and added eight scores. His 
efforts earned him all-conference honors. 

Also returning to the offensive attack is 
tailback Norm Ford, who rushed for 854 yards 
and found the end zone nine times, 

The defense can use some rebuilding after 
surrendering 365 yards a game in 1986, the 
fifth highest figure in the league. The loss of 
linebacker |Ilia Jarostchuk, drafted by the St. 
Louis Gards in the fifth round, certainly won't 
help matters. In Jarostchuk’s absence, the 
leadership of the defense rests in the hands 
of Scott Curtis. Curtis had 122 tackles a year 
ago and covers plenty of turf from his line- 
backer position. 

Also back for his junior campaign is 
placekicker Eric Facey, Facey was success- 
ful on 12-o0f-15 field goal tries and 30-of-31 
PATs for 66 points last year. 

Two late-season losses to conference foes 
(Maine and Massachusetts) kept New Hamp- 
shire from a shot at the Yankee crown, UNH 
closes the ‘87 season against the Minutemen 
and Connecticut—two teams that tied for the 
title last year—and must guard against a simi- 
lar letdown. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST; No ques- 


tion the Wildcats are going to score some 
points. It’s the defense that’s got coach 
Bowes worried. Overall, however, this 
team is solid but may be just a tad short on 
depth to keep pace with the Yankee front- 
runners. A fifth place finish is about where 
they stand. 


UNIV. OF MAINE (7-4) 
Orono, Maine 


Over the past four years the University of 
Maine coaching staff has undergone more 
transitions than the Boston Celtic fastbreak. 
Once again, the head coaching reins has 
been taken hold by a newcomer—of sorts. 
Tim Murphy has been at Maine for two years, 
but this fall he'll become the school's third 
head man in four seasons. 

Murphy faces the task of filling the vacan- 
cies left by the graduation of 12 starters, and 
18 lettermen overall. 

The biggest concern for the Black Bears 
remains the offensive line, which returns only 
one starter, senior right gaurd Dave Ingalls, 
from '86. Rob Noble will likely join Ingalls at 
the other guard slot. 

Murphy's Multiple offense will be in cap- 
able hands as Maine will field a pair of record 
setting quarterbacks in junior Bob Wilder and 
Mike Buck. The former owns six passing 
marks and is the school's all-time leading 
passer with 4,335 yards. Wilder is expected 
to win the job for the third straight year, with 
Buck available to come off the bench. 

The loss of fullback Mike Walsh should be 
nullified if sophomore Ray Wood and junior 
Jeff Cosgrove perform as expected. One of 
the team's strengths is at tailback, where 
Doug Dorsey and Jim Fox give Murphy two 
solid runners in which to choose from. The 
pair combined for 1,624 yards and 19 touch- 
downs last season, but each is recovering 
from injuries and their status for the opener is 
cloudy. 

With the accent on passing, Maine is lucky 
to have the kind of receivers they do, Sergio 
Hebra and Steve Roth are the best of the 
bunch that also includes Scott Venditto. 

Defensive coordinator John Lovett faces 
the formidable task of keeping the Black 
Bears' defense the best in the Yankee Con- 
ference. He'll have only three returning star- 
ters to work with and will be looking at senior 
left tackle Steve Violette and All-America 
safety Rob Sterling to carry the younger play- 
ers. The other returnee is Nick Penna at in- 
side linebacker. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Maine 
needs another star-studded year from 
Wilder and solid performances from their 
cast of rushers If they hope to finish near 
the top of the Yankee. But unless Lovett 
can rebuild the defense, the Bears could 
easily see an about-face in their record. 


UNIV, OF RHODE ISLAND (1-10) 
Kingston, Rhode Island 


The 1986 Rams were a team without ba- 
lance. Not surprising, they slipped and fell flat 
on their facemasks. Last year's 1-10 cam- 
paign followed two of the finest season's in 
Ram history, but now coach Bob Griffin must 
concern himself with picking up the pieces. 

Rhode Island led the Yankee Conference 
in passing for the fourth straight year, but the 
absence of a rushing game led to the team’s 
downfall. 

URI brings back 19 starters, including star 
performer Brian Foster at tight end, who re- 


turns to the lineup after sitting out last season 
for academic reasons. Foster holds ten 
NCAA receiving records but his return leaves 
Griffin with a slight problem, albeit a nice one. 
Senior Jim Muse filled in for Foster last sea- 
son and caught 48 passes. Both are worthy of 
playing full-time. The logical solution; a dou- 
ble tight end offense. 

Wide receiver Bob Donfield will try and fol- 
low up his super '86 season in which he had 
49 receptions for 655 yards, Receiver Jim 
Pratt (32 receptions) also returns for his 
senior season. 

Quarterbacks Greg Farland and sopho- 
more Paul Ghilani combined to do a solid job 
in filling the shoes of Tom Ehrhardt. Farland, 
a senior, threw for 2,058 yards while complet- 
ing 56 percent of his passes. Ghilani also saw 
considerable action and tossed seven touch- 
down passes. 

However, Ram quarterbacks were snake- 
bitten by the interception, throwing 35 into the 
hands of the opposition. 

The running game is in the hands of tail- 
backs Doug Haynes and Chris Poirier, the 
Rams’ one-two punch which amassed 926 
yards and accounted for six scores via the 
ground. Haynes led the team for the second 
straight year in rushing. 

Senior redshirt Ray Apo returns to center, a 
spot he held for two years before injuring a 
knee in 1985, 

Much is expected from sophomore nose- 
guard John Gilman, who put in an outstand- 
ing freshman season. Playing alongside Gil- 
man is senior tackle Mike Janson, who has 
been moved from offensive guard across the 
line of scrimmage. 

Linebacker Jim Happe comes off a fine 
87-tackle, five-sack performance, and will 
again lead the defense. He'll work with a sup- 
porting cast featuring senior tackle Jim Land- 
ry (72 tackles) and defensive end Ken Kurtz. 
Kurtz, one of the team's best pass rushers, 
has been tried at fullback this spring and may 
play both ways this fall. 

The secondary is hoping that comerback 
Ear! Smith can make a full recovery from last 
year's injury-plagued season, The Rams are 
so confident that he can replace four-year 
starter Ray Williams that they've already 
moved Aaron Smith from the corner to free 
safety. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Getting 
Foster back is a big plus for the offense. 
Now with a little better effort from the de- 
fense this team can make a move in the 
Yankee standings. 


UNIV. OF RICHMOND (4-7) 
Richmond, Virginia 


Anyone attending a Richmond game would 
best be advised to carry along a program, 
Graduation snatched 13 starters off last 
year's club and the Spiders are forced to rely 
on many new faces. 

With the departure of quarterback Bob 
Bleier, a new leader will be forced to emerge. 
The top candidate is sophomore Chad Grier, 
who appeared in five games last season and 
completed 71.4 percent of his passes. 

The backfield should remain a staple in the 
team's scoring attack. Junior Erwin Matthews 
ground oul 568 yards while sharing time with 
Greg Grooms. Powerful junior T. J. Morgan 
leads the list of fullback prospects, though 
Keith Wilson and Sam Yaffa are right behind. 

The loss of split end James Church and 
flanker Brian Shields leaves the Spider re- 
ceiving corps in disarray. Senior Johnnie 
Ealey caught just 10 passes in ‘86 but will 


now become the team's top target. Speedy 
Marvin Hargrove returns as a long-ball threat. 
Junior Mike Cerick is listed No. 1 onthe depth 
chart at tight end. 

The offensive line did an excellent job in 
keeping Bleier off his back. Four starters re- 
turn to the unit which permitted only 12 sacks. 
Senior center John Aaron and tackle Court- 
ney Williams are the leaders up front. Mark 
Bell and Howard Fahnestock have also se- 
cured spots at left guard and tackle, respec- 
tively. 

All-America linebacker Rafe Wilkinson is 
gone, but his loss will be softened by the 
return of standout junior Pat Brown. The in- 
side backer position was hit hard by gradua- 
tion, losing leading tacklers Damon Miller and 
Troy Gray, John Coleman and senior Gary 
Hingst will man the vacated spots. 

Last year's weak secondary may become 
this year's strength, Three starters return, in- 
cluding Tony Butler and Erriel Roberson at 
cornerback and Brian Jordan at strong 
safety. 

Punter Jeff Olivo leads the kicking game. 
The sophomore earned all-conference hon- 
ors last season and may even double as 
URI's placekicker this year. 

Richmond will play seven of their 11 games 
on the road, including a September meeting 
against Wake Forest. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST; Brown 
and Jordan are the top performers on the 
defense, but the Spiders suffered too 
many key losses on offense to be a con- 
tender in the Yankee. Don’t expect them to 
surpass last season’s four-win effort. 


VILLANOVA UNIV. (8-1) 
Villanova, Pennsylvania 


Villanova will not become a full-fledged 
member of the Yankee Conference until 
1988, though they'll get an early taste of 
league play by meeting four Yankee teams in 
'87. As the conference's newest arrival, the 
Wildcats will try and eam some respect from 
a few of the old, established teams. 

The 'Cats return their entire offensive start- 
ing unit and a defense that lost just three 
regulars. Back leading Villanova's high- 
powered attack is quarterback Kirk Schulz. 
The sophomore erased all doubts about his 
abilities last season by setting school records 
with 1,964 passing yards and a 61.9 comple- 
tion percentage. Coach Andy Talley thinks 
Schulz is, in fact, for real, butjustin case soph 
Mike Reilly will be there for backup support. 

Back after a superb freshman season is 
split end Bob Brady, who pulled in 45 passes 
for 695 yards a year ago, Tight end Jim Cash- 
man (27 catches) and flanker Greg Downs 
(21 receptions and six touchdowns) also re- 
turn. Cashman is the elder statesman of the 
trio and he's only a junior. 

Villanova is not all pass and no run. The 
‘Cats’ backfield, which averaged 217 yards a 
game, returns junior Ron Sency (625 yards) 
and soph Jeff Dingle at the tailback slot. Gary 
Pascoe and Peter Lombardi will fight for the 
fullback berth. Each compiled similar stats in 
‘86 and can both do the job. 

At an average of 6-3 and 268 pounds, the 
Wildcats' offensive line carries a lot of beef. 
The starters are senior Tony Corbo at center, 
juniors Dave Pacitti and Jon Fletcher at tack- 
le, and guards Paul Berardelli and James 
Donaway. 

Defensively, the Villanova front wall should 
be tough to crack. Headed by senior nose- 
guard Ted White, the Wildcats also feature 
experienced tackle John O'Brien. White 
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finished the '86 season third on the team in 
tackles with 55, while O'Brien tied for the 
team lead with six sacks. 

Syracuse transfer Tom Reid will join retur- 
nee Josef Allen at outside linebacker. The 
inside unit is well solidified by the return of last 
year’s top two tacklers, Bill Buckley (67) and 
Richard Spugnardi (60). Dan Falasca will be 
a key reserve if he can come back from 
offseason knee surgery. 

Two of the three losses-due-to-graduation 
have come from the secondary. Some patch- 
work is necessary if the unit is to perform as 
well as itdid last season, Sophomores Xavier 
Hargrove and Brian Reed return after making 
Steady progress a year ago. Reed led the 
club with four interceptions and will have to 
take charge in a defensive backfield compris- 
ed mainly of inexperienced players. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: ’Nova Is 
solld and fairly deep on both sides of the 
ball. With thelr more competitive sche- 
dule, we should get a better idea of how 
good this team really is. Remember, Villa- 
nova dropped its football program just a 
few years ago.

Cedar Falls, lowa 


The Panthers begin the season as the 
favorites to take the Gateway Conference 
title. With a formidable returning class (39 of 
55 lettermen are back), coupled with a three- 
game winning streak to finish out last season, 
coach Darrell Mudra’s club has perhaps the 
strongest squad of any Gateway team. 

Shouldering the burden for Northern lowa 
is quarterback Mike Smith, who returns for his 
final season after a dominant '86 campaign. 
Smith finished second in the conference with 
3,125 yards, 27 touchdown tosses, and an 
equally impressive 62.7 completion percen- 
tage. 

Not a deep throwing ace, Smith is a high- 
percentage passer who will complete most of 
his throws to tight end Brian Baker and half- 
back Carl Boyd, Baker and Boyd each gained 
close to 900 yards worth of receptions and 
scored a combined total of 116 points, 

All five starting offensive linemen—three 
seniors and two juniors—will be back in the 
lineup. Meanwhile, running behind this cohe- 
sive unit are the conference's number three 
and five rushers, Fullback Errol Peebles and 
halfback Boyd both rushed for over 700 yards 
(747 and 715, respectively) and combined for 
10 touchdown jaunts. 

The Panthers are susceptable at wide re- 
ceiver. Leading candidates are junior 
Anthony Price at split end and senior Eric 
White at flanker. 

The effects of graduation on the defensive 
side of the ball have been minimal. The NIU 
secondary, ranked second in the conference, 
returns all of its starters. Defensive back Mark 
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Hein anchors this young group that held 
opposing quarterbacks to a 46.8 completion 
percentage with 18 interceptions, 

Several starting jobs at linebacker are 
available this fall, Candidates include John 
Hill, a running back last season who gained 
94 yards on 27 carries, and six-foot-four Mike 
Kolpin. The junior from Tama, lowa saw li- 
mited action last season but is being counted 
on for big contributions. Playing the outside 
positions should be lettermen Terry Arm- 
stong and Dave McCorvey. McCorvey was 
an All-Gateway defensive back last season. 
He has the size (6-2, 210) needed to make 
the transition. 

The defensive front has a large talent pool 
in which to choose from. This year's surprise 
could be six-foot-five, 256-pound defensive 
end Allen Donnel. This senior from Syracuse, 
Kansas is ready to go after missing the last 
two seasons due to injury and academic 
problems. Bryce Paup, Todd Eagen and 
Luke Carlson all saw action last year and 
gained worthwhile experience. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Anything 
less than a conference title could be cons- 
idered an disappointment. With the major- 
ity of last year's squad back an undefe- 
ated Gateway record is not remote, 


EASTERN ILLINOIS UNIV.(11-2) 
Charleston, lilinois 


Duplicating last season's number three 
NCAA Division I-AA final ranking is a 
monumental task for any team, let alone 
accomplishing ft under the direction of a new 
head coach and without key offensive play- 
ers. Welcome to the practice fields of Eastern 
Iilinois, where the Panthers will try to find the 
missing pieces in order to remain atop the 
Gateway Conference. 

Inheriting this solid program is Bob Spoo, 
formerly the offensive coordinator /quarter- 
back coach at Purdue University for the pre- 
vious ten seasons. The 48-year-old Spoo, a 
native of the Chicago area, was the Boiler- 
makers starting quarterback during the 1957 
and '58 seasons and a graduate of the class 
of '60, Spoo was also an assistant at Wiscon- 
sin for five seasons prior to his work at 
Purdue, 

The Panthers’ most pressing problems will 
be finding replacements for Sean Payton and 
Roy Banks. Payton, last season's conference 
passing leader with 3,456 yards will be sorely 
missed, Spoo, who has not given any indica- 
tion on who his starting quarterback will be, 
has four candidates competing for the job. 
They include last season's backup Pat Car- 
roll, redshirt freshmen Burgess Watts and 
Eric Arnold, and transfer Kurt Simon. 

The team's largest void remains their re- 
celving corps. Last year's squad possessed a 
talented tandem of wide receivers that have 
since graduated. Calvin Pierce and Roy 
Banks, who started all eleven regular season 
games, combined for 118 receptions, 2,214 
yards and 18 touchdowns. This season's 
leading returnee is tight end Derick Wilhelms 
(18 for 343 yards). 

With no true deep threat available, Spoo 
will rely on a two-back offense. Expect to see 
a simple, short passing game. 

With the return of DuWayne Pitts and 
James Marable the Panthers will feature a 
strong two-back ground attack, Pitts, the 
school's No, 5 all-time rusher, averaged 
nearly five yards per carry last season, while 
Marable led the conference in scoring with 16 
touchdowns. 


Marable rushed for over 100 yards on three 
different occasions last season and averaged 
112.7 all-purpose yards. But due to his per- 
sistent ankle injury, Spoo was forced to re- 
main with a one-back offense. If he is able to 
avoid reinjuring the ankle, this five-foot-nine 
senior will help make plenty of things happen 
on offense, 

The Panther defense, ranking last against 
the pass and second against the run last 
season, surrendered the fewest points of any 
team In the Gateway (16.5 ppg). With the 
return of defensive lineman John Jurkovic (13 
sacks) and Rod Reynolds (7 interceptions), 
this unit still retains plenty of bite. Key players 
from last year’s squad, lineman Carl Parker 
and inside linebacker Jeff Mills provide plenty 
of quality support. 

The secondary, which was raked for an 
average of 231.7 yards per game, is the only 
area of defensive concern, 

This season's schedule provides no rest 
spots for the Panthers when they open up 
against Division | San Jose State followed by 
a meeting with Gerry Faust's Akron Zips. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST:The 
Panthers were too dependent on their 
passing game last season not to be great- 
ly affected by the depletion of their pas- 
sing personnel! this year. Defensively, this 
team Is sound and should continue to 
hold opponents In check. However, don’t 
expect them to outscore their opponents 
as convincingly. They will battle for first 
but finish In second. 


SOUTHERN ILLINOIS UNIV. (7-4) 
Carbondale, Illinois 


If head coach Ray Dorr can find a healthy, 
above-average quarterback to match his 
strong running game, the Salukis stand an 
outside chance of dethroning Gateway Con- 
ference defending champion Eastern Illinois. 

Battling for the starting berth will be Kevin 
Brown and Pat King. King, asenior, has to be 
considered the strong favorite because of his 
extensive '86 experience. In 10 games the 
six-foot-three signal-caller threw for 713 
yards and six scores. However, Brown com- 
pleted nearly 50 percent of his attempts and 
was only intercepted three times in his four 
appearances. 

Whoever earns the starting nod will have to 
contend with a depleted receiving corp. Mis- 
sing will be last year’s team-leading reception 
trio of Mel Kirksy, Bruce Phibbs and Sebron 
Spivey. Earning starting slots are Nate 
McGhee and Bobby Sloan. Sloan, who also 
competes on the college track team, aver- 
aged 16.2 yards per reception while McGhee 
caught 16 aerials, Tom Roth, a large target at 
six-foot-six could prove to be a surprise tight 
end find. 

Dorr realizes his passing game will be in- 
consistent and will look to control the ball via 
the ground. The coach believes he posses- 
ses the two best backs within the conference 
with Paul Patterson and Anthony Vaughn. In 
his freshman season, Vaughn averaged an 
incredible 6.7 yards per carry on 90 attempts. 

Keying the rushing game will be the three 
returning line starters; Bob Grammer at cen- 
ter, Rob Howell at guard and David Smith at 
tackle, Smith a huge tackle at six-foot-eight, 
270, will frequently be playing in front of the 
pro scouts. 

The Salukis are an impressive defensive 
unit but must avoid fading late in the game. 
Opponents scored considerably more points 
in the fourth quarter than in the first three. 


The Salukis’ defensive strength will be right 
up the middle with the return of middle guard 
Brad Crouse and inside linebackers Mike 
Carbonaro and Ezell Shelton. Crouse who 
totalled 81 tackles, leads the team with six 
stops behind the line. The senior linebacking 
tandem, which is required to cover large 
amounts of real estate in defensive coordina- 
tor Larry McDaniels’ Multiple 52 alignment, 
recorded over 150 stops between them. 

Three of last season's four secondary star- 
ters return, Jay Hurdle, an early frontrunner 
for the last available secondary position, 
could possibly be bumped by redshirt fresh- 
man Ryant Wooten. 

Other top veterans are linebacker/line- 
man Ron Kirk and Rob McNabb. A native of 


Chicago, McNabb recorded three sacks and’ 


one fumble recovery to go with his 51 total 
tackles. 

An area of deep concern for the Salukis will 
be their kicking game, Placekicker Ron Miller, 
who led the team in scoring with 48 points, is 
gone, Drew Morrison has also moved on, 
leaving the punting duties to freshman David 
Peters. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The con- 
ference title could come down to the 
grudge match on November 7 when the 
Salukis play Eastern Illinois. If they leave 
Charleston with a ‘W’ the Salukis should 
also walk away with the conference. If not, 
it’s another second place finish. 


INDIANA STATE (4-7) 
Terre Haute, Indiana 


After two consecutive disappointing sea- 
sons, it's time for Indiana State to put up or 
shut up. The Sycamores’ record over the past 
two Gateway Conference seasons has been 
7-14, 

“If sheer numbers mean anything, we're 
going to have an experienced team coming 
back for us this season,” coach Dennis Raetz 
said. 

The Sycamores, ranked last in total team 
defense last season by giving up an average 
of 366.4 yards per game, will be without the 
services of their team-leading tackle tandem 
of Troy Johnson and Tim Cunningham. Both 
of these inside linebackers were the founda- 
tion for what little defensive clout Raetz’s club 
showed. 

Filling one of the available inside positions 
should be redshirt sophomore Dennis Gos- 
sett. The 6-2, 225-pound transfer from Ohio 
State is best noted for being areserve atOSU 
behind All-America Chris Speilman. 

ISU returns three-fourths of a secondary 
that finished third-ranked in the conference. 
Anchoring this unit will be 1987 I-AA All- 
America defensive back Steve McKeel. 
McKee! led the Sycamores in interceptions 
(4) and was third in total tackles (73). 

The secondary should benefit from the im- 
proved play of defensive end Antoine Lidell, 
The 220-pound junior did not start until the 
fifth game of the season and still led the team 
with four sacks. 

Offensively, this is a sound passing unit 
with a run attack that is suspect, Returning to 
run the offense is quarterback Kyle Frondorf. 
The junior transfer from Cincinnati threw for 
1,962 yards and six touchdowns as a first- 
year starter. Those numbers were good 
enough to rank him second in school history 
and third in the conference last season. 

The school's most productive receiver, 
Gary Cannon, returns for his final season. 
The Indianapolis native set a single-season 


record with 43 receptions for 631 yards, 
Alongside Cannon willbe Chris Johnson. The 
six-foot junior averaged an astronomical 21.1 
yards per catch last season while scoring four 
touchdowns. 

Tony Brewer, an incoming freshman from 
Terre Haute, decided to keep his speed and 
promising catching skills at home. This kid 
could be quite a local find for Raetz. 

lf the Sycamores intend to make a legiti- 
mate charge at the conference crown they 
will need to improve their running game that 
lost several Important backs. No longer on 
the roster are tailback Tracy Stewart and full- 
backs Jimmy Edwards and Leonard Win- 
born. 

On the roster to replace these backs are 
Charles Walls, state's top returning rusher 
and some promising newcomers, JUCO All- 
America Tori Vactor and freshman Kevin 
Jackson. 

For a minor conference school, this offen- 
sive line really tips the scales, with an aver- 
age weight of 262 pounds. With the gradua- 
tion of All-America Mike Simmonds, offensive 
tackle Pete Endre should fill in adequately. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Improving 
on last season’s conference record of 1-5 
Is a realistic goal for the Sycamores. 
However, with a tough non-conference 
schedule (Georgia Tech, Cincinnati and 
Ball State) Impoving on last year’s overall 
record will be difficult. 


ILLINOIS STATE (5-5) 
Normal, lilinois 


The Redbirds are looking for their third con- 
secutive 500 season—with thoughts of 
achieving greater heights If they can remain 
injury-free, 

Coach Bob Otolski's 'Birds limp into the 
season with several key players injured. For 
the first time since his arrival in 1981, Otolski 
was forced to cancel the annual intersquad 
game. 

Offensively, this will be a unit of a different 
feather, balancing a mobile quarterback with 
a power inside running game. Sophomore 
Pat Williams retums as the starting signal- 
caller. Williams earned the starting slot when 
Ed Cheatham was continually nagged by in- 
juries and showed strong passing ability. 

Helping to offset the passing game will be 
six-foot-two, 200-pound fullback Vic North- 
ern. Northern is a power runner who will ease 
the loss of last year’s rushing leader Marty 
Casper. 

Coach Otolski's offense must play more 
consistently. In its five losses last season, the 
Birds only averaged slightly better than 10 
points. Compared to an average of 26 points 
scored in five wins, 

Speaking of the passing game, ISU returns 
their three primary receivers. Seniors Tim 
Turner and Billy Garrett, who combined for 44 
receptions last season, will be accompanied 
by sophomore Bill Miller. 

In general it is relatively easy to overlook 
the scoring output from the placekicking posi- 
tion. The graduation of Paul Politi will un- 
doubtedly put his replacement under the 
microscope. Politi, who led the Redbirds in 
scoring with 48 points, completed his collegi- 
ate career with 251, Last season he con- 
nected on 18-of-19 extra points and 10-of-15 
three pointers. 

On the defensive side of the ball, ISU will 
lose three starters from last season's confer- 
ence-best defense, Defensive coordinator 
Gus Pachis' main concerns will be finding an 


adequate replacement for linebacker Brian 
Gant, and keeping his defense strong late in 
the game, Gant was named conference De- 
tensive Player of the Year. The defense sur- 
rendered 107 second half points, compared 
to 71 in the first half. 

The Birds' defensive strength will be the 
line, where they return all four starters. Ends 
Rich Zukowski and John Jurkus are both two- 
year letterwinners, while interior linemen 
John Kropke and Peter Shorts are three- 
year. Kropke and Shorts, both weighing 270 
pounds, comprise a monstrous middle, 

The Birds, due to the loss of Gant, are 
suspect at linebacker. Junior Bret Bindley, a 
three-year letterwinner, is expected to pick up 
the slack. Also supplying some experience 
will be Dan Starkey and Vic Rodriguez. 

Throwing against this defense will continue 
to be difficult. Jeff Smith, team interception 
leader and an All-Gateway defensive back, 
will keep opposing quarterbacks grounded. 
Teaming with Smith will be cornerback Gary 
Conley, who had four interceptions. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Otolski's 
team will have to have the new offensive 
bugs worked out early with three of their 
first four contests on the road. If they re- 
ceive some consistent offensive scoring 
early in the season, coupled with the ex- 
pected solid piay by the defense, this club 
should ascend past .500. 


WESTERN ILLINOIS UNIV. (6-5) 
Macomb, lilinols 


The Leathernecks have personnel prob- 
lems, and their ability to find talented players 
in spring and fall practice will determine if this 
team can improve on last season's fifth-place 
finish. 

Coach Bruce Craddock expects to see his 
team throw the football a bit more than in the 
past. For the WIU offensive unit this is a very 
positive statement, WIU was ranked third in 
passing in the conference last season thanks 
in large part to quarterback Paul Singer. The 
six-foot-three junior, who shared the starting 
position with senior Rick Fahnestock, threw 
for 1,102 yards and 10 touchdowns, 

Singer's effectiveness should increase im- 
measurably behind a mamoth offensive line. 
The Leathernecks, all well-fed young men, 
average 278 pounds per man, This wall-unit 
is a quartet of seniors; Keith Blue and Mike 
Morrison at 265 pounds, Russ Bal at an in- 
timidating 300 pounds, and John Wisnosky at 
274 pounds, Finishing off the starting line is 
senior transfer Tim Harper at 270 pounds. 

The greatest need for Craddock's offense 
will be to find a pass-catching replacement for 
Albert Brown. Brown led all Leathernecks 
with 39 receptions for 595 yards and five 
touchdowns, while also serving as a valuable 
kick return specialist. Look for some valuable 
production from wide receiver Chris Earl and 
tight end Tom Bragg. These receivers aver- 
aged 14.9 and 15,2 yards per catch, respec- 
tively. Two promising players who could 
possibly hook up with Singer for some long 
range aerial antics are junior Don Beebe and 
Will Grier, a six-foot-two freshman. 

Part of the reason for the added emphasis 
on the passing game Is the fact that WIU's 
running game was poor. Ranked second-to- 
last at year's end, WIU is looking for more 
production from tailback Mike Cox. The soph- 
omore led the team with 574 rushing yards 
and had 19 receptions. Teaming with Cox is 
fullback Brett Grimshaw, who rushed for five 
touchdowns. 
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Defensively, the Leathernecks must re- 
build from square one. Nine fulltime defen- 
sive starters are missing from the 1986 squad 
that was ranked second overall (first passing 
and sixth rushing). 

Anticipating this problem, Craddock's staff 
recruited heavily from the junior college cir- 
cuit. Transfers with a solid chance of contri- 
buting defensively are: defensive ends De- 
metrius Davis (6-4, 225), Rob Klaric (6-4, 
225) and tackles Jimmy Lewis (6-0, 230) and 
Ron Nesbitt (6-4, 260). 

The linebacking positions appear slightly 
solidified with returning part-timer Marty 
Lomelino and three-year letterwinner Bryan 
Cox playing the inside. 

How well secondary coach Dan Martin is 
able to replace last year's four starters off a 
unit that held quarterbacks to a 47.4 comple- 
tion percentage will determine the ability of 
this team to compete in the nation's best 
small-school conference. Coach Martin will 
depend a good deal on his only backfield 
lettermen, Al Davis, Bill Hunter and Lorenzo 
Taylor. Filling in the last available slot will go 
to a JUCO transfer, possibly Kelly Duncan, 
Jay Wade or Emerick Wilcox. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: in the last 
three seasons under coach Craddock WIU 
has finished .500 or slightly better, In 
order for the Leathernecks to compete 
they must Improve their play inside the 
Gateway, where they finished with a dis- 
appointing 2-4 record. 


SW MISSOURI STATE UNIV. (3-7) 
Springfield, Missouri 


If the Bears want to Improve upon 1986's 
last place finish, they will have to drastically 
improve their passing attack. The Bears man- 
aged a mere 62.4 yards per game passing 
last season, far and away the lowest figure in 
the Gateway Conference. With their lack of 
aerial strength, the Bears also finished last in 
scoring offense with a paltry 12.7 points per 
game. 

Second-year coach Jesse Branch can ex- 
pect better play from this anemic phase of the 
offense with the return of starting quarterback 
Daryl Patton and receivers Ray Ratcliff, Tony 
Gilbert and Bill Norton. 

As a freshman, Patton led the team with 
624 yards worth of completions, but suffered 
miserably with 13 interceptions and a .384 
completion percentage. Patton is expected to 
be pushed, if not unseated, in fall practice by 
another sophomore who contributed ably last 
season, David Johnson. Johnson who 
matched Patton's touchdown strikes with 
two, threw with considerably better accuracy. 

The Bears’ rushing offense, ranked first in 
the league, is a well-balanced attack featur- 
ing three evenly-matched ballcarriers: Tony 
Gilbert, Ryan Jackson and Elijah Dukes. Gill- 
bert, who finished the season with 540 yards, 
averaged nearly 5.6 yards per carry and was 
the conference's number eight rusher. On the 
other hand, Jackson and Dukes were fairly 
effective tough-yardage runners, while com- 
bining for three scoring jaunts. 

Branch can be thankful that placekicker 
Chris Potthast is only a sophomore. As a 
freshman, the St. Louis native led the Bears 
in scoring with 43 points on 10-of-13 field 
goals and 13 extra point successes. The con- 
sistent scorer has three more seasons of 
kicking in Springfield, a fact that makes 
Branch a happy man. 

Detensively, this squad is in for some ex- 
tremely long Saturday afternoons, Last sea- 
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son the Bears appeared more like cubs to- 
wards the end of the game, giving up an 
average of 28.5 points per Gateway affair, 

The 5-2 defensive alignment the Bears fea- 
ture will be led by the strong senior lineback- 
Ing tandem of Ken Braden and Matt 
Soraghan. Braden proved to be the more 
versatile player sacking the quarterback four 
times and grabbing two interceptions. 
Soraghan, a six-foot two, 225-pounder, led 
the defense with 38 solo tackles. 

This team will undoubtedly be victimized by 
the pass considering their poor play against 
the pass last season plus the graduation of 
team interception leader John Thomas. Rov- 
er Dempster Jackson will be expected to 
shore up a weakened unit with the help of 
junior Greg Erb and senior Eric Clarkson, 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Overall, 
this is a young unit that coach Branch has 
moving in the right direction. However, 
this is a one dimensional offense with not 
enough talent on the defensive side of the 
ball. A four-win season and another cellar 
finish is all to expect from this club. 
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AUGUSTANA COLLEGE (12-0-1) 
Rock Island, Illinois 


Heading Into the 1987 season Augustana 
owns the nation’s longest unbeaten streak. 
Following the Vikings’ last loss in 1982, 
they've gone on to win 50 straight. Augustana 
finished the '86 campaign with a 12-0-1 re- 
cord and captured their fourth consecutive 
NCAA Division III national championship by 
defeating Salisbury State in the Amos Alonzo 
Stagg Bowl, 31-3. 

The Vikings return nine of 11 starters on 
offense for coach Bob Reade, though the 
team lost its top three rushers. Brad Price 
(1,218 yards, 17 touchdowns) will be the 
toughest to replace, though there are a cou- 
ple of experienced players to step in. 

Sophomore Paul Malito figures to take over 
al halfback after gaining 352 yards and five 
touchdowns last year, At fullback, junior Erik 
Burgwald (384 yards) will split time with soph 
Vince Hellem. 

All-conference performers John Bothe at 
center and Randy Weidner at guard anchor 
the front seven. 

Quarterback Greg Wallace did a good job 
of throwing the ball on those rare occasions 
when the Vikings put it up. He completed 
27-of-68 passes for 547 yards. 

Eric Welgat was the recepient on 20 of 
those passes for 398 yards and four touch- 
downs. The junior will again be the main re- 
ceiving target. Tom Kula returns at tight end 
after catching six balls for 122 yards. 

The defense suffered a few key losses, but 
senior end Carlton Beasley, an all- 
conference selection a year ago, returns. De- 
nnis Viehweg and John Hintermeister will 
man the tackle slots for their senior seasons. 
Sack leader (8) Mike Ricketts also returns to 
his linebacker position. 

The lone returnee in the defensive back- 
field is senior Dave Torri, who ran back two of 
his six Interceptions for touchdowns. The 
most damaging loss is Mike Gray, who picked 
off an incredible 15 passes. 

In eight years at Augustana, Reade has 
compiled a superb 81-8-1 mark. Not surpris- 
ing, his team Is again favored to win it all. 


BLOOMSBURG UNIV.(7-2-1) 
Bloomsburg, Pennsylvania 


In his first year at the Huskie helm coach 
Pete Adrian, formerly an assistant at Rhode 
Island, finished at 7-2-1. His strong record 
and solid returning class are reason to make 
Adrian optimistic. "We are farther ahead now 
in year two than we were at the same time a 
year ago,” he said, "'We know a lot more 
about the players and they understand our 
system,” 

Key offensive starters returning for the 
Huskies are quarterback Jay DeDea and full- 
back Tom Martin. As a junior, DeDea threw 
for 2,255 yards and 14 touchdowns while 
Martin led the team with 918 rushing yards 
and eight scores. 

Also back are offensive linemen John Ful- 
mer (six-foot-one, 260 pounds) at center, 
Terrence Ginyard (six-foot, 221) at guard and 
Vinny Ottomanelli (six-foot-three, 269 
pounds) at tackle. All three are seniors. 

Due to graduation and an automobile acci- 
dent to tight end John Rockmore, the Huskies 
are short on pass-catching talent. Adrian ex- 
pects a number of young prospects to play. 

On the defensive side of the ball, coach 
Adrian's club has been depleted by gradua- 
tion: Two-thirds of his front three are gone, 
leaving Al Royster and Chris Gross as the 
only returnees with any experience. 

Returning outside linebackers Duane Het- 
tich and Todd Leitzel will have to adapt to new 
personnel on the inside due to the graduation 
of Butch Kahlau and Jake Williams. This is a 
familiar problem in the secondary as well. 

With two spots open and one player return- 
ing from a leg injury, throwing against this unit 
should be a common occurrence, 


DELAWARE STATE COLLEGE (7-4) 


Dover, Delaware 


A late-season drought turned a potential 
banner year into a disappointing one for Dela- 
ware State. The Hornets dropped their final 
three games of '86, costing them a shotat the 
Mid-Eastern Athletic Conference title and a 
trip to the playoffs. 

This year coach Bill Collick returns as 
many as 15 starters hoping to avenge that 
loss. Among the most notable is fullback Terr- 
ance Hoover, who has rushed for over 2,000 
yards in his past two record-breaking cam- 
paigns, Last year the 205-pound senior 
ground out 1,086 yards and three touch- 
downs. Joining him in the backfield is junior 
Reggie Barnes, who added 734 yards and 10 
scores. 

As to who will hand the ball off to this super 
tandem has yet to be decided. Junior quarter- 
back Mike Walker will face a stiff challenge 
from senior John Lane. Walker is the better 
thrower; Lane, an ex-receiver, is more adept 
at carrying the football. 

Guards Tony Danzey and Neal Judkins, 
and tackle Charles Primas provide the beef 
along the offensive line. If Danzey’s final sea- 
son is anything like his last, more postseason 
accolades should be coming his way. 

With the shuffling of the versatile Lane to 
signal-caller, soph Tim Edgerton becomes 
the main pass-catching target, His 4.5 speed 
makes him quite a dangerous weapon. Mike 
Delon should get the nod at tight end. 

The defense is more of a question mark 
with four starters departing. Defensive back 
Joe Burton and tackle Dan Candeloro, both of 
whom received numerous honors, are the 
more notable to go. 


A couple of guys who are likely to make 
their share of stops are ends Robert Presbury 
and Lybrant Robinson. The pair was 1-2 on 
the team in tackles and sacks a year ago. 
Another veteran returning to the front line is 
320-pound senior tackle Charles Loney. 

Also helping out in the defensive effort is 
linebacker Derek Andrews and a trio of re- 
turning secondary people—senior Willie 
Sheppard and juniors Kevin Bryant and Mar- 
vin Bright. 

Dave Parkinson was fairly accurate on field 
goals (13-of-24) and will again handle the 
placekicking chores. Lane, if not quarter- 
backing, is the punter. 

In addition to their 1-AA MEAC schedule, 
the Hornets also take on two 1-A opponents, 
Boise State and Akron, 


LAMAR UNIV, (2-9) 
Beaumont, Texas 


The primary concern of Lamar coach Ray 
Alborn as he enters his second year with the 
Cardinals is similar to that of America's chief 
executive officer: a strong defense. 

Luckily, the nation’s defense isn't as 
porous as Lamar's was in '86. And with five 
Starters lost from last season's dreary 2-9 
squad which allowed an average of 31 points 
a game, some major repairs are in order. 

Where does Alborn begin? Take your pick. 
The defensive line and the secondary look to 
be the grayest areas. 

Taras Payne and Larry Myers finished 2-3 
in tackles last year with 57 and 56, respec- 
tively, and each will be counted on heavily to 
anchor the ‘D' from their linebacking posi- 
tions. 

The Cards’ defense permitted all-time 
highs of 2,838 rushing yards and 4,560 yards 
of total offense in '86, and it’s obvious that 
those numbers present a big concern for the 
Lamar coaching staff. 

The good news is that the Cards' best de- 
fensive back and leading interceptor (5) from 
a year ago, cornerback Keith McFadden, is 
back. But the senior will probably be paired 
with a recruit when they open the season at 
Rice. 

On offense, Alborn must be considerably 
relieved that a replacement for All-America 
tailback Burton Murchison is not on his shop- 
Ping list. Though the senior compiled a not- 
too-shabby figure of 830 rushing yards in '86, 
those totals were much lower than his 1985 
figure of 1,547. 

Thus, Lamar is hoping Murchison can re- 
Vert to his form of two years ago, as he con- 
tinues to build on his impressive credentials, 
which have already made him the Cardinals’ 
career rushing leader, 

Among the other offensive returnees is 
sophomore quarterback John Evans, who 
threw for five touchdowns in his freshman 
season after being forced into the lineup 
when Shad Smith went down with a mid- 
season knee injury. Expect the pair to battle it 
out for starting dibs in the spring. 

Lamar will also return its top three receiv- 
ers—Derek Anderson (34 receptions), Ranzy 
Levias (28) and Kevin Simon (22), 

The other notable returnee is interior line- 
man Joe Rollins, who's also trying to make a 
comeback following a knee injury he suffered 
early last year, 


NORTHERN ILLINOIS UNIV, (2-9) 
Dekalb, Iilinois 


Considering their extremely brutal non- 


conference schedule last season, the Hus- 
kies’ 2-9 overall record is not that embarras- 
sing. Subtract their four losses against Divi- 
sion | powers (West Virginia, Wisconsin, lowa 
and Miami, Fla.) and their Division I-AA re- 
cord was 2-5. 

Coach Jerry Pettibone, now in his fourth 
season at NIU, will continue to run the wish- 
bone offense and 4-4 defense. Last year's 
‘bone finished the year in impressive fashion, 
aVerayinig 3671 yards per game over the final 
five contests. The speedy attack produced 
2,227 rushing yards, the best NIU output 
since 1983. 

Coach Pettibone remains optimistic about 
the upcoming schedule. “This is our second 
year in the wishbone. We have to use that 
experience and build on it. Our offensive phi- 
losophy has been established. We just want 
to get better," concluded Pettibone. 

This explosive attack has remained intact, 
Calling the signals will be junior Marshall 
Taylor. Taylor has proven to be the ideal 
quarterback for this formation, accumulating 
over 3,000 yards of total offense and 20 
touchdowns in two seasons. 

Taylor's primary lateral partners will be full- 
back Antonio Davis and halfback Rodney 
Taylor. As a sophomore, Davis rushed for 
648 yards, including a 70-yard touchdown 
scamper. Taylor certainly earned his nick- 
name “Little Big Man" with his 140-yard per- 
formance versus Wisconsin. 

Pettibone, known for his exceptional re- 
cruiting skills, has added depth to these skill 
positions by acquiring some top prospects in 
the offseason. Adam Dach plus two of the 
state's best high school ballcarriers, Eugene 
Edmond and James Haywood, will make fora 
fine supporting cast. 

The offensive line has lost its finest player, 
guard Todd Peat. However, returning starters 
include All-America candidate Ted Karama- 
nos at guard and center Dan Graham. 

Problems arise on the other side of the ball 
with seven starters missing from ‘ast sea- 
son's nine-time losers. Pettibone feels that 
staying with the 4-4 alignment instead of the 
5-2 gives his club one additional player at the 
point of attack. 

Standout inside linebacker Tony Savegna- 
go will be counted on to follow up his impress- 
ive '86 campaign, He registered a team- 
leading 99 tackles in his first year as a starter. 
His coach describes this six-foot-one senior 
as “a hard-nosed tackler and a leader on 
defense.” 

Top defensive tackle returnees include 
Reggie Harris and Kevin Frazier. Both of 
these seniors played valuable minutes last 
season and combined for 35 tackles. 

After experiencing the missile-like accura- 
cy of Heisman Trophy winner Vinny Tes- 
taverde, strong safety Mike Hollingshed and 
cornerback Mike Manson should be infinitely 
better prepared for this season's more mortal 
quarterbacks. Together they totaled three in- 
terceptions. 


NORTHWESTERN STATE UNIV. (5-5-1) 
Natchitoches, Louisiana 


In the four-year Sam Goodwin era, North- 
western State teams have been characte- 
rized by its slow starting offense. Usually, the 
first month of the season is history before the 
unit begins to gell. 

On the contrary, the Demons' defense has 
been the exact opposite. By the time the first 
ball is snapped, the ‘D' is already in mid- 
season form. 


In 1987, the story might read a lot different- 
ly. The offense returns seven starters while 
the defense must find replacements for 
seven off last year's 5-5-1 team. 

The attack centers around a running game 
led by All-America candidate John Stephens 
and quarterback Rusty Slack. 

Stephens needs just 636 yards to surpass 
the late Joe Delaney as the Demons ' all-time 
tusher. The 215-pound senior already has 
2,411 yards to his credit and a 4.7 per carry 
average to boot. Slack can also run with the 
football, as evidenced by his 349 yards in'86, 
most by a Demon quarterback in 17 years. 
Slack, a 6-3 junior, also completed 44 percent 
of his pases for 664 yards and just four in- 
terceptions. 

Checking in at fullback are a couple of big 
brutes, Tracy Palmer and Mike O'Neal, who 
are used primarily in blocking roles. 

Goodwin admits depth on the offensive line 
is a problem, and several recruits may be 
counted on to provide backup relief. Junior 
Jeff Steers anchors the unit from his center 
spot. Flanking him at quards are new starters 
Nick Day and Brian Guidry, while returning 
Starters Robbie Martin and all-conference 
selection Keith Childress are back at tackle. 

Tight end presents no problem with juniors 
Orlan Lockhart and Carl Preston battling for 
the starting berth. Leading receiver Floyd 
Turner (26 receptions) will team with Al Ed- 
wards (12 catches) as the main pass- 
catching targets. 

On the other side of the ball, defensive 
ends John Kulakowski and Henry Sibley, 
linebacker Freddie Wallace and cornerback 
Kevin Lewis are the chief returning starters, 

Kulakowski, a senior, is the team’s best 
pass rusher and his six sacks led the club last 
year. At the same time, Wallace led the team 
with 94 tackles but he won't have much of a 
supporting cast other than fellow backer Syd- 
ney Thissel. 

Sophomore David Chitman apparently 
beat out incumbent Randy Hilliard at left cor- 
ner and will start opposite Lewis, while senior 
Gary Cater and sophomore Dennis Smith will 
man the safety positions. 

The Demons struggled toward the end of 
last season by losing three of their final four 
games, costing them a shot at a postseason 
berth, If the team can get by a stretch of five 
straight road games without falling too far 
behind In the Southland, they could contend 
for the conference title. 


TROY STATE UNIV, (10-2) 
Troy, Alabama 


In 1986, Troy State's football team certain- 
ly made many of the so-called experts swal- 
low their words. Coming off a subpar 6-4 
season the year before, few rated the Trojans 
to finish higher than third in the Gulf South 
Conference, let alone challenge for the co- 
veted league title, 

But TSU responded by posting a 10-2 over- 
all record and making it all the way to the 
semifinals of the Division II playoffs before 
being eliminated by South Dakota, 42-28. 

Their unblemished 8-0 mark inside confer- 
ence play gave the Trojans their second GSC 
crown in three years, and with 17 starters 
returning—eight on offense, nine on de- 
fense—the presure will be on third-year 
coach Rick Rhoades to produce another 
National Championship season (1984). 

The Trojans have every reason to believe 
that this year’s club has the talent to make it 
back to the finals. All-America quarterback 
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Mike Turk returns for his senior year hoping to 
duplicate his heroics of '86 in which he 
directed an offense that averaged 460 yards 
and 35 points during their ten-game regular 
season. Turk was named the conference's 
“Offensive Player of the Year’ and was a 
finalist for the Harlon Hill Trophy, Division II's 
version of the Heisman. 

The Trojans’ offensive line is solid with 
280-pound junior Ed Hughey and senior 
Dwayne Mahone providing experience in the 
trenches. 

Rhoades’ main concern is at fullback, 
where he hopes the blend of experienced 
players and some new faces will pay off. 
Sophomore Mark Olds has the inside track on 
the starting job, though he's shown limited 
progress. He'll be challenged by Jimbo 
Payne and Freddie Taylor. Halfback Tommy 
Dugosh (10.1 yards-per-carry in '86) is the 
team's best rusher, 

Receivers Gerg Harris and Titus Dixon 
combined for 47 catches a year ago and will 
again be Turk's main targets. 

Another area that worries Rhoades is the 
kicking game. Punter Glen Klava injured his 
leg in a motorcycle accident and missed 
spring practice. If Klava can’t make it back, 
Ted Clem will be the emergency replace- 
ment. 

But of all the returnees this fall, the most 
important may be Rhoades himself, who res- 
igned as head coach in January to take an 
assistant’s position at a Southeastern Con- 
ference school, only to change his mind and 
return to Troy State the next day. 


WEST CHESTER UNIV. (8-3) 
West Chester, Pennsylvania 


The Pennsylvania State Athletic Confer- 
ence (PSAC) East Champions return enough 
Starters to their 1987 edition that Danny 
Hale's Golden Rams have to be the favorites 
for the Eastern crown again. 

The offensive backfield returns sophomore 
quarterback Al Niemela, the conference's 
player of the year in '86, along with his main 
pass-catching targets, Jim Sheehan and Bill 
Hess. 

Sheehan set WCU records for most pas- 
ses caught in a season (71) and tied the 
record for most receptions in a game with 12. 
The senior also scored 10 touchdowns. 
Hess, a sophomore, added 51 catches for 
587 yards, 

As a frosh, Niemela threw 22 scoring 
strikes: and was the driving force behind the 
Rams' unforgetable season. With an extra 
year of experience, the 6-2 signal-caller could 
really be a threat in ‘87. 

Also coming back is the team’s leading 
rusher, tailback Jason Sims. The senior 
chalked up 1,151 yards and eight touch- 
downs in '86. He'll be joined in the backfield 
by fullback Todd Madison. 

The offensive line remains strong with cen- 
ter Wayne McFarland, tackles Mike Orris and 
Bob "Bubba" Phillips, and senior guard 
Ralph Tamm. 

Ondefense, senior tackles Mike Carnesale 
and Joe Rudderow will battle it out with junior 
Mike Testa for the two starting assignments. 
The end positions will be filled by sophomore 
Pat Ellis and senior Matt Jamison. 

Back at linebacker are seniors Pat Tryson, 
who led the team in tackles (72) and sacks (7) 
last season, and Mike Tkach. 

In the secondary, Andre McFadden (team- 
high four interceptions) is a returning starter 
atone corner along with junior Larry Stephen- 
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son at the other, Dom Kurtyan will handle the 
strong safety position, with a number of 
candidates vying for the last remaining spotin 
the defensive backfield. 

James Brown will challenge incumbent 
Chart Hollenbach for the punting duties, and 
sophomore Tony Genaro is the likely choice 
to replace Gerry Desmond as the 
placekicker. 


WILLIAM & MARY (9-3) 
Williamsburg, Virginia 


There has been a gradual but noticeable 
progression at William & Mary ever since Jim- 
mye Laycock took over the head coaching 
reins of his alma mater ('70) back in 1980. 
Never mind that about the time Laycock took 
command of this 2-9 team the word around 
Williamsburg was that the only place left for 
the football program to go was up; but in 
nearly each succeeding year Laycock's team 
has improved, and last season the Indians 
enjoyed their fourth straight winning cam- 
paign and a berth in the I-AA playoffs. 

The nine victories was the most by a Tribe 
team since 1947, but an embarrassing 51-17 
defeat by Delaware in the first round of the 
postseason has this year's edition looking 
ahead to the 1987 season with their sights set 
higher. 

In pursuit of it all, the Tribe will be without 
some key individuals, which perhaps makes 
such high aspirations a bit too high. Gone are 
quarterback Ken Lambiotte, 1,000-yard 
rusher Michael Clemons and middle line- 
backer Dave Pocta to name a few. 

Last year, Lambiotte fell one short of a 
school passing record by throwing 22 touch- 
downs during the regular season and his 
throwing talents will be missed. So, according 
to Laycock, the quarterbacking position is 
“pretty wide open” heading into spring prac- 
tice. 

Junior Craig Argo (third on depth chart last 
season) and sophomore Graig Kugler look to 
be the two candidates with the best shot at 
the vacant job, but their limited experience is 
a negative that won't be easily compensated 
for. 

The other question mark in the offensive 
attack is at tailback, where Clemons (1,118 
yards rushing, 73 receptions) has graduated, 
Erick Elliott, a walkon last year (306 yards), 
should be the likely one to handle much of the 
running chores. Seniors Larry Black and 
Reggie Hodnett return at the fullback slot. 
However, nobody in this backfield is about to 
make up for the loss of Clemons. 

At wide receiver and flanker, the team re- 
turns two of its top receivers from '86. Harry 
Mehre (52 catches, eight touchdowns) and 
Dave Szydlik (56 catches, five touchdowns) 
are an exceptional pair. But will they be able 
to click right away with their new passer? 

The biggest hole to be filled on the offen- 
sive line—literally and figuratively—is replac- 
ing 6-6, 263-pound tackle Archie Harris 
(seventh-round pick by the Bears). Laycock 
may simply shuffle returnees John Menke, 
Larry Modrak and Andy Linn around until he 
finds the right combo. 

The defense lost six starters to graduation, 
but the biggest loss is Pocta, the school’s 
all-time leading tackler with 605. Sophomore 
Todd Lee is the likely replacement, but he'll 
be challenged by fellow soph Chris Gertin to 
earn a spot alongside Dave Wiley and Kerry 
Gray at the other linebacking positions. Gra- 
duation also took its toll on the secondary and 
defensive line, with senior tackle Joe Monaco 


(88 tackles last year) the only standout per- 
former of the returning bunch. 


YOUNGSTOWN STATE (2-9) 
Youngstown, Ohio 


For the past several years, Jim Tressel has 
done his football apprenticeship as an assis- 
tant at Ohio State and Syracuse. Needless to 
say, Tressel knows whatit's like to coach ina 
winning atmosphere. Tressel rarely saw the 
other side of football. Until last year. 

In his first season as a head coach, Tressel 
and his Youngstown State team suffered 
through a 2-9 campaign, losing all six road 
games and finishing second-to-last in the 
Ohio Valley Conterence. But there is a silver 
lining. Five of the nine losses were by a total 
of 12 points, which shows that at the very 
least the Penguins were usually competitive. 

Senior quarterback Trenton Lykes, who 
passed for over 2,000 yards in '86 will again 
lead the offensive attack. Lykes is also adept 
at scrambling (or running for his life in this 
case) as evidenced by his 198 ground yards. 
Chris Gamble, a sophomore, and newcomer 
Frank Edie will challenge for the backup role. 

Tight end Elliot Fedd, who caught 35 pas- 
ses last year, will again be a prime target for 
Lykes. The top two receivers from last sea- 
son have graduated, leaving sophomore 
Maury Bibent and senior Jerry Mapes, whois 
a converted tailback, as the starters. 

The backfield should be one area of im- 
provement with junior Steve Jones getting 
more acclimated to his fullback position. 
Jones rushed for 235 yards last season. 

Rod Love and Lorenzo Davis alternated at 
the tailback slot last season and neither will 
be happy in a similar situation this time. 
Nevertheless, the pair wound up as the 
team's top two rushers with 691 yards for 
Love and 613 for Davis, who also scored 
eight touchdowns. 

Archie Herring, the fastest player on the 
squad, should see plenty of action on the 
special teams and could push Love and 
Davis for a starting spot. 

Two experienced players—Mike Cum- 
mings and Tony Dunn—will anchor the offen- 
sive line from their positions as tackle and 
guard, respectively. Steve Engel could play 
both positions and will add depth along the 
interior line. 

To provide more bulk to the defensive line, 
Tressel has moved sophomore Andre Peter- 
son from linebacker to join senior Dave Jano- 
fa up front. The end position will center 
around veterans Mike Peterson (team-high 
four sacks) and Gary Scruggs. 

Soph Paul Soltis and junior Jerry Pacifico, 
who led the club in '86 with 138 tackles, are 
the favorites af inside linebacker, but they'll 
be pushed by senior Darryl Rodgers and a 
slew of others to keep their job. 

Ron Henderson is stellar at rover, and he'll 
lead the secondary for the final time. 

Jason Price and Larry Toles (each had 90 
tackles last season) are again rated No. 1 on 
the depth chart at the two cornerback posi- 
tions. 

John Dowling connected on 11 field goals 
last season and was a solid 8-for-12 inside 
the 40. 

In summation, the running game will be the 
big weapon for the Penguins this year with its 
top seven rushers all returning. The Penguins 
certainly held their own last year despite win- 
ning only twice. With the addition of several 
transfers, the minimun expectation is double 
last year’s win output.

Quick. Name the only AFC East team that won its final 
three games of a year ago. Unless you're related to either 
Tiger Irsay or Ron Meyer or unless you live in Indianapolis, the 
odds are the one team that wasn‘ part of your initial reaction 
was the Colts. As in the winless Colts, which Irsay’s team was 
through the first 13 weeks. 

But there will be at least one surprise in the bottom half of 
the AFC East standings. No, Buffalo won't be nearly as bad as 
the Colts. Instead, the Jets will continue last year's nose dive 
that saw Joe Walton’s 10-1 club lose its last five regular 
season decisions. 

NEW ENGLAND: 

Both Dick Steinberg and Raymond Berry agree. The Pat- 
riots came out of the 1987 draft convinced some of last year's 
most pressing needs have been addressed. First there was 
the decision to ransom veteran offensive guard Sean Farrell 
from Tampa Bay. A former first-round pick of the Bucs (1982) 
from Penn State, Farrell will help fortify an offensive line that 
was unable to overcome persistent injuries as well as the loss 
of future Hall of Famer John Hannah to retirement. 

Steinberg also utilized the Patriots first round pick to pro- 
vide further help upfront. Louisville's Bruce Armstrong has 
excellent physical tools but is relatively inexperienced. Armstr- 
ong began his collegiate career as a fairly productive tight end 
who averaged more than 14 yards per catch as a freshman 
and was the Cardinals leading receiver as a sophomore. 
MIAMI: 

As for this year's lottery, Shula hopes that number one pick 
defensive end John Bosa will do for the pass rush what Offer- 
dahl did for the linebackers. Miami also spent its second round 
pick on additional linebacking help via the selection of 
Wisconsin's Rick Graf. An outside linebacker with the Bad- 
gers, Graf could move to inside linebacker opposite Offerdahl. 
Considering Graf's reputation (nicknamed Thunder) for dis- 
hing out punishment to opposing runners, as well as the 
celebrated fondness of both Green and Offerdahl for physical 
contact, the Dolphins performance against the run has the 
potential to be vastly improved. 

BUFFALO: 
Not only did the Bills get the latest summa cum laude 


champion Nittany Lions), but they also picked up an extra 
second-round choice by trading down with the Oilers. And 
because Conlan lasted until the eighth overall pick, Levy was 
in a position to deliver on his pre-draft guarantee. The former 
KC mentor utilized the 29th and 33rd overall picks to streng- 
then a secondary in need of revision. Thus both Nate Odomes 
(2-Wisconsin) and Roland Mitchell (2-Texas Tech) figure to 
see considerable playing time. Odomes has first-round talent 
and is an extremely gifted athlete with the kind of ability to play 
man coverage in a division blessed with the strongest set of 
arms in the NFL. 


NEW YORK JETS: 

Well, had the Jets known they were going to get Roger Vick 
this spring, perhaps they would have kept Doug Williams, their 
second-round reject of a year ago around a bit longer to block 
for his former Aggie teammate. 

The Jets spent their next two selections on refurbishing an 
injury plagued linebacking crew. Linebacker Alex Gordon 
(Cincinnati) was the player the Jets wanted on the second- 
round and the powers that be thought enough of Gordon's 
potential to trade up with the hated Raiders for the 14th pickin 
round two. Once again both Mike Hickey and Joe Walton were 
smiling over the team’s good fortune. Gordon is a fiercely 
physical player who takes full advantage of excellent size, 

INDIANAPOLIS: 

If there’s one thing Colt fans can expect (be they in Balti- 
more or Indianapolis) is that if something can go wrong, 
Tiger's team will find out just how wrong. |.E., the unfortunate 
accident involving former first-round pick Randy McMillan on 
the eve of the draft. The major surprise here is that the Colts Oo 
didn't trade down, but opted instead to retain the second Ps 
overall selection in the 1987 draft. It was the seventh time this 
decade and the fourth time in the last six years the Colts held 
title to one of the first five picks in the draft. 

Cornelius Bennett will give the Colts the only set of first- 
round linebackers in the league: Barry Krauss (1979), Johnnie 
Cooks (1982) and Duane Bickett (1985) are the others. Ben- 
nett is a franchise player but one has to wonder whether this 
franchise is willing to pay the price for such talent. 
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On the surface, the Patriots 1986 season, save for the 
way it ended, was a virtual replay of the previous year which 
saw Billy Sullivan’s franchise win its first AFC Cham- 
pionship. 

Afterall, in both instances the Patriots were 3-3 after six 
weeks of work, and whereas in 1985 the Patriots broke free 
of the .500 level with six consecutive wins, last year's club 
responded with seven straight triumphs before finishing up 
at 11-5. The same 11-5 record that was only good for a wild 
card berth in '85 was enough to win the AFC East in ‘86. 

But that's where the comparisons end. In 1985, the 
Patriots averaged a robust 146 yards rushing per game; last 
year, that figure dropped dramatically to 86 yards per con- 
test, the worst in the entire league. 

However, the Patriots managed to survive in the stand- 
ings because the Tony Eason-led offense scored 50 more 
points (412) than the year before while the defense, despite 
a plethora of injuries, posted similar numbers. 

Blessed with an abundance of talent on both sides of 
scrimmage, the Patriots remain the team to beat in the AFC 
East. 


OFFENSE: 

Eason completed 61.6% of his passes (only the Jets Ken 
O'Brien had a higher completion percentage among AFC 
quarterbacks) for a career-high 3,328 yards and 19 touch- 
downs versus just 10 interceptions. Eason’s most memor- 
able game saw him complete 36-of-52 passes for 375 yards 
and two touchdowns, the last of which covered 25 yards to 
Irving Fryar in a last-second win over the Rams. 

Once again, Steve Grogan proved to be invaluable in 
relief (9-2 TDP-INT differential) and was at his best versus 
the Jets and the Dolphins. Grogan’s performance in the 
Orange Bow! (he came off the bench and produced three 
touchdowns) in the Monday night finale against Miami gave 
the Patriots the division title. 

lronically, the Patriots wasted the duo's two most prolific 
passing performances of the season: a 422-yard, three 
touchdown outing by Eason in the loss to Seattle, and a 
401-yard, three-touchdown effort by Grogan in the rematch 
with the Jets. 

The twin accomplishments of the Patriot passers are 
even more significant in light of the club's impotent running 
game. 

In 1985, Craig James was accorded Pro Bowl honors on 
the strength of a 1,227 yard season. Last year, the Patriots 
as ateam averaged just 2.9 yards per rush and accumulated 
only 1,373 yards for the season.

James led the club with 469 yards while Tony Collins 
finished with 412. Perhaps the most compelling comparison 
between the success of ‘85 and the decline of the Pats 
running game in '86 is this: in 1985 James had a half-dozen 
{00-yard rushing performances, including back-to-back 
century efforts in the playoff victories versus the Raiders and 
Dolphins. Last year, James managed to top the 50-yard 
mark just four times, while Collins did it only once. 

Mosi Tatupu was the main reserve last year, but the 
Patriots expect a far more productive showing on the part of 
Reggie Dupard, the top draft pick in ‘85 who spent much of 
his rookie season on the injured reserve list. Also on hand is 
this year’s third-round selection, Bob Perryman of Michigan. 

Sharing the blame for the team’s woeful rushing attack 
was an offensive line beset by injuries and the loss of John 
Hannah to retirement. Raymond Berry, not to mention 
James and Collins, is hopeful such problems have been 
mitigated by the acquisition of former Tampa Bay starter 
Sean Farrell as well as the first-round addition of Louisville's 
Bruce Armstrong. 

Given aclean bill of health for both starting tackles, Steve 
Moore and Brian Holloway as well as veteran center Pete 
Brock, the Patriots primary problem on this side of the ball 
could once again become a key strength. 

Former starter Darryl Haley replaced Moore at right 
tackle and did a creditable job while Paul Fairchild had a 
difficult time of it at Hannah's old guard spot and faces a

stern challenge from Farrell. The ex-Penn State star is also 
versatile enough to start at tackle. 


DEFENSE: 
The Patriots continue to thrive on forcing opposition 
miscues. Just how important is defensive coordinator Rod 
Rust's philosophy that calls for maximum effort in attacking 
the ball? The Patriots were 9-0 last year and 17-1 across the 
past two seasons, including playoff competition, in games 
where the defense forced more Key Stat errors (sacks and 
turnovers) than their offensive mates committed. 

The Patriots performed well enough against the run (113 
yards per game in the first half of the season) until the 
injury-ravaged defense was pounded for 798 yards rushing 
(including a team-record 300 yards versus the Bengals) in 
the final month of play before the Broncos galloped past 
Rust's troops for 188 yards in the playoffs. 

Berry is counting on substantial improvement upfront 
with the return of a healthy Ken Sims and the expected 
blossoming of last year's number two pick Mike Ruth. The 
former BC star and 1985 Outland Trophy winner is slated to 
challenge Toby Williams for playing time at nose tackle. 

While local prodigy Ruth was accorded most of the 
media attention prior to the season, it was unheralded Brent 
Williams who proved to be the club’s most productive rookie. 
A seventh-round steal from Toledo, Williams finished 
second among the defensive linemen with 71 tackles and 
led the team with four fumble recoveries to go with seven 
Sacks and two forced fumbles. Williams also came up with 
one of the most important plays of the season when he 
returned a fumble for a 21-yard touchdown that provided the 
winning margin in the 21-20 heart-stopping triumph over the 
Saints. A loss here would not only have cost the Patriots the 
division title but in all probability would have kept them out of 
the playoffs as well. 

Garin Veris is coming off his first season as a full-time 
Starter at right defensive end. Veris, a 1985 second-round 
pick from Stanford, led the team with 11 sacks and ranked 
first among his defensive line colleagues with 76 tackles. 

Only the Bears and Giants are deeper at linebacker than 
the Patriots, and Rust, although unhappy because of persis- 
tent injuries that caused Steve Nelson and Andre Tippett to 
miss a total of nine games, was glad to take advantage of 
such luxury. 

While Tippett's heroics received most of the media atten- 
tion, the club's other outside linebacker, Don Blackmon, 
emerged as the unit’s most consistent defender. A forceful 
performer against the run, Blackmon is also an accom- 
plished blitz specialist. Berry rates the seventh-year veteran 
as one of the NFL's premier linebackers when it comes to 
pass coverage. 

Both Lawrence McGrew and Johnny Rembert show- 
cased exceptional versatility. McGrew performed at three 
different linebacking positions and was particularly forcefull 
versus the run. 

In addition to a healthy return on the part of Tippett (53 
career sacks) and 13-year veteran Nelson, the Patriots anti- 
cipate a meaningful contribution from the oft-injured Clayton 
Weishuhn. The latter was one of the most promising line- 
backers in the league prior to ripping up his knees. 

The Pats vaunted secondary was the one area of the 
defense which remained relatively intact. Raymond 
Clayborn and Ronnie Lippett return at the corners. Clayborn 
is an outstanding cover specialist while Lippett, with eight 
steals, almost tripled his interception total of the previous 
two seasons combined (six). Of course, there are some 
skeptics who figure that Lippett's productivity is a double- 
edged sword because opposing quarterbacks can't wait to 
take aim at the former Hurricane star. 

The Patriots feel they have the finest set of safeties in the 
NFL. While Fred Marion didn't make nearly as many big 


plays as in the Super Bow! campaign, he was still outstand- 
ing at free safety. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 

While Tony Franklin enjoyed a Pro Bowl season and 
converted 32-of-41 field goal attempts, Rich Camarillo, the 
Pats all-time leading punter was inconsistent. True, Camaril- 
lo ranked third in the AFC with a respectable 42.1-yard 
average, but he placed just 16 kicks inside the 20-yard line. 
Even more distressing: Camarillo had three kicks blocked, 
two of which were perpetrated by the Seahawks, including 
one in the end zone which Seattle's Paul Moyer recovered to 
tie the score at 31-31 in a game the Pats lost 38-31. 

On the other hand, Berry was quite pleased with 
Franklin's performance. The former Eagle exile led the NFL 
in scoring with 140 points and set several Patriot records. 
Foremost among those marks: 14 consecutive field goal 
conversions, a 17-game string without a miss and a single- 
season total of 32 three-pointers. 

PREDICTION: In the tight AFC East, the Pats get the nod. 
New England has improved its offensive line dramatically 
with the addition of Farrell and Armstrong. More depth is 
needed at running back, especially if Collins’ off-the-field 
woes are serious. The defense is vastly underrated.

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While the national media bemoans the Dolphins .500 
finish of a year ago—only the third non-winning season in 
Don Shula’s legendary career as the NFL's winningest ac- 
tive mentor (263-107-6 for a .707 winning percentage)—the 
future Hall of Famer knows it could have been worse. 

What if the schedule had called for confrontations 
against the rest of the AFC West—Seattle, Denver and 
Kansas City? Afterall, the Dolphins were outscored 80-56 by 
the Chargers and Raiders. 

In addition to getting swept by the Patriots—counting the 
1985 AFC playoff loss to NE, Shula has now lost three 
straight decisions to his former player—for the first time in 
his 17-year tenure with the Dolphins, the Miami mentor also 
watched his defense surrender 108 points in three other 
defeats against contenders such as the Jets (51), Niners 
(31) and Browns (26). 

Indeed, the once feared Killer Bee unit was honey in the 
hands of opponents as the Dolphin defense turned sour. 
Talk about indigestion—Shula had difficulty accepting just 
how utterly awful his defense was in permitting an AFC-high 
430 points in the most charitable display of Shula’s coaching 
career. 

That's why the Dolphins spent their first two draft picks on 
acquiring premium defensive help. Shula is hopeful Boston 
College's John Bosa will upgrade an erratic pass rush; the 
Dolphin boss would also be gratified should Rick Graf be 
merely half as productive as last year’s second-round 
bonanza, John Offerdahl. 

However, given the challenge posed by an NFL-87 sche- 
dule that includes four contests against the NFC East (only 
the Cardinals are excluded) not to mention the annual di- 
visional battles with both the Patriots and Jets, Miami 
appears to be hard pressed to celebrate Shula’s Silver Sea- 
son (1963-87) in astyle befitting the second all-time winning- 
est coach in pro football history. 


OFFENSE: 

Strangely enough, the following set of numbers under- 
score just how bad Miami's defense was in 1986: in his first 
three seasons, Dan Marino owned an 18-3 record in games 
in which he accounted for three or more touchdown comple- 
tions, and had lost just two of 20 previous decisions. But last 
year, Marino was barely able to avoid breaking even (5-4) in 
nine such contests, two of which saw the Dolphins waste a 
nine touchdown barrage in a pair of bitter September losses 
to San Diego and the Jets.

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Before joining the majority of national media critics who 
have been quick to point out how Marino suffered through 
the most inaccurate campaign (career-high 23 intercep- 
tions) of a historic four-year NFL tour of duty, consider that 
despite the futility of seeing some of his most productive 
performances go to waste—the Marino Air Corps bombed 
opposing secondaries for 15 touchdowns but all to no avail 
because the porous Dolphin defense lost the scoreboard 
war in the four defeats in question—and the unfamiliar situa- 
tion of being exposed to far more pressure than ever before, 
Marino still led the league with 44 touchdown passes. 

Not only is Marino the only NFL quarterback to produce 
multiple seasons of 40 or more touchdown completions, but 
he is also the first quarterback to lead the league for three 
successive seasons. 

Finally, to put Marino's brilliance in even sharper pers- 
pective, take a moment to think about this astounding statis- 
tical equation ; including postseason competition, Marino 
has thrown at least one touchdown pass in 71 of 75 career 
appearances. 

That leads us into the Miami version of the old chicken 
and the egg riddle, Is it Marino's golden arm that makes his 
main targets shine with such lustre, or is it men like the Marks 
Brothers (Clayton and Duper) and veteran Nat Moore who 
maximize Marino's superlative skills? 

It's a bit of both. In any case, the Dolphin trio accounted 
for 28 touchdown receptions. Such figure was higher than

the totals posted by 25 of the other 27 NFL teams. Duper 
(11) led the way, with Clayton (10) close behind while Moore 
finished third with seven scores. Three other Dolphins—TEs 
Bruce Hardy (7) and Dan Johnson (4), along with RB Loren- 
zo Hampton (3)—were responsible for another dozen end 
zone appearances. 

Duper (67-1,313) and Clayton (61-1,150) produced a 
combined 2,463 yards; in addition, both Dolphin receivers 
topped the 19-yard mark in average per catch. 

The versatile Hampton finished second to Duper with a 
61-446-3 showing while dependable Tony Nathan chipped 
in with another 48 receptions covering 457 yards. 

The tight end tandem of Hardy (54-430-5) and Johnson 
(19-170-4) did their share as well while last year's rookie 
discovery James Pruitt (4-Fullerton State) enjoyed a profit- 
able (15-235-2) debut as the club's fourth WA. 

And the rich appear to be even wealthier as Shula’s 
decision to add the services of WR Scott Schwedes (2- 
Syracuse) will give Marino a faster and far more accom- 
plished version of Tommy Vigorito. 

While Shula was enthused over the vast improvement 
displayed by Hampton—the 1985 first round pick from Flor- 
ida led Miami in rushing with 830 yards on 186 attempts fora 
4.5 average per carry to go with nine touchdowns—the 
Dolphin sage was less than pleased with the disappointing 
efforts of Ron Davenport. Thus did Shula feel a need to add 
depth at FB via the fourth-round selection of another BC 
Eagle, hard-working Troy Stradford. 

The Dolphins offensive line was struck with assorted and 
persistent injury problems but it was Marino who paid the 
price in increased sacks; the resulting inconsistent brand of 
pass protection proved a prime factor in his higher intercep- 
tion figure as well. 

After being trapped just 17 times in all of NFL-85, Marino 
was dumped 13 times in the first six games of ‘86, four of 
which Miami lost. However, despite an ongoing shuffle up- 
front, Marino benefited from much improved protection 
which saw him trapped just four times in the lastnine games. 

Only two members of the regular lineup managed to 
participate in all 16 games. On a more positive note: Shula 
was indeed fortunate that the two starters who didn't miss a 
start were also the team’s best blockers—the veteran Pro 
Bowl duo of OC Dwight Stephenson and LG Roy Foster. 

However, numerous injuries forced OL coach John San- 
dusky to employ three different starters at LT (Cleveland 
Green, Jon Giesler and Jeff Dellenbach) while former Pack- 
er reject Greg Koch was imported to handle the other tackle 
assignment. Sandusky was also forced to utilize another trio 
at RG: transplanted TE Ron Lee, the versatile Dellenbach 
and Larry Lee. 

Yet, despite the musical chairs aspect of the transition 
upfront, the Dolphins still led the NFL in scoring. 
DEFENSE: 

The operative phrase here? The less said about last 
year's defensive nightmares, the better. Instead, let's look 
ahead. 

Shula has already made several changes on this side of 
the ball. In addition to doubling up with 1-2 draft day acquisi- 
tion of Bosa and Graf, Shulais also resigned to the inevitable 
departure of former Pro Bowl NT Bob Baumhower due to 
severe knee problems. At the same time, Shula is also 
prepared to accept the possible loss of Hugh Green to the 
effects of a career-threatening knee injury suffered in the 
September loss to the Jets. 

Bob Brudzinski's hold on a starting OLB spot is also at 
risk while Shula intends to continue rebuilding a secondary 
where veteran CB Don McNeal appears destined to follow 
Lyle Blackwood into enforced exile. 

Bosa will compete for playing time with last year's start- 
ing DE tandem, T.J. Turner and George Little. As is the case 
with several other injured veterans, Shula expects little of 
another one-time starter Doug Betters, who like Baumhow- 


er, has seen a fine career cut short by persistent physical 
problems. Surprisingly enough, Shula has also extended a 
final chance to NT Mike Charles, However, if the former 
Syracuse sack artist doesn't make an all-out effort, he'll wind 
up on the waiver wire. 


Paul Lankford and William Judson are the incumbent 
cornerbacks while FS Bud Brown and old (as in age, not 
experience) pro SS Glenn Blackwood man the Dolphins last 
line of defense. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 


Shula was roundly disappointed at the performance of 
these units. Fuad Reveiz was haunted by the dreaded soph- 
omore jinx. After missing just five of 27 FG attempts as a 
rookie, Reveiz converted just 14 of 22 attempts last year. 


Reggie Roby was plagued by inconsistency as well. 
Roby slacked off from his 1985 Pro Bowl form and had 
difficulty handling the snap far too often to suit Shula’s 
penchant for disciplined execution. 


The Dolphins feel they have upgraded their return units 
via the addition of the versatile Schwedes who is noted for 
above average hands. Such attribute will correct a major 
Miami weakness. Pruitt, provided he can hang onto the ball, 
will share the return duties with Schwedes. 


PREDICTION: After a bit of an off-year, Miami will bounce 
back and put forth a greater challenge. The return of Hugh 
Green will help solidify the defense. Marino and friends can 
still score at will. 


Veterans’ Roster 
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Marv Levy had been there before: in his first two seasons 
in Kansas City Levy utilized the second overall pick in both 
the 1978 and 1979 drafts to secure the services of Art Still 
and Mike Bell. 

Be assured, Levy knows how to build a defense. That's 
why the Bills decision to invest four of their first five choices 
on the defensive side of the ball augurs well for the coming 
season. 

As long as Jim Kelly remains healthy and happy the Bills 
have an offense worthy of a contender, and if Levy's feelings 
about local product Shane Conlan are correct, the Penn 
State star will do the same for a Buffalo defense that could 
have as many as five rookie starters, In addition to Conlan, 
cornerback Nate Odomes (2-Wisconsin), strong safety Ro- 
land Mitchell (2-Texas Tech), outside linebacker David 
Brandon (3-Memphis State) and defensive end Leon Seals 
(4-Jackson State). 

Levy is a quality coach and he’s been busy reshaping his 
staff accordingly. Former USC boss Ted Tolliner has signed 
on to tutor Buffalo's receivers while two other ex-NFL men- 
tors divided up the offensive coordinator duties. Ted Mar- 
chibroda will handle the passing attack while former Buffalo 
boss Jim Ringo is responsible for the running game. 

The most important addition to the staff is defensive 
coordinator Walt Corey, late of the Chiefs, while Bruce De- 
haven takes over the special teams, an area that will also 
draw considerable attention from Levy himself. 

Here's a vote for Buffalo as the most improved team in 
the AFC and don't be surprised if Levy actually surpasses 
the number of wins Buffalo (8-40-0) managed in the three 
previous seasons combined. 

OFFENSE: 


Despite the turmoil involved in the departure of Hank 
Bullough—destined to be remembered as the Buffalo coach 
who thought Jim Kelly needed a little seasoning just as John 
Rauch wanted O.J. Simpson to block—and the arrival of 
Marv Levy, Kelly still managed to complete 22 touchdown 
passes as an NFL “rookie”. 

One can't fail to wonder if Kelly wouldn't be even more 
productive if Levy would add some of the flash and dash 
moves native to the Run and Shoot. Instead, Levy, the 
one-time architect of the Winged-T during his stint with the 
Chiefs, will continue to stress a balanced attack. 

The Bills have an adequate collection of receivers but 
Kelly's skills would be further enhanced if Buffalo had a 
game-breaking wide receiver combination. 

A healthy Jerry Butler would make it more difficult for 
opponents to double cover Andre Reed, Buffalo's most pro- 
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ductive wideout. Reed, a 1985 fourth-round find from Kutz- 
town State, showcased superior athletic talent and finished 
with a team-leading 53 receptions worth 739 yards and 
seven touchdowns. 

While Butler continued to battle chronic injury woes, 
Chris Burkett (2/85-Jackson State) filled in with an impress- 
ive 34-778-4 display that included a 22.9 yard average per 
catch and two of the longest touchdowns in team history; an 
84-yard bomb against the Bengals and a 75-yard jaunt 
versus the usually air-tight Cleveland secondary. 

Butler isn't the only receiver coming off an injury. The 
Bills are also hopeful of a return to form on the part of Mitchell 
Brookins. 

The decision to acquire veteran tight end Pete Metze- 
laars from Seattle as payment for Byron Franklin was vindi- 
cated as the former Seahawk enjoyed the most productive 
season of his career. Indeed, Metzelaars debut in a Buffalo 
uniform (49-485-3) saw him surpass his career numbers 
with the Seahawks. 

Greg Bell's semi-fall from grace because of persistent 
physical ailments caused Levy to turn to unheralded Robb 
Riddick. The latter responded in explosive fashion (Riddick 
topped the 100-yard mark in the wins over Pittsburgh and 
Kansas City) and finished as the Bills leading rusher on the 
strength of a 150-632-4 performance. 

Bell, a proven Pro Bowl talent when healthy, was limited 
to just 90 carries for 377 yards and four touchdowns. 

Levy is confident Bell will revert to form and that a full

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training camp's worth of work for Ronnie Harmon, the 1985 
first-round disappointment from lowa, will enable the former 
Hawkeye flash to play an integral part in what could be a 
fairly explosive running game. 

Harmon has a lot to prove. Afterall, Jim Kelly (41-199) 
actually outgained the celebrated rookie and Bill fans can 
only hope Harmon won't fall victim to the recent tradition that 
has seen Terry Miller and Booker Moore become part of 
Buffalo's dubious draft history. 

This year's leading backfield candidate has the makings 
of a genuine sleeper. A product of tiny Benedictine College, 
Jamie Mueller represents Buffalo's lone premium selection 
on this side of the ball. 

The Bills have a solid enough offensive line that will 
benefit from the experience that comes with playing as a 
unit, The main goal here is to improve the quality of pass 
protection afforded Kelly who was sacked three or more 
times on seven occasions as Buffalo blockers allowed 45 
sacks.. 

Vanderbilt's Will Woolford, last year’s ‘other’ first-round 
import, wasted little time in earning a starting berth at right 
guard while former USFL star Kent Hull established himself 
at center. Ironically, Hull was to have spent last season 
snapping the ball to Kelly all along. But the ball was sup- 
posed to bear the signature of USFL commissioner Harry 
Usher. Hull was slated to do his snapping in the Meadow- 
lands as Kelly called signals for Donald Trump's USFL amal- 
gamation of the Generals and Gamblers, 

Joe Devlin and Jim Ritcher handled things on the left side 
of the line but the Bills were forced to employ three different 
starters at right tackle: Ken Jones, Justin Cross and Tim 
Vogler. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: 

As one would expect from the first man to have been 
accorded the title of Special Teams coach (Levy's job with 
George Allen in both LA and Washington), this year's boss of 
the Bills has promised a committment of excellence to this 
vital area of play. 

That's why it was curious indeed to note the failure of the 
Bills public relations department to include a section of the 
team's preseason prospectus to Buffalo's kicking game. 
Well, you better believe that will be the only oversight any- 
one will make regarding special teams play for the rest of 
Levy's tenure. 

But then on second thought, considering the mediocre 
state of the Bills kicking game, maybe the omission was 
Levy's subtle way of reminding everyone that no one's jobis 
Safe. 

Although Scott Norwood's 17 field goals were the most 
by a Buffalo kicker since 1979, Levy was displeased at 10 
missed opportunities. 

Levy will also demand improvement from punter John 
Kidd who ranked eighth in the AFC (40.2 avg) while placing 
just 14 kicks inside the opposition 20-yard line. 

The Bills return units failed to place anyone among the 
AFC's top 10 punt or kick return finishers. 

The one bright spot: Ron Pitts averaged 10.8 yards on 18 
punt returns, including a 49-yard touchdown jaunt. 
DEFENSE: 

Bruce Smith finally delivered on the potential that caused 
Buffalo to make him the opening pick in the 1985 draft and 
placed second in the AFC with 15 sacks. Smith's improved 
play was the primary factor in Buffalo upping its sack total to 
a modest 36 compared to the NFL-low of 25 traps in 1985. 

While Smith prospered, the remainder of the Bills defen- 
sive line troops struggled to survive. Former Pro Bowler Fred 
Smerlas is no longer one of the premier nose tackles in the 
league while Sean McNanie is a interim replacement for the 
retired Ben Williams at defensive end. That's why Evans, 
nicknamed Dr, Sack, figures to make a house call upfront. 

Conlan has already made an impact and is listed as a 


Starting outside linebacker prior to the start of camp. 
Conlan’s committment to the work ethic as well as his disci- 
plined style of execution will be put to excellent use by Levy 
and defensive boss Walt Corey. 


Eugene Marve remains a forceful performer versus the 
run whom Levy anticipates pairing with a healthy Jim Haslett 
while Conlan and David Brandon attempt to force Hal Gar- 
ner and Darryl Talley, last year’s starting outside lineback- 
ers, to the sidelines, 

The Bills secondary (27th versus the pass) will be sub- 
jected to a massive overhaul as Levy affords ample playing 
time to both Odomes and Mitchell. 

Of the returning veterans, Derrick Burroughs and Dwight 
Drane have the best chance to start with Charles Romes and 
Ron Pitts vulnerable to the challenge posed by the rookie 
duo. 


PREDICTION: Here's an up-and-coming team. Kelly will 
have more weapons at his disposal, while the draft added 
several capable newcomers on the defensive side. Conlan 
could be a star for years to come. 


Veterans’ Roster 
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NEW YORKJETS 


If the Jets season had ended in November instead of 
December, it would have been the Walton Gang rather than 
their fellow-Meadowlands tennants who might have done 
their celebrating in Pasadena, 

Even now, Jet fans, not to mention Joe Walton and his 
staff have a difficult time accepting what happened to the 
team that had the finest record (10-1) in the sport prior to 
their prime-time crash landing in Miami. When the ailing Jet 
defense was shot down by the Marino Air Corps by a 45-3 
count, it not only marked the end of a franchise-record 
nine-game winning streak but the start of a season-ending 
five-game losing streak that transposed NBC's Paul 
Maguire into a national cult figure. 

Maguire not only made a name for himself by insisting 
the Jets were flying on borrowed time, but a fortune for those 
who followed his advice that predicted New York wouldn't 
win another game during the regular season. 

Yet, because the Jets had been so good in winning 10 of 
their first 11 games, they were still able to qualify for the 
playoffs despite losing their last five games, including a 
52-21 debacle in the season-finale versus the Bengals. 

And while the Jets salvaged a portion of their pride witha 
wild card win over the Chiefs and the narrow overtime loss to 
the Browns, even Walton has to wonder which half of his 
club's split personality will be the dominant side this year. 


OFFENSE: 

No denying the fact that when Ken O'Brien (23-3 TDP- 
INT differential in nine wins) and the rest of the Jets offense 
were good, they were superb. In fact, only the last two AFC 
Champions—New England and Denver with 22 wins—have 
more victories in the last two seasons than the 21 credited to 
the Walton Gang. 

But when O'Brien was bad, he was awful as illustrated by 
a despicable 2-14 TDP-INT differential in the club's half- 
dozen defeats. 

The main question here is: Was O'Brien's plummet from 
atop the AFC quarterbacking ranks due to extenuating cir- 
cumstances involving an injury-plagued offensive line, or 
was the decline in his performance traceable to arm prob- 
lems as was rumored at the end of the season? 

If the answer to the second part of that query is yes, 
Walton will be doubly glad that veteran Pat Ryan is available 
to take command of the Jets offensive attack. Ryan not only 
led the Jets to a regular season win over the Patriots, but 
vindicated Walton's confidence when called upon to replace 
O'Brien in the playoffs. Ryan was at his best with a three- 
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touchdown performance in the wild card win over the Chiefs. 

As might be expected, the Jets vaunted wide receiver 
tandem of Wesley Walker and Al Toon soared to the top of 
the receiving charts when O'Brien was at his best before 
virtually disappearing from the team’s flight plan during the 
0-5 regular season nosedive. 

In the first 11 weeks, Toon and Walker rang up some 
startling numbers as they combined for 114 receptions worth 
1,749 yards and 20 touchdowns. But in the last five weeks of 
the season, the Jet tandem was limited to a mere 30 catches 
covering just 443 yards without a score. 

Toon is the finest receiver in the sport and will get even 
better the third time around. The former Wisconsin star led 
the Jets with a stellar 85-1,176-8 performance. Walker (49- 
1,016-12) also topped the 1,000-yard mark while tight end 
Mickey Shuler was accorded Pro Bow! honors by virtue of a 
69-675-4 display. 

And not that opposing cornerbacks need any reminders, 
but O'Brien and his trio of Pro Bow! targets can score from 
anywhere on the field. In fact, O'Brien had a dozen touch- 
down throws covering 36 yards or more, with Walker (6), 
Toon (5) and Shuler (1) on the receiving end. 

The addition of first-round pick Roger Vick of Texas 
A&M, judged by many scouts to be this year's version of 
Roger Craig, along with a full season's worth of work from 
the oft-injured Freeman McNeil will give the Jets the poten-

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tial to support a running game that could be almost as 
explosive as their aerial attack. 

Vick is a powertul runner with a deceptive style that will 
compliment the slashing moves of McNeil. And Vick's ability 
as a receiver will be put to excellent use as well. 

Although McNeil missed four full games and parts of 
others with persistent injury problems, the former UCLA star 
still posted Pro Bowl caliber stats: 214 attempts for 856 
yards rushing and five touchdowns to go with 49 catches 
worth another 410 yards. 

When MeNeil was sidelined, Johnny Hector picked up 
the slack and finished the season as the club's second- 
leading rusher with a 164-605 effort and a team-high eight 
touchdowns rushing. Worth noting: The Jets won all four 
games that McNeil missed as Hector led the way with a 
three-game total of 336 yards rushing. 

Injuries caused Walton to shuffle things upfront (the Jets 
had the luxury of fielding the same starting lineup on this side 
of the ball in just three of 16 regular season games) as well. 
And when the club came up empty in the first two rounds of 
the draft as number one pick Mike Haight did little to justify 
his selection while second-round pick Doug Williams wound 
up in Houston, Walton and offensive line coach Dan Rada- 
kovich were forced to go with several make-shift lineups, 

Injuries hampered the performance of both Jim Sweeney 
and Reggie McElroy while former Giant Gordon King started 
at right tackle in place of the exiled Marvin Powell. When 
healthy, the Jets have a solid group of interior linemen 
headed by veteran center Joe Fields and the guard tandem 
of Guy Bingham and Dan Alexander. But, needless to say, 
the Jets quality depth along the offensive line, and aside 
from Ted Banker, have no really qualified backups other 
than the inexperienced Haight. 


DEFENSE: 

No matter if it was done with mirrors, there’s no doubt 
from this observer's vantage point that the Jets defensive 
coordinator Bud Carson turned in the finest single coaching 
job in the sport. 

But this time around, Carson will have the luxury of two 
high draft picks to fortify a linebacking crew that was crippled 
by a host of injuries. Both Alex Gordon (2-Cincinnati) and 
Onzy Elam (3-Tennessee State) have the potential to crack 
the Jets starting lineup that is likely to be minus the All-Pro 
services of MVP Lance Mehl, who is still recovering from a 
serious knee injury. 

Aside from outside linebacker Bob Crable, and possibly 
inside linebacker Kyle Clifton, the right side of the Jets 
starting linebacker unit that battled the Browns will be sub- 
ject to change as Gordon and Elam challenge incumbents 
Kevin McArthur and Rusty Guilbeau. 

Walton is just as concerned about the chances of a full 
recovery on the part of the club's three best defensive line- 
men, the erstwhile survivors of the once formidable Sack 
Exchange—Mark Gastineau, Marty Lyons and Joe Klecko, 

Unless all three of these guys are in tip-top shape, the 
Jets will be hard-pressed to match last year's paltry sack 
figure of 28, the second lowest number in the AFC. 

As for Gastineau's dance card, the former Sack King was 
limited to just two partners. Underscoring just how ineffec- 
tive the Jets pass rush was last year is the fact that Joe 
Klecko and cornerback Bobby Humphrey shared the team 
lead with four sacks apiece. 

With all three starters ailing, the Jets will look to backups 
Barry Bennett and Tom Baldwin to pick up the slack. 

While the Jets had innumerable problems against the 
pass, Carson's defensive troops put up the AFC's best 
defense against the run and allowed just 104 yards rushing 
per contest. 

True enough, such performance against the run was a bit 
deceptive because it was so much fun to throw the ball 
against a Jet secondary that gave up an NFL-high 35 touch- 


down passes. Yet, to their credit Jet defenders did pick off 20 
interceptions (only the Patriots with 21 had more in the AFC 
East) but the bottom line showed the Jets placed last in the 
league and allowed 234 passing yards per game. 

Certainly, an improved pass rush will facilitate the 
secondary's chances of cutting down on both the yardage 
and completions allowed, but the fact is the Jets lack big play 
performers along their last line of defense. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Pat Leahy had an excellent season and converted all but 
three of his 19 field goal attempts plus two more in the 
playoffs. 

Dave Jennings is no longer one of the NFL's premier 
punters but the former Giant made up with savy what he 
lacked in leg strength. Jennings finished way down in the 
AFC standings (11th with a career-low 39.4-yard average), 
but still managed to lead the AFC with 27 punts inside the 20 
to go with the AFC's third best 36.1 yard net average. 

Strange as it mightseem, although the Jets were the only 
team to return two kickoffs for touchdowns, the club finished 
12th in the AFC with a 18.9 yard norm. 

Jo Jo Townsell averaged 24.8 yards per return, a figure 
good enough to rank third in the league but the former UCLA 
star didn't have enough atempts to qualify for inclusion 
among the league leaders. 

PREDICTION: With all the injuries and last season's de- 
mise still fresh on the minds of the players, the Jets could 
slide into oblivion. There are too many question marks and 
too few answers. Walton will suffer through hard times.

Just when it seemed that the Colts would finish first in the 
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rated his shoulder in the second week loss to the Dolphins. 

However, Hogeboom would prove to be a boon rather 
than a bust when Meyer decided to activate the veteran for 
the final three weeks of the season. Hogeboom responded 
in the same kind of fashion of two years ago which prompted 
Tom Landry to promote him ahead of Danny White. 

In those three wins over Atlanta, Buffalo and the Raiders, 
Hogeboom compiled a splendid 85.8 quarterback rating 
(such figure for a full season's worth of work would have 
placed the former Cowboy ahead of such AFC luminaries as 
Bernie Kosar, Jim Kelly ,John Elway, Dan Fouts and Mare 
Wilson) on the strength of 57 completions in 92 attempts for 
725 yards and six touchdowns. Hogeboom’s average of 
8.01 yards per attempt marked the first time since Bert Jones 
(9.05 in 1976) that a Colts passer exceeded an eight-yard 
average in that category for the season. 

There was even a silver lining aspect to Hogeboom's 
absence as Jack Trudeau, last year's second-round pick 
from Illinois, received 11 games worth of NFL seasoning. 
While Trudeau struggled for much of that time, he still gained 
valuable experience despite finishing last in the NFL QB 
rankings with a 53.5 rating to go with an 8- 18 TDP-INT 
differential. 

Meyer's fling with success came to a halt two days before 
the draft when the team’s best running back, Randy McMil- 
lan was struck by a car. Just like that the Colts were minus 
the services of their leading rusher. 
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However, undaunted by the loss of McMillan, Meyer 
forged ahead with the plans to grab Bennett. 

Why didn’t Meyer shift focus and opt for either Brent 
Fullwood or Alonzo Highsmith, the first two runners taken in 
last April's lottery? 

That's a fair enough question, and Meyer responds with 
a two part answer: George Wonsley and Albert Bentley. 

True enough, Wonsley (60-214-1) was only the fourth 
leading rusher on the team and even when his numbers 
were combined with those of Bentley (73-351-3), the results 
(133-565-4) failed to surpass McMillan’s (189-609-3) rate of 
production. 

Wonsley’s showing of two years ago (138-716) plus last 
year's efforts which were curtailed by persistent ankle prob- 
lems equals 1,000 yard ability. As for Bentley, Meyer doesn't 
have to rely on anyone's memory because he was a sideline 
witness to how the former USFL star (Bentley gained 1,020 
yards with the 1985 Invaders) stormed past the vaunted 
Raider defense en route to a scintillating 25-162 perform- 
ance. 

The rub here is whether Meyer count on both Wonsley 
and Bentley to remain free from the injury hex which caused 
them to spend so much time on the sidelines a year ago. 

The top backfield reserve is tormer Seahawk reject 
Owen Gill (2-Nebraska), who averaged 4.3 yards per carry 
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last year and finished as the team’s third-leading rusher 
(53-228-1). 

When it comes to catching the ball Meyer is even more 
optimistic, and this time the numbers bear him out in tradi- 
tional fashion. Unbeknownst to all but the cornerbacks who 
had to cover them, the Colts wide receiver tandem of rookie 
sensation Bill Brooks and veteran Matt Bouza amassed the 
third highest set of stats in the league. The Brooks-Bouza 
partnership established a Colt first, as both caught more 
than 60 passes. Bouza led the way with 71 receptions but it 
was Brooks who paced the team in yardage (1,131). What 
made Brooks, a fifth-round find from Boston U., performance 
even more impressive was the fact that he didn't crack the 
starting lineup until the fifth week of play. And despite being 
limited to just 10 catches in September, Brooks still finished 
with 65 grabs and became only the ninth receiver in NFL 
history to attain 1,000-yard status. In addition, the 1,131 
yards posted by Brooks represents the third highest total 
ever achieved by a rookie. 

Meyer is also satisfied with Indy's complement of tight 
ends, especially since the Colts signed former Patriot Der- 
rick Ramsey to a free-agent contract. Last year's trio of Pat 
Beach, Mark Boyer and Tim Sherwin, profited from Meyer's 
arrival and the Colt mentor's offensive philosophy that calls 
for multiple tight end formations. In the last three weeks of 
the season, Colt tight ends accounted for 20 catches, 247 
yards and three touchdowns. That compares to just 37 total 
receptions in the previous 13 games. 

Perhaps it's because the Colts, afterall, were undefeated 
under Meyer, but the Colt boss also feels he has one of the 
best set of interior offensive linemen in the league now that 
the decision to move Chris Hinton to guard has been de- 
clared permanent. Shifting Hinton inside will put him next to 
Ray Donaldson, the Colts center who was accorded much 
deserved Pro Bowl honors as well. The third member of this 
August trio is former first-round pick Ron Solt. The ex- 
Terrapin blocker has recovered from a disappointing start 
and appears on the verge of attaining All-Pro status as well. 

And while the incumbent tackle tandem of Kevin Call 
(5/84-Colorado State) and free agent Karl Baldischwiller did 
an adequate job a year ago, they could be challenged by a 
pair of rookie prospects: Chris Gambol (3-lowa) and Randy 
Dixon (4-Pittsburgh). 

Dixon is an especially interesting candidate in that he’s 
coming off a lackluster senior season in which his blocking 
ability for the run was slighted when the Panthers shifted toa 
run and shoot style of attack. 

DEFENSE: 

Here's another set of stats for the rest of the AFC Eastto 
absorb before Messrs. Shula, Berry, Walton and Levy con- 
jure up the possibility of sweeping this year's edition of the 
Colts. Consider that although the Colts gave up five touch- 
down passes in the last three weeks of play, Indy defenders 
forced 17 key stat errors including nine turnovers and eight 
sacks. This compares with having forced only 24 similar 

‘errors in the first half of the schedule. 

Assuredly, adding the services of Bennett, who like Jon 
Hand (1985) and Duane Bickett (1984) was one of the first 
five players taken in the last three drafts, can’t help but 
improve a defense that is on the verge of developing into a 
primary asset. 

Bennett joins an already impressive linebacking crew 
that includes Cliff Odom. the team’s leading tackler the past 
two seasons, as well as Johnie Cooks and Bickett. Bennett 
also represents blue chip insurance against the possibility 
that Barry Krauss may encounter a rehab problem in the 
aftermath of a severe knee injury. 

The Colts have a capable front line headed by Hand and 
featuring Donnell Thompson at the opposite end while Har- 
vey Armstrong and Willie Broughton divide playing time at 
nose tackle. 


Although Hand started slowly, the ex-Alabama star dis- 


played significant improvement at the end of the season and 
should be even better now that he'll be reunited with former 
teammate Bennett. 

The primary concern on this side of the ball is a secon- 
dary that resembled a carousel a year ago. However, if the 
likes of Leonard Coleman, Eugene Daniel, John Holt and 
Dwight Hicks, as well as Dexter Clinkscale and Nesby Glas- 
gow play up to prior standards, the Colts actually have a 
respectable stable of pass defenders. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Why did this team ever waive farewell to Raul Allegre? 
Give Meyer a kicker as productive as Allegre to go with the 
Pro Bow! talents of Rohn Stark, the NFL's most prolific 
punter, and the Colts special teams would rate an A+. 

On the surface, the placement part of the Colts kicking 
game leaves much to be desired because Dean Biasucci 
missed almost as many field goal tries (12) as he made (13). 
However, Meyer feels Biasucci has unlimited potential and 
points out that almost half of those misses (six) came froma 
distance of 50 or more yards. 

As for Stark, the 1982 second-round pick from Florida 
State, led the NFL in punting with a hefty 45.2 yard average. 
tt was the third time in the last four years that Stark posted 
the best such mark in the NFL. 

Both Brooks and Bentley did double duty last year as the 
team’s leading return specialists. 


PREDICTION: It's hard to believe this team will start the 
season with a three-game winning skein, That should 
change fast. Meyer's first full campaign in Indianapolis will be 
another bust.

The Browns came within two minutes of a trip to Pasadena, 
and it took John Elway at his best to prevent Cleveland from 
meeting the Giants in a worthy renewal of a once fierce NFL 
rivalry. 

Cleveland will be an even better team the third time around 
as Kosar attempts to keep pace with Otto Graham by becom- 
ing only the second Brownie quarterback to take his team to 
playoff appearances in each of his first three seasons on the 
job. The Browns won't miss veteran Pro Bowl linebacker Chip 
Banks all that much if Mike Junkin plays up to expectations. 
The draft also provides quality depth for a blue collar set of 
blockers. 

CINCINNATI: 

Forced to settle for just one choice in the opening round of 
the draft for the first time in three seasons (the Bengals exer- 
cised multiple first-round selections in seven of 10 previous 
NFL lotteries), Sam Wyche concentrated on filling several 
defensive priorities via the premium rounds of the draft. 

With both Ross Browner and Eddie Edwards carrying the 
burden of age that comes with too much experience, the 
Bengals invested their top pick in the services of BYU's Jason 
Buck. A highly acclaimed sack specialist entering his final 
season with the Cougars, Buck’s image not only survived a 
lackluster senior campaign but actually grew larger thanks to 
the media hype surrounding his status as an Outland Trophy 
winner. 

CLEVELAND: 

The subtraction of Chip Banks in order to add the services 
of Mike Junkin via the fifth overall selection in last April's draft 
was anything but simple in term's of basic NFL math. Junkinis 
the most heralded linebacker to wear a Duke uniform since 
fiesty Mike Curtis. Junkin’s disposition as well as his willing- 
ness to dish out physical punishment and penchant for precise 
execution rivals those of Curtis. 

It was obvious that Banks, in addition to coming off a 
subpar season, had become a liability in terms of morale. 
Indeed, the former USC star had become more than a distract- 
ful disadvantage, and prompted by GM whiz Ernie Accorsi, 
owner Art Modell fully concurred in the most discussed draft 
day decison that saw Cleveland ship Banks to San Diego. 


Banks had finally pushed Modell to the limit: the ex-Trojan’s 
four-time Pro Bowl status at outside linebacker could no lon- 
ger offset the problems caused by constant bitching amid 
annual demands to renegotiate his contract. 


PITTSBURGH: 

While the offseason attention of the media focused on the 
much-discussed front office realignment which saw Noll in- 
herit the bulk of the decision-making responsibility in player 
personnel that had been the recent province of Art Rooney Jr., 
the Steelers actual draft day decisions procured some much 
needed defensive help. 

The normally reticent Noll was effusive in expressing his 
joy at the scenario that saw Purdue's Ron Woodson become 
the 1987 edition of the plummeting pick. Woodson, a consen- 
sus choice as the epitome of the “best available athlete” 
syndrome inexplicably dropped from atop the ranks of pre- 
miere NFL prospects. Thus did the Steelers find themselves 
blessed: a smiling Noll tabbed Woodson with the 10th overall 
pick in last spring's lottery. 

Joining Woodson in Noll's committment to continue res- 
tructuring of an aging secondary is Delton Hall a second-round 
acquisition from Clemson. While NFL scouts are convinced 
that Woodson is this year's leading candidate for rookie hon- 
ors, there is a distinct division of opinion when it comes to the 
potential of Hall. 


HOUSTON: 

The Oilers have won just 16 games since 1982, and have 
only eight starters and one Pro Bowl performer (Mike Mun- 
chak) to show for 13 blue chip selections from 1982 thru 1986. 

The continued lack of success in the standings has re- 
sulted in premium position at the draft table. The Oilers moved 
up even further by switching first-round spots with the Bills so 
as to grab Alonzo Highsmith as the third overall choice in the 
1987 draft. 

Oiler fans hope Highsmith enjoys the kind of success that 
greeted Earl Campbell (1978) rather than the ignominy that 
marked the brief and bitterly disappointing careers of George 
Amundson (1973) and Don Hardeman (1975).

CINCINNATI BENGALS 


The Bengals were once again burdened with a “Good 
News-Bad News’ showing that has been typical of the Sam 
Wyche Era. 

Sure enough, the Bengals enjoyed their first winning 
season since the strike-shortened 82 campaign. Furth- 
ermore, the 10-6 finish to NFL-86 was just the fifth time 
Cincinnati attained double digit success in the standings in 
the 24-year annals of the franchise. 

Butit was also the fourth consecutive season that Cincin- 
nati missed the playoffs. 

And while the Bengals hammered the Browns in a 
primetime visit to Cleveland, not to mention dismantling both 
the Patriots and Jets by an overwhelming 83-28 margin, 
Wyche had to watch his fate decided by the Dolphins in a 
Monday night showdown with the Patriots. 

But not even the historic Orange Bowl jinx could help the 
Bengal mentor as New England beat the Dolphins in Miami 
for the second straight time. 

It was the second time in Wyche's tenure that 
Cincinnati's playoff ambitions were decided elsewhere. 

And while the Bengals bemoaned their fate being re- 
solved via the frustrating tie breaker process, the simple fact 
is had the Bengals come out roaring in their opening day visit 
to Kansas City, Wyche's forces wouldn't have needed out- 
side help. 

Indeed, a win over the Chiefs would have given the 
Bengals a decisive edge in the chase for a wild card berth. 

But it wasn't until the 15th week rematch with the Browns 
that the Bengals lost the power to influence their playoff 
destiny. That's because Cleveland limited the NFL's most 
prolific offense to a single field goal while Bernie Kosar 
destroyed a Bengal defense which came up empty: no 
sacks, no steals and no fumble recoveries. 


OFFENSE: 

Wyche, whose forte as an offensive strategist developed 
under the tutelege of Bill Walsh, has made the most of an 
impressive arrary of talent on this side of the ball. 

Boomer Esiason has made a smooth transition from heir 
apparent to full fledged succesor to Ken Anderson. Cris 
Collinsworth is coming off a fourth 1,000-yard season in his 
six year career while Eddie Brown is the Bengals most 
respected deep threat since Issac Curtis in his prime. 

The Bengals have a powerful ground game sparked by 
James Brooks and an offensive line featuring the Pro Bowl 
tandem of Anthony Munoz and Max Montoya. And Wyche 
has had the good sense to match his designs to the things 
these marquee players do best. .

former second-round pick from Maryland set a team record 
with a five-touchdown outing—saw the Bengals at their for- 
midable best. 

And when Esiason is at his best, the Bengals are vitrually 
unbeatable. Since taking over from Anderson in September 
of 1985, Esiason owns a 17-13 record as a starter. In the 17 
wins, Boomer has thrown more than three times as many 
touchdown passes (32) as interceptions (9). 

The wide receiver combination of Collinsworth and 
Brown is one of the most feared in a league noted for the 
bomb. And while Tim McGee didn't do all that much from 
scrimmage, last year's first-round pick from Tennessee did 
enjoy a 1,000-yard performance as a kick return specialist. 
Give McGee additional playing time and the chances are the 
Bengals will find a way to maximize the potential inherent in 
a three wide receiver attack that will cause nighmares for 
opposing cornerbacks. 

Of course, should Collinsworth and Brown be given the 
traditional double coverage most defensive coordinators 
feel is necessary to contain the Bengal wide receiver tan- 
dem, it allows tight end Rodney Holman to benefit accor- 
dingly. 

One can't blame Collinsworth and Brown if they conduct 
a mutual admiration society. Thanks to Esiason’s penchant 
for the big play and superior arm strength Collinsworth has 
caught 127 passes for 2,149 yards and 15 touchdowns in the 
last two seasons, while Brown has collected 111 receptions

Just as the Bengal passing attack was at its explosive 
best against the Jets, it was the Patriots who were shocked 
by the powerful Cincinnati ground game that rolled up a 
club-record 300 yards rushing at the expense of one of the 
NFL's best defensive units. 

James Brooks was at the heart of the action as he rushed 
for a team-record 163 yards en route to setting another club 
mark as the most prolific single season runner (205-1 ,087) in 
Bengal history. 

Here's why Brooks wants to renegotiate his contract: In 
the last two years, the ex-Auburn star has delivered on the 
potential that had scouts comparing him to William Andrews. 
Brooks has also produced 3,278 scrimmage yards on 506 
attempts (397 carries and 109 catches) for a 6.4 yard aver- 
age per scrimmage play. 


DEFENSE: 

Inconsistency was particularly evident in a frustrating 
inability to force mistakes. In five of their six defeats, Bengal 
defenders were able to force just seven opposition errors: 
four sacks and only three turnovers. 

Wyche is hopeful first-round pick Jason Buck will up- 
grade an anemic pass rush in which the starting front three— 
defensive ends Ross Browner and Eddie Edwards along 
with nose tackle Tim Krumrie—collected only 13.5 sacks. 

Edwards and Browner, with 6.5 sacks apiece, placed 
second to linebacker Emanuel King, who led the team with 
nine traps. In fact, King and fellow linebackers Reggie Wil- 
liams (4.5) and Carl Zander (3.5) accounted for more sacks 
than their counterparts up front. Hence, the high expecta- 
tions for last year's Outland Trophy winner, However, Buck 
must revert to the outstanding form he displayed as a junior, 
and to do so the former Cougar must overcome the persis- 
tent injury problems of a year ago, 

Krumrie is one of the foremost nose tackles in the sport. 
Playing a position that readily accepts double-team attention 
from opposing blockers as an occupational hazzard, Krum- 
rie routinely leads the Bengals in tackles. He is a valuable 
1983 10th-round find from Wisconsin. 

Thought to be at the end of a distinguished career, 
venerable Reggie Williams (at 33, the former Harvard pro- 
duct has replaced the retired Tom Jackson as the oldest 
starting linebacker in the NFL) responded to the challenge 
that comes with too much experience by enjoying one of his 
most productive seasons. He placed second to King among 
Bengal linebackers with 4.5 sacks. 

King, the 25th player taken in the 1985 draft, has more 
than played up to the scouting accolades generated during 
his stint with the Crimson Tide. King’s forte is the blitz, a skill 
that enabled him to lead the team with nine sacks. However, 
the former Alabama star could be a bit more consistent 
against the run. 

Joe Kelly, last year's top pick from Washington, missed 
most of training camp because of contractual problems and 
was slow to showcase the superior blend of speed and 
strength that marked his play with the Huskies. Thus, it 
wasn't until midseason that Kelly took over from Leo Barker 
at LB opposite Carl Zander. Wyche was pleased with Kelly’s 
performance across the second half of the schedule. 

Zander did an even better job against the run than either 
Kelly or King, and was credited with 10 “Impact” games of 
five or more tackles. In fact, Zander tied Williams for the 
second best Impact Performance rating (14.5) behind rookie 
David Fulcher's club leading mark of 18.0. 

Fulcher, chosen with the third-round pick obtained from 
the Broncos as final payment for Ricky Hunley, was credited 
with four interceptions and a pair of sacks. 

Veteran cornerback Louis Breeden led the Bengals with 
seven thefts as opposing quarterbacks sought to exploit his 
area of coverage far more often than previous seasons. 

While Fulcher and Breeden accounted for 11 of the 
Bengals’ AFC Central-low 17 interceptions, the remainder of 


the secondary was credited with just two more steals. 

Fulcher was outstanding at free safety, while another 
rookie, Lewis Billups (2-North Alabama) made an impress- 
ive debut at right corner where he moved ahead of Ray 
Horton. Although Billups has yet to grab his first NFL in- 
terception, he has the athletic potential to be the best Bengal 
cornerback since Lemar Parrish. 

Things will be even tougher for Horton during the sum- 
mer when he’s likely to lose his place on the roster to the 
likes of this year’s duo of rookie candidates: Eric Thomas 
(2-Tulane) and Leonard Bell (3-Indiana). 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Jim Breech missed a career-high 15 field goals, 11 from 
outside the 40-yard line. The former Raider also had trouble 
on shorter attempts and missed four times from makeable 
distances. 

If Breech was bad, Jeff Hayes was utterly awful. The 
failure to find a capable successor to Pat Mcinally proved 
disastrous when Hayes had a pair of punts blocked in the 
opening day loss to the Chiefs. Hayes also finished last 
among AFC punters with a dismal 35.1 yard average. Little 
wonder the Bengals didn't hesitate to axe Hayes at season's 
end. 


PREDICTION: The league's most productive offense will 
receive help as the defense has been improved through the 
draft the past two seasons. Boomer and company will put up 
more ridiculous numbers in 87. This time around, the Ben- 
gals are hungry; they will find a way to win the close and 
important contests,

What a difference a year made. In 1985 the Browns 
arrived in Miami to battle the Dolphins in an Orange Bowl 
showdown burdened with being the AFC's weakest playoff 
entrant. However, the Browns scared living hell out of Don 
Shula’s Dolphins before falling victim to a three-touchdown 
barrage by the Marino Air Corps that wiped out a 21-3 
Cleveland advantage to give Miami an exciting 24-21 com- 
eback triumph. 

The Browns earned considerable respect in the after- 
math of their loss to the Dolphins and many observers 
picked Cleveland to be a legitimate force in the 1987 Super 
Bowl Tournament. 

However, even the Browns strongest supporters couldn't 
have conceived how close Cleveland would come to repre- 
senting the AFC in Super Bowl XxXI. 

Now, in retrospect of the bitter sweet overtime defeat by 
the Broncos in last January's AFC Championship tilt, the 
Browns are taking dead aim at winning it all. 


OFFENSE: 

Considering how much improved Bernie Kosar was dur- 
ing the transition from the ‘Marty-ball’, grind it out attack that 
produced a pair of 1,000-yard runners in Kevin Mack and 
Ernest Byner, and the down-field approach of ‘Bernie-ball’ 
designed by offensive coordinator Lindy Infante, there’s ev- 
ery reason to expect the Browns to battle right down to the 
wire in their effort to represent the AFC in San Diego. 

Kosar became the first Cleveland quarterback to take the 
Browns to the playoffs in each of his first two pro seasons 
since Otto Graham, and by the time the local prodigy is 
finished throwing spirals, he'll have rewritten the team re- 
cord book that has long been devoted to Graham's Hall of 
Fame achievements. 

Kosar is far from being a picture perfect passer in the 
image of John Elway or Vinny Heisman, but what the heir to 
Graham's legend does have is superbyfootball intelligence. 
Kosar, who is younger than either Jim Kelly or Testaverde, 
came into the NFL with the uncanny knack for making big 
plays much in the manner that marked John Unitas’ debut 
with the Colts. 

And to take the comparison just a bit further, grid histo- 
rians in the audience will be sure to note that Unitas won his 
first championship in his third NFL season. 

Kosar is that good. And he'll get better. Afterall, statisti- 
cally, Kosar was at least one-third better as an NFL sopho- 
more as he moved from ninth place in the AFC quarterback 
ratings up to the sixth best mark.Numerically, Kosar went

from a mediocre 69.3 debut rating to a most impressive 83.8 
grade. A similar jump in the '87 ratings will put him among the 
NFL's quarterbacking elite. 

Kosar posted a satisfactory 17-10 TDP-INT showing and 
his 3,854 yards worth of completions ranked third in the AFC 
behind Marino and Boomer Esiason. As such, Kosar's pro- 
ductivity was markedly increased over his debut campaign 
which saw him limited to only 1,598 yards passing. 

And it figures that Kosar, given the support of a revital- 
ized running game, will be even more productive in the big 
play department against opposing defenses that will no 
longer be able to concentrate on limiting the long range 
effectiveness of Air Kosar. 

While Mack (174-665-10) struggled to overcome persis- 
tent ailments, not to mention a sudden tendency to fumble, 
Byner fell victim to a season-ending ankle injury in the upset 
loss to the Packers. In Byner's absence, former Colt Curtis 
Dickey and unheralded Herman Fontenot helped support 
Mack and kept the Cleveland ground game respectable. 

Dickey placed second to Mack with a profitable 135-523- 
6 showing. Yet, given last year's injury problems affecting 
both Byner and Mack, as well as the advancing age of 
Dickey, the Browns were indeed wise to invest a third-round 
pick for the services of Penn State’s Tim Manoa, a durable, 
powerful fullback well suited to the inside tactics of ‘Marty- 
ball’. 

The addition of Webster Slaughter, last year's second- 
round import from San Diego State provided the necessary

| outside speed that enabled Kosar to make the most out of 
the down-field potential of ‘Bernie-ball’. Slaughter finished 
as the third-leading receiver and posted a respectable 14.4 
average per catch. Slaughter was at his best in the cham- 
pionship loss to the Broncos. 

Brian Brennan replaced Ozzie Newsome as the Browns 
most productive receiver (55-838-6), while the versatile Fon- 
tenot placed second with a 47-559-1 effort. 

Hampered by assorted physical ailments, Newsome was 
a shadow of his All-Pro self and was limited to just 39 
receptions, the second-lowest total of his superb career. 

Indicative of Byner's value to the Browns offense was his 
seven game total of 37 receptions. Counting the 47 balls 
snared by Fontenot as well as the 28 catches credited to 
Mack, the Browns backfield trio was responsible for 112 
receptions. 

Rakoozy joins an above average offensive line headed 
by veteran Pro Bow! tackle Cody Risien. The latter is paired 
at tackle with Paul Farren while Dan Fike and Larry Williams- 
handled the starting guard assignments at season's end. 
Rakoczy may be switched to guard unless he mounts a 
strong enough challenge to unseat incumbent Mike Baab, 
one of the game's most underrated centers. 

DEFENSE: 

Why in the world would the Browns trade a four-time Pro 
Bow! linebacker like Chip Banks? 

Let Marty Schottenheimer explain why Cleveland dealt 
Banks to the Chargers for the third overall choice in the draft 
and the opportunity to select Duke's Mike Junkin. “Il see 
similarities in Junkin and Jack Lambert,” Schottenheimer 
said. “I’m not comparing them. That wouldn't be fair. But 
Mike Junkin plays with the same intensity. He's a very in- 
stinctive player. That's what you look for. It can't be 
coached—he’s one of the two best linebackers I've seen in 
college. The other one plays for the Giants.” 

One must give a certain credence to Schottenheimer's 
opinion. Afterall, it was the Cleveland coach who sanctioned 
last year's departure of Tom Cousineau in favor of Eagle 
cast-off Anthony Griggs. 

And since Matthews remains a positive force at the OLB 
slot opposite Junkin, while Eddie Johnson and former USFL 
import Mike Johnson battle it out for playing time at the other 

ILB spot, the Browns still figure to have the foremost set of 
linebackers in the division. 

Ditto when it comes to the best defensive secondary in 
the AFC Central. The Brownies win that distinction hands 
down. Hanford Dixon may be the best cornerback in the 
sport. Surely he is the best cover artist to wear a Cleveland 
uniform since Erich Barnes arrived from the Giants a gen- 
eration ago. 

And Dixon's partner in crime, USFL refugee Frank Minni- 
field, makes for nasty company at left cornerback as well. 

Heir to the laurels of the Raiders DB firm of Haynes and 
Hayes; the Browns’ combination of Dixon and Minnifield 
may be the best CB paring in the league. 

Oddly enough, although only two touchdown comple- 
tions were charged against Dixon's coverage responsibili- 
ties, the Cleveland secondary still permitted 21 aerial 
scores, three more touchdowns than the 18 interceptions. 

There were some problems at the outset of the season 
as Chris Rockins took over at FS for Don Rogers while 
another Eagle reject, Ray Ellis moved in at SS in place of the 
injured Al Gross, who went down with knee troubles in the 
opening day loss to the Bears. 

Although Schottenheimer was unable to bolster the pass. 
rush with the addition of a DL candidate, the Brownie mentor 
plans to utilize Junkin in the same kind of role which featured 
Banks in blitz situations. 

Reggie Camp, Bob Golic and old-pro Carl Hairston did 
an adequate job against the run but weren't nearly as effec- 
tive in rushing the passer as Schottenheimer would like.

SPECIAL TEAMS: 

To underscore the MVP contributions made by this unit, 
consider that it was the Cleveland special teams, atthe time 
coached by Bill Cowher who has since been promoted as a 
defensive assistant, that sparked a second-half rally in the 
comeback win over the Vikings that most Cleveland obser- 
vers considered the turning point of the season. 

The Browns also excelled at returning kicks thanks to 
diminutive speedster Gerald "Ice Cube” McNeil, whose forte 
is freezing opposing tacklers by dint of a variety of dazzling 
moves. 

McNeil generated 1,345 yards worth of returns and gave

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For awhile it looked like the Steelers would be one of the 
worst teams in the NFL. However, because Chuck Nollis still 
one of the foremost coaches in the sport, the Steelers rallied 
from a dismal 1-6 start (the worst since Noll's 1-13 head 
coaching debut in 1969) and won five of their last nine 
games. t 

And it would have been six of nine if the Steelers hadn't 
squandered 525 yards worth of offense in a season-ending 
loss to the Chiefs in which the Pittsburgh special teams were 
simply pitiful. 

Noll reacted accordingly and has appointed a special 
teams coach for the first time in his distinguished career. 

But it's the draft day moves in which Noll selected a pair 
of hard-hitting defensive backs, Rod Woodson (1-Purdue) 
and Delton Hall (2-Clemson) that will make the Steelers the 
most improved team in the division. 

While there is no similarity between the Steelers success 
in the standings of late compared to the dynasty of the 
19705, there is no difference between Noll’s coaching then 
and now. In fact, Noll has never coached better than the last 
two years. This Steeler team is but a faded version of 
yesterday's championship squads but Noll has gotten the 
most out of the available talent. 


OFFENSE: 

The Steelers really were terrible in losing six of their first 
seven games. In those half dozen defeats the Steelers lost 
20 turnovers and allowed 11 sacks. 

Mark Malone, laboring under the handicap of assorted 
injuries compiled a horrid 1-8 TDP-INT mark in the Steelers 
first three losses. Two weeks later, Malone was forced to the 
sidelines and replaced by unheralded rookie Bubby Brister, 
who started back-to-back losses to the Bengals and Pat- 
riots. 

Brister showed enough promise to prompt Noll to give 
him additional playing time this year. Perhaps the transition 
from Malone to Brister would be in full swing were it not for 
the way the Steelers closed out the season. Malone, semi- 
recovered from his early-seasonhurts,was most impressive 
in the five games Pittsburgh won. Malone's performance 
marked an abrupt turnaround from his earlier form. He com- 
piled a more than respectable 10-3 TDP-INT differential in 
the five Steeler victories. 

It certainly didn’t help either Malone or Brister that the 
Steelers were without the services of veteran All-Pro John 
Stallworth for much of the season, while his Pro Bow! coun- 
terpart, Louis Lipps missed more than one month's worth of 
action as well.

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That's why Noll utilized a third-round pick in the 1987 
lottery to beef up his outside receiving corps with the addition 
of Charles Lockett out of Long Beach State. 

Injuries also disrupted the Steeler running game when 
Frank Pollard was lost to the injured reserve list three weeks 
into the season. 

While Walter Abercrombie, playing hurt, kept the Steeler 
ground game competitive it wasn't until Noll picked up Eagle 
cast-off Earnest Jackson that the Pittsburgh ground game 
regained a semblance of order. 

However, when both Abercrombie and Jackson were at 
full strength, the Steelers were able to pound out yardage at 
an impressive clip. Jackson (216-910-5) and Abercrombie 
(214-877-6) ranked 3-4 in the AFC rushing derby behind 
Curt Warner and James Brooks. The two Steeler runners 
combined for 1,787 yards rushing and 11 touchdowns. 

One of the main reasons why the Steelers were able to 
win five of their last nine decisions was traceable to their 
improved turnover ratio. After losing the ball 22 times in the 
first seven games, the Steelers committed only 14 turnovers 
in the last nine weeks of play, half of which came in the club's 
five wins. 

Credit the undersized Steeler blockers with another job 
well done. Not only did Mike Webster and friends pave the 
way for the success enjoyed by Abercrombie and Jackson, 
but the brand of pass protection furnished Malone at the end 
of the season was the best in the league. Only the Dolphins

allowed fewer than the 20 sacks permitted by the likes of 
tackles Ray Pinney and Tunch Ilkin along with the guard 
tandem of Craig Wolfley and Terry Long, 

DEFENSE: 

A mistake-prone secondary burdened with injuries and 
age was at the heart of the Steeler early-season demise. In 
the first seven weeks of play the Steelers allowed three 
times as many touchdown passes (15) as interceptions (5), 
but there was considerable improvement over the final nine 
weeks of play. This time the ratio Was reversed as Steeler 
defenders picked off more than twice as many interceptions 
(15) as touchdown passes permitted (7). 

And those numbers are going to be even better with the 
dual addition of Woodson and Hall, along with the arrival of 
Baylor's Thomas Everett, whom Noll took in the fourth 
round. The feeling here is that Everett may turn out to be an 
even more productive player than Hall. 

Assuredly, the Steeler secondary will be subjected to 
considerable change as the rookie trio looks to unseat the 
likes of John Swain, Harvey Clayton and Donnie Shell. Of 
the incumbent veterans, RCB Clayton and FS Eric Williams 
have the best chance to retain their starting assignments. 

Noll was overjoyed that Woodson lasted until the 10th 
overail pick in the first round. Defensive coordinator Tony 
Dungy thought it was Christmas in April. 

Here's few reasons why the Steeler hierarchy was grin- 
ning from ear to ear over the draft day additions to the 
secondary. Woodson set several team records with the 
Boilermakers—320 career tackles, 11 interceptions, three of 
which were returned for touchdowns and a record 1,535 
yards worth of kick returns. Steeler scouts couldn't help but 
compare Woodson to Mel Blount. 

While there was just as much negative as positive opin- 
ion expressed on the potential of Hall, there’s no disputing 
his reputation for on-the-field nastiness. And Everett may be 
even tougher than either of the earlier picks. Take this to the 
bank: physical punishment is back in vogue forthe Black and 
Gold's last line of defense. 

Such style of play will match that favored by a Steeler 
linebacking contingent featuring Mike Merriweather and 
David Little, Little shares the ILB chores with veteran old-pro 
Robin Cole while Merriweather is paired at the OLB spots 
with Bryan Hinkle. 

Now, if only Noll can find a way to maximize the untapped 
potential of the latest version of the Steel Curtain. Perhaps 
the appointment of Joe Greene as defensive line coach is a 
step in the right direction, Underachievers like recent top 
draft picks Daryl Sims (1/85-Wisconsin) and Gerald Williams 
(2/86-Auburn) will find it difficult not to hustle in the presence 
of Mean Joe. : 

Thus, it would make sense for both Sims and Williams to 
make the most of the opportunity to challenge incumbent DE 
Edmund Nelson and veteran NT Gary Dunn. And maybe this 
will be the year when both Keith Willis and Keith Gary get the 
most out of their talent as well. 

Over the first seven weeks the Pittsburgh defense could 
hardly get out of its own way. Four times it was tagged for 27 
or more points; the Steelers dropped six of those contests. 
However, it was their 30-9 mugging of the Bengals in week 
eight that turned their fortunes for the remainder of the 
season. The Steeler defense looked more like the famed 
“Steel Curtain" than it did the unit that surrendered 34 points 
to the Patriots just a week earlier. Merriweather was particu- 
larly impressive, getting to Cincinnati's Boomer Esiason re- 
peatedly enough to frustrate the quarterback into ill-advised 
passes, thus and keeping the high-powered Bengal offense 
on low gear and out of the end zone most of the afternoon. 

And just to prove that that was no fluke, the defense 
followed it up the next week by holding the Packers to three 
points in a 27-3 win at Three Rivers. It was their best overall 
defensive performance of the '86 campaign, as Green Bay 


was abie io cross midiield only three times in 60 minutes. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Gary Anderson connected on 21-of-32 FG attempts and 
ranked seventh in AFC kick scoring with 95 points, The 11 
missed field goal tries represents a career-high for the for- 
mer Syracuse star who missed just 23 kicks in his first four 
NFL seasons. The inability to block well for Anderson's FG 
attempts proved decisive in two of the toughest defeats of 
the season, the near upsets of both the Bears and Chiefs. 

The punting of Harry Newsome wasn't much better. 
Newsome ranked 10th in the AFC with a 40.1 average and 
managed to place only 18 kicks inside the oppositon 20-yard 
line. 

The Steelers did have a major surprise when former 
USFL refugee Lupe Sanchez led the AFC in kick returns with 
a 23.6 yard average. At the same time, Rick Woods placed 
fifth on the AFC punt return list with a respectable 8,9 yard 
average. 


PREDICTION: Noll did a fine job despite difficult circumst- 
ances last fall. The veteran coach will have his patience tried 
again this season. Until the Steelers get an adequate quar- 
terback, they will fare no better than third in the Central.

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The Oilers and their coach, Jerry Glanville, not to men- 
tion GM Ladd Herzeg are squarely on the spot. So too is 
quarterback Warren Moon. 

With NC State WR Haywood Jeffires ready to team with 
last year's rookie sensation Ernest Givins, Moon is blessed 
with a pair of targets comparable to the Stallworth-Lipps 
tandem in Pittsburgh and the Collinsworth-Brown duo for the 
Bengals. 

And with Alonzo Highsmith, the fourth overall player and 
first RB to be selected in last April's lottery set to join forces 
with former Heisman Trophy winner Mike Rozier, the Oilers’ 
ground game figures to be improved as well. 

However, Glanville’s immediate coaching future will real- 
ly depend on the continued improvement of a defense that 
showed considerable progress a year ago. 

In any event, this is the year when the Oilers must 
convert all that potential and talent into success on the field 
as well as in the standings. 


OFFENSE: 

Finally, the Oilers have started to surround the much- 
maligned Warren Moon with big play performers at the so- 
called ‘skill’ positions. Last year it was Ernest Givins (2- 
Louisville) who became the Oilers most productive rookie 
receiver since the early days of the AFL. And now Givins will 
be teamed with Jeffires, the player the team selected with 
the initial first-round dividend of the deal that sent Jim 
Everett to the Rams. 

Glanville, known more for his quips and quotes that 
outnumber the team’s wins by far, had this to say about 
Jeffires: “He's one receiver, for our quarterback’s sake, that 
dogs not qualify as ajockey.” By that, Glanville means Moon 
won't have any trouble spotting the 6'2” Jeffires down field. 
Unless, of course, Moon has been landed upon by opposing 
pass rushers, which has been the case far too often during 
the former CFL star's stay with Houston. 

There's the rub. Once again, the Oilers insist mitigating 
circumstances continued to play a role in the failure of Moon 
to eclipse his efforts north of the border. But here’s the 
bottom line on Moon's three-year effort to date: in 32 losses, 
Moon has thrown more than twice as many interceptions 
(45) as touchdowns (22), while in 12 wins, the former 
Washington star has managed a far more respectable 18-10

That's why the third-round addition of Baylor's Cody 
Carlson is most intriguing. Especially if Moon gets hurt (he’s 
missed four games in the past two seasons) and Oliver Luck 
isn't the answer. 

Back to Jeffires. Most scouts compare him with another 
former Wolfpack alumnus, Mike Quick. And while the Oilers 
would love for Jeffires to make an immediate impact in 
partnership with Givins, the official party line is that the first 
WR to be drafted number one by Houston in the history of the 
common draft (1967-87) will be groomed to replace 30-year- 
old Drew Hill. 

There'll be no such waiting time when it comes to the 
Oilers own first-round choice, Highsmith. The powerful Hur- 
ricane FB is already number one on the depth chart and the 
Oilers can't wait to give Highsmith the opportunity to put his 
superb athletic talents, including a proven ability to catch the 
ball as well as he carries it, to immediate use. 

Interestingly, Highsmith's dad, Walter, currently a high 
school coach in Florida, was once an Oiler (1972), butin tis 
case the son won't be anything like the father. 

Highsmith joins a backfield corps headed by Rozier, Allen 
Pinkett and Butch Woolfolk and should benefit from the 
continued development of Houston's heavyweight offensive 
line. 

The most important development upfront other than the 
installation of a new coach, Kim Helton, will be the return to

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health of the team’s foremost blocker, Pro Bowl veteran 
Mike Munchak. 

Munchak is the cornerstone of a unit thatincludes a bevy 
of other top picks such as Dean Steinkuhler and Bruce 
Matthews at the tackle slots while former Ram Pro Bowler 
Kent Hill starts at the guard spot opposite Munchak. Former 
Raider reject Jim Romano is also expected to return to his 
center duties. 

It's well to remember this: While the Oilers have won only 
13 games the past three years, they have never been more 
competitive than a year ago when Houston lost four games 
to divisional rivals by a mere 12 points, including a pair of 
three-point defeats to the Browns, a three-point loss to the 
Bengals and a six-point overtime defeat against the Steel- 
ers. Give Houston a sweep in similar circumstances in NFL 
'87, and there's no telling who'll wind up number one in the 
AFC Central. 


DEFENSE: 

Here's the most noteworthy defensive stat regarding the 
Oilers 1986 campaign. In the first 11 games, Houston defen- 
ders held the opposition to 17 or fewer points just once, inthe 
31-3 opening day win over the Packers. In fact, the Oilers 
had managed such a feat just seven times in 43 previous 
games, and of the seven occasions in question, Houston 
won just twice. 

However, in the last five weeks of NFL-86, the rapidly 
improving defense held four teams to 17 or fewer points and 
believe it or not folks, the Oilers won three of the four deci- 
sions. Considering what happened in the past, those last five 
games represent considerable progress. And to make the 
home fans feel even better, the Oilers actually won their last 
four Astrodome appearances as well. 

Glanville was quite pleased with the progress of his 
defensive front line which is anchored by former first-round 
pick Ray Childress. The ex-Aggie is developing into a quality 
pass rusher as well as a forceful performer versus the run. 
Richard Byrd (2/85-Southern Mississippi) was switched 
from NT to RDE and needs to upgrade his pass rushing 
techniques. 

The Oilers feel they have fortified an already strong 
linebacking crew via the dual draft-day addition of Walter 
Johnson (2-Louisiana Tech) and Mark Dusbabek (4- 
Minnesota). 

Oiler scouts rated Johnson, who added 20 pounds to a 
219-pound frame without losing any speed (4.55), as the 
fastest linebacker in the draft and are convinced he will 
challenge for a starting berth at OLB in place of the injured 
Frank Bush. That means last year’s incumbent Johnny 
Meads’ spot in the lineup is once again at risk. However, 
Robert Lyles, perhaps the most competitive of all the Oiler 
defenders, seems secure at the other OLB slot because of 
his intense style of play that allows him to maximize less than 
perfect physical skills. 

Robert Abraham and John Grimsley return as the start- 
ing LBs but both will be challenged by Dusbabek. However, 
there are some scouts who feel the Oilers may have been 
reaching when they took Dusbabek in the fourth round. 
These same scouts wouldn't be all that surprised if two 
players Houston took in the sixth round, LSU's Toby Caston 
and Utah State’s Al Smith, actually turn out to be more 
productive than Dusbabek. 

It is the Oiler secondary that represents the primary 
strength of an improved Houston defense. 

Steve Brown and Patrick Allen are tough, hard-hitting 
cornerbacks who continue to improve their bump and run 
technique as taught by defensive backfield coach Tom 
Bettis. 

Allen, a 1984 fourth-round find from Utah State, con- 
tinues to start ahead of the more physically talented Richard 
Johnson, the former first-round selection from Wisconsin, 
(1985) because of the former's intense style of play. 


The Oilers feel they have an exceptional group of safe- 
ties headed by SS Keith Bostic and last year's incumbent at 
free safety, Jeff Donaldson, who took over from the injured 
Bo Eason. However, it is Eason who may well be the most 
talented of the trio. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 

The Oilers have the best kicking game in the division, but 
considering the problems affecting both the Bengals and 
Steelers, maybe that's not saying all that much. 

Yet, there are very few NFL observers who'll dispute the 
Oilers’ claim that Tony Zendejas may well be the best kicker 
in the entire AFC. 

Zendejas, who was the scourge of the USFL with a 
49-of-64 field goal conversion rate while in the employ of the 
LA Express, has done even better wearing Oiler blue. In two 
full NFL seasons Zendejas has knocked home 43-of-54 
three-point attempts. 

Lee Johnson ranked fifth among AFC punters with a 41.2 
yard average, including 26 kicks inside the 20, the second 
highest figure in the conference. 


PREDICTION: Look for a total shakeup after this season. 
So long, Laddy Boy. Farewell, Jerry. The Everett trade, 
which looked so great on paper, will prove awful if Moon's 
rehabilitation is slowed. Good Luck, fellas. 
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The old NFL axiom about any given Sunday will continue to 
apply to the doings of the AFC's most competitive division. 
Literally, any one of the five AFC West rivals has the potential 
to win the entire division, qualify for a wild card berth or end up 
on the outside watching the playoffs. 


SEATTLE: 

The Seahawks filled several defensive needs, starting with 
the first-round addition of Pitt's Tony Woods. A stand up 
defensive end with the Panthers, Woods is expected to play a 
role similar to the way the Broncos utilize Karl Mecklenburg. 
An ability to rush the passer will help Woods make the transi- 
tion to outside linebacker where his affinity for the blitz will be 
put to excellent use by Seattle’s famed defensive coordinator 
Tom Catlin. 

The Seahawks doubled their draft day pleasure with the 
second-round addition of Stanford's David Wyman, who, if he 
is fully recovered from knee problems, could represent first 
round value. A rugged, physical defender noted for his aggres- 
sive pursuit, Wyman has the ability to challenge for a starting 


SAN DIEGO: 

Credit the Chargers newly installed Director of Football 
Operations, Steve Ortmayer, late of the Raiders, for putting 
together the draft day package that could put veteran Pro Bowl 
linebacker Chip Banks into a San Diego uniform. ‘Could’ is the 
operative word here because Banks reacted to his exile from 
Cleveland by barking about not reporting. 

Charger field boss Al Saunders will be quick to welcome 
Banks to a linebacking crew in need of help, especially on the 
outside where the former Brownie star will join Billy Ray Smith 
who made the shift from inside linebacker last year a most 
successful one. Smith had 11 sacks last year and Banks has 
had 27.5 in five seasons. 


LA RAIDERS: 

What if Napoleon McCallum gets another leave, and Bo 
Jackson decides to accept Al Davis suggestion that he could 
indeed play both baseball and football? Afterall, everyone 
laughed last year when the Raiders spent a fourth-round pick 
on McCallum but the Raiders had the last laugh when the

former Navy star was allowed to combine his NFL debut with 
his first year of active duty. 

However, it's rather unlikely that Marcus Allen will run in 
tandem with either McCallum or Jackson. Instead, Allen will 
find himself paired with Steve Smith, the Nittany Lion fullback 
who, along with Tim Manoa, helped pave the way for much of 
D.J. Dozier's success at Penn State. Smith, taken in the 
second-round, is a durable inside runner noted more for his 
ability as both a receiver and a lead blocker. 

DENVER: 

Dan Reeves, fully aware of what the addition of speedster 
Bobby Joe Edmonds did for Seattle's kick return game, didn't 
hesitate to grab Florida's mercurial wide receiver Ricky Nattiel 
with the 27th overall pick in last April's draft. During his marve- 
lous career with the Gators, Nattiel had 117 receptions cover- 
ing 2,086 yards (17.8-yard average) with 18 touchdowns, 
Nattiel also averaged 11.2 yards on 54 punt returns and 21.7 
yards per kickoff return. The selection of Nattiel represents the 
first time in the history of the franchise that the Broncos in- 
vested a first-round choice on a receiver. 

Lacking a second-round choice because of the Mark 
Haynes trade with the Giants, the Broncos were forced to wait 
until the third-round before seeking depth for a linebacking unit 
that will be minus the services of veteran Tom Jackson. 
KANSAS CITY: 

The Chiefs had a double dip of their own via the 1-2 
selection of Temple's Paul Palmer, and the most widely dis- 
cussed member of this year’s NFL rookie crop other than 
Vinny Testaverde, and Christian Okoye. 

No doubt owner Lamar Hunt, not to mention head scout 
Les Miller, GM Jim Schaaf and head coach Frank Gansz hope 
that Palmer and Okoye succeed where the likes of Jeff Kinney 
(1-72), Woody Green (1-74) and most recently, Ethan Horton 
(1-84) failed. If not, everyone but Hunt could wind up on the 
unemployment line. 

If stats and prevailing scouting opinions mean anything, 
both Palmer and Okoye will have an immediate impact on the 
Chiefs running game, which has been among the least pro- 
ductive ground attacks in the league over the past few sea- 
sons. 
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SEATTLE SEAHAWKS 


Winners of their last five games—only the Super Bowl 
Champion Giants could claim such a distinction—the Sea- 
hawks wound up losers in the end. That's because Seattle 
suffered a disastrous four game losing streak following a 
hard-fought 17-12 Kingdome triumph in handing the Pas- 
sadena-bound Giants their final defeat of the 1986 cam- 
paign. The win over the Giants left Seattle with a 5-2 mark 
but three consecutive defeats to other eventual playoff parti- 
cipants (Denver, Jets and Chiefs) followed by another loss to 
the Bengals put the Seahawks under .500 for the first time 
since the onset of the Chuck Knox Era in 1983. 

Not only were the Seahawks the last team to defeat the 
Giants and the only club to claim wins over both Super Bowl 
foes, Seattle also compiled the best scoreboard differential 
(143-54) in the final month of regular season competition. 

Indeed, the Seahawks were the NFL's best team to miss 
out on the postseason party but then Knox and company had 
only themselves to blame: the inability to beat either the Jets 
or the Chiefs at the start of the second half of the season 
proved fatal to Seattle's wild card aspirations. 

Still, the impressive way in which the Seahawks closed 
out December (three of their last four wins, including a 37-0 
whipping versus the Raiders and a savage 41-16 season- 
ending destruction of the Broncos came on national televi- 
sion) has helped make Seattle one of the preseason favo- 
rites to represent the AFC in Super Bowl XxXiIl. 


OFFENSE: 

No doubt Knox wonders which half of the Seahawks 
offensive personality will be more dominant over the course 
of NFL-87. Will it be the Seattle flyers who scored 30 or more 
points in seven of the club's 10 wins? Or will it be the 
mistake-plagued miscreants who were held to 14 or fewer 
points in each of the Seahawks half dozen defeats? 

As usual, when David Krieg was good he was very good: 
the former free-agent find from Milton compiled a respect- 
able 20-7 TDP-INT differential, including a glittering 11-1 
mark that helped fuel the team’s 5-0 finish. 

Yet when Krieg was bad, he was rather rancid. And the 
failure to generate points in a 1-2 run against the Raiders, 
Giants (in truth, the win over the latter belonged to the 
Seattle defenders who sacked Phil Simms seven times to go 
with four interceptions) and Broncos, caused Krieg to ride 
the bench when the Seahawks started the second half of the 
campaign in the company of the then high-flying Jets. 

That's why the offseason was filled with trade rumors

involving the departure of Krieg and the arrival of just about 
anyone who has thrown the football of late. Yet, the fact 
remains, Knox would be foolish to replace Krieg until the 
Seahawks acquire a worthy successor. From this vantage 
point neither Gilbert nor former USC star Sean Salisbury (yet 
another free agent) who spent his rookie season on the 
injured reserve list, appear to be so qualified. 

Interestingly enough, even with the inconsistency that 
plagued the Seahawks aerial fortunes during the club's ago- 
nizing four-game slump, Seattle was still only one of three 
AFC teams—Miami and New England were the others—to 
compile a double-digit advantage (24-10) in the final TDP- 
INT differential listings. 

A final note in defense of Krieg: among AFC passers, 
only Dan Marino (92.5) posted a higher quarterback rating 
than Krieg's mark of 91.0. 

Seattle has a better than average crew of receivers to 
compliment Krieg at his best. Veteran all-pro Steve Largent 
continues his journey to enshrinement at the Hall of Fame in 
Canton, Ohio. Not only has he caught a pass in 130 con- 
secutive games, but the former fourth-round pick from Tulsa 
whom the Oilers dealt to Seattle as an ‘expansion’ dividend 
has also set another NFL record of note. The bottom line on 
Largent's 1986 achievement's (70-1,070-9) not only entitled 
him to a sixth Pro Bowl invite, but also marked the eighth 
time the Seahawk star had caught 50 or more passes. 

While consistency is the benchmark of Largent's perso-

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nality, the Seahawks remain perplexed over the inconsisten- 
cy of speedster Daryl Turner. True enough, Turner has 
averaged a touchdown (29) once in every three catches (87) 
during his first three seasons in Seattle. However, last year 
Turner, a 1984 second-round pick from Michigan State, 
scored seven times but was limited to a career-low of only 
eight receptions. ; 

The starting backfield tandem of Curt Warner and John 
L. Williams produced 74 additional receptions. 

Two factors proved pivotal in providing a dramatic tumar- 
ound in the productivity of the Seahawk running game: (a) 
the return to form of Warner and (b) the emergence of 
Williams, last year's top draft pick from Florida. 

The Seahawks averaged 144 yards rushing per contest 
as Warner reverted to the slashing, game-breaking form he 
exhibited prior to suffering a disabling knee injury in the 
opening week of the 1984 schedule. 

Warner, the third player taken in the talent-rich 1983 NFL 
draft, showcased his versatility by placing second behind 
Steve Largent with 41 receptions worth 342 yards to give the 
ex-Penn State flash another personal-best of 1,823 scrim- 
mage yards. 

Of the five AFC playoff entrants of a year ago, only the 
Broncos protected the quarterback (38 sacks) better than 
Seattle's revamped offensive line which allowed only 39 
traps despite numerous changes. 

DEFENSE: 

Strangely enough, the Seahawks forced 24 fewer Key 
Stat Errors (36 turnovers and only 47 sacks) than during 
their 8-8 finish in NFL ‘85, which produced 107 opponent 
errors. Yet, Seattle still finished 10-6 and was the only AFC 
team to hold the opposition under the 300-point plateau. 
Seahawk defenders permitted an AFC-low 293 points. 

However, both Knox and his long-time defensive coordi- 
nator Tom Catlin (the latter previously served the Seahawk 
mentor in a similar capacity in LA and Buffalo) were far from 
pleased with the inconsistent execution on this side of the 
ball. For instance: Seattle sacked opposing quarterbacks 
just nine times in the first six weeks before Jacob Green led a 
seven sack assault on Phil Simms. Indicative of the incon- 
sistency affecting the Seahawk pass rush was the fact that 
27 of the club’s 47 traps of a year ago came in three wins 
over the Giants (7), Eagles (9) and Raiders (11). For those 
who didn't major in math, that works out to a miserly 1.53 
sacks per game in the Seahawks other 13 games. 

Thus, the primary reasoning behind the Seahawks 
spending yet another first-round pick on defensive help. 
Tony Woods, a highly-acclaimed pass rusher at Pittsburgh, 
was the 18th player chosen in last April's lottery. The selec- 
tion of Woods, who figures to be utilized by the Seahawks 
the same way Denver depends on Karl Mecklenburg, repre- 
sents the eighth time in 12 years that Seattle has chosen a 
defensive player in the opening round. 

While Green improved on his already considerable stan- 
dards, the remainder of the Seahawk defensive troops up- 
front failed to play up to par. Included here were nose tackle 
Joe Nash and Jeff Bryant, Green's counterpart at right de- 
fensive end. The other two Seahawk starters were limited to 
just nine combined sacks, three fewer than Green managed 
by himself. 

The Seahawks are solid on the inside thanks to the 
contribution of Pro Bowl veteran Fredd Young. A 1984 third- 
round discovery from New Mexico State who was originally 
rewarded with a Pro Bowl invite because of superiative 
special teams play during his rookie season, Young earned 
last January's trip to Hawaii by dint of his hard-hitting work at 
inside linebacker. 

Although denied the Pro Bowl services of a fully healthy 
Ken Easley, whose ongoing ankle and knee problems saw 
the ex-UCLA star limited to a career-low two interceptions 
for the second season in succession, the Seahawks still 


managed to compile a respectable 22-20 INT-TDP Pass 
Defense differential. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 


The normally accurate Norm Johnson had his troubles 
as well. While Johnson placed second in the AFC scoring 
race with 108 points, he missed a career-high 13-of-38 field 
goal attempts compared to just 26 errant tries out of 88 
career kicks during his first four seasons in Seattle. 


There was absolutely nothing wrong with the Seahawks 
return game thanks to the spectacular heroics of rookie 
Bobby Joe Edmonds. A fifth-round flash from Arkansas for 
whom Knox predicted greatness as a return specialist, 
Edmonds more than lived up to such. expectations. 

Edmonds and fellow Pro Bowler Vai Sikahema of the 
NFC Cardinals were the only two runback specialists to 
place among the NFL top ten in both punt and kickoff returns. 


PREDICTION: The Seahawks were one of football's hot- 
test clubs during the second half of the 86 campaign. Seattle 
will pick up where it left off. Only the quarterback situation 
plagues this squad. Knox has the talent to take charge and 
edge the four competitors. 
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Dan Reeves led the Broncos to their second-ever Super 
Bowl appearance. The Mile High men are now O-2, but are 
better off for their efforts. Denver captured its fourth AFC 
West title in the past decade (1977-86). In seven of those 
seasons, the Broncos have posted 10 or more victories. 


OFFENSE: 

Finally. The vocal chorus of impatient Bronco fans (a 
hardcoré minority to be sure) ever critical of John Elway's 
every move across the last four seasons has been rendered 
mute. 

Elway, the son of a coach and heir to the All-America 
dream, delivered on the potential that labeled him a can't- 
miss ‘Franchise-Type’ quarterback with ‘Pro Bowl’ talent, 
credentials worthy of the first player chose in the 1983 NFL 
Draft. 

And, to the profound relief of the multitude of pro scouts 
who predicted inevitable greatness, Elway did so in no un- 
certain fashion. 

Utilizing the myriad é athletic skills at his command, Elway 
was at his best in orchestrating Denver's twin-comeback 
efforts in the AFC playoff sweep of the Patriots and Browns. 

Naturally, there was more storybook drama. In keeping 
with legend, Elway saved his finest individual performance 
as a pro for the final four minutes of the AFC Championship 
clash at Cleveland. 

Elway's heroic 12-play, length-of-the-field drive that co- 
vered 98 yards and culminated with a five-yard touchdown 
strike to rookie speedster Mark Jackson with 37 seconds to 
play enabled the Broncos to force a post-season first. 

For the second week in succession the Browns, who had 
beaten the Jets 23-20 in the third-longest NFL playoff game 
in history, were obliged to work overtime. But this time their 
extra efforts were in vain as Elway promptly dissected the 
Cleveland coverages to set up Rich Karlis’ game-winning 
field goal that earned Denver the AFC Championship and a 
berth in Super Bowl XXtI. 

It was the kind of pressure-proof championship perform- 
ance expected of the king of the quarterback-rich 1983 NFL 
lottery. Elway's dramatic accomplishments also entitled the 
former Stanford ace to join two other fellow 1983 first- 
rounders, Dan Marino and Tony Eason, in the elite fraternity 
of starting Super Bowl quarterbacks who attained such sta- 
tus with less than five year’s worth of NFL experience. 

Basking in the afterglow of his initial postseason success, 
Reaves, the winningest sideline boss in Denver history, was 
quick to praise his talented ace. The Denver mentor labeled

Elway’s work in the AFC Championship win as the wunder- 
kind’s best NFL effort to date. 

Little wonder as Elway maximized the talents of his receiv- 
ers in completing 22 passes to 10 different targets versus the 
Browns defense. 

Elway fashioned a superlative 17-3 TDP-INT differential in 
11 regular season wins despite the handicap of working with 
a receiving corps in transition. 

Early season injuries to Vance Johnson and Steve Sewell 
provided rookie surprise Mark Jackson with an unexpected 
chance to crack the starting lineup. And, the sixth-round gem 
from Purdue made the most of his opportunity. Jackson 
produced 50 or more yards worth of receptions in exactly half 
of his 16 regular season appearances. 

Veteran Pro Bowl wideout Steve Watson had a total of 
eight games with four or more receptions, while Johnson 
regained his rookie form after returning to action just before 
the mid-point of the schedule. 

Versatile veteran backfield tandem of Gerald Willhite and 
Sammy Winder can also double as effective receivers com- 
ing out of the backfield. 

Winder enjoyed a productive first-half of the season, but 
assorted injuries took their toll late in the campaign as he was 
held to less than 50 yards rushing in each of his last seven 
regular season starts. However, Winder reverted to his early 
season form in the playoffs where he was the Broncos’ most 
productive (45-185) ballcarrier. Winder's 19-102 perform-

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ance versus the Patriots marked the first time a Denver 
runner had topped the century mark in postseason play. 

Elway was accorded first-rate pass protection as an un- 
sung set of blockers, headed by Pro Bowl-bound Keith 
Bishop, the first Bronco lineman so honored, paved the way 
for Denver's 11-2 mark in games where the oppostion was 
limited to just two or less sacks. 

The remainder of the Bronco blockers are true blue-collar 
workers: Dave Studdard and Ken Lanier at the tackle slots 
and center Billy Bryan. Veteran Paul Howard enjoyed one 
last vintage season before being sidelined for the AFC 
Championship tilt and giving way to Mark Cooper. 


DEFENSE: : 

Joe Collier, who attained defensive guru status long be- 
fore anyone heard of Buddy Ryan, steered the latest edition 
of Denver's vaunted Orange Crush to another superb show- 
ing versus Kosar. And other than the linebacking contingent 
of the original version of the Orange Crush defense which 
featured a young Tom Jackson and the Pro Bow! talents of 
Randy Gradishar, this year’s defensive unit is far superior to 
that which supplied the substance of Red Miller's 1977 AFC 
Championship outfit. 

Rulon Jones earned a return trip to Hawaii despite nag- 
ging injury woes. Jones has supplanted the ailing tandem of 
Howie Long and Mark Gastineau as dominant sack-master 
among the AFC’s premier defensive lineman. He is the most 
talented Bronco defensive lineman since the heyday of Lyle 
Alzado, Paul Smith and Richard ‘Tombstone’ Jackson. 

Denver was 8-2 in those games where Jones was credited 
with a quarterback trap, including his three-sack effort 
against the Patriots, the last of which produced the safety 
that brought instant riches instead of agonizing poverty to 
those who backed the Broncos with more than their opinion. 

Jones led the team with 15.5 sacks, which was four more 
than the combined effort of his mates upfront. Simon Fletch- 
er was second to Jones with 5.5 sacks while former USFL 
import Freddie Gilbert contributed four. 

Karl Mecklenburg also received a return invite to Hawaii. 
Although bothered by early-season injuries that limited his 
productivity as a major ‘impact’ factor to the extent of open- 
ing the season with an 0-3 showing in the ‘impact’ categor- 
ies, Mecklenburg revalidated his Pro Bowl credentials with 
14 ‘impact’ contests in his final 15 starts prior to the Super 
Bowl. 

As usual, the real strength of the Denver defense is vested 
in an aggressive linebacking crew that played well enough 
despite an ongoing transition, Ricky Hunley replaced de- 
parted linebacker Steve Busick while veteran Tom Jackson 
retired following the season. Ken Woodard received the 
lion's share of playing time at the right outside linebacker 
spot. 

Hunley, the unwilling Bengal who Denver obtained for 
their 1985 first-round draft pick, started somewhat slowly 
before playing to his stellar collegiate credentials. Hunley 
actually led the team with a total of 14 ‘five tackle’ games in 
18 starts and also collected two of the five interceptions 
credited to the Bronco linebackers. 

A secondary usually acclaimed for the quality of its pass 
coverage, slipped significantly as the Broncos compiled a 
disappointing 20-25 INT-TDP differential. Almost half of 
those touchdown completions came when Denver permitted 
a pair of scoring aerials in each of the last six games, includ- 
ing the four surrendered to Eason and Kosar in the playoffs. 

In addition to this ongoing rash of atypical end zone hospi- 
tality unwillingly extended opposing receivers, the Broncos 
last line of defense has been inconsistent when it comes to 
playing the run. A contributing factor in this decline has 
centered on the ability of an injury-plagued Dennis Smith to 
play up to his Pro Bow! reputation. Smith, regarded as one of 
the sports’ premier strong safeties, produced just four ‘five- 
tackle’ displays in 16 starts. 


No doubt Collier was glad to spot a silver lining amidst the 
cloudy situation at safety in the way Tony Lilly made the most 
of the extensive playing time afforded him at freesafety. In 
addition to topping his backline counterparts with three in- 
terceptions, Lilly also compiled an impressive to/al of nine 
‘five-tackle’ performances in 18 games. 

Harden led the Broncos with six interceptions, two of 
which he returned for touchdowns. Harden was élso effec- 
tive when called upon to force the run and finishedsecond to 
Lilly among the defensive backs with a total d six ‘five 
-tackle’ games.Some local media observers of the Broncos’ 
felt Harden was more deserving of Pro Bowl accolades than 
Smith. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Although he was the AFC's third-leading scorer with 104 
points, Rich Karlis, the one-time free agent survive of ahuge 
tryout camp, struggled through virtually the entre season 
with a 17-for-25 field goal conversion mark after 15 games. 

Dan Reeves was anything but pleased with an inconsis- 
tent punting game until Horan maintained a semblance of 
order upon taking over from former Pro Bovler Chris 
Norman. 

PREDICTION: After a trip to the Super Bowl last year, the 
Broncos will drop a notch. The defense will missJackson’s 
leadership. Denver still lacks a true breakaway threat at 
running back. It's tough to repeat as conference ciampions; 
Reeves will find that out.

SAN DIEGO CHARGERS 


Al Saunders did not want a head coaching job at the 
expense cf Don Coryell. The ways that things worked out, he 
didn't have to think hard. Saunders did an adequate job with 
a demoraized club. With a full year to work with this squad, 
he could push the Chargers back into the playoffs. 


OFFENSE: 

Sadly, Air Coryell was unable to go out in the style Don 
Coryell wculd have chosen. Instead, San Diego bid adieu to 
the only ccach since Sir Sidney Gillman to take the Chargers 
to the playoffs. Twice, Coryell, who first earned the support 
of Mission Bay fans during his brilliant sideline tenure with 
the Aztecs of San Diego State, guided the Chargers to the 
brink of their first Super Bowl appearance, only to lose 
back-to-beck AFC Championship Games (1980-81). 

As ittuined out, the consecutive title defeats at the hands 
of-Oakland and Cincinnati actually marked the high water 
mark of Coryell’s stay with the Chargers. But the two con- 
secutive AFC Western Division titles represented the distant 
past to Charger owner Alex Spanos. 

Of moje immediate concern to Spanos was the fact the 
1-7 Chargers had assured themselves of a fourth consecu- 
tive non-vinning season. And since Coryell could see the 
handwritirg on the wall, the only coach to win more than 100 
games onboth the college and pro level, elected to resign. 

Enter ‘he NFL's youngest head coach, Al Saunders, an 
uninvited member of Coryell's staff who served as liaison 
with Sparos. 

Saunders seems dedicated to dispelling many of the 
traditionalcredos of Air Coryell: long-time offensive wizzard 
Ernie Zaripese has moved up the coast to Anaheim where 
he will attempt to devise a high-tech style of attack to exploit 
the strencths of both Eric Dickerson and Jim Everett, while 
Saunders cut down on their mistakes. After committing 34 
turnovers, including 25 interceptions, in their first nine 
games, San Diego lost the ball just 15 times (only eight 
interceptions) in the final seven weeks of NFL ‘86. 

It's twiight time for Dan Fouts, proving again that age and 
injuries catch up with even the very best. Fouts suffered 
through tis worst season since establishing himself as the 
premier passer in the sport. Not since his extended holdout 
in 1977 had Fouts thrown more interceptions than touch- 
downs, and to compound things, the Charger ace was pick- 
ed off 22times, two less than his career-high of 24 intercep- 
tions in 1979-80. The big difference between then and nowis 
that in 1980 when Air Coryell was hijacked by the wild card 
Raiders en route to Super Bowl XV, Fouts also had 30 
touchdown passes. Last year he was limited to just 16, three

of which came in a brilliant opening day duel against Air 
Marino in what proved to be a defensive nightmare for both 
squads. 

Consequently, a most difficult challenge awaits Saun- 
ders, and how the youthful mentor handles the obvious need 
to prepare for the inevitable transition at quarterback will go 
a long way toward determining the length of his stay in San 
Diego. 

‘Although the Chargers averaged only 99 yards rushing 
per contest, the San Diego ground game was far more 
effective after Saunders replaced Coryell. 

Certainly, the Chargers have enough overall talent to run 
the ball effectively should Saunders so choose. Tim Spencer 
and Curtis Adams finished the season atop the depth chart 
as San Diego was forced to replace injured veterans Lionel 
James and Buford McGee. At the same time, Saunders’ 
updated play book must contain plays to maximize the Pro 
Bowl talent of Gary Anderson. 

That might sound a bit odd in view of the fact the former 
Razorback speedster led the Chargers in both rushing and 
reception yardage. Yet, there is so much more Anderson 
can do. One of three Charger first-round selections, Ander- 
son was actually drafted as a wide receiver. 

Spencer, who thrives on a work-horse role doesn't get 
nearly enough work. Consequently, Spencer, a two-time 
1,000-yard rusher in the USFL, hasn't come close to match- 
ing such feats in the employ of the Chargers.

Anderson led the Chargers with 80 receptions worth 871 
yards (10.9 avg.) and eight touchdowns but it was the first 
time in years that SD failed to produce a 1,000-yard receiver. 

With Charlie Joiner coaching his fellow receivers rather 
than catching the football, the Chargers expect another 
former USFL star, Trumaine Johnson, to play up to his 
springtime standards. Wes Chandler, albeit coming off a 
disappointing campaign (56-874-4), remains the club's fore- 
most deep threat at wide receiver unless Anderson is shifted 
outside. A healthy James will further upgrade this area of the 
offense. 

Only Dan Marino was accorded better pass protection 
than Charger quarterbacks, who were sacked once every 
| 19.9 pass attempts. Such accomplishment on the part of the 
SD offensive line is especially meaningful considering only 
right guard Dennis McKnight and right tackle Gary Kowalski 
managed to start all 16 games. 

James FitzPatrick, last year's top pick from USC, failed to 
live up to advance billing. Jim Lachey, the 1985 first-round 
pick from Ohio State, is on the verge of earning Pro Bowl 
honors at leit tackle. 


DEFENSE: ; 

The draft giveth and the injured reserve list taketh away, 
That's what happened to San Diego's 1986 candidate for 
NFL Defensive Rookie of the Year honors. Leslie O'Neal, 
whom the Chargers thought enough of to deal a second- 
round pick in trading up with the Vikings, enjoyed the most 
productive rookie season by a Charger defender since Gary 
Johnson arrived from Grambling more than a decade ago. 

O'Neal joined with former USFL import Lee Williams to 
give the Chargers their most potent pair of defensive ends 
since Johnson and Fred Dean were at their best. Williams 
placed second in the AFC with 15 sacks while O'Neal was 
credited with 12.5 traps in a dozen starts. 

When O'Neal went down with a severe knee injury in the 
12th week win over the Colts, the former Oklahoma State 
star led the team in sacks and tackles to go with a pair of 
interceptions and three forced fumbles. 


The acquisition of four-time Pro Bowl veteran Chip 
Banks from the Browns will enable Saunders and defensive 
coordinator Ron Lynn to further upgrade this unit. Banks, 
albeit coming off a sub-par performance in which he was 
credited with just 2.5 sacks, has a proven ability to exert 
pressure on opposing passers. Such talent will be put to 
excellent use in conjunction with the blitz tactics that worked 
so well for veteran Billy Ray Smith when the former Razor- 
back star was switched to outside linebacker at the start of 
NFL-86. 


There is a similar transition taking place in San Diego's 
oft-maligned secondary. The draft provides a much needed 
infusion of premium talent in the person of USC's highly 
regarded cornerback Louis Brock. Gifted with excellent 
speed and a knack for stealing passes instead of bdses (a 
family trait inherited from his Hall of Fame father, baseball's 
all-time thief, Lou Brock), the ex-Trojan will have an immedi- 
ate impact at the corner where the Chargers appear espe- 
cially vulnerable. 

Third year veteran strong safety Jeff Dale (2-85 / LSU) 
was the only Charger defensive back to start all 16 games. 
Gil Byrd spent the first half of the season at free safety before 
moving to corner back in week IX. The Chargers also made a 
profitable deal in obtaining rookie free safety Vencie Glenn 
from the Patriots. Originally a 1986 second-round pick from 
Indiana State, Glenn was acquired for a fifth-round pick ina 
veritable bargain. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 
Both phases of the Charger kicking game need to be 
upgraded. Rolf Benirschke, San Diego's all-time leading 


scorer (766 points), had a tough time bouncing back from his 
1985 stint on injured reserve and converted only 16-of-25 
field goal attempts. It was the third time in his last three full 
seasons worth of work that Benirschke missed as often as 
nine times. 

And while Ralf Mojsiejenko, the 1985 fourth-round selec- 
tion from Michigan State, placed third in the AFC with a 
respectable 42-yard punting average, the former Spartan 
needs to be more consistent when it comes to punting the 
ball out of bounds inside the 20-yard line. 

The Chargers placed fourth in the AFC punt return derby 
as Anderson ranked 10th in the NFL with a 9.1-yard average 
but it was SD's return units that suffered most from the 
absence of Lionel James. 


PREDICTION: Watch the Chargers make a move. There 
have been a number of little changes which will help. Yes, 
San Diego will miss Joiner, but his retirement will open doors 
for other youngsters. Saunders has improved the defense 
and if O'Neal comes back strong, this club could push for a 
playoff spot.

Unfortunately, fortune was AWOL throughout almost all 
of September when the Silver and Black lost its first three 
games to the Broncos, Redskins and Giants by the eom- 
bined count of 11 points. 

Then, just when it seemed the Raiders were ready to 
mount a traditional drive to the playoffs, the bottom fell out in 
the form of an absolutely shocking 0-4 December perform- 
ance that left LA with just its second non-winning season in 
the 23 years since none other than Al Davis, himself, suf- 
fered through a’5-7-2 campaign in 1964. 

Ironically, the beginning of the end came in a terribly 
frustrating overtime defeat by Philadelphia that was espe- 
cially sweet to the few remaining veterans of an Eagle squad 
that had its wings clipped in Super Bow! XV. 

\t would get much worse. Eight days later, the Seahawks 
subjected a punchless Raider offense in the form of a 37-0 
prime time pounding in the Kingdome. All three Raider pas- 
sers not only fell victim to 11 sacks, but three interceptions 
as well. 

Then came the narrow but fatal 20-17 loss to the Chiefs 
in which Plunkett was intercepted four times. The defeat 
knocked the Raiders out of the playoffs, and a week Jater LA 
saw the season conclude with a dismal 30-24 last-minute 
loss to the Colts. Typically of the season, the Raiders 
coughed up three more fumbles in yet another sloppy effort. 
Thus ended NFL-86 amid the same kind of frustration which 
marked the season-opening encounter with the Dolphins. 


OFFENSE: 


LA's hottest football question, you ask? That's easy. Ina 
plot worthy of the Rams’ traditional quarterback intrigue, 
Raider partisans continue to wonder if X really does ‘Marc’ 
the spot when it comes to pinpointing the primary factor 
behind the perplexing lack of offense. 

Consequently, it has become fashionable for media and 
fans alike to affix much of the blame for the Raiders demise 
on Wilson's shortcomings. The off-season passed amid 
constant rumors involving Wilson's inevitable exile as Davis 
and Flores dedicate themselves to reviving the vaunted 
vertical attack tactics for which the Silver and Black have 
long been noted. 

As for the incumbent at the moment, the caustic chorus 
of Coliseum criticism figures to swell. Despite the com- 
plaints, it is well to remember that should Wilson be afforded 
the luxury of a relatively injury-free campaign, the former

BYU star is quite capable of retaining his spot in the Raider 
starting lineup. 

In fact, some LA front-office insiders insist Wilson can't 
help but improve given the simultaneous arrival of CFL flash 
Mervyn Fernandez and, the law permitting, former Packer 
Pro Bowl stalwart James Lofton. 

At the same time, the pervading sentiment within the 
organization supports the contention that Wilson's burden of 
guilt be shared by an offensive line plainly in need of an 
infusion of talent. 

In sum, there is much credence in this painfully obvious 
conclusion: unless the Raiders repair an admittedly aging 
and injury-plagued offensive line , it won't matter which one 
of last year’s quarterback triad throws the ball. The need for 
a radically improved caliber of pass protection is under- 
scored by last year's alarming increase in sacks allowed. 
LA's blockers permitted 64 sacks last year, an alarming 
increase of nearly 25 percent over the 43 traps given up in 
NFL ‘85. 

Should Davis refuse to give up on Wilson—the first 
quarterback in franchise history to be accorded first-round 
draft status—the former Cougar remains the favorite to start 
ahead of both Plunkett and Hilger. Afterall, it is well to 
remember that despite his explosive start, Plunkett actually 
finished the seasonin far less impressive fashion. The twice- 
blessed veteran simply ran out of miracles and was victi-

mized for seven interceptions during the Raiders’ December 
collapse. 

No matter who emerges to take command of the Raider 
aerial fortunes, he'll no doubt welcome the dual arrival of 
Fernandez and Lofton, both of whom bring some much 
needed speed to the LA passing attack. At the sarne time, 
opposing defenders will no longer be able to concentrate 
their double coverage efforts on Dokie Williams. 

The latter tied tight end Todd Christensen for the team 
lead with three 100-yard performances. However, late sea- 
son injuries saw Williams limited to just three catches in the 
final month of play. 

Christensen was the most productive receiver in the 
league. The one-time BYU running back who was rejected 
by both the Cowboys and Giants, grabbed a career-high 95 
receptions covering 1,153 yards. It was the third time in the 
last four seasons Christensen surpassed the 1,000-yard 
mark. The prolific Raider tight end has compiled a remark- 
able set of numbers over the past four seasons: 349 recep- 
tions, 4,394 yards and 33 touchdowns for a glittering annual 
output of 87 catches for almost 1,100 yards and eight touch- 
downs since 1983. 

Allen's injury problems hindered his performance as the 
Raiders’ second most valuable receiver behind Christen- 
sen. After catching 16 passes in the first three weeks for 221 
yards (including a season-high 102-yard effort in the opener 
at Denver), Allen was limited to just 29 receptions over the 
rest of the schedule. 

Improvement upfront will provide better blocking for a 
Raider running game looking to rebound from its lackluster 
showing a year ago. 

Senior citizens such as Henry Lawrence, Shelby Jordan 
and Mickey Marvin are at the point where experience no 
longer outweighs the effects of advancing age, Also showing 
their years are veterans Bruce Davis and Charley Hannah. 
On a brighter note, it didn’t take long for former Trojan star 
Don Mosebar (1-83) to adapt to the changes inherent in 
making the switch from tackle to center but it remains to be 
seen if he will provide a long-term link to the tradition estab- 
lished by Jim Otto and upheld by Dave Dalby. 

DEFENSE: 

Both Howie Long and Matt Millen saw their respective 
productivity diminish. Millen, one of the NFL's finest perfor- 
mers against the run, was credited with-four ‘five tackle’ 
performances (five or more hits in a single game). And after 
collecting 21 sacks in 1984-85, Long was limited to just 7.5 
sacks a year ago, y 

Despite the decline in Long's productivity, the Raiders 
(63) were just two sacks shy of equaling their 1985 output. 
Taking over as sack leader was a much improved Sean 
Jones, who was credited with a team-high 15.5 sacks. 

The Raiders need to guard against outside linebacker 
Rod Martin suffering the vagaries of advancing age while 
Millen must revert to past form, especially against the run. 
Former Eagle Pro Bow! veteran Jerry Robinson made his 
presence felt at times, but lacked consistency. Robinson did 
lead the Raider linebackers with four interceptions, one of 
which he returned for a 32-yard touchdown versus the Colts. 

It could be time to restructure the Silver and Black's last 
line of defense. Flores needs more productivity from his 
veteran cornerback tandem of Hayes and Haynes. The for- 
mer All-Pros were limited to just two thefts apiece, and 
neither player contributed much against the run. 

Hayes could be pushed by Sammy Seale who picked off 
four interceptions to place second to McElroy’s team- 
leading total of seven. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Ray Guy suffered through an unproductive season that 
saw him place ninth in the AFC punting derby with a 
mediocre 40.2 average on 95 attempts, one shy of equalling 
the busiest season of his career. 

In another spinoff arising from the Raiders inability to put 


points on the board, veteran placekicker Chris Bahr saw his 
three-year streak of 100-point seasons end. Still, Bahr con- 
verted 21-of-28 field goal attempts—a marked improvement 
over a frustrating 1985 performance that included a dozen 
misses. 

Former Dolphin reject Fulton Walker recovered from his 
disastrous fumble in the 1985 playoff loss to the Patriots, and 
placed fifth in the AFC punt return race. Walker scored on a 
70-yard dash in the Raiders’ bitterly disappointing loss to the 
Eagles. 

PREDICTION: The big question remains: WHO WILL BE 
THE QUARTERBACK? Flores’ team still has that killer in- 
stinct, but is that enough to win a conference crown. The 
answer is a resounding no. Sorry, Al, but fourth place is the 
best bet here. 
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¥®| KANSAS CITY CHIEFS 


The Chiefs finally put an end to the AFC's longest post- 
season famine via a 10-6 finish that enabled John 
Mackovic's tribe to edge out both the Seahawks and Bengals 
for the AFC's second wild card berth opposite the Jets. 

However, while Mackovic wound up winning the battle, 
the fourth-year KC mentor lost the war as well as his 
coaching scalp when the Chiefs were ambushed by the Jets 
in KC's first postseason clash since 1971. 

At first, Mackovic seemed to have weathered the storm. 
However, the front office duo of Jack Steadman and Jim 
Schaaf, spurred by a much-discussed player rebellion that 
surfaced in the form of a visit to owner Lamar Hunt in which 
several veterans lobbied for a coaching change, gave Mack- 
ovic the bad news a day after the one-time Cowboy offensive 
whiz had seemingly come to terms with management. In- 
stead, the Chiefs Hall of Fame owner Lamar Hunt, swung the 
proverbial axe for the fifth time since the Hank Stram era 
ended in 1974. 

It also marked the first time since both the 1982 Falcons 
and the New York Jets rid themselves of Leeman Bennett 
and Walt Michaels, that an NFL head coach had been fired 
after qualifying for postseason competition, 

Citing a lack of the right ‘chemistry’ as the primary reason 
behind Mackovic's banishment, Hunt, reading from a pre- 
pared statement, offered the following explanation: “There is 
no perfect formula for becoming the best in football; we'd all 
like to think we have the right answers. In this case, | have to 
make a judgement, and | have reluctantly concluded that a 
head coaching change is necessary at this time.” 

Ironically, at the same time Mackovic had his initial 
season-ending discussion with Hunt and the other principals 
of KC's management team, special teams coach Frank 
Gansz, disappointed in the failure of his boss (Mackovic) to 
acede to a request for a promotion to an offensive coordina- 
tor assignment, said adios. 

But not for long. A committee of veterans chaired by 
kicker Nick Lowery expressed its concern to Hunt: i.e., it 
would be unwise to let Gansz leave. Apparently, the majority 
of veterans, having grown tired of the supposedly excessive 
discipline employed by Mackovic much prefered the ‘people’ 
business approach favored by Gansz. 

Mackovic got knifed, Schaaf assumed control of player 
personnel decisions, and Gansz was ‘knighted’ by Hunt as 
the sixth head coach in the history of what, under the direc- 
tion of Hank Stram, had been the AFC's winningest 
franchise. 


OFFENSE: 

The fact the Chiefs were burdened with the dubious

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distinction of fielding the NFL's least productive offense— 
especially embarrassing in light of Mackovic's reputation as 
a ‘high-tech’ tactician—helped hasten the latter's departure. 

Gansz inherits a nearly bankrupt running game anchored 
by a pair of ex-Brown veterans, the aging Mike Pruitt and the 
surgery scarred Boyce Green. While former number one 
pick Ethan Horton followed in the footsteps of other top 
backfield disappointments such as Jeff Kinney (1-72 / Neb- 
raska) and Woody Green (1-74 / Arizona State), former 
starter Herman Heard’s productivity slumped dramatically 
due to persistent injury woes. 

And when mid-season import Larry Moriarty (35-115-0) 
failed to play up to the standards set during his first three 
seasons in Houston, Mackovic was forced to depend on both 
Pruitt and Green. 

Pruitt ‘led’ KC with 448 yards on 139 carries (3.2-yard 
average) while Green contributed a 3.5-yard average on the 
strength of a 90-314-3 effort. 

Much to Mackovic's season-long chagrin, the Chiefs 
were just as bad when it came to throwing the ball..To make 
matters worse, Mackovic was forced to endure a diet of 
media displeasure. Such criticism had a particularly bitter 
taste: after endorsing an inconsistent Todd Blackledge over 
Pro Bow! veteran Bill Kenney prior to the summer, Mackovic 
was compelled to reinstate the former free-agent at mid- 
season. 

Although the Kenney-Blackledge tandem compiled a

respectable (23-17) TDP-INT differential of plus six during 
NFL-86; KC passers were victimized for 10 interceptions in 
the club's half dozen defeats. 

When ‘healthy, the Chiefs are capable of fielding an 
above average contingent of wide receivers headed by Car- 
los Carson and Stephone Paige. While Carson was slowed 
by persistent physical problems, old-pro Henry Marshall 
actually enjoyed a vintage season. 

Paige led the team with a 52-829 performance that 
included a 15.9-yard average per catch as well as 11 end 
zone appearances. Marshall (46-652-1) finished second to 
Paige on the season, and enters NFL’87 just four catches 
shy of surpassing the legendary Otis Taylor as the Chiefs’ 
all-time leading receiver. 

KC's revamped offensive line was much improved 
thanks to the contributions of USFL imports Mark Adickes 
and Irv Eatman. Indeed, should last year's top pick, Brian 
Jozwiak, play up to expectations, the Chiefs possess the 
nucleus for what could be the team's best set of blockers 
since the championship era of Ed Budde, Jim Tyrer, Mo 
Moorman and Dave Hill. 

DEFENSE 

Deron Cherry's performance at free safety was not only of 
Pro Bowl caliber, but also typified the aggressive style of an 
opportunistic KC defense that forced an AFC-high 49 turnov- 
ers. Cherry led the AFC with nine interceptions and also 
placed first among KC defenders with an Impact Index rating 
22.0 courtesy of 11 ‘five tackle’ outings and a pair of quarter- 
back sacks. In addition, Cherry also turned a pair of blocked 
punts into touchdowns. 

Strong safety Lloyd Burruss joined Cherry in Hawaii on the 
strength of the most productive season in his six-year career. 
Burruss returned three of his career-high five interceptions 
for touchdowns and was credited with five or more tackles on 
five occasions. 

While Cherry and Burtuss celebrated their respective 
accomplishments in Hawaii, Albert Lewis was accorded 
MVP honors by his teammates. Lewis finished right behind 
Burruss with a 9.5 Impact Index rating that included an equal 
number of interceptions and ‘five tackle’ efforts along with a 
solo quarterback sack. In addition, Lewis was a key contribu- 
tor to KC's spectacular special teams success and was 
credited with four blocked punts. 

Kevin Ross starts on the right side opposite Lewis, and 
while not nearly acclaimed as the rest of the KC secondary, 
is quite accomplished in his own right. Only Cherry and Art 
Still (19.5) recorded a higher Impact Index than the 15.0 
rating earned when Ross collected four interceptions and a 
sack in addition to attaining double-digit success with 10 ‘five 
tackle’ performances. Ross also led the team with three 
fumble recoveries, one of which he returned for a touch- 
down. 

While KC pass defenders led the AFC with 31 steals, the 
team’s play versus the run was also much improved as the 
Chiefs allowed just 1,739 yards rushing. 

Fortified by the physically punishing style of play favored 
by the rookie tandem of inside linebacker Dino Hackett and 
outside linebacker Tim Cofield, the Chiefs allowed only 109 
yards rushing per contest. 

Hackett, a splendid second-round discovery from Appa- 
lachian State, capped off his superlative debut with a double 
impact (10 tackles and one sack) performance in the wild 
card loss to the Jets. It was a typical demonstration by 
Hackett, who was also credited with 14 ‘five tackle’ games in 
16 regular season appearances. More precisely, 10 of those 
performances saw Hackett, the club's most impressive first- 
year linebacker prospect since Willie Lanier and Jim Lynch 
were rookies a generation ago, achieve double-digit status. 

The Chiefs figure to be much improved upfront because 
(a) former Pro Bowl defensive end Mike Bell returns to action 
after spending last season in the slammer while (b) a healthy 


Leonard Griffin, last year’s third-round addition from Gramb- 
ling, is expected to profit from a full summer's worth of work. 

Maas earned his Pro Bowl credentials on the strength of 
his finest season yet. The former Panther star has de- 
veloped into a top flight nose tackle noted for his play versus 
the run as well as an ability to rush the passer. Maas col- 
lected seven quarterback traps and placed second to Art Still 
(10.5) on the KC sack list. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Ironically, in a season destined to be remembered for 
superb special teams play, Nick Lowery, suffered through a 
comparatively ‘rough’ season. It's factually right to note that 
Lowery actually missed twice as many field goal attempts as 
the previous season, but it wouldn't really be accurate. 


Lewis Colbert, last year's eighth-round pick from Auburn, 
assumed the punting duties and set a team record with an 
AFC-high 99 punts, stark testimony to just how impotent the 
Chiefs offense was. Colbert placed a mediocre seventh in 
the AFC with a 40.7 gross punting average. 


PREDICTION: Gansz is happy to finally have a head 
coaching opportunity. That emotion may change. Kansas 
City really didn't deserve a playoff berth last season and it 
showed against the Jets in the wild card clash. The defense 
and special teams can only take this team so far.

If the ex-Spartan speedster lives up to. his 
press clippings we might just see Bill Parcells being doused 
with Gatorade again next January in San Diego, The club also 
nabbed Florida safety Adrian White in case Terry Kinard can't 
rebound from his knee injury. The Giants got further pass- 
catching help in Stephen Baker and Odessa Turner with their 
third and fourth selections. 


WASHINGTON: 

The Redskins received a bit of shocking news over the 
off-season when All-Pro defensive end Dexter Manley en- 
tered an alcohol rehab center. Still, Joe Gibbs and the orga- 
nization are so confident of a complete recovery that they 
concentrated their drafting efforts on getting help in the secon- 
dary and on offense. Nebraska’s Brian Davis should make an 
outstanding defensive back. With the constant banging levied 
on George Rogers and Kelvin Bryant, the team selected run- 
ning back Tim Smith in the fifth round. 


PHILADELPHIA: 

The Eagles got off on the wrong foot when Keith Byars again 
injured his damaged wheel and may miss the entire season. 
Unfortunately, the accident occurred after the draft and Philly 
will now have to make a trade or hope that 12th-round pick

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Bobby Morse can make the club. We know how much Ryan 
loves defense, but he may have a project on his hands with 
first-round pick Jerome Brown. Ryan is a no-nonsense type of 
guy and the former Hurricane certainly had a penchant for 
making headlines off the field. Could be another love/hate 
relationship in the making. The Eagles gave up on Ron 
Jaworski and have handed the ball to Randall Cunningham, 
who's yet to prove he's a consistent NFL-caliber quarterback. 


DALLAS: 

After failing to make the playoffs for two straight years, the 
Cowboys entered the draft looking for immediate help. They 
came away with several players who could definitely pay 
dividends in the coming year. With an aging defensive line, 
Danny Noonan could nail down a starting berth alongside Ed 
Jones. The Cowboys were weak versus the run and the All- 
America has proven his ability to stop the run. The Cowboys 
also tabbed Baylor's Ron Francis, rated among the top three 
defensive backs in the draft. The big question remains who will 
start at quarterback. Danny White spent a good portion of last 
season on the sidelines, giving Steve Pelluer an opportunity to 
perform. White recently signed a new contract but will still 
have to fight to regain his starting berth with Pelluer and 
seventh-round pick Kevin Sweeney from Fresno State. In 
addition, Tony Dorsett is not happy with the spotlight being 
thrown in Herschel Walker's direction and wants out. 


ST. LOUIS: 
Gene Stallings, another Tom Landry disciple, suffered 
through an agonizing coaching debut in the Gateway City last 


season. The Cards don’t look to be much better in'87. Atpress 


time, quarterback Neil Lomax was still the property of St. 
Louis, though that might change at any moment, especially 
considering the team's first-round selection of Colorado State 
passer Kelly Stouffer, which left many of the so-called experts 
shaking their heads. The organization gave up on Oitis Ander- 
son early last season but never did find a replacement. Hope- 
fully, Miami-Ohio’s George Swarn will be the answer. The 
Cards also got highly-acclaimed defensive back Tim McDo- 
nald out of USC with their second pick. 
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True. There were moments early in the schedule when 
Phil Simms drove the always-critical Meadowlands majority 
to distraction with bouts of inconsistency. However, at the 
end of the season the former first-round pick (1979) from 
Morehead State was simply awesome. 

Lost amid the pre-Super Bowl hype lavished on media 
darling John Elway was the way Simms closed out the 
regular season to set the stage for his explosive postseason 
showing in the NFC sweep of the Niners and Redskins. 

Yet to those who took the time to focus on Simms’ efforts 
during the regular season sweep of the same two foes, the 
low-profile star's MVP performance in the Super Bowl con- 
quest of the Broncos came as no real surprise. 

Just in time for the playoffs, Simms reverted to last year's 
Pro Bowl form with a closing burst of productivity. Benefiting 
from the marvelous play of Joe Morris, Simms threw the ball 
far less but enjoyed it much more. But it wasn't just how 
Simms maximized his skills when needed most, it was the 
way he took charge. Whatever Simms lacks in media- 
popularity, he more than made up for with his on-the-field 
charisma. There was the fourth down Staubach-like throw to 
Bobby Johnson that set up the winning field goal against the 
Vikings. His sudden explosive third-quarter bombing of the 
proud Niner secondary in the glare of prime time marked the 
turning point of Simms' season. Then there was the precise 
destruction of the Redskins in RFK which paled by compari- 
son with the Joe Montana-like four touchdown torching of the 
Niners in the Meadowlands. Finally, there was the error-free, 
albeit it conservative performance, in the NFC Cham- 
pionship conquest of the Redskins which put the revitalized 
Flagship Franchise of the NFL on course for a Super Bowl 
rendezvous with the Broncos. 

How good was Simms’ postseason effort? Try asto- 
nishing. In compiling a record-setting 8-0 TDP-INT differen- 
tial, Simms not only joined both Terry Bradshaw (three- 
game figure of 8-4 in Super Bow! XIV tournament) and Joe 
Theismann's 8-3 TDP-INT efforts in the Skins four-game 
championship odyssey in SB XVII win over Miami as the 
most productive touchdown passers in the 21-year (1967- 
87) annals of SB Tournament action. 

Incredibly, Simms did so without throwing a single post- 
season completion to the opposition. 

Consider the following equation: Simms took the field in 
the January rematch against San Francisco with a plus 1 
career TDP-INT differential (104-103) in 85 regular season 
appearances, including last years 21-22 mark. Yet, such 
bottom-line figures are somewhat deceptive. 
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Especially when it comes to adding up the numbers 
across the last three seasons (1984-86). 

Take a look: in 48 regular season starts, 33 of which the 
Giants have won, Simms has accumulated 11,360 yards 
worth of completions to go with a solid 65-60 TDP-INT 
differential. Compare those totals with Joe Montana's work 
across the last three campaigns: 38 appearances (29-9) 
resulting in 9,519 yards. However, Montana, whom the Nin- 
ers grabbed with a third-round choice in the same 1979 draft 
which produced Simms, registered a truly brilliant plus 31 
TDP-INT differential as opposed to Phil’s far more modest 
effort of plus 5. 

Thus the true worth of Simms 8-0 TDP-INT accomplish- 
ment that was made even more satisfying because it came 
against a trio of Simms’ more-celebrated rivals: Montana, 
Schroeder and Elway. 

Almost as compelling is the fact Simms was undefeated 
(7-0) in head-to-head matches against such illustrious com- 
pany. 

OFFENSE: 

Give Simms, the senior member of the NFL's Final Four 
quarterbacking contingent an ‘A’ for leadership and welcome 
him to the elite fraternity of championship quarterbacks. 

There aren't enough adjectives to describe the true worth 
of Joe Morris to this team. The most productive runner in the 
history of a franchise that sent Frank Gifford and Tuffy Lee-

mans tothe Hall of Fame, Morris came back from summer- 
long contractual problems and played his heart out on the 
field. Whatever bitterness might have been generated by the 
near-boycott of the opener against Dallas never bothered 
Morris on the field. 

What made Simms’ accomplishments even more signifi- 
cant was the lack of a blue-chip receiving contingent that was 
made even thinner by the loss of his most talented receiver, 
Lionel Manuel for most of the year with an injury. How mucha 
heathy, albeit rusty, Manuel means to the Giants passing 
game was underscored when Simms rifled an 11-yard strike 
that gave the Giants a commanding 10-0 first quarter advan- 
tage in the rubber match with the Redskins. 

However, despite being deprived of Manuel's proven 
skills, Simms still survived the often harsh media criticism 
directed at the team’s passing game over the first half of the 
schedule and made the most of the talent on hand. In the 
process, tight end Mark Bavaro, last year's rookie surprise 
from Notre Dame, became Simms’ primary receiver. Not 
only did’Bavaro lead the team in receiving but he became 
only the fourth Giant to enjoy a 1,000-yard season. Bavaro 
finished the season with Pro Bowl numbers to go with his 
invitation to Hawaii: His 66 receptions worth 1,001 yards 
gained him admittance to an exclusive fraternity that in- 
cludes Del Shofner, Homer Jones and Ernie Gray. 

Bobby Johnson, Stacy Robinson and Phil McConkey had 
their moments but Simms’ arsenal is so much more explo- 
sive with a healthy Manuel. 

Tony Galbreath and Ottis Anderson give the Giants back- 
field the strength that comes when talented veterans are 
listed as the main reserves on a team's offensive depth 
chart. 

Overall, the Giants received first-class blocking efforts 
from what is the most effective offensive line in the game. 
Brad Benson was accorded Pro Bow! honors, (a second- 
straight shutout against sack artist Dexter Manley proved 
how entitled the usung Giant blocker was to such All-Pro 
acclaim) while Bart Oates and Chris Godfrey were worthy of 
such status as well. And if the NFL coaches ever add a 
blocking back spot to their Pro Bowl ballots, it will belong to 
Maurice Carthon. 

Godfrey and Billy Ard give the Giants their finest set of 
guards since Darrel Dess and Jack Stroud of a generation 
ago. Oates is worthy of comparison with Ray Wietecha and 
Greg Larson while Karl Nelson is a tough, hard-nosed com- 
petitor at the tackle slot opposite Benson. 


DEFENSE: 


Lawrence Taylor did his talking on the field, and in the 
process of answering all the unasked questions with the 
most impressive season-long performance of his six-year 
Pro Bowl career. LT became the first defensive star since 
Alan Page (1971 Minnesota) to be accorded honors as the 
NFL's Most Valuable Player. Taylor led the NFL with 20.5 
sacks and underscored his superb physical skills with a 
34-yard touchdown dash in the Giants 49-3 postseason 
conquest of the Niners. The Giants were unbeaten (8-0) in 
games where Taylor was credited with five or more total 
tackles. 


Harry Carson is the Giants equivalent of Mike Singletary 
while the unheralded Carl Banks is a savage force against 
the run. It is Banks, with a total of 13 five-tackle perform- 
ances in 18 games, who is the most consistent producer 
among the Giants linebacking contingent. Gary Reasons, 
Andy Headen and Byron Hunt give the Giants superb depth. 
Former Buckeye star Thomas “Pepper” Johnson, on who 
George Young invested a second-round pick, proved to be 
an especially opportunistic impact player late in the season. 

The revamped secondary, benefitting from the dual arrival 
of two more second-round picks, Mark Collins and Greg 


Lasker, had enough depth to replace the club's premier 
defensive back, Terry Kinard when the latter was lost for the 
season with a combination of knee and shoulder problems 
after 13 games. 

Herb Welch, last year’s twelfth-round gem from UCLA, 
responded well to the challenge of replacing Kinard al free 
safety and came up with interceptions in the regular season 
rematch with Washington as well as the opening round 
destruction of the Niners. 

After losing the starting left cornerback spot to Collins, the 
talented second-round prospect from Fullerton State, Patter- 
son came off the bench and played rather well in place of the 
injured rookie. Perry Williams is probably the most under- 
rated starter on the NFL's hardest-hitting defense. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 


Raul Allegre, cut loose by the Colts, was signed as a 
free-agent in September and finally solved the Giants most 
pressing need with an invaluable 25-of-38 conversion rate in 
the field goal department. Sean Landeta more than reco- 
vered from the infamous ‘Windy City Whiff’ and earned a Pro 
Bowl invite as the league's premier punter. Landeta, a two- 
time USFL all-star, exorcised his “whiff” image with a power- 
ful performance in the wind tunnel condition of the NFG 
Championship showdown with the Redskins. 


PREDICTION: Despite the league’s most-rugged early 
agenda, the Giants have a great chance to repeat as Super 
Bowl champions. This clubis still motivated and the depth is 
better than anyone else.

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Forgotten in the aftermath of the disappointing defeat in 
the three-for-the-money showdown against the Giants in 
last year’s NFC championship encounter is the fact 
Washington was a much improved team despite the depar- 
ture of veteran All-Pros such as Joe Theismann and John 
Riggins. 

Afterall, the ‘Skins didn't fare that badly in the regular 
season by finishing second in the NFC East to the Giants 
with an impressive 12-4 record, and it was Washington who 
dethroned the defending Super Bowl Champion Bears on 
Chicago's home turf in the opening round. 

And while considerable:media acclaim has been 
lavished ¢n Joe Gibbs’ remarkable sideline success, not 
enough credit is given GM Bobby Beathard and his top 
personnel sidekick, Dick Daniels, the ‘Skins’ astute Director 
of College scouting. 

Consider Beathard’s ability to utilize the entire personne! 
process in the latest refurbishing of a veteran filled roster. 

Once again, the Skins lacked a first-round selection, but 
it hardly matters. Despite an NFL-low three first-round picks 
inthe 1980s, and just 11 total blue chip selections, the Skins 
own the NFC’s best record of the 1980s (77-39-0 including 
the post-season), and only the Dolphins with 78 wins have 
more victories. 

Interestingly, two of the Skins’ three first-round selec- 
tions, Art Monk and Darrell Green, have attained Pro Bow! 
status. 

And while the ‘Skins have been burned of late with the 
enforced deals of two recent second-round picks (Tory Nix- 
on and Walter Murray), Beathard’s talent operation has 
produced Jay Schroeder with a:third-round pick and Gary 
Clark via the 1984 supplemental draft. In addition, Beathard 
invested his 1985 first-round selection on George Rogers as 
Riggins’ successor. That's three Pro Bow! caliber players to 
fill the void left by Riggins retirement, Theisman’s departure 
and Charlie Brown’s exile to Atlanta. 

Gibbs continues to improve and is one of the NFL's finest 
coaches. The decision to bring back Dan Henning could 
result in an even more productive passing attack. 

Gibbs has also been fortunate in retaining the services of 
top assistants such as Richie Pettibon and Joe Bugel. 
OFFENSE: 

Well, Jay Schroeder provided a rather eloquent re- 
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sponse to anyone who questioned his ability to replace 
Theismann on a full-time basis, didn't he? All the former 
major league baseball prospect from UCLA did was finish a 
season in which he broke Sonny Jurgensen’s club mark for 
passing yardage by representing the NFC in Hawaii. 


Washington has won 19-of-25 games since Schroeder 
replaced Theismann and compiled a 25-14 TDP-INT dif- 
ferential in the 19 victories. 

Schroeder completed 276-of-541 attempts for 4,109 
yards to go with 22 touchdowns and an equal number of 
interceptions. The only blemish on Schroeder's marks- 
manship report: a disappointing 4-11 TDP-INT differential in 
the Skins five regular season defeats. 


Schroeder, of course, is fortunate for the opportunity for 
success that comes with throwing the ball to a pair of Pro 
Bowl wide receivers such as Art Monk (73-1068-4) and Gary 
Clark (74-1265-7), who combined for 147 receptions worth 
more than 2,300 yards and 11 touchdowns. Despite missing 
two games at the end of the season, Clark still managed to 
edge Monk for the team reception lead. 

Although the Skins failed to sign 1986 second-round pick 
Walter Murray, Washington still has respectable depth at

wide receiver thanks to the presence of two other former 
USFL speedsters: Clarence Verdin and Ricky Sanders. In- 
terestingly enough both Verdin and Sanders were more 
productive USFL receivers than Clark. 

Opposing defensive backs have learned how difficult it is 
to cover TE Clint Didier (84-691-4) one-on-one because of 
the attention paid to the Skins outside threats. Didier posted 
a glittering 20.3 yard average per catch, by far the highest 
mark recorded by a tight end. 

Kelvin Bryant's pass-catching ability (43-449-3) will be 
maximized as Gibbs seeks the perfect mismatch situation 
against opposing linebackers. 

The Skins boast one of the most powerful running games 
in the league thanks to the considerable talents of Bryant 
and former Heisman Trophy winner George Rogers. 

The first player taken in the 1981 NFL draft, Rogers 
(303-1203-18) had little difficulty stepping into Riggins’ role 
as the main man in the Redskin running attack. 

Bryant, a proven 1,000-yard performer in the springtime, 
needs to carry the ball more often (69-258-4) to generate the 
same kind of numbers in the NFL. 

Rookie hopeful Tim Smith (5-Texas Tech) figures to join 
dependable Keith Griffin as the main backfield reserves. 

The Skins have a solid set of blockers headed by Joe 
Jacoby and Mark May at tackle while Russ Grimm and R.C. 
Thielemann are one of the most talented set of guards in the 
entire NFL. Jeff Bostic gives the Skins more than fair value at 
center. Beathard’s latest hunch: tabbing Notre Dame's Wal- 
ly Kleine in the second round with the idea of projecting him 
as an offensive lineman. 

DEFENSE: 

Beathard continues to reshape the defensive portion of 
the Redskins depth chart and will need all of his expertise to 
rebuild an over-age linebacking contingent. With Mel 
Kaufman's recovery from an achilles injury uncertain, the 
Skins are concerned about all three starting linebackers— 
Rich Milot, Neil Olkewicz and Monte Coleman—getting old 
at the same time. Beathard appears to have taken a step in 
the right direction with the addition of former Chief Calvin 
Daniels. A one-time second-round pick from North Carolina, 
Daniels was listed as the starting left linebacker at the close 
of the season. 

Gibbs is confident that Dave Butz, at 37 the oldest 
defensive lineman in the leaque, will continue to perform up 
to prior standards at defensive tackle. 

There's no arguing when it comes to Dexter Manley's 
splendid talent for rushing the passer, as witness his 18.5 
sacks, the second-highest figure in the sport. But Manley’s 
off-the-field problems make him something of a risk. 
Obviously, the Redskin pass rush can ill afford to lose the 
services of its most dominant enforcer. 

Neither of the remaining starters upfront, Charlie Mann 
and Darryl Grant, get nearly as much acclaim as the flam- 
boyant Manley, but they are very much a part of the ‘Skins’ 
traditional success at stopping the run. Mann is also an 
accomplished pass rusher and ranked second to Manley 
with 10 sacks. Steve Hamilton chipped in with 4.5 sacks 
while Butz decked the quarterback five times. 

The Redskins expect top draft pick Brian Davis (2- 
Nebraska) to make an immediate impact in a defensive 
backfield corps that remains in transition. 

Darrell Green is the only Pro Bow! caliber defensive back 
and is a truly talented cornerback with exceptional speed. 
Speed is also the forte of Davis. However, there was some 
media skepticism about the post-draft praise lavished on the 
Comhusker defender when Davis showed up overweight 
and out of shape for his initial mini-camp session. 

At the same time, Gibbs and Beathard were quite 
pleased at the performance of Alvin Walton as the SS in 
place of veteran Ken Coffey. 


Not so in the case of CBs Barry Wilburn and Vernon 


Dean and their joint stewardship at RCB opposite Green. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 

The Redskin kicking game was a disaster. Gibbs finally 
gave his approval to the dismissal of Mark Moseley in favor 
of Max Zendejas. Of course, they had the wrong Zendejas, 
While Max was putting excitement back in PAT attempts, his 
cousin Tony, whom Gibbs let get away in favor of Moseley, 
was setting field goal records in Houston. 

Former Giant cast-off Jeff Atkinson returned a sembl- 
ance of order to the placement portion of the Skins kicking 
game at the end of the season, and is favored to retain his 
space on the roster. 

Fortunately for Gibbs, there were no such problems 
when it came to the performance of Steve Cox, who finished 
third on the NFC punting ledger with a 43.6 yard average and 
21 kicks inside the opposition 20. 

Ken Jenkins, a 1985 free-agent discovery from Bucknell, 
is the Skins leading returner. 

PREDICTION: Gibbs’ squad is still very competitive. The 
Hog line may slow down a bit. Schroeder could be the best 
young passer in the conference. There may be a few dis- 
gruntled players (Bryant, for one, is less than thrilled with his 
role), but Washington is a wild-card contender. 


Veterans’ Roster 
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For sure, Buddy Ryan marches to a different coaching 
tune than the rest of his NFL sideline counterparts. And off 
Ryan’s first two drafts, he does things in the face of tradition 
when it comes to shaping his roster. 

The Eagles allowed an NFL-record 104 sacks last sea- 
son. With numbers like that you would think Ryan went into 
last April's lottery with the idea of filling the Birds number one 
offensive priority, right? 

Forget it. Buddy wanted defense. And if Jerome Brown's 
collegiate career at the University of Miami is an indication of 
how he'll perform in the NFL, the Birds may have drafted the 
other cornerstone of what could be one of the league's most 
fearsome set of pass rushers. Ryan practically giggled at the 
thought of teaming Brown with his other Pro Bow! monster, 
Reggie White. 

If Ryan—the Birds controversial mentor awarded Brown 
No. 99 in the expectation that the ex-Hurricane will emulate 
the success of Dan Hampton who wears 99 for the Bears—is 
right in his evaluation, Brown and White will be coloring 
opposing passers black and blue well into the next decade. 

However, as far as the immediate future is concerned, 
unless two other rookie linemen—Ben Tamburello (3- 
Georgia) and David Alexander (5-Tulsa) make signficant 
contributions on the opposite side of scrimmage, Ryan's 
quarterback of the moment, be it Randall Cunningham or 
Matt Cavanaugh, is likely to meet the same violent fate as 
opposing passers who figure to fall victim to the joint 
assaults of White and Brown. 

No matter how one might feel about Ryan's abrasive way 
of dealing with his players, or how he's reshaped the Eagles 
roster, you have to admit the fiesty SOB makes things 
happen. 

And considering just how competitive the Eagles were at 
the close of the season—Ryan's Express would have 
finished December undefeated had the Eagles not blown a 


14-0 lead over the playoff bound Redskins in the regular 
season finale. While such improvement wasn't noticeable in 
the standings, the Birds on the field effort was generally up to 
Ryan's demanding standards. 


OFFENSE: 

With Ron Jaworski no longer among the Eagles quarter- 
back flock, Ryan will choose between the mobile style of 
Cunningham and the traditional techniques employed by 
Cavanaugh. Indeed, guided by game-day events, Ryan is 
apt to alternate the two of them from series to series if not 
play to play.

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Cunningham's ability to run with the football will probably 
serve him even better since the Eagles will also be without 
their leading rusher of a year ago. Once again, fate has dealt 
Keith Byars a punishing blow in the form of a disabling foot 
injury. Incredibly, Byars went down in the open field during a 
routine mini-camp session—and just like that, it was deja vu 
as the former Buckeye bruiser fell victim to the exact same 
freak injury that ruined his senior season at Ohio State. Only 
this time, it was Byars’ other foot. 

Hence, Cunningham's potential MVP role. Look for the 
third-year quarterback to be running by design far more 
often than a year ago when the 1985 second-round pick from 
Las Vegas finished second to Byars with 540 yards rushing. 
Cunningham averaged a sparkling 6.8 yards per attempt, 
but if you factor in the yardage he lost as a result of being 
sacked (74-531) the first equation loses much of its glitter. 

When Ryan prefers to stress the Eagles aerial attack he'll 
probably opt for the tried and true dropback style favored by 
Cavanaugh. And when the Eagles attack does take wing, 
the lead Bird will be Pro Bowl veteran Mike Quick. Quick was 
the Eagles leading receiver last year (60-939-9) and will no 
doubt continue to do so. Of course, the more Cavanaugh 
plays, the more downfield action Quick is apt to see. Howev- 
er, quick is even tougher to cover when forced to break a 
pattern in order to take advantage of Cunningham's pen- 
chant for scrambling.

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Who else will carry the burden of the Eagles blue collar 
running game? Anthony Toney is the pick from this vantage 
point. Toney, last year’s second-round pick from TCU (Ryan 
dubbed him the steal of the draft), was less than impressive 
not to mention inconsistent in compiling a modest set of 
stats: 69 carries for 269 yards and a 4.1 yard average per 
attempt. However, the feeling here is that Toney can’t help 
but profit from last year's experience. 


Other would be beneficaries of a more traditional passing , 


strategy would be TE John Spagnola (39-397-1) and WR 
Kenny Jackson (30-506-6). As befits Ryan's personality, the 
tough talking, no-nonsense Eagle mentor has made it plain 
that Jackson is a major disappointment. Maybe such critic- 
ism will motoviate the former Penn State speedster, but if 
not, the Eagles could be making the same kind of mistake as 
a year ago when Ryan gave up on several veteran starters 
who went on to play effectively elsewhere. For example 
exiled RB Earnest Jackson who led the Steelers in rushing 
with 910 yards. Such a figure was actually more than the 
combined total of the Byars-Toney rookie tandem who 
accounted for 862 yards in their debut season. 

Joining Tamburello and Alexander is another interesting 
first year OL prospect, Brian Williams (7-Central Michigan) 
who will also draw attention in what should be an intensely 
competitve struggle to revamp an offensive line that con- 
tinues its chaotic transition. 

The only veterans relatively assured of retaining their 
starting assignments are Ron Baker and Leonard Mitchell 
while last year's rookie trio of LG Nick Haden, OC Matt 
Darwin and RT Joe Conwell can be expected to improve with 
the experience that comes with playing as a unit. 
DEFENSE: 

Here's what Jerome Brown's resume contains from his 
last two seasons with the Hurricanes: As a junior, Brown was 
utterly awesome in blowing past opposing blockers en route 
to collecting nine sacks and twice as many (18) tackles for 
loss. And last year, despite an assortment of painful ailments 
that limited even his considerable ability, Brown still man- 
aged to participate in 75 tackles. Persistent injuries were a 
prominent reason why Brown was limited to just four sacks 
and made only five tackles behind the line of scrimmage. 

The only problem with doubling up on Brown is this: 
Opposing blockers have already shown it is necessary to 
assign multiple blockers to the task of containing former 
USFL star Reggie White. 

Little wonder Brown was just as happy to be picked by 
the Eagles as Ryan was to do the picking. No need to worry 
about the Hurricane Hulk bitching about cold weather and 
the hard times that accompany Ryan’s passion for disci- 
plined work habits. Remember, playing for Jimmy Johnson 
and Howard Schnellenberger wasn’t any day at the beach. 
Consequently, Brown won't have all that much trouble 
adapting to Ryan's demand for consistent and forceful ex- 
ecution. 

While Ryan was often critical of veteran Greg Brown's 
inconsistent effort, the highest paid member of the Eagle 
defensive line did produce his share of big plays and ranked 
second to White with half as many (9) sacks to go with seven 
games of five or more tackles. 

Tradition has it the heart of any Buddy Ryan-coached 
defense is supplied by the linebackers. And the Eagles are 
no exception. 

Mike Reichenbach and Garry Cobb were the most pro- 
ductive members of the erstwhile starting unit, Between 
them the veteran duo accounted for 20 appearances in 
which they were credited with five or more tackles. 

Alonzo Johnson played well enough throughout the first 
half of the schedule but wasn't utilized nearly as much in the 
last two months of play. However, the 1986 second-round 
pick did compile an 11.0 Impact-rating on the strength of 
three interceptions, one sack and seven games with five or 


more tackles. 

Even with the loss of Pro Bowl veteran Wes Hopkins, 
Ryan still considered the Birds last line of defense the equal 
of any starting secondary in the league, and constantly 
compared his unit to the Bears defensive backfield. 

Roynell Young shared the club lead with six steals while 
Evan Cooper took over the other starting CB assignment 
and fared rather well in compiling an 11.0 Impact Player 
rating. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Ryan is intent on improving several areas of the Birds’ 
specialty units. 

One exception to Ryan's rule regarding open competi- 
tion for jobs is placekicker Paul McFadden. Although 
McFadden, a veritable 12th-round find (312th player taken in 
the 1984 NFL regular draft) from Youngstown State didn’t 
match the superb standard established in his first two pro 
seasons in which he made converted 55-of-67 three-point 
attempts, McFadden remains the most accurate field goal 
specialist to wear an Eagle uniform since Sam Baker. To be 
sure, McFadden had his share of problems during Ryan's 
debut campaign, and while he missed almost as many times 
(11) as in his first two season's combined, tie Philly ace still 
placed seventh in NEC kick scoring (86 points). However, it 
marked the first time in his career that McFadden failed to 
top the 100-point plateau. 

PREDICTION: Buddy Ryan's birds were too erratic last 
season. Ryan has assembied a strong defense and Cun- 
ningham adds a different dimension to the offense. Stability 
is needed before Philadelphia enjoys a consistent winner.

Finally, it was Doomsday in Dallas. After a brilliant 6-2 
start which included wins over both the Giants and Red- 
skins, the Cowboys lost seven of their last eight decisions. 

What made America’s Team's first losing season in a 
generation even more difficult to accept was the 1-7 finish 
occurred despite the arrival of Herschel Walker and Mike 
Sherrard. 

Itwas the team’s first losing season since 1964 when the 
Cowboys logged a 5-8-1 record, and the five-game losing 
streak that ended the dismal '86 campaign represents the 
longest winless famine since 1965. 

And it wasn't merely that the Cowboys lost more than 
they won, it was the way the Pokes lost. Three straight 
defeats to the Redskins, Seahawks and Rams by 17 or more 
points. 

What went wrong? The Cowboy management spent the 
offseason citing the injury factor, Landry was more succinct 
and blamed it on the inability to score points. Indeed, after 
scoring 30 or more points in six of the first eight games, the 
Cowboys were limited to 14 or fewer points in five of their 
seven defeats during the second half of the schedule. 

And while the local media touched on the failure of the 
famed Cowboy player personnel operation to supply prime 
time talent in the blue chip rounds of the draft, no one has 
really laid it on the line. 

Pure and simple. The Cowboy computer has choked on 
its printouts. Dallas has the dubious distinction of being the 
only team in the entire NFL that has failed to procure the 
services of a Pro Bow! player in the firsttwo rounds of the last 
seven drafts, 

Forget the Pro Bowl. The Cowboys have only three 
starters to show for an even dozen blue chip selections since 
1980: Jim Jeffcoat (1/83-Arizona State), Jeff Rohrer (2/82- 
Yale) and Mike Sherrard of UCLA last year's top pick. 

With such past as prologue, it is imperative that this 
year's blue chip prospects, DT Danny Noonan (1-Nebraska) 
and CB Ron Francis (2-Baylor) not avoid becoming part of 
the 1980's tradition. 

For awhile, when Dallas was 6-2 and getting ready for the 
rematch with the Giants, there was much media speculation 
on Landry's eventual successor. That kind of talk died out 
during the dismal 1-7 finish. Yet, strange as it might seem, 
Landry is probably more anxious to answer the challenge 
that comes with rebuilding than he would have been had the 
Cowboys enjoyed a more successful ending to 1986. 
OFFENSE: 

Certainly, the Cowboys didn't start out as though the

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1986 season would be their worst season since 1964. In- 
deed, the dual addition of Sherrard and Walker seemed just 
what the Cowboy offense needed most. And with both Dan- 
ny White and Tony Dorsett relatively healthy, the Cowboys 
stormed through September, undefeated save for a bizzare 
loss to the Falcons. 

October opened with a loss to the Broncos, but then 
came three straight wins over the rest of the NFC East to 
bring Dallas to 6-2 at midseason. 

But that's when the season slipped out of control. White, 
having just recovered from earlier injuries, was lost for the 
rest of the year when Carl Banks deposited his body on the 
Cowboy passer’s right wrist. 

Still, Dallas had a chance to win despite the loss of White 
as Steve Pelluer completed 26 passes for 339 yards and a 
touchdown in relief. However, a pair of costly procedure 
penalties were assessed against Phil Pozderac, who be- 
came the most publicized Cowboy lineman since Jim 
Boeke’s premature move cost the Cowboys a chance to 
beat Vince Lombardi’s Packers in the 1966 NFL Cham- 
pionship tilt. 

While Pelluer surprised the Giants, he was nearly stolen 
blind by the Raiders who pilfered five passes the following 
week, Pelluer and third-string quarterback Reggie Collier 
threw 15 interceptions and were sacked 22 times in the 
Cowboys last six defeats.

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Those dismal figures left Landry in a quandary? What if 
White doesn’t recover fully? Can Pelluer play well enough to 
sustain an offense built around the Heisman Trophy back- 
field talents of Walker and Dorsett? 

Factor in an impressive spring showing by former Brown 
starter Paul McDonald and the seventh-round selection of 
Fresno State’s Kevin Sweeney has expanded Landry's op- 
tions should White prove unfit. 

As for Walker and Dorsett: Between them, the two super- 
stars generated almost 2,600 scrimmage yards. 

Dorsett, despite missing three full games and a good 
portion of a fourth, still led the team in rushing (184-748). 
Walker (151-737) was close behind. 

Walker outgained Dorsett by more than 500 yards on 
only 18 more attempts from scrimmage. Herschel averaged 
6.8 yards on 227 plays and scored 14 touchdowns while 
Dorsett touched the ball 209 times for an average of 4.8 
yards per play to go with six touchdowns. 

How then does Landry get the ball to Walker more often? 
The easiest solution to the incipient Walker/Dorsett brain 
teaser would be to deal T.D. elsewhere but if White's pro- 
longed absence forces Landry to go with Pelluer, don't be 
surprised if Landry doesn’t find a way to utilize both Walker 
and Dorsett in the backfield. 

Ideally, however, Landry would prefer a more balanced 
attack in which White is able to strike deep against defensive 
coverages designed to contain Walker and Dorsett. And not 
since Bob Hayes and Lance Rentzel were hauling in touch- 
down strikes from Don Meredith have the Cowboys enjoyed 
the luxury of a dual big play threat such as Tony Hill and Mike 
Sherrard. 

However, all this talk of potential scoreboard excitement 
will be just that unless the offensive line measures up to past 
standards. Cowboy passers were sacked 60 times, 43 of 
which occurred during the club's 1-7 second-half slide. 

Surprisingly, the Cowboys waited until the third round to 
shore up their suspect OL via the addition of Florida's Jeff 
Zimmerman. Projected as a first-round pick from an athletic 
and physical standpoint, Zimmerman had a terrible senior. 
season that saw most scouts downgrade him as an under- 
achiever. 

Whether Zimmerman can have an impact on Dallas, 
is open to question. And unless Pozderac and his mostly 
unheralded cohorts—Mark Tuinei, Glen Titensor, Tom Raf- 
ferty and the promising Crawford Kerr—show vast improve- 
ment upfront, the Cowboys will miss the playoffs for the third 
time in four years. 

DEFENSE: 

The Cowboys’ draft day moves underscored just how 
concerned Landry is over the late-season debatile that over- 
whelmed his defense. 

The first-round selection of Nebraska's Danny Noonan 
was prompted by the advancing age of Ed Jones and John 
Dutton. Nebraska coaches consider the massive Noonan to 
be the finest DL prospect ever to wear a Husker uniform. 
Interestingly, the acquisition of Noonan represents the third 
time in the last five drafts Dallas has designated a defensive 
lineman in the opening round. 

Noonan, however, unlike Jim Jeffcoat (1/83-Arizona 
State) and Kevin Brooks (1/85-Michigan), is expected to 
have an immediate impact on the fortunes of a defensive line 
about to undergo a milestone transition. 

Randy White and Jeffcoat are now the team’s two best 
performers upfront while both Dutton and Jones are on the 
downside of their splendid careers. 

The other major transformation on this side of the ball will 
involve a Cowboy secondary which after allowing only eight 
touchdown passes in the first half of the season, permitted 
13 in the last seven weeks of competition. 

Francis, the leading interceptor in the SWC as both a 
junior and senior, is expected to compete for a regular berth 
at CB. Landry and his staff are hopeful Francis will arrive in 


| 


the same fashion as Everson Walls did in 1981. 

If so, Francis will no doubt dislodge Ron Fellows from the 
starting lineup. That leaves Bill Bates, Mike Downs and 
Victor Scott to divide up the chores at safety. 

In designating Francis as the 12th selection in the 
second round, Landry and company disdained the oppor- 
tunity to refurbish a comparatively mediocre (by Cowboy 
standards) linebacking crew by passing up the chance to 
secure Cincinnati linebacker Alex Gordon. 

That means last year's trio of Jeff Rohrer, Eugene Lock- 
hart and Mike Hegman won't have to spend the summer 
worrying about their place in the lineup. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Two major changes here. Rafael Septien was cut loose 
in the aftermath of legal problems, but the Cowboys are 
hopeful that Texas star Jeff Ward, whom they took in the 
11th round, will emerge as a viable successor. 

The Pokes also feel they have strengthened their return 
game via the fourth-round addition of Kelvin Martin, the 
nation’s leading punt return artist in each of his last two 
seasons at Boston College. 

PREDICTION: Many people expect the Cowboys to fall 
from favor. Count FOOTBALL ACTION in that opinion. Dan- 
ny White cannot stay healthy. The offensive line hasn't been 
revitalized to the point needed. The good draft won't help 
enough, 
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hy ST.LOUIS CARDINALS 


The Cards weren't as bad as last year's 4-11-1 finish 
might indicate, though it was the worst record in the 27 years 
since the Bidwill's arrival in St. Louis. 

Unfortunately, the Cardinals lost five games by no more 
than seven points, and four of those defeats came against 
playoff bound foes such as Washington (two losses by a 
combined margin of 10 points), the Giants and the Rams. 

However, Gene Stallings’ NFL head coaching debut was 
also marred by five losses in which the Cardinals had their 
wings clipped by 20 or more points. 

And after devoting most of his pre-draft commentary to 
how the Cardinals hoped to utilize their top selections in the 
1987 lottery to fill several pressing needs on the defensive 
side of the ball, Stallings was stunned and shaken when 
player personnel boss George Boone opened the Big Red 
draft with the first-round selection of Colorado State quarter- 
back Kelly Stouffer. 

Considered a reach by many scouts, Stouffer is the 
Cardinals answer to whatever ails Neil Lomax. The selection 
of the raw but talented CSU product is in keeping with the 
tradition that saw the Big Red choose since-departed WR 
Clyde Duncan (1984) and the linebacking tandem of Freddie 
Joe Nunn (1985) and Anthony Bell (1986) in the three pre- 
vious NFL lotteries. 

Now Stallings knows why predecessors Jim Hannifan 
and Bud Wilkinson so often left the team’s draft day proceed- 
ings somewhat red-faced. 


One has to wonder if Stallings is having second thoughts. 
Hey, its not just working for Billy Bidwill,it’s the way this team 
usually self-destructs at the draft table as well as the lack of 
organizational stability. 

You hate to see someone like Stallings, who waited so 
long for the chance to exercise sideline command in the NFL 
wind up yet another victim of the pressure that comes with 
the need to win right now. Something the Cards might not do 
with any consistency until well into the next decade. 


OFFENSE: 

While Cardinal fans spend the summer wondering just 
how good Stouffer might be, this observer wonders if Lomax 
was all that bad. Afterall, if the Raiders were inclined to 
acquire the former Big Red ace who has fallen into disfavor 
with not only the fans but the media as well as the coaching 
staff (Stallings is incensed over Lomax’s failure to participate 
in offseason workouts on a regular basis), can the one-time 
Pro Bowl passer be all that terrible? 

Afterall, it was just three years ago that Lomax and his 
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swift accomplice, WR Roy Green, were the talk of the town, 
not to mention the NFL. 

And in Lomax’'s defense the former Portland State star 
has been handicapped by assorted injuries in the past two 
seasons, a hex that also deprived him of his favorite receiv- 
ing tandem of Green and veteran Pat Tilley. 

But to hear Lomax's critics talk, it's as though the Big Red 
passer has suddenly gone color blind. However, the num- 
bers just don’t bear up to blaming Lomax for the team's worst 
season since leaving Chicago. 

Aside from a four interception flurry in the first loss to the 
Cowboys, Lomax didn't fare all that poorly in the six other 
defeats in which he participated. Certainly, it would be diffi- 
cult to blame Lomax for the two losses to Washington after 
he cut up the proud Redskin defense for 26 completions in 
45 attempts covering 314 yards and five touchdowns. 

Prior to the draft, Stallings promised that former Steeler 
star Cliff Stoudt would get a legitimate shot at replacing 
Lomax. While Stoudt did oversee the upset of the Eagles, 
the one-time USFL prodigal passer had a dismal 2-6 TDP- 
INT showing in back-to-back losses to the Niners and 
Saints. 

It remains to be seen just how open the competition will 
be now that Miller is in the picture. 

And unless Roy Green is healthy and at his fleet-footed 
best, it really won't matter who throws the ball. Without

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Green, the Cardinals, even with former Chief J.T, Smith at 
his productive best, are just pretenders. Prior to their recent 
plummet from grace, the Lomax-Green connection was the 
heart and soul of the Cardinal attack. 

In 1983-84, Green hauled in 156 receptions covering an 
eye-popping 2,782 yards to go with 26 end zone appear- 
ances. However, in the last two seasons, Green has virtually 
disappeared as injuries and contractual struggles have 
taken a decided toll on his output. 

Doug Marsh was limited to just 25 receptions last year 
(the fewest number of catches by a Cardinal TE in the last 
five seasons) and the lack of productivity prompted the 
third-round addition of San Diego State's Rob Awalt. 

With Tilley gone and Green hurting, J.T. Smithseta team 
record with an 80-catch season that also produced 1,014 
yards and six touchdowns. Green was limited to 42 catches 
worth 517 yards (12.3 average per reception was the lowest 
of his career) and six touchdowns. 

The starting backfield tandem of Earl Ferrell and Stump 
Mitchell combined for 97 receptions covering 710 yards. 

Mitchell prospered in the wake of Ottis Anderson's de- 
parture and led the team in rushing with a 174-800-5 effort, 
while Ferrell chipped in with a 124-548 performance. Be- 
tween them, the two Cardinal runners produced more than 
2,000 scrimmage yards. 

The loss of Doug Dawson, perhaps the team's foremost 
blocker, affected the team’s pass protection upfront as Car- 
dinal quarterbacks were sacked five or more times on a 
half-dozen occasions. Two former Texas Longhorns, Gene 
Chilton and Mike Reuther, will battle for the starting center 
spot although the latter can also play guard. 

Derek Kennard, like Reuther a refugee from the USFL 
Express, gave a solid account of himself in 10 starts at 
guard. Tootie Robbins and Luis Sharpe are the starting 
tackles while Joe Bostic starts at the quard spot . 
DEFENSE: 

Stallings plans to shift to a 4-3 alignment which would 
result in Freddie Joe Nunn moving to DE where he would 
probably replace Curtis Greer, who may be forced into prem- 
ature retirementin the aftermath of a second knee operation. 

Nunn didn’t show all that much for a blue chip linebacking 
prospect though he does rush the passer extremely well as 
his seven sacks will attest. 

David Galloway will remain a dominant factor at DT 
whether in a 3-4 or 4-3 arrangement. In addition to playing 
the run effectively, Galloway also has a knack for getting to 
the passer and has been credited with 28.5 sacks during his 
five-year stint with the Big Red. 

Al ‘Bubba’ Baker led the team with 10 traps to give hima 
nine-year sack total of 113. Atthe same time, Baker was also 
effective versus the run and participated in 60 tackles, the 
most since he was credited with 100 stops while in the 
employ of the Lions back in 1979. 

Bob Clasby was the other starting DE but he'll face 
increased competition from Nunn, while Mark Duda and 
Stafford Mays are the key reserves. 

Given the proposed switch to a three linebacker arrange- 
ment, Stallings must choose between E.J. Junior or Niko 
Noga, both of whom started at ILB in the 3-4 scheme. 

Junior, a two-time Pro Bowler can also play OLB and it 


would appear Noga, who's coming off a most productive. 


season in which he participated in 90 tackles (the second 
highest number of stops on the team), and forced three 
fumbles. 

As for last year's first-round disappointment, Anthony 
Bell, the former Michigan State banger is versatile enough to 
play either inside or outside. However, Bell will have to show 
considerable improvement over his rookie effort to merit a 
starting spot over eight-year veteran Charlie Baker. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: 

The million dollar question: Will John Lee turn out to be 
this decade's version of Steve Little, the Arkansas kicker 


whom the Cardinals drafted number one ten years ago? 

Certainly, the Cardinals had every right to think that last 
year's second-round pick from UCLA would solve the team’s 
annual kicking woes that have haunted this team since the 
departure of Jim Bakken. 

Not so. Lee got hurt, and before he was injured, he was, 
terrible. The Cardinals will bring former Giant cast-off Eric 
Schubert to camp to provide competition for Lee. However, if 
Lee doesn't revert to the form that made him the most prolific 
kicker in NCAA history during his storied stay with the 
Bruins, you can bet someone will wind up getting fired. 

Greg Cater, acquired by the Big Red following his re- 
lease from the Bills, was even worse than Lee and finished 
with a dismal 37.2 yard punting average. And if John Bruno 
(5-Penn State) makes any sort of showing this summer you 
can color Cater gone. 

However, when it comes to retuming kicks, the Cardinals 
tured other clubs red with envy thanks to the Pro Bowl 
contributions of last year's rookie sensation Vai Sikahema 
(10-BYU). 

Sikahema not only led the NFC in punt retum average 
(12.1) but he also placed third in the kickoff return race 
(22.9). The former Cougar flash became only the fifth player 
in NFL history to return two punts for touchdowns in a game, 
when he slashed his way past the Buccaneers on scoring 
dashes of 71 and 60 yards. 

PREDICTION: Kelly who? The front office should take its 
share of the blame for the rapid dissent of this franchise. 
Gene Stallings doesn't have the tools to seriously compete in 
this rough division. There are too many unhappy players.

Rozelle Remains Strong 


KAANAPALI, Haw.—On paper it 
looks as if little was accomplished at this 
year's annual meeting of NFL owners 
but under the surface, the currents were 
once again running strong in favor of 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle. 


Rozelle had faced a corporate night- 
mare and rumors of his demise. There 
was the $1.6 billion antitrust suit filed 
against the league by the rival U.S. Foot- 
ball League. The league's economic life- 
line — its television contract — had run 
out at the end of the 1986 season and it 
was doubtful a new pact would be as 
lucrative as the expired five-year $2.1 
billion contract. 

But Rozelle, who had presided over 
the transformation of the NFL into the 
nation’s most powerful sports group dur- 
ing his 27 years as commissioner, is not 
a force to be taken lightly. 

The NFL came away a virtual winner 
in the antitrust case, being found guilty 
on just one count. The total damages 
awarded to the USFL was a mere $3. 


As great a triumph as that was for the 
commissioner, his finest moment may 
have come on March 15th. On that day 
that the league announced a new televi- 
sion contract far better than anyone had 
expected—$1 .4 billion over three years. 

To lessen any criticism Rozelle might 
receive because the contract was a 3.3 
percent reduction from the final year of 
the expired pact, he immediately put the 
economic responsibility on the owners 
to make the contract work. Each team 
will receive about $16.9 million per 
season. 


The commissioner told the owners if 
they did not make money it was not the 
league's fault, it was theirs for not run- 
ning cost efficient operations. 

Going into TV negotiations, the out- 
look was bleak. 

Over the last two years, the major net- 
works lost between $150 million and 
$170 million in televising professional 
football. The NFL which had been one of 
the hottest advertising properties the 
video media had, fell victim to a soften- 
ing economy and a shift by major com- 
panies toward advertising to the growing 
women’s market. 


However, when Rozelle walked into 
the room to announce the new TV deal, 
he was well-tanned, relaxed and smil- 
ing. The three-year contract was finan- 
cially creative in that for the first time it 
brought in America’s booming cable 
television market. 

ESPN agreed to pay $150 million over 
the past three years for the rights to four 
preseason games, eight Sunday night 
regular-season contests and the Pro 
Bowl for each year of the contract. In one 
swift move, Rozelle had gotten another 
$1.25 million per club per year from 
cable. 


Brawling Bears 
To Bounce Back

Front office leadership is very important in the NFL. The 
Chicago Bears have a sticky situation as Mike McCaskey and 
head coach Mike Ditka aren't seeing eye-to-eye these days. 
The powerful men didn’t agree on a first-round draft choice, so 
the Bears, already with four signal-callers on the roster, tab- 
bed Michigan quarterback Jim Harbaugh in a surprising first- 
round selection. 

Green Bay, on the other hand, improved its front office 
situation by hiring Tom Braatz. The results of his first draft 
were positive. Green Bay needed help and several picks 
should have an immediate impact. 


CHICAGO: 

Harbaugh was a fine leader at Michigan, but was he the 
player Ditka needed? No way. His acquisition just clouded the 
Jim McMahon situation even further. And how do Steve Fuller 
and Mike Tomczak feel right now? With Dennis McKinnon and 
Leslie Frazier recovering from injuries, players at those posi- 
tions should have been a greater priority. 

The Bears did pick up speedster Ron Morris from SMU in 
round two. Fourth-round choice Sean Smith of Grambling 
could nail down a reserve spot along the defensive front. John 
Adickes, a sixth-round choice out of Baylor, could provide 
backup support for Jay Hilgenberg. Adickes is the brother of 
Kansas City Chiefs youngster Mark Adickes. 

MINNESOTA: 

Jerry Burns did a fine job last season, and Minnesota has 
added several quality newcomers in an effort to challenge the 
Bears. During the off-season, veteran safety Steve Freeman 
was brought into the fold. The draft supplied running back D. J. 
Dozier of Penn State in round one, followed by a pair of 
highly-regarded defensive players—Baylor linebacker Ray 
Berry and defensive tackle Henry Thomas of LSU—in rounds 
two and three, respectively. The Vikings traded up two spots to 
get Dozier, the Nittany Lions’ leading rusher the past four 
seasons. 

Wide receiver-return specialist Greg Richardson and defen- 
sive back Reggie Rutland could surprise and gain roster 
spots. Minnesota also acquired quarterback Rich Gannon of 
Delaware in a post-draft trade with New England.

GREEN BAY: 

Overshadowed by off-the-field problems was one of the 
finest drafts. The Packers added at least 10 players capable of 
competing for starting berths this fall. Running back Brent 
Fullwood, the fourth choice overall, was criticized for having 
attitude troubles his senior season at Auburn. He missed 
several weeks of classes due to personal reasons. On the 
field, Fullwood has been compared favorably to former team- 
mate Bo Jackson. 

The Packers shored up their linebacking corps with the 
addition of Johnny Holland (2-Texas A&M) and Scott Stephen 
(4-Arizona State). Both lines were improved as well. lowa’s 
offensive blocking stalwart, tackle Dave Croston, could crack 
the lineup. Defensive tackle Jeff Drost, his collegiate team- 
mate, was still around in round eight. 

Frankie Neal, one of three third-round choices owned by 
Green Bay, could fill the void created by James Lofton’s exile. 
All-America punter Bill Smith of Mississippi, a seventh-round 
steal, will give Don Bracken a serious test. 


DETROIT: 

The Lions went hunting for defensive help and used six 
consecutive choices to boost that area of concern. Reggie 
Rogers wasn't expected to be available when the seventh pick 
rolled around. Fhe former Washington star should contribute 
immediately. Jerry Ball of SMU was also on the board later 
than expected, and the third-round selection should be a steal. 
Garland Rivers of Michigan can compete for playing time in 
the secondary. 

Looking for a sleeper? Georgia Tech speedster Gary Lee, 
tabbed in the final round, is a competent return specialist and 
wide receiver. 

TAMPA BAY: 

Vinny Testaverde will open at quarterback. That's not exact- 
ly asurprise. Ray Perkins’ influence was felt in his first draft in 
Tampa. Four SEC players and two ex-Miami-Florida stand- 
outs were chosen. Curt Jarvis and Mike Shula played for 
Perkins at Alabama, and both will be accorded a great oppor- 
tunity for roster slots. Ricky Reynolds of Washington State, a 
second-round choice, could move into the secondary. 
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CHICAGO BEARS 


Most coaches would be happy to finish 14-2. Mike Ditka 
was less than thrilled with his team’s performance last sea- 
son. Following up on that championship campaign of 1985, 
the Bears simply weren't impressive during the regular sea- 
son, Ditka’s troops succumbed to the Washington Redskins 
in a quick playoff exit. 

The Monsters of the Midway set an NFL record for fewest 
points allowed in a season, 187, shattering the old mark held 
by the Steelers. 

Now the Bears want to get back to the Super Bowl, The 
key to success could be the return of three injured players— 
Jim McMahon, Dennis McKinnon and Leslie Frazier. 
OFFENSE: 

Jim McMahon, the NFL's resident punkster, had little 
trouble rationalizing his lack of conditioning last summer. 
The extra bulk was supposed to help cushion McMahon 
from increased physical punishment as former BYU star 
took aim at matching the previous deeds of Terry Bradshaw 
(twice), Bob Griese and Bart Starr as the only quarterbacks 
to win consecutive Super Bow! titles. 

Not to be. No doubt McMahon's lack of physical disci- 
pline contributed in large part to what became his most 
rugged NFL experience yet. The battler missed six of the 
Bears ' first nine games before being bounced for the season 
as a result of the shoulder injury suffered at the hands of the 
Packers’ infamous outlaw, Charles Martin. The latter's over- 
ly late hit on McMahon resulted in the most ‘replayed’ quar- 
ferback mugging of NFL ‘86. 

McMahon, who had been plagued by persistent shoulder 
problems as well as painful arm trouble, underwent serious 
shoulder surgery that could lead to premature retirement 
and was lost for the final month of play as well as the 
post-season upset at the hands of the Redskins. McMahon 
missed a career-high 11 games. 

Although the Bears won all six of the games McMahon 
managed to participate in, they did it despite a mediocre 5-7 
TDP-INT differential on the part of their feisty field general. 

As it turned out, McMahon's outspoken criticism of 
Ditka's decision to acquire the NFL rights to Doug Flutie from 
the Rams as insurance against McMahon's latest stint on 
injured reserve, proved ill-advised as well. Despite the lack 
of prototypical physical attributes NFL scouts prefer in a 
quarterback, Flutie figured prominently in the Bears last 
three games; closing regular season triumphs versus Detroit 
and Dallas, as well as the playoff loss to the Redskins. Ditka 
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for all intents and purposes gave a ‘no-confidence’ vote to 
both Steve Fuller and Mike Tomezak, both of whom filled in 
during McMahon's earlier six-game absence. 

Despite the inconsistency inherent in the disappointing 
numbers compiled by McMahon's replacements, the Bears 
still won nine of the 11 games he missed. 

Willie Gault remains the most dangerous big-play threat 
among Chicago's relatively lackluster receiving corps, 

The expected absence of Dennis McKinnon, sidelined by 
a prolonged rehab process in the wake of his Super Bowl 
knee injury, was compounded by the decidedly unexpected 
failure of number two pick David Williams to make the team. 

The Bears tight end tandem of Emory Moorehead and 
Tim Wrightman is adequate enough: a combined 48 recep- 
tions but only one touchdown catch. 

On the surface, Walter Payton seemed as sweetas ever, 
and while the NFL's all-time rushing leader continues to add 
to his Hall of Fame resume, there is no denying a decline in 
overall productivity, especially in the Bears last 12 games. 
Sure, the Bears have won 13 of the last 14 games in which 
Payton has topped the 100-yard mark, but bad news bulle- 
tins must be noted. 

After storming past the 100-yard plateau 20 times in 32 
regular and postseason outings from the start of NFL'84 thru 
week 14 of the club's Super Bow! Shuffle, Payton has had

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just four such outings in his last 22 appearances, To further 
underscore the extent of the drop-off, Sir Walter was limited 
to a single 100-yard effort in the Bears last 12 games, 
including the upset versus the Skins. 

More sobering numbers: Not only was Payton limited to 
just four 100-yard contests but NFL ‘86 marked the first time 
since his 1975 rookie debut that Payton failed to account for 
more than 50 percent of the Bears’ total rushing yardage. 

Still, Payton did gain more than 1,300 yards on over 300 
carries; it was the 10th time in 12 seasons that the NFL's 
all-time leading rusher achieved dual membership in the 
exclusive 300 carry-1,000 yard club. 

Despite the constant shuffle at quarterback, the Bears 
allowed just 24 sacks compared to 43 in 1985. Kudos to 
veteran Pro Bowl tackles Jim Covert and Keith Van Horne, 
as well as center Jay Hilgenberg. Tom Thayer and Mark 
Boriz are a plus at guard where they form the least noticed 
tandem among the 10 NFL playoff participants. However, 
what Bortz and Thayer lack in recognition they more than 
make up for with consistency, 

DEFENSE: 

The departure of defensive whiz Buddy Ryan to Phi- 
ladelphia wasn't nearly as disruptive as predicted by many 
local media observers. Vince Tobin's defensive schemes 
featuring the 3-4 alignments favored by the latter during his 
three-year association with the USFL Stars, permitted fewer 
points (167) than the 16-game total of 198 allowed under 
Ryan en route to New Orleans. 

Admittedly, the bottom line showed three times as many 
defeats as inthe championship season, yet to Tobin's credit, 
the revamped Bear defense still ranked first in seven of the 
NFL's 10 key defensive categories and second in the other 
three. 

One aspect of the Bears defensive performance suffered 
substantially in comparison to 1985: Chicago defenders not 
only produced seven fewer turnovers, but they failed to take 
advantage of opposition mistakes. In 1985 the Bear defense 
turned five of 54 take-aways into touchdowns. Last year, 
Chicago generated just two such scores out of 47 turnover 
situations (both by linebacker Wilber Marshall) in 16 regular 
season games, 

Despite the semi-disappearance of Super Bowl MVP 
Richard Dent, whose 11.5 sacks still led the team, the Bears 
came within two sacks of matching their 64-trap effort of the 
previous season. 

Dan Hampton (10) was the only other Bear defender to 
attain double-digit success among the NFC’s leading sack 
specialists, The Bears two best defensive linemen com- 
bined for 21.5 sacks, just two fewer than their 1985 accom- 
plishments. 

Two other erstwhile starters upfront, Steve McMichael 
and William Perry, matched their respective sack outputs 
with a combined 13 sacks. While McMichael earned Pro 
Bowl honors with the same kind of consistent performance 
as the year before, an overstocked and painfully out of 
shape Fridge was judged a distinct disappointment when his 
sack output remained frozen at five. 

While Singletary overcame persistent injury problems to 
reaffirm his Pro Bowl status, Marshall became an even more 
productive performer at the outside spot opposite the more 
colorful Otis Wilson. 

Dave Duerson was most deserving of his return trip to 
Hawaii as he collected seven sacks as well as a half-dozen 
interceptions while leading the team with another dozen 
‘Five Plus’ showings en route to compiling a truly astounding 
26.0 Impact Factor. 

Mike Richardson led the club with seven interceptions 
while Gary Fencik handled the free safety chores in adequ- 
ate fashion. While Todd Bell was unable to reclaim his 
starting strong safety spot from Duerson, the former Pro 
Bowler is expected to make his presence felt during the 
upcoming summer. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Kevin Butler's second-year point production slipped dra- 
matically. A year ago the former Georgia star connected on 
31-of-36 field goal attempts in a debut campaign that ended 
with Pro Bow! accolades. However, the second time around 
saw Butler struggle in the face of a 28-41 field goal famine. 
Yet Butler remained tenacious in pressure situations as his 
placekicking proved the difference in six of the Bears 14 
regular season victories. 

Maury Buford averaged 41.6 yards per punt but posi- 
tioned 19 kicks inside the 20-yard line, one more than the 
previous season. ; 

The Bears’ return units excelled as Gentry led the league 
with a hefty 28.6-yard average on just 20 returns covering 
576 yards, including a 91-yard touchdown runback in the 
opening day win over the Browns. Gentry also provided the 
Bears with their only touchdown in the 13-7 rematch with the 
Packers when he returned a blocked punt for a 12-yard 
touchdown. Thomas Sanders shared the return chores with 
Gentry and posted a respectable 18.1 average on 24 re- 
turns. 

PREDICTION: This will probably be Ditka’s final season 
as Chicago's head coach. There's little doubt he wants to go 
out with a bang. With five competent quarterbacks in camp, 
he already has major decisions to make. The Bears will be 
fired up in an effort to return to form displayed in 1985. The 
talent for another division title is there. 


Veterans’ Roster 
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MINNESOTA VIKINGS 


Just when the Vikings were supposed to go down the 
drain, Jerry Burns rallied the troops and built a contender 
overnight. Minnesota, coming off a mediocre campaign, fell 
just short of a playoff berth. With a few breaks, Burns and 
company would have kept playing in late December. Close 
losses to Cleveland (20-23), Washington (a controversial 
38-44 overtime setback), a last-second defeat to the even- 
tual-champion Giants (20-22) and a 20-24 decision at Cin- 
cinnati stung the Vikes. 

There were many good moments for Minnesota. After a 
season-opening loss to Detroit, Burns’ team ran off three 
straight wins, yielding just 24 points during that stretch. Then 
there was a 23-7 win over the then defending-champion 
Bears, a victory which avenged a 23-0 shutout loss which 
came just two weeks earlier. Minnesota also scored a stun- 
ning overtime upset at San Francisco, 27-24. Overall, the 
Vikings outscored the opposition, 323-227, and provided the 
fans in the Twin Cities with exciting football. 

Kudos for Burns, who deserved whatever support he 
might have received for various Coach of the Year honors. 
Also due considerable credit were the newly installed offen- 
sive and defensive coordinators, veteran aides Bob Schnel- 
ker and Floyd Peters. 

OFFENSE: 

Tommy Kramer, despite missing three full games and 
most of the frustrating loss to the Oilers, still enjoyed the 
most productive season of his 10-year career. Kramer, 
accorded Pro Bowl honors for the first time, led the NFC in 
passing with a 92.6 quarterback rating (almost 20 points 
higher than his career norm) on the strength of another 
personal-best 24-10 TDP-INT differential and a 55.9 com- 
pletion percentage that produced 3,000 yards. In his top 
performance, the former Rice star threw for six touchdowns 
against the Packers on September 28. Amazingly, he 
accomplished the feat in just over three quarters. 

Wade Wilson was 2-2 in relief of Kramer and had a pair of 
three-touchdown performances in the wins over Tampa Bay 
and the Saints. However, Wilson was intercepted three 
times in the costly upset loss against Houston. 

Overall, the Vikings enjoyed a remarkable 23 Key Stat 
turnaround in the club’s TDP-INT differential. Primarily on 
the strength of Kramer's scintillating 11-1 TDP-INT output 
which spurred the club’s 3-1 September rush to respectabil- 
ity, the Vikes compiled a gaudy 31-15 TDP-INT mark com- 
pared to last year’s disappointing 22-29 TDP-INT figure. 

What made Kramer’s accomplishments even more im- 
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Jordan was accorded Pro Bow! honors for leading the team 
in receiving (38-859-6) and finishing second in scoring to 
Anthony Carter. Although handicapped by persistent ham- 
string and knee problems, Carter turned seven of his 35 
receptions into touchdowns despite missing the first month 
of the schedule. 

Rookie flash Hassan Jones filled in for the injured Carter 
and performed in explosive fashion (14-287-4) during 
September but the Vikes were unable to team Jones with 
Carter. Unfortunately for Jones, he finished the season with 
just 14 more catches, but to Burns’ satisfaction, the former 
Seminole speedster finished the season with his third 100- 
yard peformance, a 5-160 effort at the expense of the Saints. 

Two other Viking receivers topped the 500 yard plateau: 
Darrin Nelson (53-593-3) and Leo Lewis (32-600-2). 

Nelson also led the club in rushing (191-793-4), while 
Alfred Anderson, Allen Rice and Ted Brown shared the other 
backfield assignment. Brown, thought to be on the verge of 
retirement, proved to be a valuable short-yardage specialist 
and matched Nelson's four-touchdown output via the run. 

The Vikes revamped offensive line provided Kramer and 
Wilson with a consistent caliber of pass protection and |i- 
mited opposing sack artists to two or less sacks in 10 games, 
eight of which Minnesota won.

boycott with the Giants. Zimmerman took over at left tackle 

and helped protect Kramer from being savaged from the 
blind side. Tim Irwin did well enough at the other tackle slot 
while Jim Hough, Dennis Swilley and Terry Tausch finished 
the season inside. Kirk Lowdermilk, a find out of Ohio State, 
serves as a backup center and guard. 


DEFENSE: 

While its still difficult to believe how bad the Viking defense 
was two years ago during the Les Steckel debacle, it's easy 
to see how improved this team is despite an ongoing transi- 
tion on this side of scrimmage. 

Two years ago the Viking secondary was shot to pieces as 
opposing quarterbacks riddled Minnesota's ‘coverages for 
35 touchdown completions versus only 11 interceptions. 

This year’s INT-TDP figure of 24-16 represents an over- 
whelming swing of 32 Key Stat Points—from minus 24 to 
plus eight. 

At the core of this remarkable improvement we find a 
starting secondary composed of Carl Lee (three) and Issiac 
Holt (eight) at cornerback along with Pro Bowl-bound Joey 
Browner (four) at strong safety and former Seahawk veteran 
John Harris (three) at free safety producing 18 of the club's 
24 ‘picks’. Willie Teal and Rufus Bess played in nickel situa- 
tions. The addition of veteran Steve Freeman from Buffalo 
could be a welcomed plus. 


The Vikings were recipients of quality linebacking play 
featuring Chris Martin and David Howard on the outside and 
the hard-working Scott Studwell in the middie. Studwell, who 
became Minnesota's all-time leading tackler (Surpassing 
Matt Blair), is still effective against the run as witness his 
dozen five-tackle plus performances. 

Chris Doleman was hurt for much of the season but closed 
out the year in impressive fashion while reserve Jesse Solo- 
mon proved valuable in coverage situations and led this 
group with a pair of interceptions. 


Although still a bit too inconsistent to merit Pro Bowl sta- 
tus, Keith Millard is the Vikings most dominant defensive 
lineman and led the team with 10.5 sacks. The Vikes re- 
ceived an unexpected but welcome burst of productivity from 
veteran Doug Martin, who ranked second with nine sacks. 
Top pick Gerald Robinson showed excellent physical skills 
despite a mid-season bout with knee troubles that put the 
former Auburn star on the injured reserve list for a month. 
Tim Newton started most of the campaign at a tackle slot. 

Doleman, the former first-round pick from Pittsburgh also 
saw extensive playing time at defensive end where he often 
played the role of a stand-up linebacker. 


The drastic improvement in the Viking defense was never 
more evident than in their October 19 rematch with the 
Chicago Bears. In their 23-7 humiliation of the defending 
Super Bowl champions, Minnesota's defense sacked Bear 
quarterbacks’ Steve Fuller and Mike Tomzcak a total of 
seven times, Itwas only Chicago's second loss in 25 games. 
The victory also represented the third time in seven games 
that the Viking defense held their opponent to only a touch- 
down. 

Walter Payton and company, which have become accus- 
tomed to gaining healthy yardage against a weak Minnesota 
run-defense could only muster 53 yards on the ground. The 
game's defensive stars were Robinson who recorded 2.5 
sacks and six solo tackles, while Newton, the Vikings’ own 
version of a defensive appliance at 6-0, 290 pounds, reco- 
vered a key fumble in the first half. 

The defensive play remained consistent throughout the 
season. The Vikings 17-14 week 10 victory over Detroit was 
highlighted by the stellar play of Browner. The former Trojan 


capped off a nine-tackle day with a 39-yard interception 
return for a touchdown. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 


Chuck Nelson took over the placekicking duties vacated 
by the retired Jan Stenerud and did especially well, convert- 
ing 22-of-28 attempts. He hit five of his final six tries. Greg 
Coleman ranked fifth in the NFC with a 42.1 average but was 
sorely missed when a pre-game hamstring problem forced 
the Vikes to face the Browns with Wilson as an emergency 
punter. Naturally, the Browns blocked a punt, and after Felix 
Wright returned it for a touchdown, Rufus Bess fumbled 
away the ensuing kickoff and just like that the Browns had 
wiped out a 17-3 Viking lead at halftime. In addition Cleve- 
land also blocked Nelson's 45-yard field goal try in the final 
seconds of play that could have put the game into overtime. 


On balance, Bess represented a considerable asset and 
produced almost 1,000 yards worth of returns. Buster 
Rhymes added 213 yards on nine kickoff returns. 


PREDICTION: Burns deserves a great deal of credit for 
last year's revival. With Kramer throwing often, the Minneso- 
ta attack will be razor sharp. Bet the over often as the 
Metrodome is filled with flying pigskins. With any luck, this 
team can challenge for a wild card berth.

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GREEN BAY PACKERS 


Forrest Gregg made a major decision last February. He 
felt that the Packers were making any progress, so he de- 
cided to rebuild the team, starting from scratch: Player per- 
sonnel moves left several veterans out in the cold. Gregg 
leaned to many inexperienced youngsters in pivotal posi- 
tions. 

The reality of the situation: the Packers struggled to finish 
at 4-12, a departure from the 8-8 of both 1984 and 1985, 
Gregg’s first two seasons at the helm. 

Green Bay dumped fixtures Lynn Dickey, Paul Coffman, 
Greg Koch and Mike Douglass, among others. Now James 
Lofton has been exiled following a turbulent conclusion to the 
'86 campaign. More moves are expected. 

Gregg wants players who want to win. His team has a 
youthful look and the last two drafts have provided an infu- 
sion of talent. The addition of Tom Braatz to the front office 
provides some stability to a situation which desparately 
needed it. 

Injuries also took their toll last fall. The unfortunate incident 
which ended the career of promising defensive back Tim 
Lewis left a bitter taste. John Anderson, Rich Moran and 
Keith Uecker were sidelines for prolonged periods of time. 
Moran went down on the first play of the opening game. That 
was a sign of things to come. 

Gregg’s staff, like the roster itself, was subject to some 
transition of its own. Gregg added several new assistants, 
including John Hilton (special teams), Tom Coughlin (pas- 
sing game) and Dick Jauron (secondary). The latter worked 
for Gregg in Cincinnati and is a quality defensive assistant. 
Dale Lindsley (late of the USFL) took over as linebacker 
mentor and had mixed results, primarily because of injuries, 
Hilton’s special teams were anything but. 

Although the Packers lacked a first-round selection as 
final payment to San Diego for cornerback Mossy Cade, 
Green Bay still obtained a pair of starters in Davis (2-TCU) 
and linebacker Harris (4-Memphis State). 

However, the third-round selection of BYU quarterback 
Robbie Bosco is open to criticism due to the former Cougar’s 
chrohic shoulder ailments, as was the fourth-round addition 
of another apparent medical reject, offensive tackle Dan 
Knight. 

Gregg had early season hopes for sixth-round pick Burnell 
Dent, who showed enough potential during training camp to 
ensure the departure of George Cumby, but injuries and 
inconsistency marred the former's development. 

Credit personnel honchos Dick Corrick and former USFL 
coach Chuck Hutchinson with a job well done in the free 
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agent acquisition of two starters on the offensive line: Veing- 
ard, aone-time reject of both Tampa Bay and Houston, along 
with ex-Seahawk free-agent candidate Neville. Another free- 
agent pick up, former USFL star David Greenwood was 
impressive in blitz situations, but was unable to oust Ken 
Stills at free safety. Considering the ongoing problems with 
the punting game, it was surprising Gregg failed to utilize 
Greenwood’s kicking skills in place of the injured Bracken, 
rather than the problem-plagued Bill Renner. 

OFFENSE: 

Green Bay must find different ways to put points on the 
board after ranking 26th in scoring last year (254 points). 
Randy Wright was inconsistent as Lynn Dickey’s successor. 
The former Wisconsin product had a mediocre 17-23 TDP- 
INT differential but was at his best with a pair of three- 
touchdown outings that helped beat Tampa Bay and Detroit. 
Vince Ferragamo was terrible and was released five weeks 
into the season. Packer coach Forrest Gregg looked at both 
Doug Flutie and Chuck Fusina, but chose to sign the latter. 
The longshot in the battle this season is Joe Shield, who was 
re-signed as a free agent. 

Lofton left the club after being dealt to the Raiders, He still 
led the team in receiving (64-840-4) but his accomplishment 
of moving ahead of Hall of Famer Don Hutson as the most 
productive receiver in Packer history was tarnished by off the 
tield woes that led to his suspension in the finale versus the

Giants. Phillip Epps and Walter Stanley along with former 


running back Eddie Lee Ivery were the other outside targets. 


Epps totaled 49 grabs and four scores despite sitting out the 
final four games with a broken ankle. Stanley averaged 
20.7-yard per reception to tie for league honors. Neither 
former Bengal Pro Bowl tight end Dan Ross, whom Gregg 
obtained from Seattle, nor Ed West made anyone forget 
Coffman. 

The running game was hindered by the roster-wide transi- 
tion but rookie Kenneth Davis and hard working Paul Ott 
Carruth took over the starting backfield assignments. Davis 
led the team in rushing (114-519) while veteran Gerry Ellis 
ranked second despite an extensive drop in playing time. 
Carruth surprisingly added 308 yards while catching 24 ae- 
rials. Improvement is needed here after finishing 18th in the 
NFL. . 

The offensive line resembled a revolving door at times, but 
Gregg was satisfied with the unit that finished the season 
with 35 sacks (down from 50 in 1985) and showed some 
muscle in sparking an improved running game in the final 
three weeks of play. 

Ken Ruettgers is the Packers premier blocker while Gregg 
was pleased with the development of free-agents Allen 
Veingard (right tackle) and Tom Neville (left guard) while Karl 
Swanke finished the season at center in place of the injured 
Mark Cannon, Uecker and Moran could help out if healthy, 
while Ron Hallstrom assumed the leadership role among the 
interior. Bill Cherry gained valuable experience and should 
be stronger this time around. 

DEFENSE: 

The Packers suffered a dramatic decline in the ability to 
pressure the passer and finished with just 28 sacks com- 
pared to 48 a year ago. 

The defense also forced eight fewer turnovers and had a 
terrible time of it against the run. Green Bay was 0-6 in 
games where the opposition rolled up 150 or more yards 
rushing, 

The secondary, like the linebacking contingent, was hard 
hit with injuries and it showed as the Packers permitted 31 
touchdown completions to wind up minus 11 in the INT-TDP 
category. Green Bay was 1-4 in games where they allowed 
three or more touchdown completions. At no time did the 
team look worse than Tommy Kramer’s brilliant six- 
touchdown effort. 

An example of how bad things became: in seven games, 
the Packers yielded 30 or more points. Their record in those 
outings was 1-6. 

Charles Martin might have become a media celebrity fol- 
lowing his brutal sacking of Jim McMahon, but rookie line- 
backer Tim Harris and cornerback Mark Lee along with 
linebackers Brian Noble and Randy Scott were the team's 
most consistent defenders. Donnie Humphrey, whom the 
Packers spent a premium round pick on, played Sparingly 
and his future in Green Bay is in question. Robert Brown and 
Ash g he Carreker were steady performers from their end 
slots. 

Lee had a team-high nine interceptions while Harris top- 
ped the sack chart with eight. The former Memphis State star 
was effective lining up as an end. There will be keen competi- 
tion for playing time at linebacker. Besides Scott, Harris and 
Noble, the return of Anderson will clutter the situation. Throw 
in veterans Bobby Leopold, Mike Weddington and youngs- 
ters Burnell Dent and John Dorsey and you have quite a 
pileup. 

Free safety Ken Stills took charge as the sparkplug of the 
secondary. Mossy Cade had his own share of legal prob- 
lems, though on the field, he handled a cornerback slot, 
George “Tiger” Greene, a waiver acquisition from Atlanta, 
found his way into the lineup at the other corner. John 
Simmons, a veteran signed following his release by the 
Bengals, joins former USFL standout David Greenwood as 
contenders for playing time. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 

A! DelGreco suffered from inconsistency while Don Brack- 
en's punting was ineffective. DelGreco hit just 17-of-27 field 
goal tries. Bracken will be challenged by Bill Renner and 
rookie Bill Smith, an All-America out of Mississippi. The 
Packers had three kicks blocked and two of them were 
returned for touchdowns, including an in-your-face Forrest 
runback by former Packer Tom’ Flynn in the loss to the 
Giants. 

The major bright spot here was the return work of Stanley, 
who ranked among the NFC top 10 in both kick and punt 
returns. Stanley returned 28 kicks for 559-yards and 33 punts 
for 316 yards. 

PREDICTION: The Pack is not back, not quite yet. Green 
Bay will make great strides in the right direction following an 
outstanding draft and the no-nonsense approach of Forrest 
Gregg. There is more stability in the front office with Tom 
Braatz present.

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DETROIT LIONS 


After a slow startin '86, the Lions roared to 3-3 and then fell 
apart. Over the final 10 weeks of the campaign, Detroit won 
just twice—at Philadelphia and Tampa Bay. Darryl Rogers’ 
second season in the Motor City was disappointing. 

The club lost a great deal of its leadership when several 
standouts retired prior to the year. Billy Sims and Doug 
English were missed both on and off the field. 

Despite the final record, there were a few bright spots. The 
Lions ranked a surprising fourth in the NFL in pass defense 
and sixth in touchdowns allowed by the defensive unit. The 
pass rush tied a team high with 11 sacks in a win over the 
Eagles. James Jones tied a Detroit standard with 12 recep- 
tions in a single contest. 

Summer-long contractual problems delayed the develop- 
ment of top pick Chuck Long, but Garry James provedtobea 
most welcome second-round addition who teamed effective- 
ly with Jones to give Detroit a much improved running game. 

Although the Lions slumped in the standings, Rogers and 
his staff are still accorded high marks for a quality coaching 
effort. Worthy of special mention. is offensive line coach Bill 
Muirr whose charges allowed 14 fewer sacks than a year 
ago. 

Unfortunately, the bottom line is what counts, and the 
record was poor. Rogers may be battling for his coaching life 
this season. 


OFFENSE: 

Quarterback Eric Hipple's season was cut short with in- 
juries that forced him to miss the last six games.. The Lions 
were 3-7 when Hipple started. Veteran Joe Ferguson proved 
a valuable reserve (7-7 TDP-INT differential) but it was num- 
ber one pick Long who finished up the season. The former 
lowa star at times showed why he was a first-round selec- 
tion. Long completed 21-of-40 passes for 247 yards and two 
scores in extremely limited duty. He should have a greater 
opportunity to excel this fall. 

The Lions improved their running game with the second- 
round addition of LSU’s James. The former Tiger star 
finished second to Jones with a 159-688-3 debut. The burly 
Jones continued to showcase his versatility and led the Lions 
in rushing (252-903-8) and receiving (54-334-1). 

James was a profitable addition to the passing game as 
well, and although limited to just 19 receptions, three of the 
catches produced touchdowns. The duo received little sup- 
port as third on the list of ballcarriers was Alvin Moore, who 
played for Rogers during his collegiate days. Moore ran the 
pigskin 19 times for 73 yards, 
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Jeff Chadwick, who missed the last two games with a knee 
injury, led a non-descript wide receiver contingent with 53 
catches worth 995 yards and five touchdowns. Carl Bland 
had 34 receptions in the first 10 games, but was limited to just 
10 catches in the last six weeks. Conversely, veteran 
Leonard Thompson, who had just 13 catches in the first 11 
games, finished with a 12-183 flurry in the last five contests. 
Thompson tied Terry Barr for the team record for touchdown 
receptions (35). He also moved into fourth place on the 
career reception list with 277. Mark Nichols is returning 
following knee surgery. He could give this unit a big boost. 
Pete Mandley stands out as a return specialist while contri- 
buting periodically. 

The decision to sign former Buccaneer tight end Jimmie 
Giles was vindicated when the two-time Pro Bowler pro- 
duced more than respectable numbers (19-198-3) across 
the second half of the schedule. David Lewis has failed 
miserably in an effort to live up to his first-round stature. 
Lewis pulled in just 10 passes last fall and may find himself 
out of a job and on waivers. 

The Lions offensive line, featuring former first-round pick 
Lomas Brown at left tackle and Houston Oiler import Harvey 
Salem at left guard, provided a much better grade of pass 
protection (39 sacks allowed, 14 fewer than a year ago) while 
also keying a far more productive running game. Steve Mott,

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Keith Dorney and Rich Strenger are slated to round out the 
five, though Dorney's health is in question. Scott Barrows 
supplies relief assistance. Youngsters Kevin Glover and Joe 
Milinichik will star in the future. Rogers is toying with the idea 
of moving nose tackle Steve Baack to offensive quard. In- 
juries will keep Chris Dieterich on the sidelines in 1987. 
DEFENSE: 

The Lions forced as many key stat errors (81) as a year 
ago and collected 41 turnovers (22 interceptions) to go with 
40 sacks. 

However, Detroit still has a difficult time containing quality 
runners, a fact underscored by a 2-7 record in games where 
an overly permissive run defense permitted 150 or more 
yards rushing, 

Keith Ferguson collected a team-high 9.5 sacks while 
veteran defensive end Bill Gay was credited with 6.5 traps. 
Eric Williams has a year of starting experience at end and 
last year, he handled the nose tackle assignment. Curtis 
Green is capable of filling in at any line position. Depth has 
been a problem and the addition of Reggie Rogers has got to 
make a dramatic improvement. 

Linebacking remains a Lion strength. One-time Colt reject 
Vernon Maxwell played up to Rogers’ expectations while 
former Seahawk Shelton Robinson played well during the 
second half of the season. Maxwell, who earned All-America 
honors when he played for Rogers at Arizona State, took 
advantage of the opportunity. His 107 tackles ranked third- 
best on the squad. Unheralded James Harrell is the club's 
most consistent linebacker, especially against the run. But it 
is Mike Cofer with 7,5 sacks who is the most accomplished 
blitz specialist. Jimmy Williams was out of the lineup for six 
weeks and that hampered the blitz. Williams should get a 
shot at reclaiming an outside position. George Jamison and 
Angelo King could compete for roster spots. James Johnson 
also progressed late last season. 

The revamped secondary compiled a respectable 22-16 
INT-TDP differential despite the presence of cornerback 
Duane Galloway and free safety Devon Mitchell, Galloway 
had three interceptions in the second half of the season while 
Mitchell, an All-Rookie selection and collegiate teammate of 
Long's, had five steals. Another Sun Devil graduate, he filled 
in when Bobby Watkins was sidelined throughout the cam- 
paign with a foot injury. Watkins is expected to mount a 
challenge for his old position. 

Strong safety Demetrious Johnson is the Lions’ premier 
backline defender and matched Harrell’s output of 12 games 
with five or more tackles. Johnson led the team with 112 hits, 
including 92 solos. Right cornerback Bruce McNorton chip- 
ped in with four steals. McNorton, an underrated performer, 
is the leader among current Lions in consecutive starts with 
56. He enters the season with 68 straight games played. 
William Graham and James Griffin, the latter acquired from 
Cincinnati, are also very much in the picture. 


SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Eddie Murray suffered through an off season and missed 
seven of 25 field goal attempts, although, to be fair, three of 
those misses were from 50 or more yards. Jim Arnold re- 
placed Mike Black and produced a 42.1 yard punting aver- 
age. Arnold will receive a minor challenge from journeyman 
Russell Erxleben in training camp. 

Former Eagle flash Herman Hunter contributed almost 

, 1,000 yards worth of kick returns, while Mandley excelled on 
punt runbacks, including an 84-yard scoring jaunt in the 
season-ending loss to the Falcons. 

PREDICTION: With Darry! Rogers’ job on the line, the 
Lions will fail to come through. The balance of power has 
passed. Chuck Long needs more seasoning before becom- 
ing an effective NFL quarterback. Questions on both lines 
abound. Rogers should buy the want ads in an effort to find 
another job. 
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Ray “The Deserter” Perkins certainly enjoys challenges. 
After bolting the Giants for the Alabama dual role of head 
coach and athletic director, Perkins has suddenly shifted 
gears, accepting double duty as boss of the hapless Bucs. 

Here’s some numbers for Perkins to ponder: Tampa Bay 
has gone through four consecutive losing seasons. The 
Bucs have dropped 28 of their last 32 outings. Last year, the 
team ranked 28th in defense and 27th in offense. Over the 
final seven games of the miserable campaign, the average 
margin of defeat was 21 points. 

While he knows this task will be tough, Perkins believes he 
can turn this program around, in time. The addition of Vinny 
Testaverde will help. Testaverde, the league’s top draft 
choice, doesn't have a great supporting cast to work with, so 
patience is a must during on-the-job training. The oft-bruised 
James Wilder has lost a step and no other team in the league 
has worse personnel at skill positions.

OFFENSE: 

Bo Jackson decided to make his professional living swing- 
ing at a curve ball rather than running with the football. 
James Wilder was a shadow of the Pro Bowl yardage 
machine that twice produced more than 2,000 yards from 
scrimmage. Wilder, who played despite an assortment of 
painful injuries was limited to 704 yards rushing and 43 
receptions covering another 326 yards. After a slow start in 
which the former Missouri star was limited to a two-game 
total of 139 yards rushing, Wilder missed the next two weeks. 
Nate Wonsley, an unheralded free-agent find, made the 
most of the resulting opportunity. Wonsley enjoyed an explo- 
sive (18-138-2) debut as Wilder’s replacement that no doubt 
surprised a bewildered bunch of Lion defenders. 

Wonsley was moderately productive in his next start 
against Atlanta before slashing his way past a normally 
stingy Ram defense for his second 100-yard effort (18-108) 
in three weeks. But then the pervasive injury jinx that has 
haunted this team struck and Wonsley wound up on the 
injured reserve list with a severe knee injury. 

The loss of Wonsley, coupled with Wilder's injuries forced 
the Buccaneers to reverse their field and re-sign former 
Cowboy Ron Springs. Leeman Bennett had cut the veteran 
earlier in the season in a sudden house-cleaning move that 
saw Tampa Bay waive good bye to former Pro Bowi tight end 
Jimmy Giles and veteran speedster Kevin House. 

When Wilder was sidelined for the last two games of the

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season, it was Springs and rookie Bobby Howard who 
shared the ball-carrying duties. 


With Testaverde signed, sealed and delivered, the Bucs 
dealt another million-dollar signal-caller, Steve Young. The 
NFC’s lowest-ranked passer was sent to the left coast, the 
the San Francisco Forty-Niners, who in turn sent Jeff Kemp 
to Seattle. Young will be groomed as Joe Montana’s succes- 
sor. Testaverde will likely move into the lineup immediately, 
though Tampa Bay fans shouldn't forget Young’s accom- 
plishments. 

In addition to moderate success in throwing the ball to a 
nondescript contingent of receivers, Young was the club’s 
second leading rusher (74-425) and his five touchdowns tied 
rookie tight end surprise Calvin Magee for the scoring lead. 

Young displayed considerable courage to go with his 
physical attributes, and despite a constant pounding, man- 
aged to avoid throwing the killer-type interceptions that sent 
veteran Steve DeBerg to the bench. 

Magee, a 1985 free-agent find from Southern, profited 
extensively from Giles’ exile and despite being limited to just 
seven catches in the first seven weeks of play, actually led 
the team in receiving (45-564-5). 

Veteran speedster Gerald Carter (42-640-2) is the only 
viable deep threat among what may well be the least- 
talented group of wide receivers in the sport. However, David

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Williams, a second-round rookie reject of the Bears will be 
given an opportunity to live up to the credentials he estab- 
lished at Illinois, Another prospect worth watching is K.D. 
Dunn, who averaged an eye-catching 31.5 yards on just five 
catches in the last three games of the season. 


Phil Freeman, a competent return man who pulled in 14 
passes for 229 yards and two touchdowns, saw the most 
action of the other returning players. A pair of former USFL 
performers—Leonard Harris and Willie Gillespie—were 
slowed by leg injuries following their signings. Jeff Spek, 
another former USFLer, and Chris Faulkner, a one-time 
standout at the University of Florida, will battle for reserve 
duty at tight end. Both were on injured reserve following knee 
injuries. 

The offensive line was burdened with injuries and unable 
to match prior accomplishments, especially when it came to 
running the ball. The pass protection was terrible (Young and 
DeBerg were sacked three or more times in 13 of 16 games) 


and to make matters worse, the team’s best offensive line-: 


man, Sean Farrell was traded to New England for two draft 
picks, 

The Bucs need to upgrade an offensive line that includes a 
journeyman left side: tackle Rob Taylor and George Yarno at 
guard. Randy Grimes and Ron Heller are capable veterans. 


Heller, a starter since his rookie campaign back in 1983, 
enters his fourth year as the right tackle. Grimes, out of 
Baylor, has put in four years of work, including two seasons 
as a starter in the pivot. Second-year blocker J. D. Maar- 
leveld came on strong. The 300-pound tackler out of Mary- 
land earned all-rookie honors. Marvin Powell, coming off 
major knee surgery, is very questionable. 

Two newcomers, Greg Robinson (cut by New England) 
and Conrad Goode (let go by the Giants) could make the 
roster as the Bucs need help along the interior. 


DEFENSE: 

If was as if the injury-enforced retirement of LeRoy Sel- 
mon, the most honored player in the history of Hugh Culver- 
house's operation, set the scene for the rest of NFL ’86, 
Selmon retired, Jackson said no, and the Bucs spent the rest 
of the season searching for the remnants of a pass rush. 
There was none. With John Cannon hurting and Ron 
Holmes, a mega-disappointment at defensive end who 
hasn't come close to validating the first-round credentials he 
established at Washington, the Bucs pass rush was all but 
invisible. Tampa Bay was limited to an NFL-low 19 traps, as 
opposing quarterbacks went unsacked in five games. 


The lack of pressure up front had the expected cumulative 
effect on the team’s disastrous pass coverage efforts which 
saw Buc defenders saddled with a minus 10 (13-23) INT- 
TDP differential. Again, opposing quarterbacks enjoyed 
themselves at the expense of a secondary which failed to 
produce an interception in seven games, all of which Tampa 
Bay lost. Only once, in the win over the Lions, did Buc 
defenders produce more than two sacks in a game. 

Keith Browner, traded to San Francisco for a middle-to- 
late round draft pick, was second on the club with four sacks 
but wasn't nearly as consistent against the run as Scott 
Brantley (14 games with five or more tackles) and Chris 
Washington (10 five tackle contests), The latter also led the 
team with 4.5 sacks. 

The Bucs have drafted three linebackers in the first three 
rounds of their last two drafts. Tampa used second-round 
picks on Jackie Walker and Kevin Murphy last year, and a 
third-round selection was spent of Ervin Randle of Baylor in 
1985. The athletic skills of the trio leave Perkins in an opti- 
mistic mood. Jeff Davis and Scot Brantley have served as 
the team’s inside linebackers for the past four campaigns. 
Chris Washington, entering his fourth pro season, started all 
16 games at right outside linebacker last fall. 


USFL-import Vito McKeever's three interceptions led the 
team while two rookies, number one pick Rod Jones and 
strong safety Craig Swoope (4-lllinois) worked their way into 
the starting secondary. Jones looked better at the end of the 
season but Swoope was more consistent prior to getting 
hurt, 

Veteran Jeremiah Castille, who played for Perkins at Ala- 
bama, started the 1986 season as the left cornerback. 
Whether he makes it this season is still to be determined. 
Ricky Easmon, acquired on waivers from Dallas, and Bobby 
Futrell are other candidates at corner. Rookie Kevin Walker 
came off the injured reserve list to provide quality minutes at 
free safety. Craig Curry, a 10-game starter who started his 
pro career with the Colts, is also available. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Cheers for Donald Iqwebuike, who made 16-of-23 field 
goal attempts but jeers for just about everyone else. Frank 
Garcia had a terrible 32.6 net punting average—two of his 
kicks were returned for touchdowns within a ten-minute 
period in the season-ending loss to the Cardinals. 

Wonsley was the best among a less than mediocre contin- 
gent of return specialists. 


PREDICTION: Picking the Bucs lastisn't a shocker. Figur- 
ing on no more than five wins won't shake too many people 
up, either. Perkins will have a difficult time convincing any- 
body that Tampa Bay is a contender for .500. If Wilder cannot 
answer the call, this team is in serious trouble. Testaverde 
will wish he was back at Sewanhaka High School on Long 
Island.

1987 PREDICTED FINISH 


This time last year, the NFC West had the bleakest of 
outlooks when it came to quarterback talent. Only Joe Monta- 
na was set, and he would soon fall victim to back problems. 

However, with the Falcons decision to invest a first-round 
pick in the future fortunes of Oregon's Chris Miller, and the 
advent of Steve Young as Montana's heir apparent in San 
Francisco, as well as last year's arrival of Jim Everett in 
Anaheim, only the Saints seem caught adrift at quarterback, 
Should the Saints suddenly solve their quarterback problems, 
Jim Mora’'s club has an excellent chance to compete for di- 
visional honors. 

ATLANTA: 

The Falcons spent their first two selections in the '87 NFL 
Draft with an eye towards upgrading what figures to be a 
substantial revision in the way Atlanta will attack opposing 
defenses. The first-round addition of Miller will upgrade an 
anemic passing attack while second-round pick Ken Flowers 
will enable Marion Campbell to employ a two-back system. 
Flowers has the ability to provide a viable and versatile 
alternative to the powerful style of veteran Gerald Riggs. 

Worth noting: Falcons figure to benefit from “bonus” first- 
round factor as last year's other top pick, former Syracuse star 
Tim Green makes his presence felt at outside linebacker. 

LOS ANGELES RAMS: 

Pencil in Jim Everett's name as the Rams first-round pick 
and the 1987 draft is already a success. 

However, there’s been a great deal of local media debate 
on the potential of the club’s other premium selections. There 
is much conjecture that both defensive end Donald Evans 
(2-Winston Salem) or defensive back Clifford Hicks (3- 
Oregon) were overhauled by the Rams. 

That remains to be seen. Evans has exceptional athletic 
talent but needs to hone such skills against top level competi- 

Just as some scouts thought last year's second-round pick 
Tom Newberry represented a better yield than the first-round 
selection of Mike Schad, there is considerable sentiment that 
says the Rams may have done better in the fourth-round of 
last spring's lottery. LA utilized a pair of fourth-round choices 
to obtain defensive line candidate Doug Barnett (No. Illinois) 
and inside linebacker Larry Kelm, the least heralded member

of the Texas A&M linebacking contingent. 
NEW ORLEANS: 

Bolstered by last year's relative draft day success highlight- 
ed by the third-round acquisition of Rueben Mayes, the NFL 
Rookie of the Year surprise from Washington State, the Saints 
have spit in the face of yet another traditional first-round jinx. 
The Saints designation of BYU's Shawn Knight as the 11th 
overall selection represents only the fifth time in the less than 
heavenly 22-year draft history of the NFL's losingest franchise 
that NO had opted for a defensive player in the opening round. 


And considering that neither of the two previous defensive 
linemen accorded first round status—Joe Campbell (1977- 
Maryland), Kevin Hardy (1968-Notre Dame)—panned out, 
Knight's task of succeeding where others failed seems most 
difficult. The former USFL mentor expects Knight to fortify the 
Saints upfront against both the run and the pass. 


Mora waited until the second-round to strengthen an 
admittedly weak passing attack via the selection of 
Washington's highly acclaimed receiver Lonzell Hill. Thought 
to have first-round skills, Hill could be a steal and may develop 
into this year’s equivalent of Mayes. 


SAN FRANCISCO: 

Critics of Steve Young be advised: The former BYU star 
was born to oversee the Niners style of attack. Blessed with 
great natural ability as a runner but less than rifle-like arm 
strength, Young will thrive in Walsh's offensive schemes. And 
to make sure Young is able to serve an apprenticeship behind 
Joe Montana, Walsh utilized one of his two first-round selec- 
tions on North Carolina's verstaile blue chip blocker, Harris 
Barton. It was the first time the Niners had chosen an offensive 
lineman so high since the 1970 arrival of Forrest Blue, and 
only the second time in the 21-year history of the common 
draft that the Niners had taken an lineman in the first-round. 

While frustrated by the Jets who traded up with the Raiders 
to grab Texas A&M's Roger Vick, Walsh remains satisfied with 
the potential represented by the Niners own first-round pick, 
Clemson's Terrence Flagler. The hard-working and versatile 
Flagler averaged 5.7 yards per rushing attempt during an 
unheralded career as a Tiger reserve. 
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As usual the Saints were out of step as New Orleans 
supporters missed out on a winning number for the 20th 
consecutive year in the history of the only NFL franchise that 
has never experienced a successful season in the stand- 
ings. 

But it was hardly the fault of a much improved defense 
that remains the primary reason why long suffering Saint 
fans may well be ready to celebrate. The Saints, long-time 
sinners and seemingly forever condemned to the nether 
regions of the NFC West standings, could be on the brink of 
the salvation that comes with marching to a winning beat. 

Last year, Jim Mora's club was a sometime spoiler as 
well as a dark-horse contender; for NFL '87 the Saints 
appear capable of registering not only their first winning 
season but claiming a spot in the playoffs as well. 
OFFENSE: 


Despite numerous injuries to key players—including 
starting quarterback Bobby Hebert and offensive tackle Jim 
Dombrowski, the sixth player chosen in the 1986 NFL 
draft—injuries suffered in the third-week loss to the Niners— 
the Saints managed to make considerable progress on this 
side of the ball. 

The team's refurbished running game featured an explo- 
sive rookie-tandem headed by Pro Bowl surprise, Rueben 
Mayes and former LSU speedster Dalton Hilliard. 

At the beginning of the season, it was the third-round 
import from Washington State who became the second- 
most productive rookie runner in club history. 

Despite being limited to just 35 carries covering 200 
yards in the first five weeks of play, at season’s end Mayes 
still ranked third in the NFC rushing derby behind Eric Dick- 
erson and Joe Morris. The former Cougar flash accumulated 
1,353 yards and scored eight touchdowns rushing. The 
Saints were 4-2 in the half dozen contests when Mayes 
topped the century mark but the most productive single- 
game rusher in NCAA Division 1A annals saw his best NFL 
effort end in defeat. Mayes earned a somewhat dubious 
distinction when the Saints failed to take advantage of his 
superb 28-203-2 performance in a bitter loss to the Dol- 
phins. 

Admittedly, the Saints need to improve their inside attack 
where a powertul fullback type is necessary to complement 
blocking specialist Buford Jordan. Mora would be well- 
advised to give former USFL flash Mel Gray more playing 
time from scrimmage to take full advantage of the ex- 
Boilermaker's knack for the big play.

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While the Saints powerful ground game demands the 
respect of even the NFL's best defensive units, Mora’s debut 
season was marred by the myriad misfortunes afflicting one 
of the game's least productive passing attacks. Hebert’s 
absence enabled former starter Dave Wilson to reclaim the 
top quarterback spot. 

However, Wilson was terribly inconsistent. Oddly 
enough, the former Illini passer was marginally better in 
compiling a mediocre 6-8 TDP-INT differential in the eight 
losses which he started as opposed to a 4-9 TDP-INT show- 
ing in his six wins. 


The jury remains out on whether Hebert can duplicate 
the sort of success that greeted his USFL efforts—past 
accomplishments with which Mora is most familiar. Furth- 
ermore, until Hebert does it with a football bearing the signa- 
ture of Pete Rozelle instead of Chet Simmons, last year's 
numbers (a 2-8 TDP-INT mark in three appearances) leave 
the Cajun gunner's reputation at risk. 


To be sure, both Hebert and Wilson couldn't help but 
profit should Mora succeed in upgrading the overall quality 
of a below average receiving corps. 

Mora’'s first attempt at revamping this non descript group 
saw former Viking reserve Mike Jones dislodge a dis- 
appointing Eugene Goodlow from the starting wide receiver 
berth opposite ex-LSU star Eric Martin.

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Jones, obtained from Minnesota in a profitable exchange 
for veteran running back Wayne Wilson, led the team with a 
48-625-3 performance while Martin hauled in 37 receptions 

‘ worth a club-high 675 yards and a hefty 18.2-yard average to 
go with five touchdowns. The futility affecting this area of 
play is underscored by the fact that both Martin and Jones 
were limited to just a single 100-yard effort apiece. 

The loss of Dombrowski, who was in the process of 
validating the first-round credentials established at Virginia, 
caused Mora to restructure the left side of the offensive line. 
Bill Contz, a former starter with the Browns, filled in at tackle 
while former Hawkeye Joel Hilgenberg (4-84) took over the 
left guard spot when Brad Edelman fell victim to injuries. 
Steve Korte (2-83) is a capable center and Mora was satis- 
fied with the contributions of another former USFL Star, right 
guard Chuck Commiskey. Tackle Stan Brock, an eight-year 
veteran from Colorado (1-80) continues to rank as the 
Saints’ most accomplished blocker. 

DEFENSE: 

Last year's new-look Saint defense slashed 114 points 
off the 401 point scoreboard deficit run up over the course of 
NFL ‘85's bizarre 5-11 experience. 

And they did it in style as Mora's revitalized defensive 
troops kept some exclusive company when it came to stop- 
ping the run. With a 97.4-yard average yield per game, the 
Saints were one of just four NFC teams — the Niners, Giants 
and Bears were the others — to limit the opposition to fewer 
than 100 yards rushing per contest, 

At the same time, the Saints also ranked among the 
NFL's most opportunistic outfits when it came to forcing 
turnovers. And while New Orleans defenders had just one 
more sack than in 1985, the Saints still recorded more forced 
errors (47 sacks and 43 turnovers) than exactly half of last 
year's playoff field. New Orleans finished with 90 forced 
errors on defense to rank ahead of New England (88), 
Denver (84), the Rams (82), Cleveland (72) and the Jets 
(66). 

The Saints also picked off 26 interceptions — more than 
either the Giants (24) or Redskins (19) — and the 43 take- 
aways tied them with the Super Bow! Champions not to 
mention 15 more than Washington managed. And in the 
NFC West, only the Niners (51) had more than the 47 sacks 
credited to Saint defenders. 

Such opportunistic play on the part of a Mora-coached 
defense comes as no surprise to those familiar with the 
spring time success registered by the USFL’s winningest 
coach. 

On the field, the Saints have a decent enough front line, 
solid linebacking and a much improved secondary. 

Pro Bow! veteran Bruce Clark is the club's premier 
defensive lineman and anchors a group that also features 
James Geathers (co-leader with nine sacks) and Frank War- 
ren (7.5 sacks) while Jim Wilks and Tony Elliott were espe- 
cially effective against the run. 

Mora and linebacking aide Vic Fangio were more than 
satisfied with the improved performance of a unit caught in 
transition. Alvin Toles, a much-maligned 1985 first-round 
disappointment under the Phillips regime, blossomed into a 
quality performer at inside linebacker opposite ex-USFL star 
Sam Mills. This inside linebacker tandem pooled its collec- 
tive efforts against the run for a combined total of 18 games 
with five or more tackles. 

But it is Ricky Jackson who remains the team’s foremost 
defender in terms of Impact performances. Jackson, a three- 
time Pro Bowl veteran outside linebacker from Pitt where he 
labored in the shadow of Hugh Green, compiled a team- 
leading Impact Factor of 24.0 based on 14 five plus tackle 
efforts, nine sacks and one interception, 

Despite allowing seven touchdown completions in the 
last three weeks of play, Mora’s rebuilt secondary managed 
to reverse the inconsistent form of 1985 and finished with a 


more than respectable 26-21 INT-TDP pass defense dif- 
ferential. 

The key performer here was veteran cornerback Dave 
Waymer, who after losing his starting spot to Willie Tullis in 
the preseason, came back to lead the team with nine in- 
terceptions. Only the Niners’ Ronnie Lott, with an NFL-high 
10 ‘picks’ had more thefts than the one-time (1980) second- 
round pick from Notre Dame. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Solid execution was a prevalent theme here as Mora’s 
special teams, under the guidance of Joe Marciano, excel- 
led in several areas. 

Start with Pro Bowl placement ace Morten Andersen. 
Arguably the NFL's finest field goal specialist, Andersen's 
numbers actually suggest MVP status. To wit: a year ago, 
the former Michigan State kicker hit on 26-of-30 three-point 
shots, including a team-record 16 consecutive field goal 
conversions. Sadly, Andersen's challenge to Mark 
Moseley’s status in the NFL Record Manual came up short 
when he was forced to attempt a 53-yard boot into a strong 
wind in the near upset of the Jets. He continues to improve in 
incredible fashion and in the process has connected on 57 of 
his last 65 kicks across the past two seasons. 


PREDICTION: This is the year the Saints come marching 
in. Mora has had a year to work with this team, while Finks 
has helped mold a division contender. New Orleans cracks 
the win column often enough to take the competition NFC 
West. 
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In spite of all the injuries and problems, Bill Walsh couldn't 
have been too upset with his team’s performance. For the 
first time since 1970, San Francisco completed a sweep of 
AFC opponents, handling New England (29-24), the Jets 
(24-10), Indianapolis (35-10) and Miami (31-16). There were 
a number of great accomplishments, though the season's 
success was overshadowed by the playoff blowout at East 
Rutherford, New Jersey. 

OFFENSE: 

Joe Montana showed distinctive courage in coming back 
from serious back surgery. But overlooked in the media glare 
focused on the physical and personal aspects of Montana’s 
celebrated return from the injured reserve list were some 
sobering figures relative to the two-time Super Bowl MVP's 
overall 86 performance. 

For the first time in his superlative eight-year NFL career 
Montana suffered the indignity of having thrown more in- 
terceptions (9) than touchdown completions (8) in a career 
low nine appearances. 

It was also the most painful season yet for the former Irish 
star on whom Bill Walsh invested the Niners third-round 
choice in 1979. Also, the way last year ended with Montana 
knocked senseless in the NFC playoff rematch with the 
Giants helped obscure yet another disturbing statistical 
trend, After torching the Cardinals for a three-touchdown 
display in his initial appearance following the semimiracu- 
lous recovery from career-threatening back surgery, Monta- 
na had a tough time of it. 

Sure, the Niners finished the season with a sweep of three 
playoff participants, but Montana’s two-interception mug- 
ging at the hands of the Giants left the NFL’s most accurate 
passer with a less than mediocre 4-9 TDP-INT differential in 
his last seven games, three of which the Niners lost, 


Montana wasn't the only principal offensive performer to 
suffer through an injury plagued campaign. Roger Craig was 
forced to endure persistent shoulder problems. Craig, 
1985's record-setting yardage machine who became the first 
player in NFL annals to accumulate 1,000 yards as both a 
runner and receiver in the same season, seemed to struggle 
while accumulating ‘only’ 1,400 yards for his 1987 efforts 
from scrimmage. Still, it was the second most-productive 
showing of Craig's four-year career. 

However, after scoring 37 touchdowns in his first three 
seasons, Craig was held to just seven 1987 end zone 
appearances, none of which came on a reception. Craig's 
ability to generate points has been vital to the Niners success

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in the standings. Since 1984 the Niners have won 21-of-25 
decisions in which Craig scored from scrimmage. 

The acquisition of former Pro Bowler Joe Cribbs from 
Buffalo hastened the dismissal of Wendell Tyler, but the 
former Auburn star's debut in a Niner uniform drew mixed 
reviews. 

As expected, 1985 first-round pick Jerry Rice emerged as 
the Niners most explosive deep threat since Gene Washing- 
ton and in the process produced a team-record 1,570 yards 
on 86 receptions, 15 of which resulted in touchdowns. After a 
slow start which saw the Mississippi Valley speedster limited 
to 28 receptions worth 493 yards (a paltry per game average 
of 38.2 yards) in the first 13 games of his rookie season, Rice 
has generated 2,004 yards and 16 touchdowns on 107 
catches in his last 19 games. In a 16 game span which 
included the last three weeks of 1985 and the first 13 games 
of ‘86, Rice covered yardage at a record setting pace on the 
strength of 95 receptions worth 1,801 yards. Spread across 
a 16-week schedule, such numbers would have enabled 
Rice to surpass Charlie Hennigan's single-season record of 
1,746 yards with the 1961 Houston Oilers. 

In addition to his club-best 15 touchdown catches, Rice 
also scored on a one-yard end-around in the regular season 
loss to the Giants. The 16 touchdowns eclipsed Craig's 


team-record of 15 set the previous season that bettered the 

13 scored by Joe Perry in 1953. Oddly enough, Perry’s 13

touchdown performance, made more impressive because of 
a 12-game schedule, and unmatched for 31 years (1953- 
84), has now been broken twice in the last two seasons. 

Despite a need to revamp the left side of the offensive line 
when both Bubba Paris and John Ayers were victimized by 
the club's pervasive injury hex, as well as the unsettled 
quarterback situation, the overall quality of pass protection 
afforded by the make-shift set of blockers actually improved. 
So much so that Niner quarterbacks were sacked just 26 
times, 16 fewer occasions than the previous season. 

However, while both Bruce Collie and Guy Mcintyre held 
their own in place of Paris and Ayers, the lack of cohesive- 
ness upfront helped contribute to the overall decline of the 
club's running game. Niner ball carriers averaged 124 yards 
per contest—down from a 1985 norm of 140 yards—despite 
the best efforts of center Fred Quillan, and the veteran 
right-side tandem of Randy Cross and Keith Fahnhorst, both 
of whom were forced to play hurt. 

DEFENSE: 

The Niners ranked third behind the Bears and Giants in 
allowing 247 points (16 fewer than in NFL ’85) while also 
registering modest statistical improvements against both the 
run and the pass. 

Something was missing. Even though Niner defenders 
forced 14 more turnovers than the 35 collected in NFL ’85, 
including a league-high of 39 steals, George Seifert's unit 
recovered seven fewer fumbles than the previous season. 

The Niners overcame the loss of Dean and Johnson 
upfront almost as effectively as they did the changes within 
the secondary that left Walsh dependent on the rookie com- 
bo of Roberts (2-Alabama) and Charles Haley, a fourth- 
round find from James Madison. 

Both Dwaine Board and Jeff Stover played up to form 
and produced 19 more sacks, It was the second season in 
succession that Stover has achieved double digit success at 
the expense of opposing quarterbacks. No other Niner de- 
fender has produced more sacks in the past two seasons 
than the 20 registered by the former free-agent (1979) dis- 
covery from Oregon. 

At season's end, Rikki Ellison and Jim Fahnhorst were 
the starting inside linebackers while Milt McColl handled 
things at left outside linebacker opposite veteran Keena 
Turner. Haley showcased impressive pass rush skills and 
figures to prosper in a role similar to that of Denver's Karl 
Mecklenburg. 

Injuries sidelined former starter Todd Shell while Mike 
Walter was the top reserve inside. Ron Ferrari and former 
Brown Tom Cousineau are the other reserves. Walsh was 
pleasantly surprised to obtain Keith Browner, a one-time 
second round (1984) choice of the Buccaneers, at the cost of 
only a sixth-round pick. 

For the second time since 1981, Walsh gambled with a 
pair of rookie cornerbacks, and while neither Don Griffin nor 
Tim McKyer played up to the rookie standards set by Ronnie 
Lott and Eric Wright, both first-year defenders survived their 
trial by fire in relatively good shape. 


Lott, benefitting from an earlier position switch with 
Hicks, enjoyed a stellar campaign at free safety in spite of 
persistent injuries which sidelined the former Trojan star for 
two mid-season contests. Still, Lott led the NFL with a 
career-high 10 steals. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Ray Wersching continues to suffer through the most 
prolonged slump of his 10-year stint with San Francisco and 
Walsh appears on the verge of effecting a key change in the 
Niners kicking game. 


Max Runager's hold on the punting assignment could 
also be at risk, While Runager ranked third in the NFC by 
placing 23 punts inside the 20-yard line, he had two other 
attempts blocked and finished with a 41.6-yard avearge. 


In addition to his work on defense, Griffin also ranked 
second in the NFC with a 9.6 punt return mark, including a 
55-yard score against Atlanta. Between them, Griffin (474) 
and Crawford (295) accounted for 769 yards in the Niners 
struggle to establish advantageous field position. 

The Niners fared well enough on punt coverage but were 
far too generous to opposing kickoff specialists who aver- 
aged an NFL-high of 22.9 yards per runback. 

Surprisingly, the Niners were losers when it came to the 
bottom line differential in coverage and return work. 


PREDICTION: Walsh's squad slips a bit and settles for 
second place, which should be good enough for a wild card 
berth. Montana’s health isn’t as great a concern with Young 
present. The age of the offensive line has to worry Walsh as 
Barton and Bregel won't be ready to take over in year one. 
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6a) LOS ANGELES RAMS 


Over the last four years, only two NFL teams have made 
the playoffs each time. Both hail from the NFC West— 
namely the Rams and Forty-Niners. John Robinson has hit 
playoff paydirt in each pro season, though last year’s late- 
season collapse (two regular-season defeats, which cost the 
team the division title, plus the wild card setback at Washing- 
ton) proved disappointing. 

The 1986 campaign saw a changing of the guard. Jim 
Everett, acquired via a blockbuster trade, appears to be the 
team’s quarterback of the '80s and '90s. Jerry Gray earned a 
Pro Bowl berth in just his second year. Linebacker Mark 
Jerue filled in for injury-plagued Jim Collins and ranked 
second on the squad in tackles. Rookie Tom Newberry filled 
the void when Kent Hill was included in the Everett deal. 
Henry Ellard held out for haf the season before returning. 

Now Robinson is ready to lead his team back into the 
playoff picture. 

OFFENSE: 

Throughout most of the season, including a 7-2 start 
highlighted by a get-even 20-17 Monday night upset of the 
Bears, the Rams offset their fumble tendencies with a 
virtually mistake-free passing attack orchestrated by Steve 
Bartkowski and Steve Dils. The Ram quarterback tandem 
threw just six interceptions. But the down-side of this equa- 
tion was the Rams’ last place ranking with just seven 
touchdown passes thrown. 

Enter rookie import Jim Everett, obtained at maximum 
cost from the Oilers. The Former Purdue star starts in 


explosive fashion with a three-touchdown debut against, 


the Patriots. However, by the end of the season, Everett's 
rookie faults were highly visible in the form of a 6-10 TDP- 
INT mark in six starts, including a 2-5 effort in the losses to 
the Redskins and Niners. 

Eric Dickerson remains the NFL’s most consistently pro- 
ductive yardage machine, and seems destined to rival 
some of Walter Payton’s marvelous accomplishments as 
the most productive runner in the history of the sport. But 
unlike the Bear superstar, Dickerson’s tendency to loose 
control of the football continues to haunt the former Mus- 
tang. 

Taking a page out of Buddy Ryan’s defensive game plan 
of a year ago, the Skins concentrated on gang-tackling 
Dickerson. Although Dickerson pounded out an impressive 
26-158 performance, three of those carries ended with a 
lost fumble. 

For the season, Dickerson led the NFL in rushing (404-

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1,822-10) for the third time in his four-year career, and with 
a 26-205 mark as a receiver, No. 29 also topped the 2,000- 
yard mark in total gains from scrimmage for the third time. 

Barry Redden and Charles White are valuable reserves, 
but the former is beginning to demand either a larger share 
of playing time or a change of venue. 

The mistake in exiling Drew Hill to the Oilers haunted 
John Robinson's Rams early in the season—especially in 
light of Henry Ellard’s prolonged hold-out— was finally 
rectified via the free— agent signing of veteran speedster 
Kevin House—who was inexplicably waived by the Buc- 
caneers. House, who received more playing time than 
expected when mercurial Ron Brown again fell victim to 
assorted injuries, proved one of Everett's most productive 
targets. House was also the Rams leading receiver (3-70- 
1) in the playoff defeat against Washington. 

Ellard, whose skills as a game-breaking return specialist 
were also absent during his first-half of the schedule abs- 
ence, did well enough once he got going and finished with a 
respectable seven-game (34-447-4) effort. 

Tony Hunter, the former first-round pick obtained from 
Buffalo in the Vince Ferragamo transaction, continues to 
be burdened with injuries and inconsistency while sharing 
the tight end assignment with another one-time first-round 
selection, David Hill. 

Upfront the Rams fielded a quality set of blockers, three

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of whom were again accorded Pro Bowl honors: center 
Doug Smith, guard Dennis Harrah and tackle Jackie Slater. 
The decision to include another Pro Bowl veteran, guard 
Kent Hill, in the trade package that secured the rights to 
Everett was more than justified when rookie Tom Newberry 
stepped into the starting lineup with excellent results, 


In addition to the performance of the three Pro Bowl 
veterans, Irv Pankey has logged his share of quality mi- 
nutes since joining the west coast crew out of Penn State. 
Few teams in football sport a blocking contingent with the 
experience the Rams possess. Between Harrah (12 
years), Slater (11), Smith (nine) and Pankey (seven), the 
quartet has 39 years in the trenches. 

The left coast administration used a premium first-round 
pick on Mike Schad of Canada, and the project will take 
time before paying off. Also developing are Duval Love, a 
former standout at UCLA, and Tony Slaton, who played for 
Robinson at USC. 


DEFENSE: 

Paced by an opportunistic defense which forced four or 
more key stat errors (combined sacks and takeaways) in 
12 of their first 14 games, nine of which the Rams won, LA's 
defense was limited to just five such impact plays in their 
last two contests. And if Robinson wondered how his de- 
fense virtually disappeared in a 51 point explosion perpe- 
trated by Marino and Montana, he was downright dumb- 
founded when his defense came up empty in the playoff 
loss to Washington. The Ram defense was shutout in both 
the sack and turnover departments, the first such blanking 
in 77 regular and post-season games. Thus did the Rams 
stumble through the first three-game losing streak of John 
Robinson’s head coaching (both college and pro) career. 

The Rams have a slightly better than average set of 
defensive linemen. Again Gary Jeter led the team as the 
designated sack specialist. Reggie Doss and Doug Reed 
are the starters at defensive end while Greg Meisner and 
Shawn Miller handle the nose tackle duties. Reed (6.5) and 
Miller (5.0) were the best at rushing the passer. 

However, last year’s twin terrors at blitzing opposing 
quarterbacks, Mike Wilcher and Mel Owens combined for 
just 9.5 sacks compared to a 21.5 output in 1985. Fortu- 
nately for the Rams, Kevin Greene, last year’s fifth-round 
pick from Auburn, was able to pick up some of the slack. 
Greene finished second to Jeter with seven sacks. 

While both Wilcher and Owens had their problems play- 
ing up to previous standards, Carl Ekern was accorded Pro 
Bowl honors at inside linebacker. Mark Jerue, the other 
Starter inside, was much improved as well. The latter was 
the club's only linebacker to produce an interception. 

The Rams starting secondary produced 20 thefts with 
Jerry Gray (eight) and Leroy Irvin (six) leading the way. 
Nolan Cromwell had five but Johnnie Johnson was limited 
to just one ‘pick’. Nickel backs Vince Newsome (three) and 
rookie Mickey Sutton (two) came up with five more steals. 


Gray and Irvin enjoyed banner seasons in 1986. Both 
players were selected to the Pro Bowl and received numer- 
ous honors. Gray, a first-round choice out of Texas two 
years back, was pushed into the starting lineup when the 
Rams were besieged by injuries. One particular ailment 
forced former Pro Bowler Gary Green off the gridiron. A 
safety when serving as a Longhorn, Gray has made a 
smooth transition to the cornerbacking assignment. 

The safety position would be best exemplified as a re- 
volving door. Robinson used Cromwell, Johnson, Vince 
Newsome and Fox at different times, with all four seeing 
plenty of playing time. 

Cromwell, now entering his 11th season, became the 
team's all-time leader in interception return yardage with 
775. He's second in career interceptions with 36 after last 
year's efforts. Showing he still can motor, Cromwell re- 


turned an errant pass 80 yards for a touchdown against 
Detroit. 

Newsome was the team-leader in tackles with 113. He 
also showed his prowess on special teams and was duly 
honored by the team. Johnson, with his Pro Bow! potential, 
suffered ligament damage to his knee during training 
camp, which obviously slowed him down. Robinson can 
expect more productivity from a healthy Johnson this time 
around. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Mike Lansford connected on 17-of-24 field goal attempts 
and provided the margin of difference in wins over the 
Niners and Bears. 

Dale Hatcher's productivity slipped dramatically as last 
year’s Pro Bowl punter saw his average slip to 38.6 yards 
per kick, the second lowest figure in the NFC. 

Ellard's value as a return specialist was underscored 
during his absence but Ron Brown placed fifth in the NFC 
kick return derby with a respectable 22.1 average. Sutton 
finished among the top ten punt returners with a respect- 
able 8.4 average per runback. 


PREDICTION: Robinson's crew will be hard-pressed to 
make it five consecutive postseason appearances. Everett 
will be under the gun to perform well. Can Gray and Jerue 
perform as well as last season? Will the defensive line hold 
up? Those questions are important and the answers may 
be the difference between a shot at first and a third-place 
conclusion. 
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ATLANTA FALCONS 


Despite a franchise-best 5-1-1 start featuring the sur- 
prise showing of veteran free-agent quarterback David 
Archer, the Falcons flight back to respectability under Dan 
Henning was cut short when the club lost seven of its last 
nine games. 

And when both Dick Vermeil (CBS) and Terry Donohue 
(UCLA) resisted the blandishments of the Smith Family— 
castigated by local media critics as the NFL's version of the 
Beverly Hillbillies—the senior Smith (owner Rankin) gave 
Marion Campbell a second chance. 

Here was NFL irony at its best as Campbell became the 
- a coach in league history to be given a second tenure with 


lub. 
OFFENSE: 


In order for the Falcons to become more than spoilers, 
Atlanta's aerial attack must gain a measure of consistency 
when it comes to putting points on the board. 

How anemic is the Falcon passing game when it comes 
to landing in the end zone? Assorted Atlanta quarterbacks 
have produced just 41 touchdown completions in the last 
three seasons, including 14 a year ago. But even that latter 
figure is misleading because veteran free-agent David 
Archer authored half-a-dozen touchdown throws in Septem- 
ber. Consequently, the Falcons managed just eight more 
touchdown completions in the final 12 weeks of play. Not 
surprisingly, Atlanta was 1-5 when Archer and company 
came up empty in terms of end zone appearances. 

After registering a stunning 6-1 TDP-INT figure while 
leading the NFL in passing to key the Falcons 4-0 Septem- 
ber start, Archer stumbled through the second month of the 
schedule (2-7 TDP-INT differential) as Atlanta won just one 
of four games. 

Former Bengal reserve Turk Schonert was unimpressive 
in compiling an desultory 4-7 TDP-INT mark in the final six 
weeks of play following Archer's season-ending shoulder 
separation suffered at the hands of the Bears. 

After catching 22 passes worth 369 yards and scoring 
twice in the first four games, ex-Redskin speedster Charlie 
Brown suffered through an 8-110-0 famine during October. 

Brown, sidelined with injuries for most of his first season 
with the Falcons, finished 1986 as the club's leading receiver 
(63-918-4). Sixth-round pick Floyd Dixon (Stephen Austin) 
earned a starting berth at wide receiver when injuries side- 
lined USFL refugee Anthony Allen. 

Dixon's numbers were impressive: A per catch norm of 
14.7 yards on 42 receptions, including a dramatic 65-yard

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grab to set up a last second field goal in the upset of the 
Cowboys. 

USFL-import and one-time Alabama star Joey Jones 
was used sparingly but averaged 20.1 yards on seven catch- 
es. Sylvester Stamps also contributed (20-221-1) tothe 
passing attack, including a 38-yard touchdown jaunt in the 
10-10 tie with the Niners. However, former starters Billy 
‘White Shoes’ Johnson (6-57-0) and Stacy Bailey (4-48-0) 
were among the missing. The virtual disappearance of 
Bailey, a 1,000-yard performer just three years ago, was 
particularly perplexing. 

Keith Williams, like Dixon, a sixth-round find (SW Mis- 
souri) with the versatility to play both running back and wide 
receiver, closed out the season in impressive fashion (6- 
112-0). 

Atlanta also depends on a pair of workman-like tight ends 
in Arthur Cox (24-301-1) and Ken Whisenhunt (20-184-3), 
neither of whom should be confused with Jim Mitchell at his 
best. 

Of course, the Falcons main source of support on this side 
of the ball remains vested in a powerful running game featur- 
ing Gerald Riggs (343-1327-9) who matched William 
Andrews’ team-record achievement of three consecutive 
1,000-yard seasons. 

Unlike 1985 when Atlanta lost seven of the nine games in 
which Riggs rushed for more than 100 yards, last year's

turnabout enabled the powerful former Arizona State work- 
horse to profit (5-1) from his on the field labors. 

The fact Atlanta owned a6-2 mark ingames where Riggs 
and company (Cliff Austin and Andrews) churned out 150 or 
more yards is tempered by the discovery of a disturbing 
common denominator in the two defeats. Falcon ballcarriers 
topped the 200-yard plateau against both the Patriots and 
Colts. However, Atlanta runners weren't without blame. Four 
lost fumbles handicapped Campbell's hard-working defense 
(Atlanta held both teams to fewer than 100-yards rushing) 
with poor field position. Throw in the costly consequences 
inherent in a self-destructive kicking game and suddenly a 
Falcon defense that limited the opposition to 17 or fewer 
points in six of its first eight games wound up being exploited 
for a two-game total of 53 points. The loss to the previously 
winless Colts (0-13) was especially vexing. 

Although injuries caused an almost constant shuffle 
upfront, the quality of run blocking was maintained by a unit 
anchored by former Pitt star Bill Fralic. The second player 
taken in the 1985 draft, Fralic has already forged a Pro Bow! 
reputation. Indeed, opposing offensive linemen marvel at 
how accomplished the ex-Panther is in the art of dishing out 
‘pancake’ hits to would-be tacklers who instead, wind up 
being flattened by Fralic. 

However, injuries took their toll among Fralic’s col- 
leagues, the loss of veteran offensive tackle Brett Miller 
forced Henning to move Fralic outside leaving untested 
rookie free-agent Jamie Dukes at right guard. Mike Kenn 
and John Scully handled things on the left side, USFL-import 
Jeff Kiewel, like Miller, finished the season on the injured 
reserve list. While the NFL's oldest pro, 18-year veteran 
offensive center Jeff Van Note left the sport with dignity, local 
hero Wayne Radloff suffered through a rocky transition. 
Given the marked increase of playing time inherent with 
taking over as full-time successor to Van Note, the ex- 
Bulldog star has enough physical talent to maintain his spot 
in the starting lineup. 

DEFENSE: 

Admittedly, the oft-maligned family-run front-office de- 
serves credit for insisting Henning acede to the return of the 
Swamp Fox. Campbell's unique position was underscored 
when Chuck Clausen and Fred Bruney also left Philadelphia 
to assist in the overhaul of the Falcon defense. 

The ex-Eagle trio proved more than equal to the chal- 
lenge. The Falcons, aided by the physical contributions of 
another pair of ex-Eagles—veteran linebackers Reggie 
Wilkes and Joel Williams—showed remarkable improve- 
ment, 

The switch back to 3-4 tactics enabled Atlanta to play the 
run more effectively while the revamped secondary allowed 
just 19 touchdown completions, seven of which took place in 
two games. That gave Falcon defenders a more than re- 
spectable 17-10 INT-TDP differential in the other 14 con- 
tests. Marked improvement considering the Falcons entered 
NFL ‘86 having allowed a two-year total of 59 touchdown 
strikes in their previous 32 starts. The too-frequent pattern of 
broken coverages represented a key factor in why Atlanta 
suffered through consecutive 4-12 finishes. 

A persistent investment policy devoted to spending pre- 
mium-round draft picks on ‘blue chip’ defenders appears 
ready to yield significant dividends upfront. 

After a slow start, last-year’s top pick, Tony Casillas 
spent the latter part of the season showcasing the superior 
physical talent that underscores why the former Sooner was 
the second player chosen in the 1986 draft. 

Other recent premium picks include a trio of talented 
young defensive linemen: Rick Bryan (1/84-Oklahoma), 
Mike Gann (2/85-Notre Dame) and Mike Pitts (1/83- 
Alabama) who furnish the muscle in the revamped Falcon 
pass rush strategy that calls for the upfront linemen rather 
than the linebackers to exert primary pressure on opposing 
linebackers. 


Campbell is hopeful that last year's other first-round 
addition, Syracuse linebacker Tim Green, is fully recovered 
from the injuries that idled him for virtually the entire season. 

The overall improvement along the last line of defense is 
even more impressive in light of an ongoing transition in the 
secondary. Injuries sidelined a pair of veteran starters, cor- 
nerback Bobby Butler and safety Kenny Johnson. However, 
the decision to swap a fourth-round pick to the Raiders for 
the NFL rights to Bret Clark proved more than worthwhile. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: 

Problems abound. Normally dependable Mick Luckhurst 
suffered from a prolonged bout with inconsistency before 
spending the final six weeks of the season on the injured 
reserve list. Luckhurst's struggle was starkly evident in lack- 
luster numbers highlighted by a disappointing 10-of-24 field 
goal conversion performance. 


PREDICTION: Campbell's latest stint as ahead coach will 
end in disappointment. The Falcons are a year away from 
challenging for the division crown. This team won't be able to 
bounce back following the rugged second half of 1986. The 
lack of stability at quarterback will hurt again.

(unsuccessful as they may be) on betting football, off his 
mathematically-oriented brain. When that elusive 
moment finally arrived, | pounced on it like a hungry 
lion on a gazelle. The timing was perfect. Bob could do 
nothing but listen since it is extremely difficult, if not 
impossible, to change a subject when one’s mouth is 
crammed full of choice beef.

“Think you can do it, Bob?” | hopefully asked. 

“No doubt in my mind Lou,” he answered non- 


chalantly. 

“Wanna give it a try, Bob,” 

“Why not Lou. Got nothing better to do the next 
few days.” 


“How you gonna do it Bob?” 

“Boolean Algebra, Lou.” 

At that point in the conversation | just shut up and 
listened as he explained that by applying the principles 
of Boolean Algebra ( | wouldn’t dare ask him what that 
was) he could take the data | had accumulated, along 
with the valid theories | had developed, synthesize them 
into a theorem, and then “‘attempt to logic out”’ certain 
unknowns until he developed as near perfect a wagering 
system as is possible (1 swear that’s what he said. | didn’t 
understand a word of it but he sounded like he did, and, 
| figured, hell, that was all that mattered.) 

To shorten this story, | turned my material over to 
Bob Harris and before the first toe crushed into the first 
ball kicking off the 1970 grid season, he had “‘logiced 
out’’ his system, and had designed and fabricated a 
rough prototype of the Vegas Football Betting Calcula- 
tor. 

By the end of the ‘70 season, | was so amazed at what 
Harris’ tiny “machine” had done that | simply couldn't 
believe that it was real. The Calculator had selected 32 
games during the year as “Bets.” Thirty of them had 
won and had beaten the point spread every time! The 
calculator’s win percentage averaged out to 93.8%. It 
had “‘insisted”’ that we bet certain games when all estab- 
lished betting principles (to say nothing of common 
sense and logic) said “lay off,”’, and it had been invari- 
ably right!. Games such as Notre Dame-Navy with the 
“spread” at ‘‘Navy plus 40.” All the smart money said 
“take the points.”” The Calculator said ‘’give the points.’’ 
We gave the points and “laughed” home with the Irish, 
56-7. And these kinds of selections continued on into 
and throughout the 1971 and the 1972 seasons during 
which “‘Bob’s Baby” just never ceased to amaze. 

At the end of the 1972 season, with a hefty 84% win 
percentage in his pocket, it was decided that ‘test time” 
was over and it was time to go into production with the 
VFBC. The result of this decision is fully described in 
this brochure.

Postseason Payoffs 


NEW YORK—A total of 591 players 
shared in the 1986 National Football 
League postseason pool of $12.9 mil- 
lion. 

The Super Bowl XXI Champion New 
York Giants each earned $64,000 for 
winning their first NFL title since 1956 
with a 39-20 victory over the AFC Cham- 
pion Denver Broncos last January 25 at 
the Rose Bowl, Pasadena, Calif. Each 
Denver player earned $46,000 in the 
postseason playoffs. 

The Giants’ pool amounted to over 
$3.2 million, while the Broncos’ pool was 
almost $2.3 million. During the five post- 
seasons of the current Collective Bar- 
gaining Agreement, 3,308 players 
shared a playoff money pool of 
$69,736,000. 

Six Denver players earned an addi- 
tional $10,000 as members of the victo- 
rious AFC team in the Pro Bow! to total 
$56,000 each in postseason monies. 
Those players are Keith Bishop, John 
Elway, Rulon Jones, Karl Mecklenburg, 
Dennis Smith and Sammy Winder. Eight 
New York Giants players increased their 
earnings by $5,000 to $69,000 each by 
their participation on the NFC Pro Bowl 
squad. They include Mark Bavaro, Brad 
Benson, Jim Burt, Harry Carson, Sean 
Landeta, Leonard Marshall, Joe Morris 
and Lawrence Taylor. The AFC defe- 
ated the NFC, 10-6, at Aloha Stadium, 
Honolulu, Hawaii, February 1.

RUSHING 


CANTON, OHIO—The incredible Walter Payton added 
. 1,333 yards to his already-massive career figures and now 
has rushed for 16,193 yards in 12 National Football League 
seasons. That performance marked the 10th time in 12 years 
that Payton has rushed for more than 1,000 yards. He is 2,881 
yards ahead of the No. 2 all-time rusher, Jim Brown. Brown, a 
Hall of Fame fullback for the Cleveland Browns, amassed 
12,312 yards in nine seasons. 

Payton’s relentless climb toward heights previously consi- 
dered unreachable highlighted the developments in the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame's Top Twenty rushing display during the 
1986 season. The Top Twenty display, one of the most popu- 
lar at the pro grid pantheon, presents in an attractive eight- 
foot, four sided and translited pylon the 20 career leaders in 
rushing, passing, receiving, and scoring statistics. Updated 
weekly during every season, the Hall’s attention-getting ex- 
hibition differs from similar rankings in that statistics from the 
All-America Football Conference are recognized along with 
those from the American and National Football Leagues. 

Payton’s continually-expanding rushing lead was nearly 
matched in significance by the rapid emergence of Eric Dick- 
erson of the Los Angeles Rams into the Top Twenty rushing 
picture. After only four seasons, the Rams dynamo now totals 
6,968 yards and ranks No. 14 on the Top Twenty rushing

chart. A repeat in 1987 of his 1986 production of 1,821 yards 
would place Dickerson in the No. 9 spot after just five seasons. 

Under any circumstance, Dickerson has served proper 
notice that he some day will be in a position to seriously 
challenge Payton for the all-time rushing lead, regardless of 
how many yards the Chicago Bears’ halfback eventually 
gains. After four years, Dickerson has averaged 1,742 yards 
per season. That eye-catching standard is almost 400 yards a 
year better than Brown's non-season average of 1,368 yards 
and Payton's 1,349-yard-per-season production. If Dickerson 
could maintain his present pace for 12 seasons—which would 
match Payton’s current longevity—Eric would have 20,904 
yards rushing. 

Tony Dorsett of the Dallas Cowboys climbed from the sixth 
position to a No. 4 spotin 1986 and he has an excellent chance 
of jumping two more spots into the runnerup position behind 
Payton in 1987. Ironically, Dorsett, hampered by injuries most 
of the season, gained only 748 yards in 1986. Except for the 
strike-shortened nine-game season in 1982 when Dorsett ran 
for 745 yards, the 1986 campaign marked the only time the 
Cowboys’ speed-burner has failed to rush for 1,000 yards. 
Still, Dorsett now shows 11,580 yards for a 10-season career 
and, even if he matched his meager 1986 totals in 1987, Tony 
would jump ahead of Franco Harris (12,120 yards) and Brown.

CANTON, OHIO— For many years when it came to talking 
about the Pro Football Hall of Fame’s Top Twenty reception 
leaders, attention was focused on the “Big Three” — Charley 
Taylor, Don Maynard and Raymond Berry, With 649, 633 and 
631 career receptions, respectively, the trio of exceptional 
talented pass-catchers ranked in a class by themselves. 


But late in the 1984 campaign, Charlie Joiner of the San 
Diego Chargers triggered a “changing of the guard" by jump- 
ing past Taylor into the No. 1 spot on the list of pro football's top 
lifetime receivers. Now two years later, Steve Largent of the 
Seattle Seahawks has entered the picture and, for the fore- 
seeable future, it will be strictly the “Big Two” and “the other 
three” whenever the Hall’s Top Twenty receiving leaders are 
discussed. 


The Top Twenty display, one of the most popular of all the 
exhibits at the pro pantheon, houses in an attractive, four- 
sided, translited pylon the lifetime statistical rankings of the 
Top Twenty players in receiving, passing, rushing and scor- 
ing. Changed weekly during every NFL season, the Hall’s 
rankings differ from any other similar listing in that figures from 
the All-American Football Conference are accepted along with 
those from the American and National Football Leagues. In 
the receiving portion of the Top Twenty display, however, no 
former AAFC players are involved.

Joiner caught only 34 passes in his 18th — and apparently 
final— NFL season but he improved his lifetime figures to 750 
receptions — more than 100 ahead of the former leader, 
Taylor — and a record total of 12,146 yards. Until Joiner set a 
new mark on October 6, Maynard had been the long-time 
reception yardage leader. 

During the same game, the Seahawks’ Largent established 
another record, that of catching at least one pass in 128 
straight games. While that splendid achievement is being 
commemorated in other displays at the Hall, it will never show 
up in the Top Twenty receiving exhibit. What will show up 
increasingly loud and clear are Largent's rapidly-ballooning 
career figures that virtually assure him of becoming history's 
top pass receiver. 

Inthe “lower reaches” of the top Twenty receiving display in 
1986, there was considerable activity. Ozzie Newsome of the 
Cleveland Browns grabbed 39 passes to up his career total to 
541 receptions and an 11th-place ranking. Newsome also 
ended the campaign with a string of 114 straight games with at 
least one catch. 

Four other players, James Lofton of the Green Bay Packers 
(No. 12, 530 catches), Wes Chandler of the San Diego Char- 
gers (No. 14, 516), Nat Moore of the Miami Dolphins (No. 15, 
510) and John Stallworth of the Pittsburgh Steelers (No. 18, 
496), all entered the Top Twenty in 1986.

CANTON, OHIO— In his third game of the 1986 season 
playing against the New York Jets, the Miami Dolphins’ Dan 
Marino attempted his 1500th career forward pass, thus mak- 
ing:him eligible for the career passing calculations and a spot 
inthe Pro Football Hall of Fame’s Top Twenty passing display. 

The popular and attractive Top Twenty display is housed in 
an eight-foot high, four-sided, translited pylon and includes 
ratings of the lifetime individual statistical leaders in passing, 
scoring, rushing and receiving. Changed weekly during every 
football season, the Hall’s rankings differ from other similar 
listings in that figures from the All-American Football Confer- 
ence are, included along with those from the American and 
National Football Leagues. 

For Marino, being eligible for the career listing meant start- 
ing at the very top ahead of every other long-term forward 
passer who had ever played pro football. Marino began the 
1986 season with a 96.4 career rating score which actually fell 
more than a full point to 95.2 at year’s end. Still, the Dolphins’ 
ace tops the former leader, Joe Montana of the San Francisco 
49ers, by a full four points. Montana, who held the No. 1 spotin 
the Hall's Top Twenty ratings for three seasons, has a 91.2 
career score. 

Another sharp-shooting quarterback, Dave Krieg of the

Seattle Seahawks, also became eligible for the career lead- 
ership in 1986 and the impact he made on the Top Twenty 
rankings was almost as significant as Marino's accomplish- 
ment, When Krieg threw his 1500th pass during the second 
game of the 1986 campaign his career rating was 82.3. During 
a mid-season slump, Dave's record fell all the way to 80.9, But 
a sensational late-season surge by the Seahawk ace left him 
with an 84.4 rating and fourth place in the Top Twenty ratings 
at the finish. 

Danny White of the Dallas Cowboys played only seven 
games in an injury-shortened 1986 season but he improved 
his career rating score form 82.3 to 83.2 and moved from 
seventh place to sixth place in spite of emergence of Marino 
and Krieg into the Top Twenty upper echelon. 

There were four other active passers in the Top Twenty in 
1986. All four saw their career ratings drop slightly and all four 
dropped one or more positions in the standings. Ken Ander- 
son of the Cincinnati Bengals threw only 23 passes in his 16th 
NFL campaign in 1986 but his score dropped from 82.0 to 81.8 
and he fell one position to the No. 9 spot. Dan Fouts of the San 
Diego Chargers started the season in the No. 9 spot but was 
downgraded to position No. 10 during an injury-plagued sea- 
son. Fouts’ career score also fell from 81.8 to 81.4.

CANTON, OHIO — In his 16th year as a National Football 
League placekicking specialist, Mark Moseley experienced 
three different “seasons” in 1986. The NFL's only “old- 
fashioned” straight-ahead kicker began the campaign with the 
Washington Redskins, with whom he had played since 1974. 
But after six games, the veteran from Stephen F. Austin, who 
in 1982 was named the NFL’s Most Valuable Player, was cut. 


For the next six weeks, Moseley experienced his second 
“season” — retirement. 


Then Matt Bahr of the Cleveland Browns was injured and, 
when coach Marty Schottenheimer scanned the scouting list 
for available kickers, Moseley was the Browns’ choice. His 
third “season” included the last four games of the regular 
season and the AFC Central champion Browns’ journey 
through the post-season playoffs. 


The net result was that Moseley, who also holds the NFL 
record for consecutive field goals with 28, tallied 61 points in 
1986, 30 of them with the Redskins and 31 with the Browns, to 
increase his career total to 1,382 points. In the process, he 
moved from seventh place to fifth place in the Pro Football Hall 
of Fame’s Top Twenty scoring display. Moseley moved past 
two retired players, Jim Bakken (1,380 points) and Fred Cox 
(1,365 points), but still ranks behind George Blanda (2,002 
points), Jan Stenerud, who retired after the 1985 season after

a 19-year pro career (1,699), Lou Groza (1,608) and Jim 
Turner (1,439). 

The Top Twenty display, one of the most popular at the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame, presents in an attractive eight-foot, 
four-sided pylon the leading 20 career leaders in rushing, 
passing, receiving and scoring. Updated weekly during every 
season, the Hall's attention-getting exhibition differs from 
similar rankings in that statistics from the All-America Football 
Conference are recognized along with those from the Amer- 
ican and National Football League. 

Although there were no new faces entering the Top Twenty 
scoring parade during the 1986 season, four active players did 
climb several places in the rankings. 

Ray Wersching of the San Francisco 49ers became the 
12th player in pro football history to score more than 1,000 
points. Ray's 116-point output in his 14th NFL season enabled 
him to jump from 14th place to No. 11 in the Top Twenty. 
Wersching now has scored 1,039 points and a similar 116- 
point campaign in 1987 would enable him to jump three more 
spots ahead of Garo Yepremian (1,074), Don Cockroft (1,080) 
and Gino Cappelletti (1,130). 

The New York Jets’ Pat Leahy, with 92 points, jumped from 
16th place to 13th place ahead of Sam Baker (977 points), Lou 
Michaels (955) and Roy Gerela (903). Leahy has scored 993 
points in 13 seasons and should be reasonably certain of 
climbing atleast three more places on the Top Twenty in 1987.
